For a SANE Foreign Policy in 
SOUTH VIETNAM 


In August, 1963, we took the first major step toward a SANE nuclear policy 
by signing the limited nuclear test ban treaty. Let us now take the first major step 
toward a SANE foreign policy by ending the war in South Vietnam. 





It is becoming clearer daily that there cannot be a military solution in South 
Vietnam and that a negotiated political settlement is the only possible solution. 


The continuing crisis in Southeast Asia is a chronic disturber of the peace— 
is preventing agreement among the major nuclear powers on disarmament meas- 
ures—is serving as an obstacle to a continuing detente between the Communist 
world and ourselves—could trigger A NUCLEAR WORLD WAR III. 


Southern California SANE Urge the Following 


1) A CEASE FIRE in South Vietnam—End the continuing futile loss of American 
and Vietnamese lives. 

2) A negotiated political settlement through United Nations and/or Geneva Con- 
ference efforts to insure that nuclear weapons will not be introduced else- 
where in Asia—Free elections in South Vietnam. 

3) Neutralization of North and South Vietnam—this would permit the true neu- 
tralization of Indochina including Cambodia, Laos, North and South Vietnam. 

4) No extension of the war to North Vietnam or China—A nuclear world war could 
result from such action. 

5) No use of atomic weapons under any circumstances.

REDS AIM TORPEDOES—BUT 


Fortunately the Committee is Unsinkable 


One of the most extraordinary phenomena of our 
public life is the continuing attempt to abolish the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities. It is 
fortunate that this attempt has failed, for the Commit- 
tee has made an outstanding contribution to the expo- 
sure of communist infiltration and subversion in the 
United States. : 

Its significance was emphasized in May of 1962 
when communist representatives from more than 20 na- 
tions met in Lidice, Czechoslovakia, to outline the 
most effective steps to promote communism and to 
destroy freedom throughout the world. The proceedings, 
as reprinted in The World Marxist Review, show their 
number four recommendation was: “Abolition of the 
House Un-American Activities Committee.” 

Since this Committee of the Congress is under such 
constant and violent attack, it would be worthwhile to 
review its record. 


During the years 1941 to 1942, the Committee on 
Un-American Activities made 142 legislative recommen- 
dations to the Congress. Forty-four of these recom- 
mendations were “repeats,” cases where the Committee 
was not initially successful in gaining Congressional 
approval and submitted the identical proposal in a sub- 
sequent session. Of the total of 98 original proposals, 
42 have been enacted into law. During the last Con- 
gress, six out of the Committee’s total of seven pro- 
posals became law. 


In addition, facts brought to light by the Committee 
during its hearings and investigations have resulted in 
the adoption of thirteen major policy changes by the 
Executive Branch of the government. 

Enemies of the Committee say its tactics are un- 
American, brutal and extralegal—if not illegal. The 
Committee has been accused of being a smear-machine, 
bent on destroying the reputation of decent, loyal Amer- 
ican citizens. 

The American Bar Association has kept close 
watch for what it considered to be unfair and arbitrary 
Congressional Committee procedure. Within recent 
years, it conducted its own investigation of the HCUA. 
This is what the ABA reports: 


“The House Un-American Activities Committee has 
been attacked on the ground that it has engaged in 


smear campaigns and has .invaded the constitutional 
rights of persons investigated. Your committee (of 
the American Bar Association) is impressed with the 
fairness with which hearings before that committee 
have been conducted.... We are satisfied that the 
witnesses called to testify before the committee are 
being treated fairly and properly in all tespects, and 
we are also satisfied that each witness is accorded 


‘full protection so far as his constitutional or other 
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legal rights are involved.... 


Because the Communist Party is so intent upon 
destroying the Committee, it fights it through propa- 
ganda and agitation, through riots at the Committee's 
hearings, and even through the means which ideologi- 
cally it scorns, the courts of law. 


Invariably, when the Committee issues a citation 
for contempt, the Communist Party tries to void the 
citation through appeal. There have been some cases 
when the Supreme Court has invalidated such citations 
(after they had been upheld in the lower courts). But 
although the House Committee on Un-American Acti- 
vities has had its constitutionality challenged more 
than any other legislative body, its position has never - 
been shaken. 

How effective has the Committee been in uncover- 
ing subversion? The list of people who have been un- 
masked as communist spies, comintern agents and in- 
filtrators is long and impressive. It is headed by such 
persons as Alger Hiss, Gerhart Eisler, J. Peters, Harry 
Dexter White and Nathan Gregory. 

Committee hearings have destroyed the effective- 
ness of numerous Communist Party “fronts” and have 
uncovered a great number of infiltration schemes. 


Some time ago, two employeesin sensitive positions 
in the National Security Agency suddenly defected to 
Soviet Russia. These two persons were such obvious 
security risks, that the Committee decided to investi- 
gate (through secret hearings) the security practices 
of the NSA itself. When the hearings were concluded, 
the Personnel Director had been fired, the Director of 
Security had “resigned,” and 26 employees had been — 
dismissed as blatant security risks. And this was in the 
agency in charge of ourmost super-secret code and com- 
munications arm, the National Security Agency itself. 


During the 25 years ofits existence, the HCUA has 
interrogated 4,000 witnesses. Its hearings fill 497 
volumes. It has distributed seven million copies of 
its publications. In short, it has become not only the 
watch-dog for the nation against communist subversion, 
but also the greatest source of material for citizens 
who want to learn more about the enemy. 

After reviewing briefly the accomplishments of the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities, is it any 
wonder that for years the Communist press and party 
leaders have been exhorting the party faithful to con- 
centrate on abolishing this Committee? Is it any won- 
der they have thrown numerous party fronts into the 
campaign, and are spending thousands of dollars in 
this abolition activity? | 3 : 


Radio Moscow, the official voice of Soviet Russia, 
has carried on its battle in these words: 

November 15, 1952: “The notorious committee for 
the investigation of un-American Activities is now 
carrying on a far-flung witch hunt for so-called sub- 
versive elements in Hollywood.” 

December 16, 1956: “The notorious un-American 
Activities Committee has launched another drive on 
civil rights and liberties in the United States.” 

January 5, 1959: “The officials of the notorious 
U.S. Congressional un-American Activities Committee 
lost what reason they had left and have become an 
object of ridicule of the entire world. The committee 
members hate everything progressive and nurture a 
practically bestial hatred of the Soviet Union.” 


More recently, with outside fanfare to create the 
proper atmosphere, the Communists tried to do away 
with the Committee by pushing an amendment of the 
House rules. When this proved unsuccessful, they 
attempted to have the committee’s functions trans- 
‘ferred to a subcommittee of the Judiciary Committee. 
Still no success. Then they, hit on a scheme fora 
large cut in the Committee’s appropriations. Again 
they met with failure. 


But we know they will continue in their efforts to 
impair the Committee's operations and to pave the way 
for their desired goal, complete destruction of the Com- 
mittee. They claim they are against the committee 
because it has weakened America, but they are against 
it because it has weakened their own efforts to destroy 
America. Their smear technique is to divert the Amer- 
ican people away from the truth, away from the cold 
{acts of their subversion. 


FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover has said the role of 


the House Committee on Un-American Activities in © 


safeguarding freedom “is well known to every patriotic 


citizen, and real Americans are not going to be fooled 
or misled by efforts to discredit its vital task.” 

Those who seek to destroy the Committee are seek- 
ing to destroy one of the greatest protections we have 
against communism. They are seeking to destroy the 
agency that has proved to be gq strong obstacle to the 
spread of communism in this country, and has been 
acknowledged as such by the communist leaders them- 
selves. To do this at a time when the strength of the 
world communist conspiracy is at an all-time high 
would be suicidal. 
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The purposes of the New Bruin Republicans are 
(1) to Learn effective political action, (2) to 
participate in the selection and election of Republi- 
can candidates, and (3) to provide a forum for the 
discussion of rvroblems facing our government today.

HAVE WE LOST FREEDOM OF BELIEF? 


The House of Representatives passed by a 
290-130 vote the broadest Civil Rights 
Bill since the days of Reconstruction. 
Tacked on to this much needed legis- 
lation, however, was the Ashbrook 
Amendment : 


Not withstanding any other provision 
of this title, it shall not be an 
unlawful employment practice for an 
employer to refuse to hire and employ 
any person because of said person's 
atheistic practices and beliefs. 


Clearly, this amendment is aimed at 

two seperate areas: practice and belief. 
As for atheistic practices, what IS an 
atheistic practice??? Mr. Ashbrook 
didn't feel called upon to explain 

what it was that he wants to outlaw. 


As for atheistic beliefs - Representative 
Ashbrook has had the temerity to try to 
legislate "punishments" for believing 

the "wrong" things. This is in blatent 
violation of the traditions of a free 
society, and is most certainly out of 
place in the United States. When we 
have lost freedom of belief - we have 
lost Freedom. 
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There is something feeble and a little 
contemptible about a man who cannot face 
the perils of life without the help of 
comfortable myths. Almost inevitably 
some part of him is aware that they are 
myths, and that he believes them only 
because they are comforting. But he 
dares not face this thought: Moreover, 
Since he is aware, however dimly, that 
his opinions are not rational, he 
becomes furious when they are disputed.

They knew, and those people in New York 
knew - they just didn't want to be 
bothered. Nietzsche said, "God is dead”, 
but what of Man?

PROPOSITION 14 

Proposition 14 on the California 
ballot in November will, if passec, 
have two effects: it will remove 
from the legal code of California 
our current Fair Housing laws, and 
it will ban any future Fair Housing 
legislation in this state. 


Those supporting Proposition 14 
(that is, those opposed to Fair 
Housing laws) say that they are 
doing so to protect their property 
rights. Those opposing Proposition 
14 (that is, those in favor of Fair 
Housing laws) say that they are 
doing so to protect basic human 
rights. These then are the two 
banners under which The battle is 
being fought: property rights on 
the one side, and human rights on 
the cther, 


It is difficulit..to believe tat 
anyone would seriously consider 
subjugating basic human rights to 
property "rights", but such is 
obviously the situation, such a 
course of action would be far less 
distressing to us if it were being 
taken because of principle - but 
even the briefest survey of those 
organizations supporting Proposit- 
ion 14 (i.e., trying to remove Fair 
Housing laws) makes this extremely 
improbable. It might be far more 
accurate to say that the true under- 
lying issues are human rights and 
vested interest, insofar as the cry 
of "property rights" is concerned. 
The individuals and groups working 
for Proposition 14 because they feel 
they belong to a "superior race" are 
not worth commenting upon, even 
though they may outnumber the others.

The’ gréat increase in premaritial 
intercourse among college-aged 
people, when combined with the 
prevailing tabu attached to birth 
control information and devices, 
adds up to a rapidly-climbing 
incidence of unwanted pregnancies, 
illegal abortions with their 
attendant dangers of permanent 
injury or death, undesired and 
unprepared-for marriages with very 
little hope of success, unwanted 
and unloved children, and totally- 
destroyed academic and profession- 
al careers.

PROFIT SHARING 


Under Barry Goldwater’s leadership, the stores in 1945 introduced 
a generous profit sharing plan open to everyone from top executives to 
the lowliest workers. The Goldwaters hosted an annual breakfast, 
presided over by Barry, in which employees were given a rundown 
of the store’s financial status. 


FRINGE BENEFITS 


The Goldwater store was one of the first businesses in the state. 


to provide life insurance, and hospital and surgical policies for em- 
ployees. Employees were paid when they were sick, and they enjoyed 
liberal discounts on all their purchases. 


During the depression of the 30’s no Goldwater employee was 
laid off. 


LABOR RELATIONS 


Says former Phoenix Mayor Jack Williams: “Under Barry, the 
stores had the most liberal, progressive labor relations of any store 
anywhere in the state. They were far and away the best.” 


THE “JACK THORNTON" FARM 


In an effort to afford recreation for employees, and to help them 
obtain fresh vegetables, meat, milk and other scarce items during 
World War II, the Goldwater stores acquired a 25-acre farm eight 
miles from Phoenix. It was named the “Jack Thornton Farm” in 
memory of the oldest Goldwater employee. It was equipped with a 
picnic area, a barbecue pit, swimming pool, an air-conditioned club- 
house, an outdoor dance floor. Free kiddie rides were set up. The store 
furnished free nursing service for mothers who worked in the store, 
transporting the children to the farm for the day and returning them 
in the evening. The employees who wanted to raise their own food 
were permitted to leave work any afternoon an hour and a half before 
closing time. The entire operation of the farm including distribution of 
produce, was left to committees elected by the workers. After the 
war, the Goldwaters donated the site to the Phoenix Technical School 
for use as an Agricultural training center.

One of Barry Goldwater’s many interests is music. Years ago he taught himself to play the saxaphone, 
clarinet and mandolin, and was for many years a member of the AFL musicians union in Tucson and 
Phoenix. Although he doesn’t play any of the instruments now, he retains his keen musical interest, especially 


in Dixieland or uptempo music.

In order to end the present crisis, to establish the confidence and trust essential to the 
restoration of normal University life, and to create a campus environment that encourages 
students to exercise free and responsible citizenship in the University and in the commu- 
nity at large, the Committee on Academic Freedom of the Berkeley Division of the Aca- 
demic Senate moves the following propositions: 


1. That there shall be no University disciplinary measures against members or organi- 
zations of the University community for activities prior to December 8 connected with the 
current controversy over political speech and activity. 


2. That the time, place, and manner of conducting political activity on the campus 
shall be subject to reasonable regulation to prevent interference with the normal functions 
of the University; that the regulations now in effect for this purpose shall remain in effect 
provisionally pending a future report of the Committee on Academic Freedom concerning 
the minimal regulations necessary. 


3. That the content of speech or advocacy should not be restricted by the University. 
Off-campus student political activities shall not be subject to University regulation. 
On-campus advocacy or organization of such activities shall be subject only to such limita- 
tions as may be imposed under section 2. 


4, That future disciplinary measures in the area of political activity shall be deter- 
mined by a committee appointed by and responsible to the Berkeley Division of the 
Academic Senate. 


5. That the Division urge the adoption of the foregoing policies and call on all 
members of the University community to join with the faculty in its efforts to restore the 
University to its normal functions. 


What Do the Academic Senate’s Propositions Involve? 


The solution requires very little change in the Re- 
gents’ rules presently governing political activity in 
the University community. It is meant to apply only to 
the Berkeley campus. In line with the desire of the 
whole campus community to restore immediately the 
atmosphere of confidence and trust essential to our 
primary educational functions, the faculty has sug- 
gested one small but important procedural change— 
that disciplinary jurisdiction over breaches of regula- 
tions concerning the time, place, and manner of stu- 


dent political activity be transferred to a committee 
of the Academic Senate. This change would restore a 
function which the Senate performed until 1938. 
There is much misunderstanding about existing 
University regulations on political speech, the desira- 
bility of modifications, and the present need for a just 
and responsible solution to the practical problems 
which beset the Berkeley campus. For this reason it is 
important that colleagues, friends, and the citizens of 
the state and nation understand what is at stake. 


Nine Distinguished Members of the Faculty State Their Views 


Philip Selznick, Chairman, Department of Sociology, 
and Chairman, Center for the Study of Law and 
Society 


The action of the Berkeley Division of the Academic 
Senate upholds the highest ideals of university educa- 
tion and political life. It is a policy that is both right 
in principle and workable in practice. The Senate is 
not against rules and will not shrink from enforcing 
them. But these rules, and the policies that lie behind 
them, must fully reflect our commitment to a free 
society. This is the basis of the Senate’s resolution, 
and that is why I support it. 


Carl E. Schorske, Professor of History 


The primary task of the University of California 
has always been and must always be teaching, learn- 
ing, and research—not political activity. Our students, 
however, are citizens, and should enjoy the right to 
political expression and activity on the campus. That 
is all that the faculty resolution wishes to establish. 
Such is the proper division of authority for a univer- 
sity in a democratic society, whose youth are both stu- 
dents and citizens. The University must regulate the 
time, place, and manner of this exercise so that it does 
not interfere with the main functions of the academic 
community, but it cannot regulate content. Illegal acts 
or expression should be punished by the law; offenses 
against the University community should be punished 
by the University. 


Joseph Tussman, Chairman, Department of Philos- 
apiy 

The crisis through which we are passing involves 
at least three sets of problems. First, there are prob- 
Jems resulting from recent attempts to resolve what is 
essentially a moral and spiritual crisis by the use of 
radically inappropriate means—the attempt to deal 
coercively and punitively with the problems of mind 


and spirit. In this field we may hope, I believe, that 
the spirit of amnesty will now prevail. 

Second, there are problems arising out of the qual- 
ity and scope of University regulations governing 
speech, assembly, and political or social action by 
members of the academic community. 

Third, there are problems arising from fundamental! 
defects in the living constitution of the University, in 
the relations between students, faculty, and adminis- 
trators, and in the general structure of authority. 

Permanent peace and health will not be easily at- 
tained. But the propositions before us are a good be- 
ginning. I think they are all necessary. 

{ will comment only upon point 3, which provides 
“That the content of speech or advocacy should not be 
restricted by the University. Off-campus student polit- 
ical activities shall not be subject to University regula- 
tion. On-campus advocacy or organization of such 
activities shall be subject only to such limitations as 
may be imposed under Section 2.” 

This rule will obviate most of the difficulties in this 
sensitive area. It is a sensible rule. But I think we 
should regard it as more than just a “sensible rule,” 
as more than a way of avoiding tough administrative 
problems, and even as more than a rule which pro- 
tects important “rights.” We should regard it, and 
support it, as symbolizing the fundamental commit- 
ment of the University to its own essential nature. For 
it expresses the conviction that ours is an institution 
whose proper mode of dealing with the mind is edu- 
cational, not coercive. We are not the secular arm. If 
we have forgotten this we should be grateful to those 
who are now reminding us. 


Josephine Miles, Professor of English 

The motto of the University of California is Let 
There Be Light. The greatness of the University de- 
pends upon the help of the people of California in 
Keeping this light shining full and free. When it is 
obscured by competing restrictions, we get the dark- 


ness and confusion of the present situation. 

Parents are to be honored for having sent us in re- 
cent years students who are profoundly concerned 
with the freedom of knowledge and opinion. They 
realize that freedom and stability are complementary, 
not contradictory, and fear that both have been re- 
cently impaired. Misunderstandings have been created 
partly by the intensity of the students, and partly by 
the slowness of some of their elders to respond to their 
needs with full comprehension. 

The faculty has necessarily taken up the task of in- 
terpreting students to the community and clarifying 
its own principles: The principles are three: 

Advocacy: every citizen’s constitutional right to ex- 
press his beliefs; his right to speak and be heard with- 
out the limitations set upon action. 

Academic responsibility: the Academic Senate’s 
establishing of a committee on conduct. 

Amnesty: the recognition of misjudgments on all 
sides, and of the serious moral purpose of the students’ 
crusade, in which a majority of the students, and many 
of the best, are participating. 

Faculty members favor reading lists; mine is as fol- 
lows: John Milton’s Areopagitica, Ralph Waldo Em- 
erson’s Self-Reliance, and the Constitution of the 
United States of America. 


George J. Maslach, Dean, College of Engineering, and 
S. A. Schaaf, Chairman, Department of Mechan- 
ical Engineering 


Along with most of the rest of the Berkeley Engi- 
neering Faculty, we voted for the five-point report of 
the Academic Freedom Committee on Tuesday, De- 
cember 8. This report recommends a long needed and 
basic clarification of policy on student discipline in 
the area of freedom of speech and political activity. 
In essence it will lead to new regulations under which 
legal restraints on speech will be dealt with in the 
civil courts rather than by means of extra-legal Univer- 
sity disciplinary procedures. 

The Berkeley Senate’s policy recommendation is the 
direct follow-up of the substance of the interim ad- 
ministrative agreement made between all Berkeley 
Department Chairmen and President Kerr, which was 
announced to the entire Berkeley campus community 
at the Greek Theatre meeting on Monday. 


Owen Chamberlain, Professor of Physics and Nobel 
Laureate 


Before the disorder of recent days can be overcome, 
it would seem that the Administration and the Faculty 
must indicate that they have heard what the students 
have been talking about. 

The students are not well impressed by the world 
as they see it. They see much that is wrong, as I am 


sure most of us do. They feel it their privilege— 
indeed, their responsibility—to take steps to make 
changes in an undesirable pattern. They feel that many 
of society’s ills are urgent matters whose cure should 
not be postponed. They feel their position as citizens 
and feel the necessity of taking certain social action 
now—not next year. 


The students—particularly those most active polit- 
ically—feel the necessity of having their views heard, 
yet feel that within the spectrum of methods their 
elders would recommend to them there is little that 
would allow them the effectiveness that they feel their 
conviction warrants. 


While it is the claim of this University that it exists 
for the purpose of helping young people to become 
skilled and responsible citizens, the Administration 
and Faculty have very often taken a rather paternal- 
istic attitude toward the students. The students may 
rightly say that there can be no sudden transition, the 
day they receive their last academic degree, from de- 
pendent child to independent adult. They are insist- 
ing that they are young adults. They are insisting that 
they do carry responsibility. They are showing us that 
even such a simple matter as law and order on our 
campus depends upon them. They are asking that we 
recognize their views not just as the views of youth, 
but also the views of adulthood. 

They are saying that they are each responsible 
adults, taking full responsibility for their actions. They 
are saying they were not led blindly into political 
action. They are saying it is improper—in their view 
immoral—to separate out for punishment only the 
leaders. 


Here I come to what I think is the crux of the 
the view I am trying to express. In their code of mor- 
ality they will not allow us the easy way out of pun- 
ishing just the few who did the talking at a rally on 
campus. They insist that they are all responsible for 
whatever happened as a result of their united activity. 
They are saying that to punish only their leaders 
would be, in their view, immoral. 


I make no pretense of speaking for the students. I 
have spoken to very few of them. I have spoken to 
just enough of them to realize that some of our best 
students are supporters—ardent ones—of the FSM. I 
am trying to listen, and I ask you to listen. See if they 
are not saying: Respect our civil disobedience—it is 
sometimes better than foregoing the rights you believe 
to be yours. Show us that we have the full rights of 
all citizens, whether we are this year on the learning 
end or the teaching end of the University. Show us 
that we are heard, when we act like adults, not always 
only lectured to. Show us you do not have to treat 
us always as children, but more as adults when we 
achieve adult skills and facility. Set for us an example 
of real intellectual integrity, the kind a university 
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Should be proud of. Show us that you can, if we 
insist, treat us like men and women, each responsible 
for his actions. Show us we do not have to be treated 
as children who now and then follow some “insidious” 
leader. Show us, please, that whether or not you ap- 
prove of our form of morality, at least you have 
heard it. 


Henry Nash Smith, Professor of English, and former 
Chairman of the Academic Freedom Committee 
of the Academic Senate (Berkeley Division and 
State-wide) 


I voted for the propositions for three principal 
reasons: 


l. The propositions are in conformity with the Con- 
stitution of the United States. As a layman I am 
guided by the opinions of colleagues who are experts 
in the field of law. All the legal scholars with 
whom I have discussed the matter have told me that 
the University has no constitutional (and therefore no 
legal) right to limit students’ freedom of speech or 
political activity except in the manner indicated in 
the second of the propositions—by regulating “the 
time, place, and manner” of political speech and activ- 
ity to the extent that may be necessary in order to 
“prevent interference with the normal functions of the 
University.” ‘The Council of the American Association 
of University Professors asked a committee to draft a 
statement concerning the academic freedom of stu- 
dents for consideration by the Council. This report— 
published in the current (Autumn 1964) issue of the 
AAUP Bulletin—asserts: “Students should enjoy the 
same freedom of religion, speech, press and assembly, 
and the right to petition the authorities, that citizens 
generally possess. Exercise of these rights on or off 
the campus should not subject them to institutional 
penalties. ... When students run into police difficulties 
off the campus in connection with what they regard 
as their political rights—as, for example, taking part 
in sit-ins, picket lines, demonstrations, riding on free- 
dom buses—the college authorities should take every 
practical step to assure themselves that such students 
are protected in their full legal rights and against 
abuse.” 


2. Alternative policies are unworkable. A long series 
of efforts by the Administration of the University of 
California to devise University regulations prescribing 
the permissible content of student political speech and 
activity has convinced me that such efforts lead only 
to controversy and disturbance. The University is not 


equipped to draw up or to enforce criminal laws. Even 
if such an undertaking were warranted in principle, 
it would require the creation of an elaborate system of 
police and courts quite out of keeping with the func- 
tions of the University as an institution of teaching 
and research. Criminal prosecutions should be left to 
the civil authorities. The students I have talked with 
understand fully that if they break the laws they must 
expect to be punished by the courts. 

3. The civil rights movement expresses the moral 
idealism of a whole generation of young Americans. 
Most of the students involved in the recent demonstra- 
tions believe they are working in behalf of a nation- 
wide crusade for social justice, primarily in the area of 
rights for Negroes. I believe the University should be 
very slow to align itself against a movement enlisting 
the loyalties of so many young men and women in all 
parts of the country. 


Thomas Parkinson, Professor of English 


There are two main issues in the proposals of the 
Berkeley Division of the Academic Senate. First, 
should advocacy of political action be restricted on the 
campus of a university? The Senate says, in effect, 
that if “Congress shall make no law . . . abridging the 
freedom of speech,” then a university should make no 
law abridging the freedom of speech. The content of 
speech should not be limited, and its form should be 
regulated only insofar as necessary in order to allow 
the University to carry out its main functions. On this 
main point, there seems to me little room for argu- 
ment. There is no such thing as more or less freedom; 
men either have freedom or they do not, and limitation 
of the content of speech destroys freedom. What lim- 
itations there are on the content of speech are matters 
to be determined by the courts. 

Second, there is the question of whether or not 
there should be an amnesty for past student activity 
in discord with university regulations. On this last 
point it is my conviction that there should be a uni- 
versal amnesty on the Berkeley campus, for students, 
faculty, and administration. Generosity of spirit is 
required from all members of the community, and the 
members of the community who have the greatest 
power, and therefore the greatest opportunity to make 
a large act of charity, are the members of the Board 
of Regents. Once that act is made, the campus can 
then continue its development with faith in its mem- 
bership, hope for a more glorious future, and charity 
for all: remembering from this point on that the great- 
est of these is charity.

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Latest Change of Saigon Regime 
Makes U.S. Position Even Dimmer 


With the fall of still an- 
other government in Sai- 
gon, the chances are poo- 
cer than ever that we shall 
see a national movement 
to suppress the Viet Cong 
rebellion. 


We have now been in- 
volved in this -area for 
something like 15 years, 
first in supporting France 
until she was defeated and 
then on our own. The 
French failed to keep In- 
dochina within the sphere 
of influence of the West, 


and it is becoming painful- 


ly obvious that we are fail- 
ing, too. We cannot find a 
Vietnamese government 
which is able to use and 
has the will to use the wea- 
pons, the economic aid, the 
military assistance and ad- 
vice which we are provid- 
ing. 
* 


Amidst the continuing 
disappointment and frus- 
tation, it is not surprising 
that there are some who 
want to change the charac- 
ter of our intervention. 
They want us—presuma- 
bly Congress—to make the 
operation in Southeast 
Asia “our war" and to use 
the bombers to attack the 
Communists to the north. 

The significant point in 
the program of the war 
party is that they want the 
waz to be waged by Amer- 
ican airplanes up in the 
skies and not by American 
infantry down in the mud 
and in the jungle. This is 
significant, beeause it 
shows the pretension that 
there is a cheap way to 
win a war on the mainland 
of Asia. 

The probability is high 
that serious air strikes 
against North Vietnam 
and the communications 
to South China would pro- 
voke an invasion of South 
Vietnam, which no

government in Saigon is 
likely to be able to resist. 
The infantry in Asia is a 
formidable military in- 
strument, and our exper- 
ience in North Korea de- 
monstrated that airplanes 
alone cannot interdict the 
movement and supply of

large masses of deter- 
mined infantry soldiers. 

The fact is that if we 
make the Vietnamese 
struggle "our war," we 
shall have to fight on the 
ground to hold South Viet- 
nam. There is no use fool- 
ing the American people 
into thinking that a war 
for villages in the jungles 
and the swamps can be a 
clean war in the open 
skies. 

The American people by 
a huge majority do not 
want another Korean 
War, and they are not 
going to be persuaded to 
believe that they can leave 
a war in Southeast Asia to 
the Air Force and forget 
about the foxholes. Our 
people have shown in 
three years that they can 
take it if they have to. But 
in Vietnam they do not 
have to take it, for there is 
at stake no primary and 
vital interest of the United 
States. The real stake is 
self-esteem and prestige, 


what we think of our- 
selves and what others 
think about us. 

It is a pity, it has been a 
grievous mistake, to have 
involved ourselves so 
much in a part of the 
world where it is impossi- 
ble for a non-Asian coun- 
try to win a war against 
Asians. Having made this 
cardinal mistake, we can- 
not expect to find attrac- 
tive and glorious ways of 
correcting it. We shall 
have to pay something for 
our mistake, and we shall 
have to look for the least 
difficult and the least un- 
attractive solution. 


It may be, to be sure, 
that it has now become too 
optimistic to talk as if we 
do have such a choice. The 
way things have been 
going in South Vietnam, it 
is not at all unlikely that 
we shall wake up some 
morning with another 
government in Saigon 
which, like the Cambodian 
government, tells us to go 
home and then sues for 
peace in the north.

I am inclined to think 
that if we let things drift, 
this is the way the Ameri- 
can intervention will end, 
not with a bang, but with a 
whimper. 

We ought to try for some- 
thing better than that. If 
there is anything better to 
be done, it will not be done 
with the bombers or by 
shifting generals in South 
Vietnam. It will be done as 
part of some much larger 
and more elaborate diplo- 
matic proposal and action 
—one directed at some- 
thing far bigger than 
South Vietnam — at an 
Asian settlement from 
Siberia to the Himalayas, 
from the Mekong to the 
Yalu.

Another View of the Problem 
at the University of California 


The University of Cali- 
fornia is one of the great 
universities of the world, 
with a distinguished facul- 
ty, a dedicated board of re- 
gents and a president who, 
in addition to being one of 
the ablest men in the Unit- 
ed States, had a highly 
successful career as a 
peacemaker, in labor dis- 
putes, before he came to 
his present post. 

They are all caught in a 
web of misconceptions. In 
fact, the whole country is 
entangled in it. The pic- 
ture of a university in 
which everybody believes 
nowadays is that of a 
large, well-oiled machine, 
grinding away at produc- 
ing the knowledge and the 
technicians and the well- 
tubbed young Americans 
society needs. 


* 


The factory is organized 
like those owned by cor- 
porations manufacturing 
steel or soap, ships or seal- 
ing wax. The board of re- 
gents has the responsibili- 
ty for delivering the goods. 
The president manages 
the plant. The professors 
turn out the product. And 
all hands join in creating 
and polishing the "public 
image" that ensures the 
acceptance of the product 
and the flow of financial 


support. 
Hence, the outraged 
cries of "communism," 


"anarchy" and "call the 
cops" that greet the pro- 
duct when, apparently for 
no good reason, it jumps 
off the conveyor belt and 
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starts running around the 
plant making speeches. 

The student uprising at 
Berkeley can be seen as a 
revolt against this whole 
conception, or misconcep- 
tion, of a university. In 
this view, it is long over- 
due. 

The only defensible idea 
of a university is that it is 
an intellectual community, 
a place where people think 
together about important 
matters. It is a center of 
independent thought and 


—— 
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criticism, where every- 
thing may be discussed. A 
"non-controversial"  uni- 
versity is a contradiction 
in terms. A university 
where no debate is going 
on is as good as dead. 

The principal function 
of the regents is to protect 
the faculty and the 
Students from those who 
are alarmed by free dis- 
cussion. The duty of the 
president is to see to it that 
the discussion never flags. 
The faculty is responsible 


for conducting the discus- 
sion among thernselves 
and with the students. 


Since this is the heart of 
the enterprise, the faculty 
must have the decisive 
voice. The president may 
prod and persuade them, 
the regents may criticize 
them, but in the end those 
who are devoting their 
lives to the discussion 
have to determine what it 
is to be about and how it is 
to be conducted, 

The professors are not 
employes. The regents are 
not their employers. The 
professors are members of 
an intellectual community, 
defended, encouraged and 
criticized by the regents, 
who have delegated to the 
faculty the duty of main- 
taining the community on 
the highest possible level.

Under present  condi- 
tions, this is a frightful 
task. The size of American 
universities, the specializa- 
tion and departmentaliza- 
tion that afflicts them all, 
the difficulties of. reconcil- 
ing the demands of teach- 
ing and research, make 
communication among 
professors almost unattai- 
nable and contacts with 
students almost impossi- 
ble. 

These are the problems 
that we ought to get excit- 
ed about. The issue is not 
hew to restore "law and 
order" on the campus, but 
how to build intellectual 
communities worthy of the 
hopes and responsibilities 
of our people.

The Times charges one 
of the world's most distin- 
guished faculties with ina- 
bility to sort out the issues 
and come to fair conclu- 
sions. Even if this faculty 
should be wrong in its ad- 
vice to the regents—and I 
believe it is completely 
right—this group together 
with an exceptional body 
of students is the universi- 
tv, the source of its 
strength and distinction.

Dear UCLA Alumnus: 


The story of the so-called "free speech" controversy at the 
Berkeley campus is long and complicated. It has been exhaustively 
reported in the news media, although there are many gross misconceptions 
on all sides. A good many alumni may, also, be confused about what has 
happened, especially on the UCLA campus. 


This letter attempts to relate the position taken by UCLA 
students, faculty, administration, and the Alumni Association. 


Individual rights of free speech and political freedom have 
never been questioned by the University, beliefs which have been solidly 
endorsed by the Alumni Association. The Regents have never deviated 
from a policy of free speech as a fundamental American right. 


There must be freedom within a university, as an intellectual 
commnity, for all members to think and talk critically about any and 
all important ideas and issues. There can be no true university if such 
dialogue between students and faculty is restricted. Administrators must 
assure that such discussion is taking place and is an important part of 
the student's education. 


It is also true that no university, nor indeed any society, 
can function properly nor long exist in a climate where law and order 
are violated. 


: We take pride in informing you that the position of all but a 
very few UCLA students in the present crisis demonstrates their Tecling 
of the strong sense of responsibility in the exercise of the freedom of 
political expression they have in fact always enjoyed. By their actions, 
all segments of the UCLA community have been recognized by the public at 
large as a stabilizing influence on the entire University. 


Here is a brief summary of the roles played by each: 


Students: Even though Mario Savio, the leader of the so-called 
"Free Speech Movement" at Berkeley, came to establish a chapter at UCLA, 
he found little support among our students. Several rallies took place 
in the Hyde Park area near Kerckhoff Hall, but the largest crowd numbered 
only 400--of whom only about 75 were dedicated FSM-ers, the others being 
curious spectators. UCLA students in opposition formed the "Responsible 
Free Speech Movement," which numbers some 500 members and which gathered 
3,000 signatures on a petition supporting the administration. 
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Representatives of the Student Legislative Council and the 
Graduate Student Association served on a seven-man committee to 
advise on rules for "time, place, and manner” (time of political 
action, place of recruiting members or collecting money for such 
action, and regulations governing speakers, etc.) to implement the 
Regents' policy on the use of campus facilities. This was done with 
the purpose of trying to preserve students' constitutional rights 
and at the same time maintain order on the campus. 


Faculty: The Committee on University Welfare of the 
Academic Senate, under the chairmanship of Dr. Philip Levine, 
Professor of Classics, strongly endorsed "time, place, and manner" 
rules for the implementing of Regents' policy on the use of campus 
facilities. Later, at a town meeting of the entire Academic Senate, 
chaired by Dr. Robert Holzer, Professor of Geophysics, the faculty 
discussed the issue of free speech on the campus and backed the UCLA 
administration by a resounding voice vote that observers estimated 
at 10-1. 


Administration: Under the able direction of Chancellor 
Franklin D. Murphy, key staff members kept on top of every develop- 
ment and worked closely with student and faculty leaders to see that 
UCLA reacted in a responsible manner to the so-called "free speech" 
controversy. It should be pointed out that this striving for a 
harmonious consensus was not a new development, but the result of 
many months and even years of consultation and communication with 
all segments of the UCLA family. 


Alumni: As a voting member of the Board of Regents, UCLA 
Alumni Association President W. Thomas Davis participated in actions 
taken by that body. Particularly important was the December 18th 
clarification of Regents' policy which reaffirmed that (1) student 
discipline is the administration's responsibility and is not subject 
to negotiation, and that (2) law and order will be maintained. 


The UCLA Alumni Association commends all those on and off 
campus who proved that reason, not emotion, is the best approach to 
complex problems. It salutes Chancellor Murphy for his brilliant 
leadership in the crisis that never really became a crisis at UCLA. 


In Chancellor Murphy's words: "The University of California 
is a distinguished center of scholarship which has traditionally held 
high the dignity and freedom of man. Here at UCLA we have enlarged 
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this dignity by carrying out our day-to-day activities with 
integrity, and with a respect for the rights of all. 


"T share the pride of all Californians in this splendid 
example of coupling freedom and responsibility." 


All of us who are members of the Executive Committee of 
the Board of Directors share this pride in UCLA's performance and 
recommend it to you as another example of the growing maturity 
and eminence of the Westwood campus. You may wish to pass along 
this information to friends who are interested in UCLA's position 


in this important matter.

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DEMAND UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA REGENTS REFORM NOW!!! 


The University of California has a significant impact on education as well as influencing socio- 
economic and political controls of the entire state. A good example of the University's influence on edu: 
cation in California is revealed in the faculty handbook. 


The State Education Code designates the University as the primary State supported 
academic agency for research. The University has exclusive jurisdiction in public higher 
education over instruction in law and over graduate instruction in medicine, dentistry, 
veterinary medicine, and architecture. It has the exclusive authority in public higher 
education to award the doctoral degree, except that it may agree with the State Colleges 
to award joint doctoral degrees in selected fields. The Code provides for the use of the 
University's libraries and research facilities by qualified members of the faculties of 
other State educational institutions. 


The students, Regents and citizens have various concepts about the function of the University and its 
educational responsibilities to California residents. In view of these differences it would be informative 
for all parties concerned to examine the stated purpose as quoted from the faculty handbook. 


The function of the University is to seek and to transmit knowledge and to train stu- 
dents in the processes whereby truth is to be known. To convert, or to make converts, 
is alien and hostile to this dispassionate duty. Where it becomes necessary, in perform- 
ing this function of a university, to consider political, social, or sectarian movements, 
they are dissected and examined--not taught, and the conclusion left, with no tipping of 
the scales, to the logic of the facts. 


The University respects personal belief as the private concern of the individual. It 
equally respects the constitutional rights of the citizen. It insists only that its members, 
as individuals and as citizens, shall likewise always respect--and not exploit, their 
University connection. 


After examining the function of the University it may be helpful to review the latter structure and the 
Regents' responsibilities. Under the State Constitution the government of the University resides in a 
corporation known as the Regents of the University of California, which with full powers of organization 
and government, is charged with administering the University as a public trust. The board is composed 
of twenty-four members, sixteen appointed by the Governor who serves as president of the Regents. 


As constituted thus far members appointed to the Board of Regents do not represent a cross-section of 
California residents. Thus far members of the Regents consist primarily of "BIG BUSINESS" executives 
and representatives of corporate wealth. Several years ago approximately one half of the Regents were 
officials in 400 of the largest business enterprises in the United States. Yet, the Board should represent 
the various classes and groups in this state. Students have questioned why the Regents are not more 
representative of California's population. From the point of view of many students the absence of demo- 
cratic election of Regent members plus the lack of broad representation of all groups in the state has re- 
sulted in the creation of a Board of Regents responsible only to "BIG BUSINESS." This select body has 
isolated itself from the general population of California. Through closed meetings and apparent indif- 
ference to public concern the Regents establish controls which cannot be debated by California citizens 
(students) before they go into effect. It is paradoxical that the Regents should be allowed to impose con- 
trols undemocratically in a tax-supported university in a free society. 


However its members are selected, the University Administration should function within legal limits 
specified by the United States Constitution. The latter stipulates certain democratic rights for all citi- 
zens, University students--no less than other Californians--are citizens. Regents of the University of 
California system must recognize the citizenship of students; it should recognize that students have the 
same rights as other citizens. It is felt that the University has particular responsibility to California 
citizens because of the large number of students involved in the educational process and also because 
of the millions of dollars of taxpayers' money invested in the University. The investment in human and 
material resources is great. In fact, the student enrollment for the Fall semester 1964-65 was 27, 431 in 
Berkeley and 71, 267 total for all the campuses. The budget income for the academic year 1964-65 was 
$173, 742, 113 State funds, $92,404,533 University funds, gifts and grants (the smallest amount), and 
$314, 634, 153 Federal funds (the largest amount). This is a grand total of $580, 780, 799. 


As most of you already know, the University of California's campus has been in turmoil since the be- 
ginning of the Fall semester 1964. The subtle contradiction between the cross values of affluent Regents, 
politically appointed, and the democratic ideals of students "seeking that process whereby truth is 
known" have produced a major confrontation. The Regents expressed their brazen contempt for libertarian 
views through University administrators. In sum, students charged the administration with infringement 
of their Constitutional rights and refusal of fair redress procedures for student grievances. 








In September 1964, the officials of the Administration ruled that: 
1, there should not be solicitation of political party membership 
2. there should not be any organizing of political and social action on campus 
3, that no funds are to be solicited on campus for such action 


4. and that students are not to receive funds to aid projects not directly concerned with 
an authorized activity of the University. 


This inflexible response to legitimate student demands provoked a showdown situation between the ad- 
ministration and-the students. The students began testing the rules of the administration by advocating 
their causes and carrying out regular campus activities. This led to a series of campus demonstrations 
involving thousands of students driven to defend their legitimate rights. The student drive for political 
freedom culminated in the Sptoul Hall sit-in, and the subsequent mass arrest of approximately 800 par- 
ticipants. 


No one of good faith hag seriously questioned the legitimacy of student demands. The faculty reso- 
lution of December 8th supported their libertarian stance. Though the position of the Regents was clearly 
tyrannical, they continue to harass students and faculty., The Regents have continued to call for the sup- 
pression of civil liberties of students because students lead a civil rights movement which demands of 
"BIG BUSINESS" that they reform their hiring and firing practices. "BIG BUSINESS," however, replies to 
these demands by instituting official pressure through lackeys in the Democratic Party. Neither the latter 

r "BIG BUSINESS" should run the University of California. In a democratic society, all classes and 
groups should share in the control of its institutions. In order for the University to establish a broader 
democratic base for students and create an atmosphere in which administrators and faculty can work in 
harmony, it will be necessary to effect a change in the composition of the Board of Regents. When analy- 
Zing the Regents' policies and power we must be objective but must never lose sight of this incontestable 
fact: The policies of public institutions must reflect the will of all the people. Only in this way may 
basic constitutional rights be extended to all citizens whether they are students or non-students! NO 
STATE UNIVERSITY SHOULD BE EMPOWERED TO DENY STUDENTS THEIR CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS.

With these demands in mind we submit to California citizens the following recommendations for major 
educational reforms in the University of California. We trust these recommendations will serve to re- 
establish student morale and to bring harmony and tranquillity to higher education in California: 


1. We demand the appointment of Regents from different socioeconomic classes and racial 
minority groups. 7 


2. We strongly recommend a study be conducted to determine means of electing rather 
than appointing. members to the Board of Regents. 


3. We demand reduction in tenure of Regents from 16 to 4 years. 
4. We demand all Regents' meetings be open to the public. 


5. We demand the publication of a financial statement disclosing all the University's ad- 
ministration assets, investments, real estate, contracts, and other business transac- 
tions in order that the public can more readily assess its operations. In this regard, — 
the people should conduct a thorough investigation of Regents' business transactions 
with the University in order to dispel possibilities of conflict of interest in the areas 
of real estate, building construction, equipment and supply contracts.

In all the debate over building a $4.5 
million football stadium on the UCLA 
campus, no one bothered to ask the 
students what they thought of the idea 
—even though part of the cost would 
come out of their incidental fees. 

A recent referendum, however, indi- 
cated that a big majority of the stu- 
dents think that there are better ways 
to spend the money. Of the 3,419 stu- 
dents questioned 2,417 were opposed to 
the stadium project. | 

Although the results of the referen- 
dum are, of course, not binding upon 
the university's Board of Regents, the 
students' opinion should be considered. 
And the students are not alone in ques- 
tioning the advisability of spending 
millions for a 44,000-seat stadium when 
the university is complaining that its 
budget isn't big enough. — 

Tax funds would not be used for the 
stadium construction, but surely there 
are other more productive uses for the 
$4.5 million on campus—particularly 
when UCLA teams have the use of the 
Los Angeles Coliseum at a relatively 
low rent. 

Arguments for the campus stadium 
seem particularly frail in view of the 
university's over-all fiscal situation. 


Campus officials say they want to 
spare students the cross-town trip to 
the Coliseum, and at the same time at- 
tract alumni back to the campus. One 
wonders, however, whether alumni 
would be any more enthusiastic than 
students over this expenditure. 


It should also be noted that the ex- 
pense of the new stadium would be far 
greater than the original $4.5 million 
construction cost. Parking facilities 
must be built, better traffic approaches 
and circulation must be provided and 
the high cost of maintenance and oper- 
ation must be met. Running the 96,000- 
seat Coliseum in fiscal 1964 cost $697,- 
435. Experts estimate that operating 
and maintaining the campus stadium 
would probably cost $350,000 to $400,- 
000, and perhaps more. 


Student fees, which would help fi- 
nance the stadium, were increased last 
June from $90 to $110 to cover the va- 
rious incidental services provided by 
the university, including medical atten- 
tion, counseling and athletic facilities. 


Regents should reconsider spending 
these fees or any other university 
funds for the doubtful luxury of an on- 
campus stadium.

During the last election campaign, the Student Coordinating Committee organized 
on extremely effective precinct operation to do voter registration and education work 
in minority communities. After examination of the candidates for the various offices 
ix the coming municipal elections, the SCO has decided to support two candidates: 
James Roosevelt for Mayor and James Edward Jones for Board of Fducation, both of whom 
ve feel will implement liberal civil rights programs. 

Roosevelt's long record of civil libertariafiism and dedication to civil rights 
s well known and requires no further comment. However, due to the little publicized 
sture of the Board of Education races, some further comment on Jim Jones! candidacy 
s in order. 

Mary Tinglof, who has long been one of the most liberal voices on the Board of 
Sducation, will retire this term and run for City Council. Las month a convention 
consisting of representatives of 116 civil rights, liberal, and labor organizations 
met to endorse a candidate for the vacated seat. This convention was aware of the 
need to replace Mrs. Tinglof with an equally liberal, civil rights oriented person. 
The candidate chosen was James Edward Jones. 

In the past there has been a tendency for liberals to ignore city elections and 
concentrate their efforts on the more glamorous campaigns on the state and national 
Level. The present sorry state of city governments throughout the country demonstrates 
the nee for our involvement in municipal campaigns.

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MARCH ON MONTGOMERY—THE 
UNTOLD STORY 


The SPEAKER pro tempore. Un- 
der previous order of the House, the 
gentleman from Alabama [Mr. DIck- 
INSON] is recognized for 1 hour. 

Mr. DICKINSON. Mr. Speaker, last 
week Alabama witnessed the climax to 
weeks of civil rights activities in my 
State. It was a week which brought lit- 
erally thousands of men and women of 
many races, colors, and creeds to par- 
ticipate in what has been widely con- 
sidered as a kind of holy crusade for 
human rights. During this period there 
were scores of confrontations between 
demonstrators and law enforcement 
agencies—resulting in many arrests. 
There was discord, there was violence, 
there was death, all of which we de- 
plore. From all of this a completely 
distorted picture of the State of Ala- 
bama has been painted. It is a picture 
of a place peopled by vicious, racist 
bigots whose only joy is found in the 
suppression of the Negro race; in the de- 
nial of the Negro’s right to vote and to 
participate as a first-class citizen of his 
State and his Nation; a place where the 
Negro’s search for simple human dignity 
must go forever unrewarded; a place 
where the Negro must live out his days 
in constant terror of police brutality 
and bombs that explode in the night. 

Mr. Speaker, this is an image of Ala- 
bama widely accepted as accurate by 
many people in this Nation and the rest 
of the world today. It is, however, an 
image which has been deliberately, 
knowingly, and purposefully contrived. 
I have pointed this out before on this 
fioor. It is, in short, but a part of an 
effort to divide and to conquer this Na- 
tion—and if this effort goes unchal- 
lenged, it may well accomplish its pur- 
pose. 

There is a story here, however, that 
has been untold and, for the most part, 
is unknown. While I have but one small 
voice and what I say here may go un- 
heeded, I would be remiss in my duties if 
I did not speak the facts for all of Amer- 
ica to know—and the facts which I am 
about to relate are true and I can sub- 
stantiate every fact. Mr. Speaker, if you 
think these facts are vile and obscene 
and are unpleasant to hear, I agree. But 
think what it is like to have witnessed 
them and had them occur in your com- 
munity. 

First and foremost there was not one 
big group of moralists and Negro sym- 
pathizers that invaded Selma and 
marched on Montgomery. There were 
four distinct and usually identifiable 
groups intermingled and participating in 
a common effort but each for its own 
motives. : 

This has been characterized by some 
and depicted as a type of holy crusade. 
Let me read you a circular actually 
handed out to the marchers by some of 
those participating in the march:

Tent 9 will be pitched each evening ahead 
of the march, and the gala burlesque review 
will begin when the crowd arrives. Let every 
good man arrive. 

(Note to southern girls: Come join in the 
fun if you can cast off the old-fashioned 
ideas, whether of racial bigotry or medieval 
moronic morality. Hollywood’s greatest tra- 
dition beckons you. Come, meet Paul and 
the boys.) 


Is this circular out of character with 
the rest of the march? Look at the par- 
ticipants. 

One group was the Alabama Negro who 
participated to help secure rights and 
privileges which he felt had been with- 
drawn from him iliegally. And there are 
many instances where this has been so— 
especially historically. This is not uni- 
versally so in Alabama, however—only 
in isolated areas and none of these areas 
recently. 

A second group are the do-gooders— 
those from outside our State who have 
no personal interest or involvement but 
who, out of compassion for those whom 
they are convinced need help and, al- 
though misinformed and misguided as 
to both the full facts and how those 
whom they seek to help can best be 
helped, come and participate in the 
marches, demonstrations and even seri- 
ous civil disturbances. This group, for 
the most part are serious, sincere, edu- 
cated people such as the clergy, nuns, 
teachers and other professional people. 
While their purpose may be noble, to a 
large extent they defeat their own aims 
because they worsen the condition they 
seek to improve. Let me hasten to add, 
however, that not all men who profess 
to be men of God and who don the cleri- 
cal garb participate for altruistic reasons. 
Many are the type Jesus had in mind 
when he said: 

And when thou prayest, thou shalt not be 
as the hypocrites are: For they love to pray 
standing in the synagogues and in the cor- 
ners of the streets, that they may be seen 
of men. Verily I say unto you, they have 
their reward. But thou, when thou pray- 
est, enter into thy closet, and when thou 
hast shut thy door, pray to the Father which 
is in secret; and thy Father which seeth in 
secret shall reward thee openly. 


We of our State do not condemn the 
Perhaps we would react 


recognize the good intentions of the sec- 
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ond group even though we know their 
method is wrong. 

These two groups, however, make up 
only a small part of the total effort. 
Both of these groups are in fact being 
victimized and used as unknowing tools 
of the other two groups involved. In the 
final analysis the Alabama Negro will not 
achieve what he seeks by the means he 
now employs, nor will the do-gooders 
have helped him permanently. 

The third group, also a tool being 
used by the fourth group, are human 
flotsam: adventurers, beatniks, prosti- 
tutes, and similar rabhle. They flock to 
the standard of civil rights because this 
clothes them with a morality and a pur- 
pose which they otherwise lack. The 
fact is that they are recruited to be full- 
time demonstrators. They are promised 
$10 per day, free room and board and all 
of the sex they want from opposite mem- 
bers of either race. Free love among this 
group is not only condoned; it is en- 
couraged. It is a fact and their way of 
life. Only by the ultimate sex act with 
one of another color-can they demon- 
strate they have no prejudice. 

Do lI exaggerate? The pamphlet I have 
read at the beginning of my talk was dis- 
tributed among the marchers from Selma 
to Montgomery. Drunkenness and sex 
orgies were the order of the day in Selma, 
on the road to Montgomery, and in 
Montgomery. There were many—not 
just a few—instances of sexual inter- 
course in public between Negro and 
white. News reporters saw this—law en- 
forcement officials saw this, and Mr. 
Speaker, photographs were taken of this, 
I am told. I have not seen the actual 
photographs, but they are being proc- 
essed and compiled. 

Negro and white freedom marchers in- 
vaded a Negro church in Montgomery 
and engaged in an all-night session of 
debauchery within the church itself. 
The leadership of the church had to get 
help to have these freedom marchers put 
out of their church and even had to have 
the telephone disconnected because of 
the long-distance calls. Urinating in the 
street was not uncommon during dem- 
onstrations and more than one of these 
freedom marchers was arrested for in- 
decent exposure in a public place. 

Has anyone stopped to ask what sort 
of people can leave home, family and 
job—if they have one—and live indefi- 
nitely in a foreign place demonstrating? 
This is no religious group of sympa- 
thizers trying to help the Negro out of 
a sense of right and morality—this is a 
bunch of godless riffraff out for kicks 
and self-gratification that have left 
every campsite between Selma and Mont- 
gomery littered with whisky bottles, 
beer cans, and used contraceptives. I 
am prepared to prove these facts. 

If you wonder why the Reverend Nor- 
man C. Turesdell, of Wubuque, Iowa, 
Rabbi Richard Rubenstein, chaplain of 
the University of Pittsburgh, and many 
other ministers and religious leaders left 
the so-called freedom march in disgust, 
this is the reason. 
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Who then, is the one or group that 
puts these groups together—that gives 
it cohesiveness, strength, money, and di- 
rection? Who or what can weld this 
diverse group together into a formidable 
force that can—and has—overcome? 
The answer is this: the Communist 
Party. 

There are those that make a living 
out of seeing a Communist behind every 
bush or tree—or some Communist con- 
spiracy or plot in every action of the 
State Department or foreign diplomacy. 
Let me assure you that such is not the 
case with me. I have not wanted to 
believe it—but I have been convinced. 
There are some in the Congress that 
do not want to believe it—and will not 
listen to the facts. 

A few weeks ago a group of 14 Mem- 
bers from this House made themselves 
a committee to go to Selma to look into 
the situation there. In the course of 
the testimony that was given there, 
Judge Bernard Reynolds, probate judge 
of Dallas County, started mentioning 
the fact that there were Communist in- 
fluences at work in the streets of Selma. 
He was interrupted by one of the visit- 
ing gentlemen with the remark: 

We don’t care anything about that. Let’s 
leave the Communists out of this. 


I was later impressed with the evident 
truth of this statement when a vote of 
the Congress was taken to give or deny 
an appropriation to the House Un- 
American Activites Committee. Thir- 
teen of these same fourteen Members 
voted against the House Un-American 
Activities Committee—the very commit- 
tee of this body whose job it is to find 
out about communism in the U.S.A. 

I am.sure there are others here and 
elsewhere that ‘“‘don’t want to hear about 
Communists.” But the facts are here for 
anyone that has eyes to see. The Com- 
munist Party and the Communist ap- 
paratus is the undergirding structure for 
all of the racial troubles in Alabama for 
the past 3 months. 

Look at the speakers on the platform 
in front of the capitol in Montgomery or 
participating prominently in the march 
and demonstrations. 

First. Carl Braden: A_ well-known 
Communist who has been active in civil 
rights activities for several years. Carl 
Braden has been active in so-called civil 
rights efforts for several years in the 
South. He was once convicted for con- 
spiring with Negroes in Kentucky to 
bomb other Negroes’ houses. 

Second. Abner Berry: One of the di- 
rectors of the Communist Party in the 
United States was in and out of the 
Selma-Montgomery area—and was pho- 
tographed, I am told. I have not seen 
the photograph. 

Third. James Peck: Field secretary for 
CORE. He has a Federal criminal rec- 
ord. Mr. Peck and a group of demon- 
Strators once tried to prevent the 
launching of our first nuclear subma- 
rine. Later, he was forcibly removed 
from. a nuclear test area in the Pacific 
where he had sailed with another group 
of demonstrators in an attempt to halt 
our Government’s nuclear test program. 
Does anyone honestly believe that Mr. 
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Peck is interested in Alabama Negroes’ 
civil rights? 

Fourth. Bayard Rustin: Rustin heads 
an organization known as the War Re- 
sisters League—which is the U.S. branch 
of an international organization known 
as War Resisters International. The 
purpose of this organization, in other 
words Mr. Bayard Rustin’s chief busi- 
ness, is to persuade and to aid young 
men to avoid compulsory military service 
to their country. As recently as 2 years 
ago, Bayard Rustin’s War Resisters 
League shared offices in New York City 
with the Student Nonviolent Coordinat- 
ing Council—otherwise Known as Snick. 
Snick was cosponsor, along with Mar- 
tin Luther King’s Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference of the Montgom- 
ery march. Bayard Rustin, by his own 
admission in the Saturday Evening Post, 
was a Communist Party organizer for 12 
years. 

Fifth. And what about the king him- 
self—King Martin Luther. The only 
man in America that can announce when 
he will see the President—and it. becomes 
a fact. Martin Luther King himself has 
amassed the staggering total of more 
than 60 Communist-front affiliations 
since 1955. In spite of which Dr. King 
has been quoted as saying last summer in 
Greenwood, Miss., that “there are no 
more Communists in the Mississippi sum- 
mer project than there are Eskimos in 
Florida.” With King at the time he 
made this statement was Bayard Rustin, 
who served as King’s executive secretary 
for 3 years. King has also said that 
there are no Communists in the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference. Hun- 
ter Pitts O’Dell, who took the fifth 
amendment before the House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee, and who was 
identified by witnesses as a Communist 
Party member, worked for more than a 
year with King’s SCLC movement. King 
repeatedly denied that O’Dell was con- 
nected with his organization until the 
facts were proven otherwise, then he ad- 
mitted that O’Dell had been employed 
by the SCLC. When King promoted the 
demonstrations in Birmingham in the 
summer of 1963, police identified and 
photographed a number of known Com- 
munist and suspected Communist sym- 
pathizers in King’s supporting groups. 
His chief of staff at that time was Wyatt 
T. Walker. Mr. Walker is today edi- 
torial advisor to the Progressive Labor 
Movement, which has been described by 
Mr. J. Edgar Hoover aS a Marxist- 


Leninist group following the more violent: 


Chinese Communist line. The fact is 
that Martin Luther King has been vir- 
tually surrounded by Communists or 
Communist-fronters since 1955. Noman 
in America has received more praise or 
more space coverage in such Communist 
newspapers as The Worker and People’s 
World as Martin Luther King. 

The logical question follows, why 
would the Communists want to do this? 
What will they gain? The answer is 
that years ago a systematic plan was 
started by the Communists to divide the 
Deep South from the rest of the Nation 
by the very tactics they are now using. 
Divide and conquer. They are being 
eminently successful. The most disturb- 
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ing thing about it is that the U.S. Gov- 
ernment Knows all these facts. That the 
FBI has a file on King Martin Luther and 
all the others I have mentioned. Yet the 
Government helped promote the occur- 
rences in Alabama and even had an Un- 
der Secretary of State participate on the 
program with known Communists. Leroy 
Collins, Director, Community Relations 
Service, U.S. Department of Commerce, 
participated in the march. Government 
Officials participate in such activities, 
and the Justice Department assists in 
their promotion, all with knowledge and 
consent of the President. 

Mr. Speaker, I implore this body to 
cast aside all prejudice by color—pro or 
con. Forget race and look at all the facts 
objectively. Recently the American pub- 
lic has been made colorblind to the point 
that black makes red white. America 
must substitute reason and fact for emo- 
tion. We must wake up before it is too 
late. It may be too late now. 

AFFIDAVIT 


I, Karl Prussion, a former counterspy for 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation from 
1947 to 1960, do hereby swear under oath and 
under penalty of perjury, that from the 
years 1954 through 1958 I attended five 
county committee meetings of the Commu- 
nist Party of Santa Clara County, Calif. (A 
county committee meeting of the Commu- 
nist Party consists of one delegate repre- 
senting each Communist cell in a county.) 
The meetings were held during the afore- 
mentioned period in the following locations: 
The residence of Robert Lindsay, Communist, 
in San Jose, Calif., 1954; the residence of 
Mary Field, Communist section organizer, 
Palo Alto, Calif., 1955; the residence of Isobel 
and Edwin Cerney, both Communists, Menlo 
Park, Calif., 1956; the residence of Gertrude 
Adler, Communist, Palo Alto, Calif., 1957; 
the residence of Karl Prussion, counterspy 
for the FBI, Los Altos, Calif., 1958; the resi- 
dence of Myra White, Communist, Mountain 
View, Calif., 1959. 

I hereby further solemnly state that at 
each and every meeting as set forth above, 
one Ed Beck, Communist, who is presently 
secretary of the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People of San 
Mateo County, Calif., and a member of the 
Congress on Racial Equality (CORE), pre- 
sented the directive from the district office 
of the Communist Party in San Francisco to 
the effect that: “All Communists working 
within the framework of the NAACP are in- 
structed to work for a change of the passive 
attitude of the NAACP toward a more mili- 
tant, demonstrative, class struggle policy to 
be expressed by sit-ins, demonstrations, 
marches, and protests, for the purpose of 
transforming the NAACP into an organiza- 
tion for the achievement of Communist 
objectives.” 

I further swear and attest that at each 
and every one of the aforementioned meet- 
ings, one Rev. Martin Luther King was 
always set. forth as the individual to whom 
Communists should look and rally around 
in the Communist struggle on the many 
racial issues. 

I hereby also state that Martin Luther 
King has either been a member of, or wit- 
tingly has accepted support from, over 60 


Communist fronts, individuals, and/or or- 


ganizations, which give aid to or espouse 
Communist causes.

The rest of the trip is fuzzy, until 
An Xan Tay. where I lost the note- 
book. I can only recall an unending 
string oi marches, battles and more 
marches. Going through villages in 
the countryside, you notice the com- 
plete absence of men. Women and old 
people smile and bow as we plod past 
with government troops, and the chil- 
dren just stare. It is easy to imagine 
where their men are. 

We caught one, scampering down 
into a tunnel network just outside a 
village. He was probably glad to have 
been the last of his group piling into 
the tunnel, because as soon as we 
grabbed him. the Vietnamese troops 
dynamited it shut. I questioned the 
young guerrilla after the soldiers had 
finished their interrogation. 

“How old are you?” 

“Eighteen.” 

‘Have you ever been to Saigon?” 

“No. I have never been out of 
Phuoc Tuy Province.” 

“Have you ever ridden in an auto- 
mobile?” 

“No.” 

“Why are you in the Vietcong?” 

“Tam not Vietcong. I am Viet- 
minh.” (This was the name for the 
cuerrilla force of nationalists and 
Communists that defeated France. ) 

“Why did you join?” 

“Because we have to fight foreign- 
ers who come here. They are always 
coming to make a war. We have to 
drive them away. All my village is 
Vietminh. All the families make san- 
dals and packs for us.

STATEMENT OF THE UCLA CHAPTER W.E.B. DU BOIS CLUB ON VIETNAM 


The UCLA chapter of the W.E.B. Du Bois Club is una lterably opposed to the 
actions of the United States Government in Vietnam. | 

In order to provide depth to our position, we feel it important to sieeatit 
certain historical details which ids crentic clarity for our point of vray 

On August 12, 1954, at the concluding plenary session of the Geneva Convention, 
Under Secretary of State Walter B. Smith issued a statement which said that it 
would be the position of the United States to uphold the Geneva Agreement. He 
stated: "The United States reiterates its traditional position that peoples are 
entitled to determine their own future, and that it will not join in arrangements 
which would hinder this." 

In signing this solemn declaration, what is important to emphasize is that 
even though the U.S. did not sign the Geneva Agreement itself, signing the above 
statement commited it to support not part or sections of the Agreement, but all of 
it including Article 16 which says, "The introduction into Vietnam of any troop 
reinforcements in the form of all types of arms...is er 

Despite the fact a the U.S. government agreed to honor the Geneva Agreement, 
its commitment was only in words. From the very beginning its actual policy was 
quite the reverse. : 

The Geneva Agreement stipulated that there was to be an election in 1956. 
Because of the popularity of Ho Chih Minh who had led the Viet Minh (the Resistance 
Fighters against the French) there is little doubt that following that victory, 
he would have been eirekciuaees elected, thus uniting the country under a 
Communist leadership. It is important to understand that the Viet Minh did not 
cajole or in any way force its leadership upon the people of Vietnam; but as 
Professor John McDermott of Long Island University deed raved; won the open support 
of two-thirds of the Vietnamese villages, and in fact developed a good measure of 
self-govermment within the villages. From 195} onward , Diem was faced with the - 


ominous threat of the 1956 elections and what would be his almost certain removal 


hui 
from power. 


Already large numbers SF ies wii teary personnel were hee Vietnam in 
the form of "advisors" to the Diem government. In fact, as the Saturday Evening 
Post points out (9/28/63) "After the French defeat in 1954, the U.S searching for 
& prominent Nationalist, decided on Diem to run the Southern part’ oF the 
partitioned country. He ieeieat denounced the Geneva Agreement, refused to 
hold internationally supervised elections and cut off all postal, rail and other 
comiunications from the North ." In more detail what happened was that following 
Eisenhower's statement publicly supporting Diem in March 1955, Diem stated that 
contrary to the provisions of the Geneva Couvantadns there was to be no unification. 
(Meetings between representatives of the Northern and Southern zones were to have 
begun in July with elections to be held the following year.) A few weeks later, 
Diem renounced the Geneva Agreement declaring he was not bound by its positions, 
and in elections held in South Peete ines 1956, Diem won, not because he 
was chosen democratically by the people of South Vietnam, but because the other 
parties boycotted the election, and the Communist Party and Viet Minh were outlawed. 

The result of U.S. action in Vietnam has been to perpetrate a string of puppet 
military governments - puppet because they were not elected by the people but 
in fact were imposed on them by force-the force of American troops and American 
napalm bombs. Drew Pearson aptly deansiped this situation: "We contend that 
we are in South Vietnam at the request of the popular government, to protect 
freedom. This is pure bunk. The government in South Vietnam has changed so often 
that no one can keep track...There have been 14 changes of government since 
January 30, 1964... .Government in South Vietnam is of the military, by the military, 
and for the military, and Vietnamese civilians have no illusions about it." 

it is ironic that only 20 years after Americans gave their lives to destroy 
fascism, and the Nuremberg Trials pondemida the Nazis as enemies of humanity, 

Our government defends and perpetrates a regime whose present leader, General 
Cao Ky declared: "People ask me what kind of heroes I have. I have only one- 


Adolph Hitler. We need four or five Hitlers in Vietnam.” 


<—o 

American "advisors" have foistered yet another element of their "democracy" 
upon the Sietannecs people. They have built barbed wire enclosed "strategic 
_ hamlets" for those peasants (12 million according to the New York Times) who were 
at all critical, or who in any way resisted the regime. The Dallas Morning News 
more honestly described these "villages": "Vietnamese farmers are forced at 
gunpoint into these virtual concentration camps. Their homes, possessions and 
crops are burned." It is easy to see why, for example, according to Walter Lipp- 
man the "Saigon Government has the allegiance of no more than 30% of the population," 
and why more than 4,000 troops desert the South Vietnamese army per month. 

The U.S. government claim that it is defending freedom in South Vietnam has 
no more basis in reality than does the claim that it is defending the Vietnamese 
ween from "communist agression." As Senator Morse said: "There are no Chinese 
soldiers fighting in Wietnains there are no Russian soldiers. The only foreign 
troops are American." 

Why in fact then has the United States so grossly violated the Geneva Agreements, 
the U.N. Charter and its own Constitution. What forces are behind American bombing 
of North Vietnam, and the land invasion of South Vietnam. If we let American 
spokesmen and news media representing the point of view of powerful business 
interests speak for themselves, the reasons become painfully clear. In 1953, 
aveckiins at a Governors Conference, former President Eisenhower said: "Now let 
us assume that we lost Indochina. The tin and tungsten that we so greatly value 
from that area would cease coming...It would prevent our ability to get certain 
things we need from the riches of Southeast Asia." The April 16 edition of U.S. 
News and World Report was even more frank than Eisenhower: "One of the world's 
richest areas is open to the winner in Indo China. That's behind the growing 
U.S. concern...tin, rubber, rice, key strategic raw materials is what the war is 
really about. The U.S. sees it as a place to hold at any cost. 

The International Edition of the New York Times for September 23 indicated 
quite clearly the importance of war to the American economy: "Little by little it 


has become clear that the longest peacetime expansion in the nation's history was 


a 


= Se 
in danger of giving out until the excalation of the war in Vietnam gave it a new 
lease on life...The Vietnamese escalation was timed perfectly. It permitted the 
Administration to apply the necessary stimulation without confessing its fallability. 
It not only kept the conomy from faltering, but salvaged the Johnson Administra- 
tion's reputation." 


The ugly facts are that profits and markets are at the root of what the U.S. 


is doing today in Vietnam. The only adequate word to describe this policy is 


imperialism. And it io kia we recognized it. Using the strategy of gun-boat 
diplomacy first originated by Theodore Roosevelt at the turn of the century, the 
U.S. Government is in fact telling the world that it has a right to invade a 
country, and by force and violence prevent the construction in that country of a 
oli tout and economic system not to its liking. When all is said and done, the 
U.S. is telling the world: "Tf you don't do as we say, we will get rid of beets 


In relation to the above, imperialism can be defined as that policy, developed 


in the monopoly stage of capitalism (concentrated wealth in the hands of a few) 


which has as its root the political, economic and military exploitation and domin- 
ation of one country by the corporations and government of the other. This is 
done, among other reasons, for purposes of incwetatee areas of investment. This 
can be accomplished either by seizing a a and claiming it as a colony, or 
else (as in the case of U.S. action in Vietnam) by gaining control of the area 
through military means so to eventually dominate 1 hececonomde and political life. 
Generally this policy is carried out in order to insure the capitalists of the 
exploiting country markets for expansion, raw materials, cheap labor, and most 
recently, a base from which to influence and control political developments in 
surrounding areas. 

In 1898, Senator Albert Beveridge said: “American factories are making more 
than the American people can use. American soil is producing more than they can 
consume. Fate has written our policy for us: The trade of the world must and 
shall be ours. 


In 1965 President Johnson said; “I have seen the glories of art and archi-

techture, and the mountains and rivers; I have seen the sunset on the Jungfrau, 
and the full moonrise over Mont Blanc; but the fairest vision on which these eyes 
have ever lnnled Wa the flag of ier country in a foreign land." 

The similarities are kk, but not surprising when one considers that 35.8% : 
of all profits in this country were directly tied up in foreign investments and 
nilitary lec aici This statistic takes on added significance when one recog = 
nizes that the 20 largest coroporations (consisting largely of Rockefeller, MOTEAD ; 
Mellon and Du Pont interests) control 33% of all profits made in industry; this 
when they comprise less than one hundredth of one percent ofa all the corporations 
in the country. | | 

It may be stated that the siete of American foreign policy stems from the fact 
that military production and foreign investments are extremely profitable for a | 
tiny minority of wealthy and powerful monopoly corporations. Oil, tin and tungsten 
then, very largely Aictinien dink our foreign policy. It can be said that Vietnam is 
being used by the poccenpat tana directly involved in military production, and by 
their ideological allies of the ultra-right as a testing ground for the policy that 
Some of these corporations would like to see implemented all over the world- 
wherever they are threatened by movements for self-determination and national 
sovreignty. It must be remembered that 70% of all foreign profits are from oil, 
and much of it is directly tied to Rockefeller. There is then an unholy alliance 
between Rockefeller and the missile manufacturers who depend very heavily on 
tungsten for construction of the rockets. 

An important antes ack to be overlooked is that not all the American 
capitalists agree with the current policy. Many corporations more involved with 
the production of epasine> anata and which don't have any direct investments in 
armaments or related products feel that present U.S. policy is wrong. Although 
they would defend the ideology of imperialism, believing it the right of any 
corporation to expand abroad, and would generally support the consequences of 
sucha policy, since they don't directly profit from war, they are in a position 


to understand and condemn from a moral and legal point of view, the U.S. attempt

. to dominate the political and economic life of Vietnam. They oan and do support 
the right of peoples to self-determination and they say that if capitaliém is to 
survive, it must adopt new methods. | | | | 

The fact is that the capitalist camp is not a monolith. The peace forces 
_. IMUst sieze hold of the differences that divide it, and by massive Rice and | 
militant action attempt to influence those saner section sof capital that are not 
prepared to destroy the world at this time. Though we understand that as long as 
imperialism exists the threat to peace exists, we must fight for an end to the war 
in Vietnam now, and not sit back and wait for the demise of imperialism. 

We in the Du Bois Club see our role as two-fold: First and foremost we work: 
for unity among all the peace forces, who for whatever reason oppose the U.S. 
action in Vietnam. Without this unity e cannot move the many millions of American 
people who are still silent and who still will not protest. Through this unity, 
coupled with increasing militancy we can effect a change in American policy. | 

“Secondly, it is the special task of the Du Bois Club, while we fight on the 
level that unites all the people, to at the same time, expose the reasons for the 
war. This is our special function. This most other groups will not or cannot do. 
We analyze the motivating force behind American imperialism; show .. as we do in 
this paper that American imperialism is the main enemy of progress in the world 
today; and. explain that the vast majority of Americans have everything to gain 
from the destruction of this system and the system of monopoly capitalism that 
gave it its birth. | 

To this end we urge: 1. Immediate cessation of the bombings. Let Johnson 
prove he wants negotiations by stopping the bombing of Vietnamese villages. 
e+ Recognition of the National Liberation Front as the true representative of the 
Vietnamese people. 3. Implement the Geneva Agreement and call for free elections 
under international supervision 4. Withdraw all U.S. troops and allow the 


Vietnamese people work out their own destiny.

AN OPEN LETTER TO PRESIDENT JOHNSON ON THE 
CURRENT SITUATION IN SOUTHEAST ASIA 


Dear Mr. President: 


August 10, 1964 


At this writing, 30 American jets capable of carrying nuclear weapons have been landed in South Vietnam. 
The war in South Vietnam has already led to a clash between ourselves and North Vietnam. A very sharp pos- 
sibility exists that the war might be extended to China. If this happens, there is no person alive who can 
foresee the final consequences of these events, particularly in view of Premier Khrushchev’s warning on Au- 
gust 8 that the Soviet Union would defend other Communist nations in the event of war. 


We have been saying for many years that in this age of 50 and 100 megaton bombs there can be no mili- 
tary solutions to international problems and that all international problems must be solved peacefully at the 
negotiating table. We have also repeated the common sense truism that in areas of direct confrontation 
between ourselves and the Communist world, nuclear war can break out through acts of madness, accident or 


miscalculation. 


Mr. President, the points where we confront the Communist world directly—Cuba, Berlin, Vietnam, China 
—are the most dangerous tension points in the world today. The problems relating to these tension points 
must be resolved peacefully at the negotiating table or we shall all perish. In 1962 it was Cuba that threatened 
the fate of mankind. Today it is Vietnam and possibly China. Shall it be Berlin in 1966? The late President 
Kennedy said “Mankind must put an end to war or war will put an end to mankind.” 


Many world leaders including Secretary General of the United Nations U Thant and President Charles 
de Gaulle of France have called for a new Geneva Conference to settle the critical situation in Southeast Asia 
peacefully. A number of our own outstanding political figures including Senators Morse and Gruening have 
also called for negotiations to settle the conflict. Until the current crisis involving North Vietnam we have re- 
fused to sit down at the negotiating table to resolve these difficulties unless certain conditions which we have 
stipulated were met. The fact that we have brought the current critical situation to the United Nations hope- 
fully presages the imminent peaceful solution of this long simmering crisis. 


Mr. President, can we honestly say that we are entirely blameless or guiltless in the events now taking 
place in Vietnam? Although we have every right to be in international waters anywhere on the face of the 
earth, it is a fact that the waters of the Gulf of Tonkin wash the shores of China and North Vietnam only. 
It may be asked how we in America would feel if the destroyers of the Soviet Union were to patrol our 
coastlines albeit three miles off shore in international waters. Would we not consider this to be a hostile, pro- 
vocative act? Would this not create a climate where all sorts of accidents and miscalculations could take place? 
Could we insure that our people and our military forces would not consider such an act by the Soviet Union 


as a hostile act which must be rebuffed? 


Mr. President, we are greatly distressed by the current situation, for it appears to us that you have 
moved away from the avenue of peaceful negotiations established by President Kennedy and have adopted the 
policy of military force espoused by that nuclear warrior, Senator Goldwater. There is still time, however, to 
sit down at the negotiating table to arrange a peaceful settlement of the Southeast Asia problem. As a mini- 


mum, we suggest the following: 


FIRST, let us call for an immediate “Cease Fire” in all Indochina before events get out 


of control. We have done so in Laos, why not Vietnam? 


SECOND, let us sit down at the conference table and work out a solution based on the 
desires of the Vietnamese people. The simplest way to find out what the people of Vietnam 
want is to honor that section of the 1954 Geneva Convention calling for free elections in 
both North and South Vietnam to establish a government for a unified Vietnam chosen by 
all the people of Vietnam. It is a fact that it was the South Vietnam government of Presi- 
dent Diem that flouted the provision of the Convention regarding free elections. 


THIRD, let us urge the neutralization of all Indochina—Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia—and 


LAST, let us urge the establishment of a nuclear free zone in all Southeast Asia. 


Mr. President, we must do everything possible to move away from military conflicts in a world where mili- 
tary solutions are no longer possible. We sincerely and strongly urge that you advance the cause of peace 
by negotiating a settlement of the crisis in Southeast Asia in a manner which could well become the prototype 


for negotiations in other critical points in the world.

One of the most pernicious measures ever foisted on the California 
public it presently being circulated by petition with the hope that 
it will fina its way to the ballot in November 1966. Authored by 

a Los Angeles supervisor and going under the deceptive name of 
Declaration of Decency, the proposition has but one cppressive goal 
~ to overturn a California Supreme Court decision of Inre Carol Lane 
which struck down a Los Angeles ordinance - a law that made it a 
crime for unmarried adults of the OPPOSITE sex to have sexual 
intercourse together. The measure seeks to restore to the cities of 
this state the power to enact all the laws they please in the area 
of sex ~ and in every other area in which they choose to legislate. 
The sponsors of the bill point out that their purpose is to enact 
far more strict laws than the state has done. 


When one considers that the state has enacted dozens of laws 
outlawing almost every type of sex adt there is (procreation between 
spouses excepted), including many acts taking place between a man 
and his wife in the very sanctity of the bedroom, it is terrifying 
to contemplate what additional acts the cities are so determined to 
make criminal. Declaration of Decency, indeed: 


The backers have announced that they expect two million signatures 
on the petition, and because it masquerades under the name of 
decency", it's possible that their goal will be achieved. 


Suppose we should succed in getting the state to repeal its totali- 
tarian laws making criminal in private voluntary sex acts between 

‘s. consenting spouses, This is what we eventually hope to 
achieve. But should this new messure be enacted into law, then 
every city could turn right around to enact dozens, if not hundreds, 
more. Instead of being up againsts just one set of laws, we would 
find ourselves facing 600 to 700 varing sets occuring in dizzing 
variations, 


We therefore urge every reader to campaign against this measure and 
to awaken his friends and aquantances throughtout the State to the 
pogrom now being perpetrated under the name of decency. 


What will it matter if we win the war against totalitarianism in 
Viet Nam, if we lose the war against more traditional forms of 
Lotalitarianism at home?

Homosexuality: a tendency to find sexual or erotic gratification 
with a person of the same sex; When definite genital gratification 
is meant (anal coitus, cunnilinctus, felatio, mutual masterbation) 
the term homogenitalism is more precise; where the sexual element 
is highly subliminated, homoerotism is more precise.

From a philosophical perspective, at least one of the questions 
involved here is quite straight forward: Beyond protecting people 
from coercion and fraud, shall individuality be allowed or 
discouraged among adults? | } : 


Christian tradition (as- opposed to theology) says that individuality 
MUST be suppressed: people are forced to wearing clothing outdoors 
in warm and hot weather, anal coitus is prohibited, everyday

The question of legalization of abortion is one that the 
Christian community does not consider trivial. : 

Those who favor legalization of abortion would do well to 
evaluate accurately the commitment of the opposition. 


To assert that the opposition to legalization of abortion 
will yield to anything short of political power demonstratable and 
verified at the polls is 1) to impugn the integrity of the opposi- 
tion, 2) to ignore their (historically) proven willingness to fight 
for their beliefs, 3) to grossly underestimate the competence of 
the opposition, 4) to grossly underestimate the tenacity of the 
opposition, and 5) to generally ignore political realities. 


In the absence of extensive dedicated seasoned political

Without extensive political organization, matching the power 
of the Roman Catholic Church in Sacramento on this issue is 
virtually impossible. 

The Roman Catholic Church will not hesitate to use wide 
spread excommunication in order to stop or repeal legalization of 
abortion here in California - they well know that if they lose 
here they will consequently lose on this issue almost everywhere 
in the world. 

Not only will the Roman Catholic Church use funds from 
within the state, but also millions of dollars from without. Also, 
their planning is not so naive as was, for instance, that of the 
opposition to proposition fourteen. 


In California at present, excluding the unions united, and 
except for the two major parties themselves, no single group has 
the unilateral political power to remove politicians from office 
that the Roman Catholic Church has.

On May 22, therefore, we will send our first Letter of Correspondence to 
President Lyndon 8. Johnson, Senators Thomas H,. Kuchel and George Murphy, 
and Congressmen Jeffrey Cohelan, George P. Miller, and John F. Baldwin, Jr., 
on the subject of Vietnem. This letter--which we will make public--will 
contain simple, specific, and vital questions concerning the intentions of 
Gur Government in Vietnam. The answers to these questions must be known 

to all American citizens.

"These demands have come in various forms, A list of eminent personalities 
appeared under a published slogan: "For God's sake, Stop It." But mostly it is 
proposed that the United States stop its bombing of North Vietnam in the hope 
that the Communists will stop THEIR violence in South Vietnam. 


"I have a different suggestion: Why not demand that the Viet Cong cease ITS 
operations over South Vietnam? Why should the onus always be on us? 


"The United States wants nothing of Vietnam, North or South, IT IS THERE ONLY 
BECAUSE IT WILL NOT TOLERATE ARMED COMMUNIST EXPANSION = WHICH MUST INEVITABLY 
THREATEN U.S, SECURITY iF LEFT UNCHECKED, 


"Thus, 1f Red China and North Vietnam and Moscow and assorted fellow-travelers 
from all points of the compass are realistic about American "withdrawal" from 
South Vietnam - it is in their power to bring about that with-drawal, 


"Given assurance that Red aggression in the region has ceased, just about every 
American in Vietnam would be only too happy to come home, 


"Yet, inexplicably, such informed men as Senator J. William Fullbright, chairman 
of the prestigious Senate Foreign Relations Committee, continues to press for a 
onesided let~up on Hanoi, genesis of the aggression against South Vietnam. 


"Similarly the lefty Americans for Democratic Action (ADA) is making this demand, 
So are prominent columnists and editorialists,. 


'The Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King, choosing a Boston forum, also expressed a desire 
for an end to the war in Vietnam. But not a word was directed at the Viet Cong, 
whose tactics in the villages of @outh Vietnam make the Ku Klux Klan seem like a 
band of jolly Halloween hobgoblins.

The unquestioning acceptance of war toys by adults in America is a symptom ofa 
dangerous lack of knowledge about the realities of war. Strange as it may seein 
to most Americans, it is a fact that many countries actually invaded in World 
War Two manufacture no war toys today, and children from these countries seem 
to have no special desire or even liking for such toys. Adults in these countries 
know war from firsthand and bitter experience and they know how dangerous it is 
to play with on either an adult or infantile level. 


America doesn't see war toys in this way. Here, not only are war toys manufac- 
tured, blatantly advertised and sold to parents and children, their numbers and 
the complacency needed for their existence are constantly increasing. And 
though most Americans would say it is far better to solve problems in an 
intelligent and civilized way, for their children, growing up in America is becom- 
ing a subtle conditioning to accept violence and war. 


Every day more and more psychologists and psychiatrists are saying that a 
child's aggressive impulses can be released in sports and creative play as well 
as in destructive play. Since the results are accomplishment and a sense of pride 
on one hand, and destruction and sometimes guilt on the other, why condone and 
even encourage destructive play by giving toys of war and destruction to children? 
It doesn't make sense. 


The organization called ''No War Toys" believes that it makes even less sense to 
celebrate Christmas with war toys. Tanks, machine guns, bombs and war "'cornic'' 
books in honor of Jesus Christ? 


We are resolved, therefore, to work in every way possible toward this goal: no 
war toys for Christmas, 1965. We believe that the absence of war toys by next 
Christmas would be a very real sign of greater understanding of America's gigan- 
tic power and responsibilities, a greater understanding of the realities of war. And 
no war toys by Christmas would help create a much healthier, much more realistic 
environment for American children. | 


To this end, NO War Toys has created a newsletter to keep interested individuals 
informed about related writings, speeches and films, and to make suggestions for 
positive action. The newsletter will be printed monthly and the subscription ‘/avail- 
able now for $1.00) will last until Christmas. Buttons are also available by mail 
(25¢ each): "NO WAR TOYS" and "DON'T TOY WITH WAR". Questions, SUES - 
tions, subscriptions, and orders for buttons should be sent to our address above. 


By working through the newsletter and with the churches, students, P. T. A. , 
various clubs and fraternal organizations, peace workers and through the news 
media, we hope to bring the contradiction of war toys for Christmas to the minds 
of every American citizen well before Christmas. Also, since war toys are sym- 
bols of political oppression, their absence would be much more in keeping with 
America's great tradition of free speech and constitutional government. Citizens 
confronted with the No War Toys idea, many for the first time, must, and will react 
with their common sense and their consciences, and think twice this year before 
buying war toys. 


IF YOU ARE INTERESTED IN BRINGING PEACE TO THE WORLD.... 


Rember this: it is not the education or even the objective facts of current events 
that determine international policies, it is the psychological make up of the people 
and their leaders, For even an excellent education may produce a person quite 
willing to use his knowledge against mankind, and everyone is well aware of the 
believe-what-you-would-like-to-believe way of sifting out facts that fit precon- 
ceived ideas. In short, education is the tool of the personality possessing it, and 
the facts lie about like colored pebbles waiting to be selected. 


If you are serious, then, about desiring a more peaceful world, your first thought 
should be about developing more creative, open, exploring, immaginative and ac- 
cepting personalities, personalities that are not afraid of their surroundings, per- 
sonalities that are willing to try to understand. 


Though education is proportional to age (the older one grows, the more facts he 
accumulates), personality growth is inversely proportional to age (the older one 
becomes, the more difficult it is to change his personality). 


Therefore, if you are interested in bringing peace to the world, start where it is 
most effective: with the child. And start where you have the most influence and 
control: inthe home. Start by realizing that a toy that plays at killing closes the 
child's mind, developes a t.endency to turn to violence for solutions to problems 
and makes a child more suspicious, fearful and defensive. Naturally - the world 
of weapons , even toy weapons, is a world of hostility, hate and death, even when 
condoned by Daddy's Christmas toy gun and made more tolerable by the "war is 
fun'' idea we teach our children. 


On the other hand, a toy that explores nature or permits the child to build con- 

structions or exercise his body purposefully helps make him more accepting of the 
environment and of himself. Such toys make him more willing to try to understand 
because this is what exploratory and creative play actually is: trying to understand. 


Peace needs you to help where you can help and where you can be the most effective: 
in your home and with your children. NO WAR TOYE needs your help in developing 
greater insight and emphasis in this very important area of thought and action.

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The United States’ War 
in Vietnam

T IS NOT EASY for Americans to believe that the mess 
in Vietnam is as bad as it is. 


The news is of military coups and demonstrations by the 
Vietnamese people against the U.S.-backed government; of 
the torture of 13-year-old boys and the spraying of poisons 
from the airto destroy crops and livestock; of the herding 
of civilians into stockaded villages, whichare essentially 
concentration camps; and the napalm bombing of native 
villages, in South Vietnam, North Vietnam, and Laos. 
The news is of military defeat and senseless deaths. 


Most AMERICANS are used to thinking that the United 

States stands for freedom, democracy and peace—and 
that if the United States gets involved in a foreign war it 
is onthe side of the people. IthastakenAmericans a long 
time to realize that this is not the case in Vigtnam. Now 
that we have the facts, we have no honorable choice but to 
insist on an immediate withdrawal of American troops 
and an end to all military aid to the Saigon government. 


Senator Wayne Morse (Oregon) has made the issues clear: 
‘‘There are no Chinese soldiers fighting in Vietnam; there 
are no Russian soldiers. The only foreign troops are 
American... the unilateral war being conducted by the 
United States in Vietnam must be stopped; and the only 
force that can stop it is American public opinion.’’ 


WE SUMMARIZE afew key facts from the daily press: 


On Provocations By North Vietnam Or China 


On February 7th, 1965, the United States launched a se- 
ries of major bombing attacks on North Vietnam. The 
Administration claimed that these were in retaliation for 
unprovoked attacks onAmericans. But, as Murray Kemp- 
ton pointed out in the New York World Telegram: ‘*That 
is nonsense. These were not Peace Corps centers; they 
were encampments of American soldiers. The Viet Cong 
has done nothing materially different from what Washing- 
ton did to the Hessians at Trenton.** (Feb. 11, 1965). 


Drew Pearson wrote in his syndicated column: ‘‘This 
column reported that the U.S. had been mousetrapped 
and that the Pleiku attack was the result of a Chinese or 
North Vietnamese plot deliberately staged while Premier 
Kosygin was visiting Hanoi. More complete information, 
now available from the battle front, shows this column 
was inerror. The Vietcong attack was staged by a be- 
draggled handful of 100 men. (New York Post, Feb. 
25, 1965). 





On The Supply Of Men And Materials 


From North Vietnam 

As the true facts about the ‘‘provocation’’ at Pleiku be- 
came known, the government did not admit its mistake 
(deceit?) or stop the bombing raids, but switched to the 
claim that continued attacks are justified because of 


‘flagrant aggression** by North Vietnam, in the form of 
the supplying of men and materials forthe Vietcong. But 
the State Department's White Paper failed to back up its 
own claims. It gavethe case histories of 19 infiltrators, 
but 16 of them were South Vietnamese returning to their 
homeland. It published extensive photographs of Commu- 
nist-made weapons, but its complete inventory came only 
to 177 weapons, less than enough to equip one of the 139 
Vietcong companies. Before the White Paper, Richard 
Starnes wrote inthe New York World Telegramot Jan. 4, 
1965: ‘*‘There is not one shred of credible evidence that 
the bulk of munitions used by the Vietcong originate inthe 
north. At the outset, the Vietcong used crude home-made 
weapons, but the bulk of their arms now are captured or 
otherwise acquired from the woefully inept defenders of 
South Vietnam .’’ 


After the White Paper, the New Republic commented: 
‘‘Before it became necessary to deny the existence of a 
civil war in South Vietnam, American military men ad- 
mitted that about 80 per cent of the Vietcong's weapons 
were unwittingly supplied by the U.S., by loss, theft, or 
sale by enterprising South Vietnamese. It now appears 
that the experts were wrong; if only 177 foreign weapons 
could be found in Vietcong hands in 18 months, the enemy 
must be 99 per cent equipped with American materiel.** 


On The Claim “We Are Defending 
A Free People” 


The United States did not allow free elections in South 
Vietnam, as provided in the Geneva agreement of 1954. 
The reasons are made clear in the following statement 
by General Eisenhower. ‘‘I have never talked or corres- 
ponded witha person knowledgeable in Indochinese affairs 
who did not agree that had elections been held at the time 
of the fighting [1954], possibly 80% of the population would 
have voted for the Communist Ho Chi Minh as their leader 
rather than Chief of State Bao Dai.** (Mandate for Change, 
p. 372). 


There still have been no elections; press and radio are 
censored, and political opposition is seriously restric- 


ted. Drew Pearson sums up the situation as follows: 
*“We contend that we are in South Vietnam at the request 
of the popular government, to protect freedom. This is 
pure bunk. . . There have been 14 changes of government 
Since Jan. 30, 1964, which is an average of one govern- 
ment per month. Government in South Vietnam is of the 
military, by the military, and for the military, and South 
Vietnamese civilians have no illusions about it.’’ (New 
York Post, Feb. 28, 1965). 


On The Menace Of Communism 


Norodhom Sihanouk, head of the government in neighboring 
Cambodia, has stated: ‘‘The more the Americans fight 
Communism in the way they are fighting it in South Viet- 
nam, the more they'll spread Communism over the re- 
gion. Itis still not toolateto stop the war and save South 
Vietnam from a complete Communization.’* (William 
Worthy, York, Pa., Gazette and Daily, Dec. 31, 1964). 


Gen. Samuel Williams, former U.S. military adviser to 
President Diem, says: ‘‘Every non- Communist in such 
a village [that we bomb] is going to bea darned good 
Communist by the time we get through.’’ (New York 
Post, Feb. 26, 1965). 


It may well be that some form of Communism will come 
to Southeast Asia, whether the United States continues to 
intervene or not. But in any case, the United States does 
not have the right to tell the people of Southeast Asia what 
form of government they must have, any more than the 
Russians or Chinese do. Continuation of the war in- 
creases the danger of domestic totalitarianism or addi- 
tional foreign intervention. 


On Chinese Domination Of Vietnam 


Both North and South Vietnam have always insisted on 
freedom from China. C. L. Sulzberger writes in the New 
York Times of Dec. 5, 1964: ‘‘Ho [Ho Chi Minh, leader 
of North Vietnam] worries about Washington's ultimate 
trump—the threat of wholesale escalation. Destructive 
air raids could upset Ho's wobbly economy and invite 
intervention by Peking'sinfantry. The last thing Ho wants 
is Chinese occupation.’* (Emphasis added). 


Now that the United States has unilaterally escalated the 
war, Drew Pearson reports: ‘‘For centuries the Chinese 
were hated and feared in this part of the world. Now it 
is the U. S. To understand why,. consult Father Hoa, 
strongly anti-Communist Catholic priest, a Vietnamese, 
who says: ‘How can we explain to a mother when her child 
is burned by napalm? And how can we claim to be for the 
people when we burn their homes simply because their 
houses happen to be in Vietcong-controlled territory? ’’ 
(New York Post, Feb. 26, 1965). 


Every day that the United States continues to intervene the 
danger increases of Chinese intervention, since China and 
Vietnam are neighbors. The war in Vietnam could esca- 
late into general war with China and World War II. 


On Torture 


‘‘Terror is used for interrogation, as propaganda, as 
punishment and as revenge. . . Chances of surviving field 
interrogation are often extremely poor. Death can come 
for prisoners under the tracks of armored vehicles, by 
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decapitation or by bleeding todeath after both hands have 
been chopped off or by a bullet through the head. It's all 
part of the warinSouth Vienam.’’ (LongIsland Newsday, 
Oct. 26, 1964). 


(THERE ARE OTHER THINGS AT STAKE 

in the continued American aggression in Vietnam in 
addition to the lives and freedom of the Vietnamese people, 
importantas these are. It is perhaps impossible for most 
Americans to compare their present responsibility to 
speak out against the war in Vietnam with the responsi- 
bility of the Germans to speak out in the early days of 
Hitler. Everyone knows that we have no Hitlers here, in 
power or close to power. But one wonders what limits 
there are to the atrocities Americans will go along with, 
so long as they are explained, however falsely, as neces- 
sary for the maintenance of democracy. 


Arthur Miller, whose recent play, Incident at Vichy, deals 
with Nazi persecutions of the Jews, has written: ‘*Who 
among us knew enough to be shocked, let alone to protest 
at the photographs of the Vietnamese torturing Vietcong 
prisoners, which our press has published? The Vietna- 
mese are wearing United States equipment, are paid by 
us and could not torture without us. There is no way 
around this—the prisoner crying out in agony is our pri- 
soner.’’ (New York Times Magazine, Jan. 3, 1965). 


In the same way, the victims of the bombing raids are 
truly our victims. It simply is not true to suggest that 
American bombs only damage military installations. 
American pilots ‘‘are given a square marked on a map 
and told to hit every hamlet within the area.’’ (Washing- 
ton Post, March 4, 1965). Even before the recent esca- 
lation, 20,000 villagers were being killed each year, 
largely by napalm bombing. Professor Bernard Fall, a 
French citizen who has been in Dong Hoi, target of one 
of the earlier bombings, has pointed out that Dong Hoi 
‘‘could not be a staging area,’’ as claimed by Sec. Mc- 
Namara. It is a fishing village, which ‘‘can be easily 
watched from the sea. . .whichwould eliminate any mili- 
tary need for air strikes. [Also] a team of the Interna- 
tional Control Commission was stationed in Dong Hoi at 
the time. If military activity was going on inthis coastal 
village. ..it would easily be observed by the commis- 
sion.’’ (York, Pa. Gazette and Daily, Feb. 19, 1965). 


The prospects for the future are terrifying if those of us 
who live inthe most powerful nation in the world, a nation 
loaded with money and overkill, fail todo what we say the 
Germans should have done when atrocities were being 
committed in their name and with their knowledge. 


WE MUST INSIST on immediate withdrawal of 


all U.S. troops from Vietnam, even though the situ- 
ation may remain a tragic one. Many problems will re- 
main, but withdrawal of U.S. troops will provide the only 
chance that the people of South Vietnam can become mas- 
ters of their own destiny. Then the way will be open for 
genuine negotiations about the problems of Southeast Asia, 
as distinct from manipulation by outside powers, and for 
friendly aid to the stricken peoples of the region, if they 
ask for it. This is the only peace with honor that is 
possible in Vietnam. End the War in Vietnam.

VICTORY IN VIETNAM 


What is the price? 


Norman Morrison, a 3l-year-old Quaker, 
burned himself to death in front of the 
Pentagon as a protest against the war in 
Vietnam. He came to his decision after 
reading the article about a French priest 
in Vietnam that is reprinted below. 


The article appeared in Paris~Match, the 
French equivalent of Life Magazine. The 
author, Jean Larteguy, is an anti-Com- 
munist novelist. 


As the war continues, we must all ask our- 
selves: What is the price of victory in 
Vietnam? What is the purpose of this war? 
Is there any purpose that could justify the 
means we are using ? 


Near Duc Co, 17,000 refugees, for the most part Catholics 
from Tonkin, had been settled in some ten villages. Father 
Currien was their curé. He is a stocky, robust native of the 
Vosges. He won the Military Medal for going out among the 
Vietminh in 1944 to find the wounded French. I found him 
stretched out on a bed in the St. Paul Clinic in Saigon. He 
had been caught for several hours under the beams of his 
wrecked church and his spine still felt the effects. In his 
hand he held a small pyx, a small round metal vessel in which 
the Blessed Sacrament is carried, which had been pierced by 
two buliets. He showed it to me: 


“They Even Shoot at God” 

“This was the consecrated host. In this war they even 
shoot God himself. It all began one Monday at 9 a.m. The 
Viet Cong were in the vicinity, but not as many as reported— 
many less. It was not a regiment coming from the North. 
They held the roads, it is true, but like everywhere else, not 
the villages. We Catholics have little love for them. We 
hardly ever saw them and they left us alone. At 9 I saw 
an armored column arrive. There were lots of them. They 
were commanded by a sub-brigadier. The Viet Cong, placed 
along the sides of the roads, let the tanks pass and fell on 
the troops in the trucks. The government forces were three 
battalions. The Viet Cong, from what I could judge, were 
at the most two companies. But they were well prepared. 
Everybody shot at everybody else, the tanks on their own 
troops. At last it ended, the Viets took off. 

“The sub-brigadier then came to see me. 
finished,’ he told me. 


‘Now it is 
"You and your faithful are no longer 


in danger.’ He left, leaving three armored cars in front of 
my church. I would have preferred that he had put them 
elsewhere. It was 5:30 p.m. The soldiers were taking a 


nap or enjoying a snack. Suddenly I saw some 50 Viet Cong 
rush at them, weapons in their hands. I did not know where 
they. came from. I let out three yells. This woke my Viet 
regulars who leaped into their armored cars and trucks and

The Viet Cong also scrammed. 
left alone. No one was in the village except for some women, 
children and old people whom neither the Viet Cong nor 
the regular troops thought to pick up to serve as coolies. 

“I heard some planes. The first bomb fell at 6:05 on my 


disappeared. 


church. There was nothing left of it. I ran for shelter to 
the presbytery, a wooden house adjoining the church. A 
second bomb crushed it and I was pinned under the beams. 
Children cried, women shrieked and the wounded moaned. 
They were near me but I could not budge. Finally, some 
of the faithful who had been locking for me everywhere, 
dragged me out. I made the women and children lie down 
under the flooring of the house. There we passed the entire 
night while those accursed planes hammered with rockets 
and bombs at my village. 

‘There were no longer any Viet Cong around. They had 
fled into the forest long before. Next morning my back 
hurt badly, but I gathered 42 women and children and took 
the Host in its bullet pierced pyx and started off for Pleiku. 
The bombing could start again at any moment. On the way 
I buried as best I could the bodies of my faithful. Yes, I 
remember now I buricd seven of them completely torn to 


bits. I had to abandon some wounded and dying. I gave 
them absolution. I tried to keep alive those who were still 
alive. The children were exhausted, the women wept; they 
dragged themselves along. It was a real way of the cross... . 

“A Vietriamese Colonel who saw that I had a great deal 
of trouble walking offered me a ride to Pleiku in his heli- 
copter. I asked him, ‘And those who are with me, shall I 
leave them to shift for themselves?’ I stayed with them. 
The march continued. The children laid down along the 
road; they no longer wanted to move. Finally we arrived 
at a French tea plantation where they gave us to eat and 
drink, and a place to lie down.” 

The Padre tried to turn himself on his bed but made a 
grimace. He showed his fist: ‘“Today nothing remains of all 
that region. All is razed. As for the poor mountain people 
whose villages and rice granaries have been destroyed, they 
can live only as wild boars in the forest. Before the bom- 
bardment, the loud speakers, in the planes above them, told 
them not to go into the fields and to stay in their huts. They 
stayed in their huts and the huts were bombarded anyway. 


Or again the Viet Cong obliged them to come out and 
machine-gunned them in the fields. Some villages were 
warned, others not. I have seen my faithful burned up in 
napalm. JI have seen the bodtes of women and children 
blown to bits. I have seen all my villages razed. By God, it’s 
not possible! (C'est pas Dien possible). Suddenly the 
priest burst into tears. His nerves had given way. He cursed 
the war and its attendant horrors and absurdities. He railed at 
the Americans in English, as if they were there to hear him. 
He finally calmed down: 

“They must settle their accounts with God. When I 
arrived in Saigon, I could barely drag myself along. Two 
Americans wanted to give me a lift to the hospital in their 
automobile. I couldn’t stand it. Always before my eyes 
were those burned up women and children. I told them to 
get the H— out (‘‘f...le camp’) because I didn’t like mur- 
derers. They were probably nice guys who wanted to help 
me. In Saigon they probably pound away at typewriters in 
an air-conditioned office and know nothing of this war. They 
couldn’t understand what was the matter with me.” 


This is a letter to Karolyn Kwie- 
cien (not her real name) of Detroit, 
from her brother, a 20-year-old 
paratrooper in Vietnam. In sending 
the letter, postmarked Sept. 17, to 
the New Statesman (London), the 
sister asserted that “there is no news- 
paper or periodical in this country 
that would print such a letter.” 


“Dear Sister, 


I just received your letter up here 
at Ben Cat tn War Zone C... I 
haven’t much time but can give you 
a situation report. and that is there’s 
plenty of VC for everybody. I’ll tell 
you what happened today: A recon 
platoon went out on a road clearing 
mission this morning and while they 
were doing that they spotted five VC. 
The platoon chased them to a vil- 
lage (which the VC ran right through). 


they figured the five VC had held 
up in there so they began to clear 
the area of all civilians (poor rubber 
plantation peasants). They did this 
by making a lot of noise shouting, 
shooting their AR15s off and crashing 
in doors. Of course most of the adults 
understood (by the way there were 
only old women, old men, and women 
with babies and children). Now these 
people dug bomb shelters, but I can’t 
see why what with all the B-52s drop- 
ping 1,000-pounds bombs every night, 
so automatically this made them 
people VC. A 173rd paratrooper comes 
by a grass hut and he yells down into 
one of these bomb shelters and says 
‘I’m gonna give you 10 seconds till 
I blow that goddam place up.’ Then 
he looks at his watch and in 10 sec- 
onds he throws a hand grenade in 
the hole, it blows up and he sets the 
hut afire. And here’s where I come 
in, I and my captain are walking by 
the burning hut and he turns to me 


and says ‘Kwiecien, there’s somebody 
still living, can you hear the groans?’ 
I hear them so we stop and take a 
look. 4 DEAD CHILDREN 3-4 YEARS 
OLD. We pulled one little girl out 
who had a hole in her head the size 
of a quarter and as I carried her 
away from the fire I could: see the 
life in her fleeing, and she was about 
3. She died in akout 15 minutes. And 
I got those—-—asses—these sons of 
bitches I could kill, they are the 
dumbest———_in the world and I told 
them. Anyway we had 1 VC, 8 wound- 
ed kids, 2 or them still sucking their 
mother’s tit, 3 old men, 43 old women 
—4 were wounded—18 kids, 8 wound- 
ed, 3 wounded mothers and 5 dead 
children under 5 years old. And you 
know what these reported? Twenty 
suspected VC. I doubt if you will 
read this in the news but don’t let 
this letter get away from you. They 
might courtmartial me for the truth: 

Love ,——”’ 





When they came upon the village 


Every day American planes go on bombing missions like 
the one that destroyed Father Currien's church. Every 
day American troops conduct "search and destroy" op- 
erations like the one described in the letter above. 
What do the American people have to say about it? 
What do you say about it ? 


Our soldiers don't know what the war is about; they are 
just told to fight for the people back home. And the 
people back home say: "I don't really know why we're 
in Vietnam, but we have to back up our boys over there.”

tator we were supporting then, refused to hold elections 
because he was afraid he might lose. He jailed his po- 
litical opponents and shut down opposition newspapers. 
All this happened before the guerrilla rebellion began. 
All this happened with the support of our government. 


For the first two years of the rebellion, we tried to fol- 
low a policy of "winning the hearts of the people." It 
failed. We were unable to halt the flow of aid from the 
peasants to the guerrillas. Now our generals don't talk 
any more about "winning the hearts of the people." Now 
they are destroying the homes of the people, even the 
homes of the Catholics who once were America's strong- 
est supporters. As Father Currien said: ''Today no- 
thing remains of all that region. All is razed. As for 
the poor mountain people whose villages and rice gran- 
aries have been destroyed, they can live only as wild 
boars in the forest." 


There is nothing the Communists could do to Vietnam 
that we have not already done. Having destroyed free- 
dom in Vietnam, we are now destroying the country it- 
self. That is the price of "victory in Vietnam."

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STEPS TO VIETNAM NEGOTIATIONS, PEACE 


A new statement of policy on Vietnam issued by the National 
Committee for a Sane Naclear Policy on August 11, 1965. 


There has been, over a period of time, an evolution of the 
U.S. position on negotiating an.end to the Vietnam war. There 
has also been a clarification of the position of North Vietnam 
and the National Liberation Front. As a result of these de- 
velopments, the combatants may not be far apart in the pre- 
conditions for negotiations. President Johnson has said that 
he wants “to win a settlement not a war,” and has recently 
made numerous overtures suggesting a willingness to negoti- 
ate. It is unfortunate that the response from the other side so 
far has not been encouraging. Nevertheless, it must be noted 
that the U.S. offers to date have been vague and have not been 
accompanied by actions that would tend to reinforce their 
sincerity. Further, the conditions under which negotiations 
might be initiated have remained nebulous on both sides. 

In order to assist in bridging the remaining gap preventing 
negotiations, SANE suggests a course of action which includes: 
1) steps which can be taken unilaterally and immediately ; 
2}) steps which can be taken by mutual example to improve the 
climate leading to negotiations; and 3) settlement principles 
to be followed in negotiations when they do take place. 


Unilateral Steps the U.S. Can Take Immediately: 

1. End the bombing of North Vietnam. 

2. Announce unequivocally that the U.S. will support nego- 
tiations with all concerned parties, including representatives of 
the National Liberation Front, the political arm of the Viet- 
cong. 

3. Announce that the U.S. will support a negotiating confer- 
ence based on the essentials of the 1954 Geneva Agreement: 
a) the ultimate reunification of North and South Vietnam; b) 
the withdrawal of all foreign military forces within the frame- 
work of the agreement; and c) a prohibition against participa- 
tion in military alliances by North or South Vietnam, or by a re- 
unified state. 

4. Urge a possible specific United Nations initiative (dis- 
cussed in separate section). 


Steps to be Taken by Mutual Example: 

1. Establishment of a de facto moratorium on troop reinforce- 
ments and increase of arms and materiel. 

2. Establishment of a de facto cease-fire, including an end to 
terrorism and all aerial bombing. 


Principles of an Acceptable Settlement: 

Negotiations for a peaceful settlement of the Vietnam conflict 
should be based on the following considerations: 

1. The negotiation of an effective cease-fire, if not established 
by mutual example, and a permanent truce to be adequately 
supervised by neutral truce teams as long as is necessary for the 
maintenance of peace. 

2. The framework of the settlement will be based on the es- 
sentials of the Geneva Agreement including the provisions 
‘noted above: a) the ultimate reunification of North and South 
Vietnam; b) the withdrawal of all foreign military forces 
within the framework of the agreement; and c) a prohibition 
against participation in military alliances by North or South 
Vietnam, or by the reunified State. 

3. The establishment of adequate international multilateral 
guarantees and machinery for the maintainance of peace and 
protection of Vietnamese independence, these guarantees to 
have treaty status and to be endorsed by the U.S., U.S.S.R., 
Mainland China, France and the United Kingdom. 


4, Provision of adequate means for protecting the lives and 
rights of minority groups in South Vietnam. 

5. Representation in a new South Vietnamese government of 
all major factions in South Vietnam, including the NLF, the 
Buddhists, Catholics, and present government. The new gov- 
ernment may be achieved by negotiations among the existing 
factions, or by internationally supervised ballot. 

6. The means and timing for reunification should be left to 
the Vietnamese themselves. 

Because of the attitudes of the combatants, there has been 
serious doubt of the utility of attempts by or through the United 
Nations to restore peace in Vietnam, The Chinese and North 
Vietnam governments have been adamant in their refusal of a 
U.N. role. 


A New U.S. Initiative in the U.N. 


The U.S. has, at least until recently, been in violation of its 
U.N. Charter obligations in regard to the war in Vietnam. It 
has also been dilatory and formerly even scornful of. U.N. 
assistance in attempting to bring about peace there. The US. 
attitude has recently undergone what may prove to be an im- 
portant shift in this regard, with the appointment of the Hon. 
Arthur J. Goldberg as U.S. Ambassador to the U.N., and with 
President Johnson’s letter inviting U.N. participation in a 
solution. The time may therefore be ripe for the U.S. to under- 
take specific action through the U.N. aimed at a peaceful settle- 
ment of the dispute. Therefore, it is proposed that the US. 
introduce into the U.N. Security Council or the General As- 
sembly a resolution along the following lines: 


“Noting that the continuation of hostilities in Vietnam 
clearly endangers international peace and security; and 


‘Believing that to debate the background and history of 
the dispute toward the end of fixing responsibility on 
any power or group of powers will not serve the end of 
mediation ; 


“The United Nations resolves that: 


a. The combatants be asked to agree to a cease-fire 
including a moratorium on the introduction of 
men and materiel and the cessation of all warfare 
and bombing; 

b. The Geneva Conference of 1954 be reassembled 
with the previous participants including the 
United States, plus the National Liberation Front; 

c. A politically and geographically balanced Settle- 
ment Committee be appointed by the Secretary 
General; 

d. The Settlement Committee be charged with con- 
sidering proposals for a peaceful solution from all 
sides to the dispute.” 


Background to the Present Conflict 


The ever-deepening U.S. involvement in Vietnam, threaten- 
ing to lead the nation and world into a major war, must be 
examined in terms of its origins. Under the 1954 Geneva 
Agreement ending the war between the French and Viet Minh, 
Vietnam was divided temporarily into North and South, pend- 
ing elections for the entire area, scheduled for two years later. 
The U.S. had supported the effort of the French to reestablish 
control over Vietnam, and when France failed to do so, under- 
took more direct intervention. The U.S. located and to all in- 
tents and purposes installed Ngo Dinh Diem as the ruler of 
South Vietnam. The U.S. encouraged Diem to break the 1954 
agreement calling for reunification elections, and provided mili- 
tary aid for Diem in violation of that accord. 

The guerrilla war began after violent repression by Diem of 
all organized opposition had alienated a substantial proportion 
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of the population and made change by political means im- 
possible. The guerrilla movement contained both communists 
and disaffected non-communists. Following the deposition of 
Diem in 1963 with U.S. participation, a series of unrepresenta- 
tive and unstable regimes, largely military in character, have 
ruled South Vietnam, with little legal basis for their existence. 
Except for massive military and economic assistance, the South 
Vietnam government would have collapsed long ago. What 
began as a civil war has become a serious international conflict 
in which the U.S. is a major belligerent. 

The U.S. response is based upon the mistaken assumption 
that it can “contain communism” by military means along the 
periphery of China in young and unstable nations with diffi- 
cult economic and social conditions. The U.S. has actively 
sought to establish and maintain anti-Chinese, pro-American 
regimes. Continuation of this policy will undermine the de- 
velopment of the only political forces in Southeast Asia capa- 
ble of resisting Chinese influence and modifying the appeal of 
communism — nationalists who are dedicated to peaceful so- 
cial change. 


U.S. Policy and its Origins 


The primarily military policies being pursued by the U.S. 
have produced results contrary to its professed aims, that is, to 
assist Southeast Asia to become an independent region, thwart- 
ing Chinese expansion. The U.S. policies are instead weaken- 
ing the independence of nations that could form that barrier 
and undermining any U.S. role in support of their economic 
and political independence by driving them toward Chinese 
hegemony. Indeed, it has by now become apparent from official 
U.S. statements, as well as actions, that rather than being pri- 
marily concerned about democracy and freedom in South Viet- 
nam, the U.S. is primarily interested in denying South Viet- 
nam to the communists regardless of self-determination, re- 
gardless of the cost to the South Vietnamese, regardless of the 
repressive measures employed by its client government, and 
regardless of the cost to the U.S. and to world peace. 

If efforts at negotiations fail, the U.S. is now apparently pre- 
pared to pursue a Korea-type military operation resulting in 
occupation of the country rather than accept defeat, and is con- 
sistently replying to a losing situation by increasing the stakes. 
The bombing of North Vietnam, far from stopping North 
Vietnamese help, has encouraged substantial new aid. The 
bombing has also brought increasing Soviet and Chinese as- 
sistance, driving North Vietnam to increasing dependence upon 
Peking and Moscow. The further enlargement of the war 
threatens the direct involvement of these nations. It is con- 
sidered that Chinese intervention might well lead in turn to 
U.S. conventional bombing of Chinese nuclear facilities and 
ultimately to nuclear war. 

The Vietnam conflict has already led to a reversal of the 
processes of detente, set in motion by the test-ban treaty and 
subsequent agreements, and is beginning to cause a renewal of 
the arms race. Multi-billion dollar American programs for blast 
shelters and anti-missile systems with nuclear warheads are 
once again being seriously considered — a sensitive psycho- 
logical indicator of international tensions. Congressional at- 
tacks are already being launched against the ‘war on poverty” 
on the basis that the United States must now concentrate on a 
war effort. 

The U.S. experience in Vietnam should underscore the fu- 
tility and danger of trying to play “world policeman” and 
should lead the U.S. to renewed concentration on support of 
the United Nations and development of the instrumentalities 
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of world law. By its intervention in Southeast Asia, without re- 
sort to the United Nations, the U.S. has stood in violation of 
both its United Nations Charter obligations and the spirit of 
the 1954 Geneva Agreement. 


The U.S., the U.N. and China 


The U.S. has contributed substantially to the present ‘‘cold 
war with China by its unrealistic and inflexible policy main- 
tained over many years. China’s utter rejection of the U.N. has 
followed years of efforts by the U.S. to refuse China entrance 
to that World Body. Now that a U.N.-China relationship 
would be invaluable, none exists. China must be a party, tacitly 
or formally, to any settlement in Vietnam. Yet, the exclusion 
of China from the U.N. has reduced the role of the World 
Body in the possible settlement of the dispute. 

The U.S.-supported exclusion of the People’s Republic of 
China from the U.N. constitutes a serious threat to the peace. 
Abstaining on the question of China’s admittance would con- 
stitute an important first step in a realistic U.S. policy toward 
China. Sooner or later the U.S. must adjust to the fact of 
China's existence and the fact that China always has been and 
will be the dominant power in East Asia. It is hoped that the 
U.S. is now in the process of learning that a far wiser policy 
than turning small Southeast Asian nations into an area of con- 
flict with China through efforts at military containment is a 
policy of support of independent nations whether ‘“‘communist”’ 
or not. 

It is, in fact, much more likely that China will accommodate 
to independent neutral nations on her borders than to main- 





tainance of anti-Chinese, pro-U.S. nations and a U.S. military 
presence. The experience of Burma tends to confirm this view. 
The alternatives open to the U.S. in the Vietnam war are 
narrowing: 
1. The U.S. can expand the war. 
The U.S. could continue to raise the stakes in the war by step- 
ping up the bombing of North Vietnam, including Haipong 
and Hanoi. This will invite intervention by the North Vietnam 
army, and bring into play Soviet and Chinese anti-aircraft sup- 
port. The U.S. could sponsor a South Vietnamese invasion of 
North Vietnam, probably bringing Chinese and Soviet ‘‘volun- 
teers’ to the support of that nation. The U.S. could then bomb 
Chinese nuclear and military facilities, risking overt Chinese 
participation, possible use of nuclear weapons, and nuclear 
conflict with the Soviet Union. 
2. The U.S. could unilaterally withdraw from South Vietnam. 
Unilateral withdrawal would risk a humiliating military and 
political defeat and the setting off of a new blood bath in South 
Vietnam. Withdrawal, however, would not necessarily lead 
inevitably to Chinese suzerainty in Southeast Asia as has been 
alleged. 


A Political Settlement 


3. The U.S. can work with vigor and imagination for a po- 
litical settlement. From its present position of relative strength, 
the U.S. is in a good position to negotiate a reasonable settle- 
ment. The U.S. must be prepared to. relinquish, however, the 
notion that it can dictate the terms of the settlement or require 
that the government of South Vietnam as presently constituted 
remain in power. The fiction that the U.S. is currently pro- 
tecting a free government must be abandoned. 

4, The U.S. can attempt to win the war within South Viet- 
nam. This course would require a huge investment in lives 
and funds over many years, far greater than the investment 
in the Korean war, and would leave South Vietnam a prostrate 
and devastated country. It will totally offset any efforts at large- 
scale economic development for the region, such as the much- 
discussed Mekong river valley project. 

As the war continues, the present levels of brutality and in- 
humane treatment are likely to continue to rise. Atrocities are 
common on both sides. The selective use of terror by the Viet- 
cong is giving way to widespread use of force by the guerrillas. 
Torture of men and women is routinely practiced by the Saigon 
government forces, and has been condoned by the United 
States. U.S. forces have burned whole villages believed to har- 
bor guerrillas or sympathizers. 

Of these possibilities, only the third — a political settlement 
— is politically realistic and at the same time morally defens1- 
ble. However, the paramount concern of the U.S. underlying 
its efforts to achieve a political settlement should be to assist 
in the establishment of the context in which the Vietnamese 
will, to the greatest extent possible, be able to work out ar- 
rangements among themselves. As much as is feasible the U.S. 
should support the concept of a “‘solution from within”. The 
U.S. should make it clear that its concern is a reasonable assur- 
ance that the Vietnamese people will be satisfied with the 
arrangements arrived at. 

The prospects for negotiation have been bleak for a consid- 
erable period. According to’reliable students of the attitudes of 
Peking, Hanoi and the NLF, the prospects diminished sharply 
upon the initiation of the bombing of North Vietnam. It is 
also generally believed that the NLF and Hanoi are not yet 
convinced that they might not be able to win the war, and that 
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the end of the monsoon season may bring a reassessment. 

Nevertheless, there has recently been a clarification in the 
position of Hanoi and the NLF, which suggests that they re- 
quire acceptance only “in principle” of the ‘four points’’ ad- 
vanced by Hanoi in April, 1965 as a basis for negotiation. This 
indicates they do not consider prior withdrawal of U.S. troops 
a precondition of negotiation, nor that reunification need take 
place for a number of years. If this is so, the “four points’ of 
Hanoi are not as far from the U.S. position as had been 
thought. Those four points are essentially: 

1. Removal of all American troops, armaments and bases 
from South Vietnam and an end to attacks on North Vietnam. 

2. Pending reunification, no military alliances, foreign 
troops or bases in either zone. 

3. A settlement of South Vietnam’s internal affairs without 
“foreign interference’ according to the program of the NLF 
(which presumably includes a coalition government dominated 
by the NLF, and a nevtral South Vietnam). 

4. Peaceful reunification of North and South, also free 
from foreign interference. 

Points 1, 2, and 4 represent a return to the principles of 
Geneva and should be acceptable to the U.S. Point 3 represents 
a major point of difference and must be subjected to counter- 
proposals and hard bargaining. 

At the present time, the NLF and North Vietnam have hinted 
at the following conditions as prerequisites to negotiation: 
1. An end to the bombing of North Vietnam, 2. A moratorium 
on troop reinforcements, 3. Inclusion of the NLF in negotia- 
tions. 

The operating principle in the NLF suggestions appears to be 
military restraint. It is not known, of course, if negotiations 
would be possible after these conditions were met. The NLF 
and Hanoi have suggested, however, that they do not believe 
the U.S. can be serious about negotiation when it continues to 
step up the war. A further, and perhaps very important hint 
has come from representatives of the NLF, namely, that mili- 
tary restraint might lead to a de facto cease fire. On the basis 
of the multiple considerations enumerated in these pages, 
SANE proposes the “STEPS TO NEGOTIATIONS AND 
PEACE IN VIETNAM”.

WE ARE DELUDING OURSELVES IN VIETNAM

VIETNAM PACKET. A wealth of material 
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won. But these hard-won freedoms 
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for freedom from bodily harm has been 
won. Your contribution to SCLC’s cur- 
rent drive to win this freedom will aid 
our fight immeasureably. 
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On August 20, 1965, Jonathan Daniels, a white seminary 
student, was gunned down in front of a grocery store in 
Hayneville, Alabama, by a local Deputy Sheriff. In a little 
more than a month later, the assailant, Tom Coleman, was 
acquitted of a first degree murder charge by a jury of his 
peers. 


This is not an isolated incident. To the contrary, it is 
symptomatic of the climate of lawlessness and violence 
which pervades the entire state of Alabama. Negro and 
white civil rights workers have been shotgunned, clubbed, 
stoned, and dynamited by local whites who have no need to 
fear judicial retribution from state or local authorities. For 
these crimes the state exercises two standards of justice, a 
“black” and a “white” justice. The following eighteen lives 
are a grim memorial to the black justice of Alabama. 


MRS. VIOLA LIUZZO — The Detroit woman went 
to Selma to help in the march on Montgomery. She was 
killed the day the march ended as she drove through 
Lowndes County on her way to Montgomery to pick up 
a second load of marchers and ferry them back to Selma. 

Her assailant’s trial resulted in one mistrial and 
finally, acquittal. 


THE REV. JAMES REEB — The Boston minister 
was beaten on a Selma street and died two days later. 
Four Selma whites were arrested and three have been 
indicted on murder charges They will come up for 
trial sometime later this year. 


~ 7 LEE JACKSON — A Negro youth, he was 
killed in a voter demonstration at Marion, Ala. Officials 
said later that a state trooper did it. No arrest was mac 
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ADDIE MAE COLLINS, CYNTHIA WESLEY, 
CAROL ROBERTSON, DENIS McNAIR — The four 
‘Negro girls were at Sunday School in Birmingham 
when killed by an exploding bomb. No arrests. 


JOHNNY ROBINSON — The Negro was killed in 
rioting that followed the church bombing. No arrests 
were made. 


VIRGIL WARE — He was killed the same day by a 
pistol-toting white lad riding with a buddy on a motor- 
scooter. One of the white boys was convicted of man- 
slaughter, and the other pleaded guilty. After a stern 
lecture, the judge sentenced them to seven months in 
the county jail, but then probated the sentence and 
set them free. 


JOHN L. COLEY — A Birmingham Negro, he was 
shot dead in rioting that followed another bombing of a 
home two weeks earlier than the one at the church. No 
arrests were made. 


WILLIAM MOORE — A Baltimore mailman making 
a lone protest march across Alabama, he was killed by 
a bullet from a passing car. A white man was arrested, 
but not indicted. 


Though the next names are not as celebrated as those 
which precede them, they are to no less an extent represent- 
ative of the evil of Alabama law enforcement. 


REV. C. H. BALDWIN was stoned to death in 
Huntsville. His assailant was cqnvicted of a second 
degree manslaughter charge. 


WILLIE BREWSTER was shotgunned while return- 
ing home from work. There has been one indictment, 
but no trial yet. 


THAD CHRISTIAN was killed in Anniston. No trial 
results yet. : 


FRANK ANDREWS was killed in Lisman. No ar- 
rests were made. 


WILLIE DUNIGAN was killed in Lomax. No arrests 
were made. 


BESSIE McDOWEL was killed in Andalusia. One 
indictment was returned but never came to trial. 


In a nation which is dedicated to the sanctity of the 
human spirit, this wanton disregard for human life must 
not continue. The state of Alabama has neglected its re- 
sponsibility to enforce equal justice. This DEMANDS a 
national outcry if we are to be true to what our nation 
stands for.

1. Call upon your local newspaper and ask them to 
do more in the way of causing the nation to understand 
the seriousness of the problem. 


2. Write letters to the editors as to how you feel 
about the problem.

ON THE WATTS RIOTS ABOUT THE G.C.F. 


Plunder, flames, and bloodshed 
have forcefully focused our atten- 
tion on the seething problems of our 
own community. We have seen the flow 
of blood followed by streams of words 
and the continuing discussion and 
accusations testify to the magnitude 
of the problem. 

Some obvious grievances demand 
solutions now and in the process of 
time: the paucity of employment, sub- 
standard housing, educational priva- 
tions, resentment of law enforcement 
agencies, inadequate representation. 

I wonder what meaning the riots 
hold for us, secure on our Westwood 
campus. Certainly we whole-heartedly 
support measures which will deal 
effectively with the perplexing is- 
SUCSe But a crucial, often unasked 
question is: can the weapons of pol- 
itics and economics transform the 
basic attitude of indifference (temp-

If you think you 
may qualify, ask the selective service board for Form 150 and apply 
for status as a conscientious objector, : 


If your request is denied or if you are denied your student 
deferment, you have the right of appeal, including personal appears 
ance before the draft board officials. Such an appeal must be made 
within ten days after the demlal, A person making an appeal should 
seek draft eounseling before he appears. 


There are other alternativeswith less or no legal precedent 
which a person may wish to pursue with lesal assistmce. He might 
declare his willingness to serve building a stronger United States .

HURSDAY, JUNE 24, 1965, I was ordered for induc- 

tion into the armed forces of the United States. Hav- 
ing passed my pre-induction physical more than a year 
previously and been classified 1A, I was quite resigned 
to going in. Many friends gave their advice as to how 
I could avoid the draft. Some suggested pretending to 
be insane or homosexual or stupid. Some suggested that 
I claim C.O. status on religious, pacifist or humanist 
grounds. Others suggested that I just simply refuse to 
go and thus serve a jail sentence. All of these sugges- 
tions made me think. _I decided to 
allow myself to be inducted. At least in the Army, espe- 
cially among the young draftees, there are a lot of 
good and honest young men, many of whom are nomi- 
nally against the war and the whole military system. 
And as I found out later, most of the draftees are 
drafted unwillingly. Many of these young men are 
forced to leave their families, girl friends and in many 
cases their jobs. So, on Thursday, June 24, 1965 — at 
6:30 in the morning —I reported for induction as or- 
dered by my local board. 


AS.SOON AS I ARRIVED at the central induction cen- 
ter I began to distribute about 200 SDS leaflets against 
the Vietnam war which I had brought with me. It 
seems that my act of leaflet distribution was so bold 
that it did not attract the attention of the military 
personnel who were present. They all seemed to think I 
was authorized to do whatever I was doing (many times 
young inductees are given little things to do—such as 
carrying a bunch of papers from one office or floor to 
another). 

In fact the military personnel never discovered what 
I was really doing until an officer inadvertently picked 
up one of the leaflets and began reading it. Of course 
I was stopped and my leaflets were confiscated from 
all the young draftees to whom I had distributed them, 
but only after I had given out all I had. I was then 
taken to a fairly large room with a few other people 
and left to sit.

were about 75 youths quietly sitting in this room 
all by themselves. So, then I got the idea of asking 
for signatures on an anti-Vietnam war petition. Hav- 
ing a large brown envelope with me which was given 
with a lot of other things by the military to be filled 
out at the proper time—I used this as the paper for 
my petition. 

On the top of the envelope I wrote in pencil: “A 
PETITION TO THE ARMY.” Then I began to go from 
person to person asking for signatures. Some refused, 
but after a short explanation that we have no cause 
to fight for in either Vietnam or Santo Domingo, 
most of those approached signed. Many of the youths 
were Negroes who, with little coaxing, willingly signed. 
After I had got about 21 signatures the military per- 
sonnel returned and I was immediately stopped. One 
of the sergeants began to shout at me and I began to 
shout back, which sort of surprised him and the 
inductees. The sergeant was so surprised that he quiet- 
ed down. Taking advantage of the silence and atten- 
tion I began to give a loud talk on how unjust the 
ageressive war is in Vietnam and if young Ameri- 
cans really want to fight for freedom then they should 
fight for the right to vote in the South or join the 
current picket line around city hall for equality in 
Chicago. 

After a short wait they rushed me through 

some tests and had me fill out some papers. I refused 

*« to sign the loyalty oath* which has all kinds of peace, 

civil rights and progressive groups listed as sub- 

versive, besides the Nazi Party and the KKK. On 

all previous occasions, such as my pre-induction phy- 
sical, I had refused to sign. 

Finally I was sent to the security officer, who told 
me that I needed a security clearance and would 
not now be drafted. I then told him that he could not 
keep me out of the Army because of my politics even 
though I do refuse to fight in Vietnam. I was told 
that they would call me and for me not to call them, 
and that I should go home—which I did.

After 4 years of rebutting government forms, threats, orders, 
I’ BI visitors, and double-talk, Dave Mitchell, 22, former 
student at Hunter, was arrested for draft refusal.

Dave is continuing his challenge of the government by 
pleading not guilty. In the tradition of Thoreau and the 
principles of individual responsibility established by the 
Nuremberg trials and the U.N., he has dissociated from 
the criminal actions of the U.S.—from Vietnam to Santo 
Domingo, from Korea to Cuba. 

As legal basis for his political and ethical position, Dave 
is reminding the U.S. that it is bound by the same inter- 
national law under which the fascists of Europe were tried 
at Nuremberg.

What Will You Do When Ordered 
To Commit A War Crime? 


The following principles are ex- 
cerpted from the Nuremberg Trials. 
They were accepted by the U.N. as 
International Criminal Code on 
Dec. 12, 1950. 





PRINCIPLE I. Any person who 
commits or is an accomplice in the 
commission of an act which consti- 
tutes a crime under International 
Law is responsible therefore and 
liable to punishment. 


PRINCIPLE IV. The fact that a per- 
son acted pursuant to order of his 
government or of a superior does 
not free him of responsibility under International Law.... 





PRINCIPLE VI. The Crimes hereafter set out are punishable as crimes under Inter- 
national Law: 


WAR CRIMES: Such violations shall include murder, ill-treatment or deportation to 
slave labor or for any other purpose of civilian population...murder or ill-treatment 
of prisoners of war...wanton destruction of cities, towns or villages or devastation not 
justified by military necessity. 


CRIMES AGAINST HUMANITY: —_ mini extermination, ena veneny de- 
portation and other inhuman acts 
done against a civilian population, 
or persecution on political, racial 
or religious grounds.

Beyond Vietnam 


Beyond Propaganda 


Anyone who has taken it upon himself to become 
acquainted with the facts of the situation in Vietnam 
should be capable of seeing through the official State 
Department mythology about defending a brave people 
and a democratic government against an invasion. If 
people have not already noticed how strange it is that 
the arch Demon and Warmonger, Mao Tse Tung, has 
not yet seen fit to send any "volunteers" into Vietnam 
_ and how that great man of peace Lyndon B. Johnson still 
persists indropping bombs on and shooting at the Viet- 
namese people, then their ideological armor of double- 
think is so effective that no amount of reason or fact 
could ever hope to penetrate it. 


The First Question 


Once the mythology is seen through, the first 
question we must ask is simply whether or not we be- 
lieve Communism to be so very evil that we have the 
duty or even the right to kill anyone or destroy any 
nation which should choose to be Communist. The 
Crusaders and the inquisitors assumed the obligation 
of putting the heathen to the sword and the heretic to 
the stake, but there are some who donot consider these 
episodes among the most noble contributions of Christ- 
ianity to our civilization and some who even suggest 
that the game of playing God should best be left toHim. 
However, if, after weighing our consciences, we do 
feel impelled to destroy Communists by whatever means 
is handy, Vietnam would appear to be a silly place to 
begin. Why not, for example, eliminate Communist 
Cuba? Communism in Cuba must surely be more of a 
threat to the United States than Communism in Viet- 
nam, and the little island would be an excellent place 
to try our biological weapons, It would cost the Amer- 
icantaxpayer much less topay for germ warfare against 
Cuban Communism than it costs him to support the 
bombs needed to exterminate the Vietnamese. Further- 
more, there seems a good chance we might persuade 
the peaceful Russians to look the other way while we 
deal with the evil inChina; there, we might have a good 
opportunity to use our SAC bombers--perhaps neutron 
bombs on Peking and cobalt bombs on the countryside. 
This Final Solution to the Communist Question would 
surely be acourageous act for freedom and democracy 
in ridding the world of 700, 000, 000 Chinese Reds. And 
of course the whole show would have to be televised. 





The Next Question 


For those Whose queasy stomachs shy at mass 
murder and who also find Communist totalitarianism 
to be somewhat less than a panacea for human ills, the 
next question must surely be whether or not we can 
prevent people from going Communist by any method 
short of shooting them. And, in order to answer this 
question, we must have some idea of slightly more 
political solidity than the demonic conspiracy theory 
to explain why any person or nation should want to be 
Communist in the first place. If we try to tell our- 
selves that all Communist successes are simply due 
to the notorious Communist use of foul play, we may 


have some trouble explaining why Batista, who used 
Suppression, dishonesty, torture, secret police and in- 
formers, and a large military force, fell so easily to 
Castro's very small ill-equipped band. In our blind 
panic at the Communist menace, we fail to notice its 
good points--and there are some--and thus, inour mis- 
understanding, we become progressively more para- 
lyzed in combatting it as we persist in using methods 
which increase the popular hostility against the United 
States in thé emerging countries and make them all the 
more susceptable to what we are attempting to oppose; 
Supporting unpopular dictators and shooting those we 
disagree with are good examples of shortsighted policies 
which are not only wrong, but damaging to our ideals 
and goals in the long run. (over) 


The Real Problem 


The emerging nations are all suffering from in- 
adequate economies, rising population, and mass pov- 
erty. Communism is one solution to this problem, 
however ruthless its methods may be, as the example 
of the Soviet Union clearly demonstrates. Communism 
provides individuals with a sense of meaning and purpose 
in life and with aframe of reference with which to view 
the world; any authoritarianism diminishes anxiety just 
in perportion tothe degree it restricts freedom. Com- 
munism provides a vision of man's ultimate salvation 
and the more immediate promise of the elimination of 
tyranical rulers and foreign corperations who get rich 
at the expense of the people. It follows that if we wish 
to stop the spread of Communism, we must use some of 
our vast resources tohelpthe nations of the Third World 
reach Rostow's "takeoff.point'’ of economic self-suf- 
ficiency; we must ask ourselves what we cando to help 
the emerging countries rather than asking how we can 
best squeeze profit out of them; we should remember 
the Marshall plan in Europe instead of the United Fruit 
Company and Batista in Cuba or napalm and Diem in 
Vietnam. We must make our own Society a truly human 
place to live, a showplace of freedom, beauty, dignity, 
and meaning; we must, for example, rise to the chal- 
lenge of cybernation and develop social responses in a 
creative and humane fashon that will not impoverish 
either our economy or the quality of individual lives. 
And we must cease to support any petty dictator who 
tries to put his greedy hands in our pocketbooks by 
raising a flag of anti-Communism. 


Neither Magic nor Murder 


Inshort, we can not stop Communism by the simple 
magic of military gadgetry unless we are willing to shoot 
everyone who wants to be Communist--and even then, 
we will run up against Soviet military hardware sooner 
or later. If our commitment to freedom, democracy, 
and the Western tradition is strong enough to expend 
the real effort needed to create a workable alternative 
to Communism both in our foreign policy and in our own 
society, then this serious anti-Communism could be 
much more effective than the discount store variety of 
bombs and dictators, which is only more costly in the 
long run. One doesn't cure measles or smallpox with 
sandpaper. One doesn't make friends by shooting people. 
One doesn't argue very effectively that we stand for 
freedom and self-determination by seeking to impose 
our will on people in Vietnam, the Dominican Republic, 
and elsewhere. And one doesn't demonstrate our com- 
mitment to the concept of the rule of law, due process 
in its adminestration, and a generally disinterested 
justice or freedom of choice and civil liberties by in 
effect declaring an international law which if not making 
Communism illegal, at least has declared Communist 
and popular revolutions to be illegal, and then going on 
to act as judge, jury, and executioner in ruthless ap- 
plications of this law far from home. 





Peace and Freedom: the Long Run 


It is time that we realized that our civilization 
is facing two of the greatest possible threats toits con- 
tinued existence: World War III and Communism. Only 
when we stop playing ostriches long enough to realize 
the full impact of this fact will our responses be truly 
commensurate with the challenge. We can not achieve 
peace by simply installing a hot line between Washington 
and Moscow or signing a paper test ban treaty and we 
can not stop Communism by merely droping bombs on 
anybody who may try it. Peace will only be secure if 
and when we achieve real disarmament and build a real 
United Nations strong enough to police and inspect it and 
freedom willonly be secure if and when our own society 
and its realtions with other nations achieves a more 
meaningful basis. Our response to both the problem of 
insuring a permanent world peace and preventing the 
spread of Communist totalitarianism has been that e- 
nough military force is all that's needed--the force of 
nuclear deterence or the force of the current inter- 
national anti-Communist crusade. It is undenyable that 
the principle of deterence and the ballance ofterror has 
in fact kept us out of a world war up to now and it is 
similarly undenyable that each planeload of bombs drop- 
ped on Vietnam must momentarily reduce the total num- 
ber of Communists in the world. However, the means 
one uses usually affect the ends one is striving to achieve, 
and a response to the problem of peace and Communism 
which relies solely on force may, in the long run, be 
selfdefeating, may in fact create what its proponents 
claim it is designed to prevent, not to mention the risk 
that we may begin to look at military power as an end 
rather than a means. The task is immense, and there 
are no short cuts, no easy solutions which do not ulti- 
mately lead to disaster for us, for others, and for our 
ideals. If we abdicate this responsibility, then let us 
confess that we have abandoned all hope.

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THE GENEVA AGREEMENTS 
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JULY 21, 1954, the Geneva Agreements on the Cessation of Hostilities 
in Indo-China were signed. The Accords consisted of an agreement 
between the French and the Vietminh military command: to end the war. 


The Accords provided for: 


1. Cease-fire. 3 | | 

2. Recognition of Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia as three separate 
independent states. 

3. Establishment of a provincial military denurcation line at 
the 17th Parallel in Vietnam, the Vietminh forces being re- 
grouped to the North, and the French and associated forces 
to the South. | ) 

4. Resettlement of civilians in the military zone of their choice. 

5. Political and civil liberties for those who had taken part on 
either side in the military struggle. 

6. No foreign military base to be established in any of the three 
countries, and no commitments to foreign military blocs. 

7. No military reinforcements of men or material to be sought or 
obtained from abroad. | ) 

8. Free election for a united Vietnam Government to be held not 

; later than July 1956, on the basis of electoral arrangements 
to be drawn up not later than July 1955. 

9. An International Commission for supervision and control. 


At the end of the conference all delegations joined in a Final Declar- 
ation, in which they "took note" of the foregoing Accords, and empha- 
sized that the two zones of military demarcation were not to be con- 
strued as national boundaries and that they were to be reunited by 
means of general elections to be held in both zones in 1956. The 
Final Declaration was not signed by any of the members of the confer- 
ence. | 


Rach of the powers present took note and expressed approval of the 
Final Declaration, with the exception of the United States which 
entered a separate declaration. U.S. Under Secretary of State Walter 
Bedell Smith stated in the unilateral declaration that his government 


ot take note of the Final Declaration with the exception of Article 


"The members of the Conference agree to consult one another 
on any question which may be referred to them by the Inter- 
national Supervisory Commission, in order to study such 
measures as may prove necessary to ensure that the agreements 
on the cessation of hostilities in Cambodia, Laos, and Viet-Nam 
are respected." : 3 

The United States declaration further stated that the United States 
would not use force or the threat of force to interfere with the 
armistice agreements, approved the principle of free elections, and 
promised that the United States would act to prevent further 
agression in the area.

Following is the text of a statement made by 
Under Secretary Walter B. Smith at the concluding 
Indochina plenary session at Geneva on July @2l. 


As I stated on July 18, my Government is not prepared to join 
in a declaration by the Conference such as is submitted. However, 
the United States makes this unilateral declaration of its posi- 
tion in these matters: 


DECLARATION 


~The Government of the United States being resolved to devote its 
efforts to the strengthening of peace in accordance with the princi- 
ples and purposes of the United Nations takes note of the ag¥roomonts 
coneluded at Geneva on July 20 and 21, 195%, between (a) the Franco- 
Laotian Command and the Command of the Peoples Army of Viet-Nam; (b) 
the Royal Khmer Army Command and the Command of the Peoples Army of 
-Viet-Nam; (c) Franco-Vietnamese Command and the Command of the Peoples 
Army of Viet-Nam and of paragraphs 1 to 12 inclusive of the declara- 
tion presented to the Geneva Conference on July 21, 1954, declares 
with regard to the aforesaid agreements and paragraphs ‘that (i) it 
will refrain from the threat or the use of force to disturb then, 
in accordance with Article 2 (4) of the Charter of the United Nations 
dealing with the obligation of members to refrain in their inter- 
national relations from the threat or use of foree; and (ii) it would 
view any renewal of the agression in violation of the aforesaid agree- 
ments with grave concern and «s seriously threatening international 


peace and security. ° 


In connection with the statement in the declaration.concerning 
free elections in Viet-Nam my Government wishes to make clear its 
position which it has expressed in a declaration made in Washington 
on June 29, 1954, as follows: 


In the case of nations now divided against their will, we shall 
continue to seek to achieve unity through free elections supervised 
_ by the United Nations to insure that they are conducted fairly. 


With respect to the statement made by the representative of the 
State of Viet-Nam, the United States reiterates its traditional posi- 
tion that peoples are entitled to determine their own future and that 
it will not join in an arrangement which would hinder this. Nothing 
in its declaration just made is intended to or does indicate any 
departure from this traditional position. © 


We share the hope that the agreements will permit Cambodia, Laos 
and Viet-Nam to play their part, in full independence and soverignty, 
in the peaceful community of nations, and will enable the peoples of 
that area to determine their own future.

3, The Committees, with few exceptions, have declared support of the right of 
self-dete:mination for the Vietnamese people. Thus they emphasize withdrawal 
from Vieinam rather than negotiations. 


4, Although welcoming all, the committees have maintianed their independence 
from acy policical group by maintaining themselves as single issue organizations 
and by not adopting a multi-issue political viewpoint. 

5. The Committeeshave also been characterized by their rapid growth. They 
have surpassed any of ihe previous peace organizations in size and activity. 


Maulti-Issue or Single Issue 


In addition ta the «14 POLS gegen Aten ee cee PEt ne ee dont onpan 
izations such as the Young Socialist Alliance, DuBois Clubs, May 2nd Movement, 
c:adents for a Democratic Society, etc, are all part of the over-all anti-war 
120verment, But all of these organizations not only oppose the war in Vietnam, 
but are multi-issue organizations and therefore it is no coincidence that the new 
sengle issue protest r:ovement did not grow out of any of these groups. Simil- 
axly, the civil rights sroups which may also oppose the war did not become the 
vyenicle for protest around Vietnam. It is precisely the single issue nature of 
the CEWVs and the Vi: Us that makes it possible for people who would otherwise 
cigagree on many oth«r issues to work together against the war in Vietnam. By 
culy requiring agreement on U.S. withdrawal from Vietnam these committees 
result in the broadest possible movement attracting the largest number of people 
ho are concerned about Vietnam but do not necessarily agree with any of the 
-calti-issue organizaiions that also oppose the war. 


Where Do We Go From Here?

The demonstrations of October 15 and 16 indicated the potential of the new 
protest movement. The VDC News l:sted 33 States and some 84 cities where 
demonstrations took place. The widespread nature of the protest was important 
as well as the participation of some 70 to 100 thousand people. The overwhelm- 
ing majority of the participants do not as yet belong to any Organization. Who 
knows how many people who oppose Johnson's policy are spread throughout the 
endless number of cities and towns where no organized VDC or CEWV exists yet, 
Even though the committees have grown well beyond the old peace groups they 
have not nearly touched their potential, 

The committees, as was pointed out earlier, are relatively new. It is per- 
fectly understandable that in this short a period and without a national structure, 
the new organizations have not encompassed everyone who is already opposed to 
Johnson's policy. In order to seriously reach out and communicate with those 
who are unsure, or support Johnson's war policies, it is imperative that we or- 
ganize the largest, most united movement possible and the Committeeg Against 
the War in Vietnam can build such a movement. 

On what basis will we build the new national organization? A non-exclusive, 
single issue organization demanding the immediate withdrawal of U, S, troops 
from Vietnam makes possible the broadest possible effective unity. We must 
take the next indicated step in forming a nacional organization by bringing together 
all the existing CEWVs and VDGs at the forthcoming Washington convention, 

Once established, the new national organization will consolidate the new 
anti-war movement and give it immeasurable strength, effectiveness and impact. 
It will be too big for the press to ignore. Its national projects will be immediate- 
ly recognized as of consequence simply by their national scope. If, for instance, 
such a national organization had existed at the time of Johnson's invasion of the 
Dominican Republic, a united national protest could have been mounted immed- 
lately. It would have had a deep impact by deepening criticism and by stimulating 
meaningful discussion. 

A new national organization must be based on formal membership in order 
to be a strong Organization and to insure it operation as a democtratic organiza- 
tion, The West Coast conference of the Committees Against the War in Vietnam 
should register its consensus on this proposal, and the West Coast delegates 
should urge the delegates from the Mid west, East Coast and South to join with 
us in forming a new National Committee Against the War in Vietnam. 

The new organization should also seek the closest possible relationship 
and collaboration with the older peace groups and radical groups that Oppose the 
war in Vietnam, This could possibly be accomplished by establiahing a nations 
coordinating commiittee with one reprosentative from all organizations that 
Oppose the war in Vietnam. But in any Case we need to unite the growing VDCs 
and CE WVs into a national movement this Thanksgiving,

Are you a conscientious objector to war ? 





You may be one of the many young 
men of draft age who have serious 
objections to war. Are you aware of the provisions 
of the draft law for conscientious objectors? Or are 
you questioning whether your particular basis of

objection to war is. covered by the law? The fol- 


lowing paragraphs may be helpful to you. 


The present draft law provides that no person shall 


be subject to combatant training and service in the 
armed forces of the United States who, by reason of 
religious training and belief, is conscientiously. opposed 
to participation in war in any form. Religious train- 
ing and belief in this connection. means an individual's 
belief in a relation to a Supreme Being involving du- 
ties superior to those arising from any human relation, 
but does not include essentially political, sociological, 
or philosophical views or a merely personal moral 
code. (Section 6] of the Universal Military Training 
and Service Act of 1951, as amended) 


The conscientious objector who is opposed only to 
combatant duty will, if his claim is sustained by his 
draft board, be assigned to noncombatant military 
duty, usually in the Army medical service. If found 
opposed to combatant and noncombatant duty, he 
will be ordered to perform civilian work of national 
importance.

and Belief Defined , single concept with em- 


phasis clearly upon belief. A federal court has held 
that “so far:as Congress was thinking of training, it 
regarded it as meaning no more than individual 
experience supporting belief; a mere background 
against which sincerity could be tested.” Religious 
training and belief includes any belief, orthodox or 
unorthodox. It does not have to include fear of re- 
ligious sanctions, such as punishment after death or 
excommunication from the church. Beliefs which 
are religious at their root are covered by the law. 


The draft law definition of religious training and 
belief does not require you to be a member of any 
church or religious organization, nor to adhere to 
any formal creed. Formal religious training, such as 
received in Sunday School, is not required by the law, 
although evidence of such may strengthen your claim.

belief in a relation to a Supreme Being involving 
duties superior to those arising from any human re- 
lation” may present the greatest difficulty for some. 
Yet the legal definition of Supreme Being may be 
broad enough to include your particular belief. You 
do not have to believe in a Supreme Being in some 
anthropomorphic sense of a personality having cor- 
poreal existence. On March 8, 1965 the Supreme 
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Court handed down its “parallel belief’? decision, 
using these words: ; 
... the test of belief ‘in a relation to a Supreme Be- 
ing’ is whether a given belief that is sincere and mean- 
ingful occupies a place in the life of its possessor 
parallel to that filled by the orthodox belief in God 
of one who clearly qualifies for the exemption. Where 
such beliefs have parallel positions in the lives of their 
respective holders we cannot say that one is ‘in a re- 
lation to a Supreme Being’ and the other is not. 
If your objection to war 


Who Should Apply rests on long-established 


and conventional religious beliefs which include 
belief in. a Supreme Being, you should apply for 
classification as a conscientious objector. 


If you hold liberal, questioning, or more unortho- 
dox views on religion, you should apply for a CO 
classification. If you cannot conscientiously answer 
yes to the Supreme Being clause, answer with an I 
don’t know or Depends upon what you mean, or 
leave it blank. Then follow with a clear, simple 
statement of what you do believe. If you answer 
no to the Supreme Being question, you will proba- 
bly be denied the special appeal procedure avail- 
able to CO claimants. 


If you consider your objection to war as “non- 
religious” in nature, or if you feel conscientiously 
compelled to declare yourself an atheist, you should 
file the special CO form, and put into your draft 
record the basis of your objection to war. 


Only you can decide whether you are an objector to 
war, and the basis of your objection. Selective 
Service will determine whether your particular be- 
lief comes within the draft law provisions for con- 
scientious objectors. Some draft boards are quite 
liberal in their interpretations. Do not assume that 
you do not qualify.

HOW TO FILL IN FORM 150 


FOR CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTORS 


Conscientious objectors who desire to be classified as such under the Selective Service System must 
fill out SSS Form 150, Special Form for Conscientious Objector. If the registrant indicates that he is 
a conscientious objector on his Classification Questionnaire, SSS Form 100, he will be sent the Special 
Form for Conscientious Objector, SSS Form 150. If the registrant has any intention of claiming con- 
scientious objection to military service he should request Form 150 at the time he fills out his Classifica- 
tion Questionnaire. However, local boards are required to furnish Form 150 to any person claiming 
to be a conscientious objector and as soon as a registrant has decided to claim conscientious objection he 


should request this form. 


Form 150 is used for all conscientious objectors and the registrant should be sure to indicate whether 
he is a conscientious objector opposed to both combatant and noncombatant military service or whether 
he is opposed to combatant service only. If the registrant is opposed to combatant military service but 
will accept noncombatant military service he should sign statement A of Series I. If the registrant is 
opposed to both combatant and noncombatant military service he should sign statement B of Series I. 

The following suggestions on how to fill in Form 150 are based upon the experiences of many 
registrants who have sought recognition as conscientious objectors. Five persons who have been working 
with conscientious objectors have each shared their observations from their own point of view. There 
has been no attempt to unify the style or approach of the five contributions and they should be con- 


sidered a symposium from which registrants can gain suggestions applicable to his own situation.

Many conscientious objectors who encounter difficulty in securing 
proper classification either from their local boards or on appeal could 
avoid it by completing Form 150 more fully and by filing supporting 
evidence with it. This form is a statement of the case of the particular 
conscientious objector, and therefore is in the nature of a lawyer’s 
brief in legal procedure. While it is designed to bring out certain 
facts, its purpose is not passive but definitely affirmative as far as the 
claim of the CO is concerned. 


On the very first page, the CO whose religious or philosophical 
views are somewhat unorthodox ought to exercise care in describing 
the nature of his beliefs regarding the existence of a Supreme Being. 
This is no place to attack orthodox or conservative theological views, 
nor is it a place to express religious doubts. Instead, the CO should 
attempt to state positively those convictions which he does hold ‘and 
describe them in language which is clear and easily understood. If 
there is doubt in his own mind as to whether he believes in a Supreme 
Being, he ought to present his beliefs and allow the draft board to 
make its own decision. 


In explaining the source of the training which led to his pacifist 
beliefs, the CO should refer to sermons, pamphlets, letters, articles, 
books, conversations, lectures, courses, and experiences which in one 
way or another shaped his convictions. In answering the section on 
the use of force, he should be careful not to reject all use of force 
if this is not actually his view. There is a distinction between coercion 
or force used constructively and without intention to destroy life or 
personality, and violence used with the intention or realization that 
life and personality will necessarily be destroyed as a result. There 
are legitimate distinctions which can be made between a police force 
and an army. The purpose of an army is to destroy life, that of a 
police force to preserve life. An army represents one nation or group 
of nations, while a police force represents the entire community. An 
army destroys guilty and innocent alike, while a police force seeks to 
apprehend only the guilty. An army provides no opportunity for 
hearing or trial, but police action usually leads to judicial procedure. 


In answering the question regarding actions and behavior which 
demonstrate the consistency and depth of his religious convictions, 
the CO should recognize that not only is activity in a local church or 
in peace organizations of consequence, but attitudes and actions in 
furtherance of human brotherhood are also important. The direction 
of his reading and his vocational choice are also relevant. 


There are many ways in which a CO may have given public ex- 
pression to his views. Membership in the Fellowship of Reconciliation 
is one. Registration as a conscientious objector with his denomination 
and the writing of articles of letters expressing pacifist convictions are 
two other ways. A certified copy of such registration or a clipping of 
such an article or letter should be attached to Form 150 when it is 
filed, or submitted later if necessary. Work in behalf of peace, relicf 
activities, worship services, talks, or even conversation about peace 
should be cited. The attitudes the CO may have expressed orally or 
in writing regarding compulsory ROTC are pertinent. A written 
protest of an interview with a school official may help to support 
the CO’s claim and explain any participation in compulsory ROTC. 


Not only should the CO quote from the official statements of his 
denomination; he should also file a printed copy of it. In addition, 
he should not wait for the board to check with the references he lists 
but should act promptly to secure and file letters, preferably notarized, 
from ministers, teachers, employers, responsible laymen, and friends 
to sustain his claim. These letters and as much other supporting 
evidence as possible should be filed with Form 150. Additional 


material should be filed as soon thereafter as possible. 


If all these things are done and still the local board rejects the 
CO's claim, the basis has been laid for a strong case on appeal and 


favorable action by appeal officials will be more likely.

We assume that you have decided whether you can accept non- 
combatant army service. The first section of the form requires only 
ycur signature claiming your conscientious objection to participation 


in military service in any form or only to combatant service. 


Belief in a Supreme Being. Make as complete a statement as 
possible indicating what you believe about God. Whether you believe 
Him to be the Creator of the world and mankind, thus man is re- 
sponsible to God above all else. Whether the character of Ged is best 
indicated in Jesus Christ. Whether the spirit and teachings of Jesus 
and the Bible set forth this responsibility to “obey God rather than 


men. 


Use of Force. Most pacifists believe in the use of force. Police 
force, force of public opinion, etc. This is distinguished from violence. 
Most of us believe there is a difference between police enforcing law 
with individual violators and dropping of bombs upon the helpless 


and innocent civilians or soldiers who did not start the conflict. 


Actions Which Demonstrate Convictions. These may be 
volunteer service in work camps or young people’s camps or confer- 
ences but more important is the way in which you have accepted 
responsibility and worked in your own church, school or community. 
Be specific. It is not bragging, but meeting your obligation to your 
community to explain why you claim this position. Be careful of your 


attitude as you fill out this section. We are not better than others. 


Public Expression. Many young men and women have given 
a statement setting forth their views as clearly as possible to their 
church or meeting for its records. Conviction may be clarified by ex- 
pressing them in young people’s groups or classes. 

Make all statements as full as possible and as clearly as possible to 
help the draft board to understand your position. Feel free to add other 
sheets of paper to the Form 150 for this purpose.

The experience at NSBRO, some of it sad in terms of individual 
cases, indicates a number of important elements to keep in mind when 
filling in Form 150, as follows: 


1. The spaces on Form 150 are not large enough for adequate 


answers to some questions. (High appeal officials have pointed out 
this.) It may be necessary to add additional sheets which are attached 


in the file to Form 150. On the other hand it is possible to file too 
much material. 


2. The registrant should be sure to sign either Statement A or 
Statement B of Series I, but not both. If opposed to both combatant 
and noncombatant military service, the registrant should be especially 
careful to explain why he cannot accept noncombatant service. Future 
difficulty may be avoided by clearly stating on Form 150 the reasons 
for opposition to noncombatant service. 


3. It is not required to confess sins, doubts, or inconsistencies in 
Christian living to the draft board. The Lord forgives, but not all 
draft boards! The board wants a positive statement of belief, with 
supporting evidence. 


4. A statement of the doctrinal and Scriptural basis of one’s belief 
should be added to registrant's file. 


5. Statements of one’s church are helpful in convincing draft boards. 
The so-called “historic peace churches’ have made many statements 
on military service and war, excerpts of which should be filed. Like- 
wise, practically every church has made some pronouncement or passed 
some resolution against war. CO registrants from any church should 
file such statements. Peace fellowships within churches have made 
frequent statements. The booklet, “Statements of Religious Bodies on 
the Conscientious Objector’, contains over fifty such statements and is 
available from NSBRO. 


6. Letters of reference from teachers, ministers, associates, employers, 
and others regarding a man’s sincerity should be filed. These may be 
in afhdavit form. 


7. Membership in peace organizations such as denominational peace 
fellowships, the FOR, and others can bé stated at times to advantage. 


8. Copies of any speeches and articles in which a man has expressed 
his belief on war and military service should be included. 


9. Remember that the material in a registrant's file may be the 
only basis for a future judgment by the State Appeal. Board, State 
Selective Service Director, National Selective Service Headquarters, 
National Director of Selective Service, or the National Selective Service 
Appeal Board (‘‘Presidential’” Appeal Board). Any evidence helpful 
in convincing these men should be filed. 


10. Material can be filed any time. If the file data is insufficient a 
registrant can add more at will. 


11. Copies of all filed material should be kept by the registrant. He 
may need them later. 


12. All mailings in connection with a case, including letters to 
local boards, should be sent by registered mail. 


13. Copies of any letters to the State Director, National Director, 
or other officials should be filed with the local board. The local board 
can forward material to be placed in the file, even if the file is currently 
held by the State Director, National Director, National Headquarters, 
or other officials.

The following suggestions are based on the questions appearing in 
the regular SSS Form No. 150. Be sure to read carefully the in- 
structions appearing at the beginning of the Form. 


In Series 1, if you are opposed to participation in war in any form, 


both combatant and noncombatant, and therefore desire to have the 
I-O classification, you should sign the statement B. (Statement A is 


for those willing to do noncombatant service in the armed forces, 
that is, those who desire the I-A-O classification. ) 


Series II. 


1. To the question, “Do you believe in a Supreme Being? the 
answer for Christian young men is clearly, “Yes.” (This is not a 
time to confess your doubts, but to state your beliefs.) 


2. This question asks you to state the basic Christian beliefs upon 
which your conscientious objection to participation in military train- 
ing and service rests, and whether this belief in a Supreme Being 
involves duties which are superior to those arising from human 
relations. You should state the principles or teachings of scripture 
which are the foundation of your Christian belief. You should make 
clear that to you it is more important to obey God than any human 
authority. 


3. The third question seeks to find out how long ago and in what 
way you came to your present conviction against participation in 
military training and war, and what people or influences helped 
to shape your convictions. For many young men the answer will be 
the preaching and teaching of ministers and Sunday School teachers. 
You may also have attended special peace meetings or read peace 
literature. Home training may have been important. Mention all 
such things. Indicate for what length of time you have had this 
teaching. 


4. This question asks for the name and address of. the person on 
whom you rely most for religious guidance. This would likely be 
your minister although it might be a parent or some other person 
in the church. 


5. This question is difficult, but you could point out the distinction 
between force and violence, illustrating the legitimate use of force 
by the restraints which might be used to prevent an insane or 
drunken man from injuring himself or others. 


6. This apparently was stated broadly in order to give you an op- 
portunity to reach back into your life and experience and try to 
produce evidence of the sincerity, consistency, and depth of your 
whole Christian profession. This is a very searching question. You 
may have difficulty in finding anything outstanding to point to. 
You should examine your ordinary relations with your fellowmen 
for evidence of your efforts to live a consistent Christian life in 
your daily relations with them in the community or business. 
Your interest in the work of the church and the support of its 
missionary efforts, its Christian schools and so on, may be a source 
of such evidence. If that is the case, use this evidence in your 
answer. 


7. This question does not mean merely if you have made a speech 
in some public gathering on the subject of war or military training. 
It would also include such things as participation in a discussion on 
the subject in a group or class, in Sunday School, in young people’s 
meeting, in study groups at college, in conversations with your 
neighbors, etc. 


In Series III the questions ask for information on your general 
background, and should be answered as accurately as possible. 


In Series IV the questions seek to obtain information on your par- 
ticipation in various organizations. 


1. If you have ever been a member of a military organization or 
establishment this should be stated with the reasons for your be- 
coming a member. You should also state the circumstances under 
which you left the organization (or attempted to leave, if you have 
been unable to do so) and your reasons for doing so. If you served 
in CPS this should not be listed here since CPS was not a military 
organization. 


2. If the answer to this question is yes, then the questions (a) 
through (e) must also be answered accurately. When describing the 
creed or official statement of your churth in relation to participation 
in war—Question 2 (e)—it is best if you can give in your own 
words what the church stands for. You should also attach a copy 
of a printed statement of your church’s position on nonresistance, 
or any more general statement of doctrine that may be applicable. 
(It is permissible to attach documents to the SSS Form No. 150, 
but mention should be made of any attachments.) Statements of 
position can be secured from church headquarters or publishing 
houses. 


Series V. This section asks for the names of several individuals who 
are well acquainted with you and your position with respect to war. 
You should list persons who have various relationships to you, such 
as a minister, a neighbor, a former employer, a school teacher. Other 
possibilities might be a Sunday School teacher, personal friend, parent, 
and so on. 


The last part of this questionnaire is the registrant’s certificate or 
in other words your statement that the questions have been answered 
correctly. You should sign your name at the beginning and end of 
the statement which reads, “I ................ ee ata ened certify 
that I am the registrant named and described, etc.” If someone assisted 
you in filling out the questionnaire to the extent of telling you what 
to write in each blank, that person should sign his name in the space 
provided, giving the reason for helping in this way and also giving 
his own occupation and address. In the case where a minister counsels 
with you only in helping you to clarify the belief which you already 
hold in this connection, he probably would not need to sign this part 
as having assisted in filling out the questionnaire. (Some local boards 
have demanded the endorsement of a minister or bishop on each form 
submitted. There should be no objection to this demand if the minister 
feels that he can vouch for the statements made.) 


Registrants whose objection extends to noncombatant as well as 
combatant military training and service have sometimes found it very 
difficult to convince Selective Service officials and boards on this very 
important distinction. If this is your position (the I-O position) it 
is necessary not only that you sign the statement “B” in Series I, 
as pointed out above, but that you state and explain your convictions 
in the answers to the questions concerning your religious training and 
belief. You must show clearly that you are not only opposed to 
“bearing arms’, but to amy participation in military training and serv- 
ice. If the official statement of your church makes this distinction, be 


sure tO point it out. 


It may not be possible for you to give a complete answer to each 
guestion in the space provided on the form. In any such case you 
shculd use an additional sheet or sheets to the extent necessary, being 
careful to attach them to the form when completed. Write as much 
as is needed to express your position, but no more. Clear, concise 
answers will be most effective.

An answer to SSS Form 150 should be prompt, sincere, friendly, 
and amply supplied with relevant information. Three implications of 


this suggestion are worth stressing: 


1. You should not conceal facts about your history which would 
injure your case. For example, if you sanction the use of force in 
many situations, if you used to be an ardent advocate of use of 
military force as an instrument of national policy, or if you are simply 
unsure what you think about important issues bearing on conscientious 
objection, be frank about these things even though you may risk mis- 
understanding or persecution by so doing: in the long run integrity 


and truthfulness are your best defense. 


2. Do not withhold information which would permit an under- 
standing draft board to give you the benefit of doubt where otherwise 
you would be denied C.O. status. For example, if you are a pantheist 
or think of the most creative forces in our universe as love, truth, or 
some other non-personal ‘‘being,” answer “‘yes’”’ to the question whether 
you believe in a Supreme Being and then explain your belief so that 
the draft board can judge for itself. If you have had no institutional 
religious training, but got your pacifism by experiences not formally 
planned, describe this sequence of experiences; do not leave the ques- 
tion on training unanswered, and do not deny that you had any train- 
ing of a religious kind. 

In this connection, some C.O.’s are offended by the language of the 
law requiring that one’s belief be not primarily political or philosophi- 
cal and be not merely a personal moral code or that it involve duties 
superior to those arising from any human relation. The writers of 
these phrases lacked an understanding of the essentially philosophical 
nature of much wisely developed religion. They overlooked the fact 
that there is a sense in which one’s moral code and one’s religion 
has to be “merely personal.” They were either ignorant of religions 
which hold that no religious duty is superior to the religious duties 
arising from human relations or they wrote an unconstitutionally dis- 
criminatory provision into their questionnaire. But the errors of the 
law-makers do not justify your compounding the misunderstanding and 
confusion by being equally narrow or discriminatory in your replies. 
If your philosophy is unorthodox but your conviction is deeprooted 
in your perception of the realities of our world, set all this forth fully 
and carefully. You will then have at least given the draft board the 
opportunity to respect our constitutional provision for freedom of 


religion. 


3. Think about your answers far enough ahead that your writing 
may reflect your growth of spirit and mind as fully as possible. Many 
answers to SS Form 150 suffer from the spirit in which they are 
written or from lack of competence in bringing evidence to the sup- 
port of one’s conscientious objection. These defects may be, not in 
your writing, but in your maturity of conviction; but the more 
thoughtfully writing is done, the more likely it is to represent the best 


in you.

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STATEMENT BY DAVID McREYNOLDS, issued November 6, 1965 


Those of us who join today in burning our draft 
cards will be called traitors by some, Communists by 
others, and "misguided" by almost everyone, includ- 
ing those good friends of ours in the liberal community 
who agree with our opposition to the war in Vietnam. 
Yet I hope that some small part of what motivates us 
may be communicated to our fellow citizens, even in 
this time of tragedy and of war hysteria. 

And what I most want to communicate is that by 
burning my draft card I am trying to live by the values 
this nation has taught me. I am trying, in the clearest 
way I can see, to act as a responsible American citi- 
zen, true to the deepest and best traditions of this na- 
tion of which I am so deeply a part. 

My act is not directed against the American people 
but against the present Administration. It is the gov- 
ernment which is un-American in its actions and it is 
the government which would subvert our traditions. 
As an American citizen I have nochoice butto express 
my opposition to that government. If I failed to do so 
then I should have failed my duty as a citizen. 

The present government has openly violated the 
Charter of the United Nations both in Vietnam and in 
the Dominican Republic. It has openly, repeatedly, 
and flagrantly violated the Geneva Accords by its ac- 
tions in Vietnam. It has openly and ruthlessly violated 
solemn international treaties with our sister states of 
Latin America by its military intervention in the Do- 
minican Republic. There is no responsible man today 
in the American government who would not admit, in 


private, the truth of these charges, no matter how 
strongly he might deny them in public. Our only de- 
fense is that our national interests were involved. Such 
a defense carries us back to the law of the jungle, mov- 
ing us away from a responsible world community. 

The present government has repeatedly distorted 
the facts about Vietnam inits statements to the Ameri- 
can people. The present government violates the values 
of compassion and decency by its barbaric military 
Campaigns against the civilian population in Vietnam. 

As a child in church and in public school I was 
taught that torture is wrong, that lying is wrong, that 
wanton violence is wrong. I was taught that aggression 
is wrong. I was taught that Germans committed a sin 
by bombing the open city of Rotterdam early in World 
War II. I believed what I was taught. I believe that I 
learned values that have merit and by which I seek to 
live. What can I do now about a government that con- 
dones torture, engages in lying, is proud of its violence 
and is without any trace of remorse for its aggression? 
As an American I must oppose that government even 
if it is my own. President Johnson has destroyed sol- 
emn treaties. In response I destroy this visible link 
withthis government - my draft card. And by this re- 
sponse I say that the government in Washington which 
orders the dropping of napalm on villages in South Viet- 
nam is now my enemy, and the. enemy also of every 
American who has not forgotten the religious and moral 
values he was taught as a child. 

Second, I act because the values I was taught are 


not merely American values, but universal values, 
valid for all times and places. If I condemn the Com- 
munists for their murderous actions in Hungary in 1956 
- and I did condemn them for that act - can I exempt 
my own government for its even more wanton actions 
in Vietnam? If I applaud those Germantroops who re- 
fused to obey the orders of Hitler to fire upon civilians, 
canIdoless than toapplaud those American pilots who 
increasingly doubt that it is right to carry out orders 
to bomb villages which contain only civilians? 

The blind and foolish men cry "my country right 
or wrong" and mistake that cry for patriotism. But 
such men do America a great injustice. Patriotism is 
not measured by blind loyalty to the State, but by de- 
termined loyalty to values that transcend even the State. 
America was not built by conformists - by men of the 
timid heart, like J. Edgar Hoover, who see treason in 
dissent, and who secretly fear the turbulence of free- 
‘dom and the workings of democracy. These were not 
the men who rebelled against English rule. Our free- 
dom was created for us by men with the courage to 
dissent, to rebel, to act as individuals. Not a single 
one of our freedoms was won by conformity tothe will 
of the majority or by loyalty to the State. Every free- 
dom we have - religious freedom, political freedom, 
the freedom to speak and to write and to assemble - 
was a freedom won by solitarymen or small groups of 
men who risked their own comfort and in some cases 
their own lives to oppose the majority when they felt 
the majority was wrong, or to oppose the State when 
they felt the State was wrong. 

It is to keep faith with these men who won our 
freedom that I burn my card. We arenot the traitors. 


The traitors are those who preached peace, who were © 
elected on a platform of peace, and who then made war. 
They are the ones who weaken the democratic process 
by making a mockery of it. They are the ones who 
would cruelly waste American lives and Vietnamese 
lives solely in order to save face, and to avoid admit- 


ting their Asian policy was wrong to begin with. In the 


years to come, long after American troops have been 
withdrawn from Vietnam and long after the current 
hysteria has died away, historians will wonder why the 
American people allowed Johnson to remain in office 
so long without impeaching him. They will wonder why 
the Senators and Congressmen were silent when the 
President was soclearly wrong, bothmorally and politi- 
cally. And, in that day to come, the honor of America 
in these sad hours will not prove to have been defended 
by the J. Edgar Hoovers orthe William Buckleys in our 
midst. The honor of America will rest upon those of 
us who resisted what was evil in order that our own 
sense of justice could survive, and in order that our 
nation would not be entirely dishonored by silence. It 


is a sad thing that a man must risk his freedom in 
order to defend it, and I wish I did not feel the risk 


was necessary. But, in taking this risk, I do so not 
as a brave man, which] am not, but as an American 
who knows that he canonly keep faith with his country 
by keeping faith with himself. 

Therefore we stand firm in our resistance to this 
government in order to be loyal both to those moral 
and religious values whichtranscend all national bound- 
aries, and loyal also to this culture, this nation of 


peoples, this vast land, America.

STATEMENT OF PURPOSE OF 
THE UNIVERSITY COMMITTEE ON VIETNAM 


The University Committee on Vietnam is composed predominantly of 
faculty members of UCLA who are opposed to the war in Vietnam, and who 
wish to stimulate discussion of the war both on the campus and in the 
community. To this end the Comrittee will present programs and services 
to provide information about the war and its background, and to help peo= 
ple formulate their own opinions on the validity and wisdom of our 
government's policy. The Committee will always attempt to obtain speak-- 
ers representing a wide range of views, including the best pro-govern- 
ment speakers available, as it did in the Teach-In presented at UCLA 
on November 12, 1965. 

We invite members of the UCLA faculty and professional people in 
the community to join us, or to provide moral support by sponsoring our 


activities. 





What's Wrong With Civil Rights? 


The answer is, nothing! Buc there is 
a great deal wrong with what is being 
done today in the name of civil rights. 

Let’s begin this brief survey with two 
basic premises, (1) There are injustices to 
our Negro citizens still prevalent in some 
places. And they should be eliminated. 
(2) A huge majority of the American 
people, of both races, who now give their 
moral support to the civil rights move- 
ment, are good people, with idealistic mo- 
tives. And their excellent intentions must 
be realized. 

But let’s put both of these observations 
in proper perspective. And in doing so 
let’s bring some hard truths and plain 
common sense to bear on a very tricky 
subject. For it is stupid to sink a great 
ship because it has a few dirty splotches 
that need cleaning. And unless there is a 
better and more rapid understanding of 
what is really taking place, the Commu- 
nists are going to sink our whole ship of 
state under the excuse that they are trying 
to wash away the dirt. 


I. The Exaggerated Problem 

The Communists themselves have re- 
peatedly emphasized that the American 
Negroes should supply the leadership for 
Negro participation everywhere in the 
worldwide revolution, because the Ne- 
groes in the United States are so much 
better off than those anywhere else in the 
world. But the whole truth goes much 
further. 

A. The average American Negro has 
a tremendously higher material standard 
of living than Negroes anywhere else; 
and far higher, in fact, than at least four- 
fifths of the earth’s population of all races 
combined. As Herbert Hoover pointed 
out a decade ago, the fifteen million Ne- 
groes then in the United States owned 
more automobiles than all of the 150 mil- 
lion Negroes in Africa and the 150 mil- 
lion white people in Russia put together. 

B. The average American Negro not 
only has a far higher standard of literacy, 
and better educational opportunities, than 
Negroes anywhere else; but a higher level 
of literacy, in fact, than the average for 
all races on at least four-fifths of the 
earth. It has been pointed out, for in- 
stance, by many authorities, that a far 
larger percentage of all American Ne- 
groes receive college educations than the 
percentage of all Englishmen who do so. 

C. The average American Negro has 
complete freedom of religion, freedom of 
movement, and freedom to run his own 
life as he pleases. His security of person, 
and assurance of honorable treatment by 
his fellow citizens in all of the utilitarian 
relationships of living, have been exactly 


on a par with those of his white neigh- 
bors. The environment for life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness, enjoyed by 
the average American Negro, has been far 
superior to that of any race or any people, 
among at least ninety percent of the 
earth’s population. 

D. So what is all of the complaining 
about? Basically, the answer is very sim- 
ple. It is through the opportunities origi- 
nally provided by the economic enterprise 
of the American whites, through emula- 
tion by the American Negro of his white 
neighbor’s ways, and through gradual 
adoption and absorption of the various 
spiritual, material, and political elements 
of the white American’s culture, that the 
American Negro has been able in a brief 
hundred years to raise himself to this level 
so far above the vast body of mankind. 
With the inevitable result, under the cir- 
cumstances, that he has not yet achieved 
a pac with the very leadership he was 
emulating; and that there still remain dif- 
ferences, as a general rule, in the eco- 
nomic, literate, and social levels of the 
two races. 

These differences, and the natural or 
human-naturat results of these differences 
—although they had been steadily and 
peacefully diminishing everywhere—scill 
vary tremendously in different parts of 
our country. And the agitators behind the 
civil rights movement demand that a 
complete and absolute disregard of those 
differences, and a pretense that they do 
not exist, must be forced by federal law 
upon the total population everywhere, 
and with respect to every activity of hu- 
man life. These agitators themselves 
know, of course, that any such accom- 
plishment by law and force is impossible. 
And it is the last thing in the world that 
they would really want today. In fact, as 
was emphasized by that truly great Ne- 
gro American, Manning Johnson, out of 
his personal knowledge, the Communists 
have for decades done everything thev 
could to prevent Negro progress, and thus 
maintain these differences as grist for 
their mill. What che agitators want is the 
turmoil they can bring about by the in- 
creasing stridency of their demands. As 
J. Edgar Hoover has wisely pointed out, 
the Communists have no slightest interest 
in really improving the lot of the Amer- 
ican Negroes, but only in using the Ne- 
groes and the racial problem to promote 
Communist purposes. 


Ir. The Drastic Remedy 
For the civil rights movement in the 
United States, with all of its growing 
agitation and riots and bitterness, and in- 
sidious steps towards the appearance of a 


civil war, has not been infiltrated by the 
Communists, as you now frequently hear. 
It has been deliberately and almost wholly 
created by the Communists, patiently 
building up to this present stage for more 
than forty years. The record to support 
this statement is absolutely clear to anv- 
body who will take the trouble to study, 
honestly and objectively, the history of 
Communist activities with regard to what 
they early named “The American Negro 
Problem.” In this jong endeavor the Com- 
munists have faithfully followed two of 
their major and time-tested formulas. 

A. First is the formula known as 
anti-colonialism. This begins with the 
basic pretense that Communism is an up- 
rising of the downtrodden masses against 
powerful bosses who exploit them. This 
premise, in turn, is one hundred percent 
falsehood. Communism is entirely an ef- 
fort of a self-perpetuating clique of in- 
ternational gangsters, usually out of the 
very top economic, educational, and po- 
litical circles of each country, to impose 
their tyranny rigidly and completely on 
the whole world. 

Derived from this fundamental “big 
ire’ is the theme of anti-colonialism. Its 
specific core of falsehood has been that 
the colonial peoples of Asia and Africa 
wanted and deserved their “independence” 
from the nations of Europe which were 
oppressing and exploiting them. Actually, 
by 1920, the French in Indochina or Al- 
geria, the Dutch in Indonesia, the Bel- 
gians in the Congo, and other “imperial- 
istic” powers, were giving their colonial 
subjects a very enlightened and benevolent 
rule indeed. They were gradually raising 
the standard of living, the level of edu- 
cation, the exercise of individual freedom 
and responsibility, and the participation 
of the natives in their own local govern- 
ments, as rapidly as these advances of 
civilization could be absorbed. 

This process was not primarily the re- 
sult of aleruism. It developed automatic- 
ally from a realistic self interest, and 
from the commercial progress in colonial 
areas which was being promoted by 
pioneers from the mother countries. But 
as a consequence of the total forces at 
work, the natives were coming more and 
more to regard themselves as loyal mem- 
bers of those great empires of which 
Paris or Brussels or The Hague might be 
the capital. There was no more sponta- 
neous demand or natural desire for “‘in- 
dependence” among any of those colonia! 
peoples in 1920 than there was among 
American Negroes in 1955. 

So the Communists had to create in 
each colony the appearance of sucu a de- 
mand, and the semblance of a civil war 


on behalf of “independence.” They have 
done so, in one colonial area after another, 
through terrorizing enough natives, by 
atrocities and massacres, into supporting 
or appearing to support Communist guer- 
rilla leaders in their clamor for ‘“inde- 
pendence.” Eventually, in this way, the 
synthetic and prolonged “civil war’ could 
furnish the excuse for Communists in the 
top circles of various governments and 
in the United Nations to “negotiate” the 
colony into independence—always as a 
transition stage towards its becoming a 
colony of the Soviets. And probably more 
hundreds of thousands of innocent human 
beings have been brutally tortured and 
murdered, as a means of creating this ap- 
pearance of a native “civil war for in- 
dependence,” than for any other purpose 
in human history. 

The final step in this development, 
which really brings it home to ourselves, 
is the concept—apparently originated by 
Stalin—that the Negroes in the south- 
eastern United States could be treated as 
an “oppressed colony,” with the same agi- 
tation among them on behalf of their 
“independence” and “‘self-determination.”* 
This line was officially laid down in 1928, 
in a Communist pamphlet called Amer- 
ican Negro Problems—which was writ- 
ten, and distributed as instructions to the 
American Communists, by Stalin’s agent, 
Joseph Pogany, who had earlier been one 
of the top men in the incredibly cruel but 
shortlived Communist regime in Hungary 
under Bela Kun. And there is almost 
nothing being done in the whole civil 
rights movement in America today which 
is not exactly in accord with the “agita- 
tion and propaganda” program set forth 
in that booklet. 

B. But a second formula has always 
been predominant. For in the opening 
paragraph of the very pamphlet discussed 
above, establishing the “anti-colonialism” 
theme for agitation among the Negroes in 
America, there was this italicized sen- 


tence: “The struggle against white oppres- 
sion of the Negro masses is a part of the 
proletarian revolution in America against 
capitalism.” So the more general formula 
at work, behind what the Communists 
call their Negro Revolutionary Move- 
ment, is simply the process of adapting 
every possible bit of agitation and prop- 
aganda, even for the most specialized 
aims, to the service of their general pur- 
pose of gradual subversion of the Ameri- 
can system. 

The Communists soft-pedal the theme 
of Formula A whenever and to whatever 
extent it might damage the working of 
Formula B. For every promise to the 
Negroes, every use made of the racial 
problem, every iota of bleeding-heart 
sympathy created over supposed or even 
real injustice to the Negroes —- these 
things are all subservient in Communist 
plans to their one great goal of fastening 
the police-stare tyranny of a central 
government over the American people. 


It. An Appeal To Understanding 

The Communists say that the exact 
boundaries of the Negro Soviet Republic 
are undetermined; but that — as an- 
nounced nearly forty years ago — “it 
would be certain to include such cities as 
Richmond and Norfolk, Va.; Columbia 
and Charleston, S.C.; Atlanta, Augusta, 
Savannah, and Macon, Georgia; Mont- 
gomery, Alabama; New Orleans and 
Shreveport, La.; Little Rock, Arkansas; 
and Memphis, Tennessee.” They make 
clear that this “promise of liberation” to 
the Negroes is simply one of the means of 
Sovietizing all of what is now the United 
States. A careful study quickly reveals 
that every part of the civil rights program 
has been designed, and is being carried 
forward, as a step in the Communist 
strategy for these purposes. And the cur- 
rent leaders of the nationwide civil rights 
campaign have such extensive records of 
affiliating with Communists, of hiring 


Communists, of being guided, trained, and 
supported by Communists, and of them- 
selves supporting Communist agents and 
causes, as to make their real purposes as 
obvious as sunrise to anybody who will 
simply use honestly the intelligence that 
God gave him. 

The same. intelligence will also grasp 
that the American Negroes as a whole 
did not plan this, have not wanted any 
part of it, and are no bigger dupes in 
yielding to the propaganda and coercion 
of the comsymps among them, than are 
the white people of the United States in 
swallowing the portions of that propagan- 
da which are labeled idealism. The Com- 
munists could never take over one nation, 
after another with only about three per- 
cent of the population belonging to the 
conspiracy —~ as they repeatedly do, and 
by using the same formulas over and over 
-— unless they could deceive huge seg- 
ments of the other ninety-seven percent 
into doing most of their many different 
jobs for them. 

“Civil Rights” is a perfect example of 
Communist strategy and Communist 
tactics at work — so far successfully — 
in making an anti-Communist people help 
to fasten the tiny but almost infinite 
chains of a central Communist tyranny 
around their bodies and their lives. And 
we think it is time for our fellow citizens, 
white and black, throughout the whole 
United States, to wake up to the real 
meaning of what is happening all around 
us. | | 

For it is not too late, with sufficient 
understanding, to restore order, and good 
will, and' the governmental principles of 
our once great republic, and the gradual 
progress we had been making — before 
the Communists began their insidious 
destruction —- towards a still better 
framework for human life, on the part of 
individuals of all races, colors, and creeds, 
than man has ever achieved before.

I. B. Tabata, the President of 
the Unity Movement of South Africa, 
has devoted a lifetime to the strug- 
gle for liberation. 

In 1961, in face of mounting po- 
litical tensions, with the govern- 
ment applying both bribery and force 
to spread confusion among non- 
white leaders of various groups, 
the leadership of the Unity Move- 
ment established a national political 
organization, APDUSA, The African 
People’s Democratic Union of South- 
ern Africa, and made Tabata its 


president. 


A mixture of audacity and luck 
enabled him to escape continual 
police pursuit. But by May, 1963, he 
was advised that he should make 
his escape, since under the 90-Day 
Detention Act arrest was imminent. 
The police-van sat outside his door, 
but he escaped through Natal to 
Swaziland, a British Protectorate 
inside South Africa. 


Today, Tabata has found refuge 
in Lusaka, Zambia.

SNCC POSITION ON VIETNAM 
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THE STUDENT NONVIOLENT COORDINATING COMMITTEE HAS A RIGHT AND A RESPONSIBILITY 
TO DISSENT WITH UNITED STATES FOREIGN POLICY ON ANY ISSUE WHEN IT SEES FIT. THE 
STUDENT NONVIOLENT COORDINATING COMMITTEE NOW STATES ITS OPPOSITION TO UNITED 
STATES’ INVOLVEMENT IN VIETNAM ON THESE GROUNDS: 

We believe the United States government has been cecentive in its claims of 
concern fcr the freedom of the Vietnamese neople, just as the gecvernment has been 
Cecertive in claiming concern for the freedom of colored peovle in such other 
countries as the Dominican Renublic, the Congo, South Africa, Rhodesia, and in the 
United States itself. : 

"le, the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee, liave been iuvolved =n the 
black people's struggle for liberation and self-determination in this country for 
the past five years. Our work, particularly in the South, has taught us that the 
United States government has never guaranteed the freedom of oppressed citizens, 
and is not yet truly determined to end the rule of terror and oppression within 
zCS own borders. 

We ourselves have often been victims of violence and continement executed by 
United States governmental officials. We recall the numerous pexsons who have been 
murdered in the South because of their efforts to secure their civil and human 
rights, and whose murderers have been allowed to escape penalty for their crimes. 
The murder of Samuel Young in Tuskegee, Alabama, is no different than the 
murder of peasants in Vietnam, for both Young and the Vietnamese sought, and are 
seeking, to secure the rights guaranteed them by law. In each case, the United 
States govermment bears a great part of the responsibility for these deaths. 

Samuel Youne was murdered because United States law is not being enrorcea. 
Vietnamese are murdered because the United States is pursuing an aggressive policy 
in violation of international law. The United States is no respectet of persons 
oz law when such persons or laws run counter to its needs or desires. 

We recall the indifference, suspicion and outright hostility with which our 
reports of violence have been met in the past by government officials. 

We know that for the most part, elections in this country, in the North as 
well as the South, are not free. We have seen that the 1965 Voting Rights Act 
and the 1964 Civil Rights Act have not yet been implemented with full federal 
power and sincerity. 

We question, then, the ability and even the desire of the United States 
government to guarantee free elections abroad. tle maintain that our country's cry 
of "preserve freedom in the world" is a hypocritical mask behind which it squashes 
liberation movements which are not bound, and refuse to be bound, by the expedi- 
encles of United States cold war policies. 

We are in sympathy with, and support, the men in this country who are unwilling 
to respond to a military draft which would compel them to contribute their lives 
to United States ageression in Vietnam in the name of the “fyeedom'' we find so 
false in this country. | | 

We recoil with horror at the inconsistency of a supposedly “free society where 
responsibility to freedom is equated with the responsibility to lend oneself to 
military ageression. We take note of the fact that 16% of the draftees from this 
country are Nezroes called on to stifle the liberation of Vietnam, to preserve a 
democracy" which does not exist for them at home. 

We ask, where is the draft for the freedom fight in the United States? 

We therefore encourage those Americans who prefer to use their energy in 
building democratic forms within this country. We believe that worl in the civil 
rights movement and with other human relations oxganizations is a valid alterna- 
tive to the draft. We urge all Americans to seck this alternative, knowing full 


well. that. it. may cost them their lives--as painfully as in Vietnam.

Many new developments add to the importance of 
INTERNATIONAL DAYS OF PROTEST: 


-Bombing raids against Vietnam, Laos, and Cambodia are increasing 
in frequency and in the destruction and death they bring. 


-In South Vietnam the war is being pursued by a devastating 
"scorched earth" policy, using greater numbers of Americans in 

the "seek and destroy" raids against the whole population. This 
policy has effected a skyrocketing of casualties and, according 

to military sources, requires at lease 250,000 more American youth. 


-We are hearing of more cases of G.I.s being imprisoned for their 
opposition to the war. Lt. Henry Howe is serving a two year term 
at hard labor because he picketed (off duty and in civilian 
clothes) against the war. Smith and McClure are facing trials of 
treason for their opposition. Four Negro G.I.s are serving six 
months to ten years sentences for refusing to fight in Vietnam. 
Three Marines are imprisoned in Hawaii because they oppose the war. 


~The escalation of the war has brought an increase of attacks on 
civil liberties. Most recent and dangerous is the attack on the 
W.E.B. Du Bots Clubs. This vicious attack is an attempt to split 
and intimidate the anti-war movement. The best defense for these 
cases is a rejection of baiting, a refusal to be intimidated and 
a continuation of increased opposition to the war. 


-Plans are made for protest action in over 40 countries and 100 
American cities. At this stage, we must not underestimate the 
effect of such action, Recent polls show that only 49% of the 
American people support the administratior™s policy. We must 
assume that our efforts have helped create an atmosphere of 
question and opposition. The INTERNATIONAL DAYS OF PROTEST has 
the power to deepen and continue this development.

Pentagon Denies Rights Groups’ Charges 
That it Discriminated in Assignments

WASHINGTON — Pro- 
portionately more Negroes 
have been killed in Viet- 
nam ground combat than 

other Americans, the Pen- 
tagon said Wednesday af- 
ter making a “one-Lime-on- 
Iv" survey of the number 
of Negroes and losses 
among them in the war.

Aecording to the study, 
covering the period from 
1961 through the end of 
1965, Negroes represented 
14.86 of Army “strength, 
but suffered 18.3% of “the 
battle deaths.

In the marines, 8.5% of 
the men were Negroes, 
but Negroes incurred 
11.3% of the deaths. 

Pentagon officials de 
nied discrimination in as- 
eet es Negroes to combat 
units, a charge leveled by 
some civil rights groups, 

in contrast to the Army 
and marines, the Air 
Force said Negroes made 
up 8.3% of its Vietnam 

strength and that none 
had been Jost. The Navy 
had no firm figures, but €s- 
timated that 5.1% of its to- 
tal stren ath in. the Viet- 
nam area is Negro, with 
only one killed.

The United States Establish- 
ment, desperate to break the united 
front of American youth for peace 
and civil rights, has invoked the 
infamous McCarran Act against the 
W.E.B.Dubois Clubs of America.

The DuBois Club has announced 
its categorical refusal to sell 
out the peace movement or the © 
rights of the American people by 
trafficking with the Administrat- 
ion in this unconstitutional act. 


When Harry S Truman was Pres-~ 
ident of the U.S. he vetoed the 
McCarran Act as unconstitutional 
and a menace to American democracy.

Arab ab Refugees Still Yearn for Their Home 


Palestinians’ L Dream 
Lives On Despite 
18 Years of Exile

BEIRUT, Lebanon—The 
gaunt, gray-haired' refugee, 
wearing a threadbare burnoose 
and a soiled turban, stood be- 
fore his tiny concrete shelter in 
Jordan looking westward to- 
ward Israel. 

“From the hill there,” he said 
in Arabic, “I can see my land. 
I burn for it. My son has prom- 
ised that my bones will rest 
there one day.” 

For nearly 18 years, Moham- 
med Hassan Laham, now 52, has 
lived in a refugee camp of the 
United Nations Relief and Works 
Agency, about halfway between 
Jerusalem and Bethlehem. 

In the spring of 1948, Mr. 
Laham fled from his native 
place, driven by fears of being 
killed in the Arab-Israeli war 
and of risking violent ‘‘dishon- 
or’ to his womenfolk. He was 
one of the more than 800,000 
Arabs—most of them Moslems, 
a handful of them Christians—- 
who quit what is now Israel. 

The refugees expected to go 
home again once the fighting 
was over. But in nearly 18 years 
of waiting, this expectation has 
frozen into a dream. 

Four lands bordering on Is- 
rael serve as “host countries’ to 
the displaced Palestinians, who 
have increased in number 
through births to more than 1.3 
million. 

Nearly 698,000 live in Jordan, 
and 302,000 are under United 
Arab Republic rule in the Gaza 
Strip, a tiny coastal section of 
the old British Mandate of Pal- 
estine. Lebanon is host to 162,- 
000, and Syria to 138,000. 

The United Nations agency 
has organized a total of 54 refu- 
gee camps, but these provide 
shelter for only 39 per cent. 
The rest live in nearby shanty- 
towns or slum areas. 

Mr. Laham and his family 
make their home in a United 
Nations shelter—one concrete 
room nine feet square. He has 
found the money to build 2n ad- 
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joining room of the same size, 
but he has not been able to cover 
the addition with a roof or to 
provide a floor. Nevertheless, he 


is among the better housed refu- 
gees. 

In the Gaza Strip, some fam- 
ilies huddle in tiny stalls, seg- 
ments of big Quonset huts, with 
only half-walls separating them 
from their neighbors. Sanita- 
tion is primitive, and the stench 
is aS pervasive as the noise. 


In one stall,.a woman listened 
apatehtically to a radio blar- 
ing from an adjoining cubicle, 
while flies buzzed over her si- 
lent baby or crawled about his 
staring eyes. 

Other Gaza families were liv- 
ing in huts of mud bricks and 
thatch. 

In all four lands, there is 
anger, for the refugees feel 
grievously wronged. In the hier- 
archy of those they regard as 
responsible, the United States 
is second only to Israel. 


Little Thanks for U. 8. Aid 


Sometimes, the United States 
seems first in their enmity. Is- 
rael they regard as the antag- 
onist, but the United States to 
them is Israel’s shield and sus- 
tenance. 

The United States contribu- 
tion of 70 per cent of the funds 
spent for refugee aid by the 
United Nations agency in the 
last 16 years appears to have 
generated little gratitude. The 
contribution istlargely viewed 
instead as an admission of re- 
sponsibility for wrongs that the 
United States could but, in the 
refugees’ view, would not right. 

This antagonism has grown 
sharper as the United States 
has reduced its contributions 
and the United Nations agency 
has encountered increasing dif- 
ficulties in balancing its 


budgets. 
In 1962, when a total of 
1,083,691 refugees received 


some kind of aid, the budget 
deficit was negligible. The Unit- 
ed States contributed $24.7-mil- 
lion, and less than $10-million 
was provided by other coun- 
tries, among them Britain, Can- 
ada, West Germany, Sweden, 
the United Arab Republic, 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait. 

But last year, when the num- 
ber of refugees aided had 
climbed to 1,173,701, the United 
States contribution dropped to 
$23.8-million, and the budget 
deficit soared to $2.5-million. 

This year, it is estimated, 
a total of 1,206,000 refugees 
will be aided, with the United 
States contribution. dropping 
further to $22.9-million. The 
deficit is expected to be $4.2- 
million. 

Rough Ceiling or Rations 


The official reasons given for 
the cuts in United States aid 
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are that other countries should 
assume a larger part of the 
burden and that the ration rolls 
should be rectified. 

A decade ago, the United Na- 
tions Relief and Works Agency 
put a rough ceiling on the num- 
ber of rations to be distributed, 
because it was considered im- 
possible to eliminate all the 
dead, the absent and the eco- 
nomically self-supporting from 
the rolls. 

Last year 859,000 full rations 
and 15,500 half rations were 
distributed, and 250,000 young 
children were waiting for a 
place on the rolls. 

Until this year, the agency 
has met its deficits out of ac- 
cumulated reserves. But now 
the reserves have fallen below 
$15-million, the minimum re- 
garded as necessary to keep 
supplies in the pipeline and to 
cover temporary’ shortages 
when contributing countries are 
late in paying what they have 
pledged. 

As a result, unless more funds 
can be raised, services to the 
refugees will have to be cut. 

The refugees are bitter and 
often confused about the threst 
to their meager sustenance, One 
man in the Gaza Strip thought 
the cut in aid would be 70 per 
cent. 

A younger refugee said: 

“It isn’t a matter of money. 
if Johnson would stop the kill- 
ing in Vietnam for one day 
he could save the money he’s 
taken away from us. The 
United States ids trying to liqui- 
date us and make Palestine 
safe for the Zionists.” 

A discussion of the problem 
at a camp near Gaza grew so 
heated that the interpreter 
could not keep up with the 
rush of Arabic. 

“The American Government 
istens to the Jews and does 
what they want,’ a bearded 
refugee said savagely. “Millions 
of dollars go to Israel. No one 
even tells the truth about us.’ 

A man barely out of his teens 
said: 

“I wish they’d take it all 
away. This is slow starvation. 

“The United Nations gives us 
a sop. If they’d stop the rations, 
then we'd have to do something 
to get our country back, Then 
we'd fight and the other Arah: 
would help us.” 

When it was suggested that 
other cointries should make up 
the deficit, Palestinians retort- 
ed, “The United States created 
Israel,” or “The Zionists drove 
us into exile, and the United 
States helped them,” or simply, 
“America is responsible.” 

Reminded that the Soviet 
Union had joined the United 
States in drafting the resolu- 
tion for the partition of 
Palestine but had never con- 
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tributed to the United Nations 
agency, most refugees seemed 
incredulous. One who was not 
said: 


“Yes, but Russia has never 
helped Israel since. The United 
States has poured in money 
and arms. If the United States 
had left us alone with Israel, 
the way Russia has, the hun- 
dred million Arabs would have 
won back Palestine long ago.” 


Among the more than a hun- 
dred refugees with whom this 
correspondent talked in the four 
“host countries,’ almost none 
seemed Communist or even So- 
cialist. 


Their goal was recovery of 
lost land, lost wealth, lost status 
and lost nationhood. None 
talked of establishing a Social- 
ist state. 


Life in the camps is patterned 
on what the refugees knew in 
the villages of Palestine they 
left in 1948. But there is one 
great difference: They have 
no land to till. 

Sometimes, when a _ few 
square feet of soil where peo- 
ple do not walk or live can be 
enclosed with little walls of 
rocks and pebbles, the women 
scratch out kitchen gardens 
where they can grow mint, pep- 
pers, a few squash or a handful 
of beans. 

Otherwise the camps are bar- 
ren of green and are treeless, 
except in the Lebanese foot- 
hills, where plants and trees 
have been strong enough to sur- 
Vive the destructiveness of 
dense habitation. 

The daily routine is simple. 
Each morning the men go off 
to work in road gangs, on near- 
by farms, at construction sites. 
Information about employment 
is scarce, because if a refugee 
admits he has earned more 
than $40 a month, his family’s 
rations may be cut off. 

The youngsters go to school. 
About 178,000 were in United 
Nations schools last year, and 
60,000 more attended other 
schools. 

The old men and the unem- 
ployed sit in the sun, on boxes 
or benches or squat where there 
is room, talking and listening 
to transistor radios. 

There is likely to be a primi- 
tive coffee stall, which will 
serve those with a few piasters 
little cups of dense, sweet Turk- 
ish coffee. 

Most camps have a refugee 
barber and a refugee cobbler, 
and in and around the shops 
men play desultory dama, a sort 
of checkers in which the pieces 
are bottle caps or olives. Or 
they play basra, which requires 
a deck of cards, usually worn 
and greasy. 
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Arab refugees are living in 
Jordan, Lebanon, Syria and 
under U.A.R. rule in the 
Gaza Strip on the gea. 


Women stay in their tiny, 
darkened shelters except when 
they scratch in gardens or fetch 
water from a communal pipe- 
end or well. They maintain a 
casual watch on the younger 
children, cook little stews of 
lentils and onions on kerosene 
burners, knead dough and send 
it with a child to be baked at 
the communal oven. 

There is little furniture to 
worry about, except for the 
family bedding, spread on the 
floor at night and_ stacked 
against a wall in daylight. 

Some shelters near Beirut, 
however have begun to sprout 
television antennas. 


A few men have regular jobs 
and live outside camps. They 
are Palestinians with the enor- 
mous advantage of a solid, 
commercial British education 
from the days of the mandate. 
and this has made them use- 
ful wherever they have gone. 

They work as clerks, office 
managers or civil servants in 
Kuwait, in Saudi Arabia, in Lib- 
ya, Beirut or Cairo. Some have 
obtained precious Lebanese citi- 
zenship by discovering a re- 
mote Lebanese ancestor, often 
at a price. 

But the Government in Beirut 
has now cracked down, because 
the refugees are almost all 
Moslems and the Christian-Mos- 
lem balance in Lebanon is pre- 
carious but precious to the dom- 
inant Christians. 

Probably the most successful 
of the refugees is Youssef Beid- 
as, who started his exile as a 
modest money-changer and is 
now the chairman of the board 
and chief shareholder of the 


$300-million Intra Bank of Bet- 
rut. 

Jordan, which has the largest 
concentration of displaced Pal- 
estinians, is the only one of the 
four “host countries” to give 
citizenship to all the refugees 
living on her territery. 


2 Nations Object to Army 

According to United Nations 
Officials, she has also been the 
most reluctant to rectify the 
ration rolls. These officials con- 


cede that bringing the rolls up 
to date would save very little 
money, but they say it would 
permit them to provide food for 
some of the 250,000 children 
waiting for inscription on the 
rolls. 

With the refugees fearing 
that they might “lose some- 
thing” through any changes, 
the Jordanian Government has 
sought, United Nations officials 
say, to avoid a move that might 
antagonize or make restless so 
large a percentage of the peo- 
ple. 

Of the total population, which 
is estimated to be two million, 
two-thirds are of Palestinian 
origin. In addition to the near- 
ly 698,000 refugees, roughly the 
same number are native to that 
part of the old British man- 
date that now belongs to Jor- 
dan. 

The Jordanian Government 
has been in fairly constant con- 
flict with the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization and has out- 
lawed its army as a matter of 
national security. 

The organization was estab- 
lished in 1964 under the spon- 
sorship of the Arab League 
with strong support from Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser of 
the United Arab Republic. 
Ahmed Shukairy, a friend of 
the President, is chairman of 
the organization, which is theo- 
retically run by an assembly 
of 400 representatives elected 
by the refugees. 

Some of its aspects have also 
seemed to Lebanon to be those 
of a state within a state. There- 
fore, she, like Jordan, has dis- 
couraged the organization and 
has refused to permit recruit- 
ing or training of the Liberation 
Army on her territory. 

The army has been encour- 
aged within the limits of the 
Egyptian-controlled Gaza Strip. 
In Syria, two brigades (some- 
times called battalions) of refu- 
gees, recruited for the Syrian 
Army, have been turned over 
to the Palestine Liberation 
Army. However, logistically 
and otherwise they are still 
under Syrian control. 

Recruiting for the Liberation 
Army is enforced by law in 
Syria and the Gaza Strip. 

A thorny question has been 
raised about whether recruits 
are entitled to rations. Syria 
and the United Arab Republic 
have taken the position, how- 
ever, that the number of men 
recruited is not to be divulged 
for security reasons. Con- 
sequently, the families of re- 
cruits continue to draw their 
rations. 

The United Nations agency 
stipulates that the rations of a 
refugee family may be collected 


only by a member of the family, 


Yet in one little Jordanian 
town, Naur, 10 miles west of 
Amman, where 1,400 ration 
cards have been issued, 1,100 
are held by a single merchant. 

The rations are issued to him 
because, according to United 
Nations agency officials, the 
Jordanian Government has de- 
clined to provide them with po- 
lice protection if they withhold 
the rations and brook the wrath 
of the merchant and his friends. 

The money value of a card 
is exactly what the ration costs 
—98 cents a month for flour, 
oil, lentils and sugar enough to 
provide 1,500 calories a day. 
The same ration sells on the 


open market for about $1.40, 
giving the merchant his profit. 

In Gaza, merchants squat in 
the dust outside ration distribu- 
tion centers, their balance 
scales in hand. They buy issued 
food from the refugees and even 
collect debts in flour. 

What the refugees want, al- 
most unanimously, is to go 
home. 


Asked if they saw any new 
reason to hope, some said the 
Palestine Liberation Organi- 
zation and its httle army would 
lead the way. Others spoke 
optimistically of Arab unifica- 
tion as the means, but Arab 
unity is at best a distant pros- 
pect. 

A few young men pinned 
their faith on help from the 
emerging “third force’ of Afri- 
ca and Asia. 


Most of the old men and wo- 
men said simply, ‘‘We will re- 
turn in time to die, Inshallah.” 


Asked how he would feel if 
his son could go abroad and 
find a good life for himself and 
his children, an aging man in 
a Syrian camp said: 

“I would stop him. He would 
abandon his country over my 
dead body. 

“We have a responsibility as 
a people. It is his duty to stay 
and win back his country, or 
if he goes away for training, 
he must return. If the young 
people leave, Palesting is lost 
forever.” 


One refugee, an official of the 
United Nations in Lebanon, said, 

“If the situation is hopeless, 
then the United Nations has an 
obligation to tell us so. 

“The General Assembly has 
regularly reaffirmed its resolu- 
tion calling for repatriation or 
Compensation. If the resolution 
is never going to be implement- 
ed, why doesn’t the United Na- 
tions tell us the rape is complete 
and final?”

Draftniks and Vietniks 

One reason why Congressmen should refrain from 
bawling against Vietnam war resisters is that their 
philipoics will be scarcely audible in the general 
chorus of brainless denunciation. The country has a 
sizable army of verbal shock troops always ready to 
ory treason when anyone dares to question the right- 
eousness of any of our ways, deciared or undeclared. 


Its members range from juveniic activists who have’ 


found a betier outlet than overiurning ashcans, vet- 
erans of past wars whe revel in belligerent patriotism, 
intellectuals of the Esctablishraent, fire-eating clergy- 
nen, white Russians and other ¢i igrés—and a noisy 
section of the press. | 
surprised and somewhat dismayed by the size of 
the October 18 weekend turnout, the news media, as 
is their habit, puiled out all the stops. Most of them 
misquoied the Atterney General, whose remarks in 
Chicage, while condemnatory, were notably cautious. 
Some jumpcad the membership of Students for a 
Demecratic Society from 3,000 to 300,0G0-—a- slip of 
the decimal that must have panicked some readers. 
Others identified the anti-war movement with inter- 
national cornmunism. Stull others maintained that 
in clean-living America, where the bathroom is a kind 
of houschold shrine, the demonsirators were the great 
unwashed. Although U.S. News & Werld Report, Time 
and Newsweek all had long articles denouncing the 
deinenstrators, none found space to evaluate their 
opposition, answer their arguments soberly, or con- 
sider how and why the resistance to the Victrarn war 
differs from: conscientious objection in the two World 
Wars and the Korean War: 

Yet there need be no mystification. To begin with, 
Vietnam is a dirty, shameful war, in which we are 
trying to put down an indigenous revolutionary move- 
ment whose aim is to free the country from foreign 
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domination and ullimately to unite the two‘halves, as 
provided in ihe Geneva agreements. Not surprisingly, 
conscientious objection is more widespread than in 
World War HU, when the United States eas aftaczed 
and fascism threatencd the world, er in the Korean 
War in which, according te generally accepted ooinion, 
the Communisis were the aggressors. A young man 
might not wish to oppose war under all conditions, yet 
might with every moral justification refuse te fight in 
this war. 
_ Moreover, a whole gericration has been impressed 
with the issue of individual morai responsibility in 
mass killing. What elsc is the point of the endless ¢s- 
mee about the responsibility of the Germans who 
heiled Hitier and knew nothing of the extermination 
camps until the Third Reich was defeated and there 
was no. longer any need for them to do anything? 
After the Nuremberg irials, how can anyone who be- 
Heves in the Judeo-Christian ethic take refuge in the 
doctrine of “my country, right or wrong,” and gladly 
go out to Kill? 

Then, an uneasy feeling exists in the cisiag genera- 
tion that war per se is wicked and futile. Haw wide- 
spread this feeling is, how deep it runs, remains to be 
seen. But the young can see that two world wars have 
settied very Littic, that the next war may bring on a nu- 
clear disaster of inconceivable dimensions, and that, 
scarcely having lived, they may perish for no cause 
that can find any justification in love of country, love 
of mankind, or love of self. 

Finally, are memories so short that the campaign 
promises o: 1964 are already forgotten? Mr. Johnson 
gave ne inkling that he purposed to expand the war 
in Vietnam.

The Record 02 North Viet-Nam's Campaign to Conquer 
South Viet-Nam eee Excerpts form the White Paper 


The war in Viet-Nam is a new kind of war, a fact yet poorly understood 
$n most of the world. Much of the. confusion that prevails in the thinking 
of many people, and even many governments, stems from the basic misunder- 
standing. For in Viet-Nam a totally new brand of agression has been loosed 
against an independent people who want to make their own way in peace and 
freedome 


The evidence shows that the key leadership of the Viet Cong, the offi- 
cers and much of the cadre; many of the tech ioians, political organizers 
and propagandists have..come:from the North and operate under Hanoi'ts direc- 
tion. The directing force behind the effort to conquer South Viet-Nam is 


~ the Communist Party in the North, The Lao Dong (Workers) Party. From 1959 


¢o6.1960,.when Hanoi was establishing its infiltration pipeline, at least 
“1,800 men, and possibly 2,700 more, moved into South Viet-Nam from the North, 
“Phe Plow increased to a minimun of 3,700 in 1961 and a t least 5,400 in 162, 
There was a°modest decrease in 1963, to h,200 confirmed infiltrators, though 
“later evidence is likely to raise this figure. Thus, since 1959; nearly 
20,000 Viet Cong are known to have entered South Viet-Nam under orders from 
Hanoi e. Additional information indicates that an estimated 17,000 more 


infiltrators.were dispatched from the regime in Hanoi to the South during 

~ the past.-6 years. It is now estimated that the Viet Cong ‘number approxi- 
mately 35,000 so-called hard-core forces, and another 60,000 to 80,000 local 
“forces. it is thus apparent that infiltrators from the North -- allowing 


. for casualties -- make up the: majority of the so-called hard-core Viet Cong. 


- Originally, the Communist forces relied mainly-on-stocks of weapons and 
ammunition left. over fro. the war-~against the Frenche Supplies sent tn from 
North Viet Nam came largely from the same source. As the military campaign 
-~ progressed, the Viet Cong depended Heavily on weapons captured from the Armed 
“Forces. in South Viet Nam. This remains an important source of weapons and 
-ammunition for the Viet Cong. But, as the pace of the war has qiickened, re- 
quirements for up-to-date arms and special types of weapons have risen to a 
point where the Viet Cong cannot rely on captured stocks. Hanoi has under- 
taken a program to re-equip its forces in the South with Communist-produced 
- weapons. An increasing number of weapons’ such as S7mm and 75mm récoilless 
rifles, dual purpose machineguns, rocket launchers, ete. One captured Viet 
Cong told his captors that his entire company had. been supplied ‘with modern 
Chinese weapons recently. 3 a | Eo %t 2° oF EGP 


When Viet..Nam was partitioned, thousands of carefully selected party mem 
bers were ordersd to remain in place in the South and keep their secret ap- 
paratus intact to help promote Hanoi's cause. Among South Vietnamese, hope 
rose that their nation could have a peaceful and independent future, free of 
Communist domination. The country went to work. The years after 1955 were 
a period of steady progress and gefowing prosperity. Food production levels 
of the prewar years were reached and surpassed. While per capita food out- 
put was dropping 10% in the North from 1956 to 1960, it rose 20% in the South 
_ By 1963, it had risen 30% -- despite the disruption in the countryside caused 
by intensified Viet Cong attacks and terrorism. The authorities in the North 
admitted openly to continuing annual failures to achieve food production 
goals. More than 900,000 refugees who had fled from Communist rule in the 
North were successfully~ settled in South Viet Nam. An agrarian reform pro- 
eram was instituted. ~The elementary school population nearly quadrupled be- 
tween 1956 and 1960. It was intolerable for the rulers in Hanoi; under 
peaceful conditions, the South was outstripping the North. They were losing 
the battle of peaceful competition and decided to use violence and terror 
to gain their ends. ee : , : ~<a 


Any officicl, worker, or cotablishncnt that represents a service to the people is 
fair game for the Viet Cong. Schools have been ariong their favorite targets, Through 
harassment, the murder of teachers, and sabotage of buildings, the Viet Cong succeeded 
in closing hundreds of schools and interrupting the education of tens of thousands of 
youngsters. In 196), 136 South Vietnamese hamlet chiefs and other Governnent officials 
were killed outright by the Viet Congand:1,131 were kidnaped, More than 1,350 civilians 
were killed in bombings and other acts of sabotage, And at least 8,00 civilians were 
kidnaped by the Viet Cong. 

Though it has been apparent for years that the regine in Hanoi was conducting a 
“Campaign of: conquest against South Viet Nam, the Governnent in Saigon and the Government 
of the United States both hoped tmt the danger could be met within South Viet Nan ite 
~-self, The hope that any widening of the conflict might be avoided was stated frequently. 
Phe leaders in Hanoi chose to respond with greater violence, They apparently interpreted 
restraint as indicating lack of will. Theirefforts were pressed with ererter vigor and 
armed attacks and incidents of terror multiplied. Clearly the restrdint of the mst was 

Not providing adequately for the defense of South Viet Nan against Hanoi's open aggrese 
sion, It was mutually agreed between the Governments of the Republic of Viet Nam and the 
“United States that further means for providing for South Viet Nam's defense were rem 
quired, Therefore, air strikes have been made against some of the military assenbly 
points and supply bases from which North Viet Nam is conducting its aggression against 
the South. These strikes constitute a limited response fitted to the aggression that 
produced then, » eee

JULY 21, 1954, the Geneva Agreements on the Cessation of Hostilities 
in Indo-China were signed. The Accords consisted of an agreement 
between the French and the Vietminh military Cenk. to end the war. 


The Accords provided for: 


1. Cease-fire. 
2. Recognition of Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia as three separate 
independent states. 
Establishment of a provincial military demarcation line at 
the 17th Parallel in Vietnam, the Vietminh forces being re- 
- grouped to the North, and the French and associated forces 
to the South. 
Resettlement of civilians in the military zone of their choice. 
Political and civil liberties for those who had taken part on 
either side in the military struggle. 
No foreign military base to be established in any of the three 
countries, and no commitments to foreign military blocs. 
No military reinforcements of men or material to be sought or 
obtained from abroad. | 
. Free election for a united Vietnam Government to be held not 
later than July 1956, on the basis of electoral arrangements

At the end of the conference all delegations joined in a Final Declar- 
ation, in which they "took note" of the foregoing Accords, and empha- 
sized that the two zones of military demarcation were not to be con- 
strued as national boundaries and that they were to be reunited by 
means of general elections to be held in both zones in 1956. The 
Final Declaration was not signed by any of the members of the confer-

Each of the powers present book: ale Bee expressed Bens sti of the 
Final Declaration, with the exception of the United States which 
entered a separate declaration.

MALCOM X from his AUTOBIOGRAPHY 


"In those days, only three things in the world scared me: jail, a job, 
and the Army. I had about ten days before I was to show up at the induction 
center. I went right to work. The Army Intelligence soldiers, those black spies 
in civilian clothes, hung around in Harlem with their ears open for the white men 
downtown. I knew exactly where to start dropping the word. I started noising 
around that I was frantic to join ... the Japanese Army. 


"The day I went down there, I costumed like an actor. With my wild zoot 
suit I wore the yellow knob-toe shoes, and I frizzled my hair up into a reddish 
bush of conk. 


"I went in, skipping and tipping, and I thrust my tattered Greétings at 
that reception desk's white soldier - 'Crazy-o, daddy-o, get me moving. I can't 
wait to get in that brown ...,' very likely that soldier hasn't recovered from 
me yet. 


"They had their wire on me from uptown, all right. But they still put me 
through the line. In that big starting room were forty or fifty other prospective 
inductees. The room had fallen vacuum guiet, with me running my mouth a mile a 
minute, talking nothing but slang. I was going to fight on all fronts: I was 
going to be a general, man, before I got done - such talk as that. 


"Most of them were white, of course. The tender-looking ones appeared 
ready to run from me. Some others had that vinegary ‘worst kind of nigger' look. 
And a few were amused, seeing me as the Harlem Jigaboo archetype. 


"I stayed in the line longer than I expected, before they siphoned me off. 
One of the white coats accompanied me around a turning hallway: I knew we were 
on the way to a headshrinker - the Army psychiatrist. 


"I must say this for that psychiatrist. He tried to be objective and pro- 
fessional in his manner. He sat there and doodled with his blue pencil on a tablet, 
listening to me spiel to him for. three or four minutes before he got a word in. 


"His tack was quiet questions, to get at why I was so anxious. I didn't 
rush him, I circled and hedged, watching him closely, to let him think he was 
pulling what he wanted out of me. I kept jerking around, backward, as though 
somebody might be listening. I knew I was goint to send him back to the books 
to figure what kind of a case I was. 


“Suddenly, I sprang up and peeped under both doors, the one I'd entered 
and another that probably was a closet. And then I bent and whispered fast in 
his ear. 'Daddy-o, now you and me, we're from up North here, so don't you tell 
nobody .. I want to get sent down South. Organize them nigger soldiers, you dig? 
Steal us some guns, and kill up crackers:' 


"That psychiatrist's blue pencil dropped, and his professional manner fell 
off in all directions. He atared at me as if I were a snake's egg hatching, 
fumbling for his red pencil. I knew I had him. I was going back out past Miss 
First when he said, 'That will be all.' 


"A L-F card came to me in the mail, and I never heard from the Army anymore, 
and never bothered to ask why I was rejected."

HANDBOOK FOR CONSCIENTIOUS ioe eehabe betwee 


Are you one of the thousands of young people in the 
United States deeply concerned over and utterly opposed 
to the role of the United States Government and its armed 
forces in Vietnam? Many are not yet drafted; some are in 
the armed forces or one of its reserve components. What 
can you do? 

Violation of Selective Service regulations can bring stiff 
penalties (up to five years imprisonment and/or $10,000 
fine) and refusing the orders of a superior officer is a serious 
offense. However, THERE ARE RIGHTS AS WELL AS 
OBLIGATIONS, and these should be known by every reg- 
istrant, reservist, and member of the armed forces. 


What About Conscientious Objector 
Status? 


Does your conscience require that you not enter the 
armed forces, or that you seek a discharge? An individual's 
conscience may speak in political, moral, or religious vocab- 
ulary, depending on one’s background and other factors. 
But however your opposition to U.S. Military intervention 
in Vietnam may be stated, does it not spring from some 
basic concept of what man’s relationship to man should be? 
If so, you may hold, in the U.S. Supreme Court’s termi- 
nology, ‘‘a sincere and meaningful belief which occupies in 
the life of its possessor a place parallel to that filled by God 
of those admittedly qualifying for” conscientious objector 
status. If you sincerely hold a belief which gives you a sense 
of obligation not to accept induction into the armed forces, 
or to seek a discharge, you may well meet the draft law’s 
required belief in “Supreme Being’. Further, recent court 
decisions make it clear that your claim need not be based 
purely on “religious training and belief”. 


Must COs Be Pacifists? 


Do you feel you are not opposed to “war in any form”, 
the second requirement for CO status? This is less subject 
to interpretation than the first, but not as simple as it may 
seem on the surface. Some men confuse ends and means. 
It is perfectly possible to approve the object of, say, a violent 
uprising in South Africa for self-rule, and at the same time 
believe the method to be both wrong and ineffective. In 
the case of Vietnam, if you oppose the objectives of the U.S. 
Government but not its methods, you are in a minority 
among thousands who object to both the methods and the 
immediate aims. Many would accept “preventing the spread 
of communism” as a valid aim, but not at the expense of 
beliefs in self-determination and other fundamental values. 
Those in the latter two categories, even though they do not 
consider themselves to be pacifists, should examine whether 
in fact they see any world situation in which American mili- 
tary might should be employed on either side of any poten- 
tial or active dispute between nations or groups. If not, 
they might well be opposed to “war in any form’, without 
having thought themselves qualified for CO status.

Local boards are obliged to send out the Special Form 
on request; the registrant is obliged to return it within ten 
days. If you are I-A and have not received an order to re- 
port for induction, your classification should be reopened 
automatically and your claim considered. If you are de- 
ferred, your claim will not be considered until you lose your 
deferment. The later the claim, the more likely it is to be 
viewed with some suspicion. Your rights of appeal are set 
out in the HANDBOOK. Men who obtain I-A-O status are 
inducted, but do not train with weapons. Men who obtain 
the I-O classification are required to perform two years of 
civilian alternative service in the “national health, safety or 
interest” for nonprofit agencies, institutions or organizations. 


Can | Change My Mind? 


Reservists and men in the armed forces are applying 
for discharge by the scores if not by the hundreds. In addi- 
tion to the above Selective Service requirements they must 
have become COs after having enlisted, or been drafted, 
and must waive all veterans’ rights. The discharge is a gen- 
eral one, usually under honorable conditions. Men consid- 
ering this step should have ‘“The Conscientious Objector 
and the Armed Forces’, the HANDBOOK FOR CONSCI- 
ENTIOUS OBJECTORS, and a copy of the relevant regu- 
lations: NAVY, BUPERS 1616.6; MARINE CORPS: MCO 
1306.16A; AIR FORCE: AFR 35-24; ARMY: AR 635-20. 
National Guardsmen and Army Reservists should apply un- 
der AR 135-25. Every applicant is placed on noncombatant 
status pending a decision, usually rendered from six weeks to 
three months after the application. Men are sometimes not 
sent overseas during that period, but there is no guarantee. 


Warning 


It may well be that your CO claim will be denied. Do 
not apply for a CO position or for discharge as a CO if you 
are merely expressing a preference. You only make it harder 
for the next man and distort your position. On the other 
hand, don’t underrate a feeling of opposition or uneasiness. 
It may be your conscience trying to be heard. 


The Central Committee for Conscientious Objectors 
offers its services to any young man who takes an open, con- 
scientious position in regard to the draft, including non- 
cooperators.

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A VOICE AGAINST 
“The Speechlessness 


of Slaughter” 


On Monday, April 11, six pacifists, members and suppor- 
ters of the Committee for Nonviolent Action, left the United 
States bound for Saigon, South Vietnam. Their intention 
was to witness against that bloody, annihilative war by a 
public, vadical pacifist demonstration at the site of the 
violence. These American pacifists hope to speak directly 
to the people of Vietnam, to humanly express our sympa- 
thy for their suffering, to ask forgiveness for the terrible 
injuries done by our government, even to share the suffer- 
ing and injury that has become the common lot of the Viet- 
namese people. 


The demonstration in South Vietnam also speaks to the 
government and people of the United States. It is an act 
of conscience by six Americans who hope thereby to move 
the conscience of the American people to recognition of 
the grave injustice, the profound immorality, the terrify- 
ing inhumanity of the actions being carried out in their 
name, with their support, by their government. 


We here in the United States, who support and assist the 
pacifist project in Vietnam, express our support and as- 
sistance by public, vadical pacifist demonstrations at the 
source of the violence. We goto the White House as the 
source of the disastrously misguided foreign policy that 
has committed our nation to this immoral war and con- 
stantly drags us deeper into it; we go to the Pentagon as

the source of the insane strategies of genocide for prose- 
cuting these policies; other supporters will carry the 
witness of peace and humane feeling to local government 
and military installations as symbolic sources of the evil 
being done in Vietnam. 


All of us, those who witness at the site of the violence in 
Vietnam and those who witness at its source in America, 
base our actions on the following statement which was 
carried by our friends to the people of that small, belea- 
guered country: 


(ER RE REE BYE TT EY PIE TEI oT OT EO PE 
SS ST TT a I Be EP 


We are Americans—citizens of the United States. We are 
deeply committed to the pacifist, nonviolent philosophy of 
life and action. We are opposed to war or organized vio- 
lence, whatever nation or group may be engaged in them. 
We seek to practice nonviolence ourselves and are deter- 
mined torefrain from violence incarrying out our present 
mission. 


Our attitude as nonviolent revolutionaries does not mean 
that we simply equate any case of resort to violence with 
any other. We have an obligation, as do others, to analyze 
specific situations as best we can and to make political 
judgements. We do not equate the violence employed in 
final desperation by peoples who have been subjugated, ex- 
ploited and oppressed by great and heavily armed nations 
and whose nonviolent efforts to achieve change are brutally 
suppressed, with the violence used against them by their 
oppressors or by foreign powers which intervene in their 
domestic affairs. The U.S. itself came to birth in a Revo- 
lutionary War against Great Britain and, in so far as they 


are true to their own tradition, Americans support the 
right of peoples to struggle for national independence 
against foreign regimes. 


We have come from the United States, therefore, not only 
to witness in a general way against war and violence and 
to call men to justice, freedom and peace, but to witness 
in a special way against the war which the U.S. is waging 
at this time in Vietnam against the people of Vietnam. In 
a more fundamental way we witness against U.S. foreign 
policy and attitudes which have resulted in the American 
people being trapped, as they now are, in this confused 
and tragic war. 


We do not here repeat the reasons which we and our asso- 
ciates have often stated for regarding this war as a viola- 
tion of the U.S. Constitution, the Charter of the United 
Nations, and responsible procedure in international rela- 
tionships; as a stupid and ultimately ineffective way to 
serve the true interests of the American people; and above 
all as profoundly immoral and inhumane. We take this 


position and openly proclaim it wherever we may be, not 
because we are ‘‘anti-American’’ in the sense of being for 
some other nation or government as against the U.S. Our 
basic positionis that of human beings who are anti-war and 
pro-mankind. From that standpoint, we are distressed, 
shamed and outraged by the U.S. course in Vietnam. 


Over the years we have engaged in serious and persistent 
discussion of these matters and alsoindirect action in pro- 
test against the U.S. administration’s present course and 
in efforts to oppose the war and bring it to an end. The 
Committee for Nonviolent Action and its supporters have 
engaged indirect action, ofteninvolving civil disobedience, 
at U.S. missile bases and war plants in many parts of the 
country and at the White House and Pentagon in Washington. 


We have said and continue to say that the U.S. has no 
right to be in Vietnam in pursuit of military objectives, 
that the immediate and only legitimate objective of the U.S. 
government should be the withdrawal of its military pre- 
sence, and the initiation of steps to end the fighting. We 
call for these steps because the Vietnamese people should 
be left free to decide their own affairs. Such actions 
would, in our opinion, bring an end to the fighting by all 
sides and open up the best possibility to build the Vietna- 
mese economy and organize a peaceful Vietnamese society. 
The U.S. could and should make economic, technical and 
other contributions which the Vietnamese people them- 
selves might welcome. 








It is frequently said that in war time criticism has to 
cease, opposition must be stifled and all energies concen- 
trated on waging the war and achieving military victory. 
We categorically reject this contention. It is precisely in 
war time—when the stakes are so high, when the dangers 
of national hysteria are so great, when multitudes are 
being called upon to risk their own lives and to take the 
lives of others, when now in the nuclear age the survival 
of civilized life or even of the human race itself may be at 
stake—that freedom to think, to speak and to oppose has 
to be cherished and practiced. Otherwise nations will be 
trapped in what the great Jewish philosopher, Martin Buber, 
described as ‘‘the speechlessness of slaughter. ?’ 


From all this it follows naturally and—for some of us— 
inevitably that,as we have made our voices heard at home, 
we must also speak to the people of Vietnam. We have 
sought ‘‘to speak truth to power’’ at centers where war 
measures were being planned, where men were being 
drafted and engines of mass destruction were being made; 
we now come tothe scene where the fighting and slaughter 
are actually taking place. Abroad as at home we must 
speak and act as conscience dictates. 


Activities abroad of Americans who are concerned about 
war and peace and relations between nations are often de- 
cried as violations of the Logan Act. We have, of course, 
not the slightest desire or intention to serve as spokesmen 
or agents of the U.S. government in contacts with fellow 
human beings in other countries whether they happen to be 
in official positions or in private life. On the other hand, 
we do not recognize the right of governments to interfere 
with our efforts at peaceful communication with other hu- 
man beings anywhere. Similarly, we do not recognize the 
right of governments to interpose restrictions on travel 
for the sake of peaceful communication. 


This observation leads naturally to another important pur- 
pose of our travels. The first, as we have said, is to 
witness against war and violence, particularly against the 
U.S. war activities in Vietnam and adjoining countries, 
and to call for an immediate end to these activities. Our 
interest is, however, by no means exclusively in what we 
may say or do. We earnestly desire to know more at first

hand about conditions in Vietnam and surrounding coun- 
tries. We want to communicate at first hand with Vietna- 
mese and other people, regardless of their views or the 
groupings to which they may belong. We covet a better 
understanding of what they think and feel. We are aware, 
alas, that there may be great difficulties in the way of 
communication with most people and that those with whom 
we have contact may be placed in serious jeopardy. In 
spite of our own earnest hope that the way may somehow 
open for us to communicate with others we are deeply sen- 
sitive to the need of not exposing other people to suffering, 
especially in a land where so many have already suffered 
so much, and the end of suffering is not yet in sight. 


It goes without saying that we wish also tohave the oppor- 
tunity to communicate with Americans in Vietnam, whether 
private citizens or government personnel, both civilian 
and military. We may have profound differences and po- 
licy conflicts with some of them but we are not hostile to 
any of them as individuals. 


The reference above to the suffering of the Vietnamese 
brings us to a third motive which impels us to undertake 
a mission to Vietnam. The suffering which the Vietnamese 
have borne for a quarter of a century,so much of it in the 
last decade directly at the hands of American policy, ob- 
scene weapons, American soldiers, weighs very heavily 
on our hearts. It is imperative that we do everything 
possible to bring an end toit. We trust that we are free 
from emotional compulsion to engage in a melodramatic, 
spiritually shallow and fruitless action. But we are very 
clear that we must not be insensitive and apathetic toward 
the atrocities committed against the Vietnamese and the 
seemingly interminable suffering inflictedupon them. That 
we Shall almost certainly be exposed to grave risks our- 
selves if we protest in Vietnam against U.S. policies there 
does not for usconstitute a sufficient reason for not doing 
so. All of us are obligated, in one way or another, to es- 
tablish a visible identity with the people of Vietnam. If 
we find ourselves exposed, as Vietnamese are daily, to 
American bombs, machine guns, gases and napalm, we 
will be where we belong. The way of nonviolence is not 
the way of self-indulgence or ease.

SUS is considering a major national program around the upcoming 
Selective Service exam, The student movement in opposition to the 
war today faces an alnost overpowering fact of life: all of us are 
trying to deal with a personal problem—conscription—-that is roote 
ec in the war, and we have yet to find any succesful means of deal~ 
ing with it collectively and responsibly. ‘The particular program 
that is being considered at our National Council meeting this weekend 
is a national examination on the war in Vietnam. 


This exam would be handed out May llth as students entered the 
Selective Service exam. It would have two sections: one factual 
section with questions on the war, recent Vietnamese history, etce, 
and another section of opinion questions, The object is to confront 
the students with the primacy of the war: the war is responsible 
for making you take a test upon which your life depends, and you 
must resolve your attitude toward the war on the basis of the facts. 
An answer sheet, with references to sources, would be handed out ag 
people leave, 


We are persuaded that May llth willbe a day of national protest 
against the war, and of focus on the draft. This proposal would 
serve to direct attention to our claim that the facts of the war (as 
well as the morality) lead to the conclusion that it should be ended. 
The emotional state of the students subjected to this exam is hard to 
predict, but we feel that we should be offering an explanation for the 
dilemma that they face. We hone to be able to distribute the exams at 
all 1700 testing centers, and to reach literally millions of students 
as never before, 


SDS cainpus chapters in Southern California have been notified of 
this program and have glready begun their planning. As of the present 
moment we are not vositive what the extent of their participation will 
be, other than to distribute the tests, but there is a very great pos- 
sibility of having rallies with student and outside speakers on the day 
before the first test (Friday the 13th) taking place on many of the cam 
puses, with possible demonstrations at draft boards in the tw weeks be~ 
tween the first and final test dates. In short, every attempt will be 
made to focus on the problem of the draft during the three week veriod 
between the lth of May and the 3rd of June. SDS wuld like as many pe= 
ople who oppose government policy in Vietnam who are interested in our 
projected program to take part in it,

Welcome to our Country 


Those of us distributing these leaflets welcome you personally to our country. 
We hope you enjoy your stay here. 


Because we appreciate the history and traditions of the United States, we speak 
to you as friends of what your country has stood for in the past. It is because we 
have respected the United States in the past that we must let you know how deeply | 
we - and most of our fellow citizens here - oppose US policy in Vietnam. It is - 
very hard to see the difference between the role of Nazi troops supporting Quisling 
governments during World War II or Communist troops supporting the puppet 
government in Hungary in 1956 and the role of American troops today in support - 
ing the government of Saigon. 


It is because we believe the American people - and individual Americans like 
yourself - do have a conscience that we remind you that it is fundamentally wrong 
for your government to interfere in the affairs of smaller nations, and to use 
napalm bombs, gas and mass bombing of civilian areas in an effort to 'win'. There 
is nothing which the Vietnamese Communists could possibly do to the people in 
Vietnam which could match the horror of what the Johnson Administration has al- 
ready done, 


And we can ask you a simple question: is the use of gas, of torture, of civilian 
bombing evil only when it is done by Nazis or by Communists? Can you expect us 
to judge the American government more gently or by a different standard than the 
standard we used in judging the Russians in Hungary or the Germans when they 
invaded other countries? 


If all the Germans had opposed Hitler the world would not have gone through the 
horrors of Nazism. If all the Americans opposed Johnson the world will be saved 
from the mass murder now going on in Vietnam or even from World War III. 


We would not be acting as friends of what America has stood for in the past if 
we did not tell you that the vast reservoir of good will which your country once 
had in Europe has now greatly been reduced by the actions of your country in 
Vietnam. We can tell you that it would now be very difficult for your President 
to visit any nation in Western Europe without stirring massive protests against 
his appearance. 


We do not ask the Americans to do things which will make them 'popular' with 
the world. We ask only that you do things that will make it possible for you to 
live with your own consciences. Is that possible for you - personally - in 
regard to Vietnam?

CALL FOR AN EXAMINATION OF CONSCIENCE 





Our government has decided it needs more soldiers for 
this “small” war in Viet-Nam; Congress has authorized the 
sending of an additional 400,000 men. It has decided it can 
no longer defer all students, and has begun to draft them off 
the campus. 


But our very influential businessmen have personnel needs, 
too, just like our generals. Our businessmen need the steady 
stream of young administrators and managers and technicians 
and scientists that the multiversity has promised to keep on 
supplying. 


So between the old men who run industry and the old 


men who run the military, there’s a friendly tug-of-war. We 
male students are the prize. 


But business and the military have decided to be fair to 
each other about sharing us. Some of us are not so bright, 
or perhaps have been lazy scholars. Businessmen don’t need 
them. They can go be soldiers. The bookish among us can 
stay home and enjoy the full-employment boom that the war 
has created. 


To divide us up the government has decided to hold an 
examination on May 14, May 21, and June 3. All of us are 
invited to take part in this Beat-The-Draft exam. 


AND THE MILLIONS OF US WHO TAKE THE EXAM WILL DO SO FOR ONE AND ONLY ONE REASON: 
TO STAY OUT OF THE VIET-NAM WAR. 


Those who pass will have their 2-S deferment intact, at least for a while. 
Those who fail can start coloring themselves khaki. 


WE WANT TO ASK SOME QUESTIONS OF OUR OWN. 


@ What about all the guys our age who don’t even get this 
chance? Those whose parents didn’t have enough money to 
send them to college? Those whose background didn’t even 
teach them they should want to go? 


@ Do we smell a little old-fashioned “class privilege” here? 
We know of a pre-law hotshot from Yale who said, ‘Students 
are the brains of the country’s machine. The machine needs 
its brains. Let the jocks and the dumbheads be the heroes.” 
Blunt? Even a little sickening? But that’s exactly the message 
of this Selective Service exam: If you’re white and middle- 
class and a Dean’s-List kind of guy, relax. If you’re not, fall in. 


e For another thing—a lot of the guys who will take this 
test think the Viet-Nam war is a right kind of war, necessary 


and just and patriotic. We in SDS think it’s a wrong kind of 
war, not necessary, not just, and not American. But what 
about you who think Johnson tells the truth? 


@ When your brothers are over there dying trying to do 
something you think needs to be done, why are you back here 
at home trying to pass a test in order to stay out of it? 


e@ And a third thing—in these tests, they’re going to ask 
us to parade our knowledge of math, sciences, and language, 
our skills at reasoning and remembering. And on the basis 
of our answers to questions about poems and physics and 
geometry, we will or will not be “eligible” for the draft, will 
or will not be inducted, will or will not be sent to Viet-Nam, 
maybe to kill and maybe to die. 


SO WHAT DOES GEOMETRY HAVE TO DO WITH THE VIET-NAM WAR? 


The government intends to train us to be killers if we 
fail its test, why doesn’t it ask us instead what we think this 
war is all about? Why doesn’t it ask us what we think we’d 
be killing and dying for? Why doesn’t it ask us what we 
think the other side wants, and where they came from, and 
why they’ve been fighting against the French and then the 
Japanese and then the British and the Chinese together and 
then the French again and now us Americans, for more than 
oo years? . 


When you kill a man, you kill a man. And we think you’d 
better know what you’re doing when you do it. 


WHY DOESN’T THE GOVERNMENT LOOK 
FOR PEOPLE WHO WANT TO BE SOLDIERS 
IN THIS WAR? 


And if nobody wants to fight it, and if they can’t persuade 
us, then why don’t they quit trying to force us to fight? 
After all, the thing about American democracy is supposed 
to be that the government belongs to the people. Or maybe 
things have changed? Maybe now it’s the other way around? 


Maybe the real battle for democracy is right here in America? 


So we're going to pass out our own tests. Wherever the 
Selective Service System sets up its examination centers, 
we'll be there with our own exams. Ours will ask you questions 
about the war—fair and objective questions—and about how 


_you see your relation to it, and what kind of government ours 


has become. And you will have to “grade” our test yourself— 
and decide whether you know enough about the Vietnamese 
to take some day the personal responsibility for their death. 


THESE ARE THE REAL QUESTIONS, the ones that all 
of us have to think about. Because if we don’t nobody will. 


Passing our Viet-Nam exam won’t get you a deferment 
from the Army. Failing it won’t put you in a jungle foxhole. 
But maybe thinking through some of our questions will make 
you a little shakier, a little freer—and a little prouder of your 
own conscience.

Seeger, No. 50, October term, 1964) that a "religious agnostic" can 
be a conscientious objector if he sincerely holds a moral principle 
which “involves duties which...are superior to those arising from 
any human relationship," such as those imposed by the state. The 
beliefs must simply "occupy the same place in the life of the ob- 
jector as an orthodox belief in God holds in the life of one clearly 
qualified for exemption." Thus, you do not have to believe in God 
in order to be a C.O., nor do you have to belong to a recognized 
church. As for the use of force, one may still be a C.O. if he 
makes clear his opposition to the use of organized, indiscriminate 
killing that occurs in war. 

One may file for conscientious objection at any time -- even 
after being inducted. Finally two years of alternative service must 
be performed if you are granted your C.O. claim but the range of 
accepted activities extend into all aspects of American life. For 
more information, see The Guide to Conscientious Objection pub- 
lished by Students for a Democratic Society (SDS).

NAPALM Newsletter 








WHAT IS NAPALM? 


It is a highly flammable sticky jelly made by adding to aviation 
gas a chemical compound of aluminum napthenates and palmitates. 
These thickening substances, developed in 1944-45 under contract 
to the Chemical Warfare Service, cause the flaming jelly to adhere 
to its target, whether structures or human bodies. 


Recently, a new thickener has been discovered—polystyrene— 
which produces a more adhesive type of napalm known as Napalm- 
B. This new napalm, which United Technology Center plans to 
manufacture in Redwood. City, centains 50° polystyrene, 25° 
benzene, and 25% gasoline. 


The polystyrene is made by Dow Chemical at Torrance, Cali- 
fornia. Chemical and Engineering News, March, 1966, reports that 
the forthcoming use of polystyrene in Napalm-B will be so great 
(25 million pounds a month) that the normal industrial supplies 
will be over-strained. 


HOW WAS NAPALM USED IN WORLD WAR II? 


As an incendiary bomb, napalm was found to be able to create 
a firestorm which could not be quenched by any kind of equip- 
ment, if dropped on a city having at least 25% of the space coverec 
by roofs. Although napalm was used in flame-throwers in Pacific 
island combat, it was designed and used primarily as an anti-city 
weapon. 





According to Maj. Gen. Alden H, Waitt, chief of Chemi- marked “1000-lb. firebomb” — otherwise napalm, 
cal Warfare Service during World War II: “Sixty-six of the most popular bomb in Vietnam, because it’s 
Nippon’s war centers with . . .

Our Phantom stood on the bomb-deck, being I closed my eyes, and could not open them again 


loaded with two fat cylinders painted red and each until we were several thousand feet up. Below, 


the trees and huts were blotted out by a cloud of 
nauseous black smoke. 


On the second run I managed to hold my eyes 
open. As we pulled out through the smoke, I saw 
the second napalm bomb a couple of seconds after 
it had burst. A ball of brilliant flame was rolling 
out across more than 200 feet, swelling like a great 
orange cauliflower, until the black smoke closed 
in again, and we were climbing high and away from 


it all. 


After returning, “I asked the commander about the 
target”: 


“Well, we don’t rightly know for sure,” he said, 
soaping himself down: “You can’t rightly see much 
at those speeds . . . But most times you can reckon 
that whatever moves in the Delta is VC.” 


Although this is the typical napalm raid in Vietnam, 
napalm is at times used in combat. But bacause it is such 
an inaccurate weapon, sometimes the results are those de- 
scribed in the UPI article “Napalm Sears GIs” (Chronicle, 
November 17, 1965). 


I was sitting in a command bunker, a mound 
of dirt screening us from Communist snipers, look- 
ing at the wounded in the aid station just a few 
yards away. There was a lull in the bitter fighting 
between the troops of the United States First 
Cavalry Division and a north Vietnamese regiment 
here near the Cambodian border. 


Suddenly, I felt a searing heat on my face. An 
American fighter-bomber had misjudged the Com- 
munist positions, and dropped a load of napalm. 


The flaming jellied gasoline, impossible to 
shake or scrape off once it hits the skin, splashed 
along the ground in a huge dragon’s tail of fire less 
than 25 yards away. 


Screams pierced the roar of the flames. Two 
Americans stumbled out of the inferno. Their hair 
burned off in an instant. Their clothes were in- 
cinerated. 


“Good God!” cried Colonel Hal Moore, com- 
mander of the First Battalion. Another plane was 
making a run over the same area. The colonel 
grabbed a radio. “You're dropping napalm on us!” 
he shouted. “Stop those damn planes.” At almost 
the last second, the second plane pulled up and 
away, its napalm tanks still hanging from the wing. 


it was an hour before a medical helicopter 
could get into the area and tend to the two burned 
men. One GI was a mass of blisters, the other not 
quite so bad. Somehow his legs had escaped the 
flames. But he had breathed fire into his lungs. 


A medic asked me to help get the men into the 
helicopter when it arrived. There were no litters.. 
Tenderly, we picked the soldiers up. I held a leg of 
the most seriously burned man. I wasn’t tender 
enough. A big patch of burned skin came off in my 
hand. 


The most effective use of napalm in Vietnam is in part 
of the campaign to terrify peasants in Vietcong-controlled 
areas to move into American-controlled areas. Our pilots 
“are given a square marked on a map and told to hit every 
hamlet within the area” (Washington Post, March 13, 1965). 
This “strategic bombing in a friendly, allied country” kills 
“significant numbers of innocent civilians . . . every day in 
South Vietnam” (New York Times, September 5, 1965), “ten 
civilians for every VC” according to Special Forces officers 
(Newsweek, March 14, 1966.) 


The deliberate policy of “forcing large numbers of 
peasants to move from their ancestral homes in Vietcong- 
dominated areas to Government-dominated areas” is ac- 
complished largely by aerial bombing and jis “a major reason 
that 730,000 people fled into refugee camps” in 1965 (New 
York Times, January 2, 1966). The systematic destruction of 
the hamlets in Binh Dinh province is desribed in a long 
article in the San Francisco Chronicle of February 15, 1966. 
Among the five-thousand refugees who flocked from a cluster 
of hamlets, many were wounded: 


Most of the wounds are the simple type in- 
flicted by shell and bomb fragments, but others are 
the gruesome variety caused by napalm. One dis- 
traught woman appeared at a field medical station 
holding a child in her arms whose legs had literally 
been cooked by napalm. The child is not expected 
to live. 


But even when the targets are actually troops, and not 
villagers, it is still the civilians who suffer most from napalm: 


As the communists withdrew from Quangngai 
last Monday, U.S. jet bombers pounded the hills 
into which they were headed. Many Vietnamese— 
one estimate was as high as 500—were killed by the 
strikes. The American contention is that they were 
Viet Cong soldiers. But three out of four patients 
seeking treatments in a Vietnamese hospital after- 
wards for burns from napalm were village women. 

(New York Times, June 6, 1965)

Now that SNCC 
is under fire from a variety 


of liberal organizations and 


publications we feel a special 
urgency to restate our sup- 
port. Let it be clear that 
we are not merely supporting 
SNCC's right to its views, 
we are welcoming and sup- 
porting the thrust of SNCC's 
program, and expect to con- 
tinue our joint work. 

SNCC has emphasized 
"black power." This is not 
a magic charm of a promised 
land; it is astrategy for social 
change and a mode of organi- 
zation. Both the strategy and 
the mode become clear if the 
United States is understood 
as an essentially racist cul- 
ture. Yet at the same time 
Negroes have been an ex- 
ploited caste, they have been 
taught to seek their salvation 
in integration -- that is, in 
an accommodation to the do- 
minant social values, under 
white leadership. 

We know that notallSNCC's 
critics resemble George Wal- 
lace; that is precisely why 
we try to lay bare the liberal 
assumptions that lead to at- 
tacks on SNCC. We are struck 
with the fact that among the 
critics are liberals vociferous 
in their praise of an America 
in which minorities organize 
themselves and preserve their 
cultural integrity. They are 
now denouncing SNCC's "black 
consciousness" as "racism in 
reverse." We doubt these 
critics would find themselves 
so upset if SNCC sought to 
accept the major premises of 
American life; it is precisely 
because SNCC is revolution- 
ary -- because it is trying to 
bring about a fundamental re- 
arrangement of power in 
America -- that they shrink 
in horror. 

Racism and economic ex- 
ploitation confront Negroes as 
a group, together. So, of 
course, Negroes, especially in 
the Southern black belt and the 
Northern ghettoes, must act 
aS a group in order to chal- 


RESOLUTION ON SNCC 


lenge their condition. This is 
not "racism in reverse" any 
more than American revolu- 


tionists were “colonialists in 


reverse." It is a recognition 
of the fact of common identi- 
ty and the beginnings of a 
strategy for change. We must 
not simply tolerate this "black, 
consciousness," we should en- 
courage it. 

Measured integration is 
very literally irrelevant, 
since integration assumes the 
integrity of the dominant 
(white) culture. "Black con- 
sciousness," onthe other hand, 
understands very deeply the 
exploitativeness of that cul- 
ture and seeks to make a be- 
ginning in reconstructing it. 
We agree, then, with SNCC 
in asking why Negroes can- 
not seek to live and rebuild 
where they wish, in their own 
schools, with their own eco- 
nomic base, without being dis- 
missed as "racist." 


Some liberal and radical 
critics argue that SNCC's 
strategy will be frustrated by 
the sheer fact that Negroes 
are a minority, even in large 
portions of the Deep South. 
To this we say that the respon- 
sibility for that frustration 
would lie with those whites who 
fail to build white movements 
that can at some point ally’ 
with the black movement for 
common goals. Whites in the 
civil rights movement have 
almost always been auxilia- 
ries, and at the present stage 
they could easily frustrate the 
Negro movement unless they 
recognize the right and the 
need for black radicals to or- 
ganize independent bases of 
power in Negro communities. 
Power means the ability to 
act autonomously; it is a. 
truism that the power of black | 
communities is limited to the 
extent it depends direcily on 
white help. (This is not the 
only factor to be considered

when the white radical thinks 
about organizing Negroes, but 
‘we camnot dispute its impor- 
tance.) 

SDS seeks to call white 
critics to their true tasks, 
not to impugn their motives. 
If we really want to help we 
will be organizing primarily 
among the powerless, the dis- 
enfranchised, the dependent 
whites -- poor, working class, 
and middle class -- toward 
their power in communities, 
unions, and professions, so 
that they may move toward 
authentic alliance with the or- 
ganizations of black power. 
There can be no true coali- 
tion for radical change unless 
there exist people in many 
spheres, wherever they are, 
committed to and organized 
for the reconstruction of 
American life. 

Finally, SNCC has been cri- 
ticized for having a position 
on the Vietnam war, in the 
first place; and second, for 
having the position it does, 
one of deep and whole- 
hearted opposition. But we 
applaud SNCC for recognizing 
that the enemies of deep- 
seated social change at home 
are the enemies of revolution 
abroad, and for acting to forge 
alliances with the oppressed in 
the Third World. We are sad- 
dened to see presumed inter- 
nationalists attacking SNCC 
for articulating its solidarity 
with their brothers -- whether 
in Guatemala or South Africa 
or Vietnam - and we intend to 
work closely with them in 
making international contacts: 
without sectarianism, but also 
without illusions as tothe real 
position of America in the 
world, or for its own poor 
and powerless.

Excerpts from Geneva Accords on Vietnam, July 20, 1954 


Article 14: Pending the general elections which will bring about the unifi- 

cation of Vietnam, the conduct of civil administration in each 
regrouping zone shall be in the hands of the party whose forces are to be 
regrouped there in virtue of the present Agreement; 


Article 16: With effect from the date of entry into force of the present 
Agreement, the introduction into Viet-Nam of any troop re- 
inforcements and additional military personnel is prohibited. 


Article 17: With effect from the date of entry into force of the present 

Agreement, the introduction into Viet-Nam of any reinforce- 
ments in the form of all types of arms, munitions and other war material, 
such as combat, aircraft, naval craft, pieces of ordnance, jet engines 
and jet weapons and armoured vehicles, is prohibited. 

Apart from the replacements permitted within the limits laid 
down in paragraph (b) of this Article, the introduction of war material, 
arms and munitions of all types in the form of unassembled parts for sub- 
Sequent assembly is prohibited; 


Article 18: With effect from the date of entry into force of the present 
Agreement, the establishment of new military bases is pro- 
hibited throughout Viet-Nam territory. 


Article 19: With effect from the date of entry into force of the present 

Agreement, no military base under the control of a foreign 
State may be established in the regrouping zone of.either party; the two 
parties shall ensure that the zones assigned to them do not adhere to any 
military alliance and are not used for the resumption of hostilities or to 
further an aggressive policy. 


Article 24: The present Agreement shall apply to all the armed forces of 
either party. The armed forces of each party shall respect 
the demilitarized zone and the territory under the military control of the 
other party, and shall commit no act and undertake no operation against 
the other party and shall not engage in blockade of any kind in Viet-Nam. 
For the purposes of the present Article, the word "territory"' 
includes territorial waters and air space. 


Excerpts from Final Declaration of Geneva Conference, July 21, 1954 


Point 6: The Conference recognizes that the essential purpose of the 

agreement relating to Viet-Nam is to settle military questions 
with a view to ending hostilities and that the military demarcation line is 
provisional and should not in any way be interpreted as constituting a 
political or territorial boundary. The Conference expresses its conviction 
that the execution of the provisions set out in the present declaration and 
in the agreement on the cessation of hostilities creates the necessary 
basis for the achievement in the near future of a political settlement in 
Viet-Nam. 


= OVCr = 


Point 7: The Conference declares that, so far as Viet-Nam is concerned, 
the settlement of political problems, effected on the basis of 
respect for the principles of independence, unity and territorial integrity, 
shall permit the Viet-Namese people to enjoy the fundamental freedoms, 
guaranteed by democratic institutions established as a result of free 
general elections by secret ballot. In order to ensure that sufficient 
progress in the restoration of peace has been made, and that all the neces- 
sary conditions obtain for free expression of the national will, general 
elections shall be held in July 1956, under the supervision of an inter - 
national commission composed of representatives of the Member States 
of the International Supervisory Commission, referred to in the agreement 
on the cessation of hostilities. Consultations will be held on this subject 
between the competent representative authorities of the two zones from 20 
July 1955 onwards. 


Point 12: In their relations with Cambodia, Laos and Viet-Nam, each 
member of the Geneva Conference undertakes to respect the sovereignty, 
the independence, the unity and the territorial integrity of the above- 
mentioned states, and to refrain from any interference in their internal 
affairs, 


Excerpts from Text of Statement of United States Under Secretary 


Walter B. Smith on July 21, 1954 


In connection with the statement in the declaration concerning free elections 
in Viet-Nam my Government wishes to make clear its position which it has 
expressed in a declaration made in Washington on June 29, 1954, as follows: 


In the case of nations now divided against their will, we shall continue to 
seek to achieve unity through free elections supervised by the United Nations 
to insure that they are conducted fairly. 


With respect to the statement made by the representative of the State of 
Viet-Nam, the United States reiterates its traditional position that peoples 
are entitled to determine their own future and that it will not join in an 
arrangement which would hinder this. Nothing in its declaration just made 
is intended to or does indicate any departure from this traditional position. 


We share the hope that the agreements will permit Cambodia, Laos and 
Viet-Nam to play their part, in full independence and sovereignty, in the 
peaceful community of nations, and will enable the peoples of that area to 
determine their own future.

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THE BLIGHT OF WAR 


The blight of Vietnam hangs over Washington and is causing 
increased tension between the President and his critics. A 
growing number of Congressmen are becoming restive and 
embittered by the endless escalation of the war with all its 
inherent dangers of a world-wide conflict and its burgeoning 
demands on the U.S. economy. They are worried by the war- 
induced inflation, the threat of new taxes and the increasing 
unilateralism of U.S. foreign policy and this worry has been 
expressed in recent debates on the foreign aid budget. The 
President in turn has questioned the patriotism of his critics 
and is trying to rally the public behind his negotiations-through- 
escalation position before the November elections. This News- 
letter presents some facts which have influenced those who 
question the effectiveness and morality of U.S. policy: 


Escalation Breeds Escalation. The escalation process which 
began in 1961 has not brought negotiations to date, and there 
is no indication on the part of the Administration as to what 
degree of escalation is expected to produce talks. Secretary of 
Defense McNamara recently reported that the “will’’ of the 
North Vietnamese is unbroken, and in mid-July the President 
said that “we ceased speculating a long time ago on how long 
this situation would endure.” He has spoken elsewhere of the 
need for Americans to be willing to “carry—perhaps for a 
long time—the burden of a confusing and costly war.” 


Manpower. The U.S. troop commitment in Southeast Asia has 
risen from under 1,000 at the end of 1960 to more than 350,000 
men. Some 285,000 of these are in South Vietnam, an esti- 
mated 25-40,000 in Thailand, several thousand in Laos, and 
about 50,000 in offshore naval units. There are persistent 
rumors that another 115,000 troops will be sent by the end of 
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1966. Most of America’s major allies have rejected pressures 
to commit troops to South Vietnam; but there are about 29,000 
Koreans, Australians, New Zealanders and Thai on the battle 
line. Two thousand Filipinos are in transit. 


South Vietnam’s forces have increased by 432,000 men since 
1960. The South Vietnamese army has difficulty maintaining a 
full complement because of a rising desertion rate. Nearly 
100,000 soldiers deserted last year. 


The Viet Cong force, which was probably less than 20,000 in 
December, 1960, now totals an estimated 231,000. This in- 
cludes an estimated 101,000 full-time guerrillas and North 
Vietnamese regulars, 18,000 combat support troops and 112,000 
part-time guerrillas. Another 40,000 Viet Cong are engaged 
in political and propaganda activities. According to Deputy 
Secretary of Defense Vance, the North Vietnamese component 
is twice as large as it was a year ago, which reinforces the 
argument that U.S. bombings have not encouraged negotiations. 
Sen. Mike Mansfield, Mont., has emphasized that “when the 
sharp increase in the American military effort began in early 
1965,” there were only an estimated 400 North Vietnamese 
soldiers in the South; now there are at least 30,000. 


The U.S. Government has expressed great satisfaction over the 
fact that 9,200 Viet Cong fighters or sympathizers defected to 
Saigon during the first six months of 1966. Such satisfaction 
seems somewhat surprising in view of the fact that an estimated 


15-20% of these defectors are 12 to 16-year-old boys. 


Casualties. A total of 3,951 American soldiers, 35,744 South 
Vietnamese, and an estimated 129,627 Viet Cong have died in 
battle since January 1961. More than half of the U.S. fatalities 
occurred during the first six months of 1966. There are no 
reliable figures on civilian deaths, in either North or South 
Vietnam, but Rep. Clement Zablocki, Wis., reported in February 
that recent search-and-destroy operations have resulted in six 
civilian casualties to one Viet Cong. He estimated that the 
average might be two civilian casualties for each Viet Cong. 
French observers have called this estimate “low.” 


In addition to these unknown dead, 750,000 to 1,000,000 other 
South Vietnamese have been uprooted by the war and thousands 
more evacuated from Hanoi and other potential bombing targets 


in the North. 


Air War. Except for two bombing pauses, U.S. air activity 
has increased rapidly since February 1965 when the U.S. began 
bombing raids on North and South Vietnam. More than 1,800 
U.S. planes and over 1,700 helicopters fly more than 100,000 
bombings, support and reconnaissance missions monthly. The 
air war against North Vietnam is running at 11 to 13 times 
its March 1965 level, despite protestations of many political 
and religious leaders around the world; the air war in the 
South is up as well, with consumption of bombs and other 
aircraft ordnance at 145% the mid-1965 level. Air strikes in 
the clandestine Laotian war are said to have doubled within 
the last six months. 
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According to official figures, the United States lost 
about 400 fixed-wing planes and 179 helicopters be- 
tween August 1964 and July 7, 1966. But the North 
Vietnamese government claims to have shot down 
over 1,200 planes. 


The Viet Cong for its part has no air force. North 
Vietnam is defended by about 66 Soviet planes. 


Monetary Costs. U.S. expenditures in Vietnam have 
risen from less than $300 million annually in 1960-61 
to an estimated $1 to $2 billion annually in early 1965 
to an estimated $1.5 to $2 billion a month in mid-1966. 
Congress approved a $13.1 billion supplemental budget 
request for Vietnam this spring; another $7 to $10 
billion request is expected before the end of the current 
fiscal year. 


There are no adequate estimates of Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese expenditures on the war. Some in- 
dication of comparative ability to spend, can be de- 
rived from the fact that every two months the United 
States spends more on the war than the annual gross 
Ceca hha products of both parts of Vietnam—North and 
South. 


Human Costs are incalculable. The “paltry” cost of 
U.S. helicopters lost in Vietnam last year could, ac- 
cording to Emmet John Hughes, pay one year’s bill for 
“all UNICEF health and education programs affecting 
more than 800 million children in 118 countries.” The 
money spent on one heavy bomber could buy 4 million 
bushels of wheat. The 130,000 acres of cropland 
sprayed by the United States to deny food to the Viet 
Cong could grow rice to help feed the hungry people 
of India. 
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World law is being undermined and world peace en- 
dangered by the conflict. American lives and resources 
are being devoured in ever-increasing amounts and 
Vietnam is in danger of being destroyed. “Is Vietnam 
—North and South—to be reduced to a charnel house 
amidst smoking, silent ruins?” asked Senator Mans- 
field, June 16th. “History”, added the Senator, “will 
not be gentle with those who pursue the shadow and 
evade the substance of peace.” (Write for FCNL 
materials on Vietnam, and its place in the 1966 
campaigns ). 


Whither U.S. Foreign Policy? 


July debate on the foreign aid bills pointed up the deep 
concern over the Government’s tendency to expand its 
military commitments around the world and become 
increasingly embroiled in the internal affairs of the 
developing nations. 


Economic aid. On the Senate side, frustrated economic 
aid supporters joined with long-term aid opponents in: 
rejecting appeals for a long-term authorization for the 
program; limiting the number of countries that can 
receive bilateral economic aid; raising interest rates on 
development loans; and cutting the request for develop- 
ment appropriations by more than 25%. The House 
approved the Administration’s $1.6 billion monetary 
request for development lending and technical as- 
sistance, but Members emphasized that they didn't 
want to see any increase in the program next year. The 
bill is now in conference. 


Congressional reactions are due in part to fears that 
the Administration is using economic aid commitments 
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to pave the way for unilateral intervention throughout 
Asia, in part to resentment over the Administration’s 
tendency to curtail domestic programs in order to 
help finance the war. 


During debate, Sen. J. W. Fulbright, Ark., charged 
that bilateral aid has “become a factor in a general 
tendency to go it alone, a tendency reflected in our 
neglect of the United Nations, in our neglect of the 
views and sensibilities of allies and other countries.” 
He called upon the United States to channel all aid 
through international agencies, thus transforming the 
program from “private charity to community responsi- 
bility, from a dubious instrument of national policy to 
a stable program for international development.” “All 
we need,” according to the Senator, “. . . is to make up 
our minds to approach this problem as a member of 
the community of nations, and not as just the great 
United States, which is going to tell everybody what to 
do and pay them to doit...” 


_ Military aid. The Senate cut the proposed 1967 budget 
by more than 20% ; although the House approved the 
full request of $917 million. According to Sen. Joseph 
Clark, Pa., “Instead of giving arms to Latin America, 
we should be in the forefront of negotiations to sanitize 
the continent by disarmament. We should be doing 
the same thing in Africa. We should be doing the same 
thing in the Near East. Instead of which, the military 
industrial complex is in the saddle and the Pentagon 
is boasting of the millions of dollars in profits the mili- 
tary industrial complex is making by selling arms to 
countries which, no doubt, will soon be using them to 
breach the peace.” 


During debate, Sen. Mike Mansfield, Mont., called upon 
the Administration to end the “inertia that has kept the 
American military commitment... in Europe virtually 
unchanged despite the great changes in Europe during 
the past 19 years.” He suggested that it was “totally 
unnecessary and wholly unwarranted” for the United 
States to maintain just under a million U.S. troops and 
dependents in Germany and proposed as a first step 
that the Administration recall the “approximately 
75,000 members of the armed services and their de- 
pendents who have been stationed in France for many 
years. ... A good second step would be .. . the initia- 


tion of an overall 10-percent reduction of U.S. troop — 


strength in Germany and elsewhere on the Western 
European continent.” 


The Escalating Military Budget 


The $58.6 billion “first installment” of the 1967 defense 
budget has passed the House and is in the Senate 
Defense Appropriations Subcommittee. Although this 
is the largest single appropriations bill of any kind 
since 1944, it does not include funds for the military 
pay raise authorized earlier, nor does it include com- 
plete funds for the Vietnam war. Supplemental re- 
quests of up to $10 billion are anticipated for these 
items. 

“... approval of this bill,” said Appropriations Com- 
mittee Chairman Rep. George Mahon, Tex., “is one 
of the strongest possible indications that Congress sup- 
ports a policy which calls for the successful prosecution 
of the war.” 
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Rep. George E. Brown, Jr., Calif., was the only one to 
vote against the bill July 20; 393 voted yea. “To a 
world that needs food and education and health,” said 
Rep. Brown, “and a vision of peace and justice under 
law, we flaunt the hardware of the greatest military 
concentration in human history. And we say to them, 
‘This is what you need: We will give you all the guns 
and tanks and airplanes you want. Use them to prop 
up the status quo—to keep the revolutionaries in their 
places. This will maintain security! ” 


The Draft. Congress continues to debate the pros and 
cons of the draft law, which is due to expire in mid- 
1967. The House Armed Services Committee recently 
issued “An Interim Report’ on their hearings to date, in 
which the Committee said it was deferring judgment on 
a variety of congressional recommendations until early 
next year. Ask your congressman to send you a copy 
of the House hearings and report.

Human Rights at Home 


The House approved a modified version of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1966 on August 9, by a 259 to 157 roll 
call vote. Efforts to strike the most controversial sec- 
tion of the bill—the fair housing provisions—were 
defeated, but the coverage of the housing title was re- 
duced. Under the revised wording, real estate brokers 
will be allowed to handle discriminatory listings for 
individual homeowners and small apartment house 
operators. This will reportedly exempt 60% of U.S. 
housing from coverage of the bill. The amendment 
was adopted, 237 to 176. 


Other sections of the bill would: prohibit discrimina- 
tion in selection of juries; provide stiffer penalties for 
acts of violence to persons pursuing their civil rights; 
and empower the Attorney General to bring suit to 
desegregate public schools and other public facilities 
without waiting for complaints from parents or other 
aggrieved persons. 


Also on the Domestic Front. Neither House has yet 
taken action on the $1.75 billion anti-poverty budget 
for 1967. The House is expected to take up the bill in 
August; it is still in a Senate Labor and Public Welfare 
Subcommittee. 


Following a 314 hour closed session debate July 14, the 
Senate defeated a Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
attempt to add three of its members to the “watchdog 
committee” which oversees the CIA. A resolution in- 
troduced by Sen. J. W. Fulbright, Ark., to establish a 
nine-member Committee on Intelligence Operations 
was defeated 61-28. 


Five capital punishment bills have now been introduced 
in the House and one in the Senate. The Senate bill, 
S. 3646, introduced July 25 by Sen. Philip Hart, Mich., 
and 9 others would abolish the death penalty for all 
Federal crimes. (Resource material on capital punish- 
ment may be obtained by writing to Friends Committee 
on Legislation of Northern California, 2160 Lake St., 
San Francisco, Calif. 94121. ) 
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Quakers—in the Congressional Record. “The historic 
concern of the Friends for the cause of peace is a tra- 
dition to which they have held for many years. In 
wartime they have furnished from their ranks ambu- 
lance drivers, medics, and other workers whose mis- 
sion has always been that of healing rather than join- 
ing in the hurt of actual combat. In peacetime they 
have been a powerful force, far beyond their numbers, 
for the development of relief to the needy places of the 
world. It might be expected, therefore, but it is none- 
theless significant, that this general conference (Cape 
May ) should express its deep concern for the conduct 
of our policies in Vietnam.” These were part of In- 
diana Senator Vance Hartke’s remarks in the Senate 
July 27 when he inserted in the Congressional Record 
the statement adopted by the Cape May Conference in 
response to the bombing of oil depots in Hanoi and 
Haiphong. The statement included a telegram and a 
“minute” to the President expressing anguish over the 
bombing and setting forth six possible steps to end the 
wat The telegram was signed by 697 persons from 
states. 


In Your Own Back Yard. The need for work in the 
Congressional Districts during the campaigns this 
summer and fall continues to grow. The President 
said at a June 18 news conference that “In recent 
primaries not one candidate for Congress was able to 
make opposition to the resistance of aggression in 
South Vietnam a successful position.” FCNL files at 
that time showed that ten critics of the President’s 
position had won nominations. Write FCNL for a list- 
ing of the 44 opponents of the current Vietnam policy 
who are still in the running. 


Agency for Peace. “(A ) few years ago the United States 
was heading on a direct collision course with Russia,” 
said Rep. Charles Bennett, Fla., in the House June 29, 
but “. . . Instead of moving closer toward a nuclear 
holocaust we see Russia using more and more the ideas 
of capitalism . .

agreed on a test ban treaty, a hot-line telephone, and 
many other peace directed ideas. ... Our Nation seems 
now headed on a direct collision course with Red China. 
... What can we do about it? What can we do to give 
us further tools for peace with China and all other 
nations? .. . I believe the United States needs a dra- 
matic and fresh approach to peace. .. . I believe we 
should establish a U.S. Agency for World Peace.” 


“Merchants of Death.” “Over the past fifteen years, the 
United States has given or sold to other countries some 
$35 billion worth of military assistance as part of our 
foreign aid,” said Sen. Eugene McCarthy, Minn., in the 
Saturday Review July 9. “. . . Supplying non-nuclear 
arms has become a major activity—not only for the 
modern merchants of death of for illegal gunrunners. 
but for the governments of the major industrial coun- 
tries... . Today the United States is the world’s leading 
producer and supplier of arms... . 


“The principal purpose of most military aid, whether 
it be in the form of grants or sales, is, of course, to 
strengthen recipient countries against Communist ag- 
gression and subversion. . . Second, supplying arms 
opens the way to [U.S.] influence on the military and 
also on the political policies of the recipient countries. 
... The third reason for increasing arms sales... is 
financial and budgetary. Our balance of payments de- 
ficit is, in large measure, the result of military expendi- 
tures overseas... .” Reprints of the Senator’s article 
are available from FCNL at 10¢ each.

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PROPOSAL FOR A NATIONAL STUDENT STRIKE FOR PEACE

Over the past two years tens of thousands of students have engaged in some form of 
anti-war activity. With a good deal of consistency efforts to organize student oppo- 
sition to the war in Vietnam have met with success, Sentiment against the war, 
against university cooperation with the Selective Service system, and/or university 
participation in war-research projects is strong and growing, All too often we have 
underestimated the opposition, and underestimated the numbers of students willing 
to do something against the war, We have also underestimated the depth of the 
sentiment and the militant if not radical actions students are willing to take against 
the war, 


There are many campuses with only fledgling peace groups, and others where no 
organized peace forces exist, We have built large movements on a number of very 
important campuses, One of the major problems facing the student movement today 
is how to give new direction and strength to the student movement where it already 
exists, and how to begin the process of organizing on campuses where the move- 
ment is weak or non-existent, We need then to both broaden and deepen the student 
anti-war movement, There are at least two things required to achieve this: (1) to 
talk to students about the war, and the effects of the war on their lives = i,e, the 
draft, the corruption of education when universities are used to research new and 
refined techniques for killing; the degeneracy and destruction of ideals by a war 
such as the one being waged against the people of Vietnam, (2) We need a nationally 
co-ordinated student action to give focus and direction to the movement, as well as 
making it possible for students who are organizing on campuses with a small move- 
ment to feel a part of a national action, and less isolated. The primary object is to 
develop a militant, effective and broad united demonstration against the war com- 
mensurate with the escalation, cruelty and aggressive character of American 


foreign policy, 


It is from such an estimate of student sentiment and confidence in students to re- 

spond, a general analysis of the present campus state of affairs, and the desire to 
mobilize the academic community against the war that the proposal for a National 
Student Strike for Peace is made, 


Many of the left student organizations are now discussing fall campus activity, SDS 
has several ideas for organizing a national student referendum on the war, and ac- 
tions against the draft. Some people have suggested making all of November a 
Month of Protest, None of the proposals for either local actions, or for a number 
of nationally co-ordinated efforts, seem to me to be mutually exclusive, In fact, 
each would help to build and strengthen the others, The strike is proposed for the 
Spring, 1967, 


NATURE OF A STUDENT STRIKE 


The measure of success for a strike would be the cumulative effect of students (and 
faculty) all over the country responding on the same day to ACT against the war, 
Therefore, the success of the strike is not the absence of people from the univer- 
sity, but the active and positive actions of students and others in the academic 
community, If 'only' 10% of the students participated in the strike -- i.e. 550, 000, 
it would be, I think, a tremendous success. When was the last time that anything 
approaching that number of people from one cpmmunity nationally has been moved 
to act in unison? The tactics for each area and/or college should be devised by the 
local coalition planning the action, and tactics would be as varied as the level of 
political development differs nationally. We could expect to run the gamut of tactics 
from a teach-in, to a referendum to a picket-line to etc,,.A group of colleges close 
to each other might decide to have one joint protest. There are many possible com-~ 
binations, The strike should allow for maximum flexibility and initiative by local 
groups, 


The emphasis of the political content of the strike should be on the war as it affects 
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the university and education, which of course goes to a dialogue on the nature of 
this particular war, This is merely a suggestion, and demands and program should 
be formulated by a meeting representative of all endorsing and sponsoring organi- 
zations, However, the strong feeling it seems to me on a whole number of cam- 
puses is on questions of war-research projects, CIA undercover operations and 
projects, military recruiting, ROTC training, the draft, and the general militari- 
zation of educational institutions, 


SPONSORSHIP, ENDORSEMENT, PARTICIPATION 


Sponsorship should come from any and all organizations from the university com-~ 
munity, In addition to national groupings which now comprise the main section of 
the present student anti-war movement, we should seek sponsorship from religious 
student organizations (or the formation of an AD HOC Committee of religious stu- 
dent groups), from faculty peace committees, local student governments, etc. 
Approaches in local areas could be made to all political and social groups into 
which students are organized -- the Young Democrats, the glee club, the hiking 
club, ski clubs, the Sierra clubs forcing them to confront the war and as a group 
make a decision for or against the strike, We should make approaches to living 
groups -= perhaps on a given campus this or that dormitory or co-op would sup-~ 
port the strike, In the very organizing process the dialogue on the war could in- 
volve groups we have never before approached, 


Endorsements for the strike (and possible supporting actions) should come from 

every conceivable corner of the non-academic community, e.g. churches, the 

civil rights movement, trade unionists for peace (and in some local areas perhaps 

even some unions), Women for Peace, American Friends Service Committee, in- 

_ dependent election campaigns, e.g. Scheer for Congress now called the Community 

for New Politics, and prominent individuals, e.g. Scheer, Ted Weiss, Don Duncan, 

oe Spock, Deutcher, Muste, King (as a Nobel Peace Prize winner), Julian 
ond, etc, | 


In terms of participation then, what is desired is the widest possible sponsorship 
and endorsement with a great many national organizations participating in the 
building of the strike, To achieve a strike what is required is the united coopera- 
tive strength of the student organizations, and the movement's support, Of great 
importance as well, is the ability of each organization to be able to maintain itself, 
its own program and identity while joining in the strike effort. One might add here 
that the strike is not necessarily limited to Junior College, college and university 
students. It is conceivable that large numbers of high school students could partici- 
pate, specifically on issues with which they have special concern, But as the main 
discussion so far has been on the college level, the possibility of high school par- 
ticipation is mentioned, but not developed. Ideas on this would have to come from 
the high school students themselves. 


Very briefly I sketched some thoughts on the student strike, A copy of the brochure 
calling for a meeting to plan the strike is enclosed, If, within the next few weeks a 
number of people from various sections of the academic community will sign the 
call for a meeting in Chicago during the Christmas recess, the call will be printed, 
with the signatures, and mailed and distributed as widely as possible, As of now 
the call has not been printed. I wish to emphasize that these ideas represent a 
personal conception of a student strike, and by no means are definitive. I sought to 
fulfill the request of a number of people in the N,C,C, and SDS, and I set down my 
ideas on the strike to further discussions on it, throughout those organizations and 
among many other groups and individuals. It is in that spirit that this position 
paper was written.

The Liberal Alternative 


Faced with an actual social uprising in Vietnam, and a potential one 
in the Dominican Republic, the American ruling class and its political 
spokesmen have been split into two camps. The dominant group, which 
controls the government, is applying undisguised military force. A sec- 
ond group, the more sophisticated wing of the bourgeoisie, opposes this 
military orientation in whole or in part. This group is exemplified by 
Senator Greuning, one of the heroes of the non-radical left. 





SENATOR GREUNING AND THE VIETNAMESE 


Senator Greuning is against the Vietnamese war. But Greuning is even 
more against the Vietnamese Revolution. His aims are the same as John- 
son's, but he seeks to gain them by other means. He thinks the present 
policy of the government is in the long run disastrous for American 
capitalism. By pushing the Vietnamese people into the arms of Peking, 
the U.S. will lose its base in Asia. The effect will also be, he be- 
lieves, to harden up Moscow. These views are explicitly stated in the 
Congressional Record of May 6, 10, and 12 of 1965. 


Nor is this view totally without substance. Given the politics of the 
Soviet and Chinese bureaucracies, and the political dependence on these 
bureaucracies of at least a substantial section of the South Vietnamese 
NLF (Vietcong) leadership, the diplomatic offensive is perhaps even more 
dangerous than the military one to the success of the Vietnamese revolu- 
tion. Twice, in 1945 and in 1954, the Vietnamese revolution triumphed 
militarily and controlled almost all of the country. Twice, first at 
Potsdam by agreement with Stalin, and again at Geneva by agreement with 
Moscow and Peking, all or part of the country was returned to imperialist 
hands. Thus there is a legitimate difference of opinion within the ru- 
ling class on the approach to revolutionary movements in the colonial 
areas. The effect is that of a "hard cop" and a "soft cop". But a cop is 
& COP. | 


Greuning was all cop in the Dominican Republic. The "Good Neighbor" 
advocate of the thirties supported the landing of the marines in 1965. 
This evolution is a graphic example of how the liberal wing of the es- 
tablishment may decry barbarism in general or specific barbaric acts, 
and yet is forced to go along with what proves necessary for the capi- 
talist system to maintain itself. The intervention in the Dominican 
Republic was not a mistake. For U.S. capitalism it was a necessity, be- 
cause arms had fallen into the hands of the popular masses. As the Am- 
bassador to the OAS from Brazil described it: "The Dominican state 
practically disappeared .. . and an entire disoriented population of 
adolescents and fanatics was taking up automatic arms." (Cong. Rece, 
May 12, 1965. Pg.9978) It is this justified fear of the masses that 
makes U.S. capitalism the friend of reactionary juntas throughout the 
world. 


THE LIBERAL DANGER 


The function of Liberalism in the present era of imperialist degen- 
eration is to put a good face on the capitalist system, and to maintain 
peoples* faith that the barbarism it employs is purely accidental or the 
result of mistakes by narrow-minded leaders. By building up a capitalist 
politician as a leader of a particular struggle against one incident of 
barbarism one justifies political ties with official liberalism. This is 
self-defeating, for Liberalism is also the main force which can get the 
masses behind the government*s policies. Far more important than the 
prestige that Liberal senators can give to a protest movement is politi- 
cal clarity. What is the cause of the underlying problem? What will it 
take to solve this problem? How do we implement this solution? Some 
people believe that we should concentrate on one issue at a time, and 
seek dissident Liberal support. This approach makes it necessary to 
gloss over basic problems of politics in order to maintain this issue- 
oriented alliance. Fundamental and pressing problems cannot be posed in 
the political mish-mash of ad hoc, pro-liberal politics. 


THE SOCIALIST ALTERNATIVE 


The course we call for is difficult. It means not sheltering in the 
shadow of respectable politicians like Morse and Greuning. It precludes 
invoking the Geneva Agreements or the sacred name of the U.N. We must 
realize that the war in Vietnam is a direct result of the capitalist 
system's reaction to social revolution in Vietnam. The working class 
not only does not have any interest in pursuing the war in Vietnam, but 
is made to pay its cost in many forms: with their lives, wage guide- 
lines, cutbacks in education, health and domestic reforms, increased 
taxes, etc. Of course this applies in even greater measure for the 
doubly oppressed Black and Spanish-speaking working classes. The way 
to end this war and its causes is through the class struggle; by re- 
lating the war to the problems of American working men and women, not 
abstract moral condemnation of the horrors of war. For those who wish 
to be part of the world-wide movement for national liberation and so- 
cial justice, there is no alternative. We must break with the Liberals 
and build a genuinely revolutionary movement in the United States,

The stated objectives of both sides add further to the confusion. Both the NLF and Hanoi are pledged to 
end the war if only the Geneva accords are lived up to. Johnson has proclaimed that the U.S. is fighting 
for the very same aim. So there we have it: both sides are pledged to negotiations but no negotiations 
take place; both sides claim to agree that a political solution to the war must be on the basis of the Geneva 
accords and yet the bloody war continues.

The Birth of the NLF ee 

It was not the failure of the imperialists to live up to their elections pledge which led to the present Pap SE 
struggle in South Vietnam.

The build-up by the U.S. presented a direct threat to the very security of North Vietnam as well as to ages re

Thus the essentially internal civil war now involves directly or indirectly the major world powers. How x Be 
then is the conflict toend? Clearly all involved realize that at one point or another it will end at the bar- : iia 
gaining table. Thus the constant talk of negotiations. It is the nature of the bargain to be made which moe 
is in dispute. Since neither side is willing at this point to either recognize the military supremacy of the ea 
other nor even a relative stalemate between the conflicting forces, the war goes on with increasing ade 
intensity.

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But to the bargaining table all parties will in time go. When they get there they will find the alterna- 
tive solutions open to them extremely limited. If we bar a complete military victory for the U.S. -- and 
the Vietnamese people will bar this -- then there is no alternative for the U.S. other than to accept in. fees. 
some form the present NLF proposals for a coalition ''interim' government in South Vietnam to be followed, a 
of course, by those good old elections -- the ones that will never be held. 


Why the U.S, Opposes NLF Proposals : oe 
_A coalition between the NLF and capitalist parties in South Vietnam could only take place on the me . Ae 4 
basis of capitalist relations being maintained in the country. Certainly one cannot expect capitalists to ee ae 2a 
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participate in their own funeral and this is not what the NLF has proposed. It asks only that the govern- 


ment be ''neutral''. Why then does the U.S. refuse the NLF proposals today? There are thres decisive 
factors -- the strength of the NLF among the people of South Vietnam; the absence of any alternative 
base for the rallying of conservative and capitalist forces in the country; and the growing dependence 
of the NLF on the North Vietnamese combined with the obvious dominance of China and North Vietnam 
in the area. Under conditions of the disintegration of the capitalist forces, the internal popularity and 
strength of the Communist forces, the general dominance of these forces in the area, clearly the U.S. 
fears the evolution of a coalition government into a state of the North Vietnamese type in the East 


European fashion. 


In fact there is only one other alternative open to sucha coalition government, barring a genuine 
workers! revolution, and that is a military coup d'etat. Only if the NLF can be forced into a 
weakened and defensive position prior to the negotiations which set up a coalition government is it 
conceivable that the NLF will alllow a military dictatorship without a renewal of hostilities. And only 
then after years of demoralization of the revolutionary forces such as paved the way for Boumedienne 
in Algeria. The Vietnam war will end and a coalition government will in all probability be set up. But 
now the war continues and deepens and each side jockeys for power to determine who will dominate the 
country after the coalition government passes from the scene, for as certain as it will come into being 
so it will shortly pass out of existence. And those elections, guaranteed back in 1954, will not take place. 


Central Problems Remain 


Whatever the outcome of this conflict the central problems facing the Asian masses as well as the 
working people the world over will remain unsolved -- unless the working class intervenes independ - 
ently. It is precisely from this standpoint -- the standpoint of the Asian and world revolutions -- 
that we must judge the NLF a-d other allies. The line of the NLF on the Asian Revolution is clear 
enough. It is Stalin's old line of a bloc of four classes with the ''progressive'’ bourgeoisie and the rev- 
olution "in stages'' (first a democratic revolution in alliance with the bourgeoisie and at some later date, 
a socialist revolution.) It is precisely this policy of coalition politics with the national bourgeoisie which 
has led to defeat of the workers and peasants in three countries so far in the last year: Algeria, Indones- 
ia, and the Dominican Republic. In Algeria Ben Bella compromised with Bou medienne and the French 
imperialists, allowing the Algerian Revolution to stagnate. When Boumedienne chose to move against 
him the masses did nothing. The USSR supported Ben Bella to the end while the Chinese went so far 
as to support the right wing military takeover of Boumedienne. The NLF stood somewhere between 


China and the USSR. 


In Indonesia the PKI with China's support, backed Sukarno to the hilt as the representative par 
excellence of the progressive national bourgeoisie. Today Sukarno fronts for the military while the PKI 
is in rout, helpless under the blows of a bloody white terror, yet refusing to call upon the workers and 
peasants of Indonesia to struggle independently for power. : 





In the Dominican Republic the leftist working class forces conducted their struggle in alliance with 
Col. Caamano, Caamano in turn agreed to an interim regime headed by a rich businessman Garcia -Godoy 
and allowed the workers to be disarmed while U.S. troops policed the country. 


To understand the importance of these events just picture the position the U.S, would be in today if 
it was forced to fight the masses not only in Vietnam but also in Indonesia, Algeria and the Dominican 
Republic.’ The U.S. is only able to do what it is presently doing in Vietnam today because it is able to 
concentrate on Vietnam in isolation. Forced to struggle against the proletariat elsewhere in the world, 
it could not afford the military concentration it now has in Vietnam. But the international line of the 
NLF, the USSR and China isolates and thus weakens the struggle in Vietnam. 


The Role of the Advanced Countries 


We must add another aspect of the picture. Wecannot view the Asian revolution nor the colonial 
revolution as a whole -- in isolation. We must also discuss the struggle of the working class in the 
advanced countries. Just view the position the imperialists would be in if not only they had to face 
uprisings throughout the colonial world but serious struggles at home by their own working class. 
Again it is the "'official'' Communist Parties who betray these working class struggles in the metro- 
politan countries. Just look at France. Here the powerful Communist Party supported Mitterand 
in the election while Mitterand attacked DeGaulle -- for what? For being too critical of the U.S,! 
The Italian and British Communist Parties cheer on their French comrades and announce their own 
intention of commiting even greater betrayals at the first opportunity. 


We do not rule out a social transformation in South Vietnam on the East European or Chinese model. 
Nor is it guaranteed. We do say that the same line of the bloc of four classes and the stage theory of 
revolution has led to defeat for the masses elsewhere in the world. We stand for the unconditional 
victory of the National Liberation Front in Vietnam as we always stand with the workers and peasants 
no matter how misguided their leadership. Therefore we favor the defeat of American forces in 
Vietnam. Every assistance should be given the NLF without conditions. At the same time we are 
unconditionally opposed to the political line of the NLF, North Vietnam, China and the USSR, and 
we intend to struggle against every position which is not in the interests of the Sie aaa dele alata 


Our position will seem contradictory to some. But the world is full of contradictions. Those who 
seek simple solutions to a complex and changing reality are assured of only one thing -- they will

Who Believes the U.N, 


IS 200 Years Old? 


Most people believe the United Nations is an experiment begun 
only some 20 years ago. World Federalists believe that the 
successes and limitations of the UN parallel the experience of 
Americans nearly 206 years ago. Why? 


In 1789, when the American Constitution was drafted, thirteen 
states had been joined in a confederation for over ten years. 
It was a loose arrangement, with annual meetings of a Con- 
tinental Congress which could recommend but had no power 
to make law or enforce it on member states. The states them- 
selves were divided—agriculture in the south and industry in 
the north, money in the east and resources in the west. There 
were violent criticisms of some:states for their policy on slavery. 
Weird fluctuations in trade patterns occurred because there 
were different currencies in every state and no interstate eco- 
nomic institutions. States were unwilling to share the cost of 
maintaining the Confederacy and a mutual defense force had 
to be disbanded because agreement could not be reached on 
how to finance it. In short, virtually every problem now faced 
by the United Nations was present in the situation in America 
in 1789. 


What was the American solution? 


When the situation had become intolerable, a group of Ameri- 
cans from every state met to revise the structure of the Con- 
federacy. After a series of painful compromises, they created a 
Federation—limited central government of delegated powers, 
including the right to tax, to govern interstate commerce, to 
raise an army, to coin money and to settle disputes between 
states in a Supreme Court. This basic structure, almost with- 
out alteration, has successfully governed the United States of 
America for the nearly two centuries since then. 


Could the nations of our world do the same thing? 


World Federalists believe that nations inside and out of the 
United Nations can—indeed, must—take the step to World Fed- 
eration in order to survive and prosper. United World Feder- 
alists in the United States and the World Association of World 
Federalists affiliates in more than a score of countries are 
pressing for action on the part of states and individuals to make 
World Federation a reality. Such eminent persons as Dr. Brock 
Chisholm of WHO, Leopold Senghor, president of Senegal, 
Per Haekkerup, foreign minister of Denmark and Madame 
Indira Ghandi of India are World Federalists and work in our 
cause.

2 Scientists Denounce Evidence

Two scientists intimatély in- 
volved in making the atomic 
bomb swore yesterday that the 
key scientific evidence used to 
convict Julius and Ethel Rosen- 
berg and Marten Sobell of 
espionage in 1951 was worth- 
less. . 

The evidence is an alleged 
drawing of the cross-section of 
the atomic bomb that was ex- 
ploded over Nagasaki. David 
Greenglass, a chief Government 
witness, testified at the trial 
that he had given the drawing 
and about 12 pages of descrip-| 
tive data to the Rosenbergs in! 
September, 1945. The informa-' 
tion, was then purportedly 
turned over to the Soviet Union. 

Dr. Philip Morrison and Dr. 
Henry Linschitz, both of whom 
participated in the production 
and assembling of the bomb, 
filed affidavits yesterday in 
Federal Court in support of 
Sobell’s move for a new trial. 

’ The Rosenbergs were ex- 
ecuted in Sing Sing in 19533. 
Sobell is now beginning the 17th 
year of a 30-year sentence. He 
was convicted of espionage con- 
spiracy but did not receive the 
death penalty because he had} 
no part in atomic espionage. 


Castigated by Judge 


In sentencing the Rosenbergs, 
Federal Judge Irving R. Kauf- 
man, said 

“|. I believe your conduct 
in putting into the hands of the| 
Russians the A-bomb years be- 
fore our best scientists pre- 
dicted Russia would perfect the 
bomb has already caused, in my 
opinion, the Communist aggres- 
sion in Korea, with the result- 
ant casualties exceeding 50,000, 
and who knows but that mil- 
lions more of innocent people 
may pay the price of your trea- 
son. Indeed, by your betrayal, 
you have undoubtedly altered 
the course of history to the dis- 
advantage of your country.” 

Dr. Linschitz, professor of 
physical chemistry of Brandeis 
University, Waltham, Mass., 
said Judge Kaufman's state- 
ment “has no foundation in 
fact.” 

He said the sketch and sup- 
porting data allegedly passed 
by Greenglass to the Rosen- 
bergs was “to incomplete, am- 
piguous and even incorrect to be 
of. any service or value to the 
Russians in shortening the time 
required to develop their nu- 
clear bombs.”

Both scientists criticized the| 
deceive the court, 


testimony of the Government’s 
sole expert witness, John A. 
Derry, an electrical engineer 
who authenticated the Green- 
glass sketch and _ supporting 
descriptive data. Mr. Derry. was 
a liaison officer between Lieut. 
Gen. Leslie R. Groves, head of 
the Manhattan Project in charge 
of producing the bomb, and the 
Los Alamos Laboratory in New 
Mexico. 

Dr. Morrison said that he 
knew Mr. Derry in a casual way 
at Los Alamos and that “he had 
neither the scientific back- 


_ ground to equip him with know- | 


ledge of the design and con- 
struction of the atomic bomb, | 


nor was he closely associated | 


with the technical aspects of 
the project.” 

Alluding to the fact that Mr. 
Derry had testified that he had 
seen the bomb “many times,” 
Dr. Morrison said that if this 
were true, Mr. Derry should 
have said of the Greenglass 
sketch: “It did not look like 
that.” 

At the trial Mr. Derry testi- 
fied that on the basis of the 
sketch a scientist could per- 
ceive the actual construction of 
the bomb. 

In their petition yesterday, 
Sobell’s lawyers said: . 

“The Government fully knew 
that Derry was not an expert 
in this field competent to tes- 
tify, and they fully knew that 
the Greenglass testimony was 
false, grossly inaccurate, mis- | 
leading with significant and! 
vital omissions.” 

At the trial Judge Kaufman 
read to prospective jurors a 


proposed. witness list given to 
him by the Government. The list 
included Dr. J. Robert Oppen- 
heimer and Dr. Harold C. Urey, 
both of whom worked on de- 
veloping the bomb. However, 


| these scientists were not called 


and only Mr. Derry was pro-| 
duced to authenticate the al- 
leged sketch of the cross-sec- 


tion of the bomb. 

In their petition, Sobell’s 
lawyers said that Dr. Urey had 
authorized them to say that 
he had never been asked by 


Sobell’s lawyers said that 
the witness list was used to 
jury and 
defense attorneys by making 
it appear that any scientific 
material tendered by the Gov- 
ernment had been “verified and 
vouched for’ by Dr. Op- 
penheimer and Dr. Urey. 

Dr. Linschitz devoted much 
time in his affidavit in ridi- 
culing the “astonishing” con- 
cept “obsessively held” at the 
time of the trial that there was 
a “secret” or “key formula’, 
for the construction of the 
atomic bomb. 

“At the risk of being tedious,” 
he wrote, “it must be repeated, 
until it is definitely and finally 


| recognized, that the construc- 


tion of -an atomic bomb, assum- 
ing the generally widespread 
distribution of fundamental 
knowledge prevailing in, say, 
1941, involved no single ‘secret’ 
in the scientific sense. It did 
involve a highly complex set of 
technical tricks, devices and 
processes—combined, of course, 
with an immense and versatile 
industrial capability.” 


‘False Impression’ Charged 


Dr. Linschitz criticized the 
prosecution as well as Judge 
Kaufman for statements during 
the trial that “only ‘served to 
reinforce the dangerously false 
impression” that there was a 


“secret” that could be given 


away through a sketch, 

“It is not possible in any 
technologically useful way,” he 
wrote, “to condense the results 
of a $2-billion development ef- 
fort into a diagram, drawn by 
a high school graduate machin- 
ist on a single sheet of paper.” 

Greenglass, a machinist at

[Los Alamos, was only a high 


schoo] graduate. 

Both scientists alluded to Dr. 
Klaus Fuchs, one of Great 
Britain’s top men at Los Ala- 
mos, who confessed in 1950 ‘to 
giving atomic secrets to the 
Soviet Union. 

The essence of their remarks 
regatding Fuchs was that he 
was in a position to turn over 
important information to the 
Russians, 

Since Greenglass, and Harry 
Gold, another key Government 
‘witness, were said by the Gov-. 
ernment to have been in the 
Fuch’s spy apparatus the United 
States, the gist of the scien- 
tists’ statements was that the 
Greenglass sketch could have 
added nothing to what Fuchs 
was in a position to know. 

Calis ‘Data’ Worthless 

Thus, Dr. Linschitz wrote: 

“Even aS mere qualitative 
confirmation of Fuchs’ infor- 
mation, the Greenglass ‘data’ 
was worthless. ... Such ‘con- 
firmation’ as would be provided 
by tthe obviously amateurish 
and bungling sketches and de- 
scriptions here in question could 
play no appreciable role in ex- 
pediting the construction of So- 
viet bombs. 

The Government has two 
weeks in which to answer the 
Sobell petition, which makes a 
‘number of other charges to the 
effect that the trial was a 
|frame-up.

STATEMENT BY THE CALIFORNIA SOCIALIST WORKERS PARTY 


Californians are faced with a ballot contest in 1966 
that offers them no choice at all. 


Many who follow the policy of voting for the lesser 
evil find it difficult to decide who actually represents 
this evil: Brown, who has been putting his pro-war, anti- 
Negro and anti-student policies into effect — or Reagan, 
who threatens to work even harder at it. 


More and more Californians are deciding to break 
with the policy of the lesser evil in national and state 
politics. The experience of the 1964 election and John- 
son’s application of Goldwater’s war policies has con- 
vinced many that a new political movement must be built 
on a national scale in order to achieve any fundamental 
change in our society. 


But aside from the Black Panther movement in Ala- 
bama, there has been little effort put into the creation 
of new political organizations that could begin this pro- 
CeSS. 


In the absence of a mass movement in this direction, 
Or even outstanding figures who would lead in the con- 
struction of a new party, many anti-war and political 
activists have retreated into ‘‘issues campaigns’’ or into 
precinct work for ‘‘liberal-peace’’ Democrats. 


This type of activity has the positive effect of in- 
forming the public of the truth about Johnson’s criminal 
attack on Vietnam and his hypocrisy on the civil-rights 
and poverty issues. But it remains a struggle for reforms 
within the existing social system, even within the exist- 
ing political system, and can at best only ameliorate that 
system, not change it. 


Much of this work is being done in the election cam- 
paign by people who claim to know better — who say that 
the United States needs a fundamental social change and 
a mass anti-capitalist party to bring about the change. 
It is being done by people who agree that it is a mistake 
to agitate for reforms around the edges of a system while 
leaving the basic structure intact. 


The basic structure that must be attacked is the 
American corporate system — run by a relatively tiny 
class of men who own and control the corporate wealth 
of this country — run for the purpose of accumulating 
profit — run through political machinery widely flexible 
at the lowest levels of power and rigidly centralized at 
the top where decisions are made. 


The name of this system is capitalism, its foreign 
policy imperialism. Right now, to protect and extend its 
power, the American power structure is Carrying out a 
foreign policy of counter-revolutionary war, and a domes- 
tic policy aimed at shifting more of the costs of the war 
onto the backs of the working people. 


Whether these policies are sold by the Browns or 
the Reagans is not our problem. Nor does it help our 
goals of social change to support those liberal politicians 
who call for a modification of these policies. If we are 


serious about changing these policies and the system 
that produces them, we can only begin by telling the 
American people the truth about them. 


It is a matter of practical necessity that this simple 
fact be explained to the public: real social change begins 
with a thorough break with the Democratic and Republi- 
can parties. 


It is time to call a halt to lesser evil politics. It is 
time to start building a new political movement based 
upon the workers, minorities, students and poverty-strick- 
en of America. Those who are determined to make such 
a Start will understand that they begin with relatively 
small forces. But they must also know that such a new 
movement will have an attractiveness to the majority 
of Americans and that it will ultimately prove victorious. 


Every new political movement starts as a minority, 
even a small minority. The American revolutionists who 
challenged British rule two hundred years ago were tiny 
in numbers to begin with. But they won the majority to 
their views. The opponents of slavery and those who 
formed the Republican Party a hundred years ago were 
also a small minority. But they too won the majority and 
led the nation to the smashing of the slave system. 


Today we are confronted with another historical 
turning point, one which holds the future of all mankind 
in its hands. If a new movement is not built in time, if 
it does not succeed in replacing the present rulers of 
America in the commanding positions, there is a good 
possibility that a nuclear holocaust will resolve all the 


problems, past, present and future. 


Work toward a labor party, toward independent black 
political power organizations, toward Mexican-American 
and community anti-Democrat and anti-Republican clubs, 
are all practical steps in this direction. 


Another practical step is to extend the anti-war 
movement and a discussion of the Vietnam war and the 
system that produced it into the labor unions, into the 
minority communities, and among the soldiers and sailors 
who are now forced to carry out the war. 


Hivery advantage that can be taken of the public’s 
heightened political interest during the election campaign 
is a step forward. This is why the Socialist Workers 
Party is running a write-in campaign for governor in the 
election.

BACKGROUND 


The June primary elections in California demonstrated that in districts 
where "peace candidates" appeared and ran (usually against the opposition of 
regular Democrats) 30 to 48% of the voters were prepared to vote against the 
war in Vietnam, The peace vote seemed suddenly a force to be reckoned with, 
Our Democratic governor responded by vigorously supporting the war at the July 
Governors! Conference in Los Angeles, Thousands of anti-war demonstrators at 
the Conference threatening to oppose Brown's re-election did not deter the 
governor from openly siding with the war machine that runs our government, 


Or& July 3, a meeting of antiewar activists from Northern and Southern 
California, brought together by the July 4th vigil at the Los Angeles Colosseum, 
called for a state-wide conference to discuss independent political action, to 
be held late in August, | 


Californians for Liberal Representation undertook to call a state-wide 
conference, but ¥ot until late September, This late date precluded activities 
directed towards the November elections, Therefore, many of us decided to get 
to work at once, We called a meeting for August 8 to decide what kind of cam 
paign to launch, Since those of us who called the meeting had already con- 
sidered various proposals among ourselves (write-in, boycott, symbolic candidate) 
and were anxious to. get started, we allowed only one hour for presentation of 
proposals, then insisted on going on to implement the sentiments expressed 
at the meeting, 


Unfortunately, some at this meeting were unable to present their proposals 
adequately and others resented not hearing additional discussion, We did, how- 
ever, select a steering committee to discuss proposals further and report back 
_ to another general meeting, now scheduled for August 29, 


The steering committee has met twice and platform, campaign, and fund 
raising committees have been started, The short time ramaining before the 
November election and the absence of an apparant enthusiastic candidate for a 
write-in caused us to alter plans for November, It is our opinion that those 
of us who cannot support either gubernatorial candidate can still mount an 
effective campaign that will raise issues meaningfully, have some impact on the 
election, and launch a continent nee indepéndent political force,

He was almost beaten to death by prison guardse I, 
Ashton Jones, have newspaper pictures of this brutality» 


A short time after Simmons’ arrest, the three murders were confessed to by 
Donald E, Martin, MDe, of Texas. I have 16 newspaper stories reporting Martin's 
confession to Mexican police, Martin was an American War Veteran and had been in a 
mental hospital in Little Rock, Ark, He had been considered violently dangerouSe 
He threatened to kill his mother who visited him in a Mexican jail. Martin fitted 
Hilda's description of the murderers The MYSTERY remains - how and why the Ameri-~ 
can Consul secretly "RUSHED" Martin out of Mexico without investigation or triale 
He was taken out in a "STRAIGHT-JACIZTI" as he was violently insane. 


James Phelan, a reporter for the Saturday Evening Post,wrote an article in the 
Septe 21, 1963 Post end another 10-page article in May 1966 TRUE Magazine exposing 
the miscarriage of Justice in Simmons! case. You should read these articles in 
your library. Phelan spent 7 weeks in lexico; having all court records translated 
to him, talking to all Mexican authorities involved in this case, spent 100 hours 
with Simmons, then traveled 11,000 miles interviewing UeS. and Texas officials. He 
also interviewed Dr. Martin and from all I cen learn from his writings and personal 
interviews with him I am convinced Simmons is INNOCH"T. I believe thousands are 
so convinceds 





I have a copy of a 10=page letter addressed to Mr. Williem R, Jochimsen of 
our State Department, signed by Mr, McHenry Tschenore He is owner of KGBT Televi~ 
sion and Radio stationse They are affiliated with CBS and ABC networks, Harlingen, 
Texas, Mr. Tichenor has spent thousands of dollars and considerable time investi-~ 
gating Simmonst cases He has made several trips to talk with Simmons and has in- 
vestigated thoroughly about Dr. Martin, He believes Simmons is INNOCHIT and all 
evidence points to Dr. Martin as the "demented" killer. 


Phelan says: "The U.S. Consul General, John Killia, wrote Senator Yarborough 
of Texas, who tried to investigate Simmons case, a false alibi, that Dr. Martin, 
according to *Police Authorities', was nowhere near the scene the night of the 
murders and that Martin never confessed", Killia said: ‘Harry Hargis gave him 
this report. Hargis was transfered to Korea immediately after he (Pheian) oxposed 
the casée Fhelan talked to Hargis over trans-Pacific telephone and Hargis denied 
having given such a report to Killea. Thomas IMenn, Ambassador to Mexico, ordered an 
investigation of Dr. Martin's quick exit out of Mexico and that Dre Martin confessed 
the murders, lr. Boster handled the investigation for the State Devartmente Two 
reports were turned in and classified "secret". No one was allowed to see them, but 


Phelen, through secret help, got to read both reportse They sustained the false ali- 
bi given Senator Harboroughe 


We ovidencs was introduced at trial pointing to Simmons’ guilt such as finger 
prints, ballistic data or corroborative testimony of other witnesses. The only evi-~ 
dence against him was the testimony of two Mexican prostitutes Simmons gave a ride 
as they were hitchhiking on the highway. He rode them five minutes. Fhelan says 
he tape-recorded a statement from a photographer that the two girls hed "“purjured" 
themselves when they said, as witnesses at the trial: "Simmons had guns in his car's 
They said they, "did this at the instruction of Mexican officials". 


Terrance WW, McGarry in a UPI article printed in Simmons' home newspaper, The 
Fort Worth, Texas Press, June 20, '66 says: "we arranged for Simmons to be released, 
if he would plead GUILTY. His sentence would be reduced and since he has already 
been in prison for several years he would be eligible for parole. The deal was worked 
out behind closed doors; but we finally worked it out. The State Department has 
taken cuite a beating on Simmons! case and when we did have something worked out that 


would have FREED him he wouldn't take it”. 


Simons! letter tome, .. %. July 1h, '66 affirms that he, perhaps, could 
have his vhysical freedom from prison but not INNER FREEDOM OF CONSCIEICE.~ "I am ene 
tirely innocent and not even to save my mortal life would I confess to a crime I 
didn't commite This morning a Secretary from the Nuevo Leon Supreme Court came out to 
inform me that my young, alert American attorney, lr. Demis Frederickson, would not 
be permitted to represent me before the Court. He wanted me to sign for the Supreme 
Court to appoint me a Mexican lawyer. I cannot trust them, so I refused. IJ was in- 
formed that the Mexican authorities would NOT like any publicity on their rejection. 
The atmosphere was of a 'hush«hush' nature and I got the impression they were doing 
something they should not be doinge I want the Americm people informed about what 
is happening." 


Phelan: "The reason the State Department does not come to grips with Simmons’ 
case is that to do so would require them to admit gross blunders which they committed 
in refusing to help Simmons and the way they conspired with the Mexican government to 
get Dre Martin out of Mexico, 


Simnons' mother: "I spent 2 years in lonterrey, and the Mexican people from the 
richest to the poorest were wonderful to me and to my sone Even the governor told me 
he always felt my son was IM!OCLINT. But it seems everyone is afraid of someone else". 


I talked with Dennis Frederickson and greatly admire him. He has spent hundreds 
of his dollars in Simmons' behalf. Ue is willing to continue volunteering his tal- 
ents and timee Besides two former trips he is again (9/6/66) in Monterrey at the 
"hearing of a petition for Simmons! full pardon". In conferences with Mexican and the 
U.S, Consulate, Dennis was told the petition would be denied. Only public opinion and 
financial help can win Simmons! freedom, the same as it kent me from having to spend 
18 months in prison on the "Disturbing Divine ‘iorship" case. The American Civil Libe 
erties Union is serving as the receiver for whatever funds are contributed to help

RALLY TO PROTEST ARREST OF UCLA STUDENTS 


On Monday, Sept. 5, cight studonts, six of thom from UCLA, 
were arrested for "loitcring" at Union Station. The students wore 
attompting to discuss the war in Victnam with GI's and Civilians. 
Without warning thoy wore suddenly arrested and taken to tho LA 
central jail. A UCLA graduate student was attackod by police 
while other officers commentcd adverscly on the racial and religious 
make-up of the group, to the cffect that they were all cither 
"forcigners" or "Jows". 

The students wore excercising their right of free spocch. The 
right to loaflet in a publicly-used, though privatcly-owned, place 
has bo n guarante:d by the California courts. 

GI's and civilians have tho right as citizens to discuss with 
each othor their country's forcign policy. Today in Fort Dix, 

New Jersey, three GI's , PFC. Jamcs Johnson, Pvt. Dennis Mora, 

and Pvt. David Samas--known as the Fort Hood Throc-- are being 
courtmartialed. Thoy have refused to follow an officer's ordors 
to board a planc for Victnan bocause thoy doclare they will not 
fight in an "immoral, illogal, and unjust" war. The GI's state 
that as citizens they have the right to test the constitutionality 
of an undcclarcd war. 

During their lcafleting, the students were not urging sorvice- 
men to disobey any military ordcor but only to excorcisc their right 
to think for thomselves and come to their own conclusions about 
the war.

YOUR CONSTITUTIONAL AND LEGAL LEAFLETING RIGHTS 
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- PUBLIC DISTRIBUTION 0: PRINTED MATTER 


It is permissable to leaflet on any public sidewalk, shopping center or 
market parking lot, as long as leafleters do not harrass or otherwise 
interfere with pedestrians. Passageways may not be physically obstructed, 


nor may verbal coercion be employed. : 


Since the point of leafleting is to reach the public with friendliness 
and information, thé law is entirely in accord with the approach which 
is most effective. Offer material pleasantly, but do not interfere 
with or offend the people whom you wish to influence. 


2. IN PUBLIC BUILDINGS 


There are certain limitations regarding distribution of literature in 
lobbies of public hotels and other buildings and schoolgrounds. But 
generally it is all right to leaflet unless some authority requests you 
to leave. If you do not want to make a court case of it, it is better 
to leave in a polite and lady-like manner. 


3. DISTRIBUTION 


there are no anti~litter or prior censorship of materials ordinances which 
would stand up in a court, according to both state and federal Supreme © 
Court rulings. So, sidewalk leafleting and the placing of material on | 
car windshields are within your right. You also have a right to place 
material on public bulletin boards in the markets, etc. No one has the 
right to make you submit your material for their approval (censorship) 

in advance of leafleting. | | 


4. POLICE OFFICERS 


If an officer of the law questions your right to leaflet, interferes, or 
tries to intimidate you, give him your name but no other information. 
INSTEAD, ask him for his name, his badge and license numbers and ask him 
who ordered him to approach you, stating that you are simply exercising 
your rights as an American citizen. Tell him that you want this informa- 
tion for your attomey and show him your attorney's card. (te suggest 
that you always have both an attorney's card and the information sheet 
Yegarding your rights in your purse.) If an officer persists in his 
demands for information, demand to know just what the charge is under 
Section 81 of the Penal Code. Let him know that you know he is commit- 
ting a misdemeanor if he refuses to tell you. ee o |

_ RIGHT-T0-PICKET SUIT SUPPORTED BY ACLU 


ACLU attorneys filed a friend of the court brief on May 23 in support of 
the right of a labor union to picket in front of a store in a privately 


owned shopping center. 


The brief, filed in California Second District Court of Appeal on behalf 
of Bakery and Confectionary Workers Union, Local No. 31, appeals a Los 
Angeles Superior Court order granting an injunction prohibiting the union 
from picketing a store in the shopping center owned by the Schwartz- 
Torrance Investment Corp. : 


The ACLU brief directs itself to the following question: "May the owner of 
a shopping center, which is open for business to the general public, pro- 
hibit peaceful picketing by a labor union on sidewalk used by the public 
in front of a store which leases from the owner, with which store the union 
has a labor dispute?" 


Lionel Richman, ACLU attorney, contends "The maked title. to the real property 
has never been the touchstone to determine when a guest becomes a trespasser 
and when free speech may be restricted." He cites the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling in the case of Marsh v. Alabama, where a town owned by the Culf 
Shipbuilding Corp. tried to prevent Jehovah Witnesses from ever coming on 

the streets of the town. | 3 

= Case May Prevent Action 

The court said, "We do not agree that the corporation's property interests 
settle the question, The state urges in effect that the corporation's right 
to control the inhabitants of the town is coextensive with the right of a 
homeowner to regulate the conduct of his guests. We cannot accept the 
contention. Ownership does not alvays mean absolute dominion. The more 

an owner, for his advantage, opens up his property for use by the public 

in general, the more do his rights become circumscribed by the statutory 
and constitutional rights of those who use it.!! 


Justice Frankfurter, in a concurring opinion suggested that although title 
to property might control property relations it did not control issues of 
civil liberty. © | ‘ | : = = 33%

Statewide Conference on Power and Politics : 


Presented by: Californians for Liberal Representation (South) 


I PROPOSAL: In the November elections, we should concentrate support for those 
Congressional and Legislative candidates who represent our issues 


viewpoint and who face serious opposition. 


We believe candidates earn our support on the basis of their commitment to 
progressive positions on the crucial issues. Realistically taking into account 
the limited resources of the liberal community, we should be selective and 
concentrate our money end manpower on those races where a candidate takes an 
Sonbed position on Vietnam, community participation in anti-poverty programs, 
welfare rights, right to dissent, etc. and where that eandidate faces stiff 
opposition, 


We believe the participants in this conference should utilize their strength to 
help insure the election of those outstanding Congressmen and Assemblymen, as 
well as several non-incumbents, who take courageous stands on the issues and who 
need support, It would be a defeat of the greatest magnitude, for example, if 
the most consistent Vietnam critic in the House of Representatives, Congressman 
George Brown, Jr., were not re-elected, (He faces strong Republican opposition, ) 


In electoral work, CLR believes we should have a& a major goal not only the 
election of the candidate but also the strengthening of the liberal coalition 
that surrounds each candidate and the strengthening of district grass-roots 
organization, A statewide coalition of single- and multi-issue movements will 
have political strength only insofar as it reflects strength at the district 
level, The important local campaigns before us provide an opportunity for 
realizing all these goals. A concentration of our efforts now, in contrast to 
dissipation of energy and resources in actions not primarily district-oriented, 
will help lay the groundwork for '67 and 168, 


Ameng several candidates who have taken advanced positions on the issues in 
Southern California, the following most urgently need our support because of 
the nature of their district and/or the strength of their opponent: 
Representative George Brown, Jr., Candidate for Congress Laurence Sherman, 
Assembly Candidates Yvonne Brathwaite and David Roberti. 


II PROPOSAL: We organize a mass statewide lobby to take place during the 
opening days of the State Legislature in Sacramento. 


A massive lobby in Sacramento, effectively organized statewide, might include 
demands for improved welfare programs, farm workers legislation, repeal of the 
anti-riot law, programs for conversion to peacetime preduction, repeal of loyalty 
oaths, opposition to University tuition fees, increased federal funds for state 
programs, state action on police brutality, etc. Comprised of activists from 
all these fields of interest, such a lobby would have tremendous impact in 
demanding legislative and executive attention to the real needs of Californians.

The lobby would provide a focal point for cooperative action between the many issues 
movements, individuals and organizations. It would also help lay the foundation 
for the 1967 municipal campaigns, In the municipal elections, we have the greatest 
opportunity for developing grass roots campaigns <= providing the important move= 
ments in each area take early action to pinpoint the issues on which they will 
judge candidates, seek out truly representative candidates and mount effective 
campaigns for their election, 


iiI FROPOSAL: We start now to organize a 1968 Peace and Freedom Presidential 


Delegation. (Peace and Progress?, Peace and Prosperity?) 


Cne problem of the progressive movement is the fragmented nature of the coalition 
and the tendency toward "ad hoc" efforts that lack continuity, The effort to place 
on the ballot, and elect, our Presidential delegation would provide political focus 
for our activities from now through the summer of 1968. At the same time, it pro= 
vides a wide-open vehicle for cooperation between the greatest variety of issues 
interest groups -=- the peace movement, civil rights activists, Mexican American 

and Negro organizations, welfare rights groups, labor activists » students, senior 
citizens, etc. -- people who have always been under=represented in past Presidential 
delegations, 


The Presidential Primary is a political mechanism which we can and should use and it 
is a mechanism not alien to the voters, In California we have a tradition of 
opposition slates, for example, the pensioners delegation under George McLain 

which appeared on the Democratic ballot. On a national scale ,» the Mississippi 
Freedom Democratic Party delegation which fought to be seated at the 196 Democratic 
Convention gained national attention and their struggle was the dramatic and 
Significant action of the convention. 


The slate of delegates would be selected by people concerned with issues on the 
basis of a platform. The development of a full-blown and meaningful platform would 
require workshops, conferences, and perhaps conventions up and down the state, 
involving the maximum number of people. In contrast to the usual hand-picked 
delegations to National Conventions, this effort by the liberal and progressive 
movements of our state would represent a great step forwerd in the democratic 
process. The projection of such a delegation enables us to discuss with a variety 


of organizations and movements the need for cooperative action to meet our varied 
interests and needs, 


The advance work <= developing the platform, choosing the delegates by democratic 
process, collecting the nominating signatures -= would lay the groundwork for the 
final campaign -= winning voter support for our platform and our representative 
delegation, The number of delegates and alternates would be something over 300, 
allowing considerable room for the most truly representative delegation from 
California. Under the election code, the delegation may be committed to a particu= 
lar Presidential candidate or may be uncommitted and would appear on the ballot 
under the Chairman's name. Political events will determine the final nature of the 


delegation but the groundwork must be done early if we are to have maximum politicd. 
strength and impact,

CLR believes that organization must always be tied to action -- electoral action 
and/or issues action. An attempt to build organization for the sake of organization 
will divert and dissipate energies and resources around structural problems when 
the prime need is for action on the issues, 


In addition, failure to tie organization to action will tend to disunite rather 
than to unite the important movements in our state, This seoms inevitable because 
the variety of issues movements and organizations will be reiuctant to encourage 
their supporters to unite under an undefined banner as, for example, in a new 
statewide membership organization, 


Cn the other hand, there is the greatest possibility for united action if these 

same groupings are encouraged to work cooperatively together around specific stated 
issues actions and/or election campaigns, We must preserve and nurture the vitality 
and independence of the various movements which could participate in an effective 
coalition «= i.e., the California Democratic Council, Mexican American Political 
Assn., Negro Political Association of California, Women Strike for Peace, New 
Politics organizations, SANE, National Farm Workers Assn., Young Democrats, American 
Civil Liberties Union, CORE, welfare rights groups, student groups, etc., etc. 

The potential for a broad coalition of these and other movements exists ony if 
such movements, individuals and organizations feel that cooperation with others in 
a flexible statewide structure will enhance their own strength, their own program, 
If instead a statewide structure which is too rigid and premature seems to challenge 
these groupings and compete for the loyalties of their supporters, we will defeat 
our purpose, | 


Therefore, CLR proposes that the Statewide Conference should take those organiza~ 
tional steps that are necessary to carry out the mandate of the Conference on 
specific issues and electoral action. Organization and action going hand in hand 
in this manner will kelp develop a new style of politics in California -- devoted 
to the needs of our people and sufficiently flexible to encompass all those indivi~ 
duals, organizations and movements (new and old) who need to gain greater political 
power to achieve their goals. 


We propose the Conference select a representative Continuations Committee -- small 
enough to be workable and large enough to be representative -- which will be 
charged with implementing the action decisions of the Conference, It may be 
preferable to allow for some expansion of the Cn::tinuations Committee to allow 
representation of interested moverents or organizations not present at the 
conference. If we proceed in this manner, we believe the action decisions of 

the Conference will not be left "on paper" but will be energetically implemented.

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YOUTH RIGHTS 


THE DRAFT 


This conference believes that the free and unfettered 
exercise of civil liberties cannot be in‘conflict with 
national security and that too often the cry of nation- 
al security has been used as an excuse for the needless 
denial of legitimate freedoms. We further believe that 
a society does not have the right to compel its members 
to kill or put them under forced service of any kind. 
Rather than granting the power to government to declare 
a state of national danger or a need for a national 
service, and then instructing its citizens to act, the 
people themselves must perceive the need and act accor- 
dingly. If they do nat act then either the situation 
does not warrent it or the society does not want it. 
This conference therefore advocates the abolition 

of the present selective service system and opposes 

in general any system of forced service to the govern- 
ment and further recommends and supports non-violent 
resistance to the present draft system. 


In a program to repeal the current selective service 
laws the Conference recommends that: Students develop 
anti-draft organizations and young people express 
their sentiments on and off campuses. 


18 YEAR OLD VOTE 


People between the ages of 18-21 inherit several 
responsibilities from society and yet have no 
avenue toparticipate in the democtatic process of 
the system. We call for lowering the voting age 
in California to 18. 


It is recommended that: 


1. Interested citizens work with youth groups 
like USYC (United States Youth Council) and 
United States National Student Association 
to lower the voting age. 


2. Work be coordinated within groups on a state- 
wide level to place the issue of voting 
ooee on a state constitutional ballot in 
19600. 


3. Interested persons involve their communities 
yin writing to state senators and assemblymen 
for initiative in sué@frage reform 


ORGANIZATIONAL PROPOSAL 


This first conference will, it is hoped, result in a general 
agreement on the need for a new statewide organization of 
some kind, as a channel and focus for the political power 
represented. There will, however, be little time er ability 
to thrash out in the course of this meeting the difficult 
problems concerning the kind, nature and purpose of the new 
organization. Thus, this proposal is for a very loose tent- 
ative structure, which can serve until a specific meeting 

is held to actually create the new organization. That temp- 
orary organization should have the fellowing functions and 
structure: | 


FUNCTIONS: 

Ll. To continue liason between people and organizations present 
or represented at the conference (probably as the distribution 
of an irregular newsletter, and other material). 


2. To prepare and call for a future statewide meeting specifi- 
cally to deal with the creation of the new organization, Its 
preparation should be in three areas: 

a. The form and structure of the organization. 

b. The program (electoral and/or otherwise. 

c. The platform or principles, advance planning, circula- 

tion of papers, etc., are vital in all three areas. 

3. The coordination of statewide programs decided upon at 
this conference, pending the date of the later conference. 


STRUCTURE: 

With the foregoing in mind, it is suggested that the temporary 
organization be as follows: A 15 man planning committee (or 

any number decided by the Conference) to be known as the California 
Cordinating Committee for a New Politics ( Minority Report, 

the name should be, Interim Planning Committee for New Politics) 
should be elected by the delegates at the last plenary session. 


It should be given: she authority to raise the necessary funds 
for the above 3 functions, and should be directed to call the 
future statewide conference on organization in March of 1967 
in Sacremento, preferably early enough so as to retain an 
ability to affect the April 1967 municipal elections to be 
held in various parts of the state). The planning conference 
shall prepare for and call regional, area, or CD conferences 
at which the form, structure, program and platform of the 
new organization will be submitted. Suggestions from these 
conferences shall be sent to the planning committee and the 
Statewide conference. The terms of office of the members of 
the planning committee will expire at the time of the State- 
wide conference. 


REPORT ON PROPOSALS ON ELECTORAL ACTION 


The Electoral Action Representative Committee submits the 
following report and recommendations to the Conference. 


1. The 1966 election 

A. The conference should take a formal position on the 
1966 Gubernatorial Election (a minority recommends 
that we take no formal position.) 

B. The conference should refuse to endorse either guberna- 
torial candidate, explaining why it is taking this 
action. There was no majority sentiment as to the 
form the statement should take; the following sug- 
gestions all received sufficient support to present 
to the floor as minority positions: 
bX A critique of both candidates_on e issues: 

é are_dissatisfied with Brown, but will not 
engage in attive opposition to the Brown cam- 
paign because of-(a)-the_"Right Wing" danger, 
presented _ by Reagan and/or (b)}-a_desire to 
create unity among the participants 4 7e—con= 
Pérence. 

C. A minority of the committee felt that the conference 
should oppose both Brown and Reagan by either an 
active boycott or a write-in campaign. 

D. The committee reports that active support of gover- 
nor Brown received no votes, but several delegates 
reported minority support in their discussion groups 
for the Governor's campaign. 

E. The committee recommends that each participant work 
for those candidates on the State and Local level 
who are in substantial agreement with the issues 
acted upon at this conference. 

F, The committee reports that a minority recommended 
that the conference issue a statement on issues to- 
gether with a statement on our dissatisfaction with 
both Brown and Reagan, and use these statements as 
the basis for precinct work in the November election. 


ll. Future electoral activity 

A. The committee could not reach a majority agreement 
on either support of or opposition to a Third party 
as a focus for future electoral action. A strong 
majority of the committee, however, felt a necessity 
for a new organization in the State of California, 
and adopted a proposal concerning such organization, 
which will be distributed along with this report. 

B. The committee felt that significant attention should 
be paid to the 1967 local elections, and an attempt 
made to expand the grass-roots, issue-oriented nature 
of the movement. 

C. Because of their impact upon our movement, significant 
attention should be paid to issues of electoral reform, 
such as 18 year old vote, and significant liberaliza- 
tions of the requirements for independent candidacys 
and minority political parties. 


PeOR PEOPLES RESOLUTION 
The poor and working people of this conference have met 


and have concluded that the emphasis of this conference is 

not on the real and vital issues which are of basis concern to 
the people of California. The question of the gubenatorial 
election, boycott, endorsement or write-in is irrelevant to 
us. We propose that this conference shall change its direc- 
tion and immediately focus on the needx to organize the 


people of this state with emphasis on the achievement of 
the

the stand of complete upgrading of ghetto schools to standar- 
dize them. We must first rid the ghetto schools of overcrowded 
classrooms, inadequately equipped shops and facilities. A 
uniform amount of funds per student throughout the state. Free 
lunch and nutrition for poverty area schools. 

That: We must have legal aid furnished by qualified 

counsel for suit aS well as defense at the expense of the state, 
with minority cases an equal percentage of the minority counsel.

All educational facilities in the state be made avail- 
able to the poor. 

12. Students from poor families be paid government financed 
Stipends in order to go to college. 

13. In areas where there are federally financed projects, 
that employment in those projects be given first to people 
living in the ghetod.

We believe that organization on a statewide 
level must come from the bottom up and not 
vice versa.

Proposal: 


Establishing the Conference of Independent Community 
Organizations (hereafter referred.to as CICO) 

1. The purpose of this organization shall be to promote 
coordinated actions among and provide assistance to affiliated 
organizations and to execute the mandates and policies approved 
by the membership. 


2. The executive body of CICO shall be a Steering Committee 
composed of ten (10) at-large members elected by the membership 
for one-vear terms and one representative from each affiliated 
organization. An affiliated organization must have at least 
twenty-five (25) members of CICO among its membership. 

3. A Chairman shall be elected by the Steering Committee and 
shall be authorized to: 

(a) represent the organization 
(b) call meetings of the Steering Committee 
(there shall be no more than four regular sessions 
each year) 
(c) supervise the operations of the office staff 
(ad) conduct balloting of the membership with the 
approval of the Steering Committee 
4, The Steering Committee shall:

(c) employ organizers to work under the control of 


affiliated organizations 
(d) endorse candidates who pledge to support the policies 


and mandates approved by the membership 

(e) by petition of forty percent (40%) of the Committee,

(f) by petition of twenty-five percent (25%) of the 
Steering Committee, call an emergency meeting 

(g) call a Statewide Conference each year 

5. All policies and mandates shall be adopted by a mail 
balloting of the membership or by vote of members attending 
a Statewide Conference. 

6. Membership shall be open to persons who pay a one dollar 
($1.00) registration fee. Members may indicate membership in 
affiliated organizations to quality for representation on the 
Steering Committee. Registered participants at the Statewide 
Conference 6n Power and Politics shall be considered members of 
CICO until Sunday, October 2, 1966.

The issue is Viet Nam----and what are we doing about it: 
Many of us are still sitting on our hands while we fantasy situations in which 


we prove that we are not to be taken for granted; that we are not in anyone's 
pocket; that we will not settle for the lesser of two evils; that we will not be 
betrayed again; that we will not vote for Brown in November----and while we are 
making with the nose thumbing, and the razzberrying and the delicious therapy that 
comes from expressing justified hostility and venting our frustration and anger, 
we are putting Reagan in the Governor's seat of the number one State of the Union. 
Will the people in New Jersey or Texas or Massachusetts believe that Brown lost 
because he betrayed us----or will they believe that Reagan won because the right 
is right? 

And with Reagan in Sacramento----with the power and prestige of the Governor's 
office----with the right to appoint vacancies to the State Supreme Court (remember 
the Proposition I4 ruling); vacancies in the State Board of Education (Braden and 
Norris terms expire Jan. |, 1967); vacancies in the Regents (let's really investigate 
the UC campus and let the faculty and the students know who is boss); all department 
heads (Consumers! Counsel, State Police, Welfare, Mental Health, and their budgets), 
and the Municipal Court Judges (who deal with civil rights too)--will we write new 
lyrics to "We shall overcome"? 

With Reagan in Sacramento perhaps the right to dissent will be made even more 
unpopular as the State UnAmerican Activities Committee gets full approval and support. 
And the purge that cleanses also burns and weakens and destroys. And can you fight 
with hollow shells?

But the issue is still Viet Nam and what will we have? 

Is this the proper climate to work and plan together for 1968---the national 
arena---with groups all over the country intimidated by a right-wing victory in 
California? Is this the posture to present to our own people in California, the 
rank and file Democrats in the civil rights movement, welfare groups, minority 
segments, labor and others who, at this point, do not yet recognize or accept our 
Issue as the issue? Are we to alienate them by an incomprehensible act of futility, 
of nihilism and despair, by isolating ourselves from them---the majority groups? Is 
this how leadership shows its responsibility? 

And how much leverage is there with an ex-Governor? Or a Governor who has won 
without us---despite us? 

The issue is Viet Nam---and we need and want all the help and support we can get. 
But we must plan for it and work for it and involve others to do likewise. And this 
takes time and a climate of acceptance by our hoped-for friends and allies. And none 
of this is possible in September of 1966----but will be possible for 1968. We are 
not compromising principles when we act to improve the climate for promoting them. 

| am convinced that the Sacramento scene is a luxury--a diversion--and cannot 
resolve anything. This does not by any means suggest any let-up on our part to 
pressure Governor Brown on matters of concern. But it does mean we (and no one else), 
choose our arena to do battle, and we pick the time to fight----and we take the 
responsibility for that decision and that action. 

LeT us wage our fight now in our congressional district, our assembly district, 

a neighboring district and help make allies for the big fight in '68---and let us 
together crush Reagan as we unitedly succeeded with Knowland and Nixon.

WHAT ARE THE GOALS OF THE WORLD FREEDOM MOVEMENT ?: The principle goal is 
the attainment of a greater measure of freedom for all people. This goal must necessarily 
encompass the economic emancipation of mankind as well as the physical liberation of the 
_ oppressed, wherein the rights of the individual are supreme as long as they do not impinge on the

Probably because, like most Americans, you are 
interested in seeing an example of the construc- 
tive work our country is capable of performing 
abroad. You probably feel that what our govern- 
ment should do is to help secure a decent way 

of life for people in countries less fortunate 
than ours.

VOTE AGAINST THE WAR PARTIES; 
SUPPORT THE S.W.P. WRITE-IN CANDIDATES 


The CNP-sponsored conference on ''Directions and Perspectives of the Anti-War Movement'! 
is being held in the context of the 'new left'' victory over the liberal, Stalinist-CP and pro- 
Brown forces at the CLR conference on Power and Politics in Los Angeles at the beginning 
of October. At that conference, advocates of left 'unity'' with the liberal establishment, 
trade union bureaucrats and other pro-Brown elements was rejected and explicit repudiation 
of both candidates was adopted by a 7 to 5 majority. 

This victory, however, is seen by most of its supporters in a wholly negative sense. Rather 
than expressing this repudiation by calling for a left-wing write-in campaign against both can- 
didates, they consider the election to be irrelevant to one degree or another and call for a 
boycott. In this the movement is generally following the lead of Bob Scheer and other elements 
in the CNP forces who speak of the inability to support Brown, of the need for principled 
politics, and of the irrelevance of the election to the issues. They speak only vaguely of 
the need for some third alternative (party) which at any rate is unavailable now and is there- 
fore not dwelt on at any great length. The boycott is seen as a protest at the failure of the 
system to provide any real alternatives but it is coupled with an unwillingness on the part of 
its supporters to take any steps outside the system to build any alternative. 7 

To the Scheer forces, there is nothing basically new in this approach. Scheer's campaign 
in the Democratic primary was basically a protest against the system and against the Demo- 
cratic party machine; at the same time, it was an attempt to win acceptance from the system 
and the party, by means of this protest-threat. In short, it was an offer for a coalition. 

Thus Scheer, though he won the support of the VDC for his campaign on the grounds that it 
would be critical of the Democratic Party, refused to undertake this criticism during the 
campaign. If he had won the nomination, he would certainly not be ''repudiating" both parties 
now. The support of Scheer and the other peace candidates who failed to penetrate the Demo- 
cratic Party in the primaries for the boycott position is little more than a continuation of 

this same protest-threat and offer of coalition. It is oriented toward the Democratic Party 

in the same way now as then. Scheer cannot support Brown because his supporters, having 
generally learned the lesson of Johnson vs. Goldwater in 1964, reject lesser-evil-ism. Yet 
he refuses to strike out for genuine independence and concrete repudiation of both candidates 
for fear of alienating the Democratic Party and the liberal establishment--his potential allies. 
The boycott is a convenient "out" for these leaders; it is a way they can ''repudiate"' the system 
without doing anything about it and thus without really repudiating it at all! 

Because it was sponsored by boycott sentiment, the victory at the CLR conference, while 
significant, was very illusory. The boycott, because it has nothing specific to offer, says 
nothing about the intentions of its supporters and can be taken to mean anything the inter- 
pretor cares to read into it. It can even be supported by lesser-evilists, as indicated by the 
pro Brown "losers" at the CLR conference who returned the next day and apologized for 
having walked out! Members of the anti-war movement who support the boycott as a means 
of repudiating the two war parties should seriously consider that regardless of the intentions © 
of the individual boycotter, there is no difference in practice between a boycott and neutralism. 
The boycott amounts to acquiescence in the system. Just as being silent on the war amounts 
to support for the war policies of the government in power, so neutrality in the election amounts 
to acquiescence in the victor, which in any case will be the capitalist system. | 

The differences between the two party candidates are basically irrelevant, but the election 
itself is not. It is during the election periods that LBJ has to ''sell'' the war by by having 
McNamara report from Vietnam, ''All going well; no escalation needed"; that he also has to 
"sell! the system by lying ''Prices are up, but wages are up more’; that the ruling class has 
to 'sell"' its 'credentials'' for rule to the people. The elections are relevant to all the issues, 

precisely because the owners of this society have to sell their political agents to > the people. 
Elections are thus one of the most important times to strike back and expose the rulers for 


their war policies, racism, exploitation and complete mis- -~management of society. But to 
do this, we have to have an alternative--even if it has no chance of gaining great support 
immediately. We have to have a candidate to vote for who stands for our positions on the 
issues and who represents real repudiation of the system. 

We urge support for the Socialist Workers Party write-in candidates, Allen Taplin for 
Governor and Louis Cobet for Lt. Governor. Even though we realize that there is no hope 
at this late date for influencing the outcome of the current election, it is necessary to begin 
building now a trulv independent movement of political opposition to the system. Although 
support for the SWP candidates is the only way to concretely express opposition to the war- 
makers and their system in this election, this support must not be given uncfitically. In 
fact, the SWP bears a large share of the responsibility for the boycott of the election by 
the anti-war movement. 

The Nov. 5-8 Days of Mobilization, as planned by the United Committee ee the War, 
calls for the most thorough saturation leafletting of the electorate ever undertaken by the 
movement, yet nothing is to be said about how anti-war sympathizers can vote! This comes 
in spite of the fact that turn-outs for demonstrations, marches and rallies have suffered a 
decline recently, while the "peace" candidates in four congressional districts got a substan- 
tial 45% of the vote in the primaries. This indicates that demonstrations and protests per se 
are insufficient either to end the war or to be a basis for building the movement. By the 

very fact that it stands in opposition to the policies of the government in power, the anti-war 
movement is a political movement. This fact must be recognized, and concrete political ex- 
pression must be given to the movement during elections. There is a continuing need to edu- 
cate people about the war through leaflettings, demonstrations, etc., but there is a greater 
need to give the vast numbers already educated an anti-war candidate to vote for. There is 
also a widely recognized need to link the war issue with the other issues of great concern to 
the majority of working people in this country who have no interest in fighting the boss's war. 

Despite this, the SWP still insists that the anti-war movement should continue as a ''single- 
issue'' formation composed of a united front of anti-war people of many political persuasions. 
For this reason, they have used their considerable influence in the movement to oppose the 
link with other issues and to support the completely unpolitical character of the coming Days 
of National Mobilization.

It 
shows a mother seeking to comfort her 
child burned by napalm dropped by a. , 
U.S. plane during “Operation Colorado.” 


The child most likely has died since—. 
und one is almost tempted to say, merci- 
fully, because for most victims of napalm, 
survival is living death. You will note 
the care with which the numbed mother 
seeks to avoid touching her child’s skin. 
If she did, her fingers would sink into 
the destroyed flesh. 


It is not easy to write such words. One 
tries to wait until the nausea and the 
anger subside -—— if they ever will — and 
then to search for appropriate words. to 
seek to convey to one’s fellow Ameri- 
cans the meaning of such a _ photo- 
vraph, In the end one concludes there 
are no appropriate words. There can 
only be a sense of horror, and a deter- 
mination to take this evidence of U.S. 
behavior in South Vietnam and con- 
front the conscience of a nation with it. 


The photograph reached the GUAR- 
DIAN the day the President of the 
United States celebrated his 58th birth- 
day. He sat in the comfortable living 
room of his ranch house in Texas, his 
wife by his side, and reminisced with 
reporters. He talked of his past, his par- 
ents and grandparents, the burdens of 
his office, and his feelings about his life. 
He said he had much to be thankful for 
a happy family, lovely daughters and 
a lovely home. 

He gazed across the lawns to the Ped- 
ernales River swollen with rain and 
said: “We spend too much time worry- 
ing about things that go wrong — and 
too little thinking about the things that 
go right.” 2 

He felt the war in Vietnam was going , . 
right, but of course things occasionally - : 
go. wrong — like last week, U.S, planes 
napalm - bombed a U.S. outfit _kill- 
ing a (censored) number ‘of troops. 
and burning others the way the Viet- 
namese baby was burned. But that’s the 
way war goes: there will always be:chil- . 
dren, and they become the’ unfortunate 
victims of war, and bombing mistakes 


do happen too. v . te 
By the same token we can expéct ‘more 
unfortunate victims — Vietnamese and 


U.S.—with the contemplated plan to 
raise the number ofU.S. ‘tréops' in ‘South 
Vietnam to 600,000 in the next 18 
months. It’s a small country, and even 
precision bombing can’t be that precise. 

The problem is, as the President took 
pains to tell the reporters on, his birth- 
day, the most important thing is to make: 
the communist world “understand” that 
the American people and their govern- 
ment genuinely want peace. He acknowl- 
edged that there were difficulties in 
communication but he _ believed that 
“when they do understand it, I don’t 
think there will be any trouble.” 

Perhaps if he had a chance to talk 
with the mother in this photo he might 
be able to impress upon her that her 
child was really a sacrifice to his desire 
for peace, 

Somehow the nausea and the anger do 
not go away. There are no words. There 
can only be determination ....

The Citizens’ Committee of Inquiry is a non-volitical 
organization whose sole aim is to find out who killed John F. 
Kennedy. ‘We set forth no speculative opinions as to who did 
Kill the President, or as to why he was killed. ‘We simply feel 
that the Warren Comnission presented a report that was neither 
thorough nor conclusive. 

Many people are asking why it is so important to find 
out whether or not the Commission's theses are true. Nothing 
can be more important. ‘When the president of a nation such 
as ours is murdered, it is an attack directed at all Americans 
(whether or not they agreed with the volicies of President 
Kennedy) and at the most basic ideas that comprise the 
American system.

John Harris, Progressive Labor Party organi- 
ger in Watts faces 1 to 14 years as a "criminal 
syndicalist".

At 5:30 p.m. September 20, 1966, six plain- 
clothesmen broke into the house where John Harris 
lives. Although claiming to have a warrant they 
refused to show it. They handcuffed John Harris 
and then ransacked the apartment throwing things 
around, ripping down pictures and causing other 
damage. They carried off boxes of personal pro- 
perty of the three people who live there as 
"evidence". They also took PL literature that 
was stored there. For example, they took 250 
copies of the new PL magazine, copies of Spark 
and Free Student. They also took books and 
notes for classes, all this as "evidence",

WHat Ss “ARIMINAL SYNDICALISM ? . The criminal syndicalism 
law states that is is illegal to speak or leaflet so as to advocate 
"change in industrial ownership" or "effect political change” by so- 
called criminal means. A Grand Jury meeting secretly apparently 
decided this is what John was doing, and set the bail at $15,000. 

Criminal syndicalism is an anti-labor law passed in 1919 and 
was last used to convict farm labor organizers in the Sacramento 
Valley in 1937. The law is meant to deal with revolutionary social- 
ists and is a candid reflection of the undemocratic essence of a class 





divided society. Like the anti-riot portions of the proposed Civil 
Rights law, it is intended as a weapon against those who call for fun- 
damental change. Such was John's offense. He questioned the "justice" 
of the Deadwyler hearing and advocated revolutionary solutions. In 

so doing he was in perfect tune with the mood of the black community 
of South Los Angeles. Clearly, a "criminal syndicalist" is someone 
who represents a view dangerous to America's rulers. ("You have 
your freedom until you need it,” says Bertrand Russell.) 


Wo 1s JOHN Marris? John Harris was born and raised 


in Birmingham, Alabama, the son of a steelworker. From his earliest 
years, he was exposed to systematic racial oppression and injustice 
and he early determined to fight it. When in 1960 the freedom riders 
came to town he joined with them. Later in college he became chair- 
man of the Howard University chapter of SNCC. In 1964 he left school 
to work in the South where he was project director for SNCC in Sun- 
flower County, Mississippi -- stronghold of the Ku Klux Klan. 
There he was arrested and beaten by the cops and his home was attacked 
by the Klan. From his one and a half year's experience in Mississippi 
he concluded that more basic changes were necessary. He left the 
South and came to Los Angeles shortly after the Watts rebellion. 
Having seen the effects of the police riot and having heard about the 
Systematic police murder of scores of black citizens, he decided to 
do political work in Watts. In December, 1965, impressed with the 
work of Bill Epton and the program of the Progressive Labor Party, 
he joined PL and became a revolutionary communist. 


Way THIS ARREST NOW 2 In fact, they are arresting 
John to scare and terrorize PL members and others who protest con- 
ditions in the black ghetto. Although John is not guilty of any 
criminal or illegal act, he certainly is guilty of protesting the 
wretched living conditions in Watts. He has spoken and written 
about the fact that real income in Watts declined 8% since 1960 
while rising in the rest of L.A. He has passed out leaflets which 
pointed out that in Watts is one of the biggest concentrations of 
industry -- yet black people living there aren't given jobs in these 
plants, and that there is 37% unemployment there. He has constantly 





worked to expose the outrages of Yorty's brutal cops in Watts who 
constantly murder and maim black people, the Deadwyler case being 

only one example. He has publically denounced the war in Vietnam and 
urged his black brothers not to fight in that war. He has told them 
to oppose the draft and warmly supported such people as Richmond and 

Key who refused to be inducted on the grounds that they are a colonial 


minority and shouldn't fight the colonial master's dirty war against 
colored people of Southeast Asia. What is more, John has held 
classes which sought to get at the root cause of U.S. oppression both 

at home and abroad. He has not hesitated to name the real enemy, 
U.S. imperialism, and has stated unequivocally that imperialism in 
this country must be replaced by as ocialist system. He has stated 
openly that he is a communist and proud of it. For this he was 
arrested on "criminal syndicalism", 


“HARLEM — PHILADELPHIA — ATLANTA — Los ANGELES— 


In Harlem, late in 1964 Bill Epton, chairman of Harlem PL, was 
indicted for "criminal anarchy" -- his crime - trying to organize a 
peaceful demonstration to protest the murder of black people during 
the "police riots" that summer. A year later he was found guilty; 
he is now out on $25,000 appeal bond. This summer in Philadelphia, 
young SNCC workers were falsely charged with possessing dynamite and 


held on huge bail. Their crime -—- organizing in the black community. 
Next it was the turn of the Atlanta cops who, after brutally sup= 
pressing a protest by black citizens of another police murder, 
arrested Stokely Carmichael for inciting to riot. His crime -—— advan-e 
cing the slogan black power. Now in Los Angeles John Harris is 
arrested for criminal syndicalism. Tomorrow, no doubt, it will be 
Somebody in San Francisco. And the "crime" will again be the same - — 
organizing the black community around a militant program. 

It is clear Johnson is ordering his local stooges to begin a 
nationwide round-up of all black militants who refuse to sell out, 
because rebellions in black ghettos are harming his war effort. 

Though the charges are serious and the bail huge, we declare that 
the real guilty ones are Johnson and company for pursuing the geno- 
cidal war against Vietnam; Yorty and the police who daily are bru- 
tally murdering and maiming black people; the General Motors and 
Goodyear plants in South L.A. who poison the air of Watts but refuse 
to hire its residmts. We must expect that as we get more effective 
in our protests, repression such as this will get worse. But this 
won't stop us, on the contrary we will redouble our efforts! 


har CAV GE DWE 7 Politically, all honest people 


interested in building a truly just society must break from the "two 
party" farce conducted by the American ruling class. Work to free 
themselves and others from the illusions of this system. It was under 
this "lesser evil" Brown that this frame-up was concocted. Recognize 
that in the black ghettos the battle has already been joined.

Encourages all who supported the strike to wear the mask of their choice to class 
on Wednesday, and urges the Strike Committee to make such provision for this as is 
possible. 


A REMARK 


From this past week, and the quarter in which it was embedded, we have drawn 
four lessons: 


* The faculty cannot solve our problems. They did not choose to implement the 
December 8 Resolution, and the Muscatine Report demonstrated their inability to 
deal collectively and constructively with the educational ills of the University. Their 


Monday response and resolution complete the lesson. 


* Direct action against the Administration can only create us the space we need 
for freedom, as it has done. But the Administration cannot be forced to build for 
us what we need in that space. That-task is ours. 


_* We can defend that space. In the Regents’ resolution, retribution was not retro- 
active. We read this to indicate that they respect our strength and recognize that if 
they took direct action against us the University would be destroyed. On the other hand, 
their resolution shows that in the future they are ready to force this destruction rather 
than accede to our just demands. 


* A community which had seemed submerged has revealed itself again, discover- 
able and developing. What is needed now is the building of institutions fit for this 
community's expression and growth. 


Let us now, with this learned, begin to build.

FACTS ABOUT THE SLAUSON FREEWAY (ROUTE 90) 


The Slauson Freeway will link Marina del Rey on the west with Santa Ana Canyon 
Road in the east. The freeway is to slice through the West Los Angeles communi- 
ties of Ladera Heights and Angeles Vista, then cut through central Los Angeles 
and the southeast area somewhere between Vernon and Florence Avenues before 
itn slightly south to split Pico Rivera and cross the Rio San Gabriel Free- 
way. 


Four years ago the cost for the Slauson route was estimated at $35 million; now 
the price tag has gone up to $55 to $79 million. Gas tax money is used to 
finance freeway construction. 


The average width of the proposed route would be between 250' and 370' plus that 
needed at intersections. When a freeway is built in a community, fire and po- 
lice protection are unaffected. Vroperty values will vary according to the com- 
munity when a freeway has been built. 3 


There is a possibility of a very sizable community at the Marina location, and 
it is access to and exit from this community that makes state freeway planners 
consider future traffic problems. The question may well be, "Do we need for 
this purpose a Slauson Freeway in addition to the Santa Monica Freeway and the 
soon-to-be-built Century Freeway?" 


There are two ways in dealing with Route 90--go along with the state's proposals 
OR attempt to get legislation passed to block the freeway construction. 


Don A. Allen, 63rd District; Mervyn M. Dymally, 53rd District; George Willson, 
52nd District; Supervisor Kenneth Hahn; and Assembly Speaker Jesse Unruh, 
65th District, are all opposed to the proposed route. 6

ANTI-DRAFT RESOLUTION 


Adopted by the National Council, 
Students for a Democratic Society, 
December 28, 1966, Berkeley, Calif. 


|. SDS reaffirms its opposition to the United States Government's 
immoral, illegal, and genocidal war against the Vietnamese people 
in their struggle for self-determination. 


2. SDS reaffirms its opposition to conscription in any form. We 
maintain that all conscription is coercive and anti-democratic, and 
that it is used by the United States Government to oppress people 
in the United States and around the world. 


3. SDS recognizes that the draft is intimately connected with the 
requirements of the economic system and the foreign policy of the 
United States. 


4. SDS opposes and will organize against any attempt to legitimize 
the Selective Service System by reforms. The proposals for a lottery 
or for compulsory national service would not change the essential 
purpose of the draft--to abduct young men to fight in aggressive wars. 


9. SDS believes that a sense of urgency must be developed that will 
move people to leave the campus and organize a movement of resis- 
tance to the draft and the war, with its base in poor, working class, 
and middle class communities. 


6.SDS therfore encourages all young men to resist the draft. Since 
individual protest cannot develop the movement needed to end the 
draft and the war, SDS adopts the following program: 


A. SDS members will organize unions of draft resisters. The members 
of these unions will be united by the common principle that under no 
circumstances will they allow themselves to be drafted. The local 
unions will reach out to all young men of draft age by organizing in 
the high schools, universities, and communities. Courses of action 
will include (a) direct action during pre-induction physicals and at 
the time of induction, (b) anti-draft and anti-war education among 
potential inductees and their families, (c) demonstrations centering 
on draft boards and recruiting stations, (d) encouraging young men 
already in the military to oppose the war, and (e) circulating petitions 
stating that the signer will refuse to serve in Vietnam or submit to 


conscription in any form. National SDS will coordinate the local 
unions on a regional and national level, providing staff (including 
travelers), supplies, and financial resources. 


B. National SDS will assist all efforts to organize, within the armed 
forces, resistance to United States foreign policy. Towards this end 
we will publish a periodical newspaper and other literature directed 
to those already in the armed forces. This is an effort to reach men 
who, within a system of involuntary servitude, are indoctrinated as 
well as isolated from open discussion. We seek to break the barriers 
placed between us and our brothers in uniform. 


C. Since the primary task of SDS is that of building a movement for 
social change in the United States, we do not advocate emigration 
as an alternative to the draft. Nevertheless, we realize that this 
option is being considered by many young men. We will thus provide 
information about emigration, and will encourage those who em- 
igrate to build international support for the draft resistance unions 
and to work for an end to the war. 


7. All chapters and members of SDS are urged to implement this pro- 
gram on the local level and to commit local resources toward its 


implementation at the national level.

SUGGESTION SHEET FOR LOCAL WORK ON RESISTANCE TO THE DRAFT 


On the reverse side of this sheet are three possible layouts for display ads. (The 
largest of the three ads can also be cut off and used, on bulletin boards, as a small 
poster.) We urge you to place one or more of these ads in the nearest college paper. 
The cost of such ads is not great, particularly if shared among several people. Some 
cities also have liberal "community papers’ (such as the Village Voice, the Los 
Angeles Free Press, etc.) which reach a youthful audience. | 


The ads have been set in type and are ready to use as is in papers which use a photo- 
offset process. The three suggested ads may also spark different and better ads which 
you can work out and which meet the special needs of your community. If thereis a 
local peace group in your community, its name and address should be carried at the 
bottom of the ad, in addition to or in place of the War Resisters League name and ad- 
dress. 


Students should consider placing a "personal" ad in the classified ad section of the off- 
beat community papers -- ads which would announce their personal decision not to fight 
in Vietnam. A rash of such brief, inexpensive, personal ads wouldlet other youngmen 
know there were more C.O.'s and war resisters around than they had realized. 


The War Resisters League has prepared a forceful booklet urging draft confrontation 
rather than draft evasion. "Up Tight With the Draft?” is 10¢ each, 12 for $1, 100 for 
$5. Order a quantity of these now and get them out to students. 


In every community, particularly in a college community, somekind of C.O. counsel- 
ing service should be set up and publicized. There may already be a trained C.O. 
counselor in your community. To find out if there is, or to find out how a counselor 
can be trained, please get intouchwith the Central Committee for Conscientious Objec- 
tors, 2006 Walnut Street, Philadelphia, Pa. 19103. 


Community peace groups should realize that most young men are not even aware of 
the legal provisions for conscientious objectors. They have a right to have this in- 
formation. Military spokesmen do get onto high school campuses to let students know 
about the various branches of military service. We should ask for "equal time” to 
explain before high school assemblies the full range of draft choices. If necessary 
peace groups can set up ‘caravans" that will be stationed outside of the high schools 
and provide information and literature. In some cases the names and addresses of 
graduating high school seniors can be obtained and letters can be sent to all of them, 
giving them information on the C.O. position. One of the most effective leaflets for 
high school students is "The Draft Law and Your Choices," published by the Friends 
Peace Committee, 1520 Race Street, Philadelphia, Pa. 19102.

Exactly 137 years ago, in February, 1830, an assembly 
of workingmen in Philadelphia resolved:. 

“We hereby pledge ourselves to each other and to all 
the other citizens of the State, that we will never cease to 
make common cause for the promotion of a system of public 
education, until all the sources of general instruction are 
open to every child within this commonwealth.” 

A few months later, an organ of the affluent in Phila- 
delphia, the National Gazette, replied sternly to the rising 
demand for free, public education: 

“The ‘peasant’ must labor during those hours of the 
day, which his wealthy neighbor can give to the abstract 
culture of his mind; otherwise, the earth would not yield 
‘enough: for the ‘subsistence of all: the mechanic cannot 
abandon the operations of his trade, for general studies; if 
he should, most of the conveniences of life and objects of 
exchange would be wanting; langour, decay, poverty, dis 
content would soon be visible among all classes,” | 

Now, in 1967, the ancient issue has been joined anew by 
Gov. Ronald Reagan’s proposal to destroy the principle of 
free higher education in California. | : | 

To be sure, Reagan is not so crude as to argue that 
society would starve and decay if education were open to 
“peasants” and “mechanics.” Just the same his tuition pro- 
posals reflect a similar class prejudice, and their effect 
would be most cruel upon sons and daughters of present 
day “peasants” and “mechanics.” - 

His tuition proposals do involve an issue of basic prin- 
ciple. He pleads a case of only “slight pregnancy” — the 
proposed fee is modest, he protests. But once the door is 
open, of course, the fees can be increased until the state 
university and colleges do, in fact, become havens for the 
affluent and near-afluent. a 

Ah, but Reagan promises that some of the tuition money 
will be set aside for scholarships. We are inclined to believe 
him, but this only adds another vice to his program. 

The scholarships will go to the “deserving needy,” and 
the dispensers of the funds will, of course, determine which 
needy are “deserving.” , | 

Under the Reagan regime the “deserving” will be the 
conforming. In such circumstances the scholarships will be 
a weapon for political blackmail, for intellectual conformity. 

This is where the burget cuts also come in, It is much | 
cheaper to turn out robots than thinking human beings. 
Under the guise of “economy” Reagan will accentuate the 
assembly line nature of higher education. 

More crude class discrimination, conformity, standard- 
ized mediocrity -—- this is Reagan’s program for higher 
education. : = Ss | 

This is why thousands march in protest in Sacramento 
today. This is why millions must be aroused to protest. 

But this is one battle in a bigger war. The same class 
prejudice, the same desire to “improve our business climate” 
(as he phrased it in his budget message) motivate the 
entire Reagan program. 

Cutting state services to the non-affluent, increasing 
taxes upon them, imposing conformity. This is Reagan’s pro- 
gram that strikes at the campus community, at labor, at the 
prime victims of poverty, at the Negro and Mexican-Amers 
ican communities. 3 

This is why all these segments of California’s population 
ought to unite in a mighty alliance that can defeat Reagan 

and his “créative society,” which has turned out to be the 
.. ‘corrosive society.” | | 


TUITION’S NOT THE MAIN ISSUE 


We've come together to protest Governor Reagan's attempted assault on higher 
education. Thethreats of tuition in the state colleges and university, and of 

an "investigation" by John McCone, are merely the tip of the iceberg. The 

real issues are the priorities of allocation of resources and distribution of 

wealth in California, and the ability of individuals to make the decisions affecting 
their lives. These issues were evaded during the 8 years of the Brown admin- 
istration, but now they must be faced, 


WHO SHALL PAY FOR CALIFORNIA'S NEEDS? 


Tuition, like the sales tax, the property tax on homes, and the gasoline tax, 

is a regressive tax. It falls on all who must use the service concerned, 
regardless of their ability to pay. California's entire tax structure is basically 
regressive. Our "graduated" state income tax stops graduating at $15, 000 per 
year, allowing the well-to-do to avoid paying their fair share of the costs of a 
state government which operates primarily for their benefit. Corporations, like 
the giant utilities monopolies which extracted over $1 billion in profits from us 
last year, pay a net earnings tax of only 53%. Yet the politicians of both parties 
tell us that the only alternative to penalizing low- and middle-income families for 
seeking a better education for their children is an increased sales or state 
property tax. California ranks 30th among American states in taxes per $100 of 
personal income, but Reagan and Unruh alike are against any increase in 
personal and corporate income taxes. 


WHAT DO WE NEED ? 


To neanderthals like Reagan, education and welfare programs are "‘rills"', to 

be trimmed as far as possible. To maninpulators like Unruh, they are political 
footballs, to be kicked about and bargained away for partisan advantage. To 
millions of Californians, they are necessities of life. In an economy where a 

high school diploma barely qualifies you for unskilled labor, is higher education 

a "luxury'’? Are children on ADC "people who can work but won't''? We are 
17th among the states in expenditures on education relative to income. Our 
welfare and medical care programs are poor jokes. Under the Brown administration, 
California fell behind all the other major industrial states in increase of state 
appropriations for education and welfare. Now Reagan proposes to abolish even 
this meagre progress. We need more, not fewer, education and welfare programs. 


WHO SHALL MAKE THE DECISIONS ? 


Governmental and social institutions in America have slipped far from the control 
of those whose lives they affect. We propose a radical democratization and 
decentralization of our institutions, beginning with those which most directly 
affect us, the university, state college and junior college systems, ‘'Our" 

higher education system is controlled by boards of political appointees, primarily 
members of the "corporate elite’. The only interest these men have in 
education is to keep the university and colleges subservient to business interests, 
and to ensure a pool of potential managers and technicians. If we are to have 
education which meets the needs of scholars and students, rather than those of 
corporations and politicians, then it must be controlled by scholars and students. 
Both curriculum and campus regulations must be placed under the control of 


democratic bodies of students and faculty which have real power, not the 
sandbox imitation of it presently enjoyed by "'student governments" and 
"academic senates". All outside restrictions on academic freedom and student 
activities, such as the Levering Oath and the Mulford Act, should be repealed, 


We seek the democratization of education not just as a goal in itself, but as a 
step toward restructuring our society as a whole. We therefore view the 
problems of students in economic as well as educational terms. We seek the 
abolition of existing student fees as well as a ban on tuition, We need to 
organize to obtain a decent minimum wage and collective bargaining rights for 
both student and non-student campus workers. We need to carry the principle 
of free higher education forward, and obtain a living subsidy for students 
linked to preferential admission of Negro and Spanish-speaking youth. 


THE UNIVERSITY AND THE WAR 


The "defense" budget drains more than $75 billion a year from the economy, 
money sorely needed for schools, housing and medical care. Money from 
war contracts and research grants is an illusory benefit to a university, since 
accepting it means support of the greatest single barrier to adequate financing 
for education, as well as a diversion of programming and research priorities 
into essentially antisocial channels. We must therefore oppose university 
acceptance of "defense" contracts and research work, presence on campus of 
military and CIA recruiters, and all university cooperation with the draft 
(forwarding of student grades and class ranks, etc). 


DON'T WAIT FOR FAVORS 


Whenever people get together to demand social justice, attempts are made to 
lead them off into dependence on one or another group of politicians instead of 
organizing, pressing their demands, and relying on their own strength. The 
Democrats gave us 8 years of the runaround and paved the way for Reaganism. 
Now they're getting ready to collaborate with him in putting thru new regressive 
taxation, while they tell us that there's nothing they can do about it until we 
elect a Democratic governor again. If we are to succeed in stopping tuition 
and reversing the present conservative trend, we must begin by organizing 
ourselves school by school and dorm by dorm, until we have formed a solid 
power bloc which can realistically seek allies among all those dispossessed 
from this society--the poor, Negroes, Mexican-Americans and all others who 
have an interest changing the oppressive conditions under which we all live. 
When we have that power, then instead of begging for our rights, we can 
reach out and take them.

remove all of the present University fees. 


The things that could be done if the war in Vietnam were ended staggers the imagin- 
ation. Over $24 billion of America's wealth will go up in flames this year in Viet- 
nam. That is why we are short on money for education. The Federal War Budget 
this year alone is $70 billion. 


We might ask, ‘Who's paying that?'’ LBJ is adding a 6.2% surtax on all our income, 
which means for every dollar we pay in income taxes, the Government will add on 
six more cents. Already our income taxes make up 42% of the Federal Revenue. 
But then, what do corporations pay? Last year they paid 24%, but this year they 
will only account for 20% of the revenue collected. Thus while we will pay an addi- 
tional $17. 8 billion in the next two years, corporation taxes will go down by $500 


million!

JOIN THE MOBILIZATION 


Every escalation of the war in Vietnam by the Administration in Washington 
brings us closer to a third world war. The incessant bombings of North and South 
Vietnam have brought death to thousands of innocent people. Each day American 
soldiers are being asked to kill andbe killed in this brutal, unjust, and illegal war, 
The voices of dissent must be raised anew in the academic community. 


Three hundred students from thirty states met in Chicago December 28- 30, 
1966. They established the Student Mobilization Committee and issued a call for 
national student actions on April 8- 15. The Student Mobilization will culminate in 
the transporting of as many students as possible to San Francisco and New York on 
April 15 for an assemblage of Americans opposed to the war in Vietnam. 


The Student Mobilization Committee is composed of students and faculty from 
many diverse groups including people from the Young Democrats, the National 
Student Association, the Young Socialist Alliance, Students for a Democratic 
Society, the DuBois Club, Congress of Racial Equality, Student Non-violent 
Co-ordinating Committee, the Southern Student Organizing Committee, the Methodist 
Student Movement, the YWCA, Campus Americans for Democratic Action, the 
Young Christian Students Movement and the Inter —University Faculty Committee 
for Debate on Foreign Policy. 


During Vietnam Week April 8-15, there will be a wide range of campus activity 
including one-day strikes for peace where it is possible and appropriate, hearings 
to examine ther complicity of universities in war research programs, seminars 
and programs dealing with the effects of the war on the life of the academic community 
educationally and financially, There will be anti-draft actions and teach-ins. The 
purpose of the Student Mobilization is to bring the issue of the war to as many students 
and faculty as possible and to unite a large segment of the academic community on three 
major themes of the Mobilization: End the War now, bring the troops home; End 
the Draft; End University Complicity in the war. Each campus will be encouraged to 
do that activity which is most desired by its local committees. 


The Student Mobilization will serve notice on campus military recrutters and CIA 
researchers that the nation's campuses are "'off-limits' for their activities -- that 
American institutions for learning will not be the centers for the recruitment of 
cannon fodder or the development of new and refined techniques for killing. 

Our universities must not be used for death; they must be centers for life. 


For the first time students across the land have an opportunity to participate 
in one unified action against the war, the draft and the intrusion of the military 
into their daily lives. The National Student Mobilization will unite our sentiments 
into a powerful statement for peace.

Is the man whose fields have been destroyed by "defoliation" 
a "commie?" Is the fourteen year-old being "interro- 
gated" a "commie?" Are the women and children killed 

by napalm "commies?" They are people-—just as you andl 

are people. And what about the Vietcong and the U.S. 
Marine? Aren't they too people? Don't they also breathe, 
aren't they also warm, don't they also love? Why are they 
dying? How do you tell the widow of the U.S. liarine 

that he died defending his country 6,000 miles from

work of a constructive nature. Your humanity and the lives 
of others depend on it.

student at UC pays $1850 each academic year for fees, room and 
board, books and other expenses. To meet this sum, reports 
Berkeley? s Dean of Students, 3 of 4 students are partly self- 
supporting and 1 in 4 is fully self-supporting. It is not a 
question of 'free' education! 

- The excellent cuality of UC would be irreparably dameged. Just 
discussion of the proposal has already lead to difficulties in 
retaining and recruiting talented faculty and students. Enact- 
ment would have even a greater crippling effect. Salaries in 
some departments already lag nearly 20% behind comparable top- 
rate schools in the country.

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THE ONCOMING CATASTROPHE 


It is almost, in Viet Nam, as if we 
are being propelled toward a condition 
of human disaster by circumstances be- 
yond our control. The time has come 
for drastic measures to prove that man 
is not that bankrupt. | 

It is the Congress, and not the Pres- 
ident, in whom the decision rests to 
wage war. Yet, despite Senate hearings, 
the Congress, usually jealous of any 
usurpation of its powers, has shown 
notable cowardice to date in facing up 
to its responsibilities in this instance. 
It has let the President (and the mili- 
tary establishment) make the decisions 
and has effectively washed its hands of 
the whole affair. 

With Congressional elections just a 
little more than three months away, we 
believe the Congress should undertake 
ful-scale debate on the subject, and let 
the electorate make its wishes known 
on the subject come November, by 
choosing between the ‘hawks’ and the 
‘doves.’ 

In such a Congressional debate, all 
the facts should be unfolded before the 
American people—and all the alterna- 
tives—and the machinery of govern- 
mental propaganda should be stilled for 
the period. 


One of the many tragedies of Viet 


Nam is that we have been given the 
truth only in carefully-measured doses, 
when we have been given it at all.

American flyers on trial as war crim- 
inals, American voices warned of ‘dire 
consequences” if this happened. What 
does that mean? We should know.

What does the national con- 
science say about how many people—

END RUBBER=STAMP UNIONISM 


In Grievance procedure: No grievance man should withdraw a grievance without prior 
approval of the rank-and-file, 

At Union Meetings: Union meetings should reflect the rank-and-file feelings 
and opinions. Meetings should not be held just to rubber- 
stamp reports. 


END RUBBER=STAMP POLITICS 


Trade unionists must develop an independent outlook on the problems facing labor ~ 
higher taxes, higher prices, wage freezes and war.

NION RUBBER-STAMPING OF POLITICAL MACHINES COSTLY TO WORKERS 


If the political machines represent big business in this country, do they also 
serve big business in other countries? Indeed they do. For instance: 1.) Fabu- 
lous profits are guaranteed by law to overseas investors = profits subsidized pri- 
marily by workers' taxes, 2.) When the economic interests of U. S. corporations 
are threatened in a country, the CIA engineers a military coup which is followed by 
U.S. troops (mostly workers). 


Workers and farmers of these countries are being exploited by U.S.-owned corpora-~ 
tions such as the United Fruit Company of Guatemala and the McGeorge Bundy family 
fish canning interests of the Dominican Republics. If working people support star-— 
vation wages of U.S. corporations abroad, we weaken our own wage struggle — just as 
low wages in the Southern U.S. hurt labor in the North. 


Attempts to colonize Viet Nam and make it safe for U.S. corporation investments 
are proving very costly to the working class (in higher death tolls, higher taxes, 
higher prices), while oil, aircraft, and munitions-makers grow richer. Labor must 
call for removal of U.S. troops from Viet Nam and all other countries. 


RANK-AND-FILE POLITICS 


Union lobbyists have not and will not change the deteriorating conditions of labor 
in the U.S. Given proper means of expression, the rank-and-file will help in 
developing an independent political role for trade unions - not a rubber=stamp for 
the Democratic or Republican machine. The ultimate aim of labor should be the 
forming of a Labor Party,

Dear Colleague: 


The University Committee on Vietnam, a group of faculty:members deeply concerned about 
the war in Vietnam, was formed two years. We have presented two Teach-ins, a continuing 
program of lectures on campus, and provided speakers for off campus events. A year ago we 
initiated a letter to President Johnson which 150 of you signed. 


The year that has passed has disappointed the hopes of those who spoke for reason and de- 
cency. Appeals directed to the President continue to go unheeded. We therefore have drafted 
an expression of our dissent in the enclosed letter. The following uses will or may be made of 
the letter: (1) it will be sent, along with the names of its signers, to the leaders of both houses, 
and selected members of Congress; (2) it may be published, along with the names of its signers, 
in the Daily Bruin; (3) it may be published, along with the names of its signers, in any other 
respectable newspaper (the Los Angeles Times, for instance) which the Committee selects. 





We would like to call your attention to the Spring Mobilization and to Vietnam Week, 
April 10 - 15, on our campus. Enclosed is A Call to the mobilization. The program for Viet- 
nam Week, which will be announced through the campus media, will include lectures, films, 
and drama. Buses and cars will depart for The March on San Francisco at 1:00 pm, Friday, 
April 14, from Westwood Blvd. in front of The Student Union. We have obtained a block of 
tickets on PSA, Flight 809, leaving Los Angeles International Airport at 8:35 am, Saturday, 
April 15. We have also booked return air passage for a smaller number on PSA, Flight 536, 
leaving San Francisco Airport at 5:36 pm, Sunday, April 16. A ticket is $12, one way. Those 
who wish to join The March should contact Professor Donald Kalish, Department of Philosophy, 
EXts 102, 


We need your support. Our weekly noon meetings, Tuesdays 
in Room 3564 of The Student Union, are open. Activities of 
the Committee are decided from week to week by those pres- 
ent.

Dear Member of Congress: 

Our Country has come to rely upon a policy of ever-increasing use of military 
force in Vietnam. The attempts to justify this policy on moral, legal, historic or 
strategic grounds have not convinced any of our major allies abroad, and are increas - 
ingly questioned by thoughtful people at home. Many of the high hopes and construc - 
tive programs at home and abroad have suffered and even fallen victim to the ever 
expanding war. 

Reversing the United States policy of support for international treaties, the United 
Nations, and the establishment of international law, the present Administration has 
chosen unilateral force. When the strong act outside the law, both the weak and the 
strong become insecure. 

We respect and admire the courage of those members of Congress who by their 
voice and their votes have asserted that the United States is acting in Vietnam neither 
in its own interest, nor in the interest of the people of Vietnam, nor in the interest of 
world peace. 

We turn to you with the urgent hope that Congress will assume its constitutional 
role and return our country to a policy based on international law and morality. 

It is in your power--and it is therefore your responsibility--to end this war by 
peaceful means.

The following is a letter received by the Executive Director of the Episcopal Peace Fellowship. 
The writer is an American volunteer worker for the U.S. AID (Agency for International De- 
velopment) program in South Vietnam. 


Hue, Vietnam 
1/23/67 


Dear Friends, 

This is going to be a rather emotional newsletter, I fear. The work here at the Animal 
Husbandry Station is going along satisfactorily and I have gone out into the countryside 
several times and visited some places in Hue. My work here is quite similar to any Peace 
Corpsman's who works in Agriculture; except for one thing. I find myself working in a coun- 
try visited by war. 

Do you know what that means? Can you even begin to imagine the utter horror and in- 
describable suffering that that word represents. WAR. The United States is fighting a war to 
prevent South Vietnam from begin taken over by the Communists. I am here to tell you, my 
very dear brethren, that if I were a poor Vietnamese peasant in this day, only death would 
prevent me from being a Vietnamese Communist. Do you understand that? 

Do you understand what it means to havea plane fly overhead and just stop in utter terror 
of what that plane might be doing? Do you understand what napalm does to people? It ex- 
plodes and spreads a jelly all over everything in the vicinity. This jelly is on fire. It burns 
through clothing and destroys the skin with burns. It leaves the people not already dead to 
die a horrible death by burns. It burns trees, houses, everything. Do you understand what a 
phosphorus bomb does? It gets on the body and burns; and it does not stop burning until it 
reaches bone. What does it feel like, I wonder, to have phosphorus on your face and feel it 
eating away right down to the skull. Do you like that picture? Well, that is what your govern- 
ment and mine is doing! 

Do you understand what it means to be a sustenance farmer, just growing enough rice for 
the family to live on for a year. And do you understand how it feels to watch a plane fly 
overhead spraying chemicals on your field just before harvest, and then watch that field be- 
come brown, and then black. Would you like to watch your family starve to death because 
of some nebulous fight that does not matter. Do you know why it does not matter? Because 
the very thing that the U.S. seeks to preserve (freedom and abundant life) is that which it 
destroys every day. Do you understand that bombs and artillery are indiscriminate and don't 
just cause death and suffering among Vietnamese Communists? Do you understand what it is 
like to be living in a village in an "insecure" area and to have a plane unload its bombs 
and then strafe your village without mercy because someone fired at him with a rifle? Can 
you even begin to imagine the utter horror of being in a village where the planes come in 
dropping fragmentation bombs to drive people into the open and then following with napalm 
and phosphorus bombs to get an effective "kill." My God, can you even imagine what it is 
like in the villages? Do you know that at least 5 civilians are killed or wounded for every one 
combatant in Vietnam?

What does it matter that I work from dawn far into the night trying to increase production 
so that we can distribute more chicks to the countryside when there is no way to assure the 
farmer of adequate feed supply, and when a simple quirk of war could wipe him or his family 
off the face of the earth? 

Can you imagine how my Vietnamese friend felt when an American soldier stopped me and 
asked, in a loud voice, "You aren't a Gook, are you? Don't worry, my friend; we aren't killing 
persons over here, we are cleaning up the Gooks." 

If you could hear me writing this letter you would know that these words are being shouted 
in desperation and anguish. No, I have never seen the effects of a napalm raid close up, but 
I am beginning to understand the fear, as I work more out in the villages. I sense the terror 
that they feel when a flight of jets go overhead. I have seen defoliated fields, and the people 
who were driven from their homes by the defoliation. Do you understand that almost 90% of 
the refugees in Vietnam are refugees of U.S. firepower? Have you ever been in a refugee 
camp? Sensed the hopelessness, the fear, the deep sorrow and yearning for the now destroyed 
home? 

Many of my friends have written and asked if they could help me and my work with an 
offering of money. I respond to them and to you. If you have been able to grasp even a tiny 
fraction of the anguish and desperation of this letter, and I have been able to record a frac- 
tion of what I feel, and I feel only a fraction of what my people in the countryside feel; then 
you will do everything in your power and in the power that God offers you to STOP THIS 
WAR!!! Picket, go to jail, protest, organize politically, preach, pray, write letters, bring our 
bumbling giant of a nation to its knees. Do whatever is necessary but please please, in the 
name of everything that is sane and loving, please STOP THE WAR! 

I am sure that there are any number of good reasons why we should be fighting this war, 
but I really can't find any good enough as I see what this war does to our brethren. 

Please don't sleep well tonight, or any night until somehow a way is found to stop destroy- 
ing human beings in Vietnam. 

I send this letter in love and agony.

The question is not whether the younger generation will take over, the

The defining difference between 4 university education and a college or high 
school education is the acquiring of the bility to think beyond the curriculum. 
Each student selects for himself the speed end degree of his personal growth. 
Each student decides for himself when, if ever, he will begin to function as an 
adult and as a citizen. 


Nowhere in the University catelogue can cne now or-will one ever find a 
course entitled "Moral Dilemmas, Preserit avd Future". Nor could such questions 
be adequately handled in either lecture or group discussion fashion. 


Too often campus political activity is considered as marginal a university 
activity as are dances and atheletic everts. Such a devaluation cf student 
political activity reflects a total nonunderstanding of what is involved in the 
training of high quality civic leadership . (and of statesmen). 

High quality leadership is a product of unquenchable curiosity, acute 
sensitivity and concern, and considerable on the job training in both partisan 
and nonpartisan politics. 

High quality civic leadership grows out of sustained willingness to "get 
involved", High quality civic leadership is a by-product of heavy investment in 
personal growth. Revorded, high quality civic leadershiv is a by-product of the 
activities of those who lust after personal intellectual growth. 


Very crudely stated, the greatest potential for personal growth is where the 
action is. Specifically the greatest potential for personal growth is in allowing 
your intellectual peers, superiors, and inferiors to confront you with any and 
every question they can imagine. | | oe 


Bruin "Classic" was founded by libertarian students who wished to train 
themselves to be civic leaders and statesmen. (Note that the key expression here 
is "train themselves" - this has always been understood in Bruin "Classic”™ to 
be by “on the job training” outside of government and industry.) Ostensibly 
Bruin "Classic" is a membership organization. But in fact this is only nominally 
the case. In a civic leadership training organization such a Bruin "Classic" 
one gets out of "joining" only so much as one puts in. (OVER) 


As a matter of policy Bruin "Classic" (like its "parent" organization the 
Cénstitutional Liberty League of Southern California - “Classic"”) has always 
restricted its activities to involvement only in domestic non-tax-spending issues. 
like other orgariizations we feel that tax spending and foreign policy questions 
are also very important and most of our members are also members of groups dealing 
with either tax spending questions or with foreign policy questions. 

Unlike other organizations we feel that domestic non-tax-spending issues 
are so important that there ought to be a libertarian political organization 
devoted exclusively to such issues. 


To the chapters of “Classic" fall the definition of. such items as liberty, 
justice (as opposed to "due process”), “morality”, separation of church and state, 
human-beingness, adulthood, the "rights" of minors, quality + OR? crime, 
honesty, fraud, etc. : 


One would suppose that these issues are more than superficiaily discussed 
in the Democratic and Republican Parties, but in practice this is never the case. 
Political Parties aro primarily vehicles of furthering imagined and real 
economic vested interest and only rarely are questions of s3ae*se allowed to 
intermingle with "politics as usual”. 


As was mentioned caries. the chapters of “Classic” are libertarian organi- 
zations. In addition to training civic leaders and statesmen, the chapters of 
"Classic" are expected and intended to do in the political arena a larger job 
than that the American Civil Liberties Union does in the courts (Lees, define, 
defend, and evangelize liborty), 


PERtEG too briefly, Bruin "Classic"*®s position is as follows: 
Every act and activity which involves no victim, and which involves 
no attempt to victimize (cither permeditated or through neglect), 
and which involves no threatening to victimize, 1) is morally right,

1. On April 15 there will be a mass burning of draft cards in violation of Federal 
Law. This will take place in New York City. For information on this project 
write to Bruce Dancis, 107 Dryden Road, Ithaca, New York. (Bruce Dancis, who has 


already burned his own card, is a member of the WRL. 








2. The "sample ads'' which were sent to our entire list earlier this year have been 
appearing in campus papers from Hawaii to New York. We have 'mint condition"! 
copies of these ad layouts, printed on glossy paper and ready for use in pPhoto- 
offset publications. Write for a copy. 


3. We repeat our suggestion that men of draft age run "personals" stating their 
personal opposition to military service in the classified ad sections of the 
underground community papers."

First, let me frighten you a little bit. We will probably have 
to provide housing for 10 to 20 thousand people on April 14th and 
15th. Here is how we plan to do it: We will have several points 
for housing, Berkeley, Oakland, Marin Co, etc. . For instance, 
travelers from Oregon and Seattle will go directly to Berkeley for 
housing instead of conming to 55 Colton St. Every time we receive a 
request for housing in this office it will be forwarded to the app- 
ointed person in charge of housing in that area. All offers for housing 
from Bay Area residents will be forwarded to the respective office. 
This will climinate a mass riot outside of Colton St. 


We have called all Moblization Comms. out side this area and 
made them responsible for getting housing information to their areas, 
Most important; to warn everyone that they must bring sleeping gear 
with them. 3 


We have several places which can sleep a hundred or so people 
with sleeping bags, etc. (Lofts, Churches and orga nizations, etc); 
which we plan to turn into either male or female dorms, These .also 
require sleeping bags. 


We are compiling a list of hotels and already have a few lined 
up with prices ranging form $4.00 to $6.00 per night. This information 
will be forwarded to out-lying Committees. 


These are just a few of our problems. What can you do to help? 

Fill out the form with the amount of housing you can provide, appoint 
yourself housing dir. within your own neighborhood and call up your 
neighbors for housing, come into the office and work on typing, phoning 
or fileing.

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WHY WE DEMONSTRATE 


Like most Americans you probably aren't happy about the war in Vietnam. But you 
probably aren't happy about peace demonstrations either, With American boys being killed 
in Vietnam shouldn't we support them? Do we have a right to talk against the President 
when a war is going on? Are the men who burn their draft cards crazy? Are all of us 
Communists ? 

We would like to explain why we are demonstrating—and to urge you to joinus. We 
aren't crazy and we aren't Communists—we are citizens who think the government is wrong 
to be fighting in Vietnam, 


DEATH AND TAXES 


The death rate goes up in Vietnam and the tax rate goes up here at home. Our men 
are taken from us to fight thousands of miles from home to support a South Vietnamese 
government so corrupt its own army can't defend it. We've been fighting in Vietnam for 
ten years. We've killed over 300,000 Vietnamese. A thousand of our own men are killed 
or wounded each week, But the government we support in South Vietnam is in worse shape 
today than when we began the war. That government asked us to come in and is glad we 
are there—they would collapse without us. But the people in South Vietnam think of our 
troops as invaders, not as liberators. The people of South Vietnam want the Americans 
to leave. 

Taxes are going up to pay for a war which you don't want, which the people in South 
Vietnam don't want—a war into which our government blundered by mistake. Rather than 
admitting he made a mistake Johnson takes our men and our tax money, trying to win a 
victory in order to "save face.'' Money that might have been used for schools, homes, 
dams, highways, hospitals—that money is going for bombs and bullets. And it is your 


money. 
THE PRESIDENT CAN MAKE A MISTAKE 


People say we have to support Johnson because he is the President. Nonsense—this is 
a democracy and Johnson isn't some kind of God—he is just an elected official. He isn't 
our boss—we are his boss. We hired him and if we want we can fire him. Johnson has 
not been honest with the people of this country. In 1964 when he ran against Goldwater he 
promised not to send thousands more of our men to Vietnam or to bomb North Vietnam, 
But as soon as he won the election he turned around and began sending hundreds of thou- 
sands of Americans into the swamps and jungles and he ordered our bombers to expand the 
war into North Vietnam. What Johnson is doing in Vietnam is wrong. It ismorally wrong. 
And it is illegal under international law. It was a mistake for this country to get involved 
in Vietnam, It is amistake for us to stay there now. We should withdraw our troops, stop 
killing Vietnamese, and let the people of Vietnam run their own country inthe way they want. 


~~ ,s SUPPORT OUR MEN IN VIETNAM ~ 


Yes, support our men in Vietnam. Get them out before they get killed. More than a 
thousand American troops are killed or wounded each week. Those who talk about ''sup- 
porting Johnson" are helping send these men to their deaths. Let our government have 
the courage to admit it was wrong to get into this war in the first place. Get our men out 


of the jungles and swamps of Vietnam. Support American boys by bringing them home now. 


A CITIZEN'S DUTY 


If you believe this war is right then support it. But if you believe this war is wro 
then you have a duty as an American to oppose it gudtte try io statis th a eee ian ry to stop it. In a fotalitarian 
society you have to keep your mouth shut when the government is wrong. In a democracy 
you have the right to speak your mind and help shape national policy. Speak out on Vietnam,

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MEMO TO THE PEACE MOVEMENT 


On the reverse of this sheet is a leaflet addressed to 
the general public that (we hope) watches our demon- 
strations. This is a memo to those of you who, like 
ourselves, are actually in the parades and demonstra- 
tions. These protests dohonor tothe American tradi- 
tion and, more important, they prove that men and 
women inacomputerized society canstill act as mor- 
al individuals. We have just three points which, as 
pacifists, we would like the broader peace movement 
to think about as we work together to end the war in 
Vietnam, 

1, The Trap of Violence. Our revulsion against the 
war in Vietnam should cause us to think more criti- 
cally about the institution of war itself. Because there 
is so little justice on the American side in Vietnam the 
brutality of this war stands out clearly. Because world 
opinion generally feels it is terribly wrong for the U.S. 
to be in Vietnam at all there is a world wide (and very 
necessary) outcry about civilians being killed by our 
bombing. But during World War II we killed more 
people in Japan in just three air raids (the fire bomb- 
ing of Tokyo, the atomic bombings of Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki) than we have yet killed in Vietnam—and al- 
most all who died were civilians. In Germany we de- 
liberately smashed population centers with ''satura- 
tion bombing" in an effort, through killing hundreds 
of thousands of civilians, to break the spirit of the 
German people. Even in the most "progressive" wars 
we find both sides are trapped into killing innocent 
persons, into treating those on the other side as "the 
enemy" rather than as individual human beings. The 
war in Vietnam is wrong—murderously, horribly, 
criminally wrong. But it is not wrong just because it 
is being fought to support a corrupt government in Sai- 
gon. It is also wrong simply because it is awar. It 
is the organized use of violence by men against men. 
The cause of the Viet Cong may be more just thanours 
and they have certainly used less violence against the 
civilian population than the Americans but they must 
still take responsibility for blinded children, legless 
young men, and disemboweled mothers who were 
caught by accidents in terrorist attacks. 

Injustice is anevil against which we must struggle. 
But if the methods we use are cruel the results will 
also be cruel. Our job is to find ways of struggling 
for justice without betraying our goal. A war of lib- 
eration fought with terrorism too easily results ina 
terrorist society rather than in the liberation of men. 
Violence is the trap, both for us and for the Vietna- 
mese who are using violence to defend their nation 
against us. 

2. A Joyous Resistance, A peace movement that is 
filled with hatred is not a peace movement. A.J. 
Muste once said "There is no way to peace—peace is 
the way.'' Compassion for the victims of war in Viet- 
nam must include more thancompassion for the inno- 
cent children killed by our bombs. It means compas- 
sion also for the troops on both sides, who are caught 
by the trapof war. And it means compass‘on ‘or those 
men in our own government who are committing the 
crime of this war. They, too, are victims. To attack 
the policies of the government is not to attack the in- 
dividuals who run the government. We seek their lib- 
eration, too. The man of violence always kills a part 
of himself before he kills anyone else, We donot come 
shouting slogans but wearing flowers. Wedo not come 


with anger but with singing. The pacifist seeks the 
liberation of all men—including his ''enemies''— and 
not just the liberation of a single class or race or 
nation, : 

3. The Soft Way Is Harder, There are many, perhaps 
including you, who feel that pacifists are too soft, too 
weak, that we lack courage for the struggle, that be- 
cause we want to treat each man as an individual we 
cannot make a "correct" political analysis, That may 
be true. But there are more pacifists in jail in this 
country today than from any other political group. 
Just because we insist on treating Johnsonas a human 
being does not mean we will not attack his policies or 
urge that he, himself, be removed from office. We 
may refuse to hate the men in the Pentagon—but we 
will also refuse induction. 

The "soft way" of the pacifist is the hardest way of 
all because it demands that each of us take personal 
responsibility. We are less interested in "punishing 
the guilty" than in changing the situation. And the 
point at which the pacifist position becomes truly rad- 
ical, no matter how soft or gentle it may appear at 
first glance, is its demand that every individual take 
personal responsibility for helping to change society. 
Those men of draft age who refuse induction are tak- 
ing this personal responsibility seriously. So, too, 
are those men in the armed forces who refuse to serve 
in Vietnam. For many past draft age a sense of per- 
sonal responsibility has meant a refusal to pay income 
taxes or has meant taking part in demonstrations where 
induction centers are physically closed down and the 
demonstrators jailed—in a symbolic effort to place our 
bodies between the youth of this nation and the machin- 
ery of war. 

Hundreds or thousands of American citizens may 
be jailed by Johnson's Administration for direct re- 
sistance to war. But that, too, is part of the risk the 
pacifist thinks the peace movement may have to take. 
A nonviolent struggle demands courage and sacrifice 
and a risk of suffering. In the face of evil we call for 
a joyous, open, determined, organized campaign of 
resistance and non-cooperation.

Approximately 70% of income taxes goes for war and war preparation; 
this year about 22% will go for the war in Vietnam. This enormous expen-~ 
diture of our resources for war only makes global war more likely as it 
brutalizes us now by our acceptance of it. Our current intensified war in 
Vietnam destroys the chances for peace and justice it seeks to provide, 
for democracy becomes meaningless when it deprives thousands of people of 
their fundamental freedom, the freedom to live. 


War and war preparation themselves contradict our central value: the 
dignity and worth of the human person, We must use nonviolent methods to 
create and defend freedom, for only nonviolence does not violate the people 
it seeks to protect. Likewise, we must use our vast wealth and technology 
to meet human needs of all people everywhere. 


Because the income tax is so nearly universal, noncompliance with it 
is a way open to most Americans to make concrete our opposition to and 
withdraw our support from war, particularly the war in Vietnam. Some of 
us are refusing to pay all or some portion of our 1966 income taxes, or 
have lowered our income, hence owing no tax, or pay our taxes under protest. 
Names of tax refusers are being made public nationally. 


Other forms of Tax Protest: 


Taxpayers against War - for those whose wages are withheld or who don't want 
to refuse payment, a group is filing for refund of 60% or 22% of 1966 taxes 
with a view to an eventual group suit against the government. For more ine 
formation, write: Taxpayers against War, 2817 Pine St., San Francisco,CA94115. 


Telephone Tax Refusal - The 10% telephone tax was restored in 1966 only to 
help finance the Vietnam war. So far several hundred people are therefore re- 
fusing to pay the 10% phone tax.

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FROPOSED REFERENDUM 


Bi the declared policy of ASUCLA that the facdiities and services of the Placement 
Genter, which Is maintained by ASUCLA funds, shall be denied to any organization whichs 


(1) is divedtly or conplicitly involved in acts of war crimes, crimes against 
humenity, or crimes against the peacey or conspriacy to commit any of these 
erimes as defined by the Nurenberg Military Tribunal, or 


(2) discriminates in its hirang or advancement practices on the basis of Pace, 
color, creed, or national origin. 


To secure the enforcement of this policy, an ASUCLA Placement Center Control Board 
(hereinafter cited as PCCB) shall be established consisting of six members, (three 
undergraduate and three graduate), te be elected during the annual ASUCTA elections and 
te serve for a term consisting of the folowing academic year, The PCCB shall elect s 
chairman and a secretary and adopt a code of operations. The PCGB will conduct an open 
hearing upon the receipt of a petition, signed by at least 25 UCLA students registered 
at the regular sessin progress, stating specific charges against an orgarization and 
giving the names of at least two perstns who will present evidence supporting the 
charges at the open hearing, The accused shall be notified of the pending hearing and 
be invited to send representatives to defend its actions, Tf the PCCB sustains the 
cnarges, the organization and sll its sudsidiary orkanigations shall be 
denied the use and services of the Placement Center henceforth, 


Anytime after one year from the date of the PtCc3 decision, the organisations 
disallowed Placement Center priviliges nay presen> the PCCB with new evidence that 
the organization now complies with ASUCLA policy, If the FCCB feels that the evidence 
is sufficient grounds for re-opening the case, it will conduct a new open hearing to 
determine if the Placement Center priviliges should be restored to the oreanizaticn, 


the establishment of the PGCB in no way restricts the right of students to take 
action regerding use of the Placement Center by means of normal referendum charme)s, 
Decisions of a student referendua overrule those of she PCCD in case of conflict, 


Copies of this policy resolution shall be sent to all organizations now using the 


facilities or services of the Placement Center and to all organizations which request 
its use in the future, |

Academic reform, SLC reorganization, the 
relationship between the NSA and the CIA, 
previous experience at UCLA; ll these are 
issues this week in the race for the NSA 
Representative’s seat.

Four days would. seem to 
be a long enough break, an even longer one 
would cut into vacations while a shorter one 
would be too short to be significant. 


2. Representation on Academic Senate 
The Kneller Report to the Academic Senate 


this fall. recommends that students be repre- 


sented on Academic committees. Students at 
UC Irvine are already on the Academic Sen- 
ate there, and are able to make student opin- 
ions known at the policymaking level. SLC 
should strongly push for approval of the Kneller 
Report so that we may make our opinions known 
at the same high level. 


3. Reorganization of SLC 

SLC should be reorganized to make it more 
representative. I propose that each of the three 
general reps (now elected at large) come from 


one of the living groups—that there be a Greek 
rep, a dorm rep, and a commuter rep. A fourth 


general rep, to be elected in the Fall, would »e 
the Freshman Class President. While freshmen 
do have a class identity at UCLA, the other 
Classes tend to identify more with their living 
groups. Under this plan, therefore, the four 
general representatives would represent the sig- 
nificant campus groups. 
4, Ending CIA Support of NSA 

‘The NSA Rep this year will have to deal 
with the problem of CIA financing of NSA. 
As head of the UCLA delegation to the NSA 
National Convention, I would ask for a full 
accounting of all sources of NSA income. The 
CIA has not, in the past, had much influence 
over NSA, but, nevertheless, all CIA financing 


_ should end. Any organization that represents 


U.S. students at home and abroad should not 
be financed by the Central Intelligence Agency. 
Outside support, ifreally necessary, should come 
from recognized foundations. 


_ & Experience 


The very important job of NSA Representa- 
tive should be filled by someone with a good 
deal of experience. I.am the only serious candi- 


date for this office who has been on campus 


longer than just this year. I have been an NSA 
delegate before from the University of Utah, so 
I know how the National Convention works, 
what NSA does and does notdo, andwhat NSA 
can do at UCLA. Also, as an Academic Re- 
search Council Committee chairman, a tutor in 
Watts, a Yeoman, a sometime Rugby player, a 
Model UN member, and a member of such com- 
mittees as Homecoming and Elections, I have 
gained a breadth of experience that the other 
candidates for this office do not have. For the 
experienced candidate who knows UCLA and 
the NSA, elect Steve Jacobson NSA Rep- 
resentative.

I. The Philosophical Backg. ound of SDS's Education Ideology 


The Radical approach differs from liberalism in that while the liberal sees only 
ameliorative changes as the groundwork of social evolution, and thus remains within the 
context of the system, the radical goes to the roots and premises of the system itself, 
knowing that within the context of the system, only increasingly larger contradictions 
will be generated: the radical believes that the situation cannot really begin to be im- 
proved until the nature, the framework, the foundational goals and values around which 
the society is organized are themselves profoundly changed, in a reconstruction aimed at 
eliminating the source of the contradictions. 


It is thusly that SDS's radical approach to the nature of American education must be 
understood: we do not seek just to change the techniques, we seek to change the nature of 
the system. The educational process is a society's primary instrument for the self-gen- 
eration of its way of life, and it is the American way of life, and therefore that which 
reproduces it, that we condemn. | 


What are the contradictions manifest in the American system? The educational system 
has produced a society which can manufacture over 450 models of cars a year while slum 
children suffer from malnutrition, a society in which a person is believed to have had a 
successful life if he ends up rich, in which love and kindness are strongly negatively 
sanctioned, sex is prostituted to commercialism, and greed and aggressive attitudes are 
praised. It is no accident that James Bond, the fascist in a tuxedo, is an American hero. 
And in the smokey cities, good citizens avert their eyes and pull the blinds: what happen- 
ed to Kitty Genovese could happen anywhere in America. In the anti-human cities are peo- 
ple who are their own worst enemies. : 


In short, the American educational system is producing anti-humans. Creativity is 
stifled when education becomes data memorization and the entire system a sophisticated 
technetium for training the purveyors and custodians of machines. The technologized cur- 
riculum produces graduate idiots in its own image, moral morons, self-serving automatons 
who deny their essential humanity in the reduction of even the human mind to merely a 
system, in their obsession with things, in their lack of altruism. When self-esteem de- 
pends upon extent of ownership, when education is degraded to professional preparation, 
when there is no social institution to impart to successive generations an awareness of 
the basic human problems, which are existential and interpersonal, not technological, 
then there is something profoundly and basically wrong with the premises, techniques, and 
goals of that society's educational institution. 


And this basic fault and inability to provide a truly meaningful approach to find- 
ing a pattern in one's life is why there is a spreading revolt by disaffiliation in Amer- 
ican colleges and universities today. The revolt was initially an existential refusal to 
be mechanized. Berkeley was merely the flash point, the place where the system was the 
most mechanical. But that flash point was a major event in educational history, for it 
signalled the beginning of an overt conflict of values and life-styles between the de- 
clared representatives of two generations. As Bob Dylan sings, "there's a war outside 
and it's raging." | | 


This is the philosophical foundation of the conflict over education, and the basic 
ideological background for an understanding of Carl Davidson's article "Toward Student 
Syndicalism." 


IL. The Educational Goals of SDS at USC 


At USC, the basic goal of SDS,is the creation of a movement of radical education 
among the studénts which will culminate in the transformation of the entire institution. 
By a variety of programs, we aim to disaffiliate students from the anti-human system they 
are being trained and conditioned to become a part of. Radical education consists of 
providing literature and speakers, films and statements, examples and demonstrations, 
designed ‘to dramatize and counterpoise the contradictions built into the USC educational 
program, contradictions which both reflect and perpetuate the more insidious and destruc- 
‘tive contradictions of the entire social system it is a prime reproductive element for. 


USC serves as a horrible example of what's wrong with the contemporary American uni- 
versity; it epitomizes the taults. The cowed, underpaid, faction-ridden faculty is sub- 
servient to an administration whose recalcitrance to innovation, resistance to suggestion, 
and general short-sightedness is the very measure of its impotence to comprehend the val- 
uational revolution it is obstructing. USC is abuilding a marvelous physical plant, but 
some of the best members of the faculty are going elsewhere, for the intellectual climate 
at USC has been reduced by the administration to a miasma worse than LA's own smog. Their 
values are built into the machinery of this university, and these values determine the 
kind of person USC graduates: monsters, deformed in their ability to relate meaningfully 
or to seek new meanings to being-human. The social domination of the Greeks and the ubigq- 
uity of their own little sub-system of degradation reveals the depth of the crisis at USC, 
which can turn out scientists, businessmen, and lawyers, but only by accident turns out a 
person who is more altruistic and creative than when he registered as a freshman, 


To change all this, the process of radical education must be extended into the class- 
room as well as outside of it. The administration must be reduced to a mere background 
of technicians who maintain the physical plant of the university; a form of janitor, The 
faculty should become the only other group that the students relate to, and they should 
jointly work out the details of course content. Admissions should be handled by a per-~- 
manent faculty committee, Grades must be reduced to three: pass, fail, and good. There 
is very little comparability between grades, and their importance in evaluation should be 
replaced by comprehensive standardized examinations. 


Beyond all this, SDS aims at developing a class consciousness among students, Stu- 
dents form a nascent class, and as the length of the educational process increases in the 
future, students may become the dominant class. This is very healthy for a society if its 
educational system creates individuals, not automatons whose future is to become serfs of 
corporate feudalism. In short, education should develop persons, not personnel, Recon- 
struction of American society must begin where American society is constructed, in the 
colleges and universities. Education should prepare individuals to control their tech- 
nology rather than vice versa, but even more importantly, develop in individuals their 
capacity to be loving, creative and sensitive. 


And you who read this should be the first to join our effort, for not only are you, 
also, victims of the present tragedy, but your compliance helps, to perpetuate it.

Hughes 
Calls It 


Immoral 


Stuns Crowd At 


Capitol Services 
By RICHARD BRAUTIGAM 
(Of The Capital Times Staff) 


A Memorial Day audience on 
the State Capitol grounds was 


stunned into thoughtful silence 


today as a distinguished Army 
general made a fervent plea for 
an end to the war in Vietnam 
and a commitment to the cause 
of justice and good will. 

Brig. Gen. Robert L. Hughes, 
U. S. Army Reserve, was the 
principal speaker at the tradi- 


tional services arranged by 
Madison veterans’ groups. 

He wore the Silver Star, 
Bronze Star with Oak Leaf 
Cluster, Purple Heart, C 0 mbat 
Infantry Badge, Presidential! 
Unit Citation, and the Army 
Commendation Ribbon as he 
stood before an audience of 
some 500 veterans and their 
families as well as citizens gen- 
erally. 

% * % 

Gen. Hughes won these hon- 
ors through long service in the 
Pacific Theaters during World 
War II. 

Wounded severely at Buna, 
in New Guinea, he recuperated 
in the United States and then 
returned to the Pacific as a 
member of Gen. MacArthur’s 
staff at Leyte, in the Philip- 
pines. 

Hughes spoke quietly, but 
with the conviction of his long 
years of service. 

“All over the United States 
today there are observances 
that are stereotypes of this 
one,” he began. 

* * * 

“They are expressions of grat- 
itude for those Americans who 
have fallen in battle in our 
wars to assure that the politi- 
cal integrity of our nation re- 
mains inviolate. 


“The true significance of the 
day is most poignant to those 
who have suffered: the loss of a 
foved one in the present con- 
flict in Vietnam,” Hughes point- 
ed out. 

“They died,” he continued, 
“in support of an unstable for- 
eign government that is main- 
tained only by the strength of 
the United States.”’ 

There is a paradox in the role 
of the United States in Vietnam, 
he said. 

In contrast to the image of a 
country that offers hope of 
peace and justice to the world, 
he said, “we are prosecuting 
an immoral war in support of a 
government that is a dictator- 
ship by design.” 

“It represents nothing but a 
ruling clique and is composed 
of morally corrupt leaders who 
adhere to a warlord philoso- 
phy,” he added. 

This is illustrated currently 
by the need for the United 
States to lead in pacifying vil- 
lages whose citizens do not 
trust their own government, he 
said. 

Following World War II, the 
United States accepted its role 
of world leadership with hu- 
mility and aided stricken na- 


tions to rebuiid with American 


dollars, he said. 

“In this new cra of political 
unrest, we cannot police the 
world, we cannot impose our 
social system on other nations,” 
he advised. 

“We stand alone In Vietnam 
with token forces from some 
other countries and mercen- 
aries from Korea paid by the 
United States,’ Hughes went 
on. 

“We are losing the flower of 
American youth in a war that 
could stretch into perpetuity,” 
he added. ‘After four years of 
fighting, we cannot be sure of 
the security of villages three 
miles from Saigon, because we 
can’t tell the good guys from 
the bad guys. 

“We are in that position be- 
cause we selected sides in a 
civil war,” he said. 


“This is one hell of a war to 
be fighting. We must disengage 
from this tragic war. It is the 
only one in which we have com- 
mitted troops without first be 
aggressed against,’’ he said, 


Hughes called for a reassess- 
ment of American foreign poli- 
cy in terms of our own Ameri- 
can interests. 

‘‘We should recognize our er- 
rors in judgment and not com- 
pound them by trying to police 
the world,’? he Said. ‘“‘We shall 
cease as a political force if we 
don’t follow a policy of co-ex- 
istence with other nations. 

“We cannot afford a major 
confrontation with the people 
of Asia if we want to dedicate 
this country to our sons and 
future generations,” he con- 
cluded. | 

Gen. Hughes is executive sec- 
retary of the University of Wis- 
consin College of Agriculture. 
He has served in many civic 
capacities, including a term as 
president of the Middleton 
School Board, the Masons, Boy 
Scouts, Middleton Sportsmen’s 





Club, United Givers and the Na- 
tional Congress of Parents and 
Teachers. . 

A reporter circulating through 
the audience found general ap- 


proval of his address, with 
some reservations. 

A. M. Ryser, a World War I 
veteran and chairman for the 
day, told The Capital Times he 
did not agree with all of 
Hughes’ remarks but would de- 
fend the right to say them. 

Another veteran said, ‘It was 
shocking, but. he gave me some- 
thing to think about.” Where 
there was dissent, there was 
that acknowledgment of doubt, 
also. 

Others, however, wholly ap- 
proved of his address. 

“Somebody has to say these 
things,’’ one said. 

“This was a surprise pack- 
age but I agree with him en- 
tirely,”’ said another.

Affairs Day, Pierce College, Los Angeles, 14 May 1966. 


"You read, you're televised to, you're radioed to, you're preached to, that it is necessary that we have our armed forces fight, get 
killed and maimed, and kill and maim other human beings including women and children because now is the time we must stop some kind 
of unwanted ideology from creeping up on this nation. The place we chose fo do this is 8,000 miles away with water in between... . 


"The reasons fed to us are too shallow and narrow for students, as well as other citizens. Especially so, when you realize that what 
is happening, no matter how carefully and slowly the military escalation has progressed, may be projecting us toward world catastrophe, 
Surely, it is confusing... 

"I want to tell you, I don’t think the whole of South East Asia, as related to the present and future safety and freedom of thé people 
of this country, is worth the life or limb of a single American... : 

"I believe that if we had and would keep our dirty, bloody, dollar-crooked finger out of the business of these nations sc ful! of 
depressed, exploited people, they will arrive at a solution of their own. That they design and want. That they fight and work for. And 
if unfortunately their revolution must be of the violent type because the "haves" refuse to share with the "have-nots" by any peaceful 
method, at least what they get will be their own, and not the American atyle, which they don't want and above all don't want crammed 
down their throats by Americans."

“And I hope that these veterans now working for a sane American future will take this opportunity to set up an effective organization, 
perhaps clong a loose confederation line, to work for a prompt end to a war which is betraying, our great traditions as a free, just and 
peace-loving people. | 

“I know of no more fitting or proper task for men who have demonstrated their devotion and loyalty te the American people by risking 
their lives in combat, than by protesting against the terribly dangerous and unnecessary war the Johnson Administration is imposing upon 
the people of Vietnam. Their action, | believe, in doing these things, constitutes the exercise of patriotism in its very highest form.

THE TRIBUNAL JUDGES AGGRESSION 


(excerpted from “Vietnam: This Is Guernica,” The Nation, June 5, 1967) 


... [The first judgment is] that the United States Government is guilty of 
the crime of aggression. The tribunal does not affirm this in any loose 
moralistic sense. It bases its finding upon a crucial clarification of the 
political entities which are involved in this war, and this clarification 
requires us to re-examine most coldly one of the staple arguments of 
the peace-movement “radicals.” 


From the 1961 White Paper to date, our government's position has 
been that the trouble in southern Vietnam is ordered and directed 
from Hanoi, whose creature organization, the National Liberation 
Front, is therefore illegitimate, criminal and deserving of the violently 
repressive treatment it receives at the hands of the American military. 
To this line of reasoning, the opposition movement—at least in its more 
“‘nolitical’” sectors—has usually responded: not so. We have been say- 
ing that what has been happening in the south in the late middle 
fifties and onward is indigenous—a gathering of a population increas- 
ingly outraged by Saigon’s dictatorial terror and cornered into a choice 
between annihilation or defensive violence.... 


Along the banks of this issue, the opposing debaters deploy their 
statistics about infiltration and their analyses of rebellion. The implicit 
symmetrical assumptions of this debate are (1) that the American posi- 
tion is established if the NLF is a “creature” of the Democratic Republic 
of Vietnam (DRV); and (2) that it is destroyed if the NLF, instead, is 
independent of the North and indigenous to the South. The government 
says “invasion,” and the opposition says ‘‘civil war.’’... 


What may not be immediately apparent about the tribunal’s verdict 
on U.S. aggression is that it rejects both positions. The line of reasoning 
the tribunal puts forward—in my estimation, simple and unanswerable 
—is as follows: 


(1) Starting in the 1930s and continually gathering strength, a Viet- 
namese rebellion took shape against French colonialism. This rebellion 
was both nationalistic (aiming to break Vietnam’s subservience to 
France) and social (programming the destruction of the exploitative 
landlord system). 


(2) This revolution, waged across the breadth of Vietnam, achieved 
conclusive military victory over the French Union forces in 1954. The 
crucial diplomatic event at the Geneva Conference of that year was 
the formal surrender of French colonialism to the Vietnamese revolu- 
tion. Geneva was very much like Yorktown in this respect. 


(3) To provide for orderly transfer of power to the new nationalist 
regime, the country was temporarily partitioned at the 17th Parallel, 
the Vietminh forces withdrawing above it from the south and the 
French Union forces withdrawing below it from the north. 


(4) An international diplomatic intervention originating in Washing- 
ton but tolerated (at least) by Moscow and Peking required the Viet- 
minh to submit to popular ratification in an election scheduled for 
July, 1956. 


(5) The French withdrew ahead of schedule, forced to do so by the 
Americans and in ony case weary of the position, and (via Bao Dai, 
who had no status) delivered their interim custodial obligations over 
to the Diemist cabal, which had no more legal authority to govern 
Vietnam than Montana, and which would have been incapable of even 
pretending to have such authority were it not for the direct and 
massive political and economic intervention of the United States. For 
its part, the United States had no claim whatsoever on 1 square 
inch of Vietnamese land and had no business even being there. In 
dealing with Diem, it dealt merely with its purchased man. 


(6) Over the period roughly from 1955 through 1958, the U.S.- 
Diem regime made clear its intention to frustrate the Geneva Agree- 
ments bearing on the unity of Vietnam. Under U.S. prodding and 
protection, the Diemist puppetdom declared itself the government of 
something called the Republic of Vietnam. Legally speaking, this gov- 
ernment and its “republic’’ came from nowhere. Sts claims were based 
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on an election which, besides being notoriously fraudulent, it had no 
right to hold in any case. 


(7) Thus deprived of that victory which it supposed had been legally 
consolidated at Geneva, Vietnamese nationalism again began to 
mount a violent resistance to the new foreign rule.... 


There is no civil war in Vietnam. There is, rather, a war of nationalist 
resistance against an invader—the United States—which appeared on 
the scene illegally under the flag of truce and which lost no opportunity 
to suborn Vietnamese against their country. It therefore perpetuates 
a fundamental misconception of the historical and legal situation in 
Vietnam to argue about the presence or absence of “infiltrated in- 
vaders from the north,” as if we were dealing here with two separate 
and sovereign Vietnams. In point of unambiguous international law, 
there is only one Vietnam and it is not possible for one country to 


invade or aggress against itself. 


In this case, it is legally pointless to argue about the relationship — 
between the DRV and the NLF. If the evidence shows that the DRV 
did not create the NLF, then that is merely something for the DRV 
to be ashamed of. If it shows contrarily that it did, then the DRV 
was only doing what it had a very clear—very legal—right to do, 
namely, resist an aggressor against its national sovereignty. ... 


Legal realities do not, of course, uniformly coincide with political 
realities. There is evidence that the DRV, for reasons which need not 
detain us here, may have been prepared to concede at least temporar- 
ily the occupation and de facto severance of the south, and that the 
post-1954 resistance arose in the south independently. That is a 
matter, however, for the DRV and the NIF to settle between them- 
selves at some later date when the invader has been repulsed. No 
outside nation or people, and certainly not the United States, has 
anything at all to contribute to that forthcoming private conversation. 


Look now at the peace movement’s suggestions. Almost everyone from 
U Thant on over thinks that our bombing of the north should be 
stopped so that we may enter at last into negotiations with the DRV. 
As unlikely as it may seem at the moment, something like this could 
very well occur within the next two years. And what exactly do we 
suppose is going to happen at this most elusive conference table? In 
Korea, we could negotiate for the ante-bellum status quo without 
losing face (our ambition to forcibly unify Korea not having been 
much publicized). But such a position can clearly not be held with 
Vietnam if the Vietnamese take the status quo at 1954 while we take 
it at c. 1958. What is the antiwar movement prepared to do or say 
when the voices start rising around this problematic conference table? 
Who are we? What do we want our country to be? And perhaps most 
painful and menacing: whose side are we on? 


There are other basic complications. If the DRV is really separate 
from the south and the NLF, then what remains to be negotiated once 
our bombing has stopped? And if it is not separate, then why all the 
clamor about recognizing the NLF? More generally, what interest in 
Vietnam can the United States legitimately and morally lay claim to? 
And if, as | believe, there is no such natural American interest, then 
what is there to be negotiated in these negotiations except the precise 
conditions of American withdrawal? ... 


To accuse the United State of aggression is to assert the legal unity 
of Vietnam (and vice versa, of course), and this does not merely add 
another curse to the vocabulary of dissent. It is a substantive charge 
which has substantive political consequences. Anyone who is _per- 
suaded that the charge has been proved will be logically obliged to 
abandon such intermediary and “moderate” positions as are implied 
by the slogans, ‘stop the bombing and negotiate” and “recognize the 
NLF.”” Sen. Robert Kennedy's idea that we should invite the NLF to 
take part in a coalition government in the south becomes in this case 
nearly as impudent as Johnson’s refusal to do so, and perhaps a good 
deal less coherent. For the coalition which is being offered in this 
burst of generosity can be nothing other than a coalition with the 
Seventh Fleet, the White House and Vietnam’s own sorry Vichy... .

Pfc. Howard Petrick Case — 


Can the Army brass hats deny a GI his constitu- 
tional rights to hold and express political ideas dif- 
fering from those held by the administration in Wash- 
ington—including ideas in opposition to the Vietnam 
war? These are the key issues of civil liberties involved 
in the now celebrated case of Pfc. Howard Petrick. 
He is the 21-year-old soldier stationed at Fort Hood, 
Texas, who has been threatened with court-martial 
solely for expressing his antiwar and socialist opinions 
to his fellow soldiers. 

The issues in his case are so important that it has 
been taken out of the hands of the lower military 
echelons at Fort Hood and shifted to top army of- 
ficials in the Pentagon. They are now weighing the 
next steps to be taken against him. 

Here are the facts to date in the case. Petrick had 
been active in the Minneapolis antiwar and socialist 
movements prior to being drafted last July. Since 
his induction he has continued to exercise his rights 
as a citizen, expressing his views about the Vietnam 
war and on other political issues of the day. 

There is no question of infraction of army rules 
or refusal to obey any order involved in this case. 
Since induction, Petrick has had an excellent service 
record and there has never been a single disciplinary 
action of any kind against him. He is well liked by 
his fellow GIs and regarded as a good soldier by 
his immediate superiors. However, on April 1 he 
was interrogated and assigned an army lawyer who 
advised him that there was a definite prospect he 
would be court-martialed. 

He told Petrick that the charges in such a court- 
martial would probably include "subversion," crea- 
ting "disaffection" within the armed forces and making 
"disloyal statements." The maximum penalty for 
"disloyal statements," according to the lawyer, is 
three years at hard labor for each count. 

The distinguished constitutional attorneys, Leo- 
nard Boudin and Victor Rabinowitz of New York,

are acting as civilian counsel for Petrick. They were 
retained for him by the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee. 

Petrick's socialist, antiwar beliefs were well known 
to army authorities at the time of his induction. In 
the summer of 1965 he had become active in the 
Minnesota Committee to End the War in Vietnam. 
His opposition to the Vietnam war led him to soci- 
alist convictions, and he became a member of the 
Minneapolis Young Socialist Alliance and Socialist 
Workers Party. 

At the time he was first called up for induction, 
Petrick refused to sign the standard "loyalty" ques- 
tionnaire. He, like others, did so on the constitutional 
ground that such an oath violated his First Amend- 
ment right of free political association. 

He was later visited by two men from Army In- 
telligence who sought to interrogate him about his 
political beliefs and associations. On the same grounds 
he declined to answer their questions. 

On July 13 Petrick was inducted into the army. 
He again refused to sign the so-called "loyalty oath" 
on constitutional grounds. When asked by an army 
officer at the induction center why he did not sign, 
Petrick explained that he did not intend to yield any 
of his constitutional rights while in the service but 
was resolved to continue to express his beliefs. The 
officer assured him that his constitutional right to 
do so would not be infringed upon in any way. 

After induction, Petrick went through basic train- 
ing at Fort Leonard Wood, Mo., and was then as- 
signed to the Second Armored Division at Fort Hood. 
He has served there as a cook. 

Since his induction, Petrick has continued to sub- 
scribe to socialist publications such as The Militant 
and the Young Socialist and various antiwar publi- 
cations. He has maintained a personal library of 
Marxist and other works to continue his own po- 
litical education. At the same time he has openly 







circulated literature on the history of the Vietnam 
war, on the case of the Fort Hood Three (three Gls, 
also from Fort Hood, now imprisoned at Fort Lea- 
venworth for refusing to go to Vietnam in the sum- 
mer of 1966), on socialism, black power, and on 
the ideas of Malcolm X. 

When it was rumored in Petrick's unit that they 
would soon be sent to Vietnam, many GIs showed 
a serious interest in reading more about the war and 
in discussing his ideas with Petrick. 

In March Petrick heard from a buddy stationed 
in another city that he had been question by Army 
Intelligence about Petrick's political beliefs. Similar 
word came to him from other friends. 

On March 20 Petrick was given a pass for a ten- 
day leave, and during this period attended the con- 
vention of the Young Socialist Alliance held in De 
troit, March 24-26. 

On his return to Fort Hood he found that his locker 
had been searched and literature removed. He also 
learned that fellow GIs had been questioned about 
him and that some of their lockers had been searched. 

That evening he was called in by Military Intelli- 
gence and asked to answer under oath a series of 
70 questions regarding his political beliefs and asso- 
ciations, his possession of antiwar literature, and 
statements he had made while in the army. Petrick 
declined to answer any of these questions at that time. 

He was asked whether he would like to consult an 
army attorney, and Petrick said he would. The army 
attorney then advised him of the possibility of a 
court-martial. 

After that Petrick was transferred, with no explana- 
tion, to a new unit, thereby isolating him from the 
GIs he knew best. His regular activities have not 
been restricted, although for several weeks he was 
not permitted any leave. 

On Monday, April 17, Petrick was told by his 
army attorney that the Fort Hood authorities had 
turned over the results of their investigation to the 
Department of the Army in Washington, D.C. The 
case is now pending decision in the Pentagon. 

While the Pentagon has given no indication of what 
moves it will make, the threat of court-martial and 
a long jail term or other penalties still hangs over 
the head of Pfc. Petrick. 


WHAT YOU CAN DO 


At this point in the proceedings there is a chance 
that continuance of the vigorous campaign already 
begun to defend the constitutional rights of Pfc. Pet- 
rick and publicize the issues in his case could influ- 
ence the decisions to be made in the Pentagon. 

The Committee to Defend the Rights of Pfc. Howard 
Petrick needs the help of all antiwar fighters and 
friends of civil-liberties. We need money for legal 
expenses and to get out publicity on the case. We 
need statements of support from organizations and 
individuals. We need help in spreading word of this 
case to other GIs, who will be interested in hearing 
how this case affects their own rights of free speech 
within the army. 


An Appeal From 
Pic. Howard Petrick to you 


[ The following appeal for aid was made by Pfc. Howard 
Petrick on April 7. | 

I appeal for support from all Americans who agree that 
Gls are citizens who are entitled to the right of free speech 
guaranteed by the Bill of Rights. Although I have never 
disobeyed an order, and have fulfilled all my duties as 
a soldier, by constitutional rights are now being threat- 
ened. All my literature on the Vietnam war, socialism, 
and other topics (all publicly available in libraries or 
bookstores) has been confiscated by United States Army 
Intelligence, my friends and I have been questioned, and 
I have been assigned an army attorney who informs 
me of a possible court-martial on charges of disloyal 
statements or subversion. 

Soldiers are also citizens, and should have the same 
constitutional rights as civilians to hold and express any 
Opinions, including opposition to the Vietnam war. Your 
support to me at this time can help convince the army to 
halt any further infringements of my rights, and can help 
insure these constitutional rights to all GIs.

For A Volunteer Military Military 


In urging that Congress abolish the draft and implement the transition to an all-volunteer 
defense force, we offer the following reasons: 


1. Compulsory, forced labor is the most blatant assault upon personal rights and, except in 
grave national emergency, is altogether inconsistent with the values of an open society. 


2. The draft, by calling people whose occupation isnot the military, is wasteful. The turnover 
of conscripts well exceeds 90 per cent, whereas the turnover of volunteers is only 15 per cent. 
Few conscripts re-enlist to obtain the technical skills required to deal with the complexities 
of modern warfare. Voluntary recruitment would produce a more effective defense force. 


3. Mishandling economic incentives, as the Defense Department has done, insures that com- 
pulsion is the only alternative method of recruitment. To say that better incentives would 
attract enough volunteers is not to say that economic factors alone affect a person’s decision 
to pursue a military career. Other factors, such as the love of adventure, the prospect of 
travel, or of patriotic service, are certainly important. But to bungle economic factors, by 
offering the astonishingly low pay which the military now offers, prevents many people who 
would volunteer from doing so. 


4. An all-volunteer military would be less costly than a conscript force. While the financial 
incentives required to attract enough volunteers would increase the budgetary costs of a 
volunteer force, not all costs appear in the federal budget; some do, but some are borne by 
the entire nation, and some by the individual draftees; hence, Defense Department calculations 
of budgetary costs do not include all costs and are not the real, total costs of the draft. 
Including all costs, voluntarism would produce three sorts of substantial saving over the draft. 

First, there would be some budgetary savings. A volunteer force would have a sharply 
lower turnover than a conscript one, and there would be fewer people to train. 

Second, the draft imposes costs on the entire nation. Forcing people with civilian skills 
to serve in the military denies the nationthe benefits of their skills. The cost is the difference 
between the value of the potential civilian productivity by those now in the conscript-army, 
and the value of the civilian productivity by those who would be in an all-volunteer force. By 
leaving people free to follow the careers in which they are most productive, the whole nation 
is the gainer. 

Third, much of the cost of a conscript army is borne by the draftees in the form of an 
implicit labor tax in kind -- as forced labor. This hidden tax is the difference between their 
military pay and their earning power as civilians. The implicit tax which Cassius Clay would 
pay, for instance, would be prodigious; in addition, if he paid his income tax in cash, it would 
be enough to train and equip an entire company, but by levying this tax in kind, the army 
will gain only one untrained, unequipped infantryman! Studies by Prof. Walter Oi and others 
have indicated that by lowering the personnel turnover, by lowering the number of training 
staff, and by abolishing the implicit tax in kind, the real, total costs of voluntary recruitment 
would be substantially less than the draft. All the real costs would be open and paid by the 
general population, which after all benefits from national defense, through money taxes, 
whereas conscription imposes a disproportionate burden of defense costs on a select minority 
in the form of forced labor. Defraying the real costs of defense openly by dispersed, general 
taxes would both reduce those costs and produce an equitable result. 


5. A volunteer army would in no way jeopardize civilian control of the armed forces; there 
is no clear-cut historical evidence to show either that voluntary recruitment fosters uncon- 
trolled, military elitism, or that conscription avoids such elitism. Military elitism has invariably 
influenced only senior officers -- and these have been professionals everywhere. Nor have 
conscript armies limited the tendency to elitism: Napoleon, Franco, and Trujillo are dictators 
who rose to power with conscript armies; others, such as Stalin, Mussolini, and Hitler in- 
stalled conscription as an instrument both to fuel an aggressive foreign policy and to support 
their authoritarian regimes. Any large army involves the possibility of military elitism, but 
factors not pertaining to the voluntary-compulsory aspect of recruitment are probably far 
more relevant to the problem; for instance, the established constitutional traditions in England 
and in the United States have undoubtedly been major factors working against arbitrary 
elitism. Without clear-cut evidence to link voluntary recruitment with arbitrary elitism, the 
fear of elitism alone does not justify providing the military with a guaranteed supply of forced 
labor. 


6. By requiring that the government dealonequalterms with all potential recruits, voluntary 
recruitment would in fact minimize the possibility that the military would behave as an un- 
controlled elite. Voluntarism would minimize this possibility by rendering a military career 


attractive to a much more diversified part of the population than the current draft does. 
Presently, conscript incentive levels -- beginning at aninsulting $45 per week -- are attractive 
to no one except that small fraction of the population which is only capable of earning that 
much or less. By raising incentives to higher, competitive levels, a larger portion of the 
people would find the prospect of a military career appealing. By diversifying the constituent 
elements of the military, voluntary recruitment would adda safeguard against military elitism 
which the present system does not possess. 


7. While producing a more effective defense force, voluntary recruitment would provide a 
democratic check on foreign policy. The federal government, between elections, would not 
be able to implement policy without the active support of the governed. 


8. The transition to an all-volunteer military does not entail any risk to national defense. 
Congress could raise wages and other incentives until enough people volunteer; at such 
time the draft could be abolished without incident, without risk, but with the enormous gains 
that would flow from voluntary recruitment. 


9. Nor would a volunteer military lack ‘“‘flexibility.”’ Without the guiding hand of selective 
service, some say, a volunteer military could not respond to unpredictable international 
crises with a quickly cnlarged and trained force. This objection survives with the myth 
that a mass army comprised of millions of minutemen could be summoned and trained on 
short notice; in fact, in any given crisis, the country is always defended by an already-trained 
and operative military. “Flexibility” is not a function of voluntary or compulsory recruit- 
ment, but of the magnitude and quality of the defense force which people have decided to 
maintain. Particularly since the next major war in all probability would be swift and would 
involve highly complex weaponry, the power to summon millions of young men to boot camp 
is a virtually useless feature of selective service. Competence, not compulsion, is the key 
to an effective national defense. 

Indeed, there is some reason to believe that a volunteer military would afford more flexi- 
bility than the draft does. Recent experience has shown that the Ready Reserves are draft- 
coerced ‘‘volunteers’’ whose motivational level is low and who not only resent military in- 
terruption of their civilian routine, but are politically adept at expressing their views. By 
contrast, voluntarism could preserve the superior attributes of volunteers and provide flexi- 
bility, as Milton Friedman has suggested: ‘“‘The way to do so would be to make pay and 
conditions of service more attractive than is required to recruit the number of men that 
is anticipated will be needed. There would then be an excess of volunteers -- queues. If the 
number of men required increased, the queues could be shortened and conversely.”’ 


10. Alternative methods for military recruitment have of course been proposed, but none 
of the alternatives have the advantages of voluntarism. A lottery, for instance, would merely 
render the chance element more overt by substituting the judgement of an enormous hat for 
the judgement of 4000-odd draft boards; the impact upon individual conscripts, and upon 
the nation, is identical under present and lottery systems. Universal military training would 
be far worse: UMT would impose on all the injustices now visited upon some. Compulsory 
national social service would merely discard the military rationale for involuntary servitude 
and replace it with a moral one—thereby indicating that forced labor, not civil rights, is to 
be a permanent feature of our society. 


In judging conscription, the presumption must be that voluntary recruitment is preferable, 
that the case for compulsion is inherently defensive. The burden of proof should be upon those 
who continue, in the name of national defense, to deny civil rights, to preserve inequity, and 
to generate the waste inherent in military compulsion. 


Particularly at a time when national defense requires only a minority of young men for military 
service, there is no reason to rubber-stamp each proposed extension of the draft law. We 
believe that by dealing with individual citizens on free and open terms, the government 
provides the most effective defense force, and the people preserve their civil rights and 
guaranties. It is time that the antiquated apparatus of military compulsion be abolished and 
replaced by asystem which respects theideals and traditions of a free and democratic country.

INJUNCTION 


On June 23, 1967, an order was issued by the Superior Court of Los Angeles County. The order 
was directed against the Peace Action Council of Southern California, Students for a Democratic 
Society, New Politics, the Student Mobilization Committee to End the War in Vietnam, numbers of 
other organizations, their officers, agents, monitors, pickets, etc., AND all other persons acting 
by, through, in conjunction, in concert, or in cooperation with the defendants, INCLUDING 
PARADERS AND DEMONSTRATORS. 


All such organizations and persons are “RESTRAINED AND ENJOINED AND COMMANDED 
to desist and refrain from doing, threatening or attempting to do or causing to be done, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, by ANY means, method or device, any of the following acts: 


“1. Conducting or taking part in any parade within the limits of Century City without first 
obtaining a permit from the Los Angeles Police Commission. 


“2. During the course of any parade to be conducted at or through Century City, for which a 
permit has been obtained from the Los Angeles Police Commission: 
NS, Intentionally stopping the course of any such parade within the limits of Century 
ity; 

(bo) Departing from or leaving the route or boundary of any such parade within the 
limits of Century City; 
(c) Entering upon any private property within Century City without the owner’s con- 
sent. | 


“3. Congregating in such numbers or acting individually in such a manner as to block any 
entrance to or exit from (a) Century City, (b) any building in Century City (including 
the Century Plaza Hotel), (c) any area ‘within Century City (including Century Square 
Shopping Center or any building therein), or (d) any parking lot or driveway adjacent 
to any building or area within Century City. 


“4. Taking any sign, noisemaking device, smell-making device, smoke-making device, or any 
device or instrument intended to frighten, harass, annoy or obstruct any person, into 
the area inside the exterior sidewalks and streets surrounding (a) any building in Cen- 
tury City (including the Century Plaza Hotel), (b) any area within Century City (in- 
cluding Century Square Shopping Center or any building therein), or (c) any parking 
lot or driveway adjacent to any building or area within Century City. 


“5. Parking and using any soundtruck or other vehicle equipped to amplify sounds of any 
kind or type at any place within the limits of Century City. 


“6. Picketing, standing, sitting, loitering, gathering, assembling, marching, parading, walking, 
stopping, or stationing, placing or maintaining any pickets or other persons at, in, or in 
front of entrances to or exits from the Century Plaza Hotel; provided, however, that 
not more than two persons or pickets may be permitted to be on the sidewalk at or near 
each of the entrances to the Century Plaza Hotel premises (including the two driveways 
from Avenue of the Stars) so long as such pickets maintain a distance of 20 feet from 
each other (except when passing) and so long as said pickets or any of them do not 
impede or interfere with the progress of any person or vehicle attempting to enter or 
leave said hotel; 


“7. Inciting any other person or persons to commit acts of violence or acts which constitute 
violation of this order; 


“8. Entering the premises of Century Plaza Hotel or any shop, store, restaurant or bar located 
therein from 3 p.m. to 10 p.m. on June 28, 1967; provided, however, that the provisions 
of this paragraph 8 shall not apply to persons who are registered guests of the hotel or 
who have reservations for rooms at said hotel for or on June 23, 1967; 


“9. Taking any actions with the intent to interfere with or make more difficult the normal 
conduct of business at the Century Plaza Hotel or the Century Square Shopping Center 
(or any shop or concession which forms a part of said hotel or center), including, without 
limiting the generality of the foregoing, any of the following: (a) Congregating in such 
numbers or acting individually in such a manner as to impede the free passage of any 
person thereto, therefrom, or therein; (b) Singing or making any loud noises; (c) Hand- 
cuffing, chaining, tying, or otherwise fastening themselves to one another or to any other 
person or object; (d) Taking any animal on the premises; (e) Loosing any animal on the 
premises; (f) Affixing any sign, penant, kanner, written material or other object to any 
portion of the premises thereof; or (g) Frightening, annoying, harassing, or physically 
impeding any person present therein.

TOWARD EVER-STRONGER PEACE ACTION 

Now that angry and friendly peaceworkers have a “united front," 
how can we develop ever~stronzger ways of cooperating? When these 
two breeds are mixed together in big peace demonstrations, they 
tend to make trouble for each other--especially when exposed to 
Violent opposers. I suggest that volunteers who want to strike back 
in self-defense separate from volunteers who favor loving initiatives 
and nonviolent defense. Fighters-~for-peace and lovers-—for-peace do 
well to locate at different parts of a demonstration so that police 
have no excuse for attacking harmless people. 

How can we communicate with those who fear or distrust peace 
efforts? Much depends on lovers-for--peace who pledge to use nonviolent 
actions only. Gandhi's nonviolent volunteers wore little white hats 
so that everybody ‘could recognize their responsible behavior. What 
symbol could identify those who promise to use loving methods? 

Before Betsy Ross designed the Stars and Stripes, American 
revolutionaries fought under a banner with the slogan: "Don't tread 
on me." With this spirit, modern fighters-for-oeace don't want to 
hide behind the bodies of nonfighters. Thus both lovers and fighters 
for peace benefit by acting separately as viewed by the public. 

With police-state opposition, mass demonstrations become very 
difficult to coordinate. Hence our movement also needs effective 
individual actions and effective small group actions. Let's encourage 
nonpayment of federal telephone taxes and income taxes as well as 
nonsubmission to selective military slavery. Please ask me if you 
want to investigate more effective actions in small groups.

A Chronology of the Events that occurred on the Evening of June 23, 1967 





June 23, saw the largest demonstration against the war in Vietnam in the history of Los Angeles. 
As soon as it was known that President Johnson was to be in Los Angeles on that date many 
anti-war groups and individuals decided actively to protest during the appearance of this war 
criminal at a $1000.00 a plate democratic fund raising dinner. 


From the very beginning of the planning of the demonstration it became obvious that the Police 
authorities would try to prevent a militant demonstration from being carried out, to this effect 
they issued a parade ‘“‘Permit’’ attempting to constrain the march to rush quickly by the Century 
Plaza Hotel, where Johnson was appearing, and to prevent marchers from peacefully assembling 
at a rallying point in front of the hotel. 


When the authorities realized that marchers did not plan to rush quickly by the hotel they had the 
Superior Court issue an injunction forbidding any stopping in front of the hotel and any use of 
sound trucks which were considered essential to direct the march. When marchers refused to be 
intimidated by this police threat and brought a sound truck to the beginning of the march, the 
police charged violently through the crowd, beating nearby marchers and smashed the windshield 
of the truck. People who tried to come to the aid of those on or near the truck who were being 
beaten also were attacked by club swinging cops, and those defending themselves and others 
were immediately arrested. The driver of the truck was charged with assault with a deadly weapon 
for allegedly running over a cop’s foot. Janet King a member of S.D.S. was violently beaten and 
arrested; the charge was assault with a deadly weapon, the alleged weapon being a paper-stuffed 
effigy of President Johnson. 


As the march finally got under way demonstrators carried signs representing many different anti- 
war views but all were determined to carry out the demonstration in the best way each saw fit. 
When the marchers arrived at the hotel, thousands stopped there and many decided to sit down in 
the street as a declaration of their opposition to the war. After approximately 30 minutes the 
police began charging unexpecting demonstrators with a ‘‘flying wedge’, beating the marchers back 
on to private property, under an overpass, down an embankment and back to the boulevard where 
the march had began. 


‘*| iberal’® police chief Reddin directed the attack from his balcony on the Century Plaza Hotel 
and later congratulated his troops for a job well done. The attack was supposedly made because 
demonstrators had failed to disburse when so ordered. In fact thousands did not hear the order to 
disburse and hundreds decided to remain expecting possible arrest but not the indiscriminate 
attack which occured. These attacks resulted in serious injuries to innocent demonstrators include 
ing women, children and elderly people. The attacks also resulted in the indiscriminate arrest of 
more than 50 demonstrators, many of whom were trying to protect their relatives and friends in 
need of medical aid. An hour and a half later, shocked and angry demonstrators were still actively 
resisting police many blocks from the hotel. 


As a result of this violent action many marchers formed the June 23 Movement to protest the 
police action, defend those arrested and re-assert our continuing opposition to the war in Vietnam. 
We have formulated the following basic principles: 


An individual has the right to protest aggressive U.S. policy in Vietnam in any way he deems 
effective according to his own conscience; to defend himself against police attacks; and to 
protect others similarly assaulted. Members of the June 23 Movement will not be discriminated 
against on the basis of their individual political belief and/or affiliation. We assert our full right 
of peaceful assembly and petition as guaranteed in the first amendment of the Constitution, and 


refuse to allow officials prejudiced against our views to determine the manner of our assembly. 
We affirm a direct relationship between the barbaric U.S. military policy abroad and the manner 
of suppressing dissent by violent Police State tactics at home.

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POLICY OF BRUTALITY 


On June 23, 1967 the anti-war movement experienced for the 
first time the violence and brutality which Black people in 
this country face daily! Rebellions in Watts, Newark Buffalo 
Plainesville, New Jersey, Detroit and Milwaukee have been 
repressed not with riot sticks, but with machine guns, tanks 
and bayonets. 


This July, in Newport News, Va. thousands of striking ship- 
yard workers were assaulted by the police. The labor move- 
ment has been hit with the Taft Hartly antiestrike law through- 
out the year. In only one day Congress broke the Railroad 
Strike with still further legislation. 


The State Rangers in Texas have attacked and beaten farm 
labor organizers. Indians in Washington have been shot and 
arrested for demanding rights to land stolen from them by the 
U.S. government. A Mexican nationalist leader in New Mexico 
was imprisoned for leading a militant group fighting to regain 
Mexican lands granted in Treaties with the U.S. government. 


Leaders of the Black Liberation Movement have been singled 
out for attack. Stokely Carmichael was arrested in Atlanta for 
insurrection against the state of Georgia. In September of 
1966 John Harris was arrested in Los Angeles on a charge of 
*‘criminal syndicalism’’ for organizing opposition to the police 
murder of Leonard Deadwyler. SNCC leaders in Houston, Tex- 
as have been arrested on trumped up charges of murder in cone 
nection with the rebellion at Texas Southern University. H. 
Rap Brown, new head of SNCC was arrested for allegedly in- 
citing to riot in Cambridge, Maryland. | 


The current drive to pass ‘fanti-riot’® legislation only serves 
to further suppress the Black Liberation Movement.

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WHY WE PICKET 


The sponsors of this action have called for a picket line 
from 1 PM to 3 PM today to demonstrate the continued opposition 
to the war in Vietnam and to protest the brutality of the 
unwarranted police actions of June 23.

On the night of June 23, 1967 the LAPD 
brutally attacked 20,000 people demonstrating 
according to their constitutional right their 
Opposition to the aggressive war in Vietnam. 
For the first time middle class anti-war demon- 
Strators experienced the police violence that 
Black people face daily. They were stormed 
by waves of club-swinging police. They were 
beaten. They were knocked down. They were 
jabbed. They were dragged. They were tram- 
pled. 55 were taken away in ambulances, 45 
were jailed. 


Janet King, a 2l-year-old UCLA student 
was one of those arrested. As a member of the 
Vietnam Day Committee and Students for a 
Democratic Society, she has been active in 
campus anti-war activities. Janet worked hard 
with other members of SDS to organize the 
June 23 demonstration against the brutal war

this point Janet bravely attempted to defend 
those brutally attacked. She was then clubbed 
on the head & beaten senseless to the ground 


by FIVE cops. 


She now faces up to ten years in prison on 
felony charges of “‘assault and battery’’ for 
allegedly assualting officers with the paper- 
stuffed effigy of Johnson. Janet has declared 
that she intends to use her trial as a forum to 
further expose the brutality of the local cops 
here in the United States and the U.S. govern- 
ment in Vietnam.

On June 23, 1967 over 20,000 people were brutally attacked at Century 
City by Los Angeles Police. For the first time many white middle class 
people in opposition to their country's policy in Vietnam, experienced 
what black people face every day in the ghetto. A completely peaceful 
assemblage of people was dispersed by club swinging Police. Many, 
many people were hit in the head by clubs for one simple reason -- 
they could not, because of the crowd, disperse fasr enough to satisfy the 
police. 55 were taken away in ambulances and 5I were arrested. 





Jerry Habush, a 24 year old UCLA graduate student and member of 
Students for a Democratic society, was one of those beaten repeatedly by 
police and finally - after the beating - was arrested for allegedly interfer - 
ingwith an officer and disturbing the peace. This was on Olympic Boulevard 
where a large part of the crowd was vioilently pushed from the hotel area, 
Olympic Boulevard, near the avenue of the Stars overpass, is bordered by 
steep embankments prohibiting any crowd dispersal to the sides. The 
police were pushing both eastward and westward , running back and forth 
through the panicked crowd with cars and motorcycles. Many were 
injured here. Jerry was one of several who sat down in the street, at their 
their own peril, to slow the police advance and give the crowd a chance 
to escape the brutal attack which followed.

home. In the last railroad strike, for example, the government invoked 
the Taft-Hartley Law to squelch the strike, since it hurt the war effort; 
and in the Thrifty strike, the cops escorted the scabs into the Thrifty 
warehouse, thus trying to keep the work going. Both strikes received sup- 
port from students in the Work-In, many of whom picketed and leafletted 
with the Thrifty Varehousemen, and talked to the pickets at the railroad 
strike, offering them support. ‘When e Thrifty striker saw a picket- 
Sign saying ‘UCLA students support the strike," he said "Boy, wait till 
you have a strike at UCLA; we'll be out there helping you."

he result fromthe factories hs been very encouraging: One student 
got a cake from her fellow workers with the inscription "The U.S. should 
get out of Vietnam; good luck in the triali' after they saw her on TV 
the night before being arrested by L..*. goon squads during the June 23rd. 
demonstration against the war in Vietnam. Another student was fired 
from her job for passing out leaflets calling for support for the Thrifty 
Strike, and has subsequently leafletted the factory, getting an encouraging 
response from the workers. There have been failures, but all in all, 
the students are getting invaluable experience from their contacts with 


workers, and are learning why workers are a key force for any change in 
this socienty. 


“e@ have also leafletted the induction center daily, to show our support 
of the draftees and encourage them to continue their opposition to the 
war, The majority of these people come from the worlcing class, and we 
can reach them in the factories where they work, in order to build a 
mass anti-draft union. Leafletting of the draftboards, induction centers 


and factories can be done by those members of the YWork-In who do not have 
a full-time summer job. 


Those of us who are in the Work-In right now will go back to school in 
the fall with new vitality and confidence that we can indeed make radical 
Changes in this society. We will help to combat, with our experiences, 
the feeling of isolation in the ranks of radical students, and identify 
our cause with the struggles of the workers.

Reassessment 


The Bishop was asked also 
how long a period of cessation 
should continue_in the event the 
enemy refused to come to the 
negotiation table. 

“T would have to reassess my 
judgment on that matter,” 
Bishop Dougherty replied, add- 
ing that the statement of the 
Bishops was a_ package of 
' proposals that would have to be 
considered together. He went on 


that if the enemy refused to 


negotiate, then a military 
judgment would become impor- 
tant on the part of the Allies 
regarding resumption of bomb- 
ing, 

Bishop Dougherty in response 
to a newsman’s question said he 
disagreed with  Rochester’s 
Bishop Fulton J. Sheen who last 
week called upon President 
Johnson to remove American 
troops from South Vietnam. “I 
don’t feel good about that,” said 
Bishop Dougherty. 

The Auxiliary Bishop of 
Newark said Bishop Sheen 
based his position of troop 
withdrawal on Christian ideal- 
ism, an expression of Christian 
principle.

Text of statement: 


Events of the past few months have further undermined the administra- 
tion’s stated rationale for involvement in Vietnam—that American armed 
force is there to defend the Vietnamese. March and April demonstrations 
in Hue, Danang and Saigon, with their anti-Ky and anti-American slogans, 
have made it clearer than ever that the Saigon regime has virtually no 
popular support. Military activities have been steadily escalated, and 
American military power has been forced to assume the brunt of the fight- 
ing from the South Vietnamese army. An estimated 100,000 soldiers de- 
serted this army in 1965 alone. (N. Y. Times 2/24/66.) 


The successive regimes in Saigon which our government has been 
supporting were never popularly elected, and since shortly after the in- 
ception of the civil war have not governed more than a portion of South 
Vietnam. Nonetheless, justification for American military interveition has 
been attempted by claiming that these regimes have had popular support 
and could therefore be considered legitimate governments for all of South 
Vietnam. 


The dramatic exposure of these false premises and the fragile basis 
for our policies has led many prominent Americans, including some 
former supporters of the war, to declare that our forces must be prepared 
to leave Vietnam if a new government there asks us to do so. 


But our administration’s previous response to reverses in Vietnam has 
been escalation, bringing with it increasing death and destruction, and 
we are particularly alarmed at the extension of B-52 bombings to the North 
and new air raids in the Hanoi-Haiphong area. To escalate militarily while 
our position disintegrates politically is immoral, futile and perilous. 


Furthermore, while greater numbers of political leaders and com- 
mentators question the entire policy of the United States in Vietnam, the 
American force, approximately a quarter of a million men, is conducting 
“search-and-kill’” operations and continues massive daily bombings in 
the course of which thousands of Vietnamese and Americans are being 
killed and wounded. 


THE INTERESTS OF OUR COUNTRY AND THE STRENGTH OF OUR 
BELIEF IN THE RIGHT OF SELF-DETERMINATION DEMAND THAT WAYS 
BE IMMEDIATELY FOUND TO DISENGAGE OURSELVES FROM THIS 
INTOLERABLE SITUATION. We are convinced that such a course is in 
accord with the mood of increasing numbers of Americans. 


WE CALL UPON OUR GOVERNMENT: 


e To cease all bombings, North and South, and all other offensive military 
operations immediately; 


e /o indicate that it will negotiate with the National Liberation Front and 
all other interested parties for a peaceful settlement; 


e Jo encourage in every way, and in no way to interfere with, the free exer- 
cise of popular sovereignty in Vietnam; 


e To evaluate seriously whether self-determination for the Vietnamese as 
well as our own national interests would not be best served by termination 
of our military presence in Vietnam.

THE THOMAS JEFFERSON CLIN 


In one of the last letters he 
wrote, Adlai E. Stevenson ar- 
gues that Chinese expansionism 
must be checked in Vietnam and 
in the-rest of Southeast Asia 


The letter, a reply to Paul 
Goodman, the writer, whowith a 
group of artists, writers and sci- 
entists had asked Mr. Steven- 
son to resign his post as Ambas- 
sador to the United Nations in 
protest against American poli- 
cies in Vietnam, was issued yes- 
terday by Adlai E. Stevenson 
3d, The unposted letter was still 
in the Ambassador's office, 
when he died in London on 
July 14. 


In setting forth@his reasons 
for not sharing Mr. Goodman’s 
“belief in the disastrous trend 
of American foreign policy,” 
Mr. Stevenson argued for the 
pursuit of two clear lines of 
policy. 

The first he defined as the 
establishment of tacitly agreed 
upon frontiers between Commu- 
nist and non-Communist “areas 
of influence.” 

The second, he wrote, was to 
move from this position of con- 
tainment “toward agreed inter- 
national procedures for settling 
differences . . . and toward a 
whole variety of policies de- 
signed to turn our small vulner~ 
able planet into a , genuine 
economic and social commu- 
nity.” 

Mr. Stevenson then explained 
why he believed ‘‘the line we 
stand on half way across Viet- 
nam is a reasonable line.’”’ Point- 
ing to Chinese infiltration in 
Tibet, Malaya and North Thai- 
land, he concluded, “I do not 
think the idea of Chinese ex- 
pansionism is so fanciful that 
the effort to check it is irra- 
tional.” 

Excerpts from the letter were 
quoted in a column by Clayton 
Fritchey that appeared yester- 
day in Newsday, a Long Island 
daily. Mr. Fritchey recently 
resigned as special assistant to 
the United States Representa- 
tive to the United Nations and 
United States Director of Pub- 
lic Affairs at the United Na- 
tions. 

In his article, Mr. Fritchey 
said he offered the letter as 
refutation of what he called the 
highly publicized reports that 
Mr. Stevenson “died an embit- 
tered and disappointed man, 
weary with frustration and dis- 
appointed ‘with public office.” 

Mr. Fritchey’s view was sup- 
ported by Mr. Stevenson’s son, 
who, in issuing the letter in 
Chicago, said yesterday that in 
June his father had told him he 
had received many suggestions 
that he resign his post. 

“He told me,’ Mr. Steven- 
son’s son said, “that on the 
contrary he intended to restate 
publicly and firmly his support 
of our Vietnam policy in a let- 
ter to Paul Goodman of North 
Stratford, N. H.” 

Mr. Goodman, who has been 
active in protests against the 
war in Vietnam, is a philoso- 
pher and social critic. He is the 
author of “Growing Up Ab- 
surd,” ‘Compulsory Mis-Educa- 
tion,” and “Art and Social Na- 
ture.” 

Text of Letter 


Following is the text of Mr. 
Stevenson’s letter: 


“Dear Mr. Goodman: 
“Thank you for your letter. 


I share your belief in the dis- 
astrous trend of American for- 
eign policy and that { must 
therefore resign to underline 


my disagreement, rally public 


opinion against it and nail the 


‘lies’ into which it is being pre- 
sented to the people. 

“But it is precisely this pre- 
supposition that I do not share 
with you, and I would like to 
send you my reasons for be- 
lieving that, whatever criti- 
cisms may be made over the 
rap and emphasis of Ameri- 
can foreign policy, its ose 
and direction are sound. oe 

“Our overriding purpose must 
be to avoid war. Yet we still live 
in a state of international anar- 
chy in which each nation claims 
absolute sovereignty and great 
powers believe they can enforce 
the aims and interests which 
they cnsider paramount. 

“T believe that the ultimate 
disaster of atomic conflict can 
be avoided in this situation only 
by the pursuit of two clear 
lines of policy. 

“The first is to establish a 
tacitly agreed frontier between 
Communist and nen-Communist 
areas of influence on the under- 
standing that neither power sys- 
tem will use force to change the 
status quo. On the other side of 
it there may change, of course, 
but not outside intervention, of 
that line. 

“The second is to move from 
this position of precarious sta- 
bility toward agreed interna- 
tional procedures for settling 
differences, towards the build- 
ing of an international juridical 
and policing system and toward 
a whole variety of polic.es de- 
signed to turn our small vul- 
ncrable planet into a genuine 
ecoliomic and social community. 


Mutual Pursual Urged 

“If you like, the first policy 
is static and defensive, the sec- 
ond creative and constructive. 
Both have to be pursued to- 
gether. 

“The period from 1947 to 1962 
was largely occupied in fixing 
the postwar line with the Soviet 
line. It is not a very satisfactory 
one since it divides Germany 
and Berlin. But the Russians 
respect it in Europe. So do we. 

“The Russians are perhaps not 
wholly committed to it since 
their doctrine included the right 
to encoyrage ‘wars of national 
liberation.’ These, we know, can 
lead to the imposition of gov- 
ernments which are not later 
answerable to any form of pop- 
ular approbation or control. 
However, the missile crisis of 
1962 may have convinced the 
Russian leaders that interven- 
tions of this sort beyond the 
tacit frontier of the two worlds 
are in fact too costly and dan- 
gerous. 

“We have no such line with 
the Chinese. Since they are in 
an earlier, more radical stage in 
their revolution, it may be more 
difficult to establish one. Should 
we try? And is the lipe we 
stand on half way across 
Vietnam a = reasonable line? 
Should we hold it? 

“Let me take the second 
point first. I have no doubt 
that if France had handled the 
forces of decolonization in the 
prompt and orderly fashion 
of the British, the situation in 


Southeost Asia might be much 
more stable today. It can even 
be argued that in 1954 we 
should not have taken any action 
to guarantee a non-Communist 
regime to South Vietnam. Yet 
we did so in South Korea and 
it was reasonable to argue that 
the refugees streaming south 
from Hanoi had as much de- 
Sire to avoid Communism as the 
people of South Korea. In any 
case, the line inherited by the 
Democratic Administration is 
the 17th Parallel. History does 
not always give us the most 
convenient choice. What sane 
statesman would choose West 
Berlin, for instance. Yet can 
one doubt its pivotal signif- 
icance ? 


Chinese Called Aggressive 


“Since this is the line, should 
we hold it? The answer de- 
pends on the assumptions made 
about Chinese power. In the 
past, some Chingse dynasties 
have been aggressive, claiming 
sovereignty over wide areas of 
Asia, including all Southeast 
Asia and even some of India. 
So far, the new Communist 
‘dynasty’ has been very aggres- 
sive. Tibet was swallowed, 
India attacked, the Malays had 
to fight 12 years to resist a 
‘national liberatien’ they could 
receive from the British by a 
more peaceful route. Today, the 
apparatus of infiltration and 
aggression is already at work 
in North Thailand. Chinese 
maps show to the world’s cha- 
grin the furthest limits of the 
old empire marked as Chinese. 
I do not think the idea o 
Chinese expansionism iS_ so 
fanciful that the effort to check 
it is irrational. 

“And if one argues that it 
should not be checked, I: believe 
you set us off on the old, old 
route whereby expansive pow- 
ers push at more and more 
doors, believing they will open 
until, at the ultimate door, re- 
sistance is unavoidable and ma- 
jor war breaks out. 

“As President Johnson point- 
ed out the other day, my coun- 
try has suffered 160,000 casual- 
ties since the last war, but ag- 
gression didn’t succeed — with 
your help—in Greece or Tur- 
key, Iran or Formosa, Korea or 
Lebanon. And I think timely 
resistance has vastly enhanced 
the hope for peace and the pros- 
pects for the evolution of the 
principle of peaceful settlement 
of disputes underlined in the 
U.N. Charter. 

“While I hesitate to draw his- 
torical comparisons with the 
Chinese, I remind you that the 
French Revolution led to pro- 
longed war before the limits of 
France’s power to control its 
neighbors were established. 


Negotiations Backed 

“My hope in Vietnam is that 
relatively small-scale resistance. 
nqw may establish the fact that 
changes in Asia are not to be 
precipitated by outside force 
This was the point of the Kore. 
an War. This is the point of 
the conflict in Vietnam. I be- 
lieve Asia will be more stable 
if the outcome is the same in 
both—a negotiated line and a 
negotiated peace — a just and 
honorable peace which leaves 


the future of the people of South } 
Vietnam to be decided by them | 


and not by force from North

Stevenson, in Letter, Called for Check on Chinese Expansionism in Asia 


Its arguments, I think, rest on | 
a simple presupposition: that 


Vietnam. 

“This brings me to my second 
point—the hope of transcending 
the static policy of ‘contain- 
ment’ and moving to the more 
creative tasks of building a 
world security based on law 
and peaceful settlement. 

“I believe that we must seek 
a negotiated peace in Vietnam 
based upon the internationaliza- 
tion of the whole area’s securi- 


ty, on a big effort to develop, 


under the U.N., the resources of 
the Mekong River and guaran- 
tees that Vietnam, North and 
South, can choose, again under 
international supervision, the 
kind of governments, the form 
of association and, if so decreed 
the type of reunification of the 
two states they genuinely want 
to establish. 

“If we can achieve this, we 
begin to offer the small nations 
of the world an alternative to 
being within spheres of influ- 
ence. We are more decisively 
beyond the age of empires. We 
would begin to establish pro- 
cedures by which local revolu- 
tionary movements, such as the 
rising in the Dominican Repub- 
lic, and for that matter Zanzi- 
bar, are not automatically a 
prey to outside intervention. 

“TI believe, for instance, that 
the U.N. effort in the Congo 
did prevent Central Africa from 
becoming a Southeast Asia, 
and I would make the strength- 
ening of these U.N. procedures 
and activities a cardinal princi- 
ple in a policy aimed at substi- 
tuting ‘due process:\ for vio- 
lence as the basis of interna- 
tional life. Meanwhile, I do not 
believe the opposite policy of 
retreat in Asia or anywhere 
else would make any contribu- 
tion whatsoever’ to the ideal 
that violence shall not be the 
formal arbitrator in world af- 
fairs. 

“It is my conviction that 
American policy is groping its 
way toward this difficult but 
essential ideal, and this is the 
reason both for my support of 
the policy and for my con- 
tinuance in a position which 
gives me some hope of assisting 
its advance in that direction. 

“Now it is possible for honest 
men to differ on every aspect. 
of this interpretation. You may 
believe that Communist Powers 


are not expansive. Or you may 
believe that the changes they 
seek to support by violence are 
beneficent changes which can 
be achieved by no other route. 
Again, you may believe that a 


return to some form of non- 


involvement in world affairs: is 
the best posture for America. Or 
you may genuinely believe that 
America is in Vietnam ‘for sheer 
capitalist greed.’ These are all. 
possible attitudes and I do not 
impugn the good faith of those 
who hold different views. 

“I would only ask them, in 
the name of the courtesies and 
decencies of a free society, that 
they should equally refrain from 
impugning mine. 

“Yours sincerely”

PLACEMENT CENTER POLICY AND ENFORCEMENT PROPOSALS 


Policy 


It is The declared policy of the students of UCLA that the facilities and 
services of the Placement Center, which Is maintained by the compulsory Inci- 
dental fee, shall be denied to any organization which: 


[. Is directly or complicitly Involved in acts of war crimes, crimes against 
humanity, or crimes against the peace, or conspiracy to commit any of these 
crimes as defined by the Nurenburg Military Tribunal, or 


2. discriminates in its hiring or advancement practices on the basis of race, 
color, creed, or national origin. 


Enforcement 


To secure the enforcement of this policy, a Placement Center Control Board 
(hereinafter cited as PCCB) shal! be established consisting of six members, 
(three undergraduate and three graduate), to be elected during the annual ASUCLA 
elections and to serve for a term consisting of the following academic year. 

The PCCB shal! elect a chairman and a secretary and adopt a code of operations. 
The PCCB will conduct an open hearing upon the receipt of a petition, signed by 
at least twenty-five UCLA students registered at the regular session in progress, 
stating specific charges against an organization and giving the names of at least 
two persons who will present evidence supporting the charges at the open hearing. 
The accused shall be notified of the pending hearing and be invited to send rep- 
resentatives to defent its actions. If the PCCB sustains the charges, the organ- 
ization and all its subsidiary organizations shall be denied the use and services 
of the Placement Center henceforth. 


Anytime after one year from the date of the PCCB décision, the organizations dis- 
allowed Placement Center privileges may present the PCCB with new evidence that 
the organization now complies with ASUCLA policy. If the PCCB feels that the ev- 
idence is sufficient grounds for re-opening the case, it will conduct a new open 
hearing to determine if the Placement Center privileges should be restored to the 
organization. 


The establishment of the PCCB in no way restricts the right of the students to 
take action regarding use of the Placement Center by means of normal referendum 
channels. Decisions of a student referendum overrules those of the PCCB in case 
of conflict. 


Copies of this policy resolution shall be sent to all organizations now using the 
facilities or services of the Placement Center and to all organizations which re- 
quest its use in the future.

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"Hugh Campbell, former Canadian member of the International Control 
Commission in Vietnam, said thet from 1961 through 1963, 160,000 Vietnam- 
ese Civilians died in the war. This figure was borne out be officials 
in Saigon. According to conservative estimates, another 55,000 died 
during 1964 and 100,000 in each of the two escaletied years since, or at 
least 415,000 civilians have been killed since 1961. But just who are 
these civilians? 

In 1964, according to a UNESCO population study, 47.5 percent of the 
people of Vietnam were under 16. Today, the figure is certainly over 
20 per cent. Other United Nations statistics for Southeast Asia generally 


bear out this figure. Since the males over 16 are away fighting--on one

Beginning at 12:00 Monday, if the Chancellor hasn't met our primary demand (lifting of 
all suspensions) direct action will begin aimed at demonstrating to this University administration 
and to University Administrations across the country that students are willing to fight against 
this obvious attempt to suppress the anti-war movement. 

If the ll students are suspended and the movement fails to defend them, a precedent will 
be set for the further use of political suspensions to cripple the organizing of anti-war 
demonstrations on university campuses throughout the entire country, The leadership of 
Stop The Draft Week did everything possible to avoid breaking University rules. The rules 
violations, for which the University is willing to suspend 11 students consisted solely of 
taking part in rallies without which Stop the Draft Week would not have taken place, 

The Administration is really disciplining students for their part in organizing the Oakland 
Demonstrations, Our fellow students are being attacked-we must defend them! 
WHERE WE WILL DISRUPT 

In order to disrupt the University with the maximum support of the student body our 
targets must be reasonable. The primary targets will be administration buildings because 
we are engaged in a fight against the University Administration's attempt to suppress the 
anti-war movement, If Sproul Hall and other administrative centers are unoperative, the 
functioning of the University will be seriously hampered. If for tactical reasons we are 
unable to disrupt the administrative buildings we nay choose to move against a secondary 
set of targets, namely, those areas where the University complicity with the war machine 


is most obvious, For example, ROTC buildings, Lawrence Radiation Lab, Calahan Hall, etc. 
SPECIFIC TACTICS 
Disruptive activity will begin with a mill-in in one or two administration buildings at 1:00 
on Monday. A mill-in consists of a large number of people occupying a building in such a 
manner as to seriously hamper its functioning. Unlike the type of sit-in which took place in 1964, 
the tactie of a mill-in is designed to avoid mass arrests, by emphasizing the idea of mobility. 
If we are confronted with the possibility of mass arrests, or a possible attack by the police 
our policy will be to move our mill-in to another target. However, we will attempt to 
continue to occupy buildings until confronted by enough force to merit a retreat. 


There is the possiblility that our primary targets will be closed off by police cordons. In 
this instance we could establish a human blockade at the outside of the police lines at the 
entrances to the buildings. This will accomplish our goal, shutting down the building without 
our being trapped inside and avoid the costly tactic of attempting to break through police lines. 

WHAT WE ARE NOT GOING TO DO 

In order to carry out an effective disruptive program on Monday, we must be serious and 
well-disciplined. To insure this the following limitations were adopted by the last mass 
meeting of M.A. P.S.: 

1, Our targets exclude disrupting class-room activities unless a strike is called. 

2. Disruption is limited to the two areas listed above-administration buildings, and 

war complicity areas. 
3. Novandalism. While engaging in the mill-in we will avoid destruction of property. 
4, We do not advocate acts of individual or collective violence, however, we affirm the 


right of people to defend themselves.

TO OUR CUSTOMERS 


You may have asked: WHY ARE THE BUTCHERS ON STRIKE? We asked this question of more than 
100 Butchers on the picket lines. 


We got many different answers, but no one was sure. Most often we heard, ‘‘The markets are trying to 
eliminate our jobs.”’ 


This mistaken belief is undoubtedly due to misleading and untrue propaganda from union leaders. 


The truth is that, except for some minor clarifications, the industry has proposed language which has 
been in the Butchers’ contract for over eight years. The employers’ proposal requires: 


1. The company must give advance notice to the union if a new method of operation is 
contemplated; 


2. The company must negotiate with the union concerning the problem of any employees 
whose jobs might be affected by any new methods; 


3. The company must negotiate with the union concerning appropriate rates of pay for any 
new jobs which may be created; 


4. If the company and the union cannot agree, the company must submit the issues to an 
impartial third party (an arbitrator) for decision. (It is important to note that, in the 
eight years since the language has appeared in the Butchers’ contract, no arbitrations 
regarding layoff have been necessary in the entire industry.) 


After the union negotiating committee rejected clarification of the old language, the employers offered 
a different approach. The second proposal from the companies would: 


1. Freeze practices as they existed when the last contract expired; 


2. Require advance notice and negotiations if new methods were developed which would 
result in displacement of employees; 


3. Would require that the employer endeavor to relocate employees either in his own 
company, in the industry or in other segments of the meat industry; 


4. Should relocation efforts fail, the Employer would provide supplemental income to 
employees with more than one year’s service who might be affected; 


5. Would automatically grant the unions jurisdiction over any central plants which 
would be built within their jurisdiction. 


But, the Union rejected this proposal, too! Clearly, the Union is not seeking a settlement. And, as a 
result of this arbitrary Union action, our butchers are forced to be out of work. 


You may be assured, however, of a continued supply of meat during the strike.

WHY ARE 'H DEMONSTRATIONG AGAINST DOW ? 


Dsus we are opposed to the lar in Vietnam and feel that people should demonstrate 
their opposition to it wherever and whenever the War Machine appears. 


VHAT IS THE PURPOSE OF THE UNIVERSITY? WHO BENEFITS FROM THE UNIVERSITY ? 
The University should be an institution f learning dedicated to the pursuit and 

propigation of knowledge. It should serve as an analytical and critical function in 
our society, Business concerns engaging in murder and warfare are incompatable with the 
purpose of the University. The interests of the people who control this Unicersity 
conflict with the interests of the students 

Chancellor Murphy is our local representative to the governing body of this university, 
the Board of Regents, which is made up of -mwners and directors of industry. (Murphy is 
on the Board of Directors of the Ford Motor Company.) Rather than representing our inter— 
ests, he carries out the policies of the Regents, who are administratiors one step fur-— 
ther removed from our real needs, 


WHY DO WH BREAK THE RULES: WHO MAKES THE RULES? 

.e break the rules here because they are unjust and arbitrary rules which were devised 
by the administration without the consent of the student community. 

A direct example of our rule-breaking is the "illegal" use of a loud-speaker system on 
campus. Jhis rule is intended to prevent us from communicating with our fellow students, 
so that our demonstrations will not be &&fective, yet we are told that we have "unlimited 
freedom of speech" ---- just as Murphy has unlimited freedom to ignore us! 

What good is Sree speech if there are no channels vrovided through which our proposals 
and suggestions ray > implemented? An example of Murphy's unilateral decision-making is 
the Track Stadium now being constructed, regardless of the wishes of the students, at a 
cost of 1.8 millicn dollars, 

in tne interest of student sovereignty, we must consider the deceitful manner in which 
our rights have been denied. We only break unjustly instituted "rules" when all the "demo— 
cratic" channels hove been exhausted, 


DO DEMONSTRATIONS UAVE ANY EFFECT? 

YES. The CIA, that nationally acclaimed friend of student government, has cancelled 
all campus interviewe:: because of student protests. 

The president of D-w has announ@ed his company is considering not making napalm whe n 
their contract expives, He conceded that this decision came about because of demonstrat— 
ions against Dow, 


ARE REPRISALS BEING TAKEN AGAINST THE DEMONSTRATORS? 

YES. The administration arbitrarily singled out twelve demonstrators from the Novem 
ber demonstraticr= agcinst Dow and is now in the process of bringing charges against them, 
However, by sticking together, eight of the twelve cited students have already won a con— 
cession from the acrinistxation which has now acceded to the demand that all charges be 


treated collectively instead of individually. 


WHAT CAN WE DO? 

AS a group of people acting together, we must now assert the power that we have gained, 
in orcer that really meaningful changes can be brought about.

Dissent is not tolerated and regimentation according 
to Marxist/Leninist precepts is Severely imposed. Nationalists who fought 
with Ho against the French but who were anti-Communists were killed or 
forced to flee. Religious minorities and sects were persecuted. During the 
so-called Agrarian Reform Campaign Fall estimates; that 50,000 peasants were 
killed. Others have claimed that more than 100,000 lost their lives.

Based on the above, and considering the widescale use of terror by the VC, 
and given the pronouncements of NVN/NL® leaders, the likelihood exists 
that the NVN/NLF victory would NOT bring "peace" to South Vietnam but would 
witness the destruction of its diverse society, and end all prospects for 
its democratic development. Specifically one would expect: 
(1) Liquidation of non-Communist political groups both pro and anti 
the present SVN government 5 
(2) Persecution of the 800,000 refugees who fled from the North in 
1954-55; 
(3) Persecution of religious minorities, especially the Cathodics, 
and such anti-Communist sects as the Hoa Hao and Cao Dai; 
(4) The carrying out of another brutal agrarian reform campaign. 


Will America's withdrawal from Victnam bring peace to Southeast Asia? 
CONS IDER: 


Marxist/Leninist ideology as proclaimed by the Soviets, Chinese, and Ho 
calls for supporting and leading "wars of nationat liberation". On behalf 
of these aims, mounting hard evidence indicates that the Chinese and espe- 
cially the NV Communists have been active in creating and leading insurgency 
movements in Southeast Asia. Specifically: 
(1) The Pathet Lao, apparently controlled by the NVN Communist Party, 
occupies half of Laos; 
(2) In Cambodia, Prince Sihanouk, no friend of the USA, recently 
declared that if aggressive Communist activity did not cease in Cambo- 
dia, he may be forced to abandon his neutralist stand and seek US 


assistance;

(3) In Thailand 15,000 Thai troops are currently deployed trying 
to quell a guerilla insurgency. Captured directives and testimony 
from defectors reveal that training, Support, leadership is 
provided by the North Vietnamese. 


The above strongly suggests that America's withdrawal from Vietnam would 
not enhance peace in Southeast Asia but rather enable North Vietnam in 
probable collusion with Sino-Soviet support to intensify its aggression 
against SE Asian nations. 


This was the considered judgement of President Kennedy when he said in 
1963: "To withdraw would mcan a collapse not only of South Vietnam, but 
Southeast Asia." | a

Til. Will America's withdrawal promote world peace? - CONSIDER 


The triumph of NVN/NLF is likely to encourage the further resort, by 
Marxist/Leninists, to wars of national liberation for attaining power 
in the underdeveloped world. The following statements vy Vo Nguyen Giap 
and Premicr Phan Van Dong of North Vietnam are illuminating: 
Giap - "South Vietnam is the model of the national liberation 
movement of our time...If the US imperialists can be defeated (here) 
then they can be defeated everywhere." 
Dong - "The experience of our compatriots in South Vietnam attracts 
the attention of the world, especially the peoples of South America." 
A NVN/NLF Victory would also be a great triumph for the militant and 
frightening Chinese variant of Marxism/Leninism which claims that "violent 
revolution is * universal law of proletarian revolution". The Maoist 
approach would be strengthened and the prospects of peaceful co-existence 
would decline. 
The fall of Southeast ASia would constitute a scrious shift in the balance 
of power to the advantage of militant Marxist/Leninist nations and would 
probably serve to stimulate further expansion thus heightening the prospects 
of World War III.

The fight for freedom in any country must be 
waged by the people of that country.

But black people came here 
in chains, kidnapped into slavery, forcibly strip- 
ped of their native culture and forbidden to 
assimilate any more of American culture than 
slaveholders wanted them to. Now black people, 
who have been entirely powerless throughout 
American history, have begun to organize them- 
selves under the slogan “black power’’ in prepar- 
ation for self-determination in their own com- 
munities. We support their efforts to do so. 

It is not only black Americans who find them- 
selves less free than they ought to be. From 
University students to people on relief, from 
manual workers to salaried professionals, Amer- 
icans in the last few years have been increas- 
ingly reluctant to let themselves be key-punched 
and programmed, and increasingly ready to 
fight back against the power structures set over 
them. We support and encourage all their strug: 
gles for dignity and freedom.

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Between Opposing a War 


and Stopping It 


Is there still anything that can be said 
about the war in Vietnam that has not been 
said before? that has not been reiterated a 
million times? and that is going to bring into 
our consciousness anything relevant that had 
escaped us? Is there still an argument avail- 
able that might impress the administrators 
of American power who persist in decimat- 
ing a small nation? Is there a human appeal, 
a notion of the heart, a sense of justice, a 
value of magnanimity that has not been in- 
voked and that might make the difference? 


No, there isn’t. And there isn’t a walk of 
life out of which Americans have failed to 
make known their war opposition. At first, 
a small, if articulate, domestic minority was 
ignored by the national leaders; now a 


majority of dissatisfied citizenry is similarly 


ignored. And not only Americans of all social 
strata and ideological inclinations, but also 
non-Americans all over the world have made 
it clear that they are appalled by the most 
massive barbarism since Hitler that is being 
perpetrated by the United States forces in 
Vietnam. The appeals of governments prove 
as futile as the appeals of private people. 
The warnings of acknowledged men of 
prominence, including the U.N. Secretary 
General U Thant and Pope Paul VI, are 
heeded no more than the pleadings of those 
who are politically stigmatized. 


Only recently spokesmen for the American 
government were assuring mankind that 


Vietnam was but a minor police action, not - 


a permanent deployment of American forces; 
that it was a passing episode without direct 
continental implications; that no purpose

attached to it other than to uphold a desir- 
able state of affairs in Saigon. I cannot but 
succumb to the immodest urge of mentioning 
here the many letters of abuse I received, 
some from renowned intellectuals and ex- 
perts on China, when I wrote, two and three 
years ago, that the real American objective 
behind Vietnam was China. This contention 
was rejected by so many as demonological, 
as one only a hopeless cynic would impute 
to our national leaders. Raising it was sup- 
posed to have proved my extremism, not that 
of our leaders. Today, of course, that diabolic 
motivation is known to all. It is publicly 
professed by the Vice President and Secretary 
of State. 


Yes, behind Vietnam is China. And China 
is a potential target of American assault, 
not because she is communist, and not be- 
cause the Chinese keep declaiming Mao’s 
writings and using with gusto traditional 
Chinese hyperboles, but because she has 
become a self-assertive nation, and because 
she is making utterly unprecedented social 
and economic strides—strides which, if left 
unchecked, will necessarily serve as an ex- 
ample for all the deprived peoples. These 
strides are acknowledged by all objective 
foreign observers, no matter how ideologi- 
cally hostile to the new China. That our 
political leaders and press choose to hide 
from us the phenomenal developments in 
China, developments which forever remove 
her as a prospective domain of foreign ad- 
vantage and privilege, least of all obviates 
these developments. The main effect of this 
self-induced ignorance is ignorance, further 
deepening the gap between Americans and 
the rest of humanity, and worsening that 
mental illness which onanistic nationalists 
call The American Way of Life. 


_' With India effectively maneuvered into 


he position of China’s challenger, if only to 
ain respite from American-induced Pakistani 
hreats, and with China already policed on 
ier own borders by well over a million 
roops under American command, our na- 
ional leaders, who believe in the unqualified 


uperiority of fire power over anything hu-- 


nan, feel certain that they are taking us 
nto an era of ultimate American grandeur. 
Alas, what they fail to appreciate is that in 
‘etrospect the conquests of empires emerge 
is components of ultimate defeat. What 
these men are bringing about is not The 
American Era, but the anti-American era, 
the era of confrontation between humanity 
and the United States. 


But when we, the war opponents, gather 
together, perhaps it is not enough to dissect 
the anatomy of the war politics and psycho- 
logy, and then to leave with a sanctimonious 
moral uplift based on our moral superiority. 
Perhaps we also have the duty of taking a 
somewhat cruel look at ourselves, a look, 


which, without pleasing and flattering us, | 


might nonetheless bring us to grips with an 
evasive truth. What may help us to realisti- 
cally behold our own image is a look at our- 
selves with the eyes of other people. We 
must try to apply to ourselves the criteria 
we apply to others in comparable situations. 


I remember one comparable situation. I 
remember the days in Auschwitz when scores 
of American and British warplanes daily flew 
over the concentration camp on their bomb- 
ing missions to and from nearby industrial 
centers. We below kept praying for their 
attention, we kept hoping that one of these 
days a few bombs would be dropped on the 
crematoria that were so distinctly visible due 
to the high flames rising from their chimneys. 
But no hope and no prayer and no one’s in- 
tervention was to arrest the diabolic efficiency 
with which the Nazi death machine was 
operating. No horror was to provoke into 
action those who might have helped us. 
There was no appeal from Hitler’s verdict of 
extermination. No emotion, no scruple—no, 
nothing stood in the way of the Germans’ 
genocide of the Jews. Evil was absolute, all- 
powerful, almighty. 





The American and British war aircraft 
indifferently flying over Auschwitz are today 
matched by the attitude of the only world 
power whose mere potential, if properly 
brought to bear in international diplomacy, 
might suffice to deter the United States from 
continuing its Vietnamese massacre. There 
is tragic and distressing irony in the coinci- 
dence of the 50th anniversary of the October 
Revolution and the Soviet refusal to stand 
by Vietnam in ways as meaningful and ef- 
fective as those which, in 1962, averted an 
American invasion of Cuba. 


But heartbroken as we may be about the 
tokenism of Soviet aid to Vietnam, distrés- 
sing as is the Russian substitution of unde- 
cisive assistance for a decisive policy of 
deterrence, and petition as we should the 
Soviet leaders that they re-examine their 
revolutionary consciences, least of all may 
we forget that Americans have a by far 
greater responsibility to stop the decimation 
of the Vietnamese than have the Russians or 
anyone else. 


Not only American and British aircraft 
could have destroyed Auschwitz. German 
people, too, had the potential power to 
destroy it. It would not even have taken 
many of them. Perhaps a few score would 
have sufficed, at most a few hunderd. Wheth- 
er they could have actually demolished the 
gas chambers depended much less on num- 
bers of participants than on each individual’s 
willingness to sacrifice. Yes, a mere few score 
sufficiently outraged, determined and self- 
sacrificing Germans could have made history 
by putting out of commission, at least tem- 
porarily, the Nazi genocidal machine. An- 
other few score could have followed them, 
and still.another, until temporary disruptions 
would have undermined over-all efficacy. 


Certainly, there must have been in Ger- 
many at least a few score people outraged by 
the genocide. Why then did they not have 
that impact? Simply, because they were un- 
willing to take the necessary risks. If they 


could sign a petition in relative safety, they 
would probably have signed it. If they could 
participate in a peaceful demonstration, they 
perhaps would have. But to put one’s life 
on the line? To risk jail, concentration camp, 
perhaps execution—No! 


It was this subjective limit of risk-taking 
rather than any objective or predestined 
impossibility that accounted for the helpless- 
ness of the Good Germans. It is similarly 
the subjective attitudes of the Good Ameri- 
cans rather than anything historically un- 
avoidable that accounts for their seeming 
helplessness. Our inability to stop this war 
is neither physical nor political, it is primarily 
psychological. It took fewer than our number 
to storm the Bastille, and fewer protesters 
than those assembling this weekend here in 
Washington had, in 1917, triggered events 
in Petrograd that continue even today to 
reverberate throughout the world. So what 
any political movement can or cannot do 
is not merely a matter of numbers. There 
are tasks achievable only through qualitative, 
not quantitative, increase of effort. A hund- 
red strolling pairs of legs are likely to have 
a political effect no greater than one strolling 
pair of legs, and depending on sex and shape, 
the latter may prove to be more attention- 
getting. A hundred signs against the war 
will stop it no more than one sign. 


I certainly do not recommend that any- - 


one abstain from marching for peace, peti- 
tioning or sign carrying. But it is time for 
us to appreciate that, contrary to sweet self- 
deceptions, we, the American war opponents, 
have not acquitted ourselves of our moral 
duty, have not done justice to our own con- 
sciences, and have not had the desirable 
historic effect—all due to our subjective 
limitations. 


For what needs to be done with regard to 
the Vietnam war cannot be determined by 
the requirements of anyone’s mental hygiene. 
What will stop this war is not decided by the 
conveniences, security and social standing 
each of us may wish to preserve. There must 
exist a proper proportion between means 
and ends. If you propose to stop a war, you 
cannot do this safely, without a scratch. If 
you want to deter unscrupulous mass-crimi- 
nals, you won’t do this without exposing 
yourself to their vengeance and vindictiveness. 


Not too long ago, I delivered a speech 
within a few miles of a napalm factory. In 
the question-and-answer period, a young, 
militantly sounding man stood up and asked 
the usual question of what he could do. I 
registered his speechless embarrassment, even 
shock, when I expressed amazement at being 
asked that question within a few miles of 
napalm manufacture. I thought that that 
geographic proximity was something of a 
godsend to anyone sincerely wishing to miti- 
gate the suffering America keeps inflicting on 
the Vietnamese. 


This episode may well reflect the nature 
of our helplessness. I have a hunch that each 
time we ask, “What Can I Do?’, what we 
really have in mind is, “What Can I Do 
Provided I Retain Such-and-Such Degree of 
Comfort, Security and Prosperity?’ Well, the 
question is whether we propose to end a 
war by doing whatever might end it, or 
merely to resort to such nominal action as 


buys us snobbish self-assurance of morally 
excelling others, without the real difference 
being all that great. 


Put differently, the dilemma is between 
being a dissenter and being a revolutionary. 
If those who dissent from the U.S. war on 
Vietnam were revolutionaries, they would 
have the power to stop the war. The napalm 
factories are right in our midst. Every piece 
of war equipment, every bullet and every 
container of gas or napalm destined for 
Vietnam, passes through our streets and 
highways. ‘The Cabinet members and the 
generals who spend their day’s work planning 
the mass-murder of a people doing us no 
harm, are our neighbors next door, next 
house, next street block. The whole war 
potential, political, economic and _intellec- 
tual, is all around us, within our reach, 
within anyone’s crippling grip. 

What can I do? I can make a revolutionary 
of myself. I can realize that small voices 
don’t make a symphony, and that little 
efforts don’t stop wars. This need not dis- 
hearten me; instead, it should embolden 
me. 


Yes, the war is in our hands. It can be 
safe neither for those who wage it, nor for 
those who stop it. But if we graduate from 
dissenters to revolutionaries, we will have 
discharged true patriotism. We will have 
helped not only the Vietnamese, but also 
Americans. Not only by their no longer 
having to die in jungles and rice paddies 
so far from home, but also by forming such 
forces in America as will find themselves in 
accord with the revolutionary aspirations of 
most of mankind. 


However large the numbers of war dis- 
senter, of marchers and petitioners, they 
can merely produce a whisper in history. 
But in times of thunder whispers are pathe- 
tically impertinent. 


I am aware that what I have said here is 


' vague and general. It does not amount to 


a plan of action, nor is it intended to be 
such. It may merely suggest a strategy, but 
strategy without tactic cannot be executed. 
Perhaps it is not even a strategy, or at least 
not a sensible or possible strategy. But,

before we decide on the merits of what the 
peace movement is already engaged in, and 
before we can perceive whether there is any- 
thing additional to be done, we must first 
gain an objective perspective, an understand- 
ing of the relationship between that which 
historically needs to be done and that which 
personally we are willing to do. Many 
people would probably have preferred a 
panacea or at least a prescription of how 
quickly and painlessly to become historic 
giants who stop wars without, incidentally, 
losing any part of their wages and prospects 
of promotion. I wish I had such a pre- 
scripition; I would be the first one to follow 
it. But history-making is less synthetic, also 
less heroic, and usually even less dramatic 
than all that. It is even a bit more difficult. 
It calls for grey, unheralded sacrifice. It 
calls for that sincerity of purpose which is 
the stuff of revolutionaries who die not on 
stages but in dirt and mud, who change his- 
tory even if the generation after them does 
not remember their names. 


When we are such, we shall be able to 
stop this war. 
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None So Blind As Those Who Will Not See 


A new stage in the Vietnamese-American tragedy began 
with the arrests of Dr. Spock, the Rev. Coffin and the three 
other leaders of the draft resistance movement. We are 
headed for escalation—in repression at home and in war 
abroad. The two are the obverse sides of the same process. 
There is an historic fitness in the coincidence of the arrests 
with the Johnson Administration’s campaign to fuzz, confuse 
and elude the possibility of peace talks opened up by Hanoi's 
public declaration that talks ‘‘will,”’ rather than “could,” fol- 
low an end of U.S. bombing. Our favorite headline of the 
period was in the Baltimore Sun Jan. 6. It said, “U.S. Hunt- 
ing Signs Hanoi Seeks Peace. Admits Its World-Wide Search 
Is Without Success.” Johnson and Rusk are cultivating my- 
opia. They wouldn't be able to see a peace talk offer if Ho 
Chi Minh brought it personally to the White House West 
Gate. 


Evasion by Loquacity 

The Administration’s search for ‘“‘assurances’’ before end- 
ing the bombings is a pantomime for the naive. In a local 
New York TV program (WNBC Jan. 7) Edwin Newman 
asked William P. Bundy, Assistant Secretary of State for Far 
Eastern and Pacific Affairs, “Now would I be correct in de- 
ducing from what you said, that if we had an assurance there 
would be no increase in the movement from North to South 
[i.e. of troops and supplies} that that would be sufficient for 
us?” To which Bundy replied cryptically, ‘Well, that’s an 
illustration . . . one good illustration.’ Newman never got a 
chance to interrupt Bundy’s slippery loquacity long enough to 
ask just how many “‘illustrations’’ would be required before 
we would agree to talk. Fulbright cut through the. fog by 
telling the Associated Press (New York Post, Jan. 9), “The 
Administration is only interested in surrender.” 

From the Administration’s point of view the alarming re- 
actions to Hanoi’s offer were not those which came from 
friendly and neutral capitals urging us to negotiate but from 
the U.S. embassy in Saigon. The fear there is that any real 
possibility of peace talks would lead to the collapse of the 
South Vietnamese government. Its leading figures would 
make plans to follow their bank accounts into exile while the 
lesser men would begin to make their own deals with the 
NLF. Johnson escalated the war in 1965 by putting U.S. 
ground troops into the South to avoid a military collapse. The 
escalations of 1968 will be aimed to prevent a political col- 
lapse. The bombings of Russian and Chinese ships in Hat- 
phong harbor, the air attacks on Yunnan from across the Laos 
border, the itch for hot pursuit into Laos and Cambodia, and 
the plans for an “Inchon landing” across the DMZ into North 
Vietnam are the familiar symptoms of that “politics of esca- 
lation” with which the Johnson Administration has countered 
every opportunity for peace talks in the past. 

Johnson prefers a wider war to a compromise peace. Only 
wider war can hide from public view how quickly his pumped- 
up campaign of optimistic forecast has collapsed. The suc- 
cessful attacks all over the country on U.S. and South Viet- 
namese outposts and airfields, up to the very outskirts of Sat- 
gon and Danang, show how very far the enemy is from 
military exhaustion. Politically the Saigon government is fall- 
ing apart even without peace talks. The rigged elections gave 
the Catholic minority a dominant position in both houses of 
the new legislature and seemed to assure the military junta a 
built-in pro-war majority. But the rejection by both houses 
of the military decree drafting 18-year olds shows how sick 
of the war even this once die-hard sector of Vietnamese opin- 
ion has become. The basic shift was plainly signalled when 


Saigon’s Catholic clergy called for an end of the bombing and 
assailed the corruption in the regime. A Buddhist-Catholic 
alliance against the war is now shaping up, and even the labor 
movement—largely created by the CIA—is swinging against 
us with the police attacks on the electrical workers’ strike in 
Saigon.* The regime’s mass base is dwindling to the handful 
of last-ditch patriots who own the brothels and the bars. 


Chiang’s Troops for Vietnam? 


The war this year will become more than ever an American 
war, and our army more plainly than ever an occupying force. 
Escalation will require more troops, and perhaps even the 
dangerous step — already rumored here — of bringing in 
Chinese troops from Formosa, a step which would inflame 
Vietnamese opinion, and create more tension with mainland 
China. Indeed the military campaign for “hot pursuit’ into 
Cambodia and Laos seems designed as a round-about way to 
force such dangerous expedients and partial mobilization. We 
are already short of troops to deal with the swarm of attacks 
all over the country, and to shore up the collapsing effort at 
“pacification.” Any serious efforts at “hot pursuit’ across 
the border would soon force Johnson to provide more troops 
even if it meant higher draft calls and mobilization of re- 
serves in an election year. U.S. News & World Report esti- 
mated (Dec. 11) that the Cambodian sanctuaries could be 
“cleaned out” with three U.S. divisions. But to get three 
more divisions would require a stepup in the draft at home. 
This means more draft resistance and an intensified struggle 
in the Negro ghettoes. To shut the door on peace abroad is 
to invite more racial conflict at home. This is the direction 
of Johnson’s policy and this is the larger dimension of the 


unfoldine tragedv. 
Step by step we are to lose at home all we claim to be 


defending abroad, from free enterprise to free speech. Already 
the dollar difficulties created by the war have led the Admin- 
istration toward restrictions on freedom to travel, to invest and. 
to trade. These have alarmed the business community at the ~ 
same time that the Spock-Coffin indictments have inflamed the 
intellectual community. The next step I am convinced is a 
confrontation with the Negro community. Whether consci- 
ously planned for the purpose or not, the attack on such 
prominent draft resisters as Spock and Coffin clears the way 
for the indictment of Negro militants. 

To incite resistance to the draft is a less serious offense than 
to incite race war and “burn, baby, burn.” But to have made 
Negroes the target of the first indictment would have been 
too dangerous. Now that such prominent and respectable 
whites have been indicted it becomes easier to move against 
the blacks. This risks making heroes and martyrs of men 
whose support in the Negro community is still marginal, but 
considering the dependence on Negro manpower for combat 
troops there is no way to step up the war without stepping 
up the repression. A frontal confrontation with the Negro 
militants is all the more unavoidable if Johnson is to placate— 
as he seems determined to do—the pressure from Congres- 
sional rightists for firmer action against “crime in the streets’ 
with which the struggle for full Negro equality and the strug- 
gle against the war are beginning to be identified in a grow- 
ing mood of frustration. This is not the best way to deal 


with problems which require cool. 

*An AP dispatch we saw only in the Washington Star 
Jan. 12 said six labor leaders were arrested by the police as 
they left a bargaining session with government officials in 
Saigon. Tran Quoc Buu, chairman of the Vietnamese Work- 
ers Federation, predicted the arrests would lead to a general 
strike by its 300,000 members. “How can we fight against 
the Communists under these conditions?” he told the AP. 
“We lose all right to fight against the Communists when 
things like this happen.” Until now Buu and his unions 
have been faithful creatures of the U.S.

Thus the war threatens the social fabric of our society at 
home. As the months pass and the situation worsens, men 
like Spock and Coffin and Mitchell Goodman and Michael 
Ferber and Mark Raskin will begin to look more and more 
like the true patriots. Wider war may temporarily increase 
the kind of pseudo-patriotic hysteria that marks most wars in 
most countries. They and many like them may go to jail. 
Neither juries nor appellate courts can be counted on to 
withstand the kind of atmosphere wider war can generate. 
But in the longer run the moral effect of their willingness to 
go to jail will tell on the national mind and heart. This 1s 
an immoral and an unjust and a wickedly foolish war. Only 
pride and prestige keep us from backing out of it as rapidly 
as we can. Those who oppose it perform a sacred duty to 
our country and to mankind. 


The Outlook in The Court 


I would not diminish the stature of the challenge by the 
Five with a digression into the legalities. This is in that 
difficult area where law and morality sometimes collide. It 
will take more courage than I think the Supreme Court com- 
mands to bring draft resistance appeals within the protections 
of the First Amendment though the complexities of this con- 
spiracy indictment may easily produce technical grounds for 
reversal if a jury convicts. To raise the Nuremberg issue at 
the trial against the war will prove difficult and is unlikely to 
be allowed by the trial judge. The government may hope 
that in Boston a jury heavily weighted with Roman Catholics 
may make convictions easier to obtain, but the Church’s attt- 
tude is changing in Boston even as it has in Saigon and in 
Rome. Surprises are possible, and the doctrines of unjust 
war, unjust law and resistance to tyranny as obedience to God 
run as deep in Catholic theology as they do in the ideology 
of free society. 

But it should never be forgotten that the ultimate appeal 
is to public opinion. This is where the battle will be won 
or lost. The strategy of the Administration is to identify re- 
sistance to the war with Negro extremism and with romantic 
youngsters smoking the hashish of guerrilla war. There 
never was such an unpopular war. There never was a war in 


which public opinion was so open to persuasion, so anxious 
about the drift of events. This potential for peace will be 
lost if the Administration succeeds in driving the peace 
movement into an hysteria of its own, an easy catharsis for 
our own aggressive impulses. It is essential that we keep cool. 
The peace movement must not become a vicarious war move- 
ment. The enemies are hatred and the imprisoning effects of 
military technology. We only illustrate on a big scale, com- 
mensurate with our power, the same human failings to be seen 
in Nigeria or in the Arab-Israel conflict. We won't help 
bring the country to its senses by a hate America campaign, 
or a hate campaign of any kind. We won't make the cause 
of peace more persuasive by joining forces with those who 
would burn the country down. We must, like a good phy- 
sician or nurse in a mental ward, speak with calm and with 
compassion if we are to win our countrymen away from 
disaster.

Care of Influenza 


HOME CARE, or care in a living group, is necessary for the great majority of 
patients during an epidemic, as there are never enough hospital beds to care for 
any but the most severe cases. Fortunately influenza is usually a mild, short 
lived disease which responds just as well to home care as to care in a hospital. 
In tact, hospitalized cases develop far more complications than cases of equal 
severisy cared for at home. 


DIAGNOSIS: It is often impossible to distinguish influenza from a common cold 
except by laboratory methods. Exact diagnosis is unnecessary, as the treatment 
is much the same in either case. In general, if during a known epidemic of 
influenza you suddenly develop fever, chills, headache, weakness, fatigue, cough, 
and soreness and aches in your muscles, or any three or four of these symptoms, 
you will probably be correct if you say you have the flu. 


REST IN BED IS THE MOST IMPORTANT ITEM IN TREATMENT: Go to bed as soon as the 
first symptoms start; you will get well sooner, and will have far less chance of 
developing dangerous complications then if you drag around for a few more hours. 
if it is absolutely impossible for you to stay in bed you should at least get 

as much rest as you can. If you are extremely sick and can get bed rest in no 
other way it is usually possible to admit you to the Student Hospital Ward. 


WARMTH: Keep warm and out of drafts. Wear a warm robe and slippers if you have 
to get out of bed. Do not take cold showers. 


ISOLATION: Avoid close contact with other people. Influenza usually lasts only 
a few days unless complications such as pneumonia arise. Most of these complica- 
tions are caused by additional germs which may be brought in by other people. 

You need not worry about exposing cther people, as they almost certainly have 
been exposed already. 


FLUIDS: During a fever most people feel better if they drink extra amounts of 
water, fruit juices, soups, etc. Hot salty drinks such as bouillon are very 
comforting to sore throats, and are superior to gargles. 


DIET: Any plain easily digested diet is suitable. If you are constipated eat 
more fruits such as prunes and apricots. avoid strong laxatives. 


DRUGS: Aspirin and similar pain-relieving drugs will not cure the flu, nor will 
they shorten the time you are ill. They will, however, give a great deal of 
comfort and their use is quite justifiable. An aspirin tablet every three 

hours, or two at bedtime, is about an average dose. Excessive doses, particularly 
on an empty stomach, cause irritation and undesirable sweating. Sulfa drugs, 
penicillin, and other antibiotics have no effect wpon the influenza infection 
itself, although your doctor will probably want to use them in case you develop 
complications. Steam inhalations, hot lemonade, cough drops, etc., are useful 

to control paroxysms of coughing. 


COMFLICATIONS: If you have difficulty in breathing, pain in the chest, earache, 

or fever over 104°F, or if your illness lasts more than three or four days, you 
should be seen by a doctor. It is best if you can stay in bed and be seen there 

by a private physician, but it is usually safe to come in to the Student Dispensary 
if you are warmly wrapped in a blanket and can be driven to the entrance. The 
Student Health Service does not make house calls.

Dear Friend: 


The approaching primaries and the fall election offer an opportunity for 
the peace movement to exert pressure on political candidates and platforms. 
In the fall of 1966 many of us did precinct work for Lorrie Sherman, the 
peace candidate who ran in opposition to Congressman Alphonso Bell. On 
some weekends, as many as forty or fifty volunteers worked out of the 
Santa Monica office of the Democratic party on behalf of Sherman. Not one 
volunteer appeared to work on behalf of Governor Brown and the entire 
Democratic slate. The successful campaign of Congressman McClosky, the 
Republican peace candidate who defeated Shirley Temple, was enormously 
aided by 3,000 peacenik workers in the runoff election against the 
Democratic hawk candidate. 


Unified peace groups therefore represent substantial value to the campaign 
of candidates for national office. In order to be able to exact a satis-~ 
factory quid pro quo for our support we need to know the exact position of 
candidates with respect to the war. We do not want to again vote for a 
Goldwater in Johnson's clothing. 


We intend to ask candidates and potential candidates to examine a policy 
statement which we support and hear their views with respect to it. We can 
then decide whether we desire to work for a candidate or to seek an opposition 
candidate who is committed to peace. Peace groups in the San Fernando 

Valley have already selected a peace candidate to run in opposition to 
Congressman Corman, Mrs. Mildred Simon. 


Enclosed is the first draft of a policy statement to represent the views 
of the Brentwood Chapter, Please read it carefully. At our next meeting 
at the Westside Peace Center, on February 8 we will discuss the draft 
statement and revisions and formulate a final statement. [If you cannot 
attend the meeting please send to us your views expressed in a letter 
addressed to Westside Committee of Concern, Brentwood Chapter, 195] Selby, 
Apt.

McCarthy Takes Campaign to the People 


Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy, Dem- 
Minn., campaigned across the nation 
last week fulfilling his promise to take 
his battle for the Democratic Presiden- 
tial nomination to the people. 

Telling audiences in California, Min- 
nesota and Wisconsin that “I am in the 
battle for the Presidency of the United 
States until the end, until I win or 
lose,” McCarthy combined a busy 
schedule of speech-making and news 
conferences with many private and pub- 
lic fund-raising affairs. 

The Senator spent six days in Cali- 
fornia, coupling public appearances in 
Los Angeles and San Francisco with 
what many political observers believed 
to be a major victory at the Democratic 
State Committee meeting in Fresno, 
California. This came about when a 
task force of the California Democratic 
Advisory Committee unveiled a series 
of recommendations on the Vietnam 
War that closely resembled McCarthy’s 
position (page 2). The high point of 
the California trip came at the Uni- 
versity of California at Los Angeles, 
when more than 8500 students turned 
out to hear the Senator attack the Viet- 
nam War as morally and militarily 
“indefensible.” 

In addition to the successful public 
appearances, the California trip netted 
substantial contributions and led to the 
establishment of a top-level 15-member 
California Advisory Committee for Mc- 
Carthy for President. 

Named were: Congressman George 
Brown; attorneys Joseph Ball (law part- 
ner of former Governor Edmund G. 
Brown); Edmund G. Brown Jr. (son 
of the farmer Governor) and Richard 
Richards, former State Senator all of 
Los Angeles; Congressman Don Ed- 
wards of San Jose; and Gerald Hill, San 
Francisco attorney and Chairman of the 
California Democratic Council. 

Also Leonard Levy, the International 
Vice-President of the Amalgamated 


Clothing Workers of America and 
Vice-President of the Los Angeles 
County Federation of Labor (AFL- 
CIO); Max Palevsky, President. of Sci- 
entific Data Systems; Eduardo Perez, 
Field Representative, District 4 United 
Packing House, Food and Allied Work- 
ers (AFL-CIO), and Secretary of the 
Democratic State Central Committee; 
Gifford Phillips, publisher of Frontier 
Magazine and long active in Demo- 
cratic politics; and Martin Stone, Chair- 
man of the Board of Monogram Indus- 
tries Inc.; all of Los Angeles.

Following the California appearances, 
McCarthy moved on to Minneapolis, 
where he delivered his own State of 
the Union address, and put settlement 
of the war in Vietnam at the top of 
his priority list. McCarthy warned 
that one of the challenges the United 
States will face in the 1970s will be to 
convert “the enormous, impersonal, 
semi-warfare state that is emerging in 
America into a society that truly per- 
mits the full development of the indi- 
vidual.” 

The next night, at a rally in Mil- 
waukee the Senator described Negroes 
as people caught in a “colonial nation 
living among us” and noted that the 
exploitation of the Negroes in America 
today is similar to the exploitation of 
natives in colonial lands. But there is 
a difference, the Senator added: “Geo- 
graphically and naturally they (the 
Negroes) are part of the United States, 
and we who carry the burden of guilt 
for our ancestors have every obligation 
to respond to the needs and demands of 
these people.” 

Wisconsin is one of the six states in 
which McCarthy will wage a primary 
battle against President Johnson. The 
others are New Hampshire, Massachu- 
setts, Nebraska, Oregon and California. 


McCarthy will kick-off his New Eng- 
land campaigning Thursday, January 
25, with a busy one-day tour of Boston, 
capped by a speech at the New England 
regional Sigma Delta Chi dinner, and 
two heavy days of campaigning in New 
Hampshire. The Senator will visit 
Nashua, Manchester, Concord and Sun- 
apee before returning to Boston late Sat- 
urday, January 27. 

Tentative plans call for the Senator to 
be on the campaign trail almost every 
day in February and March, visiting all 
of the primary election states at least 
once, and making two extended visits 
to New Hampshire in February.

Curtis Gans, one of the assistants to 
Clark, is responsible for organizing Mc- 
Carthy for President groups through- 
out the nation. Also a former news- 
paperman—he worked for United Press 
International and the Miami Herald— 
Gans has served as director of informa- 
tion of Americans for Democratic Ac-

Sandy Frucher, another of Clark’s as- 
sistants, is responsible for scheduling 
details and administration in the na- 
tional headquarters. Frucher got much 
of his political experience in New York 
as special assistant to William Haddad 
in Robert F. Kennedy’s 1964 Senatorial 
campaign. 

Peter Barnes, on leave from News- 
week Magazine’s Washington staff, is 
in charge of the speech material and 
preparation. He is aided by Jessica 
Tuchman.

VIETNAM 


We are a group of Los Angeles citizens 
deeply concerned about the war in Vietnam. 
We feel that the war is unjust, immoral - 
and futile. We believe that it has no de- 
finable goal, nor discernible boundaries. 

We know it is horribly expensive - in money, 
morale and human lives. We are dismayed by 
steady escalation toward an even larger, 
more disastrous war. 


We feel that we can no longer maintain 
either faith or rational trust in our 
President, or his Administration.

HOW DID WE FALL IN? 


The United States agreed to abide by the 
Geneva Accords. We already had military ad- 
visors in South Vietnam - the first 35 ar- 
rived in August, 1950. And the United 
States backed the South Vietnamese govern- 
ment of Ngo Dinh Diem. In 1956, Diem re- 
fused to hold the elections. Why? 


"T have never talked or corresponded with 
a person knowledgeable in Indochinese af- 
fairs who did not agree that had elections 
been held as of the time of the fighting 
(1954), possibly 80% of the population would 
have voted for the Communist Ho Chi Minh as 
their leader." - Dwight D. Eisenhower 


Since those first 35 US advisors arrived 
in Vietnam, our forces have grown to nearly 
three-quarters of a million. The conflict 
has grown from smallscale guerilla fighting 
to a fullsized war. It has produced nearly 
two million pitiable refugees. The social 
infrastructure of South Vietnam is being de- 
stroyed. American soldiers are dying. All 
this to support a government and an army 
that neither governs nor fights. We have no 
sacred commitments to the current Generals 
in Saigon. President Eisenhower's original 
commitment, to Diem, specifically demanded 
governmental reforms, specifically promised 
money, supplies and weapons - but not men. 


WHO ARE WE FIGHTING? 


In February, 1966, Senator Stephen M. 
Young stated: "The fact is that the con- 
flict raging in Vietnam is a civil war. 
General Westmoreland stated to me that the 
bulk of the Vietcong troops fighting in 
South Vietnam were born and reared in South 
Vietnam. General Stillwell went further. 
He stated that 80% of the Vietcong fighting 
in the Mekong Delta area south of Saigon 
were born and reared in that area."

WHO ARE OUR ALLIES? 


Curiously, the government of South Viet- 
nam is now almost entirely composed of 
northerners, including President Thieu, Vice 
President Air Marshal Ky. If North and South 
Vietnam are actually separate countries, 
then the United States has helped to impose 
foreign rule over South Vietnam. The impo- 
Sition, at any rate, has been uncertain. 
Since Diem's assassination, in 1963, South 
Vietnam has enjoyed ten separate governments, 
none of them capable of governing without di- 
rect American military support. 


IS PEACE IMPOSSIBLE? 


We don't think so. The Republican White 
Paper on Vietnam - issued in May, 1967, 
stated (pp. 46): 


"Today we know that Mr. Thant, in Septem- 
ber, 1964, made a serious proposal to Hanoi 
and Washington that they secretly send rep- 
resentatives to Rangoon, Burma to discuss the 
Vietnam war. Hanoi accepted the proposal, 
yet Washington turned it down." 


"According to the late Adlai Stevenson the 
Johnson administration refused to discuss 
peace in Vietnam with Hanoi because of the 
possible effect on the 1964 elections." 


More recently, in March, 1967, Secretary 
General U Thant proposed a three-point formu- 
la for peace, beginning with a general stand- 
still truce. Hanoi objected to UN inter- 
ference, but did not categorically refuse, 
Saigon was reported in favor of U Thant's 
formula - and Washington qualified an early 
acceptance of the proposals by stating "It 
is essential" to work out the details of the 
military cease-fire in advance, before halt- 
ing bombing.

UNECONOMICALLY SPEAKING...

The Minnesota Senator began the 
first of what will be at least 15 days of 
Granite State campaigning by making 
walking, talking tours of Nashua, Man- 
chester and Concord Jan. 26. McCar- 
thy attended rallies in private homes, 
visited McCarthy for President head- 
quarters, sat through three news con- 
ferences, gave a half-hour television 
interview and made an evening speech 
before an enthusiastic audience of 700 
at St. Anselm’s college in Manchester. 


“Tm here in New Hampshire to ini- 
tiate a campaign in which I challenge a 
Democratic President, and I challenge 
a particular policy in Vietnam,” Mc- 
Carthy said at St. Anselm’s. He sum- 


med up his idea of America this way: 


“This need not be an America which 
is on the edge of despair. It can, again, 
be an America of confidence. 

“This need not be an America in 
which suspicion becomes a growing 
characteristic. This can be an America, 
again, in which trust is the mark of in- 
dividual and general disposition. 

“This need not be an America in 
which fear seems to hang as a cloud. 
It can be an America which is charac- 
terized, again, as our country always 
has been, by an openness and by hope. 

“Tt need not be an America which 
seems to be dominated by military con- 
siderations. It can be an America which 
responds in the fullest of our past and, 
also, in the fullness of our potential to 
the future. 

“This can be, I think, an America 
again which is singing; an America 
which is full of confidence, which 1s 
full of trust, and which is full of hope.” 

The senator’s speech earned him a 


standing ovation and this accolade from 
the New York Post: “Eugene McCarthy 
began . . . to show that he is really 
not a dove but a sort of hawk with 
velvet claws.” 

McCarthy’s personal campaigning in 
New Hampshire will be boosted by a 
widespread organization throughout the 
state organized by David Hoeh of Dart- 
mouth College. As The Washington 
Post reported in its Jan. 27 editions: 
“Observers here expressed some sur- 
prise at the depth of the McCarthy or- 





ganization here. There are headquarters 
in 11 New Hampshire towns and— 
as one Washington McCarthy associate 
put it—an organization far wider and 
deeper than I expected.” 

The day before, on Jan. 25, Mc- 
Carthy campaigned successfully in 
Boston, visiting the Massachusetts 
headquarters, giving numerous televi- 
sion and radio interviews, attending 
two fund-raising functions, and making 
a sober statement of his case against 
the Johnson Administration in a dinner 
speech to the New England regional 
meeting of Sigma Delta Chi, the pro- 








fessional journalism fraternity. 

In his speech, McCarthy warned 
that “we must, first of all, extricate 
ourselves as honorably and as quickly 
as possible from a war that is morally 
and diplomatically indefensible. Hanoi 
has said it will negotiate if the bombing 
of North Vietnam is stopped. The next 
step must be taken by us. We should 
respond.” 

Later this week the Senator flew to 
Oregon to make his first campaign 
visit there Feb. 1-2. During a hectic 
one day of campaigning, McCarthy 
was to give speeches at Portland State

Poll Gives 
McCarthy Big Lead 


An informal poll taken by tele- 
vision station WIMJ in Milwau- 
kee, Wis., on Jan. 19, the day 
after McCarthy visited that pri- 
mary election state, indicated 
strong support for the Minnesota 
candidate. 

The question asked was “Do 
you think President Johnson can 
defeat Senator McCarthy in the 
Wisconsin primary?” The results 
showed that 73 per cent of those 
responding—more than 500—did 
not believe Johnson could defeat 
McCarthy. 

The strong one-day appearance 
by McCarthy prompted the 
Madison, Wis., Capital Times 

_ to note Jan. 22 that “Wisconsin 
political dopesters who awarded 
the crucial April 2 presidential 
primary to President Johnson... 
even before the campaign has 
begun, are beginning to hedge 
their bets.”

late dissent and criticism of official 
policy into the concrete political terms 
of Democratic convention delegates 
and primary votes. As of this moment, 
unless the dissenters express their views 
through Senator McCarthy they may 
not get a chance to express them at all.

A former State Department coordi- 
nator of Intelligence last week was 
named chairman of the Virginia Citi- 
zens for McCarthy.

College and the University of Oregon, 
plus the usual assortment of news con- 
ferences, TV interviews and private 
meetings. On Feb. 6 he will return to 
New Hampshire for three more days 
of campaigning. 

On Sunday, Jan. 28, the Senator 
flew to St. Louis to present his Latin 
American policy in an address to 2,000 
delegates to the 1968 Inter-American 
Forum of the U.S. Catholic Council at 
St. Louis University. McCarthy urged 
a broad program of political and eco- 
nomic reform for Latin America, in- 
cluding the “return of Cuba into the 
family of nations.” 

The senator later talked again of 
Vietnam at a successful fund-raising 
dinner organized by the St. Louis Mc- 
Carthy for President headquarters. He 
told the 2,000 persons Sunday night at 
a $10-a-plate dinner that “instead of 
nation building in Vietnam we have 
been destroying a nation and a culture.” 

McCarthy will be on the ballot in 
six primaries this year, beginning 
March 12 in New Hampshire (where 
President Johnson is a write-in candi- 
date). Other primary dates are Wiscon- 
sin April 12, Massachusetts April 30, 
Nebraska May 14, Oregon May 28, 
and California June 4.

Reagan claims that he is running as favorite son; never has a favorite son run in

After Reagan is defeated, as the polls show he will be -- overwhelmingly, -- the 
conservative audiences in other parts of the country, whom he has enchanted with his 
personality, will remark that "he couldn't even carry this own! state" and will look 
for another successor to the Goldwater mantle which the Party wore to ruin in 1964. 
The resulting reduction of Reagan's growing power will give the state legislature 
courage to override his opposition to needed measures, And Californians will have 
the chance to hear the issues discussed during the campaign and a chance to see 

that the Republicans nominate candidates who can unite the Party and the country. 


The nomination of a moderate ticket will greatly undermine support for Johnson 

in his own party -- support that is really anti-ultraconservatives, not pro-Johnson 
sentiment -- and encourage nomination of a more qualified Democratic candidate, 
Those who have complained that the major parties have not offered a decent choice 
of candidates must act now to see that it does not happen again in 1968, 


We must act now to complete the preparation necessary before the petitions are 
circulated March 6 - April 5. A great deal must be done, since few realize, as 
yet, the full implications of Reagan's plans to run unopposed in the primary. His 
claims to national leadership are not taken seriously because California cannot | 
see how popular his charm has made him outside California. Publicity will recruit 
the volunteers needed to make the circulation of petitions as efficient as possible; 
we cannot wait until March 6 to explain the situation, Since this is a grass-roots 
movement -- not professionals paid to circulate petitions by a governor -- many 
small contributions are needed: typing letters, stuffing envelopes, keeping records, 
distributing STOP REAGAN bumper stickers and buttons, collecting donations, and 
(most of all) circulating petitions. Here's the chance you've been waiting for. le

Dear Mr. President, 
Thereby ask you to accept my resigna- 


tion as a Fellow of the Center for Ad- 
vanced Studies at Wesleyan University. 


At the sare time, I wish to thank you, 


as best ] can. for the hospitality which 
you have shown me during my stay 
here. The very Jeast I owe to you, to the 
faculty. and to the students is an account 
of my reasons for leaving Wesleyan. 

-Let me begin with a few elementary 
considerations. I believe the class which 
rules the United States of America, and 
the government which implements its 
policies, to be the most dangerous body 
of men on earth. In one way or another, 
and to a different degree, this class 1s 
a threat to anybody who is not part of 
it. It is waging an undeclared war 
against more than a billion peuple; its 
weapons range from saturation bombing 
to the most delicate techniques of persua- 
sion; its aim is to establish its political, 
economic. and military predominance 
over every other power in the world. Its 
mortal enemy Is revolutionary change. 

Many Americans are deeply troubled 
by the state of their nation. They reject 
the war which is being waged in their 
‘name against the people of Vietnam. 
They look for ways and means to end 
the Iutent civil war in the ghettos of 
Amieiican cities. Bui most of them still 
‘hold on to the idea that these crises are 
unfortunate accidenis, due to faulty 
management and lack of understanding: 
tragical errors oo the part of an other- 
wise peaceful, sane, and well-intentioned 
world power. 

To this interpretation T cannot agree. 
The Vietnam war is not an isolated 
phenomensa. Ft is the most visible out- 
come and, at the same ume, the blocd- 
jest test case of a coherent international 
policy which applies to five continents. 
The ruling class of the United States has 
taken sides in the armed struggles of 
Guatemala and Indonesia, of Laos and 
Bolivia, of Korea and Colombia, of the 
Philippines and of Venezuela. of the 
Congo and of the Dominican. Republic. 
This is not an exhaustive list. Many 
other countries are governed, with Amer- 
ican support, by oppression. corruption, 
and starvation. Nobody can feel safe und 
secure any more, not in Eurcpe, and 
not even in the United States itself. 


There is nothing surprising and original 
about the simple truth I am stating here. 
1 have no space to qualify and differen- 
tiate it in any scientific way. Others, 
many of them American scholars like.

Baran and Horowitz, Huberman = and 
Sweezy. Zinn and Chomsky, have done 
so at great length. From what | could 
gather here, the academic community. 
does not think nuch of their work. Ii has 
been called old-fashioned, boring, and 
rhetorical; the outgrowth of a paranoid 
imagination or simply communist prop- 
agunda. These defense mechanisms are 
part of the Western iniellectual’s stand- 
ard equipment. Since I have frequently 
met with them here, I take the liberiy of 
examining them more closely. 

The first argument is really a matter 
of semantics. Our society has seen fit 
to be permissive about the old taboos of 
language. Nobody is shocked any more ~ 
by the ancient and indispensable. four- 
letter-words. At the same time. a new 
crop of words has been banished, by 
common consent, from polite society: 
words like exploitution and tmupericlism. 
They have acquired a touch of obscenity. 
Political scientisis have taken to para- 
phrases and circumlocution which sound 
like the neurotic euphemisms of the 
Victorians. Some sociologists huve gone 
so far as to deny the very existence of 
a ruling class.

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thing it designates; but then, to do away 
with the term is not to do away with 
the problem. 

A second defense device is using 
psychology as a shield. I have been told 
that it is sick and paranoid to conceive 
of a powerful set of people who are a 
danger to the rest of the world. This 
amounts to saying that instead of listen- 
ing to his arguments it is better to watch 
the patient. Now it is not an easy thing 
to defend yourself against amateur 
psychiatrists. [ shall limit myself to a 
few essential points. I do not imagine a 
conspiracy, since there is no need for 
such a thing. A social class, and especially 
a ruling class, is not held together by 
secret bonds, but by common = and 
glaringly evident seif-interest. I do not 
fabricate monsters. Everybody. knows 
that bank presidents, generals, and mili- 
tary industrialists do not look like comic- 
strip demons: they are well-mannered, 


nice gentlemen, possibly lovers of cham-- 


ber music with a. philanthropic bent of 
mind. There was no Jack of such kind 
people even in the Germany of the 
Thirties. Their moral insanity does not 
derive from their individual character, 
but from their social function. 

Finally, there is a political defense 
mechanism operating with the assertion 
that all of the things which I submit are 
just communist propaganda. I have no 


reason to fear this time-honored indict-— 


ment. {t is inaccurate, vague, and ir- 
rational. First of all, the word Com- 
munis, used as a singular, has become 
rather meaningless. It covers a wide 
variety of conflicting ideas; some of them 
are even mutually exclusive. Further- 
‘more, my opinion of American foreign 
policy is shared by Greek liberals and 
Latin American archbishops, by Nor- 
wegian peasants and French industrial- 
ists: people who are not generally thought 
of as being in the vanguard of “Com- 
munism.” 

The fact is that most Americans have 
no idea of what they and their country 
look like to the outside world. I have 
seen the glance that follows them: 
tourists ia the streets of Mexico, soldiers 
on leave in Far Eastern cities, business- 
men in Italy or Sweden. The same glance 
is cast on your embassies, your destroyers, 
your billboards all over the world. It is 
a terrible look, because it makes no dis- 
tinctions and no allowances. IT will tell 
you why I recognize this look. It 1s be- 
cause IT am a German: It is because I 
have felt it on myself. 

If you try to analyze it, you will find 
a blend of distrust and resentment, fear 
and envy, contempt and outright hate. 
Tt hits your President, for whom there 
is hardly any capital left in the world 


_ where he can show his face in public; 


but it also hits the kind old lady across 
the aisle on the flight from Delhi to 
Benares. It is an_ indiscriminate, a 
manichaean look. I do not like it. I do 
not share your President’s belief in col- 
lective graft and in collective guilt. “Don’t 
forget,” he told his soldiers in Korea, 
“there are only 200 million of us in the 
world of three billion. They want what 
we've got, and we're not going to give 
it to them.” Now it is perfectly true that 
we all take some share in the pillage of 
the Third World. Economists like Dobb 
and Bettelheim, Jalée and Robinson 
have shown ample evidence for the con- 
tention that the poor countries, which we 
are underdeveloping, subsidize our 
economies. But surely Mr. Johnson is 
overstating his case when he implies that 
the American people are but a single, 
solid corporate giant fighting for its loot. 
There is more to admire in America than 
meets Mr. Johnson’s eye. [ find little in 
Europe that could compare with the fight 
put up by people in sNcc, sps, and in 
Resist. And I may add that I resent the 
air of moral superiority which many 
Europeans nowadays affect with respect 
to the United States. They seem to regard 


it as a personal merit that their, own’ 


empires have been shattered. This, of 
course, is hypocritical nonsense. 


However, there is such a thing as a’ 


political responsibility for what your own 
country is doing to the rest of the world, 
as the Germans found out to their cost 
after both World Wars. [In more than 
one way, the state of your Unton reminds 
me of my own country’s state in the 
middle Thirties. Before you reject this 
comparison, I ask you to reflect that 
nobody had heard or thought of gas 
chambers at that time; that respectable 
statesmen visited Berlin and shook hands 
with the Chancellor of the Reich; and 
that most people refused to believe that 
Germany had set out to dominate the 
world. Of course, everybody could see 
that there was a lot of racial discrimina- 
tion and persecution going on: the arma- 
ment budget went up at an alarming rate; 
and there was a growing involvement in 
the war against the Spanish revolution. 
But here my analogy breaks down. For 
not only do our present masters wield 
a destructive power of which the Nazis 
could never dream; they have also 
reached a degree of subtlety and sophisti- 
cation unheard of in the crude old days. 
Verbal opposition is today in danger of 
becoming a harmless spectator sport, 
licensed, well-regulated and, up to a point, 
even encouraged by the powerful. The 


universities have become a favorite play- 


ground for this ambiguous game. Of 
course, only a dogmatic of the most 


abominable sort could argue that censor- 
ship and open repression would be prefer- 
able to the precarious. and deceptive 
freedom. which we are now enjoying. 
‘But, on the other hand, only a fool can 
ignore that this very freedom has created 
new alibis, pitfalls, and dilemmas for 
those who oppose the system. It took me 
three months to discover that the ad- 
vantages which you gave me would end 
up by disarming me; that in accepting 
your invitation and your grant, I had 
lost my credibility; and that the mere 
fact of my being here on these terms 
would devalue whatever I might have to 
say. “To judge an intellectual it is not 
enough to examine his ideas: it is the 
relation between his ideas and his acts 
which counts.” This piece of advice, 
offered by Régis Debray, has some bear- 
ing on my present situation. To make it 
clear that [ mean what I say, [ have to 
put an end to it. 

It is a necessary, but hardly a sufficient, 
thing to do. For it is one thing to study 
imperialism in comfort, and quite an- 
other thing to confront it where it shows 
a less benevolent face. I have just re- 
turned from a trip to Cuba. I saw the 
agents of the cia in the airport of Mexico 
City taking pictures of every passenger 
leaving for Havana; I saw the silhouettes 
of American warships off the Cuban 
coast; I saw the traces of the American 
invasion at the Bay of Pigs; I saw the 
heritage of an imperialist economy! and 
the scars it left on the body and on the 
mind of a small. country; I saw the 
daily siege which forces the Cubans to 
import every single spoon they use from 
Czechoslovakia and every single gallon 
of gasoline from the Soviet Union, 
because the United States has been try- 
ing for seven years to starve them into 
surrender, 

I have made up my mind to go to 
Cuba and to work there for a substantial 
period of time. This is hardly a sacrifice 
on my part; I just feel that I can learn 
more from the Cuban people and be of 
greater use to them than I could ever 
be to the students of Wesleyan Univer- 
sity. 

This letter is a meagre way of thank- 
ing you for your hospitality, and I very 
much regret that it is all I have to offer 
in return for three peaceful months. I 
realize, of course, that my case is, by it- 
self, of no importance or interest to the 
outside . world. However, the questions 
which it raises do not concern me alone. 
Let me therefore try to answer them, as 
best I can, in public.

The President as Prisoner 


It was reasonable and understand- 
able in the wake of the assassination 
of President John F. Kennedy that 
security measures designed to protect 
the life of his successor were tightened 
and safeguards more stringently en- 
forced. These measures were aimed at 
the crackpot, the sniper, the deranged 
conspiracy of the few who would 
resort to murder to end a President’s 
rule. 


But recent developments in Presi- 
dential ‘security, however understand- 
able, constitute a national tragedy. 
For the President is being fenced off 
from not only the occasional nut but 
from vast numbers of his constituents 
who are literally in violent disagree- 
ment with his Vietnam policies. There 
is a pervading atmosphere of fear— 
well-founded fear—for the President’s 
physical safety which has led to the 
increasingly rigid insulation of the 


“YE SHALL KNOW THE TRUTH 


President—an unhealthy development 
in a democratic society. 

A few examples: 

{In 1967, the only extensive Presi- 
dential speaking tour was a Veterans 
Day weekend inspection of military 
bases, where military power screened 
him effectively from the civilian 
population. 


€ A recent Presidential address dedi- 
cating Central Texas College was 
delivered on a campus surrounded by 
a military base, Fort Hood. 


€ When the President attended the 
late Cardinal Spellman’s funeral in 
New York, instead of jetting to Ken- 
nedy International Airport in Air 
Force One—the big Presidential plane 
-—and proceeding into Manhattan by 
high-speed motorcade, the usual pro- 
cedure, Mr. Johnson was flown by a 
smaller jet to Floyd Bennett Field and 
lifted by helicopter to Central Park, 
just a few blocks from St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral. The St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
reported that the short drive to the 
Cathedral “drew the heaviest police 
escort in the memory of veteran 
correspondents.” 


{ On other trips within the country 
the President moves in virtual secrecy 
—no advance fanfare, no precise infor- 
mation on arrival or departure times, 
no motorcades, none of the ceremony 
that customarily surrounds a Presiden- 
tial appearance. 


President Johnson, in effect, has 
become a prisoner in his own land, 
cut off from his people’ except 
through the press and = radio and 
television. 

Frustrations over Vietnam have sent 
emotional reactions soaring to a fever- 
ish pitch. An extreme, but real, exam- 
ple is a recent article in the newsletter 
of the Student Non-violent Coordinat- 
ing Committee by a black power advo- 
cate who advised that anti-Vietnam 
protesters spit at President Johnson 
and make him “afraid to leave the 


White House.” 


“His limousine,” the article went on, 
“will find the street filled with tacks 
and thousands of people will surge 
around it, smashing the windows and 
rocking the car until it is turned on 
its side.” 

The National Conference for New 
Politics has threatened a massive dem-

onstration—involving some 200,000 
people—at the Democratic National 
Convention in Chicago next summer 
in protest against President Johnson’s 
renomination. Dr. Benjamin Spock, 
co-chairman of the group, insisted that 
the ‘demonstration would involve no 
violence or civil disobedience,’ but 
Paul Booth, a leader of the Chi- 
cago group that originated the idea, 
indicated that the demonstration 
might not be passive. “That’s one of 
the topics under discussion,” Booth 
commented. 

The Progressive has long been in 
the forefront of the critics of Presi- 
dent Johnson’s Vietnam policies—and 
those of the Kennedy and_ Elisen- 
hower Administrations before him. 
We agree there is solid reason for the 
growing dissent over the Administra- 
tion’s course. But in a democratic soci- 
ety these policies must be challenged 
by democratic methods, which are 
wide open to use—such as the recent 
entry of Senator Eugene McCarthy 
into the Presidential picture as a Viet- 
nam dissenter, and insistence on a 
full-scale debate in the U.S. Senate. 

The resort to the totalitarian tech- 
niques of physical violence, and the 
employment of threats to the Presi- 
dent’s person as a means of challeng- 
ing his policies, debase the democratic 
process and endanger the very princi- 
ples of freedom the advocates of vio- 
lence purport to uphold. It is a tragic 
moment in our history when the Pres- 
ident cannot appear freely among his 
people without fear for his personal 
safety, regardless of how unpopular his 
policies may be.

On February 14th, over TV Channel 5, George Putnam directed a very vicious and very 
personal attack against Mary Clarke, So. Calif. Coordinator for WSP, dis intent was 
to injure--his method was the use of distortions, lies, and thinly-veiled anti- 
Semitism. On the same broadcasts he attacked Irv Sarnoff, Chairman of the Peace 
Action Council, and Stokely Carmichael.

NUCLEAR SCIENTISTS IN VIETNAM ON PENTAGON MISSION STOP FULBRIGHT 
COMMITTEE HAS QUERIED THAT PLUS REPORTS THE UNITED STATES STOCKPILING 
TACTICAL NUCLEAR WEAPONS IN VIETNAM FOR POSSIBLE USE AT KHE SANH STOP 
URGE TELEGRAM TO FULBRIGHT SUPPORTING INVESTIGATION. 

(signed) NATIONAL OFFICE, WOMEN'S STRIKE FOR PEACE, WASHINGTON D.C. 

We urge you to send your telegram today (a night letter up to 50 words 
long sent today will be delivered by 8 AM tomorrow morning. )" 


This was enough to make Mr. Putnam decide that "the public had a right to know" who 
Mary Clarke is. Translated, this means that Putnam delegated to himself the right to 
smear her, because she was "calling for action to prevent our use of tactical nuclear 
weapons in Vietnam." (both of the above are actual quotes from his broadcast. )

boycott of your sponsors.

One is universally called a hero; the other, if noticed by the 
press, will be called @ criminal. The difference is that Hutson's murderer wore 
a police uniforme 


50 Black students have been shot dewn in Orangeburg; Malcolm X was murdered. 

25,000 federal troops ere patrolling the ghettoes of our 
cities. Submachine guns have been mounted on the steps of the Capitol. We are 
witnessing a concerted effort on the part of the government to destroy the 
leaders of the Black people.

simply beeause they are human beings, Americans whose very survival is being 
threatened, then make common cause with them in order to protect yourselves. 
The anti-riot tanks, the mace, the machine guns which have been turned upon 
Black people can just as easily be turned against white people. That has been 
proven to us at Century City on June 25; that has been proven to us at the 
Oakland Induction Center. | 


Bobby Hutton was a threat to those in power and he was killed. 


Draft resistors, peace proponents, students seeking to change this society, 
are also threats and when they prove effective they will be dealt with. Even 
the respectable Dr. Spock is not invulnerable. There are young men in army 
prisons now who have been dealt with for refusing to serve those in powere 
When a part of the population can be persecuted, none of us are free from the 
threat of persecution. If the Indians and the Blacks and the Chicanos ¢an be 
oppressed, then why not the Japanese -- it happened during WWII; why not the 
Chinese, why not the Jews? 


Martin Luther King advocated nonviolence. And he died for thate Bobby Hutton 
advocated self-defense and he died for that. In white America their ideology 
didn't matter. What mattered was the color of their skin and their desire for 
freedome Nonviolence is & personal decision. You can decide for yourself to 
turn the other cheek. But when you tell someone else to turn the .other 

cheek you are an instrument of his oppression. You can support the! Black 
Americans or you can oprose them. To be neutral is to support the strongest 
side -- your local police.

such as bridges, bunkers, or buildings. NAPALM IS AN ANTI-PERSONNEL WEAPON! 

Its use in Vietnam involves the burning out of villages, tamlets, and countryside a 
areas suspected of harboring troops of the National Liberation Front, It is 

dropped on such targets to destroy the troops by burning them alive, Since these 
troops often include the peasants working the land, or are at least amongst the 
peasantry, the use of Napalm invariably involves the civil population. 


WHAT ARE THE EFFECTS OF NAPAIM? _ 





Mostly death by roasting or suffocation! For those who survive an attack, there 

is an agonizingly slow death, or permanent suffering from severe burn contractures, 
loss of tissue, bone damage, and amputation of damaged extremities, Medical care 
for victims in Vietnam is wholly inadequate. 


HOW MANY PEOPLE HAVE BEEN VICTIMS OF NAPAIM? 


Precise casualty data is inpossible to rather; however, many on-the-scene observers 
estimate the numbers to be in the thousands, with an extremely high incidence of 
women and children, Most victims suffer immediate death and are never accounted 
for. Survivors rarely reach hospitalization and are thus excluded from available 


statistics,

WHAT ARE HERBICIDZS? 


The term "herbicide" is used to broadly define a chemical solution designed to 
damage or destroy plant life, 


ARE HERBICIDES BEING USED IN VIETNAM? 


After some initial sprayings in late 1960, "Operation Ranch Hand" started in 1961 
as a definite elements in US military tactics. Sixty spray sorties were flown in 
that years; one hundred and seven in 1962, By 1966 combined defoliation and crop 
spraying operations had increased to the point where some 1,324,000 gallons of 
herbicides were sprayed over more than half-a-million acres of land. In 1967, 

the program was again stepped up, and some million and-a~half acres were affected, 
of which approximately 500,000 acres were cropland. Plans are to continue the 
program throughout 1968, All spraying operations are conducted by the 12th Air 
Commando Squadron using specially eauipped Fairchild C-123 twin engined cargo 
aircraft, 


WHAT SPECIFIC CHEMICALS ARE BEING USED? 


Several different types are in use. The most common is a mixture of esters2, 
4-D and 2, 4, 5-f (chlorinated, phenoxyacetic acids), However, arsenic and 
cyanide compounds are seeing wider use, Cacodylic acid, an organic arsenic- 
containing compound, is being used against elephant grass and rice, This com- 
pound contains 54,29% arsenic and is extremely poisonous. It is toxic to Man. 


WHAT ARE THE EFFECTS OF TEESE CHEMICALS? 


Two ounces of cacodylic acid administered subcutaneously to a 150 pound man will 
cause death, Lesser doses cause nausea, diarrhea, headache, muscular peins, weak 
pulse, and coma, The ester compounds cause irritation of the skin and eyes, 
severe itching, and extreme physical discomfort. Plant life is either killed or 
severely damaged, Animal life suffers death from direct application, or loss of 
ecological balance in a district, Prof, Arthur W. Galston of Yale University, 
has said: "The mechanism of action of the defoliants is imperfectly understood, 
We are therefore setting in motion on a large scale a biological process whose 
consequences we cannot altogether forsee or control." 


WHO PRODUCES THESE HERBICIDES? 
Several companies appear to be involved, Dow Chemical is most probably the 
leading producer, having been a leading developer of the technology. Dow markets

THE UNIVERSETY AS A CORPORATION 


The University, Chancellor Murphy has frequently explained in the abstract, 

is an intellectual seat for the great democratic tradition of an "open market- 
place" for ideas of all kinds and for a free debate on the key facts of life of 
our time. And this is true -- the University has been the center for the de- 
bate of these key facts: of slump or boom, peace or annihilation. But it has 
carried out this debate in the abstract ohly. Never before in history, C. Wright 
Mills pointed out, have the centers of knowledge in a society been so entirely 
isolated from the centers of power and decision-making. The men in power make 
use of, but do not calculate the consequences of their decisions in terms of the 
liberal values of the books written by our professors, Their politics are cloaked 
in a democratic rhetoric, but in terms of concrete realities, they decide things 
on the basis of the real facts of profit or loss, support or opposition, kill and 
"overkill" ratios, — 


Contrary to the image which the Administration would like to pass off for it, the 
University has not been relevant as an instrument for improving the status quo. 
Rather, it has been an instrument for the perpetuation of the status quo. At 
public expense, the University is part of the corporate assembly line. It pro- 
duces the professional service ami technical workers which the corporations 
increasingly need, to continue to function at a profit. It legitimatizes the 
military-political rationale behind the economic and political U. S. hegemony 
over many of the poorest countries of the globe. It produces many of the 
political and military skills which serve the huge defense-contract industries 
of this country and their foreign subsidiaries. In addition, various programs 
financed by government contract apply academic research to "solve" the immediate 
political problems which U. S. supported dictatorships around the world are 
faced with (i.e. popular liberation movements). 


The University, in reality, is part of the political and technical lubrication 
for the maintenance of the political hegemony of the interests of corporate 
capitalism, It is an elitist institution in an elitist society, in which the 
powers that be exist through their corporate ownership and control of the mass 
media, corporate daninance and control of the existing political parties, If 
there is a dialogue in this society, it is a dialogue about the preservation, 
not the humanization of the existing status quo. 


The struggle for democracy on the campuses (Student Power) is part of a 

larger struggle for democracy in society as a whole, When black people demand 
that the billions spent on the Vietnam War go to the ghettoes, even though 

they are talking about different issues than ourselves when we shout "Kick Dow 
Off Campus", we are both talking about the same enemy - corporate capitalism. 
When Spanish students exclaim, "Police with Bankers - Students with Workers", 
they too are talking about the same enemy, only they refer to it as "Imperialism," 


This student struggle has, therefore, a direct relationship to the other demo- 
cratic movements within our society. It is a parallel and similar movement to 
the black freedom movement, the right to give labor an independent political 
voice, and the peace movement. The revolts on the campuses are parallel to the 
revolts in society as a whole. Student power, the fight for anti-corporate 
structural reforms within the University, and the building of a radical politi- 
cal realignment of forees on the campus is the parallel to the struggle for 
democracy in society as a whole.

YOUR RIGHTS AND THE GRAND JURY 


On May 28, 1968, the Los Angeles County Grand Jury indicted 
thirteen parents, teachers, and community leaders for conspiracy 
to disturb the public high schools. These conspiracy charges 
arose out of student walk-outs protesting conditions in the 
East L.A. schools. The indictments were a product of secret 
proceedings of the Grand Jury at which community people were 
compelled to testify. The testimony of these people was used 
by the District Attorney to smear and indict the thirteen. 


As they did prior to the indictment of the Chicano Thirteen, 
Police Chief Reddin and District Attorney Younger have recently 
issued public statements threatening to seek Grand Jury indict- 
ments for conspiracy against those active in the present strug- 
gle to reform our educational system. 


In the near future you may be subpoened (ordered) to appear 
before the Los Angeles County Grand Jury to give testimony which 
will be used as the basis for new criminal prosecutions. If you 
are called to appear before the Grand Jury you should know that: 


(1) You will be served an order to appear (a subpoena) by a 
policeman, sheriff, marshall or other law enforcement officer, 
in or out of uniform. | 
(2) The subpoena may be served on you at any place or any time. 
(3) After you have identified yourself, you need not say any- 
thing else to the officer. In fact, you need not discuss with 
any law enforcement officers, including the D.A., the testimony 
you may give before the Grand Jury. Any "conversations" you 
have with officers or the D.A. may be used against you and 
others. Beware of "informal chats"; the information obtained 
from you may be brought to the Grand Jury's attention. 
(4) Your failure to appear before the Grand Jury could result 
in the issuance of a warrant for your arrest. Even if you 
refuse to accept or read the subpoena, your failure to go to 
the Grand Jury could still result in arrest. 
(5) Under no circumstances should you appear before the Grand 
Jury without first talking to a lawyer. Your organization can 
help you find a lawyer. If the subpoena does not give you enough 
time to talk to a lawyer, you may appear before the Grand Jury 
and refuse to answer their questions until you are given time 
to talk to a lawyer of your choice. 
(6) You have no right to have your lawyer in the Grand Jury Room 
with you. 
(7) You do have the right to have your lawyer right outside the 
room.. | 
(8) You have the right to leave the Grand Jury Room to talk to 
your lawyer at any time during your appearance. 
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) Questions will be asked of you by the District Attorney and, 
‘ccasionally, by the Grand Jury members. The Grand Jury pro- > ee 
eedings are secret. Only you, the District Attorney, and the es 
‘rand Jurors are allowed in the room. Criminal charges will : 
probably result from the hearing. Anything you say may be used 





























against you or your organization. 
(10) Your testimony will be taken under oath, and any false 
answers could lead to criminal charges against you. 
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(11) Your lawyer will help you decide whether to answer questions 


that may violate or interfere with your (or others’) constitutional 
rights of freedom of speech, association, or petition. A refusal | 
to answer a question on the basis of your First Amendment rights 
(freedom of speech, association, and petition) may result in your 
being charged with criminal contempt. 
(12) Your lawyer will help you decide whether to answer questions 
that may violate your constitutional right not to be forced to 
testify against yourself. If you refuse to answer a question 
—-—-s« because it may violate your Fifth Amendment rights (freedom not 
to incriminate yourself), you may be given immunity from pro- 
- secution in order to force you to testify. If you are offered 
immunity, you should talk the matter over with your lawyer. 
(13) If you decide to answer a question, do not give any more 
information than is necessary to the answer. Do not volunteer 
any information. If you do not clearly remember the facts 
-  ealled for by a question, do not guess, speculate or offer 
-—— an_-s« opinion. 
ae Grand Jury proceedings can be used by the Establishment to 
destroy community organizations and discourage peoples’ acti- 
- wities. You cannot respond effectively to this repression 
alone. Work with your organization in meeting this threat.

"Why am I getting fired because there's a ‘lack of work,' when 
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the whole plant is working overtime?" My supervisor had a rough tim 
snswering this; he had been told to tell me this and didn't under- 
stand it very well either. He told me that he had to fire two other: 
jin my department, but that he might have to work sixteen hours a day 
before the plant finally moved to Cukamonga: This kindof thing 
happened, he thought, to "trim the overhead." Moreover, the plant 
and the personell office didn't agree, at first, as to why I was: to 
be fired.Did the fact that I was arrested while participating in an 
anti-war demonstration influence the decision to terminate me? 

Before the day ended, two more workers from my department were 
fired. Bosses can hire and fire workers whenever they want to, be- 
cause we have to earn wages to eat. However, Mr. Hartwell can't vA 
make his fat profits without the workers, for it is the workers who 
make the profit through their production. Mr. Hartwell gets our 
profits because he owns the factory and the machines. We get pand 
messly wages, a small fraction of what we actually produce in a 
day's work. In fact, Mr. Hartwell would prefer to pay us much less. 
For instance, Vietnamese workers in South Vietnam are paid by 
American corporation owners - bosses just like Mr. Hartwell - as 
little as 15 cents an hour! That's why there is poverty in this 
country, while a few are very rich. That's the way it is in South 
Vietnam. That's why the Vietnamese are fighting the United States, 
because they are treated just like we are when we get crummy wages 
and are arbitrarily fired. 

Only when we take the machines and the factory from the boss 
and kick him out will we receive our fair share of what we produce. 
We will then get the profits - which are rightfully ours. That's 
why it's necessary to get together, to organize a funion. For we 
have a weapon with which to fight the boSSw © +~e- without us 
he is nothing.

The Struggle for 
Socialism in France 


- a statement of the National 
Executive Committee of the 
Young Socialist Alliance 


Nothing will ever be the same. The revolt of 
the French workers and students is a new stage 
in the world-wide revolutionary struggle in this 
epoch of socialist revolution. 

Young people throughout the world have mo- 
bilized to support the Vietnamese Revolution, 
the colonial revolution, and the black revolt 
in America—events which have sparked a 
growing international movement of revolution- 
ary-minded high school and college students. 

The French explosion has brought to the 
center of the stage in action the most dynamic 
and powerful force to this ascending movement — 
the industrial working class. Over ten million 
French workers, supported by millions of farmers 
and students, occupied their factories and di- 
rectly challenged the French ruling class. The 
general strike—the largest strike in history— 
poses before the nation and the world this ques- 
tion: "Who is going to rule, the rich or the ex- 
ploited, capitalism or socialism?" 

The barrier to the seizure of power by the 
French workers is found in the bankruptcy of 
the "official" trade union, Communist Party and 


Social Democratic leadership. While the workers 
seized factories and their slogans escalated from 
economic demands to that represented by the 
sign "workers power" in front of the Renault 
plant, these "leaders" sought economic conces- 
sions and a return to "peaceful" order. 

One of the opponents of the reformist pro- 
gram of these misleaders of the French workers, 
is a large, resolute, Marxist youth movement 
centered around the Young Revolutionary Com- 
munists— the Jeunesse Communiste Revolution- 
naire (JCR)—which is fighting to carry the 
general strike to its logical political conclusion, 
a socialist French government, controlled by 
and responsible to the committees of the workers. 

These are the young militants who projected 
a socialist alternative to the de Gaulle regime. 
They backed their ideas with mass action. They 
initiated and led the struggle at the Sorbonne, 
built hundreds of barricades, and fought the 
cops to a standoff. This powerful political ex- 
ample catalyzed the social upheaval that has 
swept over France. The barricades in Paris 
broke down the barriers which have for so 
long contained the socialist revolution in Kurope. 

It is clear that the French workers have more 
in mind than a mere reform of capitalism. Their 
May 2 rejection of de Gaulle's pact for meager 
economic concessions, agreed to by the Com- 
munist Party bureaucrats and the trade union 
"leaderships," is one indication. Other indications 
are their steadfast occupation of the factories 
and their opposition to de Gaulle's attempt to 
turn the struggle into an electoral contest over 
who will administer a capitalist France through 
a newly elected General Assembly. 

The de Gaulle regime and the social system 
it represents have been severely threatened. The 
French ruling class hopes to induce the workers 
to give up their struggle by simultaneously 


threatening the use of armed forces and offering 


economic concessions. The regime is aided in 
this ploy by the French Communist Party, which 
has done its best to stop the workers. 

Having failed on the industrial front to turn 
the workers from their revolutionary ardor, the 
French Communist Party now seeks in elections 
to slow down and blunt the struggle with their 
proposal for a "popular front." The popular 
front program is designed to join the workers 
organizations with what the CP calls "the anti- 
monopolist" bourgeoisie in a new government 
where the Communist and Socialist parties will 
have power to carry out reforms in a coalition 
that the bourgeoisie need — as long as they don't 
threaten the continued existence of capitalist pro- 
perty forms.

The policy of the popular front prevented 
the working class from taking power in 1936 
and again in 1944-45, and now once again 
this path of subordinating the needs of the work- 
ing class to a reestablishment of the capitalist 
status quo is proposed. 

The program of the popular front is counter- 
posed to the united front of workers and stu- 
dents in the streets. Those who stand for united 
mass action, such as Daniel Cohn-Bendit and 
the JCR, are slandered as "splitters" and "ad- 
venturists.". But the unity of the workers and 
students organizations in independent struggle 
is the course which will keep the capitalist re- 
gime on the defensive. And in this struggle, 
factory, university, and neighborhood commit- 
tees —the structure of a future France— will con- 
tinue to be built. 

The French revolt has also shattered the myth 
put forward by spokesmen of the "new left" that 
the working class is incapable of fighting for 
revolutionary socialist change. Such statements 
as, "... in advanced capitalist countries where 
the transition to socialism was to take place, 
and in precisely those countries, the laboring 
masses are in no sense arevolutionary potential," 
(Herbert Marcuse) have been rather demonstra- 
tively put to rest. 

The struggle in France will have tremendous 
effects on the whole world. It will spur on the 
colonial revolution. It will spur on the Vietnam- 
ese Revolution. It will spur on the black revolt 
in America. It will spur on the young workers 
and students in Eastern European countries in 
their fight for socialist democracy. 

The revolutionary developments in France will 
also spur on the American Revolution, the class 
struggle here at home. The problems facing 
the French worker differ little from the problems 
of the Italian workers, the British workers, the 
Japanese workers or the American workers. The

very fact that the workers in the United States 
"are well off" will be a revolutionizing factor 
in the struggles of the American workers as 
it was in France. Workers fight all the harder 
to keep what they have already won and enjoy 
rather than something they don't as yet have. 
And they won't need a depression like 1929 
to start the fight—this is a key lesson to learn 
from France. 

The revolutionary youth in France likewise 
have a good deal in common with young revo- 
lutionaries around the world. Revolutionary 
youth in France carried out the fight against 
the first Vietnam War, carried on a struggle 
against the OAS fascist threat to France, and soli- 
darized themselves with the Algerian Revolution, 
deserted by the Communist Party and Social 
Democracy. It was through their experiences 
in these struggles that hundreds of students were 
led to break with the French CP and to found 
the JCR in April 1966. 

The JCR has been in the forefront of organi- 
zing mass actions against the intervention of 
United States imperialism in Vietnam. They 
helped build the French National Vietnam Com- 
mittee, which has been the main organizing 
force in France against the Vietnam war. 

Today young revolutionary communists and 
scores of other students are in the forefront 
of revolutionary actions in France, building 
and defending barricades and forming links 
with working class militants. 

Their movement in France is part of the world- 
wide struggle against imperialism: 

Support the French revolt and join with revo- 
lutionary socialist and antiwar activists in the 
American counterpart of the JCR, the Young 
Socialist Alliance. The YSA is based on the 
same program of support to the French revolt, 
the Cuban Revolution and a socialist world.

Dr. Charles E. Young, 36, Appointed by U.C. Regents 
To Succeed Dr. Franklin D. Murphy as UCLA Chancellor 


Thirty-six year old Dr. Charles Edward Young — youngest 
man ever to head one of the University of California’s nine 
campuses — has been named by Regents of the University of 
California to be Chancellor at UCLA, it was announced today 
by President Charles J. Hitch. He will take office September 1. 

He succeeds Dr. Franklin D. Murphy who announced his 
resignation last February 15 to become Chairman of the Board 
and Chief Executive Officer of the Times Mirror Company in 
Los Angeles. 

Dr. Young has served for the past eight years as an assistant 
to Dr. Murphy and as Vice Chancellor of UCLA, handling 
administrative, budgetary and student problems. Known as 
“Chuck” to his many friends, he stands 6 feet 3 inches in 
height and weighs just over 200 pounds. 

In announcing the appointment, President Hitch said, “Dr. 
Murphy has had a major role in making the UCLA campus 
one of the most distinguished in the nation. The University 
will miss him greatly, but it is fortunate that he will be suc- 
ceeded by a very able young man who has worked with Dr. 
Murphy for the past eight years. Dr. Young’s scholarly and 
Civic activities will help keep UCLA at the forefront.” 

“The decision of the Regents to appoint Dr. Charles E. Young 
as Chancellor of UCLA is an extremely wise one,” said Dr. 
Murphy. “Dr. Young has the scholarly background, the admin- 
istrative experience and the energy and commitment required 
for the management of this large and distinguished campus. 
There is not the slightest doubt in my mind that he will lead 
UCLA to even greater and more productive days.” 

Dr. Young will be the seventh chief executive at UCLA, 
having been preceded by Dr. Ernest Carroll Moore (1919-36), 
Dr. Earle R. Hedrick (1937-42), Dr. Clarence A. Dykstra 
(1945-50), Dr. Raymond B. Allen (1952-59), Dr. Vern O. Knudsen 
(1959-60) and Dr. Murphy (1960-68.) 

UCLA’s newest Chancellor was born in San Bernardino, 
California, on December 30, 1931, where he attended high 
school and junior college. During the Korean War he enlisted 
in the Air Force and attained the rank of sergeant as Personnel 
Services Supervisor — serving in California and Japan. Before 
going overseas, he married a college sweetheart, Sue 
Daugherty. 

Returning to civilian life, he enrolled in the newly- 
established University of California, Riverside. During his 
senior year in 1955 he demonstrated his ‘‘take charge” qualities 
by becoming UC-Riverside’s first student body president. 

He then enrolled at UCLA where he studied for his M.A. 
(1957) and Ph.D. (1960) in political science — writing his doc- 
toral dissertation on “Politics of Political Boundary Making.” 
In 1958, he went to Washington, D.C. on a Congressional 
Fellowship and worked with Congressman Lee Metcalf and 
Senator James Murray, both of Montana. 

In 1959, President Clark Kerr lured Dr. Young back to Cali- 
fornia with an offer to join his staff. For about a year he 
served as staff assistant to the academic team drawing up 
the Master Plan for Higher Education in California, worked 
on the University Growth Plan, and studied University de- 
centralization. He also taught political science at Davis in the 
spring of 1960. 

In the fall of 1960, after Franklin D. Murphy was appointed 
UCLA Chancellor, he chose as his assistant the young-man-on- 
the-go. In 1962, Dr. Young took a step up the administrative 
ladder to Assistant Chancellor, and in 1963 became Vice 
Chancellor. He holds an academic appointment as associate 
professor of political science at UCLA. His writing and teach- 
ing have been in the area of American political theory and 
politics. 

During the past few years Dr. Young has become active on a 
number of national committees concerned with America’s role 
in world affairs. He is a member of the Advisory Committee on 
Peace Corps Operations (Nigeria), the Inter-University Commit- 
tee for Development Fellowships, the Administrative Commis- 
sion of the American Council on Education, the Committee on 





Dr. Charles E. Young, youngest man ever to head a University 
of California campus. He earned his M.A. and Ph.D. degrees 
at UCLA. 


Universities and International Programs, Education and World 
Affairs. He has been a consultant to the Ford Foundation on 
Latin-American activities, and a member of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the U.S. National Basketball Federation. 

In the community, he is serving as Vice President of the 
Young Musicians Foundation, and as a member of the Board 
of Governors of the Performing Arts Council of the Los Angeles 
Music Center. He has also served as a consultant to NBC on 
election coverage, and as an Area Chairman, United Crusade. 

Dr. Young enjoys spectator sports (he was a high school foot- 
ball player and attends almost all UCLA football and basketball 
games), reading (when there is time), and working in the garden 
of his Woodland Hills home (although he claims his touch is 
sure death for any plant). He and his wife have two children, 
Charles, Jr. 12, and Elizabeth Susan, 7. His mother, Mrs. Eula 
Young, resides in Highland, California. 

Mrs. Charles Young, herself a whirlwind of activity, has inter- 
ests which mirror her husband’s University and community 
concerns. In addition to her duties as wife and mother, she 
is a former President of the UCLA Faculty Women’s Club, has 
just completed a term as President of University Affiliates, and 
is a member of the Board of Directors of the UCLA Medical 
Auxiliary. In the community she is serving as chairman of the 
fund campaign of the Westside Junior Philharmonic, chairman 
of the College and University Relations Committee for the 
Hollywood Bowl Volunteers, and President of Francis Parkman 
Junior High School P-T-A. 

Why did Dr. Young gravitate toward UCLA — both for gradu- 
ate education and professional career? 

“In only 49 years UCLA has become one of America’s dis- 
tinguished universities, and its future holds the potential of 
being even more creative and dynamic than the past,” he said.

OPEN LETTER TO McCARTHY SUPPORTERS 


Kight now you are expressing your opposition to Johnson’s and Humphrey’s War policy in a positive 
way. You are participating in a massive street demonstration opposing the administra tion’s war policies. 

BUT WHAT ARE YOU GOING TO DO IN NOVEMBER, when you have to support a presidential can- 
didate vote for McCarthy? He is the avowed peace candidate. But have you heard him lately? Two weeks 
ago he said he doubts there is a significant difference between himself and Humphrey. Why should there 
be? Humphrey is for ending the war as soon as possible; but is not for immediate withdrawal of U. S. 
troops. BUT McCARTHY HAS NOT CALLED FOR THE IMMEDIATE WITHDRAWAL OF U.S. TROOPS 
EITHER!!! 

Many students support McCarthy because they believe he is a real alternative to Johnson, the war- 
maker, as though Johnson is solely and personally responsible for the war! Johnson is only carrying out 
the policy of America’s capitalist ruling class. As Fred Halstead, Socialist Workers Party candidate for 
President, puts it, ‘‘To be blunt about it, U. S. military forces are being used as the private protection 
agency for U. S. big business, which wants profitable investment opportunities kept open in Southeast 
Asia...’’This means propping up the corrupt and decadent Saigon government against the revolution by 
poor peasants and workers being led by the National Liberation Front. 

Senator McCarthy supports the Capitalist system that is perpetuating this unjust, illegal and im- 
moral war against the people of Vietnam. And he has supported the war itself! Do you know that he 
voted for every appropriation for the Vietnam war? He also voted for the Tonkin Gulf resolution that 
Johnson says gives legal sanction to his immoral war. 

How could voting for a man with this equivocal record change the course of history? Is he that dif- 
ferent from the other capitalist candidates running? os 

Me Carthy’s stance today reminds us of Johnson’s in 1964. ‘‘Don’t vote for that war hawk Goldwater. 
He will get us all into a bigger shooting war.’’ The fact is that all capitalist politicians must fight or 
threaten wars to preserve the system. John F. Kennedy sent mercenaries in to invade Cuba. Truman 
followed up World War II with the Korean War, and Eisenhower ‘‘settled’’ that war be dividing the country 
and maintaining thousands of American troops there permanently. 

Of course all these Presidents ran as peace candidates. And after each election the people were 
betrayed again. 

In this election there is an alternative to that dismal trend. That is the campaign of Fred 
Halstead for President and Paul Boutelle for vice President. They stand unequivocally for the IMME- 
DIATE WITHDRAWAL OF ALL U.S. TROOPS FROM VIETNAM. And they don’t care how it affects 
the interests of Standard Oil or other sections of the Capitalist class. They are not for the capitalist 
who have long ago outlived their usefulness to mankind. They are for building a Socialist society here 
in America and throughout the world, a socialist society that would be free of the bureaucratic deforma- 
tions of the Soviet Union and China; that would leave Vietnam, Cuba, Czechoslovakia and every small 
country free of big power interference; and would really guarantee peace in the world.

The peace marches, ghetto uprisings, "blow-outs", picket lines, student 
upheavals have all contributed to the political realignment occurring in the United 
States. It is from these movements that Peace & Freedom was born. 


The left has grown in mass support, mainly through the radicalizing impact 
of the war in Viet Nam and the struggle for liberation. But this has not yet been 
consolidated in organizational strength. Millions participate in one or another 
struggle but only a few thousand join or actively participate in any organization, 
white, black or brown. This weakness is dramatized by the comparatively few states 
in which the Peace and Freedom Party will be on the ballot. Further, it has no 
common strategy and has not yet devised the tactics that can bring about People's 
Power to defeat the drive of reaction, or even to take advantage of the fact that 
the ruling class of the United States is divided in its tactical approaches on how 
to solve crises in foreign and domestic policy. 


A feature of the present political period is the fact that the Right is 
united. They have learned how to intensify their program by sometimes emphasizing 
their independent expression (George Wallace and the AIP, for an example), and 
their utilization of other political instruments (Reagan and Rafferty in the 
Republican Party - the Dixiecrats in the Democratic Party). The Ultra Right is 
united by its program - the assault on the poor, the attacks on the black and brown 
communities, the drive for profits for big business and the increase of violence as 
the solution for domestic and foreign crises. 


The Right, in short, utilizes both its independent strength in the AIP (fed 
by the John Birch Society, the KKK, White Citizens Councils, etc.), and its 
"vanguard" strength in the Republican and Democratic parties. It has, therefore, 
been able to simultaneously put the Wallace Party on the ballot in over forty 
states, and use Reagan's and Rafferty's candidacies in the GOP for the further 
strengthening of its control. 


It is clear, therefore, that to be truly effective, Peace and Freedom cannot 
be content with a radical platform; it must have a radical policy which rejects any 
barriers between itself and the millions who are its potential constitutuency, For 
instance, many black and brown voters seek political representation by running 
assembly or congressional candidates within the Democratic Party, but may support 
the Peace and Freedom presidential candidate. It is empty radicalism to "order" 
these communities to stop their activities before P & F will support their aspira- 
tions or unite with them. Further, we see little genuine radicalism in a policy 
which leaves the two parties as "privileged sanctuaries" in which capitalist 
ideology has unchallenged influence. 


Communists believe that the Peace and Freedom Party represents a highly 
significant development. While we will continue to express in every way possible, 
including the running of Communists for public office, our independent position for 
a socialist revolution, we will cooperate with all who would build the Peace and 
Freedom Party and movement as an effective challenge to the two-party system. Our 
candidates will, therefore, urge citizens to vote for Peace and Freedom candidates. 


It is our view that regardless of the outcome of the national conventions of 
the two old parties full support should be given to the Peace and Freedom candidates. 
We place this emphasis on the Peace and Freedom party because its ballot status 
provides a major channel to unite the left, most immediately the Peace and Equality 
partisans and influencing the thousands who are not yet of the left. 
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The radical character of the Peace and Freedom movement can and should be 
maintained by emphasizing its radical program in life; that is, its presentation 
of its radical views, including its exposure of the two old parties and the AIP, 
by organizing campaigns on the issues of the day constantly seeking to involve and 
unite with others. It must develop a club life rich in educational material, 
debate and dialogue on the issues of the day that can lead to united action with 


other organizations. It can at the same time be an electoral coalition of the Left. 


The Paul Jacobs campaign for U. S. Senator provides an indispensable vehicle 
for critical pressure upon Alan Cranston which could stem any concession on his 
part to the ultra-right Rafferty. But, in the conduct of the campaign, Peace and 
Freedom must recognize the great fear that millions of black and brown and white 
works have of a Rafferty victory. Peace and Freedom should participate in forming 
mass movements against neo-fascism of such great strength and consciousness that 
can both prevent liberals from vacillating and defeat the program and the candi- 
dates of extreme reaction. 


The question of who will be the presidential candidate of Peace and Freedom 
in 1968 should be judged on the effectiveness of building Peace and Freedom in the 
white, black and brown communities. The candidates should be an educator able to 
effectively present the program of the Peace and Freedom, and an organizer who can 
enroll people in its ranks. 


This cannot be done by a candidate who urges black, brown or white people 
to organize separately from one another. We Communists believe that any oppressed 
minority has the right to independent organization, and at the same time, can join 
other organization. Otherwise, Peace and Freedom will continue to be a predomi- 
nantly white organization, with the attitudes of white supremacy left untouched. 
Further, the policies of Peace and Freedom should be voted on jointly by black, 
brown and white members, not by benevolent progressive whites in alliance with any 
other organization. Peace and Freedom cannot determine for the black community 
which black organization should represent their aspirations. Nor should Peace and 
Freedom be an organization that speaks for black or brown people, it should strive 
to be the organization of black, brown and white people, which can enter into 
alliances with any organized groups on a mutually agreed program. 


We urge, therefore, that any candidate for President and Vice-President 
agree on a program pledged to use the campaign to build Peace and Freedom as an 
organization. 


The activists must be aware that there is a growing separation between them 
and the vast bulk of the registered voters of Peace and Freedom. All activity, 
local community organizing, the support of P & F candidates should activate the 
thousands who registered in Peace and Freedom. They registered in the belief they 
would forge an instrument for meaningful electoral alternatives to advance the 
cause of peace, equality and security.

Republican ones. Tax problems, the fail- 
ure of education, the degrading opera- 
tions of the welfare system, the increase 
in crime, air pollution, the jammed high- 
ways and the dangerous airways - all 
these problems now confronting the coun- 
try are not being solved any better by 
Democrats or Republicans, ‘‘liberals’’ or 
‘‘conservatives’’. 


You don’t have to be ! 


We believe that the crises of the times 
require radical solutions, and that for 
these solutions to be implemented, the 
citizens must gain control over their own 
government, not vice versa. Granted, 
the normal range of candidates offered 
by the two major parties does provide 
the voter with some degree of choice. 
‘‘Dr.’’ Max Rafferty is different from Alan 
Cranston, but the difference between them 
is not important enough, in relation to 
today’s problems, to give voters a sign- 
ificant choice. Only the illusion of choice 
is offered, an illusion which can be ex- 
tremely dangerous if you think that either 
Loudmouth Max or Mealymouth Alan will 
deal with the crisis of government. Both 
candidates appeal to fear: Rafferty to fear 
of change, andCranston to fear of Rafferty; 
but neither offer a program that has the 
slightest possibility of success in solving 
the problems of American life. That’s 
why the PEACE AND FREEDOM PARTY 
is running candidates for various offices 
such as PAUL JACOBS FOR U.S, SENATE, 


lgnore the cliches 


Both Cranston and Rafferty talk only in 
cliches about the increase of crime and 
violence ‘‘in the streets’’, then prescribe 
‘‘more law and order’’.....It is not that 
our communities do not need law and order. 
The problem is that ‘‘law and order’’ 
is no longer equated with justice at many 
levels of society. One kind of ‘‘law and 
order’’ exists for the rich and middle 
class, and another kind for the poor and 
minority groups: the State readily pun- 
ishes a purse snatcher, but looks the other 
way when wealthy growers cheat farm- 
workers out of a bare minimal wage. 
To be sure, the purse snatcher is acrim- 
inal who deserves punishment; yet while 
the purse snatcher goes to jail, the money 
snatcher goes to Tahoe or Palm Springs. 


So, too, we hear little or nothing sen- 
sible from either Loudmouth Max or 
Mealymouth Alan about welfare problems, 
They rant about the ‘‘high cost of wel- 
fare’’ and the need for ‘‘stricter controls’’ 
when the real problem with the welfare 
system is not the handful of “‘chiselers”’ 
or the imaginary hordes who flock to 
California just to collect a welfare check. 
The real problem is that the welfare sys- 
tem violates the human rights of the poor 
and keeps them in a vicious cycle of 
dependency. 


It is not only poor people and minority 
groups whose real problems are ignored 
by the Raffertys and Cranstons, but also 
the youth who are rapidly becoming the 
majority of the population; and yet, faced 
with the choice of participating in a hor- 
rible war or going to jail, they are vir- 
tually scorned precisely because they 
sense that the United States is pursuing 
the policies of doom. To the questions 
they raise about the manner of their ed- 
ucation, and what ends that education is 
designed to serve, Rafferty answers that 
they are merely arrogant ‘‘inmates’’ who 
Should have no say in how California’s 
educational institutions can best meet their 
needs, 


Set new priorities 


An entirely new system of priorities must 
be established in America; putting a man 
on the moon is not nearly as important 
as giving every American the opportunity 
for a decent education, decent housing and 
a decent income. The trillions of dollars 
spent since the end of World War II 
on the insane and obscene instruments of 
death cannot be retrieved but that awful 
trend can be reversed. Poverty can be 
eliminated, the urban cities and rural 
villages of America can become pleasant 
places, fit for human beings instead of 
what they are today. 


Work for goals like these 


---an immediate end to the bombing of 
North Vietnam and the immediate with- 
drawal of all U.S, troops from South Viet- 
nam; lifting the blockade of Cuba; recog- 
nizing Communist China; and totally over- 
hauling our foreign policy, especially that 
aspect of it based on the theory of the 
cold war in Europe and the so-called 
domino theory in Asia. 


---replacing the present police system 
with a new kind of police force, con- 
trolled by the local communities and func- 
tioning in their interests, instead of rein- 
forcement of the police department’s pre- 
sent repressive orientation in the name of 
‘‘law and order’’, 


---building a new kind of court in which 
the poor and the minorities can achieve 
the justice they are now denied. 
---helping California’s Indians to break 
loose from the colonial administration of 
the U.S. Government Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs. : 
---changing the miserable schools and 
trying to develop decent universities that 
really educate. 

---setting up a new welfare system that 
functions to bring people into the society, 
not creation of additional ‘‘controls’’ to 
lock them into self-perpetuating depen- 
dency.

PAUL JACOBS 


BIOGRAPHY 


Paul Jacobs began his political career after his graduation 
from high school in 1933. For some years he was an organizer 
for radical Marxist groups and then, in the early 40s, became 
a union representative. After being discharged from the 

Army Air Force in 1946, he continued with union work. He left 
union activity in 1954 and began a new occupation as a writer. 
Since then, he has published hundreds of amagzine and news- 
paper articles in a variety of journals, ranging from PLAYBOY 
to CALIFORNIA LAW REVIEW. His expose of the failure of the 
Atomic Energy Commission to protect citizens against fallout 
from bom tests won an award for public service in journalism. 
Jacobs has published a number of books, all controversial, 
including THE STATE OF THE UNIONS, IS CURLY JEWISH? and 
PRELUDE TO RIOT, 


Although Jacobs’ occupation is writing, he functions, primarily, 
@2S a social critic and agitator. He has been active for many 
years in civil rights groups and is identified now with the 
anti-war movement, the draft resistance and the struggle of 
students for increased power and influence. He was an active 
supporter of the Free Speech Movement at Berkeley. 


In recent years, Jacobs has concentrated much of his attention 
and writing on urban problems and the racial crisis. At 
present, he is working on a new book, with Saul Landau who 
co-authored THE NEW RADICALS with Jacobs. Their new volume 

is entitled TO SERVE THE DEVIL, an analysis of the response 

of the ethnic and racial minorities to white America's drive 
to expansion, 


Jacobs has traveled extensively throughout the world, includ- 
ing the Soviet Union, Poland, Yugoslavia, the Middle East and 
Southeast Asia. At present, he is planning a trip to Cuba. 


Jacobs' avocations are cooking and scuba diving. Fortunately 
for him, his education never extended beyond a few months at 
college. He is a member of the American Federation of Teachers, 
the Society of Magazine Writers, and the Tattoo Club of 

America. He was married in 1939 and his wife, Ruth, is an 
attorney who practices in San Francisco, where they live. 


From the beginning of his political career, Jacobs has been 
in the center of controversy: "Although I want to be loved 
as much as anyone else, I never believed life was meant to be 
Just a popularity contest," he says. "And so I've made my 
share of mistakes, including some bad ones. But the only 
people who don't make errors are those who do and say nothing. 
I find that position an intolerable one,"

"FESTIVAL" AND MURDER 


People are always faced with the tricks of the enemy - tricks like the Watts . 

Summer Festival. The enemy came out in many different forms for the "festival". 
‘He came out like the -biz businessman that he is - Schlitz Brewing Co. put a lot. 

of publicity into the "Sestival” rather than to risk their factory and fortunes to 
Black People with nothing but time on their hands because of unemployment. The 
enemy came out like the mayor who displayed phoney smiles and waves to the people. 
Then he came out like the cops who, during the "festival" held Black kids on their 
laps and let them crawl through their cars and motorcycles, but later were shooting 
those same kids in the same park from those: same cars and motorcycles. 


Three brothers lost their lives at the hands of the L.A. cops that night of 
August 11, 1968, despite the lies that Reddin may tell. The scene of their death 
and tho injuring of several others, hand only a few hours earlier been the scene of 


he "festivities" put on to pacify the people by the enemy. 


This third Watts Festival set up to make people forget about what happened in 
August, 1965 started out like the other two in 1966 and 1967. This time though, 
the enemy's own trick backfired. When the cops attempted to harass a Black woman, 
her brothers answered by moving in to harass the cops, The cops fired point-blank 

into the crowd. em rewards —— bgee lay dead and some forty-five (45) were 
injured by the cop's gun fire, Only three cops were slightly injured this time1!

Which oppresses Black, Mexican-American, Indian

Even those who oppose Dick Gregory recog- 
nize his total commitment to the views he ex- 
presses on the issues, He was in jail during 
June and July for demonstrating his support for 
his Indian brother, 

After making it out of the St. Louis ghetto 
to wealth and international fame as a comedian, 
Dick Gregory saw too much to let him stay in a 
corrupt system. Now he uses his cutting wit not 
to make money for himself, but to show the ugly 
reality beneath the glossy American shell, 

No one doubts Dick Gregory's honesty, integ= 
rity, and sincerity. His convictions have led 
him to jails, to long fasts, and to wearing only 
workman's clothes to protest the Vietnam war. 

The worst that can be said of Dick Gregory 
is that he is an idealist---which is true. He 
has a vision of what America should and can and 
must be if this country is not to burn to the 
ground. Besides his vision, he has a program to 
bring it about, a program rooted in the stark 
reality that the people must act together to get 
the foot of the oppressor off their throats. 


DICK GREGORY'S CANDIDACY 

Tne Dick Gregory for President Caucus sup- 
ports his candidacy not only because of his perso-= 
nal integrity, but equally because of his stand on 
the issues. For the past many months, he has been 
traveling throughout the United States talking 
honestly about Vietnam, racism, and the other sick 
nesses of this nation. 

VIETNAM 

Dick Gregory has explained to thousands of 
people that the American presence in Vietnam is 
Lfllegal and immoral. He would stop all hostili-~ 
tiles immediately, get American troops out, and 
recognize the National Liberation Front. He says 
there is only one thing for the United States to 
negotiate with North Vietnam---the way in which we 
can help undo the destruction we have brought to 
that land. 


MINORITY LIBERATION 

Dick Gregory reminds people of their right 
and duty to throw off an oppressive government, 
and to establish their own government to ful- 
fill their own needs for life, liberty, and 
human dignity on their own terms. He talks of 
the oppression of Black people in America as 
the most gross example of America's inhumanity 
and madness, but stresses that Mexican-American 
and Indian and poor-white liberation is an equal 
necessity. 

He rejects partial, compromising solutions 
to basic problems of human life and dignity, 
and insists that the demand for fundamental hu- 
man rights be fulfilled at once, without quali- 
fication, for all people. 


THE BASIC PRINCIPLES 

Dick Gregory bases his arguments on the 
principles clearly stated--but never realized-- 
in the Declaration of Independence and the U.S. 
Constitution, and on the conviction that human 
values must always take precedence over money 
interests. He says that the corruption of the 
capitalistic system has prevented the Declara- 
tion of Independence and the Constitution from 
ever being applied to all men in this nation. 

The cure he sees for the American sickness 
is not piecemeal civil rights legislation, but 
the simple implementation of the original ideals 
of this country for the first time, now. If the 
people can make that happen, there can be no 
more ghettos and no more Vietnam wars. 


PEACE AND FREEDOM 

Dick Gregory says that the only hope for 
America is through the action of such indepen- 
dent political movements as the Peace and Free- 
dom parties now growing throughout the nation, 
Only such a movement, he says, offers a public 
forum for the expression of moral concern and 
allows the organizing of people without the 
politicking compromises which have made the ma- 
jor parties oppressive tools. 

Gregory says he wants the Peace and Freedom 
endorsement of his candidacy-=-but never on the 
basis of compromise with basic principles. Be- 
cause he will continue to speak his mind openly 
and honestly, he cannot make any political 
"deals" to win a Peace and Freedom nomination. 

Peace and Freedom parties would have to take 
him like he is and not expect him to say things 
he doesn't believe. So far he has not only a= 
greed with the P&F positions on the issues, but 
has promoted the Peace and Freedom idea through- 
out the nation more than any other person, both 
through his speaking schedule and through his 
book Write Me In! 


THE OTHER CANDIDATES 

Dick Gregory knows that the only way to 
save America from ultimate disaster brought on 
by its own insanity and violence is through 
independent political action by the people, 

The Democratic and Republican parties, no 
matter who their candidates may be, are the ma- 
chines of political dealers who decide on their 
own what direction the party and the nation 
will take. The political manipulators within 
the Democratic and Republican parties pick the 
candidates the people can vote for. 

These are the men responsible for bringing 
this nation to the brink of destruction from 
within, The inhuman, machine-controlled pro- 
ducts of the Democratic and Republican parties-- 
poverty, injustice, and ware-are the very reason 
Dick Gregory finds it necessary to wage a 
Presidential campaign independently as a write- 
in candidate. 

In his view, anyone who votes for a candi- 
date in either major party has given up hope 
that the people of America can save their own 
nation, The major-party supporter has sold his 
ideals and birthright to a known monster rush- 
ing into suicide.

 Dtek Gregory has expressed his support of 
the Black Panther Party's 10=-point program, but 
he habitually speaks of the struggle of all 
Oppressed people. As his recent jail term for 
his Indian brothers shows, Dick Gregory is 
willing to put his body on the line for humani- 
ty, just as he did for his Black brothers dur- 
ing the civil rights movement, when he first 
went to jail. 

Although Dick Gregory is personally commit- 
ted to nonviolence, he does not preach it for 
anyone else. He recognizes the right of the 
people to bear arms and to use them to protect 
themselves and their families if they choose to.

Hubert Humphery is a leader of the liberal wing of the Democratic 
Party who made it. As Vice President, he was close enough to power 
to demonstrate his true colors. His loyalty was not to the liberal 
ideas he had so profusely espoused, but to the economic and political 
interests which the Democratic Party in power so faithfully serves, 
We are disillusioned with Humphery, only because he has had the 
opportunity to demonstrate what he really stands for: imperialist 
war of aggression; suppression of the legitimate aspirations of the 
movement for black liberation. 


We have learned to no longer seek liberal-Democrat saviors. New 
political institutions independent of tne corrupt Democratic and 
Republican Parties must be built. Those of us who truely desire 
Peace, Freedom, Justice, and a humane society must learn to rely upon 
ourselves, to project our own programs, to build our own institutions. 
Only in this way can we become a power in this society, and not a 
perennially disillusioned tail on an establisnment dog. 


Peace & Freedom Party members here are demonstrating not only against 
Hubert Humphery and his racist imperialist actions, but also against 

the entire Democratic Party. That party has always had, and has al- 

ways needed, a wing which has actively attempted to anpeal to those truely 
concerned with achieving peace and freedom - sometimes sincerely. But - 
in power, that party and its representatives have always served the 
interests of imperialism and racism. 


We demonstrate today: against Hubert Humphery and the brutal and in- 
humane policies of the Johnson-Humphery administtation, against the 
Democratic Party which Hubert Humphery represents, for an immediate 
and unconditional withdrawal of U.S. troops from Vietnam, for an end

MORE OF THE SAME WON'T DO 


America is confronted with a growing political crisis. The brutal Viet 
Nam war has become increasingly unpopular. Racial conflicts are becom- 
ing more frequent and more acute. More and more young people are not 
only rejecting the draft, but are also, to the extent they are able, re- 
jecting the basic social institutions of American society. The sentiment 
is growing throughout the land that fundamental social, political and ec- 
onomic changes are desparately needed. 





The candidacies of Senators Kennedy and McCarthy are a direct response to 
these conditions. They are challenging Johnson in an attempt to mitigate 
the crisis. They are trying to appeal to those most deeply disturbed by 
the enormous problems facing our country. But, although they wish to end 
the crisis, neither are willing to directly confront the issues which are 
at its root. 

ON THE WAR IN VIETNAM 


Neither McCarthy nor Kennedy will admit that the United States had no ri- 
ght in the first place to interfere in the internal affairs of the Vietna- 
mese people. Both explicitly reject the only just and sure solution to the 
Vietnam conflict -- the unilateral withdrawal of American troops. They op- 
pose, not the war, but the fact that it is going badly for the United States. 
Both declare a desire to negotiate a settlement in Vietnam. So has Lyndon 
Johnson. Both talk about bombing pauses. So has Lyndon Johnson. The straw 
left to grasp is: maybe they mean it and he doesn't. But if Johnson felt 
he could negotiate a settlement to the war favorable to the U.S., he would 
have done so. Both McCarthy and Kennedy accept the same definitions of Am- 
erican interest as Lyndon Johnson. Neither would accept a negotiated sett- 
lement whose terms they believed were in conflict with America's interest 
in South East Asia. But to the Vietnamese people, the United States has no 
legitimate interest in their country. 

ON FOREIGN POLICY 


The war in Vietnam is no accident. It grows directly out of the foreign 
policy toward the underdeveloped world to which this country has been com- 
mitted for years. Our country has made it clear that it will use whatever 
means necessary to destroy all revolutionary, or even potentially revolu- 
tionary movements in the under-developed world ,-- it will use counterins- 
urgency, assasination, military advisors, support for military takeovers, 
or if necessary, invasion. The Vietnam war is living proof to the rest of 
the world that we mean it. Even if the Vietnamese revolution eventually 
succeeds, we have demonstrated the cost of successful revolution. Both Ke- 
nnedy and McCarthy were asked whether they support current American foreign 
policy, and both, with vague qualifications said they did. US News and Wo- 
rld Report asked McCarthy: "Going beyond Vietnam, is it your view that we 
need to take a whole new approach to foreign policy"? Answer: “'No", - the 
most significant of the qualifications that followed was concerning the 
underdeveloped world: "There are military-aid groups in about 50 nations. 
I think that is too many." (emphasis added). During his speech at San Fer- 
nando State College, Kennedy was asked whether he favored rapid deescalation 
of the U.S. role as world policeman engaging in military and political inter- 
ference in foreign nations. Kennedy responded: "It's easy to say yes to 
that but we have responsibilities toe other countries." . 

ON THE BLACK LIBERATION MOVEMENT 


Kennedy and McCarthy both project a pro-civil rights image. But Kennedy's 
solution to the racial crisis is to give tax incentives to American business 


to solve the problems. During the debate in the Senate on the recent civil 
rights bill, he supported an amendment to the civil rights bill introduced by . 
Senator Long of Louisianna (it failed) to make it a federal offense to 

commit or threaten to commit any "unlawful act of violence" in Support 

of a riot. This indicates his real position; more effective police measures. 
While he was Attorney General, Kennedy reccommended several white racist 
Democrats for federal judgeships. Anyone who was in the South with the Civil 
Rights movement while Kennedy was Attorney General remembers how difficult 

it was to get federal protection for civil rights workers or even voter 
registrars. (McCarthy sounds a little better than Kennedy on these questions. 
But two of his top aids recently resigned because 1) material prepared for 
him on the race question was shelved after the Wisconsin saaea because of 
his belief that anti-black Poles and Germans might be offended

ON THE DRAFT 


In his speech at San Fernando State College, Kennedy said: "If a person 

is morally against a war, he has to take his chances on suffering the 

legal consequences of his actien." General Hersey would say essentially ve 
the same thing, though of ceurse, he would probably use harsher words. 


McCarthy, on the other hand, opposes the current Selective service System. 
He would prefer a draft by lettery. | 





ON STUDENTS 


In his speech at San Fernande State Kennedy said he supports the students 
throughout the world who have staged sit-ins and boycotted classes in support 
of their demands for free speech and a.veice in how they are educated. But 
what are his actions behind the rhetemis ? He has made Jesse Unruh the Ken- 
nedy man in California. Students* he#@® who have been involved in free speech 
and other campus struggles know Unrukitpe be one of their major enemies. He 
has supperted the conservation wing ef the state college Board of Trusties 
to stiffen penalties for campus anti-war pretest supported Assembly Bill 
1493 which makes violations of Regents rules a misdemeanor, one ef the most 
repressive pieces of anti-student legislation in this country. Kennedy's 
statement reminds us of one made by Governer Brewn applauding the rise of 
student activism which he made less*than ene. year before he called out the 
police to arrest 00 students at the UnivefSity of California in Berkeley.

Senator Muskie revised 
the proposal to improve it and broaden 
its appeal. In the Senate debate he con- 
vinced a majority of his colleagues to sup- 
port it. Majority Leader Mansfield credit- 
ed Senator Muskie with enactment of the 
legislation. The program focusses national 
and local resources on meeting human 
needs as well as improving the physical 
environment within entire urban neighbor- 


hoods. 


The rent supplement proposal appear- 
ed hopelessly deadlocked on the floor until 
Senator Muskie introduced an amend- 
ment which enabled the bill to pass. 


IN ENVIRONMENTAL QUALITY 


The national air and water pollution 
control programs gained new life and 
strength when Senator Muskie became 
chairman of the Subcommittee on Air and 
Water Pollution when it was created in 
1963. 

As Chairman, he has succeeded in de- 
veloping unanimous committee and Senate 
support for a series of far-reaching pollu- 
tion control measures, including: 

The Clean Air Act of 1963 and subse- 
quent amendments... The Water Quality 
Act of 1965 ... The Clean Water Re- 
storation Act of 1966... The Air Quality 
Act of 1967, and. . . The Water Quality 
Improvement Act of 1968. 

Senator Muskie managed each of these 


bills, and he is the author of the proposal 


to create a Senate Select Committee on 
Technology and the Human Environment. 


IN INTERGOVERNMENTAL 
COOPERATION 


Senator Muskie, as a former Governor 
and State legislator, was one of the first 
members of the Congress to recognize the 
critical need to improve cooperation and 
efficiency among the three levels of gov- 
ernment in the administration of the 
hundreds of Federal grant-in-aid programs. 
In 1963 he recommended creation of the 
Subcommittee on Intergovernmental Re- 
lations and became its chairman. 


Since then he has pioneered in the de- 
velopment of legislation to strengthen the 
Federal system, and has gained bi-part- 
isan support in the Senate for such legisla- 
tion as the Intergovernmental Cooperation 
Act of 1968, the Intergovernmental Per- 
sonnel Act of 1967, and the National In- 
tergovernmental Affairs Council Act of 
1967. 

Each of these measures would work to 
reduce bureaucratic red tape and to im- 
prove the capacity of state and local gov- 
ernments to improve services to their resi- 
dents. 

Senator Muskie is also a member of 
the Advisory Committee on Intergovern- 
mental Relations. 


IN FOREIGN AFFAIRS 


Senator Muskie is respected for his 
good sense and wisdom on difficult foreign 
policy matters. 

On August 21, 1968, for example, 
the Washington Post wrote in an editorial 
“The Democrats may not be able to per- 
fect a compromise Vietnam plank that will 
satisfy both sides, but if they do it will 
surely be reached by conforming to the 
temper and the tendency of Sen. Edmund 
Muskie’s testimony before the resolutions 
committee ... Apart from the substantive 
essentials of his proposals, the temper and 
tone of his approach is deserving of the 
highest commendation. He may not have 
wholly succeeded in eliminating honest 
differences but he has demonstrated a 
method of dealing with these differences 
without running a fever or falling prey 
to hysteria.” 

His views on Vietnam are based on his 
experiences there as a member of two Pres- 
idential missions—the first with Senator 
Mansfield and others to 17 nations in 
Europe, including Russia, the Near East 
and Southeast Asia, November-December, 
1965, and the other as an observer of the 
South Vietnamese elections in 1967. 

His understanding of Vietnam and other 
international problems also has been broad- 
ened by official visits in recent years to 
England, Italy, Japan, Cuba, Poland, Ger- 
many, France and Mexico. 


Sen. Muskie Chalks 


; Senator Edmund Sixtus Mus- 


kie, 54, rolled up an impressive 


list of “firsts” during 22 years of 
political success in Maine before 
being nominated on August 29, 
1968, as the Vice Presidential 
nominee of the Democratic Party. 


In 1954 he became the first 
Democrat in 20 years—and the 
first Roman Catholic—to be elec- 
ted Governor of Maine. In 1958 
he overwhelmed the Republican 
incumbent to become the first 
Democratic Senator ever elected 
_by the people of Maine. He is 
_ believed to be the first U.S. Sen- 
ator of Polish extraction. 
| Muskie doesn’t let any one 
_ capitalize on his religious or eth- 
nic background. 


“1 don’t play politics with 
- my religion,” he said, “and I 
- won't do so with my nation- 
ality.” 

The old-line Yankees, who 
time and again gave Muskie their 
political preference, shaped the 
man. A Catholic in a predomi- 
nantly Protestant state and a Dem- 
ocrat working with a traditionally 
Republican constituency, he 
brought to the Senate Down East 
qualities that earned the respect 
of his peers. 


“He is a Senater’s Sena- 
tor,” said Senate Majority 
Leader Mike Mansfield of Mon- 
tana. “He is a man who eschews 
publicity, works hard, and has 
gained a well-deserved reputa- 
tion among his colleagues for 
integrity, fair dealing and effec- 
tiveness.” 


With his craggy good looks 
and lanky 6-foot-4 frame, Muskie 
is an imposing man who never 
imposes. He make his marks with 
solid attention to legislative detail, 
a quiet diplomacy that avoids per- 
sonalities and a determination 
never to get into a fight unless he 
means to win it. 


Muskie was born on March 
28, 1914, in the paper-making 
town of Rumford, Me., the son of 
Stephen and Josephine Czarnecki 
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Senator Edmund S. Muskie, Democratic vice presidential candidate, posed for this family portrait recently

Muskie. His father, who died in 
1956, came from Poland, in 1903, 
and worked at several jobs, in- 
cluding a stretch digging coal in 
the mines of Lackawanna County, 
Pa., before settling down with 
his bride to follow his father’s 
trade as a tailor in Rumford in 
1911. His mother, now 77, a 
native of Buffalo N. Y., and 
daughter of Polish immigrants, 
stil lives in Rumford. 

Father Muskie made up his 
name from the original surname 
of. Marciszewski because people 
had trouble pronouncing and spell- 
ing it. Muskie became official 
when he applied for U.S. citizen- 
ship. 

The boy was shy and bookish 
until he entered Rumford High 
School where his height helped 
him to become a_ high-scoring 
basketball center. He took public 
speaking and became a star de- 


bater. As class valedictorian in 
1932, he won a small scholarship 
to Bates College in Lewiston, Me. 
After working as a waiter 
and dormitory prector and at a 
summer resort 25 a bellhop to 
help pay for his education, he 
was graduated in 1936 as presi- 
dent of his class and with a de- 
gree magna cum laude and Phi 
Beta Kappa key. Another schol- 
arship took him to Cornell Uni- 
versity Law School and an LLB 
degree in 1939, 


Muskie started the practice 
of law in Waterville, Me. (pop. 
19,600) but World War HL inter- 
rupted. He served as a junior offi- 
cer on destroyer escorts in the 
Atlantic and Pacific, winning three 
battle stars. 


Returning to Waterville, he 
successfully ran for the state legis- 
lature in 1946. In 1947 he lost 


his only election in a bid to be 
mayor of Waterville but was re- 
elected to the legislature in 1948 
and 1950. He was Democratic 
floor leader in 1948. 


In January, 1951, Muskie 
was appointed Maine director of 
the Office of Price Stabilization. 
In 1952 he became Maine’s Dem- 
ocratic National Committeeman. 


In 1954 Muskie decided to 
run for Congress but Maine Dem- 
ocratic leadership prevailed upon 
him so seek the governorship in- 
stead. For the gubernatorial race 
and the Senate and House seats, 
the Democratic state committee 
had only $18,000 but Muskie 
scored a stunning upset to become 
Maine’s first Democratic governor 
in 20 years. Re-elected in 1956, 
he collected 180,254 votes, the 
most ever given a Maine Gover- 
nor, 
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Perhaps for you as an American, this may be a 
most exciting year.

On Nov. 14, the Resistance will grow. Young men across the country will return 
their draft cards to the government, expressing their refusal to support the 
American military -- refusing not with words of peace and cries of anger, but with 
their lives. They know that they could protest loudly against war and oppression -- 
for the blacks and for oppressed whites -- but they also know that these protests 
would be ignored. For the government, while not requiring silence, demands that 
dissent remain inactive. It demands that our opposition to the war must not develop 
into action which obstructs the progress of the war. The Vietnamese peasants who 
act in opposition to American war efforts face death. We face only a few years in 
prison. We must now act to end our collaboration with the war, or tomorrow both 
our country and the world will reap the bitter fruits of American policies. 


If we are honest with ourselves, we will admit that none of us wish to carry draft 
cards. But we carry them anyway. We carry them out of fear. We carry them be- 
cause we have been told that it would be "politically ineffective" to return them; we 
become trapped in our own elaborate rhetoric. Somehow we think that we can end 

a war fought by the most powerful military establishment in hi story, without some 
sacrifice. For some reason we seem to believe that peace will come even while we 
acquiesce and grant the tools of war legitimacy in our own lives. We seem to think 
that freedom can come easily, that we must dodge prison terms which could remove 
us from the struggle. Such thinking is possible only for those who believe that this 


war is just a tragic mistake which will end and be followed by peace abroad and at 
home. 


The young people of the Resistance know that war is part of the way America lives. 
They know too that if there is to bé peace it must begin in their own lives, with their 
refusal to collaborate with those who make war. If we are to be free, and if we are 
to help liberate our brothers in the ghetto, the army and the countries America 
chooses to dominate, we must first remove ourselves from the institutions which 
seek to divide and silence us all and thus control us. We must begin to practice the 
values of truth and honesty which we proclaim, and reject in fact the values that 

we condemn in words. In the face of a dis-integrating nation, we must begin to 
build the spirit of community, to make 'peace!' a living word. 


We ask you to take hold of your own life. The dead and the living of Vietnam and 
Guatemala are calling on you. Our dead American brothers can speak no more, and 
those who continue fighting will die while we decry the war but continue to pursue 
our deferments. Those men who have gone to prison for draft resistance are asking 
that you join them in the struggle. Those of us who no longer have draft cards want 
you with us. The time grows short and the demands are great.

STATEMENT adopted November 14, 1968 


The Venice Survival Committee expects government employees to 
act as public servants. As servants of the Venice community, police 
officers should treat all Venice residents with equal respect and con- 
Sideration, For example, police should address all residents as Mr., 
Mrs. or Miss, As a result of systematic efforts by the LAPD to terror- 
ize and harass a segment of the Venice community, known to them as "hip- 
pies," the VSC makes the following demands on the Los Angeles Police 
Department, which now occupies our community without our permission or 
consent: 

I. Because the LAPD Metro Squad has three times this year 
entered Venice with orders to "clean up the hippies"and has on each oc- 
casion used violence and other illegal methods in arresting and terror- 
izing the non-conformist community, the Venice Survival Committee de- 
nends that Captain Robert Sillings, Commander, Venice Division, LAPD, 
cease at once his practice of calling in the Metro Squad to deal with 
Sscclal tensions in the Venice area, Further use of the lietro Squad in 

Venice will result in our demanding Capt. Sillings' transfer from the 
Venice Division, 

II, Because many of our members live in the Venice community 
without friends, relatives, nor sufficient funds to hire attornies or 
bondsmen, the VSC demands that a representative selected by the commit- 
tee be allowed access to so-called "privileged" information contained 
in the police blotter about arrests in the Venice area. Representatives 
of the press are now allowed such access, which results normally in on- 
ly the police side of the stroy being given to the public. we demand 
access in order to better help victims of police harassment, 

Iii. Because many members of the VSC do not have relatives, 
attornies or bondsmen available at the time of their arrest, we demand 
that the Venice Division allow a representative selected by the Commit- 
tee to visit VSC members in jail prior to arraignment in order to deter-~ 
mine how the VSC may best aid its members between the time of arrest 
and arraignment. 

IV. Because of the present difficulty in assembling infor- 
mation about the actions and behavior patterns of individual police of- 
ficers, we demand that the Venice Division release to the VSC a complete 
list of LAPD personnel working in the Venice area, such a list to in- 
clude names, serial and badge numbers, addresses and duties to which - 
the personnel is assigned. ‘The list must include undercover operatives 
in any capacity, including high school students. 

V. The VSC repeats its demands of February 8, 1968, includ- 
ing : 

- Freedom from verbal and physical abuse at the hands of the police: 

- Freedom from illegal police searches; 

- The right to demand the badge number of an arresting officer,

of Ramparts Magazine, Minister of Information of The Black Panther 
Party, and a major theoretician of the black Liberation movement, 
is about to be thrown into jail.

POST ELECTION PROTESTS CONTINUE 


Truong Dinh Dzu, who ran second to Thieu, sentenced to 5 years at hard labor for asking for 
a negotiated end to the war. 

25 elected members of the Upper Chamber of the National Assembly denounced the elections 
as fraudulent. 

General Association of Students in Saigon (25,000 members) declared “the elections of 
September 3 are nothing but a farce in which the actors are foreigners.” 

Faculty of Sciences, University of Saigon—students held a “Vigil of Shame’’—The leaders 
received prison sentences from 22 to 27 years. 

65 professors from the University of Saigon asked for a total cease fire. Many arrested and 
imprisoned. 

Thich Tri Quang and other Buddhist leaders as weil as Roman Catholics, Cao Daoists and other 
religious leaders harassed, arrested, and imprisoned for peace activities. 


There are ‘“‘at least 20,000” political prisoners in South Vietnam—Thich Nhat Hanh, 
South Vietnam Buddhist Monk

WHY ARE COMMUNITY GROUPS COMING ON CAMPUS AND SUPPORTING THE STRIKE? 


Because the people of the total community (not just Blacks and 
Third World) have a BIG STAXE in the outcome of this strike. Not 
just this college, but ultimately all of higher education in Calif- 
ornia, is being destroyed. This college is being destroyed by the 
refusal of Hayakawa and the absentee Trustees to share decision-~ 
Amaking power with those who have the most at stake - students, faculty 
and local community leaders, especially those from the Third orld. 


This college is not "ga sanctuary for debate and scholarship 
uninterrupted by secular problems" (Hayakawa) and it should not be. 
Neither should it be an instrument of further volarization of haves 


and have-nots. 


Last March, the National Advisory Commission on Civil Disorders 
(the Kerner Commission) stated its basic conclusion: "Our nation is 
moving toward two societies, one black, one white - separate and une 
equal." To continue in this direction, said the Commission, "will 
involve the continuing polarization of the American Community .and, 
ultimately, the destruction of basic democratic values". Since last 
Spring, instead of following the recommendations of the Commission, 
our country has experienced a white backlash of "law and order" 
thrusting us further along the path of inequality. 


At San Francisco State College, in 1960, 11% of the students 
were black; in 1968, 4%. After more than two years of trying to 
open this campus and improve its educational opportunities for more 
non-white students, the Black Students Union and theThird world 
Liberation Front struck this fall for their 15 demands. 


/@ support their cause - a cause which is just for the San 
Francisco community, just for the people of California, and just for 
the nation. The cause is more than just; it is imperative. It doeg 
not make sense to argue that we do not have the money. Neither does 
it make sense to argue that "reasonable dialogue" is now possible.

In recent months the Ruling Class has stepped up its attacks on the 


student movement. 


The Black Liberation Movement and the working class movements have 


always been the main target of ruling class repression because it is these 
forces which are the major threat to the bourgeous state. Black workers 
and black students have been murd2red in the ghettoes and on southern 
campuses across the country. Th2y represent the vanguard of the movement 
againat imperialism and as a result, the tuling class is directing its main 
attack -= both with ‘the carrot eh the club -- against them, 

As the student movement is developing a pro-working class, anti-imp- 
erialist, anti-racist outlook, it too is coming under attack. The growth - 
of class consciousness amoung msay studenis has led us to reject the lib- 
eral wing of the ruling class as our allies and to seek ties with the black 
and white working class. 

In analyzing and fighting this first wave of repression we must not 
abandon a class analysis of imperialism and its two -faced strategy of 
Oppression. Repression is not the result of a maniacal Mitchell or a 


Crazy Reagan, rather it is a tool of a very clever, very sane ruling class 


which will dangle the carrot one day and club you the next. At this time, 


the main Ggatiger of fepressive actions by the ruling c lass is not the physical 
destruction of the movement. Rather, the main danger is that we will ease up 
On our offensive against the State and turn back to the liberals and revistonists 
who clamo: for “free Speech" and the “right of dissent" to “protect us." (Turn 
to the very people who are trying hardest to smash us by co-option!) The 
main dangez is that we will turn away from fighting the bourgeous state and 
toward fighting the police state, while relying on the ‘contradictions within the 
ruling class to save us! This Strategy is a loser! The only way to smash re- 
‘Pression is to take our politics to the people and win them to bullding and 
fighting for a movement based on pro- working Class, anti-imperialist politics! 

The hysterical, alarmist reaction of the National Collective to the attacks 
on SDS and the student movement in general plays right into the hands of the 
ruling class. Klonsky's article in New Left Notes (May 13) for example, devotes 
one paragraph to the need to fight repression by building a mass Geer lainsria test 
movement.: However, the only program in the article=-<the “Five: Potntrsecuriy 
Program"-- will serve to do just the opposite. It states 

"Security. considerations,:;whieh should: be sim effect ‘normany, 
MUST BE particularly emphasized to all movement people now." 
"A communication system should be established...,so that movement 


people check in with each other regularly and-people .are not 


bicked off without each others’ knowledge,” “Loose lips. simz 
Shtps...nho one. should tell anything to someone else if they Jo 


not need to know it" and "Propaganda action teams should be set 
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set up to teach principles of political defense, 

This program if followed will serve to isolate SDS from other students and 
the working class as well. € is not loose lips that will sink our ships, but 
father it will be ouc failure to bring our politics to the people. Propaganda 
action teams scurrying around the community crying “repression! Mitchell Raids! 
HUAC! Help!"“will do nothing t cwards winning people to seeing the state as a 


class institution which uses repressive tactics as but one tool to maintain their 


~Q- 


oppressive rule. Such hysterics focus on building a movement 


around repression sather than a class conscious movement which 
understands that repression will be smashed only when the state 


is smashed! 


The consequences of a Strategy to fight repression by any 
means necessary is apparent from past struggles of the Communist 
Party (CP) and the present defense of the 700 at San Francisco 
State College, 

During the witchhunts of the McCarthy era, the CP came 
under heavy attack, Their response to these attacks was to 
fight repression, to save their own necks by any means neces-~ 
sary. As a result, they fought for their bourgeous democratic 
rights and hid or denied that they were communists ("If we apol- 
Ogize, maybe they'll go easy") Further, they relied on anything 
and everything -- except winning the people to defend their pol- 
itics--including trick lawyers, ‘contradictions’ within the ruling 
eldas and the Filth Atmmendment. As a Pesnlt, they made the 
development of a mass anti-imperialist movement impossible and 
McCarthy was able to red-bait them into oblivion. Since the Mc- 
Carthy era, these revisionists have constantly relied on the con- 
tracidctionus between the liberals and the reactionaries and warned 
radicals to ease up or else repression will again smesh the move- 
ment. This is the same thing we hear from the liberals who 
stand on the sidelines of the fight, dangling their carrot of co- 
option when the movement begins to be effectual in its fight 


against the ruling class. 


At San Francisco State, trials are now going on around the mass bust during the Strike Against 
Racism. Legal Defense, a conglome.ate of professional liberal leadership, YSAers, TWLF Central 
Committee members, and the National Office allied Joe Hill Caucus of SDS, has put forward the 
position that we must keep ourselves out of jail---by any means necessary. In the courts that means 
fighting for our right to free speech, denying the objectives of the four month long strike, repudiat- 
ing the need for revolutionary violence and just generally joining with the Ruling Class to destroy 
the movement as long as we stay out of jail. Not only has this “revolutionary” strategy set back 


the movement at State, but it has failed to keep people out of jail and further it is providing a 
pe fect framework for “hanging" the leaders~--those people with the heaviest charges. 
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ADVANCE UNDER ATTACK 


The only way to effectively fight repression---and to defeat it permanantly-~={s to build a 


mass anti-imperialist movement to smash the STATE. We must take our politics to the people 


and defend those politics by attacking the State and building a solid Worker-Student Alliance. 


Rather than turning backwards, inwards, or to the right, we should - 


1. Rely on the people rather than following the CP to extinction by reliance 


on revisionist lawyers and liberal friends in high places. 

Our support for the struggle of the Black liberation movement has to be 
more than bandaid running, button selling, and movie showing to al- 

ready sympathetic student radicals. This is half-assed support at best, 

and sham support at worst. Although it is important to raise funds for 
bail, medical expenses, etc., this must be a secondary aspect in com-= 
batting the racist attacks on the Black liberation movement. 

The main attempt of these attacks is to isolate the Black liberation 
movement from the people. In particula: they are to turn the white 
workers and students against the Black liberation movement. What 
the ruling class fears most fs that white workes and students will be- 

gin to support and participate more and more in the struggles against 
the state being led by Black workers. 

It follows then that the main aspect of our support of the Black libera= 
tion movement must be POLITICALLY organizing to win white workers 
and students: ) to actively supporting the Black Liberation Movement 
by launching a massive, comp ehensive struggle against racism ; 

This must be a prima y part of the summer work-in, as well as an 


integral part of building a worker-student alliance. 
Wien the ru.ling class arrests us for fighting in just struggles against the 


state, we should use the courts to further expose the class nature of 
"justice". Our defense should be based on politics, not the legalisms 
of the bourgeous judicial system or defense of our “constitutional 
rights". We should take the offensive in the courts and hearing rooms 
to expose the class nature of the State to working people and students 


throughout the country. 


This strategy of allying with masses of Black and white workers and students, carrying the 


fight for co rect politics into the courtroom, the community, and the shops, and further 


building a worker-student alliance will effectively fight the state's attack by winning broad 


based support fo the movement.

On February 12, 1959, the URC will sponsor a Social Issues Conference 
Yormulated by 20 UCLA students coming from 20 varied interest groups on 
campus.

Overall Objectives 

The Los Angeles region is a vital mosaic of cultures, ethnic groups, pools 
of skilled and unskilled, organized and unorganized labor, large and small 
industry, suburbanites and rising community forces, and, in order to be rele- 
vant to these groups, the Junior College system must assume both a supportive 
and a pace-setting role in addressing the problems of the region. 

I believe that the Junior College concept is too narrow for our present needs 
and ought to be expanded to include a total community college system with the 
following goals: 

1. College Preparatory Education: Continue to expand this function so 
that the State College excess may be absorbed. 

2. Vocational Education: Update and expand this through use of 
industrial off-time equipment, store-front locations and the active 
recruitment of Federal and foundation grant money. Train for 
tomorrow's jobs, not yesterday's. 

3. Total Remedial Education: Use the most advanced techniques of 
instruction for beginners including classes in Spanish for those 
deficient in English so they may gain confidence needed to allow 
them to gain the benefits of education. Giving young people success 
experiences is an absolute essential. 

4, Community Cultural Development: A community college should allow 
the use of facilities to neighborhood individuals and groups for meet- 
ings or special classes. This would increase the acceptance of the 
college by the community. The community college would also allow 
neighborhood people to use its libraries, classrooms and theaters 
so that they may study, develop and express their indigenous cultures. 

This would be the nature of a total community college -- a college with a relevant 
Curriculum -- a college which would have an impact on all factors in the community, 
regardless of educational or economic attainment. 


The Decision Process 

A multi faceted, multi-community slate should be elected which can be res- 
ponsive to the needs of the region. This will, however, only suffice to set the 
tone of the board. In order to assure both relevance and excellence in education 
the people most affected by the decisions of the board must have a hand in the 
decision process -- students, faculty, and the indigenous community people. 
Further, each decision must be justified, documented and publicized to prevent 
the kind of conflict of interest which makes a board seat an economic prize 
rather than a chance to serve the community. 


Financing 
The student population is growing faster than the property tax base and the 

willingness of the tax-payer to support education. The junior or community 
college system can not continue to rely on property taxes for revenue. New 
tax sources must be found which will grow with the need and which will be 
simple to compute, easy to collect, not injurious to the source and progressive 
in nature. Possibilities include: 

1. Resource extraction taxes, 

2. Heller-plan type tax- sharing with Federal or state income taxes, 

3. Stock transaction taxes, as in Chicago and New York, and 

4. MDTA and HEW work study funds. 


The Community College concept is a heady idea full of promise and hope. Right 
now the Junior Colleges are a second chance for young people; a Community 
College can be a second chance for the entire community.

On Reiday, March 7, a tactical squad of police attacked eleven, 





twelve, thirteen, and fourteen year old Black Students at Carver Junior 
High School. Over 200 young brothers and sisters were brutally: attacked 
by a squad of all white Policemen from the Newton Street Division Station. 

Over 50 students, most of them sisters, were injured. Five young 
Black students were hospitalized, one paralyzed in the lors, a Sister 
with her appendix ruptured, while another suffered from ruptured kidneys. 

Of the many injuries, most were inflicted to the head, back and eyes of 
these young brothers and sisters. 

Friday night, at the Victory Baptist Church, members of the community 
(parents, students, ministers, and representatives of most cummunity organ- 
izations) decided thet the Bleck community must stend up! We must stand up to 
these unnecessary and inhumane acts inflicted upon defenseless Black youth. ~ "We

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WHAT HAPPENED 


On Monday, April 14, over 200 students presented three demands to 
Chancellor Charles Young during an orderly sit-in. 


The first demand concerned Mike Balter, an honor student on con- 
tractural probation, whose registration packet was held up indefinitely. 
Although he had more than met the academic terms of the contract, he 
was told he had violated a clause forbidding participation in extra- 
curricular activities. He was shown a dossier of Daily Bruin articles 
of his activities including two "illegal" rallies in the Royce Hall 
quad last quarter. The same day the Dean of Students charged him with 
illegal use of sound equipment and other “illegal" rallies had been 
held there, charges were brought only against Balter. After protest 
by a group of 20 students the Registration Packet was released. 


Over the week-end five groups: CASE, SDS, CNU, WLF, and the 
Resistance agreed to oppose this political suppression. A rally held 
at noon on Monday in Meyerhoff led to a march to the chancellor's 
office. Except for a short scuffle with five hecklers who attempted 
to block the entrance, the demonstration proceeded peacefully. Two 
hundred students occupied the corridor and confronted Chancellor Young. 
His response to the demand that all charges against Balter be dropped 
was that he was unaware of such charges and that it was the affair of 
the Dean of Students. On further questioning from the students he 
refused to clarify the degree of his responsibility. The second demand 
was to keep outside law enforcement agents off campus. He replied 
that he had no legal power over the LAPD, but admitted he could ex- 
ercise some moral suasion over their presence on calipus. Finally, the 
students demanded the right of organizing themselves on campus without 
restrictions. He refused to deal with the matter claiming that a 
committee is studying the issues of free speech areas and meeting 
places. When pressed from the floor to justify his replies and answer 
new questions about University involvement in military research, he 
turned and left. 


After discussion the students voted to leave the building after 
delivering an ultimatum that the demands be met by 12 o'clock Wednesday. 


At noon Wednesday at Meyerhoff Park we will decide how to respond 
to the Chancellor's renly.

Administrative and. financial control of the University 

of California is placed solely in the hands of the Regents. 
Their expressed approval can establish or destroy any 
University function. 


For example: The Berkeley campus approved Eldridge Cleaver 
as a lecturer, but as the ideas he presented conflicted with 
the interests of the Regents, his role was eliminated and he 
was pressured by this state into a choice of leaving or dying. 


For example: At one time individual campuses were delegated the 
power to hire faculty. This power was withdrawn by the Regents 
when their ideolical interests were threatened. 


THE REGENTS HAVE THE POWER TO ABOLISH ROTC. 


When the Regents display a reluctance to abolish ROTC, it is 
because their interests lie in maintaining the U.S. military, 
its strength, and position. ‘When confronted, they will squirm 
and shuffle to avoid admitting that they benefit from U.S. 
agression in Southeast Asia, the Dominican Republic, Guatamalla, 
etc. 


As long as U.S. troops use weapons, food, and equipment produced 
by industry in which the Regents benefit directly or indirectly 

to crush peoples’ struggles around the world, they will continue 
to grow fat off of the efforts of UC in maintaining the present 

structure. 


John Canady's Lockheed Aircraft Corporation supplies airplanes 
to the military. ROTC provides pilots to fly them. Edwin 
Carter's Stanford Research Institute is a clearing house for 
counter=insurgency research. Charles Hitch is a trustee for the 
Institute of Defense Analysis. He maintains ties with the RAND 
Corporation, a "think-tank" for great ideas like "overkill, 
megadeaths, and minimum accenatable destruction! 


A glaring example of a Regent benefiting from the military 
maintainence of the status=-quo is Norton Simon.

Some people say that to destroy ROTC is contrary to 


what they call "Academic Freedom." But "freedom" is a 





relative term and there is no such thing as absolute 





freedom. When two "freedoms" are conflicting (i.e. freedom 
to kill and freedom to live, freedom of oppression and 
freedom of liberation), we must make a value judgement as 
to which one we allow to exist. The decision that ROTC 
should be destroyed is cechund at by just such a value 
‘tice. It is arrived at by viewing the consequences 
of ROTC, not just within the confiwes of the university, 
but on the ree of the role it plays in the world. 
What is ROTC used for? 

The answer is obvious. ROTC is the major source of 

officers for the U.S. Army. Over 60% of the officers in 


the army are products of ROTC. The U.S. Army is currently 





fighting in VIETNAM, And Cambodia. And Korea. And Guata- 
mala. And the Dominican "Republic." And Africa. And the 

list goes on. The army has been used in attempts to put down 
black rebellions throughout the country, massive demonstrations 
as in Chicago, and militant strikes by workers. Vietnam isn't 
an isolated “mistake” on the part of overzealous diplomats, 

It is the clearest manifestation of the army's purpose, 


When a mass of people rebel, when they fight for their inde- 





pendence, and when their independence is in conflict with the 


interests ne Savion American economic Goncerns such as Standarc 
Oil, Lockheed, and I.B.M., then the army is used to try to 
crush their battle. This pattern can be observed in every 
action in which the army is involved, In Vietnam, Cambodia, 
Korea, Dominican "Republic". The army is in conflict with 
the interests or enlisted men and draftees who must do =e 
Sionkien, ~ that people must die so that Standard Oil, Lockheed, 
and I.B.M. can make a greater profit is a value we reject. And 
ROTC's "freedom" to train officers in putting down struggles 
for independence all over the world is a value we reject. For 
this reason ROTC should be destroyed. One step in this | 
direction is removing ROTC from the UCLA campus. 

The army is attempting to co-opt movements to remove 
ROTC from college campuses by their recent announcement 
of “sweeping reforms" a ik Ser, These reforms, such 
as increasing summer activities, limiting drilling which is 
visible to other students, and bringing in some civilian 
akewebars to teach the same material as is now being taught, 
serves only to obscure ROTC's nature and presence, while 
preserving ROTC's function, There can be no compromises. 


ROTC must be completely removed from campus.

stir concern in industry 


Industry is receiving disturbing warn- 


ings that campus unrest may spread 
this summer to plants, under the ates: 
tion of Students for a Democratic So- 
ciety. The Illinois Manufacturers’ 
Assn. recently sent its members a spe- 
cial bulletin alerting them to spDs plans 
for “a summer work-in.” 
“The Students for a Democratic So- 
_ ciety is apparently preparing to try to 
~branch out into manufacturing 
plants,” the association warned, ‘“Em- 
ployers should be alert to the problems 
posed by this program, and should 
make plans as to the best manner of 
handling suspected troublemakers.” 
Alliance. The “program” mentioned 


. » by the association is intended, accord- 


ing to an SDS manual, to close ranks 
between “intellectual students” and

lation—the workers.” An sps bulletin 
urges students to end their isolation.

Question. An attempt to find out 
more about sps’s plans produced noth- 
ing concrete or startling. The national 
headquarters in Chicago emphatically 
denied any knowledge of a national 
program for a summer work-in. A girl 
in bell-bottom jeans in the Skid Row 
office of sps scoffed: “Kids have been 
getting summer jobs with the working 
class ever since 1964. It’s nothing 
new.” Others said that a national pro- 
gram would be against SDS alley: 
“Ours is a participatory democracy,” 
explained a member. , 

In other parts of the country, SDS 
leaders said much the same thing. In 
Ohio, leaders said, “it’s in the in- 
vestigation stage.” 

“We're kind of putting this together 
collectively,” said Bernie Donanberg, 
an SDS leader—but not a student—at 
Ohio State University. “We're trying 
to figure out how many can partici- 
pate, how many we can put up in a 
plant community, and so forth.” He 
added: “Most of us would be getting 
jobs anyway.” 

In Philadelphia, a Temple Univer- 


sity SDS group conceded that it has 


some plans to enter industry “quietly” 
this summer and “talk to the workers 
about the ABM, the war in Vietnam, 
and racism.” But the group, which 
claims 30 members, doesn’t plan dem- 
onstrations, 

Talking. In other cities, small but 
militant SDS groups say they are con- 
sidering work-in programs, but that 
they don’t intend to create trouble. 
The aim is to talk to workers and enlist 
their support for “positive” Beau 
One sps leader said, “Our efforts will 
be educational only, for our own 
benefit mostly. We will not implement 
strikes, but if they are going on we will 
get involved and support them 
strongly. We believe that one of the 
biggest problems workers face today is 





the corruption of union bosses.” 

The Sps attitude toward unions, and 
a wariness of youth rebellion gener- 
ally, have earned the organization a 
cold shoulder from unions. Labor has 
its own internal problems with young 
members—ambitious, impatient wi 
seniority systems, generally more mili- 
tant. Union leaders see ‘some threat,” 
as one put it, in SDS getting into plants: 
to meet labor’s young militants. 

The United Auto Workers is a tar- 
get of black militants across the coun- 
try. This week, when 500 of them at 
Mahwah, N. J., closed a Ford Motor 
Co. plant over an alleged racial slur, a 


militant sbDS leader was on hand to 


quickly—offering support. Unions see

One sbDS leader called 
the present plan “an old program with 
a new blue ribbon.”

In activity was not to organize the working class, but to get a deeper un- 
derstanding of the problems workers face and their ideas,

student movement: 1) it is badly isolated from the people as a whole, 
particularly from the increasingly militant workers' movement and 2) we 
need to develop clearer strategic thinking from which we could help end 
this isolation,

mn most places Work-In groups of six or eight will meet to discuss 
divisions, struggles, attitudes and conversations on the job, current poli- 
tical developments around the war, strikes, campus rebellions, the fight 
against racism, etc. An important part of the Work-In concerns support 
groups of people unable to take factory jobs but willing to get up at 5:30 
a.m, to distribute Work-In material to workers in plants with Work-Iners., 
In many factories these leaflets are invaluable in raising questions with 
workers, in stimulating political discussion,and developing a pro-working 
class attitude among ourselves, 

Besides the basic forms such as study groups, the Work-In will pro- 
._ vide forums for discussion of theoretical issues such as the class nature 
of the Black Liberation Movement, New Working Class theory, dynamics 
of capitalism, the inherent necessity of imperialism, the social role of 
the working class under capitalism and the role of the student movement 
in the revolutionary process. ms

1, LAW IS POWER, NOT JUSTICE 


The law-makers,. judges, and law enforcers serve-the very rich, Laws are made to _ 
maintain the power of this group. In the Delano Grape Strike, F ilipino and Chicano 
workers .are trying to create a Union which will have the power to improve their lives, 
The grape growers see this movement as a threat to their power to exploit the workers _ 
for huge profits. The law is on the side of the growers, Laws which would favor the 
workers (anti-scab laws) are not enforced because the police and the courts are on the 
side of the growers. oo es ee 

__ The history of Asians is a history of pppression sanctioned and encouraged by law, - 
Laws prohibited Asiaris from buying land, intermarrying, and testifying in court, The 


law in California now allows landlords to discriminate in renting housing. Title Il is a 


law which would enable the government to put. anyone in a ‘concentration camp. without ~~ 
trial. The incarceration of 112,000 Japanese and Japanese-Americans during W orld War 


‘Il without trial‘or charges was defended by the U.S. Supreme Court, Law does not =e 
mean justice. It means power. We will fight for justice and if the law opposes us, we =

2. THE UNIVERSITY 


The University mass produces skilled and educated workers. It has become the sere 
vant of business and industry. Isolated and aloof, the University has created problems 
for society rather than solving them. The involvement in war-related research is an 
example of how the University helps to oppress peoples of the world while fattening the : 


coffers of large corporations in this country. The University must serve all the people, 
not just those rich enough’ to sit on the. Board of Regents. 


3, ABOLISH RACISM 


We recognize that minority groups in America are being economically, socially, 
politically oppressed. It is a racist society which is perpetuating this racism. We feel 
that ethnic pride and cultural identity are of utmost importance to all Asian-Americans, 
But on the other hand we cannot condone a nationalism which pits one minority group 
against another (eg the rift between Chinese and Japanese), We feel that all people of 
color along with oppressed whites should come together to combat the economic and 
racial discrimination in this society. . 


4. ABOLISH E GONOMIC DISCRIMINATION 


At present power and money exist in the hands of a few, Even within the Asian-Amerie 
can community we find Asian businessmen exploiting other Asians (eg, immigrants). 
Schools in economically lower areas have inferior facilities, materials, teachers, In 
Los Angeles, with 42.9% ''minority"' population, the student-to-teacher ratio is 32,7. 
whereas in the Beverly Bills District the ratio is 24.9 (source: L.A, Times, Feb, 23, 
1968, p.18). If racial discrimination were abolished, economic oppression would still 


exist. Therefore we cannot limit our goals to combating racial discrimination alone. 
5, ABOLISH DISCRIMINATION OF WOMEN 

We will work to abolish the political, economic, and social discrimination against 
women in this country, and particularly in the Asian community. Due to an obsolete 


cultural heritage, Asian females have been relegated to an inferior status even more

One year ago there was low cost housing on the land chat is now oc~ 
cupied People’s Park, Then the University bought the land, tore down 
the houses, and created a vacant Jor, The rains came and the land that 
once housed people became invested with mosquitos and became an 
eyesore for the Telegraph Avenue community. It became known as the 
“mud Jot” or the “people’s parking let® because studets unable to 
afford the University’s high parking fees would park their cars there ~« 


often getting them stuck in the mud, In the meantime the University 
said nothing, put up no signs and allowed the land to deteriorate and 
endanger the healthand happiness of the people in the area. Most people 


didn’t know or care who owned the vacant lot, 
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and levelled and grass was planted. The next week saw more erass, 
more people, Mowers, trees and playground equipment for the children, 


Ags the weeks passed the park grew and so did the people in it -~ both 
in nuribers and in spirit, Gn the ensuing weekends thousands of people 
would come te plant, to play, to work and to enjoy. A couple was married 
there. The park became a self governing community, People knew not 
to walk on the freshly planted sod and people soon learned to respect 
the rights of the people who lived near the park. When the word got out 
that late night noise was bothering the neighbors there was no need to 
bring in the police. The park users Simply agreed that there was to 
be no noise after 11:00 PM, So late at night and early in the morning 
the park was guiet; until one Thursday morning at 4:30 AM when a con- 
struction company and 300 police moved in to build a fence around the 
University’s “Vacant lot*. 


The University of California could not tolerate the fact thst its land 
was being used without its permission for people to create and congre« 
gate rather than as a place to park cars or breed mosquitos, Perhaps 
the University originally purchased that land and destroyed the houses 
that had been there to rid itself of the “Undesireable Element® which 
used to live on the land, 

UC, then had to deal with the problemof ridding itself of the thousands 
of additional people who came to work and play there ; 

Soon a@ statement came forth reminding people that the lend is in 
deen University property and that its inhabitants are trespassing, Heyns 
seid a fence would be built and rumors spread es te when the bulldozers 
would move in, Another staternent was issued by the University saying 
that the Chancellor had the interests of the students and community 
in mind and that there would be ample notice before action was taken, 
There was no notice. The University moved in in the middle of the 
night. Heyns Hed to us by telling us that there would be “ample notice” 
and we have good reson to believe that he is lyine when he says that the 
University had planned to build a soccer field on that land, There was 
no advance discussion of that field, No students were consulted and there 
is no clear need for the field, There is a soccer field two blocks from 
the People’s Park. Go there any weekend and you will see about 15 
people playing there. The Student Body, the Daily Cal and even the 
Daily Cal Sports staff are opposed to a soccer field on that spot. They 
too see the need and beauty of the People’s Park.

MAY 16 : REBENTS vs. the UCLA COMMUNITY 


Last Friday, more than 1500 of us staged a mass demonstration at the Faculty 
Cenver where a meeting of the Regents was being held. We wanted to voice our 
support of the Coalition demands to remove plainchothes police from campus, to 
abolish ROTC, and to terminate war-related research. We also wanted to show our 
outrage at the brutal police tactics used at Berkeley with the connivance of 
Chancellor Heynes,. 

The legitimacy of this Board of Regents, a board of wealthy businessmen 
appointed by a politician, has often been quegbhened. However inappropriate the 

great power of the Regents, we students wanted to present our grievances to this 
group of men who collectively control the lives of more than 100,000 people in 
the UC system. We came te talk. 

By law the Regents meet openly, before the community, yet on Friday they de- 
cided to meet in a room that seated less than a hundred people, After the press, 
the staff, and the plainclothes police had been seated, there was room for less 
than forty students. Two students previous, at the Regents! forum, students re- 
quested that the Friday meeting be held in a larger room and the request was 
summarily ignored. 

Once inside the meeting, a Coalition member requested permission to speak 
before the Regents, but he was ruled out of order, The Regents then voted on a 
motion to hear the students! grievances, but the board squashed the motion by a 
19-1 vote. The students continually requested that they be heard, and finally 
Regent Higgs prompted Chancellor Young to silence the students. They rejected 
his admonition, and then voted to leave the meeting which had by this time been 
declared a closed, executive session. 

Outside the building spontaneous disturbances broke out over the Regants'! 
refusal to hear those who wanted to speak. Frustrated students pounded on the 
walls and scaled the roof of the building; others, angered by the beating of a 
student by a University policeman, broke windows in the building. Chancellor 
Young came outside, demanding that the students leave the Faculty Center, or 
the LAPD would be called - and, Vice-Chancellor Hobson soon summoned 60 out- 
side police units. 

These LAPD and CHP units quickly mobilized to move the crowd down Buenos 
Ayres Drive away from the Faculty Center so that the Regents might be spared 
an unpleasant exit, but the students refused to be dispersed. After the board 
and ® Governor Reagan left through the front entrance of the Center, the police 
left campus. 

Before the police left, Chancellor Young promised that an open Senate meet- 
ing would be held on Monday in Pauley Pavilion for which all classes would be 
cancelled. During the course of the weekend this pledge was broken,

We must not allow ourselves to be co-opted and pacified by the Administration (and some 
sections of the faculty); we must continue to fight to remove ROTC because the Regents 
and campus administrations are fighting (with words and with cops, when words fail) to 
keep it on. 


If our movement remains student-oriented in its goals and isolated from the ma- ~ 
jority of people (who are workers, not students) it cannot win, Many of us will be working 
this summer and will have the opportunity to make the work a politically educational ex- 
perience, If we work in industry the people we will be working with in the shops and fac- 
tories will be those who have the power to make the changes in this country from which we 
will all benefit. Those of us working this summer should get together now and regularly 
during the summer to discuss what we can learn from workers on the job, and also what we 
can bring to them. 


We can expose the mass media myth that our demands on campus (for example, against 
ROTC and institutibnal racism) are directed against the interests of working people and 
taxpayers. We can show that our fight is against the interests of only the Regents and 
their administration.

"On a large California ranch in the fall of 1965 a group of Mexican-American farm 
workers and their families were picking berries. None could understand or read 
English. A three year old girl and her four year old brother were playing around 
an unattended spray rig... The four year old took the cap off a gallon can of tetra- 
ethyl pyrophosphate (TEPP)... The three year old put her finger in and sucked it. 
She vomited immediately, became unconscious and was dead on arrival at the hospital. 
.. The estimated fatal dose of pure TEPP for an adult human is one drop orally and 
one drop dermally.'! 


..."A young sprayer was found dead in the field in a tractor which had been pulling 
a spray rig. He had been pouring and mixing parathion concentrate in the spray rig 
tank. Parathion is the most commonly used of the highly toxic organophosphate pes- 
ticides. In the process..the worker contaminated his gloved hands and his trousers. 
-..Parathion was absorbed through the skin of his hands and thighs. He began to 
vomit, an early symptom of parathion poisoning. He could not remove his respirator 
and he aspirated the vomitus & choked.'' (Cases documented by the Calif. State Dept. 
of Public Health)

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RESOLUTION: FIGHTING RACISM IN THE WHITE WORKING CLASS 


Mike Parker 
Berkeley ISC 


Ultimately, capitalism, a social system of minority rule, has as its last line of de- 
fense the armed p wer of the state and fascist rule, But this is extremely inefficient 
and not normally necessary because capitalism has a much more powerful tool, namely, the 
false consiousness of the masses; the belief by the masses of people that the system they 
live in is just, that the system provides rewards for those with innate abilities and who 
work hard, and most importantly, that people are powerless to change things even if they 
so desired. 

In part these attitudes are a result of indoctrination with the ideology of the ruling 
class, but more importantly they have a material basis in the functioning of capitalism 
itself-- not a material basis which makes the beliefs in the justice and stability of the 
System true, but a material basis to make these beliefs seem true. 

What capitalism has most to fear is for the members of the working class to see them- 
selves as a class in a battle to wrest society from the hands of the bourgeoise., An thing 
that will divide the working class and set one.part against another serves tc focus the 
dissatisfaction of the working class against - ach other rather than at the ru:ing class 
and severely weakens the working class in any struggle against its rulers. 

it is not only the ideology of individualism and individual achievement which pits one 
worker against another; there are material inducements offered by the dynamic of capi- 
talism, it is indeed possible a particular individual worker. adwance in this so- 
clety by cooperating with the bosses and producing more than his fellow workers. But while 
the dynamic of capitalism does allow some social mobility for a few workers to benefit, 
the class as a whole can not move.up. Furthermore, the basis for the competition between 
workers means that the few individuals move up at the expense of the class as a whole. 

Similarly, the large pool of unemployed provides the material basis for pitting one 
group of workers against another and employed against unemployed in order to gain the 
relatively scarce decent jobs that capitalism provides. Skilled workers are pitted against 
unskilled workers and attempt to keep them out of the skilled trades in order to maintain 
a "tight" skilled labor market and maintain the relative benefits of the skilled trades. 

Stripping away the false consciousness of individualism or job parochialism cannot 
be done by attempting to explain how those workers.who have managed to slightly ameliorate 
their exploitation should forego what little they have achieved for the sake of class 
solidarity in the struggle for long term benefits. Such moralistic appeals by themselves 
usually fall on deaf ears. 

Instead, consciousness advances in the context of certain struggles, forced on the 
people by the contradictions of capitalism. For unorganized workers, the elementary strug- 
gle for higher wages alters consciousness. In the course of struggle, for the first time 
the workers can feel the power that comes from unity and collective action. and at the 
same time their enemies become more apparent as the'friendly' boss turns out to be on the 
Opposite side, The benefits of and need for continued collective action leads to ongoing 
organization usually in the form of trade union questions snd to the degree that the 
trade union continues to engage in struggle and finds that the logical continuation of 
these struggles leads beyond the confines of the shop walls and against the system as a 
whole. 

This is why revolutionaries actively engage in supporting numerous struggles for non- 
revolutionary demands, such as higher wages, better working conditions, etc. In the first 
place, the demands are desirable in and of themselves, and seeondly, the nature of the str - 
gle and the demands themselves at least provide for the expansion of consciousness by poin- 
ting towards the real enemies, providing a new sense of power, and stripping away part of 
the old false consciousness which does not serve in the situation of struggle. 

To merely support such struggles, however, is not enough. Revolutionaries must also 
in the course of supporting and participating in these struggles lead the way in the 


direction of expanded consciousness by pointing out the real enemies, posing transitional 
demends which begin to take the struggle beyond the confines of capitalism, stressing the 
power gained through solidarity, and generally helping those in struggle to understand 
their situation from a class or revolutionary point of view, rather than from an indivi- 
dual or parochial job point of view. Both struggle and radical leadership are necessary, 
Withou the struggle the words of radicals make no sense ad as Lenin underscored, spon- 
taneous truggle does not take th working class beyond trade union consciousness-- for 
this, radical leadership and ca sciousness is necessary. | 

It must be remembered that the political significance of a particular deinend does not 
lie only in the demand itself, but also in the political and social context within which 
it is raised, For example, the demand for higher wages when put forward by unorganized 
workers as the central demand in organizing is extremely progressive. But when the demand 
is raised by trade union bureaucrats of a powerful. union as a substitute for a program of 
demands for control over working conditions which challenges management prerogatives or poli- 
tical demnds on the state, in this case, the raising of the demand for higher wages (although 
not the demand itself) is a conservative or reactionary act to brake expanding struggle 
and consciousness. 

Just as capitalism provides the material basis. for pitting individual workers against 
each other, so it also provides the basis for pitting entire sections of the working class 
against each other, The racism of the working class is not simply the result of racist 
education or ruling class ideology, repeated. often enough tat workers believe it, but as 
a false consciousness which arises out of their material experiences under capitalism. 

In the short run and within the framework of their acceptance of an unchangeable stable 
capitalism, white workers have sought to relieve their exploitation through racism. Be- 
cause Capitalism maintains a pool of unemployed to better enable it to discipline its 
working class,the job security of all workers is threatened to varying degrees, A pri- 
mitive response of white workers has been to attempt to protect their jobs by artificially 
restricting competition for the available jobs. in this context racism comes naturally. 
Racism to some degree shields t e white working class from fears of unemployment and lay- 
offs because the disproportionate burden of these is carried by the black working class, 
The extent that blacks are the last to be hired and the first to be fired is the extent 
to which white workers are able to relieve their insecurities about maintaining their jobs. 

Similarly, within the plant, racism means that whites will get the better and easier 
jobs and more opportunites for getting into the skilled trades. Racism means that whites 
are generally treated better by their white formen and bosses. 

The general ideology and necessary myth of capitalism maintain that the society justly 
rewards people for work and ability. The measure of a man then becomes how high he has ‘ 
ascended in the social scale. In periods where workers have come to accept capitalism 
and its values, they derive satisfaction from knowing that they are not at the bottom ; 
that there are people below them. Racism even thus serves the purpose of providing white 
workers with a perverted sense of worth and dignity as defined by capitalism within the 
mental framework of acceptance of capitalism. 

Bourgeois: ideol gy encourages white workers to view their position as privileged 
rather than as exploited in order to challenge the discontent among workers rather than 
focus it against the bosses and the ruling class. The racist attitudes of white workers 
run deep and help the individual worker relate to the society he perceives as fixed. 

White workers derive genuine short term advantages from racism. Merely explaining the 
truth, that racism is inimicable to the long run interests of white workers, that it 
divides the working class and undermines the general struggle against exploitation, does 
not normally speak to the experiences of most w ite workers, This approach reflects the 
Same Ml sunderstanding of consciousness as the liberal who fails to see the material basis 
for consciousness and believes that the injustices of capitalist society can be corrected 
by educating those who perpetrate acts or ideas of exploitation and injustice. It serves 
only as a good example of the bankruptcy of historical idealism. 

White workers gain short term advantages from racism not only despite the fact that 
they are themselves exploited under capitalism, but also because they are exploited. 


A political program oriented toward white .orkers which is based on asking them to "give 
up their white skin privileges" indicates a lack of understanding of the exploitation of 
the working class. Racism is embraced by the white working class as a »imitive means to 
ease that exploitation. A successful program requires focusing worker consciousness o 
their exploitation by the bosses and not in reinforcing the false consciousness that 
they are privileged. 

Fighting racism in the white working class first requires white workers to begin 
struggling. One of the many contradic .ons of capitalism is that its exploitation forces 
workers to struggle against it and the concentrations of large numbers of workers together 
at the points of production provide the potential power for such struggles. It is in the 
course of these struggles that the material basis for racist attitudes changes. 

The very act of collective struggle which is denied by capitalist ideology begins to 
strip away the false consciousness. Workers begin to recognize themselves as a class a- 
gainst the bosses and as the struggle deepens, the recognition of the distinction over- 
shadows racial differences. The enemy also shows himself to be powerful andunrelenting. 
The success of the struggle then comes to depend on winning more mass upport and allies. 
Overcoming barriers which divide the working class (such as racism) in this context turns 
from an idealists dream to an immediate necessity for those involved. There is, of 
course, no guzrantes that this will happen; certainly not automatically. Here, as in 
other circumstances, white revolutionaries play a critical role of leading, helping expand 
consciousness of the nature of the society, pointing to the need for a united class strug- 
gle, and fighting racism, but all within he context of supporting and extending a struggle 
which the white workers can see and feel is their own in the immediate sense. Indeed, 
what advances have been made against racism in the American working class have all come 
when the white working class itself was locked in militant struggle. In large part, the 
racism of the white working class today is testimonial to its failures to engage in mil- 
itant struggle in its own interests. 

In recent years, the militant struggle of black people against racism and for self- 
determination, and particularly, the organization of militant caucuses among black indus- 
trial workers has had a significant impact on the white working class in America. 

The Black Nationalist developments of these struggles is partially a response to a 
racist society in which no mass sections of the jhite working class are presently struggling 
to end the exploitation of the class as a whole. Black Nationalism is also progressive 
because it is desireable for all peoples to have a sense of themselves and pride in their 
* own culture and heritage. Hundreds of years of slavery, oppression and segregation has 
created a dispersed national minority within the confines of white America with its own 
history and culture. 

All nations have the right to self determination, and this means they have the right 
to seccession and the establishment of a land of their own. To assert this right does 
not ,however, mean that we urge an oppressed national minority choose this political 
course, At the present time the black movement is not demanding a separtate black state, 
but is demanding control over basic institutions, including the police and the schools, 
as well as demands to relieve the special oppression (super-exploitation) of the black 
working class. Black capitalism and Black and Brown Stamps are attempts to channel the 
sentiment for nationalism into safe (and ultimately bankrupt) outlets which do not threa- 
ten capitalism. 

But the fact of these appeals only indicates the attractiveness nationalism has to the 
black community. Where nationalism is used to divert black masses from extending their 
struggle against capitalism, it must be condemned. But despite a lot of rhetoric, the black 
working class is not approaching revolutionary consciousness-- witness the popularity of 
the Kennedys and the Democratic party. Black consciousness and nationlism is still the 
key to organizing in the black community. That is still what most of the struggles today 
are all about: community control of police and schools, against racist policies in in- 
dustry, etc. 

Just as it is reactionary to substitute nationalism as a program for challenging the 
nature of capitalist society, so it is also a dead end to insist that b..ck workers stop 
struggling for national demands and only struggle for class or revolutionary demands. 


The latter view may sound more radical but in actuality, like the first, it opposes the 
struggle going on. 

The struggle of the black movement for its own demands does indeed require it to chal- 
lenge the racism of the white working class and obviously has generated even increased hos- 
tility and racism among whites. Some of this will be blunted because many of the demands 
that black caucuses are raising in their own interests are actually class demands -- 
against speed-up, unsafe work conditions, and the very challenging of the prerogatives of 
the bosses. . 

The racist response of white workers can also be reduced by directing the struggle 
against the bosses and not against fellow workers and by consciously fighting the mistakes 
and conservative tendencies within the black movement ,including black racism, male chau- 
vinism, and class collaborationism. But so long as the white working class is itself not 
in motion and instead only tries to defend the few advantages it has, there will be, at least 
initially, racist reaction to black demands. 

By refusing, however, to subordinate their own legitimate demands to the racist atti- 
tudes of white workers, the black struggle can contribute to moving the white working class 
in two very important ways. 

First of all, to the extent that the struggle against the super-exploitation of blacks 
is successful, the traditional relations which have partially shielded the white working 
class from the troubles of capitalism will be destroyed. No longer can the white working 
class protect job security by restricting the labor market, no longer will black workers 
absorb the threats of layoffs or the worst jobs. The extent that blacks have built a 
powerful black working class movement is the extent to which white workers can no longer 
solve any of their immediate problems through the formerly easy channel of racism. Racism 
loses some of its material base for these workers. When the contradictions of capitalism 
forces white workers to take some action, it now mjst be directed against the bosses and the 
state. 

Secondly, while the fact of racism prevents blacks from leading whites in an organiza- 
tional sense, the black struggle provides leadership for whites i a political sense. By 
By their movement and their success, blacks demonstrate that masses of people struggling 
together are not powerless and can win. This is. crucial for it is the sense of power less- 
ness among white workers which most of all reinforces false consciousness and acceptance 
of American capitalism today, | 

The black working class and the white working class are at different levels of con- 
sciousness today, io oppose nationalist demands in the name of class unity is to deny 
the critical element that has produced the black struggle in the absence of mass movements 
among whites. Yet it is the black struggle which may both help to lead,and force the 
white working class into a militant fight against its own exploitation. 

At the same time, the refection of elementary white working class struggles in which 
workers have not overcome their racism and have not achieved consciousness of the black 
working class is to give up mass white struggle, which is the key to ultimately over- 
coming racism, 

The task of white revolutionaries is to enter the factories, engage in working class 
struggles and provide leadership to strip awav false consciousness and bu’ cd revolutionary 
consciousness among whorkers. It is good that radicals defend and explain the black move- 
ment to the white working class, but this is not sufficient. White radicals must orient 
toward getting the white working class into struggle over issues which are seen as in- 
mediately relewant to the workers. It is only once these struggles have begun that it 
will be possible to overcome racism and develop a genuine, not phony, united class con- 
scious working class. 


open letter to S.DS. 


Today, as SDS continues its steady progress toward political maturity, it has 
become the potential vanguard revolutionary force in white America, just as 
the Black Panther Party is already the vanguard of the Black Liberation Move- 
ment, A firm revolutionary alliance of these two great forces and the other 
independence and liberation movements such as the Chicanos and the Puerto- 
rican Independentistas will hasten the day of American liberation, and of the 
worldwide defeat of American imperialism, 


But with the political maturation of SDS come ever greater responsibilities and 
dangers, While up to now the SDS leadership has wisely and successfully re- 
sisted the cajolery of both the Neanderthals (PL) and the Bourbons (CP) of the 
Old Left, and spurned the dead-end roads of both economism and revisionism, 
there remains the great danger that some will still find great attraction to the 
rhetoric of the Old Left because it sounds so goddam revolutionary (and could 
lead the New Left into the same cul-de-sac of sectarianism and irrelevancy the 
(Old Left ended up in, ) 


No greater tragedy could befall our Movement than to fail to draw the obvious 
conclusions from the history of the Old Left for the past half-century, or to 
have the New Left abandon the very characteristics (humanism, independence, 
anti-authoritarianism) that brought a renaissance to the radical movement in 
America, 


In continuing the search for our revolutionary identity, for new paths to social 
revolution in our country, we must carefully consider: 


1, No revolutionary movement which is not based on the American experience 
and rooted in the American tradition of struggle can succeed in mobilizing the 
forces needed to transform American society. A successful revolutionary move- 
ment can and must at the same time be REVOLUTIONARY and INTERNATIONAL 


in CONTENT, and NATIONAL in FORM and RHETORIC, 


2, While there is much of value that can be borrowed from the Old Left, there is 
much more that must be rejected, 


3, Revolutionary students and Blacks cannot by themselves make a revolution; 
substantial numbers of white workers must be won over and a substantial number 
of the white middle class won over or neutralized, 


4, Any movement which excludes or rejects the participation of radical pacifists 
and other non-Marxist radicals is bound to end up as a sterile and irrelevant sect, 


0. There is a growing threat of Fascism in this country, as the Establishment's 
response to the rising tide of peoples' struggles, It would be a betrayal of revol- 
utionary principles in this situation not to step up the struggle for defense of bour- 
geois-democratic rights (the Bill of Rights), though we know these are limited and 
mostly a sham so far as workers, Blacks and other oppressed are concerned,

fidence of the majority of the original - both on the campuses and at the 
convention. Recognizing this, they walked out of the convention hall, held 
their own meeting, and declared that the Progressive Labor Party(PLP) was 
purged from SDS. This fallacious attempt to cover up their political defeat 
was coupled with the false claim that they legitimately represented SDS. 


However, there is only ONE SDS: This meeting in the Coliseum is the 
1969 National Convention of SDS. This attempt to split and destroy the 
student movement must and wil] be fought.

In splitting, this minority faction of the convention shamelessa@y dis- 
torted and lied about the positions of other SDSers. To clarify and correct 
these distortions we reaffirm our complete support of the right of all 
oppressed nations to self-dctermination and give active support to such 
struggles as that of the Vietnamese people. By self-determination we mean 
the political and economic independence of all oppressed people. We demand 
the immediate, unconditional withdrawl of U.S. imperialism from Viet Nam and 
everywhore clse in the world. Furthermore, we reaffirm our support for the 
Black Liberation Movement in this country and we oppose the vicious attacks 
by the ruling class on this movement, most clearly demonstrated by the severe 
repression of the Black Panther Party. 


The attempt of the old National Office leadership to say that the various 
interpretations of specific strategies within SDS are in contradiction to 
these basic principles is a complete distortion of the truth. 


Wo shall not let this struggle ond in Chicago. Over the summer and noxt 
fall we shall take the SDS struggle back to the campuses. We shall rely 
upon the pcople to further repudiate the splinter leadership and reaffirm 
that thore shall not te two SDS's.

THE STRUGGLE FOR REVOLUTIONARY DEMOCRACY IS THE KEYSTONE OF OUR POLITICS: A STRUGGLE FOR 

THE REVOLUTIONARY OVERTHROW OF THE CAPITALIST ORDER AND THE SUPPRESSION OF THE EXPLOITERS ; 
THE ESTABLISHMENT OF PLANNED PRODUCTION FOR THE SATISFACTION OF HUMAN NEEDS; AND POWER FOR 
THE PEOPLE, BOTH IN THEORY AND IN THE PRACTICE OF POLITICAL INSTITUTIONS - TO ENSURE THAT 

NO ELITE GROUPING EVER SUBSTITUTES ITSELF FOR THE RANK AND FILE, THE TASK OF REVOLUTION- 

ARIES IS TO ORGANIZE WORKERS AND ALL OPPRESSED PEOPLES TO FIGHT FOR THIS KIND OF POWER. 


This outlook is incompatible with the main tendencies contending for control of SDS. 
The intense factional struggles taking place here, between the Worker-Student Alliance 
group and the N.O.-led anti-PL amalgam with its conception of a "revolutionary youth move- 
ment,'' offer no alternative to the anti-democratic tendencies which are marked in both 
major factions. Most recently, we have seen SDS's National Secretary arguing that panels 
are to be preferred to more participatory workshops because of the "lack of sophistication" 


of the members. The national leaders share the concept of a "revolutionary vanguard" 
directing - "serving'' - the people; a concept which dismisses democracy as "intellectual 
jive" and a ''shuck" and is clearly, often admittedly, anti-democratic. (For fuller dis- 


cussion see ''The Development of Stalinism in SDS,'' available from Univ. of Chicago RSC.) 


We believe an alternative to the anti-democratic factions can no longer be offered 
by ad hoc groupings of dissatisfied individuals; on the contrary, it has become necessary 
to organize around an explicit, alternative politics. Space limitations allow only an 
outline of the orientations which have led us to form a distinct grouping. 


* WORKING CLASS ORIENTATION. Our conception of socialism as revolutionary and demo- 
cratic requires the goal of direct workers' control of production and the state. Without 
the emancipation of the working class there can be no full liberation of black people, 
women, or youth. This does not mean romanticizing the working class. The black libera- 
tion movement - not the working class movement - is the major potentially revolutionary 
force in the US today. In regard to this movement the white working class has often played 
a repressive role. The neédttosdevelop existing struggles to the fullest should not ob- 
scure the social reality that a revolutionary movement can achieve socialism and democracy 
only when its controlling force is the working class. Our movement is only beginning to 
examine the revolutionary potential of the working class and to analyze how contradictions 
within the social system, together with the agitation of revolutionaries, can bring this 
potential into action. We do not pretend to have the answers; a working class perspective 
means that searching for them will be the most important long-range task of SDS. 


* WOMEN'S LIBERATION, The treatment of women's liberation as a factional talking- 
point by all major factions at the Convention is disgraceful. It is essential that revo- 
lutionary women, like other oppressed groups, carry on a fight for complete liberation now 
both in the society as a whole and within the movement. This fight will not only be one 


of the forces which will begin to shake the capitalist order; it is also an essential pre- 
requisite for the liberation of women under socialism. Women's liberation is absolutely 
as crucial as the anti-imperialist, black, and working class movements and must in fact be 
seen as an essential part of our support for each of these movements. 


* RACISM. We find weird PL's view that working-class racism is a product of the wor- 
kers' gullibility to ruling class propaganda; for Marxists, the question is why this propa- 
ganda has been effective. However, the "white-skin privileges'' conception, which regards 
workers' hundred-year, often heroic struggle for a toehold of dignity and security within 
capitalism as one long history of racist ''scabbing'’ (Noel Ignatin, NLN, April 4) has more 
in common with ruling-class sociology than with Marxism. No one who works a double shift 
to put his kids through school is "privileged"; and to speak of "privilege'’ in connection 
with white working women is only conceivable in a middle-class, male-dominated movement. 


White working-class racism is not the cause, but the result of the acceptance of the 
capitalist context of partial and reformist struggle. Within this context black competi- 
tion for jobs, housing, etc., and more recently the radical black movement of today, appear 
as threats. (For a fuller discussion, see ''Towards a Better Working Analysis of Racism and 
the Working Class," available from University of Chicago RSC.) Working class racism, like 
all racism, must be fought. It can ONLY be fought by simultaneously urging support for the 
black liberation movement and raising the perspective of socialist struggle by the whole 
working class. 


* INTERNATIONALISM. We support and identify with popular revolutionary and anti- 
imperialist struggles around the world. We unconditionally support victory for the NLF, 
and for existing socialist regimes against imperialist attack. 


But we also recognize that no existing socialist regime is based on direct government 
by the working classes; all these regimes practice, in varying degrees, the suppression of 
free political life at the mass level (control of unions, ban on independent political or- 
eanizations, etc.). If we believe seriously in a socialism based on the free political 
life of the masses - and if we admit that in socialist countries those with this orientaé 
tion have ended in jail if not worse - then elementary solidarity requires that we iden- 
tify not with the political elites in these countries, hovever beneficial their policies, 
but on the contrary with the struggles (sometimes organized, more often not) for their 
socialist birthright. 


* INTERNAL DEMOCRACY. Full and unequivocal democracy within SDS is a crucial ques- 
tion, not a bourgeois luxury. Dependence on a few ideological leaders and on the bureau- 
cratic domination of one '"line'' over another can only hinder the development of the analy- 
sis and program our movement requires. It can only demoralize and debilitate our rank and 
file. And it certainly cannot be a model for socialism. Specifically, we must make New 
Left Notes an organ for real and full internal reportage and debate; regional offices must 
be controlled by elected organs; full vigorous political life must form the basis for keep- 
ing the national leadership responsible to the rank and file.

|, Preventative measures: Chicago pigs have at their command a wide assortment of © 
criminal laws that can be used to extend you stay here forcibly. Some importnat 
points: Disorderly conduct and mob action offenses are defined broadly enough to 
encompass most innocent conduct. There is no legal right to resist even an unlawful 
arrest or search in [inois. Vehicle stops for alleged traffic ciolations are often 
acoompanied by thorough searches of passengers and car (watch the officer 
searching the car for a plant of contraband.) If you are cited for a traffic offense and 
you have no IIinois driver's license, you muct post $25 cash or a valid bond card 
to stay out of jail pending the trial of your case. If you are in the presence of 
any male under the age of !7 or any female under the age of |8 years old and 
either of you are engaged in any so-called itlegal activity, you may be busted 
for contributing to the delinquency of a minor. {f you yourself are under the age 
of 17 and in any public street, highway, building or place offer 11:30 P.M, on 
Friday and Saturday or after 10:30 PM on other days, you may be convicted of 


a curfew violation unless you are accompanied by a parent, legal guardian, or 
some'respon sible " adult approved by them, 


The law also prohibits having any alcoholic liquor in any motor vehicle unless 
it is in its original unborken package, 


In Chicago, the best defense i is, therefore, to avoid non-strategic confrontations 
with the pigs. 


2, What you must say: If you are aaa by a pig, Hlinois law permits him to require 
that you state your name, address and an explanation for your conduct if he has 
some grounds to be suspicious. The law also permits the pig to search you for 
weapons if he suspects some danger. Of course drivers must show their license. 
SAY NOTHING MORE. If you think you can x talk a pig out of a charge, you 
don't know Chicajo. Whatever can be said in your defense should:be said with 


the advice of a lawyer in open court. You have a constitutional right to be 
silent, so don't give the enemy his ammunition. 


. if you are e busted: You have a legal right to make a reasonable number of phone calls | 
but you will ctien be required to have your own set of dimes. 


If your requests to use the telephone are dax denied, mentally note the name and 
number of every gig who denies the request. Lawyers, available anytime of day 
or night, may be reached by calling the following law clerks of the PEOPLE"S 
LAW OFFICE:

Refuse to 
answet questions or to participate in a line-up or to be identified (but do not resist 
physically), unless they will wait until your lawyer arrives.

Your bail will probably be higher than most others, Ten percent of the amoung 
set will be sudficient security to get you out, and bail sometimes ts lowered after a 
hearing by the court, The fact that you live out of the state will, however, militate 
against their setting a low bail.

Bring this instruction sheet, a supply of dimes (for phone - calls) a supply of 
cigarettes, and reading material, If you do not have time to prepare for your arrest, 
be cool: remember that the pigs are looking for an excuse to shoot you.

Dear Sisters and Brothers: 


By now the news of the Chicago convention has probably reached most of you. This 
letter is to let you know that despite any news you may hear to the contrary, SDS still 
lives and the national office is functioning as usual. New national officers have been 
elected and a program of mass action through the summer and fall has been plannec. 

The national officers are: National Secretary, Mark Rudd, New York; Inter-organiza- 
tional Secretary, Jeff Jones, San Francisco; Educational Secretary, Bill Ayers, Detroit. 
NIC members are: Mike Klonsky; Bernardine Dohrn; Bob Avakian, San Francisco; 
Noel Ignatin, Chicago; Howie Machtinger, Chicago; Barbara Riley, New York; Linda 
Evans, Detroit; Corky Benedict, Cleveland. 


There is one important thing that has changed. The Progressive Labor Party faction 
(PLP) has been kicked out of SDS. To understand why, you must go back a few months 
to the National Council meetings at Ann Arbor and Austin where the transformation of 
SDS into a truly revolutionary youth organization began to take place, At these NC's, 
the membership began to lay out principles of struggle and unity for the first time. We 
made it very clear to everyone that SDS both in theory and practice has allied itself 
with the struggles of oppressed peoples throughout the world. On campuses throughout 
the country, an anti-imperialist movement has been built in support of the struggles for 
self-determination being carried on by the Vietnamese led by the National Liberation 
Front as well as the struggles of the colonially oppressed black people of America. Our 


______ program saw the need to win the masses of Americans to the anti-imperialist movement 


if a revolution was to be built within the mother country of America. 


While SDS tried to go to the people and win support for the Vietnamese, the Black 
Panther Party, the movement of workers in the factories and shops throughout this coun- 
try as well as the struggle of GI's and young people around the world, PL's practice ran 
completely counter to these principles. As the power structure waged a vicious attack 
on the Panthers, so did PL, printing lies and slander, going so far as to call the Black 
Panther Party"racists in reverse", the same line that the power structure along with such 
labor sell-outs as Walter Reuther have. 


While SDS was trying to win the masses of working people to support of the Vietnamese 
fight for self-determination and attempting to rebuild a militant movement against the war, 
PL was leading an attack on the NL F, accusing it of "selling-out" the struggle. Ho Chi 
Minh, the hero of the Vietnamese struggle for forty years was called "traitor" in the pages 
of PL magazine. 


Ata time when SDS was telling people of the birth of socialism in Cuba and the libera- 
tion of the Cuban people against overwhelming odds and attempting to cut through all the 


anti-communist lies about Cuba and other socialist countries, PL saw that the main enemy 
was "Cuban revisionism" and fought those struggles, viciously attacking Fidel and Che. 


The question SDS was faced with at the Chicago convention was, how can you talk to 
people about fighting white supremacy when a part of your organization is objectively racist? 
How can you support the black liberation struggle when a section of your organization is ob- 
jectively trying to destroy the leadership of that mevement? How can you win the masses of 
people in this country to support the right of self-determination of oppressed nations when a 
part of your organization doesn't uphold that right? As Panther Minister of Defense Bobby 
Rush said on the convention floor, "We wil! judge SDS by the company it keeps." 


_ In'the past, SDS has upheld the principles of waging attack on white supremacy by kick~- 
ing out the racist "SDS Labor Committee" for their support of the racist teachers’ strike in 
New York, This was not a matter of political suppression or the "right of free speech" as 
PL would like to make us believe. What it does mean is that SDS is upping the ante. As the 
risks run higher, all of us are being forced to make a choice. We cannot defeat white 
supremacy, anti-communism, anti-working -class chauvinism or male supremacy with liber- 
alism, allowing these tendencies to exist alongside of revolutionary struggle like a parasite 
on the people, draining our life blood and energy, holding back every struggle that is fought 
on the campuses or in the community. PL's attacks on the people struggleig for community 

control of the institutions in the black and brown communities for open admissions to the 
universities makes SDS's previously adopted principles a lie and a farce. 


By its unrpincipled actions, PL has excluded itself from the struggle and has chosen to 
ally itself with the class which runs this country. 


The split will create many problems. Anti-communists may interpret this split wrongly. 
We must be clear that we will never tolerate anti-communism in our movement. [t will not 
be easy to stay on our feet. We must have support. We are asking chapters to respond in a 
revolutionary way We have faith in our movement to withstand attack from the outside as 


well as from the inside. 


Our next task is to build major actions in the fall agaisnt the war in Vietnam and in sup- 
port of the black liberation struggle. We are calling for people to come to Chicago in 
September, at the time of the conspiracy trial of the Chicago 8 and force the power struc~ 


ture to bring the war home. We are going fo spénd the summer and fall months going to the 
people where they work and live and win them¥o this program. We welcome anyone who 


will join us. But we will not be turned arou 2.

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: The SEEK struggle, by demanding that the SEEK program be separated 
from the rest of tne college and placed under autonomous control, presegnted | 
‘Slack student power" as a solution for the proplems of olack students and plack 
people generally. But "student power," aside from buiiding tremendous i.Uusions 
apout the ruling class' domination over U.S, society. (and Queens College), is a 
fight to strengthen the relatively-priveleged position of students, black and white. 
The ruling class wants students to think tnat they can have “contrel over the deci- 
Sions that affect their lives" under capitalism. Along with 2-s deferments, letting 
Students ‘inake their own decisions" serves to foster a privileged attitude and 
prevents students from allying with their real allies: the millions of working people 
who have no interest in maintaining imperialism. Every part of students' lives 
are controlled by the capitalist class! Capitalism needs universities as "orain 
centers, '' training grounds for counter-insurgency operations and centers of 
indoctrination to produce'liveral thinkers" aiding tne oppression of workers. Any 
demand which clouds the real nature of the university is counter-revolutionary and 
must oe defeated! 


"STUDENT POWER" & NATIONALISM VS, REVOLUTION 


: Demands must be fought for which are in the interests of the working class-- 
such as support for strikes (especially by campus employees), an end to recruitment 
by racist and war-~related firms, opposition to ROTC and university expansion, and 
abolition of discriminatory policies toward black students. But "student power" de- 
mands serve to strengthen the illusion that the solution to class oppression is to rise 
above the working class and join the petty-pourgevisie. This idea results from the 
contradiction within students whe are coming to oppose this society but who still re- 
tain many ideas taught py it. Recognizing oppression--put not having fully rejected 
the social structure which perpetuates it--they seek to overcome oppression within 
the existing structure. Often, they try to better themselves In addition, they be- 
lieve that they can use the capitalists’ money and programs (and ideas) to help the 
victims of capitalism. This tendency is expressed in “student power" demands: get- 
ting out of the working class; bettering tne conditions of the working class through 
"educating" the people. It is in Opposition to a revohitionary perspective exposing 
the institutions of the ruling class, ouilding a proad~vased movement attacking im- 
perialism and racism, 


| Predictably, tne Guardian leaves out the fact that QC SDS has always dis- 
tinguished between the reactionary nationalism of the SERK leadership and the national 
consciousness of many of the SEEK students who took part in the struggle. The reac- 
tionary nationalism--manifested in such statements as ''No white people can be worked 
with, all radicals are liberals in disguise" and the call for more black administrators 
(which, like black foremen and black cops, can only aid the system)--of the SEEK lead- 
ership was openly criticized by SDS. The national consciousness of most SEEK stu- 
dents, on the other hand, represents the spontaneous national awareness of a black per- 
son who realizes he is part of a Specially oppressed group, This can pe compared 

to a worker's spontaneous awareness tnat he is oppressed. But as a worker's conscious~ 
ness can either be restricted to a narrow trade union consciousness or developed into 

a radical consciousness-~so, too, can a black person's national consciousness become 
a reactionary nationalist consciousness or a revolutionary working class consciousness, 
Political leadership will decide the issue--out a revolutionary consciousness can never 
be oullt around demands which, by their very nature, Obscure the real nature of tne 
system, —— 


The Guardian's main contention was to show that if it wasn't for the QC SDS 
cnapter, there would be unity petween black and white radicals at QC. If tne SHS 
“hapter had only submerged its opposition, supported counter-revolutionary "student 
ower" demands, allied with reactionary nationalists (wno nad explicitly rejected any 
ilance with white students, liveral or radical)--ali would have been fine. What is 
-cpresented in this article is pathetic opportunism--a form of pandwagon politics 
which is highly prevalent among "New Left" radicals today. As most movements are 
-eteated from within, py not resolving their internal contradictions on the side of 
revolution, so too was it with the early 60's civil rignts movement, As the ante was 
upped, the "unity" between the oppressed black people and the wnite linerals wno con~_ 
‘rolled the movement but who had no genuine allegiance to altering tne society was 
pre for what it was--a moralistic, no-class outlook based on liperal guilt and sell~ 
ou t demands, This was also a fault of the “unity” built by the Communist Party in 
tne 30s {and today): a lack of a serious perspective for making revolution. The pathet- 
ic page opportunist "unity at any price" of tne Guardian represents, in anew form, 
fhe guilt politics of tne civil rights movement-~a chauvanist outlook--and support for 

‘student power. " 


In order for a struggle to reach a higher stage, one must resolve the con- 
-radictions on each level of struggle, If this is not done, counter-revolutionary and 
woe ideas will spread. If such ideas are not sharply criticized and defeated, they 
will become the basis of the movement, As revolutionaries, we look to the long range 
an val ot uniting students, working people and their allies to overthrow the capitalist 

lass, Along this road, we will suffer many defeats, many people will drop out and 
cotire movements will be crushed, But only a principled stand will lead to victory:

if tne Guardian had made this criticism, its remarks would have peen welcome, 
the Guardian went "beyond" this~-and in doing so, stepped over into opportunism 
id falsenood. It is only through constructive criticism that the movement will be 

iple to move forward--and only through constructive criticism can tne contradictions 
vetween black and white radicals pe overcome. It is not our task to forge a false and 
opportunist "unity" put to prepare the conditions for a genuine unity, SDS at Queens 
(ollege and elsewhere must fignt every manifestation of racism and must snow stu- 
Jents that it is against their interests to support racism. This will pe a long and 
Sicult struggle, put to support reactionary nationalism and "student power'' demanas 

only to avoid the real struggle, 





Los Angeles Teachers: 


DON'T FALL FOR THE SCHOOL BOND ELECTION TRAP, 


Neither this Bond Election, or any other like it, is going to solve the 
problems of the schools, The Bond Elections serve one main purpose- to 
pit teachers and parents against each other, 


Teachers are right to call for needed improvements in the schools. Workers 
are right not to allow themselves to be further robbed by taxes that don't 
provide good education anyway. But teachers are told that "parents are too 
stingy to pay the needed costs of education", while workers are told ''greedy 
teachers are holding up the community for more money", 


Through the Bond Election, the Board of Education, Supt. Crowther, and 
the big politicians are trying to pit teachers against other workers, in order 
to take the heat off themselves and their responsibility for the rotten school 
system, - 


The AFT and th ACT-LA leadership is trying to mislead teachers into 
working for the bond issues, and might even suggest that teachers walk out in 
protest if the propositions fail, THIS IS ABSOLUTELY WRONG, We mustn't 
walk out on the side of the bosses, against the working class parents, the masses 
of people who are our natural and necessary allies in the fight for good schools, 


Parents-Teachers- Students should get together and demand that much more 
be spent on the schools, and that the total costs be paid by the big corporations 
whom the schools are serving. 


What's Wrong With the Schools? Why are the Students Rebelling? 


The teaching and learning conditions in working class schools are intolerable, 
Schools are overcrowded, decaying, ill-equipped, and understaffed, Thousands 
of LA working class youth (between 1/3 and 1/2 of them) are forced out before 
graduating, Teacher turnover is about 30% a year.

California banks and corporations pay a measly $250 Million towards 
public a oo while school taxes falling on workers is ten times 
as great! Big business wants it to stay this way. The COMMITTEE FOR

election is headed by some of the biggest businesses in the area, The 
officers include top brass from Pacific Telephone, Knudsen Dairy, California

Furthermore, the rich make Billions in profits from ‘public services’ 
_ through their tax-free interest on bonds like school bonds, Last year Los > 
Angeles paid $20 Million in interest on past school bonds!

Some people are confused into supporting the elections because they see 
anti-working class racists like George Putnam, Floyd Wakefield and the Birch 
Society lined up on the other side, This crew is attempting to stir up more

The Black Panther Party deserves the commerdation of the entire left 
for calling this conference. Solidarity in the face of repression is the 
most urgent need of the movement tcday, and oniy the BPP, which is gen- 
erally recognized as the socialist vanguerd of the black liberation 
struggle, can command the morel authority necdet tc initiate it. 


It would be a grave error to underestimate the dangers inherent in 
the present attack on the democratic rights of the movement, despite the 
relative scarcity of openly fescist street-gangs, The police have acted 
in an increasingly fascsiste-like manner, mounting a4 Wave of brutal ase» 
saults on key sectors of the movement, #ided ane abetted by other gove 
ernmentail bodies with repressive legislation &@su ccurt injunctions, 


Nevertheless, this is not yet fascism. The decisive contest between 
fascists and revolutionists has not yet occurred, If it had, and fascism 
were here, this confererce could not take place openly and publicly, © 


The degree of political freedom available at any given time is 4 req 
sultant cf the relationship cf politicel forces, and will grow or di-~- 
minish in proportion to the intensity of the struggle for democratic 
rights. There have been no great victories in this area recently, not 
because of overwhelming pressure from reactionary forces, but because 
the movement has not yet closed ranks to fight for its rights, while it 
has mobilized only a fraction of its petential ‘allies. | | 


The United Front should be geared toward forming a broad, mass move- 
mentfmaintain and extend democracy. There is a base for such @ movement 
in broad layers of the population, especially the supereoppressed -- 
blacks, women, young people, GI's -- who feel an instinctive solidarity 
with rebels against the system.

Re- 
volutionaries must fight clear of entangling alliances that blur lines 
of political demarcation, They must continuslly press for uncompromising 
opposition to governmental repressions, and must be prepared to carry 
. out the struggle independentl; veyond the point where the liberals are 
willing to go. 


Full internal democracy should be the rule of any United Front, This 
is necessary to make room for full ideological confrontation between all 
tendencies, alming at the elaboration of a minimal program for the Amer- 
ican Revolution and the eventual formation of & paruy that will unify 
the scattered detachments or tne vangucrd in one disciplined organization. 


Unity must begin somewhere, The primary objective announced in the 
call for this conference was coumunity control of the police, In our 
opinion, too, this is the right plince to start, 
is any place in the eet where real fascist terror is a clear 
and present canger, it is in the black community, The danger is two-sidec. 
Coming fron the outside are the Bone >€, While within the community there 
are various cultural-nationalist, proto-fascist formations Which use de- 
magogic appeals for biask unity to mask their efforts to smash the so- 
cialist vanguard and suostitute themselves as rulers of the ghetto in 
profitable accomodation with the white-capitalist power structure,

To Win free of this dual threat, the black community must win the 
right to police itself: to select its otm police and to control then. 
through its own democratically--elected bodies, The struggle for this 
right can mobilize a key sector of the forces of the American Revolution, 
building the whole revolutionary movement in the process, Victory would 
be a decisive step in rolling back fascizm and establishing an outpost 
of power for the oppressed. Such a fundamental change in political-power 
relations in this country could provide a vital link in the transition 
from capitalism to 4 workers' power and a socialist society..

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NO MORE WAR RELATED EXTENSION COURSES 8 


From July 21-25, the extention course, "Guidance and Control of Tactical 
Missles') plans to be taught each day from 8:15 A.M. to 5:00 P.M. in 5704 Boelter 
Hall. Almost all of those attending are having their fees payed for by industrial 
companies and government. The$275 fee makes it almost prohibitive for any one 
else, except industrial and governemnt employees. Lecturers include : William 
McCorkle, Director of Research and Engineering, Army Missle Command, Huntsville 
Alabama; Gene yourkin, Head Analysis Branch, Infared Systems Division, Naval 
Weapons Center, China Lake, Calif. Other instructors include scientists affil- 
jated with Hughes Aircraft, McDonnel-Douglas Aircraft and Honeywell Inc. 

Tactical missles the topic of the course and the bulwark of U.S. weaponry, 
are used to coerce and intimidate people all over the world into acceptance of 
U.S. policies. These policies function only to protect bussiness interest 
abroad such as: United Fruit Company, Standard Oil, IBM, and Alcoa. The Mellon 
family, influential bankers and owners of Alcoa, are the same type of people 
who sit on the Board of Regents and decide who and what is to be taught. 
Specifically, a member of the Mellon family sits on the Board of Trustees of 
the University of Pittsburgh. It is no suprise that U.C. regents with similar 
financial interests would have such a courde as the Guidance and Control of 
Tactical Missles taught on campus. These missle systems are used to continue 
the oppression and suffering of working people and peasants throughout the 
world by U.S. and foreign bosses. 

Although working people pay for the maintenance of the university, 
through taxes, the university clearly serves the needs of the bosses. This is 
why they are having this extension course on how to shoot missles. This is why 
the university graduates comparitively large classes of engineers to fill the 
needs of industry. This is why social science classes function to justify and 
apologize for the continuing exploitation of working people here at home and 
abroad. | 7 

We must shut down this extention class and other extention classes of this 
nature that are to follow this summer(a deputy Secretary of the Air Force will 
be instructing a course on Avionics in August). We have the ability; we can 
fight Murphy Hall in the interests of working people all over the world. 

The fees that companies and the government are paying for their employees 
to take the course, come from industrial profit, squeezed out of working 
people. Because of this working people are the only ones who can strike back 
at this profit and its use. They are the only ones who can jeopardize the finan- 
cial position of the bosses, bosses like those who sit on the Board of Regents. 

This summer many students are participating in the SDS work-in, having 
gotten jobs in factories. They are learning and talking about workers" struggles. 
U.C.L.A. SDS will soon sponser a forum on the work-in.

STUDENTS JOIN WITH WORKERS! 


While the corporations rake in all-time record 
profits from the 'boom!' economy, things are getting 
much worse for workers. Workers, not rich people, 
are dying in Vietnam. Higher prices and higher taxes 
make workers! paychecks able to buy less and less 
even though people work harder and longer hours, and 
more wives are working. Taxes are sky-high to pay 
for what the bosses need- like the war to conquer Vietnam, 
world-wide military bases, and control of space. But 
government services that are supposed to help workers- 
like hospitals, public transportation, and schools- are 
decaying. 


The racist bosses give a super raw deal to the black, 
Chicano, 2rd other non-white workers. Bosses and 
businessmen rnake a fortune by giving worse jobs and 
less pay to non-whites, and by selling worse stuff for 
higher prices inthe ghettos, They also push racism 
because it keeps workers divided and unable to fight 
the boss effectively (like what is going on in the 
construction industry in Fittsburgh and elsewhere), 





Workers are fighting back sharper than ever against these conditions. More and 
longer strikes, and more mass struggles around the public schools, welfare, and 
other 'services'. Many of us in the student movement are trying to build up mass 
student support for the workers in these fights. In dozens of strikes students have 
met and talked with workers, joined picket Jines, and distributed thousands of 
leaflets taking the workers side. The grape strike, the Herald Examiner, and the 
recent food clerks strike are examples in the L.A. area, This year we will continue 
supporting workers struggles, and we will pay special attention to building an alliance 
with workers employed by the university-run hospitals, and the campus workers who 
are oppressed by the univesity as their boss. 


Why the Worker - Student Alliance 


We think that the workers are right and their demands should be met by the 
companies or government, We have come to sce that all the major problems stem 
from the conflict of interest between the working class and the small class of people 
who own and run everything. As radical students active in Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS), Progressive Labor Farty, and black Stucent Unions, we are 
encouraging our fellow students to ally with workers interests. We encourage them 
oppose the businessmen's war in Vietnam and their other attempts to dominate 
workers overseas. We oppose the University expanding into working class neighbor- 
hoods throwing people out of their homes; we oppos* university research into how 
to 'cool' (suppress) the ghetto. We are against the ‘labor relations!’ classes and 
the cop-training courses that train people to keep down and to attack workers. 

We demand an end to R.O.T.C. because it trains officers for the US armed forces 
which are used @gainst the working class overseas and at home. 


Colleges Are Run By the Bosses, In the Bosses! Interests 
We are fighting the same enemy that workers are up against, Billionaire banker 


David Rockefeller is in the Board of Trustees of Harvard. The Regents of the 
University of California include Catherine Hearst of the union-busting Hearst 


family (owner of Herald Examiner). Also there's Norton Simon, president of 
Camda Dry and Hunt-Wesson foods, that exploits farm and factory workers. The 
Regents include directors of over 20 of the largest corporations in California and 
the West. The same is true for any other college in the country. They are all 
run by big business executives. That is why they teach anti-working class ideas, 


The colleges teach the students that they are superior to workers; that workers 
lack the ability or ambition to get ahead. Many college students become public 
school teachers who pass on these ideas and attitudes, Others become supervisors 
or administrators who more directly hold the workers to the grindstone for the 
bosses. But we think that the majority of students can be gotten to reject the pro- 
ruling class ideas and careers. Our fight on campus is to stop the bosses' univer- 
sity and to win students to the side of workers.. 


The Work-In 


| Any workirg class victory against the bosses and bankers is a step against the 
bosses! ability to oppress people at home and overseas. While supporting workers' 
struggles against the companies, however, we are critical of things in the workers 
movement that hold them back, like: Racism, which pits white against black wak ers 
instead of against the bosses; union misleaders who sell out the workers; patriotism 
which keeps workers fighting on the side of the bosses’ national government instead 
of supporting fellow workers around the world; and anti-communism which prevents 
workers from seeing the need to go beyond the bosses rules and laws. These are 
the biggest tools that serve the bosses and split the rank and file. 
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Workers have the numbers and the 
power to beat back anything that the 
bosses and their government can 
throw at them. Only workers havc: 
the potenti2l power to chaz ~2 this 
oppressive system of boss rule and 
replace it with a system of worker 
rule, a system which serves the 
_ people- Socialism.

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The company is afraid of being c"lled ''Teledyne" which is a giant 
octopus corporation that has bought dozens of companies since 1963. 
The company wants to go by the name ''Fackard-Bell"' which they say | 
is a happy little team of TV makers. It is not so happy with the bosses' 
low pay, speed-up, short work breaks, and little job security. Tele- 
dyne's real goal is profit, not workers' welfare or a good product for 


the public.

Teledyne took in a profit of over $26,400, 000 in 6 months ending = 
last April. This money in the corporate pockets was taken from the _ (eos 
laboring of 26,000 workers. This is over $1000 per worker in just six Se 
months! In their drive for even higher profits the company has move oe 
the black and white TV production to Japan where the labor is even | 
cheaper than in the U.5. 

‘This move to Japan is typical of what the bosses do, The government 
spends billions of dollars of our tax money and drafts us to keep other 
areas of the world open as a source of cheap labor for the bosses! 
profit. This keeps our wages down; we Call this imperialism. 

Thus Teledyne has an interest in keeping wars like the Vietnam 
war going so that it can keep the labor there cheap for more invest- 
ment (if the government beats the Vietnamese people maybe Teledyne 
will move the rest of their TV production to Asia.) This is why Tele- 
dyne is glad to make a profit off of the 10% war-tax surcharge by making 
explosives systems in another division. 


The only way the company is going to back down on issues like 
speed-up, low pay, and job security, is by being forced to with a 
strike. Teledyne must be told: ''Meet the demands or there will be no 
production at all.'' The union has been trying to talk Teledyne into 
meeting its demands for many weeks. Neither talk nor one-hour "strikes" 
will win: The only way to win is a real strike where all their production ~ 


stops. 


We of the Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) are encouraging 
students to support the workers side against the bosses because the 
same people who control the Teledyne corporate monster control the ae 
University, the police and the government. The Universities and colleges _ 
try to turn students against workers and make them feel that they are | 
superior. They help to recruit students to scab on workers' strikes. 

We believe that any gain made by workers against the bosses is one step 
against those who run the Vietnam war, the draft, and high taxes. SDS 
has stopped strike-breaker hiring by University of California Regent — 
Hearst's Herald-Examiner at UCLA and California State College at 

Los Angeles. We will do the same for striking Teledyne workers.

owned by people like the Regents of the University. Racism is. 
the justification for giving lower ages and worse conditions to 
non=.hite workers, and for keeping the rages of all workers low. 
The wage differential betireen the wages of black and white 
workers results in $22 billion in profits--a good reason for the 
ruling class to push racism. 


The University perpetuates this racism in many ways: train- 
ing ROTC officers to put down rebellions in the ghetto; develop- 
ing various "community control” schemes, such as the Compton 
Project, to cover up the racist exploitation in non-white commun-~ 
ities; offering extension courses in “Apartment House Management," 
to help ghetto slumlords gouge higher rents out of their tenants; 
offering courses which teach that racism is an individual attitude 
without a material basis in the econmmy 


The most blatant example of the University's racism is its 
racist hiring practices. Thus, at UCLA black and Spanish-speaking . 


morkers are given the worst jobs and very low wages; this helps 


to keep all the campus workers divided against each other and 
weakens their fight for better conditions. 


Laura took a job in the Student Union cafeteria to kelp 
build an alliance between students and campus workers. 


One important aspect of the attack on Laura stems from her 


opposition to the Ethnic Studies Centers which the administration 


is now pushing very hard. She has criticized these centers as 
diversions from really building an anti-racist, pro-working class 
movement on the campus, and as.a racist attempt by the adminis- 
tration ta buy off honest people with phony programs and alot of

OPEN LETTER TO STUDENTS 


The past year of student activism has revealed very succinctly the 
integral relationship between the educational system and the military in 
American foreign policy. The Columbia and Harvard strikes have shown 
that the American university is not only doing military research and 
training officers in ROTC, but the humanities departments are working 
with the CIA and other government agencies to develop means of control 
and pacification of civilian populations. At Stanford the students did 
visible damage to the smooth functioning of the Stanford Research 
Institute. These areas of research are being used to develop means of 
controlling indigenous populations and suppressing dissent among these 
populations. In Berkeley these methods of suppression have been moved 
from the villages of Viet Nam to the classrooms of the American univer- 
sity. The students’ quest for solutions to America’s problems can only 
meet head on with the powers of the economic and political elite in this 
country. The problems of racism and foreign policy of America are not 
accidental. They are conscious tools to expand and increase the power and 
profit of a few Americans at the expense of the many. Racism for centu- 
ries has been used to separate working men and women on the job and in 
unions to prevent them from organizing for better living and working 
conditions. This same powerful elite has used its position as regents and 
trustees to further exploit racism, to exclude black and brown students 
from the university, to further develop the middle class racist conscious- 
ness, and to prevent active students from linking with black, brown, and 
white non-student radical movements. 

The student movement has tremendously expanded its understanding 
of the American economic and political system, and its use of education. 
The struggle against the war and the fight against increasing repression 
by the police and military must continue into and through the Summer. 

The Peace Action Council has made a call for students to participate 
in a march August 17 at the summer white house in San Clemente. This 
will be a coordinated effort between many peace organizations in Califor- 
nia. It is important for students to participate, to show support for these 
community and worker based organizations, to expand our struggles into 
labor and the community, and to build a future student-worker- 
community radical alliance.

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Standards of Student Conduct 


These Standards of Student Conduct and Disciplinary Action for violation of rules 
were established by the Board. of Trustees of the Los Angeles City Junior College 


District, September 2, 1969. 


A student enrolling in one of the Los Angeles Community Col- 
leges may rightfully expect that the faculty and administrators 
will maintain an environment in which there is freedom to learn. 
This requires that there be appropriate conditions and opportuni- 
ties in the classroom and on the campus. As members of the College 
Community, students should be encouraged to develop the capacity 
for critical judgment; to engage in sustained and independent 
search for truth; and to exercise their rights to free inquiry and 
free speech in a responsible, non-violent manner. 

Students shall respect and obey civil and criminal law, and 
shall be subject to legal penalties for violation of laws of the city, 
county, state, and nation. 

Student conduct in all of the Los Angeles Community Colleges 
must conform to District and college rules and regulations. Vio- 
lations of such rules and regulations, for which students are sub- 
ject to disciplinary action, include, but are not limited to, the 
following: 

1. Willful disobedience to directions of college officials acting 
in the performance of their duties. 

2. Violation of college rules and regulations including those 
concerning student organizations, the use of college facilities, or 
the time, place, and manner of public expression or distribution 
of materials. 

3. Dishonesty, such as cheating, or knowingly furnishing false 
information to the colleges. 

4. Unauthorized entry to or use of the college facilities. 

5. Forgery, alteration, or misuse of college documents, records, 
or identification. 


6. Obstruction or disruption of classes, administration, disci- 
plinary procedures, or authorized college activities. | 


7. Theft of or damage to property belonging to the college, a 
member of the college community, or a campus visitor. 


8. Disorderly, lewd, indecent, obscene, or offensive conduct or 
expression which interferes with the college’s primary educational 
responsibility or adversely affects a student’s standing as a re- 
sponsible member of the college community. 


9. Assault or battery, abuse, or any threat of force. or violence 
directed toward any member of the college community or campus 
visitor engaged in authorized activities. 


10. Use, possession, distribution, or presence on a campus while 
under the influence of alcoholic beverages, narcotics, or other 
dangerous drugs, such as marijuana and lysergic acid dilthylamide 
(LSD), except as expressly permitted by law. 


11. Possession, while on a college campus or at a college spon- 
sored function, of any of the following weapons (except persons 
given permission by the college President or his designated rep- 
resentatives or members of law enforcement agencies, as police 
officers) : any instrument or weapon of the kind commonly known 
as blackjack, sling shot, fire bomb, billy club, sandclub, sandbag, 
metal knuckles; any dirk, dagger, firearm (loaded or unloaded), 
as pistol, revolver, rifle, etc.; any knife having a blade longer than 
five inches; any switchblade longer than two inches; any razor 
with an unguarded blade; any metal pipe or bar used or intended 
to be used as a club; or any item, such as a chain, used to threaten 
bodily harm. 


Disciplinary Action 


Student conduct must conform to the Student Rules of Conduct 
established by the Board of Trustees of the Los Angeles: City 
Junior College District in collaboration with college administra- 
tors and students. Violations of such rules are subject to the fol- 
lowing types of disciplinary actions, which are to be administered 
by appropriate college authorities against students who stand in 
violation. Each of the Los Angeles Community Colleges shall es- 
tablish due process of law for administration of the penalties 
enumerated here. Penalties are listed in degree of severity, but not 
as chronological administration. College authorities will determine 
which type of penalty is appropriate. 

1. WARNING—Notice to the student that continuation or 
repetition of specified conduct may be cause for other disciplinary 
action. 


2. REPRIMAND---Written reprimand for violation of specified 
rules. A reprimand serves to place on record that a student’s con- 
duct in a specific instance does not meet the standards expected at 
the college. A person receiving a reprimand is notified that this 
is a warning that continued conduct of the type described in the 
reprimand may result in formal action against the student. 


3. DISCIPLINARY PROBATION—Exclusion from participa- 
tion in privileges or extra-curricular college activities set forth 
in the notice of disciplinary probation for a specified period of 
time. The imposition of disciplinary probation involves notifica- 
tion in writing of the reason for disciplinary probation to the stu- 
dent(s) or president of the student organization involved. 

4. RESTITUTION—Reimbursement for damage or for misap- 
propriation of property. Reimbursement may take the form of ap- 
propriate service to repair or otherwise compensate for damage. 


». SUMMARY SUSPENSION—A summary suspension is for 
purposes of investigation. It is a means of relieving the tension 
of the student body or individual class due to a serious infraction 
of student behavior standards, removing a threat to the well-being 
of the students, or removing for the good order of the college a 
student or students whose presence would prevent the continued 
normal conduct of the academic community. Summary suspension 
is limited to that period of time necessary to insure that the pur- 
poses of the summary suspension are accomplished, and in any 
case, no more than a maximum of 10 school days. Summary sus- 
pension is a type of suspension other than that ordinarily invoked 
by the instructor in the classroom. The College President, approp- 
riate administrator, or other staff member designated by the Presi- 
dent may summarily suspend a student when he deems it necessary 
for the safety and welfare of the college. 


6. DISCIPLINARY SUSPENSION—Disciplinary suspension 
follows a hearing based on due process of law. It shall be invoked 
by the College President, appropriate administrator, or other staff 
member designated by the President, upon students for misconduct 
when other corrective measures have failed or when the seriousness 
of the situation warrants such action. 


7. EXPULSION—An expulsion is a long term or permanent 
denial of all campus privileges including class attendance. The 
President of the college and/or the Board of Trustees may expel 
a student who has been convicted of a crime arising out of a cam- 
pus disturbance or, after a hearing by a campus body, has been 
found to -have willfully disrupted the orderly operation of the 
campus. The President shall submit periodic reports on all ex- 
pulsion cases to the Superintendent and the Board of Trustees.

The Board of Trustees has directed that the following policies 
relating to conduct on campus be distributed to each student. 


EXPULSION, SUSPENSION AND PROBATION OF STUDENTS 


Violation of Sections 41301 and 41302 in Article 1, Subchapter 3, Chapter 5, Title 5 of the California Administrative Code can result 
in disciplinary action on campus. The other statement attached is an expression of policy of the Board of Trustees as to acceptable 
campus conduct. 





41301. Expulsion, Suspension and Probation of Students. Following procedures consonant with due process established 
for the state college of which he is a student, any student of a state college may be expelled, suspended, placed on 
probation or given a lesser sanction for one or more of the following causes which must be state coliege related: 


(a) Cheating or plagiarism in connection with an academic program at a state college. 


(b) Forgery, alteration or misuse of state college documents, records, or identification or knowingly furnishing false 
information to a state college. 


(c) Misrepresentation of oneself or of an organization to be an agent of a state college. 


(d) Obstruction or disruption, on or off college propert 5 of the state college educational Process, administrative 
process, Or other college function. 


(e) Physical abuse on or off college property of the person or property of any member of the college community or of 
members of his family or the threat of such physical abuse. 


(f) Theft of, or non-accidental damage to, state college property; or property in the possession of, or owned by, a 
member of the college community. 


(g) Unauthorized entry into, unauthorized use of, or misuse of state college property. 
(h) On state college property, the sale or knowing possession of dangerous drugs, restricted dangerous drugs, or narcotics 
as those terms are used in California statutes, except when lawfully prescribed pursuant to medical or dental care, or 


when lawfully permitted for the purpose of research, instruction or analysis. 


(i) | Knowing possession or use of explosives, dangerous chemicals or deadly weapons on state college property or ata 
state college function without prior authorization of the state college president. 


(j) | Engaging in lewd, indecent, or obscene behavior on state college property or at a state college function. 

(k) Abusive behavior directed toward a member of the college community. 

(1) Violation of any order of a state college president, notice of which had been given prior to such violation and during 
the academic term in which the violation occurs, either by publication in the canipus newspaper, or by posting on an 
official bulletin board designated for this purpose, and which order is not inconsistent with any of the other 


provisions of this Section. 


(m) Soliciting or assisting another to do any act which would subject a student to expulsion, suspension or probation 
pursuant to this Section. 


(n) For purposes of this Article, the following terms are defined: 
(1) The term “member of the college community” is defined as meaning state college Trustees, academic, 
non-academic and administrative personnel, students, and other persons while such other persons are on state 
college property or at a state college function. 


(2) The term “state college property” includes: 


(a) real or personal property in the possession of, or under the control of, the Board of Trustees of the 
California State Colleges, and 


(b) all state college feeding, retail, or residence facilities whether operated by a college or by a state college 
auxiliary organization. 


(3) The term “deadly weapons” includes any instrument or weapon of the kind commonly known as a blackjack, 
slung shot, billy, sandclub, sandbag, metal knuckles, any dirk dagger, switchblade knife, pistol, revolver, or any 
other firearm, any knife having a blade longer than five inches, any razor with an unguarded blade, and any 
metal pipe or bar used or intended to be used as a club. ‘ 


(4) The term “behavior” includes conduct and expression. 


(o) This Section is not adopted pursuant to Education Code Section 23604.1. 


(p) The provisions of this Section as hereinabove set forth shall only apply to acts and omissions occurring subsequent to 
its effective date. Notwithstanding any amendment or repeal pursuant to the resolution by which any provision of 
this article is amended, all acts and omissions occurring prior to that effective date shall be subject to the provisions 
of this Article as in effect immediately prior to such effective date. 


41302. Expulsion, Suspension or Probation of Students; Fees and Notification. The President of the state college may 
place on probation, suspend, or expel a student for one or more of the causes enumerated in Section 41301. No fees or 
tuition paid by or for such student for the semester, quarter, or summer session in which he is suspended or expelled shall 
be refunded. If the student is readmitted before the close of the semester, quarter, or summer session in which he is 
suspended, no additional tuition or fees shall be required of the student on account of his suspension. In the event that a 
student who has not reached his twenty-first birthday is suspended or expelled, the President shall immediately notify his 
parent or guardian of the action by registered mail to the last known address, return receipt requested. 


During periods of campus emergency, as determined by the President of the individual campus, the President may, after 
consultation with the Chancellor, place into immediate effect any emergency regulations, procedures, and other measures 
deemed necessary or appropriate to meet the emergency, safeguard persons and property, and maintain educational 
activities. 


The President may immediately impose an interim suspension in all cases in which there is reasonable cause to believe that 
during a campus disturbance a student has interfered with the peaceful conduct of the campus by an act which is a cause 
for disciplinary action pursuant to-Section 41301 and-that,; unless-placed on interim suspension, such student would 
commit further acts of the same or a similar character. A student so placed on interim suspension shall be given prompt 
notice of charges and the opportunity for a hearing within not to exceed one week of the imposition of interim 
suspension. During the period of interim suspension, the student shall not, without prior written permission of the 
President or his designated representative, enter any campus of the California State Colleges other than to attend the 
hearing. Violation of any condition of interim suspension shall be grounds for expulsion. eee

| _BOARD OF TRUSTEES POLICY RELATING 
TO CONDUCT ON STATE COLLEGE CAMPUSES 






The following restatement of policy of the Board of Trustees of the California State Colleges is extracted from a resolution approved 
by the Board in November 1968. 


RESOLVED, By the Board of Trustees of California State Colleges, that this Board recognizes the need for a clear 
ee of those types of behavior considered wholly unacceptable within the College Community; and be it 
urther ' 


RESOLVED, That this Board wishes to indicate to staff, students, and visitors alike that any of the following violations of 
orderly conduct are to be considered cause for prompt and diligent corrective action on the part of appropriate officials, 
including college disciplinary proceedings and the bringing of criminal charges where appropriate: 


1. Obstruction or disruption of any authorized state college activity, including those of auxiliary organizations, 
whether on state college property or at any location then controlled by a state college. 


to 


Obstruction of either pedestrian or vehicular traffic on state college owned or controlled property. 


3. Physical abuse or detention of any member of the college community at any location or of any other person while 
that person is a visitor on state college owned or controlled property. 


4. Theft of or damage to state college property or property of any person while that property is on state college owned 
or controlled property. 


5. Conduct which endangers the health or safety of any person while on state college owned or controlled property or 
at any college sponsored or supervised function. 


6. Unauthorized entry to or use of any state college facilities, including buildings, grounds and equipment. 


7. Failure to comply with directions of college police and any other law enforcement officers while they are acting in 
the performance of their duties. 


8. | Illegal possession or use of firearms, explosives, dangerous chemicals or other weapons on state college owned or 
controlled property. 


9. Failure to comply with directions of a State College President or his authorized designee(s) while acting in the 
performance of his (their) duties. 


10. Disorderly conduct, breach of the peace, and aiding, abetting or procuring another to breach the peace on state 
college owned or controlled property or at any state college sponsored or supervised functions; and be it further 


RESOLVED, That this resolution is not to be construed as superseding any additional violations as specified by law, the 
administrative code, the resolutions of this Board, or the rules of any particular college.

The 
government has no interest in fightin racism but there are definite reasons why rank-and- 
file construction workers should immediately beain to chance the racial comnosition of 
their unions. In this leaflet we will try to show how the qovernment has used racism 
aqainst trade unionists and workina neonle in aeneral. 

The wace sains that working neonle have fought to achieve are beina ranidly eaten 
away by inflation. The rate of increase in the consumer vrice index in June was 7.2% ner 
year. At this rate anybody with savinas in the bank at 5% is Insing money. Under their 
new contract, the olumbers wage increases will barely keen even with inflation, while the 
buying nower of many other workina neanle aoes down. Feedina a family aets harder and 
harder. The nrice of chicken in San Dieao has qone un nearly 35% since January, and the 
price of beef continues to climb. 

But inflation hurts big business, too. It means that American qoods become too high 
to comnete in world markets, and the balance of payments is unset draining American cold 
sunplies.U.S. cornorations that do an increasina nronortion of their business abroad are 
nlaced at a disadvanrane, and therefore press for action against inflation. Anti-infla- 
tionary action, however, is tynically directed at working peorle. 

Inflation results when there is too much money and too few aoods to buy. The aovern- 
ment's answer is to reduce the amount of money workina neonle have te snend by increasina 
taxes (for examrle, the 10% surcharae), tiohtening credit, freezing waces and increasing 
unemnloyment through reduced government snending. All such measures fall hardest an 
working neonle, but contrary to inflation, unemnloyment is in the interest of big 
business, Unemn loyment forces down waqes and nuts oraanized labor at a disadvantace in 
collective baraainina. 

Thus, one move to fight inflation would be to ston the war in Vietnam. Billions of 
dollars are naid in wages because of the war, but no nroducts are made that neonle could 
use, creating the conditions for inflation. But the war in Vietnam is being fought for 
the larae cornorations. More and more of whom are makine large investments in Vietnam 
where wages are much lower than in the United States - the MAXIMUM wage in Saigon is 
$1.40 ner day. The low wages and chean raw materials (tunasten, for examnle) in Vietnam 
make possible trmendous profits for U.S. cornorations, so the huge inflationary exnendi- 
tures on the war continue. 

Instead, on Sentember 4 President Nixon slashed federal snendina in construction 
by 75% and threatened to cut off federal aid to states and cities unless they made a 
Similar cut in their spending. It was in the weeks just before this that the construc- 
tion trade unions were being most directly attacked for being racist. Demonstrations 
in Pittsburgh around August 25 shut down $200 million worth nf construction nrojects, 
and more recently construction in Seattle was shut d-wn after militant but brief demon- 
strations. Work was stonned at these nrojects after really minimal aqitation. These 
shutdowns, the government hones, will shift the blame for unemployment on to the acita- 
tion of Black neonle and in fact many of the attacks against the shutdowns have been 
directed not acainst the qovernment and bia business who are resnonsible but against 
Black workers. For construction workers to resnond in this way - as some have - is te 
hurt themselves and heln the bosses. 

“Maintaining racial snlits amonq working neonle is crucial te the carnorations. By 
naying Black workers less for the same work, cornorations make billions of extra profits 
every year. And being able to threaten to hire Black workers at lower waaces keens down 
the wages of all workers. Nixon's cut-back of construction spendina and the consequent 
decrease in the amount of work available makes it extremely difficult for the unions to 
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Te china to. <“amtiude Black workers. “causing: more racial conflicts: Thos while. using racism

Dear Friend: 

THE NEW MOBILIZATION COMMITTEE to End the War in Vietnam is mounting 
a FALL GFFENSIVE TO STOP THE WAR, STOP THE WAR MACHINE, STOP THE DEATH 
MACHINE. ft will culminate on November 15, in Washington and San Francisco, 
with what we can make the most significant antiwar demonstrations in 
American history. 

Qur plans are to assemble 500,000 demonstrators in Washington and 
250,000 in San Francisco on November 15. From evidence now available it 
appears that these protestors will represent the broadest spectrum of the 
American people: every variety of political affiliation, occupational 
category, ethnic background and economic circumstances. 

The Peace Movement, after years of slow growth, showed its muscle 
when it compelled the retirement of Lyndon Johnson. For almost a year 
now it has been much less active while Richard Nixon was given a chance 
to fulfill his campaign pledge to stop the war. The time has come for us 
to take the initiative again, and never to relax until all American troops 
are out of Vietnam. With opposition to the war so widespread we believe 
that political conditions exist which make possible the end of the war in 
a few months. 

By supporting the November 15 demonstrations Americans can tell

-Are fed up with Presidents who talk peace and wage war, 
-Are sick of the high taxes and inflation caused by the Vietnam war; 
~Are disgusted with G.1I.'s dying to maintain a dictatorship of petty

Draft of Suggested SLIG Position on Use of Violence 
The goals of SLIG are the noblest aspirations of mankind: 
universal peace, freedom, and brotherhood among all peoples. These 
ends can be achieved only by a movement which conducts itself on the 
highest humanitarian leveis reached by man. 


wLIG takes the position that civilized avenues still exist for 

resolving social disputes and the democratic, non=violeat approcch must 
be euployed. oSLIG is mindful that those in power almost invariably 
seek to thwart any peaceful social change or social redress ance hove no 
compunction egainst the use of force and violence to maintain tacir 
power and privileges. However, if a movement having humanitarian goals 
resorts to violence when other means are available, a complete totali-~ 
tarioan takeover is made much easier. : 


Violence is @#ifficult to control and is often irrational and 
ean be uscd by totalitsrian agents for their own ends. Furthermore, 
nany thoughtful and sympathetic persons who otherwise would be convinced 
of the logic and rightness of the cause advocated may be repelicd and. 
alienated by wiolence. 


Ths alternative to violence is sound political and economic 
action directed toward a complete social change to a classless and 
thoroughly democratic society. Political action should serve primarily 
as a means of education. But the real power of modern socicty is 
ECOMOUIC POWER. To make use of this, all those who do the work of our 
socicty must organize in the means of production, distribution and the 
services to take, hold, and operate these democratically in the interests 
of all society. Such economic organization can be used by the majority 
to overcome any usurping military or police force used by the ruling 
class minority which profits from imperialism, war, and exploitation.

Dear Mr. Schmidt: 


A group of concerned citizens has recently organized themselves into 
The Committee United for Political Prisoners. The immediate cause for 
organizing was the most recent arrest of Bobby Seale, National Chairman 
of the Black Panther Party, who, as you may remember, was jailed and 
held without. bail for several weeks. 


Bobby was suddenly removed from his jail cell here in San Francisco and 
taken to Chicago without benefit of proper judicial process--AND ALL THIS 
WHILE HIS LAWYERS WERE ARGUING HIS CASE IN THE COURTS. He is one of the 
"Conspiracy 8"' currently on trial in a Federal Court in Chicago. At that 
trial, Bobby Seale has been subjected to the brutal and inhuman treatment 
of being gagged and chained, denied his constitutional right of legal 
counsel and the ability to defend his own case. This mockery of justice 
cannot be tolerated. Most recently, Bobby is charged with being in con- 
tempt of court and has received a sentence of four years imprisonment. 


We are concerned with the steady and relentless pressure being brought 
against the leadership of the Black Panthers, the students, the war 

draft resisters and other minorities. We may or may not agree entirely 
with their programs, but we are agreed that the present political climate 
in this country is repressive, that the treatment of unpopular minority 
views in our courts is a severe test of our judicial processes; and that 
we, as conscionable people have a responsibility to see that ALL POLITICAL 
PRISONERS shall not lack funds for an adequate and thorough legal defense. 


We ask you to join us in this effort. Funds are urgently needed now.

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REFORM OR REVOLUTION? 


Sinee the inception of the student movement, we have preached revolution 
and practised reform. To justify this, some of us constantly reminded ethers 
that the gum tetal of reform equals revolution. The dicotomy is that we weren't 
puysuing tetal reform, we just wanted a few minor concessions, ie Black Studies, 
E.0.P., wore Black instructors, etc. 

I have heard long and heated debates as to our effectiveness on the verious 
eampuses, Hewever, I don't think the issue merits debate. All we have to do 
is ask ourselves some ibasic questions and the answers to these questions will 
settle the dispute. Before we deal with these questions, certain things should 
be pointed sut, First of all, this is not a condemnation of our effort, Secendly, 
we are aware that revolutions aren't created overnight. Lastly, we must study 
the past in order to prepare for the future. 

All of our efforts on campus was dene in the name of the Black community. 
Hes the condition changed in our community through the reform we have brought 


about on campus? Has the plight of Black students been improved? Is the University 


meeting the of our commnity? Has the community been assisted in any manner by us? 
Based on our time and effort, have any of the irrelevancies that we have accomplished 
been worthwhile? Without a doubt, the answer to all of the aforementioned questions is 
an unequivocal "NO." 

Perhaps the most important question that we should address ourselves to is the 
question of control, i.e. the seizure of power. Have we gained any control of the 
university? Or better still, has the community gained any control of the university? 
If the ancwer is no, which it is, then according to Frederick Douglass, our Black 
Szudies, EOP, etc. is meaningless. 

N'No man can truly be free whose liberty is dependent upon the 
thought, feelings and actions of others, and who has himself no 
means in his own hands for guarding, orotecting, defending and 
maintaining that liberty...I know no class of my fellowmen, how- 
ever just, enlightened and humane which can be wisely and safely 


trusted absolutely with the liberties of any other class."

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FASCISM IS COMING 
by: Wayne Harpe 
Oncoming fascism in this country must be dealt with according to Angela Davis as she 

spoke last Thursday, in Science 144 before a crowd of 200 students. 

"We have to defeat and humiliate the fascist tactics of this country in Asia and 
South America," she said. ‘Vietnamese, according to Miss Davis, see Black People, the 
anti-war movement and Chicanos as allies in their fight against U.5. imperialism. Miss 
Davis said mobilization with other oppressed people in the world is essential. 

"We must be the toothaches of society and warn them of fascism," said Miss Davis. 
"People must increase their political awareness and a majority must see that revolution 
is worthwhile," 

"The ruling forces are violent, not the people defending themselves," Miss Davis 
said. "Justice is a fallacy. Oppressed people must go into the streets to resist the 
fascist tactics of the American government." 

"My case is completely insignificant in the context of the rest of the oppression 
in this country," she said. Miss Davis cited the case of Bobby Seale, Black Panther 
Party leader as an example. 

"Professors must make education and knowledge more relevant to the real world, It 
must unmask the evils of society. Education must not tell the lies of beauty, freedom, 1li- 
berty and justice in America," according to Miss Davis. 

"The only reason we are allowed to enter into college is because people have 
struggled in the streets and died," she said. 

"The system is afraid of Black Studies because it will bring out the truth of the 
system." The speech went on to explain that Americans do not want to learn from the 
American revolution, instead they want to stand back and view it through a window. They 
also treat education in the same manner. Black people must search the past for many of 
the answers to today's problems. 

"Tn keeping the traditional three "R's, reading, 'riting and rithmetic," said Miss 


Davis, "we must get rid of three more "R's, Reagen, Rafferty and the Regents." 


We here at the Community Relations Center 
are in dire need of business - your business, 
We are located’at 4506.

Millions of people are opposed to the war in Vietnam at this 
point. Many of them plan to show that opposition by marching on 
San Francisco on November 15. ° We think that this is terrific. 
But we feel that the leadership of the Moratorium—the ones who 
are really calling the shots, like McGovern, Harris, and factory- 
owner Jerome Grossman, who founded the whole thing—are attempting 
to. manipulate this dissatisfaction and lead it down a dead end. 
Liberal leaders like McGovern, Kennedy, Muskie, et al, all of 
whom support negotiations, are attempting to smash the anti-war 
movement, to lead it into pacifism and phony solutions. ODS is 
going to San Francisco on the 15th to attack these phonies and 
their deals, and to build a movement that can really fight to get 
the US Out of Vietnam Now! No Negot:.avions! 

There are two ways that opponents of America's involvement in 
Vietnam can view the war: either it is a ‘national tragedy’ or 
34 is an inevitable result of a foreign policy geared to oppressing 
people all over the world. The bigwigs behind the Moratorium 
mouth the first, and their fig leaf, the Student Mobilization 
Committee, calls Vietnam ‘Richard Nixon's war'—-as if Nixon were 
the sole one to blame and things would be different without him 
Broun . . 

Not only is this ‘national tragedy' argument dead wrong, but 
it is also used as a cover for what the US is really doing in 
Vietnam. American business depends on keeping Southeast Asia 
and all other underdeveloped countries 'free' as a source of 
cheap labor(in Saigon, for example, there is a maximum wage law 
of $1.40/day!) and raw materials. For big business, maintaining 
American presence in °_etnam is vital, not only in terms of 
investment there. but in terms of controlling all. of Southeast 
Asia and discouraging other revolutionary movements. 

Our involvement in Vietnam, then, is no mistake. And 
negotiations are simply a tactic to the same end—-continued 
domination of Vietnam. By painting it as a horrendous blunder, 
liberal politicians and businessmen hope to divert the war's 
opponents into meaningless struggles and not fighting. 

The politicians, like the businessmen they serve, recognize 
the growing resentment against the war and are fighting Tor 
their lives to ury to keep it moderate and respectable. They 
fear a movement thot fights imperialism, that buiids concrete 
struggles against ROTC, racist expansion, and that allies with 
campus workers. the administrators/who are wholeheartedly 
supporting the Moratorium are the same administrators who called 
the cops to smash anti-ROTO campai-ns all across the country. 
They viciously exploit and oppress campus workers, especially 
Black workers: two were killed at Columbia in the last six 
months, while now the men who run Columbia say they're for 
'peace'! These rulers do not want to change the system—they 
simply want to cover up the facts that they benefit from it. 

The Moratorium is their bid to do so. 


Rather than allying with businessmen, liberal politicians, and 
university administrators, we think that a movement must be built 
that fights against them on the side of working people. It is 

workers who are forced to die in and pay for a war fought in the 
interests of the rich. Workers have both the power and the need 
to make change in this country. As future teachers, social workers, 
‘and clerical workers, we must have a perspective of allying with 
workers if we are to win anything. This alliance can most easily 
begin on campus where workers face low wages and lousy working 
conditions from the same enemy who oppresses students: university 

bosses. At this point, when big business is pushing liberalism 
“+o smash the movement, it is crucial that we take concrete actions 
against university administrators. 

One way to build this ongoing struggles is to attack the liberal 
vagueries and smokescreens of the Moratorium and the Mobilization. 
To do this we must go to San Francisco and raise anti-imperialist 
politics.

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7,500 students and workers chanted:"1,2,3,4, Vietnam's a Bosses' War,5,6,/7,8, 
Nothing to Negotiate," Fight Imperialism, Support the Striking GE Workers," and "Fight. 
Racism, Ally with Campus Workers," at a militant and spirited demonstration called by SDS 
in Washington on November 15th at General Electric's Washington office, the Department 
of Labor, in support of the 147,000 striking GE workers. around the country. And on the 
West Coast, over 500 people held a similar demonstration at GE's San Francisco office. 
Despite rumors in the New York Times that SDS is on the verge of death, these demonstra- 
tions clearly indicated that SDS is more alive than ever. 


The demonstrations represent a qualitative step forward for the anti-war movement. 
For the first time in its history, national actions against the war clearly linked the 
struggles of the Vietnamese people and American working people. The Vietnam war was 
not a "mistake," it was necessitated by the needs of big business to expand its markets 
and to seek sources of cheap labor abroad. The Vietnamese people rather than submit 
to US domination, fought back. The US government, realizing the strategic importance 
of Vietnam to the rest of Southeast Asia and the example it could set to liberation struggles 
throughout the Third World, has committed its massive military machine to defeat the | 
Vietnamese people, 


GE Workers and Vietnamese are Fighting the Same Enemy 


And the General Electric workers are fighting the same bankers and corporation 
executives that the Vietnamese people are; General Electric plays a leading role 
in the US effort to dominate the world economy through its 115 foreign subsidiaries. 
It is constantly moving factories out of the country in search of cheap labor and 
high profits abroad. This hurts American workers by increasing unemployment and. 
lowering wages at home. General Electric is the nation's second largest defense 
contractor; its defense production is used to attack the struggles of the Vietnamese 
people and the rebellions of Black workers in this country. In summation, General 
Electric workers and the Vietnamese people are fighting the same enemy, US imperial- 
ism (the world-wide economic and political system dominated by the biggest US 
corporations and banks that exploits and oppresses people throughout the world for 
the profit of a small group of men). The demonstration in Washington was the first 
national action to forge an alliance between students and workers to fight against 
US imperialism.

The New Mobilization Committee (Mobe) had the opposite pe ogc Instead of 
turning to the working ‘class, the Mobe turned to the liberal rulers, the McGoverns 
and Goodell's'. {both of whom spoke at their demonstration) - the same guys who 
have backed the war.in Vietnam for years, supporting the Gulf of Tonkin resolution, 
all appropriations, etc! Through the "March Against Death", they built pacificism 
and the idea that the way to Change things is through a non-violent appeal to the 
conscience of the rulers. This denies the right of the Vietnamese to kick the US 


out of Vietnam, and the right of GE workers to defend themselves when attatked on the 
picket line, as they have been all across the country. So set were the Mobe on 


building these ideas - which obscure the fact that the enemy is imperialism and 
that it can be fought only by allying with working people - that it actually tried to 
prevent SDS from having this demonstration. When we asked the Washington Police 
for a rally permit, we were informed that permits were being issued to the Mobe 
only, and we would have to ask them for one. The police had chosena good ally. 
The Mobe refused to get us a permit, and in fact, even tried to bribe us out of 
doing anything. if we didn't have our demonstration and made a public statement in 
Support of the Mobe, they would give us a movement center, housing, anything we 
wanted.

(15¢) 
These articles present a definition of "white-skin privilege" and its effects on the working class and 
the movement. From the basis of proletarian politics they argue the necessity for whites to repudiate 
the white-skin privilege in order to build a revolutionary movement of the entire working class. 





Vietnam," "Free Puerto Rico," "Power to the Peopie," "Free Bobby Seale," and "Ho Ho Ho Chi Minh, the 
NLF is Gonna Win." We were joined by hundreds of community people, mostly Puerto Ricans, as people 
yelled encouragement and flashed fists from the sidewalks and tenement windows. The march ended at 

Humboldt Park, in the center of a Puerto Rican community, with a rally honoring Pedro Albizu Campos (the 
late Puerto Rican independence leader) and two members of the Latin Kings who were murdered recently by | 


Chicago cops. 


The RYM I! actions should be criticized on several grounds: they were poorly organized; the political message 
should have been communicated to the people in a clearer, more direct manner; they demonstrated again that 
we must continue to fight white chauvinism and male chauvinism within the Movement -- that these are per- 
sistent and real problems. These and other criticisms are being discussed within RYM Il groups at present. 


We feel that the RYM Ii actions were generally acucessful and that they point a strategic direction that the 
Movement should continue to take. From these actions -- hastily organized in less than four weeks -~ we 
learned without a doubt that we can take anti-imperialist politics to the people and be received well. We 
learned the importance of serving the people. We learned that students can begin to build, in practice, 
unity with working class people, black, brown and white, on the basis of militant, anti-imperialist politics. 
We returned from Chicago "high on the people" (a term used by Fred Hampton, Chairman of the Illinois 
chapter of the Black Panther Party). We have now to follow up this beginning effort with a lot of concrete 
work among the people. 7 


We learned also from the Weatherman actions of that week. We learned of the dangers and futility of sep- 
arating ourselves from the people -- of trying to make the revolution without the people, detatched from the 
people. We learned that Weatherman tendencies are in all of us -- our impatience, our empiricism, our 
adventurism. On the basis of their action, we are confirmed in our contentions that revolutionary power 
and potential rests with the international proletariat; that in this country the class strategic for revolution 

is the working class, both black, brown and white; that it is the coordination and mutual support between 
the struggles by the American proletariat and those of the rest of the world proletariat which will produce 
revolution in this country. 


On the other hand, the internationalism, the anti-imperialism and the militancy of the Weathermen and 
women, had it been founded in working class politics and practice, would have been right on. Militant 
anti-imperialism is an absolutely necessary corrective to, some of the other faces of the "Fall Offensive, ° 
which put on the mask of lowest common denominate:: politics ("Stop the War," "Bring the Troops Home") 
without talking about the reason for the war -- American Imperialism. Now that everybody, including 
Nixon, is on the bandwagon to get us out of Vietnam, we must deal with the dangers of co-optation by 
two methods: first, by showing that the war is a systematic manifestation of American imperialism, rather 
than an accident, and secondly, by building a movement whose militancy is the expression of the people's 
recognition of their own oppression, rather than the militants’ guilt over their own class or white~skin 
privileges. 


The Chicago actions should not be viewed as sectarian. They happened in the context of intense ideological 

- struggle -- true. There could have been a bigger action had there been unity rather than two actions -- true. 
But building actions around unity with black and brown groups as RYM Il did is hardly sectarian. We realize | 
that SDS is not the whole Movement but this struggle has importance for the future direction of the entire 
Movement. And by struggling with other tendencies in the white left we will reach a stronger unity on a bet- 
ter basis than now exists. We at REP believe this struggle must take place and advocate that it proceed ina 
principled manner, following a model of “unity - criticism - unity. " We have explained our advocacy of the 
unity - criticism - unity model in our introduction to "Debate Within SDS: RYM II vs Weatherman. "

Yesterday at 12 Noon the Asian Radical Movement called a rally in 
Meyerhoff Fark to protest the fixing of militant Black worker Charles 
Bargaineer. Following the rally, a group of students marched to Kerchoff 
Hall to confront Brugger and demand the rehiring of Bargaineer. Brugger, 
however, stuck to the racist position of the Administration and a sit-in 
resulted, 

At 8:30 campus cops broke into the room where the sit-in was taking 
place and arrested all those inside. Now 32 students are being held on 
kidnapping charges, 

The issue of rehiring Charles Bargaineer arose when he was fired for 
taking an "unauthorized" break. (It ,aould be noted that the bosses in the 
cafeteria have a tradition of denying the workers breaks and lunches.) 

This reason is just a cover-up. This is just an excuse to hide the blatantly 
racist employment practices of the Administration, 

Confronted with the possibility of a Campus Worker-Student alliance 
that fights for real working class demands and fights the super-exploitation 
of the Black and Brown workers on campus, the Administration reacted in a 
way that shows they clearly understand what is at stake. They know that if 
the campus workers and the students ever get together to really actively 
organize and fight, they will hit at the heart of the Administration as a 
boss -- they will start hitting at the fat profits the university makes from 
racism, 

The Administration, like all bosses, reacts violently when its profits 
are threatened by pro-working class politics. No longer content with such 
charges as "unlawful assembly", they are now laying felony charges on the 
Students involved. They intend to not only break any possible coalition but 
likewise to scare off other students and campus workers, Abandoning their 
liberal facade, the ugly face of racism and exploitation of campus workers 
has been revealed, 

we should not be cowed down by the scare tactics of the University. The 
Coalition's excuse of supporting the politics but not the tactics is a cop-out, 
The politics determine the amount of militancy to be used, There can be no 
half-stepping in dealing with this racist policy of the University.

che re-hiring of Charles. Bargaineer, a black worker in the cafeter: 
Fired for taking a break at the wrong time, Four of the students 
arrested were bystanders totally uninvolved with the Sit-in. 

These students and workers Sat-in after weeks of intense effort 
to improve the wages 590 PeiraNG conditions of campus workers, most 
of whom attempt to support families on $1.75 an hour, Many workers 
have expressed their own feelings of powerlessness to improve condi-~ 
tions and to organize in the face of arbitrary firings such as that 
of Charles Bargaineer (The University refuses to recognize the 
right of collective bargaining!. Thirty students thus felt impelled 
to take action after months of being ignored by the University. These: 
students now face felony charges as a result of their concern for 
.Neir brothers: charges designed to crush dissent on this campus.

The State Devartnent's decision to allow Americcns to join 
the armed forces of Israel without losing their citizenship has 
nddoa to the alrendy existing state of distrust in the Arab 
world towirds Woshington's sincerity in finding a just 
settlement to the crisis in the Middle scst. 

Such 2 move by Washington was not surprising to the Arab 
people, for most of them have been convinced for a long time 
that America has committed herself to Israel and her expansion= 
ist policy in Arab land.

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WORKERSAND STUDENTS SUFFER AT HANDS OF MARIANNA CORF, 


Rumors are circulating widely that a new food service may be contracted for the . 
Marianna cafeteria starting next quarter. This may or may not mean better food. What 
there is a good chance of its meaning, however, is the firing of some if not all of the 
present cafeteria workers, 


Workers are now making $1.65/hr in the cafeteria for hot, dirty work, The em- 
ployees are mostly older men and women who have families to support. Some are 
Mexican-A mericarswho are forced to take such poor low-paying jobs because of dif- 
ficulty with English, With no benefits and certainly no job security, it seems that even 
these jobs themselves are being threatened. Some of us may feel that the obviously 
poor quality of food is the workers’ fault, In reality, it's the quality of food from the 
start and not the workers’ service or preparation that's at issue. Cafeteria workers 
aren't given a choice about the quality of food they must serve. The blame, instead, 
lies with the CantemCorporation, who runs the cafeteria, and the Marianna Corporation, 
which contracts out the food service operations. aan 


Mr. Ruggiero claims that he is 'negotiating'' with the Canteen Corperation and 
perhaps other food service companies. There is a strong possibility that if a new 
company takes over cafeteria operations that present employees will be fired, Since 
the cafeteria workers now at Marianna are very capable, we feel that any contract 
between Marianna and a new food service company should stipulate that all present 
employees must be retained. Mr. Ruggiero refuses to deny or coniirm the possi llity 
of tha workers losing their jobs and workers have been kept guessing for several 
weeks about their means of making a living. What this adds up to 1s no jeb security - 
and particularly now at a time when Christmas bills are piling up. ; a 


What Mr. Ruggiero would like to do is to keep stalling his ''negotiations" until 
students have left for the holidays and workers have been layed off. Then the firings 
could take place with little way of workers and students fighting back together. This 
is typical of the way in which bosses try to keep workers divided and oppressed as 
well as preventing students from allying with them. We think Marianna residents should 
be aware of the kind of conditions people are forced to work under in the cafeteria and ~ 
exactly where the blame must be put for poor food - at the door of the Canteen Corpor 
ation and Mr. Ruggiero, Those who exploit cafeteria workers daily here and those who- 
profit off the sky-high rent we pay at Marianna belong to the same class of people - 
the boss or ruling class to whom profit is always primary and people and their needs 
secondary. We think here at Marianna that students could and should play a big Part 
in supporting the just struggles of cafeteria workers.

One of the largest SDS National Council (NC) 
meetings ever was convened in New Haven, Dec. 
27, The meeting, the first since the damacing 
‘Walkout in June, showed SDS is growing despite 
newspaper stories about our ‘death’, There are 
problems, Rut they’re the problems that arise when 
you struggle to build a fighting, anti-imperialist 


anti-racist moveiment that allies with workers, 


The ruling class did a lot to prevent it. At one 
big Midwestern school, we were told we could 
surely have the place for the NC. Then, suddenly, 
the deans had a change of heart, Sorry, they said. 
Out of the question, Why? ‘Well, you’d ve Sur- 
prised,’ one of them told us, what arole the Nixon 
administration plays in running these colleges.’ 
That was the story at school after school, At 
first: ‘yes, you can have it here, no problem at 
all.? Then: ‘Sorry, turns out it can’t he done !? 


But we got a place, 1000 people showed despite 
the rulers and a rotten snow-rain-slush storm 
that shut down major airports and made roads im- 
passable, People came from San Diego, Los An- 
geles, Palo Alto, Providence, Tallahassee, Salt 
Lake City, New York, San Franciso, Chapel Hill, 
Boston, Iowa City, East Lansing, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, cities in Canada and many other places, 


NCs usually have two parts, First is an edu- 
cation conference with panels and workshops, Then 
comes the actual council meeting -- usually short- 
ay, It consists of floor debate and voting on reso- 
lutions, Votes are of course not binding on local 
chapters, But the meetings are an important op- 
portunity to hash out ideas, proposals clarify the 
thrust of the organization and provide a direction 
for the national headquarters staif and the three 
secretaries and other members of the National 
Interim Committee, which meets between NCS. 


Most of the time we had workshops, Discussion 
focused on allying with workers -- should we, 
what does it mean, how is it done? With this 1o- 
cus, we discussed campus worker-student alli- 
ance, the war, racism, male chauvinism, culture 
and individualism, The outcome was 4 step for- 
ward.(See the main resolution passed, FIGHT INi- 
PERIALISM, ALLY WITH CAMPUS WORKERS 
in this issue of NLN.) 

The resolution views allying with campus work= 
ers not just as being good in itself, but as an im- 
portant step in developing a much broader move- 
ment of millions of workers and students around 
eood politics, Forgirig a full-scale worker -student 
alliance is necessary to really fight the big busi- 
nessmen who run this country, to fight their oppres- 
sion of workers and students, their war against the 








Vietnamese people, the rotten, racist, male chau-~- 
vinist ideology that props their rule, Students and 
workers BOTH need that alliance! Students, be- 
cause even those who don’t drop out or go to two- 
year schools for the most part wind up either 
skilled workers or ‘mental’ workers, who are op- 
pressed; because the war, which they rightly op- 
pose, is rooted in this system; because the rotten 
ideas they get force~fed benefit only this system’s 
rulers, Workers, because they produce everything 
and in every way get exploited, are oppressed by 
the thieves who own the US, This is especially 
true for black and women workers! Both groups 
need the alliance, and our experience shows it can 
be built, 


But, like all new things, it’s hard to make 
workerestudent alliance a reality, It hasn’t been 
done before in the U.S. The old SDS leaders - the 
fake-radicals who walked out at the June conven-~ 
tion because people saw through them ~ bitterly 
opposed building this alliance, They tried to sabo- 
tage it every step. They preferred anti-worker 
activities, Well, the organization survived them, 
And it got along after they walked out, It’s now 
stronger than ever, much more pro-working class, 
But that just makes the question sharper -- How 
do we actually begin concretely to build this al- 
liance? 


Some would say, Start with steel workers,’ 
Sounds good, They're key, and the system attacks 
them hard, Of course, we should back their strikes, 
talk politics, get to know them, But with what 
workers can we actually, in a conrete practial 
Wavy, begin to develop that fighting movement, ain 
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This does not - or should not - mean dropping 
or Slighting other asv-ects of fightingimperialism -- 
around ROTC, war research and recruiters, racist 
courses, etc, (This is especially true around GE 
Strike supnect -- hich is very important political- 
, k should be expanded, Campus worker- 
student ailiance and other political questions should 
be linked -- by actually joining demands in a carn- 
paign, by relating them in speeches and discussion 
and leaflets, An internationalist movement is what 
we must build! But we should see building the 
campus worker-Student alliance as of central im- 
portance, 


INDIVIDUALISM AND CULTURE 


The original draft of the campus worker-stu- 
dent alliance resolution began with a section on 
individualism and culture, This was dropped from 
the resolution and became a separate discussion 
paper during the NC, The writers felt the or- 
ganization should not at this time vote on these 
questions, thatneed much more discussion, 


And there was a lot of good discussion around 
culture and individualism, Rather than attempt to 
put forward my own ideas, let me present some 
of the questions discussed, 


How completely should we relate culture -from 
art to attitude. * our political work? How much, 
for instance, } isolation of various chapters 
rooted in indiviaua..sm? Is this the wrong word to 
use? Does its use imply some limiting of crea- 
tivity? What’s our estimate of psychedelic cul- 
ture? [Is if different from or similar to the ‘get 
ahead quick over anybody’s body’ thinking com- 
monly associated with bourgeois ideas? Is anything 
wrong with brief skirmishes with psychedelia? 
That is, whether or not hippy culture’s bad, is 
anvthing wrohg with an occasional puff or popped 
pill? How should we deal with these questions on 
campus? Do we have to fight selfishness to build 
an anti-imperialist movement? Or is this too nar- 
row? What is bourgeois ideclogy? What's bourge- 
ois about ‘bourgeois art’? And, in any case, what’s 
wrong about it? 


These questions are very important for the de- 
velopment of the movement, I’d propose that who- 
ever wants to write up articles (as short as pos- 
Sible - as soon as possible) should do so and send 
them to the national headquarters in Boston, We 
could produce a discussion booklet on these ques- 
tions, possibly for the West Coast NC. 


COMBAT SECTARIANISM! 


A constant theme was the need to combat sec- 
tarianism, One aspect is explaining our ideas much 
more fully, Thus, we’ve waged a number of strug- 
gles that attacked the material basis of racism 
and (less often) male chauvinism, This is fre- 
quently true with campus worker-~student alliance 
struggles, We’ve hit the extra-sharp exploitation 
of non-white and women workers, But -- we’ve 
done little to explain that this IS racism and male 


chauvinism we're fighting, and to attack the ideas” 


that ‘justify’ this specially vicious exploitation, 


Another case of sectarianism has been SDS’s 
relative inaction on the war, Most students are 
very concerned about fighting the war.(Andthey’re 
right!) The Washington demonstration of 7500 at 
the Labor Department around the theme WAR- 
MAKER ~- STRIKEBREAKER - SMASH G.E,! was 
an excellent beginning in reversing this sectarian~- 
ism, One of the resolutions called for chapters 
to set up anti-war committees everywhere and be- 


gin struggles against the war <-- around ROTC, 
war recruiters and research, etc, Another reso- 
lution called for strong support for GE strikers, 
raising sharply the political issues around the 
Strike, collecting food. holding demonstrations 
(including a still-unspecified nationalaction), (This 
should definitely be spelled out at the West Coast 
NC in early February!) 
ORGANIZE STATE AND JUNIOR 
COLLEGES 

In line with the pro-working class thrust of the 
NC, a resolution was passed calling for sharply 
Stepping up work at state and junior colleges -- 
the most solidly working class schools, This has 
to be done very seriously at a local level, There 
should be much more discussion of the problems 
and special needs of this work, if we’re going to 
take the approach of really doing it! 


TRANSFORMING A MOVEMENT 


In general, the NC was part of the process of 
transforming SDS which began in a serious way on 
a local level several years ago, Then it was 4 
matter of fighting deep-rooted, anti-working class 
leadership in order to get anything done, Now it 
is a question of (1) developing a real fighting al- 
lance with workers - making the worker -~-student 
alliance a reality, and (2) figuring out what changes 
we have to make ourselves ~ in our attitudes and 
practice - to facilitate developing that alliance, 
The West Coast NC should continue these discus~ 
Sions, delve further into the problems and weak- 
nesses and how to deal with them, In doing this, 
it should surely make use of the excellent ap 
proach adopted in New Haven of relating things to 
practice and stressing workshops, ] should make 
Sure to avoid an error often made, Carried away 
by the pro-working class character of the meet« 
ing, people sometimes ‘assumed’ there was nodis~- 


. agreement, This is mistaken -- to act on it could 


be very harmful, It means disregarding existing 
disagreements and thus preventing their clarifica- 
tion and, hopefully, resolution, 


New Haven was anadvance for SDS, Butthe most 
important advance must be made on campus; We 
must creatly increase our roots in the over seven 
million students in the U.S. The Situation is bet- 
ter than ever to do this, For once, SDS is led by 
pro-, not anti-working class people, It has a clear 
and serious approach and program for allying with 
the people who built the universities and every- 
thing else -- the working class, .

ist hiring practices. The situation of tne cafeteria vorkers is a orime examole.

Both resulted 
fram a split that recently developed 
in the Socialist Labor Party. eric 
Hass, presideniial candidate on the 
SLP ticket four times and tne ediicr 
of the Weekly People for 30 years, 
was among those resigning. 

SLIG and SCC both consider inem- 
Seives imMerim organizalions ang 
‘ook forward io ‘the forming of 4 
iarger, sounder revolutionary organ 


ization. Suc ch a projected organs zation 
or party woulda have as its major 


goal the buliding of a sociafist indus- 
trial democracy. A nationwide con- 
ference for those interested in ee cine 
ing such an organization is planned 
for Summer 1979. 

The schism within tne SLP came 
as a result of its authorilarian 
ture and its unwii lingness tO cone 
sider tactics and goals in ght of 
the oresent-day world. 

The SLP as originally constituted, 


was a democratic organization, but 


dradually iis power was centralized. 
Pol ieyanating fell more and more in- 
to the hands of its National Secretary 
and the Subcommittee of the Nation- 
ai Executive Committee. 

The SLP’s constitution, rather than 
a protection of individual membar- 
ship rights, became a weapon used 
against dissenting members. It was 


ignored or “interpreted” by the 
National Secretary and ihe e “ecutive 


committees to boister ineir decrees 
and contentions. Rul ings of the exec- 
utive committees, and even acts of 
national conventions held every four 
years, were often never submitted 
tcageneral membership vote. 
Both SLIG and SCC are drafting

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FOUNDATION EX PosEP 


The benevolent sounding word ‘'Foundation" is actually the name of a special tax- 
exempt corporation doing business on state propert,;, employing over 300 workers in 
the CSCLA cafeterias, bookstore and vending machines. The Foundation, of course, 
cannot do anything against the wishes of the State College Board of Trustees or 
their local administrator, President Greenlee. In fact, the Foundation Board of 
Trustees directly includes Greenlee, his Dean:‘of Students, his Vice President for 
Business Affairs, along with some faculty. and: four students, including the Student 
Body President. The day to day management of the Foundation workers is done by 
the Foundation manager, area managers, and their assistant managers. 


bo eG WHAT DOES THE FOUNDATION po? 


* Makes a huge profit, the source of which is the difference between the value of 
the hard work (many times also hot and dirty) of the campus workers, and the 
value of the low wages they are paid. 

* Saves the state money by handling -conferences.:and workshops which help the cops, 
the government and the bosses (all.-against ‘the workers’ interest) and it does 

- all this with the profit it extracts’ from the campus workers! (Explained below) 

Perpetuates racism by hiring mainly black and latin workers at low wages, hoping 

their desperate need for a job will keep them from fighting back, and that ra- 

cism will keep them divided among themselves and white workers on the job.

HOW DOES THE FOUNDATION DO IT? 


Wages are extremely low on campus. For example, a person with the job "Cafeteria 
Worker" starts at $1.94 ner hour ($336.00 monthly) before taxes. This is not a 
living wage! Even after waiting years for seniority and maybe a change in the job 
Classification, the wage is still not enough to Support a family. (Senior Cafe- 
teria Worker Step 5: $2.60 ner hour, which is only $451.00 per month before taxes) 
On the other hand, the Assistant Food Services Manager has a monthly salary range 
to $973.00 for much easier "work. His job is to watch over the workers while re- 
maining undeen himself, and to hound the workers to work faster and to do more 
work. The salary of the hich bosses (Food Services Manager and Foundation Manager) 
is kept secret because the campus workers and students might not "understand. *: 


The Foundation handles conferences and workshops such as ‘workshops and institutes 
for law enforcement personn2]" a "seminar on budget analysis for City Councilmen, ' 
and a course for bosses like “Collective Bargcining in Public Organizations. ° 
These quotes are from a Fowndation-published booklet which gives a rosy touch to 
its operation by saying that the Foundation gives a few shcolarshins. The Founda- 
tion summarizes all of this as follows: ‘Although the structure of the Foundation 
is that of a non-profit corporation, it is necessary to maintain a certain margin 


of net income in the revenue-producing functions to enable the non-revenue-produc- 
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ing programs to operate.’ We summarize the purpose of the Foundation like this: 
The Foundation exists so that the state can make a profit ty exploiting workers on 
carmus and then spend that profit on its college in a way that helps the cops, the 
government, and. the bosses to the detriment of all working people and most stu- 
dents. Thus, having milked much profit out of the campus workers and spent it all 
in the interest of the state, the innocent "Foundation" breaks even and is a “non- 


profit" organization!!! 
| BO$SE$ RACI$M AT CSCLA 


One of the most valuable weapons that the bosses have in their battle against the 


-workers is racism. Latin and black campus workers are paid low wages for the worst 


jobs. Racist administrative policy flows directly from the State College Board of 
Trustees. Rich trustee Dudly Swim is well known for his racist hiring practices _ 
as a director for Del Monte Corporation. A couple of years ago, Del lonte cleared 
@ profit of over $27 million by paying minority farm workers $1.25 an hour for 
picking its friit. Thus, the callege both takes advantage of, and perpetuates 
this very profitable racism. 


College trustee Swim is also a director of the Stanford Research Institute, a mil- 
itary research ‘'think-tank," doing the necessary thinking to come up with some of 
the special weapons like the government uses against the Vietnamese. Thus, it 
should be no surnvrise either that the Foundation channeled AID money into Brazil. 
Such money has always been used to strengthen reactionary Latin American govern- : 
ments which open their domestic population and resources to exploitation by U.S. 
industrial bosses (like the College Trustees and University Regents). The Viet-. 
namese are fighting against this kind of unpopular U.S.-supported government ee 
Saigon. So we see that the U.S. bosses we fight when we oppose the war in Viet-. 
nam are the same bosses who run the colleges and Foundation. as described ahove. 


STUDENTS OPPRESSED WITH HIGH PRICES FOR LOW QUALITY 
The Foundation's corporate concern for profit not only goes against the interest 


of its workers, but hurts the customers as well. Book prices are sky high, very 
little is paid for used books, and mark-up is rarely less than 20%. Cafeteria 


_workers are forced to water down soup, to weigh out sandwich meat to make sure 


that the cusomer doesn't get too much, and to serve food that they are reluctant 
to eat themselves. The workers would rather give you a high quality and quantity 
of food, but that decision is not theirs to make-~lets remember that next time we 
eat in the cafeteria. The Foundation bosses are able to both raise wages and low- 
er prices: wages and prices contradict each other only if you accept the bosses' 
premise that their profit must remain high! 


We shouldn't fall for the bosses' game--let's not hate the workers when the bosses 
are at fault. SDS's answer to these problems is not to try putting more or better 
students on the Foundation Board of Trustees because Greenlee has power over all | 
other members of that board. SDS proposes that we, as students, ally with campus 
workers against the administration and their Foundation managers, and understand 
that in doing so, we are allying the student movement with the interest of the 
majority class (the working class) against the interest of the war makers, the 
boss class, the class which now rules this country. As a first scep in raising 


‘these issues, SDS is circulating a yetition about some of the bad working condi-- 


tions in the cafeterias.

To campus food service workers, UCLA is 
not a “free market place of ideas’? dedicated 
to the betterment of mankind. For them, the 
University is a boss, an exploiter that takes 
advantage of working people, especially non- 
white workers. | 

One Mexican cafeteria worker at UCLA wrote 
in a printed statement distributed to fellow 
workers: “A racist and oppressive management 
takes advantage of our language problem in 
this country to treat us as inferior people and 
boss us as they please.” 


Another UCLA food service employee says: - 


“Mr. Leshefka (the boss) doesn’t like the Mex- 
ican people. He gives them the hardest work. = 
Life is very hard for poor people. Pay checks 
are small. I have only enough money for rent, 
food and clothing, and nothing left over.” 
Wages are so low in the foud service that 
many full-time workers are forced to get second 
jobs elsewhere in order to support their families. 
At least two food workers work 80 hours a 
week on two jobs For five days a week their 
job schedules permit them to gct only about 
five hours of sleep a night. “his is real 
oppression. 
A recent incident in the food service (where 
I worked) points up the bosses’ disregard for 
the welfare of the workers. The pot-washing 
machine in the kitchen leaks water causing a 
slippery floor where the worker who runs this 
machine could s!ip and fall. The man who runs 
the machine told George Leshefka, the kitchen 
boss, about this dangerous situation, Leshefka 
refused to get the machine repaired. Then one 
day the worker did slip on the floor, hitting 
his head against a cast-iron rack. This worker 
now. has a soft spot in his skull from this 
accident. But even after the accident Leshefka 
refused to get the machine fixed. Only when he 
' was threatened with exposure in the Daily Bruin 
did he finally have the machine repaired. 
Leshefka doesn’t mind being an oppressive boss; 
he just doesn’t like to be exposed as one. 

The food service workers, most of whom are 
Mexican, are forced to accept these lousy jobs 
at UCLA because these are the kinds of jobs 
available to Spanish-speaking people in this so- 
ciety. Spanish-speaking workers are some ofthe 


most exploited people in this society. They get _ 


the lowest wages, live in the most dilapidated 
housing and their children get the worst educa- 
tion. As one Mexican food wotker put it, “I 
just can’t make it in this country.” He can’t 
make it because everywhere he applies for a job 
he runs into racist employment practices. UCLA 
can pay subsistence wages to non-white workers 
because these workers cannot get better jobs 
elsewhere. UCLA is no less exploitative than 
any other employer. 

Employers, of course, reap extra profits from 
the low wages paid to minority people. Racism 
is profitable. It is in the bosses’ interests to per- 
petuate racist attitudes which justify the gross 
exploitation of black, brown and Spanish-speak- 


_ ing people. When, for example, the food service 


workers at UCLA are described as “uneducated 
menials’”” who don’t “deserve” higher wages, 
this is merely an attempt to rationalize the ex- 
ploitation of the workers. Indeed, it is an at- 
tempt to promote ‘racism since the workers, 
most of whom are Mexican, are in effect being 
pictured as inferior people. 

Employers use racism in this way to justify 
paying some workers less than others. Thus, to 
fight racist attitudes, we must fight the economic 


_ basis of racism, namely, the super-exploitation 


of minority people in the society and at UCLA 


in particular. 


At UCLA, minority workers are victimized 
by racist practices just as they are victimized 
throughout this society. On the campus, black, 
brown and Spanish-speaking workers hold the 
hardest and lowest paying jobs. In the Acker- 
man Union, for instance, ASUCLA pays stu- 
dent employees in the bookstore more per hour 
than full-time workers in the food service. This 
points up ASUCLA’s discrimination. 

‘The food service workers are fed up with 
subsistence wages, over-work, unsafe working 
areas and no fringe benefits such as unemploy- 
ment compensation or a pension plan. Last 
month at a mass meeting, the workers elected 
a 10-member steering committee which has 
drawn up demands for better conditions. Only 
the food workers themselves can win their de- 


-.mands, but studehts can provide valuable sup- 


port to the workers’ struggle.

WHY BUY THE NEWSPAPER "CHALLENGE"?

AT&T, which owns Pacific Telephone, made a gross profit of $5 billion in 1968 
--$2.1 billion after taxes! It has more capital assets than most nations have. The 
company says a 24% rise in the cost of living over the last ll years justifies the rate 
increases the Bell System companies are getting across the country. Workers know 
better than anyone that the cost of living has skyrocketed. But telephone workers make 
barely enough to squeeze by on, even working six days a week and twelve day stretches. 
And in this ll years they have gone from 7th to 47th on the wage ladder. 


When workers strike to get a little bigger share, the government, which is 
actually the tool of big business (like AT&T), hands down injunctions and sends in the 
cops to break picket lines. They constantly raise workers! taxes to strengthen police 
forces to be used against the struggles of workers, especially black workers, and 
students, and to build the army that sends workers sons to fight to keep big business 
investments safe in Vietnam and around the globe. 


On the other hand, the newspapers tell us that the people of this country control 
the government, run the schools, get their fair share of the profits from the factories, 
and really benefit from the capitalist system.. But whose side are the L,A, newspapers 
on: Multi-millionaires like Hearst and Chandler own and make policy for the Herald- 
Examiner the Times. When the 2,000 Her-Ex employees went on strike against un- 
bearable conditions Hearst did everything he could to break the strike and the union. 

The 'news" in both the Her-Ex and the Times slandered the workers, blacked-out their 
grievances, put down the students who supported them and whipped up racism so Black 
people wouldn't support the strike. 


Newspapers, like everything else, are either on the bosses'side or on the worke 
ers' side. In any of the struggles that are going on today a newspaper will take one or 
the other side according to its class interests. The Times and the Her-Ex side with 
the rich, the owner class, the capitalist class, Their 'news!'! is designed to teach 
workers and students to turn the other cheek when slapped down by the bosses. 


"CHALLENGE" is a revolutionary communist newspaper that sides with the 
working class, the vast majority of people. NCHALLENGE" reports on workers fighting 
back against the bosses and their exploitation. It is a weapon against big business, 
slum-lords, cops, union sell-outs, army brass, hack politicians and all forces of 
oppression. It also attacks all ideas that keep workers divided and fighting each other 
instead of their common enemy, ideas of racism and nationalism, male superiority,

The cafeteria workers in the Student Union here at UCLA have presented 

@ list of five demands to the campus administration. These include 
demands for higher wages ($1.84/hr is the starting wage), unemployment 
compélsation, a pension plan, and medical insurance, for they, like most 
workers here at UCLA have low wages and no job security. In response to 
these demands and to a growing struggle Dy campus workers and students 
against working conditions on campus, the UCLA bosses have fired five 
student SDS workers in the cafeteria, hoping to scare the workers into 
abandoning their just demands. Why de we in Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) feel that these demands are in all campus workers! inter- 
ests and that you should support them? And why dO we see the necessity 
of students building close ties with campus workers in struggles against 
the administration at UCLA? . | 


Workers, the majority of people in the U.S. and throughout the world 
possess the power and the numbers to end injustices such as the Vietnam 
war and racism which America's rulers inflict on the people of this country 
and the world. Fighting back against the ideas of racism ~ that black 
and other non-white peoples are lazy or stupid - and male chauvenism - 
that men are naturally superior to women = workers can really challenge 
and defeat those in power who exploit them daily. These ideas take form 
on the job as an excuse for the bosses to pay black people and.women 
less for the same work, to attack them with especially oppressive work- 
ing conditions and harrassment, and to only give them certain types of 
jobs. But workers are fighting back, ‘Take for example the struggle of 
the Vietnamese people against U.&. imperialism, and the strugggle of 

the G.E. strikers against exploitation here at home. Even closer, look 
at the demands of cafeteria workers at UCLA for better wages and better 
working conditions. | 


As all of you well know, UCLA-is a boss. It employs around 10,000 people, 
most of whom do not have high paying jobs such as ASUCLA Personnel Manager | 
Adolph Brugger who makes $25,000 a year and who recently fired the five 
workers. Most of the cafeteria workers at the student union and the 
hospital are not-white as are most of the maids and janitors. These jobs 
are among the hardest and lowest paying. They are a clear example of the 
way racism functions here at UCLA; the bosses play on racist ideas they 
have instilled in students and other workers to make sure that these low 
wages can continue. The cafeteria workers aren't just earning a little 
extra cash; they like you have families to support and many have to get 
second jobs to do so. Secretaries, supposedly some of the highest paid 
campus workers, start at a little over $2.50/hr at UCLA. ‘These women 
“work because they have to, because their husbands don't make enough to 
support families, because they support themselves, and because many are 
the sole support of families. There is one woman at UCLA who has worked 
as a4 secretary for five years and gets $2.80/hr, She is 57 years old, 

@ widow, and has three children to. support. Bosses use male chauvenist 
ideas that women are inferior to keep their wages low and to delegate 
them to certain jobs like secretaries, One of the demands of the cafe— 
teria workers, in fact, deals with the issue of male chavenism; they are 


demanding that all workers uniforms be cleaned by the company, not just 
the mens' uniforms. : | | 


But not only are women dnd non-white workers hurt by the ideas of racism: 
and male chauvenism; all workers are. Bosses use these ideas to keep 
workers fighting each other instead of struggling over their oppressive 
job conditions. An example of how the bosses will attempt to do this 
occurred recently here at UCLA at an administration called grievance commi- 
_ tee meeting of the cafeteria workers. Because most of the workers are 
Mexican and many are women, the bosses hoped to divide them. But 140 
cafeteria workers attending the meeting instead exposed the UCLA admini-~ 
stration's attempt to 1) solve their problems with talk, 2) divide them 
from the students, 3) use racism to divide them, and 4) divide the men 
and women workers, and formed their own grievance committee instead. 


Why a Campus Worker-Student Alliance? 


We believe an alliance between students and workers must be built if these 
struggles against the war in Vietnam, against racism and male chauvenisn, 
low wages and bad working. conditions are to be Won. For the past year and 
a half SDS has increasingly attempted to build a pro-working class student 
movement by waging struggles against ROTC, military recruiters, racist 
hiring practices and harrassment on the job. But only recently have we 
realized the importance of uniting with workers here on campus and that 
the university itself is a boss. Even more importantly, we realize workers 
must take the lead in the struggle, especially the non-white people who 
are the most oppressed section of the working class. Students can and 
must build en alliance with working people, because an end to this ex- 
ploitation cannot come about without the leadership of those who have the 
power to change this oppressive system. Students are not the ones who 
threaten the bosses! profits. We in SDS believe that students can be won 
to supporting workers' struggles because 1) many students want to fight 
the war and racism and realige they can't do it by themselves, 2) after 
dropping out, flunking out, or graduating most students become workers 
(technicians, social workers, teachers) not bosses, 3) to get through 
school many students have to work alongside campus workers at the same 
low wages, and 4) students also have to face the draft eventually and 
realize that by individual action they cannot end the war. a 


We have gotten to know better many of the cafeteria workers in the pro= 
cess of struggling together. But their are almost 10,000 other campus 
workers we haven't talked to yet, most of whom have grievances of their 
Own and many.of whom probably do not know what is going on in the cafeteria, 
This was evidenced in the boycott of the cafeteria last week. Because of 
the lack of communication between campus workers and students and workers, 
many do not know of the struggle going on and how it is in all workers 
interests that their demands be won. The bosses want to keep you all 
separated, from struggling against them, and will use any tactic to split 
all campus workers apart. The cafeteria workers' struggle is just a _ 
start in the fight on campus for better working conditions and higher pay. 
By keeping their wages down the bosses hope to keep yours down.too, And 
by trying to squelch their struggle they hope to discourage you.

The conviction of the Valley State Co'lege students for the alleged occupation 
and kidnap of administrators is only another one of the growing reprisals against 
Black People for demanding a relevant education and self-determination in the struggle 
against racism and capitalism. 

Tt is important that we note the parallel between the Black Students at San 
Fernando Valley Stete College end a white security guard at Pepperdine College in Los 
Angeles. 

Charley Lane, the white security guerd whose job is to protect the interest and 
property of the college, murdered a 15 year old Black youth, Larry Kimmons, and was 
convicted in court for a lesser charge of only manslaughter. The important point to 
note is that the sentence that Charley got was just 2 years probation and a “500. fine 
because the judge felt that"he had suffered enough". This minor punishment is obvio- 
usly nothing more then an aquittal for the previous murder charge. 

The students at Velley State who come up for sentencing on January 26,1970 have 
honestly suffered enough. Coming from a Black working class or unemployed background 
and being placed in a white middle class institution is suffering. ‘hen they challen- 
ged the distribution of power within this “nstitution, they were convicted and now face 
a term of 1 to 25 years in prison. 

Charley Lane, serving in the interest of the ruling class puppets(i.e. Reagan, 
Rafferty, Yorty, and the Board of Regents and Trustees, etc. ), has escaped justice for 
maliciously murdering Larry Kimmons. The question now at hand is how lenient will the 
courts be in sentencing “he: Blatk College Youths. 

The people cannot allow the power structure to permit Charley Lane to go unpunish- 
ed or for the Valley State students to suffer under the wrath of the oppressive court 
system. It is up to the people to insure that justice is equally and fairly distribut- 
ed. wee

In Venice they have beat, 
harrassed and arredted aS many as a hundred community people under the pretext of 
"serving John Doe narcotic warrants". in South Central Los Angeles their constant raids 
upon the Black Panther Party offices (the last raid as such involving three hundred 
policman in an armed attack upon eleven Black youth which resulted in a five hour gun 
battle, and within the same day launching an attack upon Black community people of that 
area). Now those same Los Angeles police, within a years time following their wanton 
attack upon the girls and boys attending Carver Jr. High, the L.A.P.D. has sent some 

40 units on Dorsey High School students attacking and beating all "nigger kids" in 
sightThe time has come for all the people of the Los Angeles Black colony to take a 
Unified Stand against U.S. Fascism expressed in L.A. through wanton and brutal attacks 
upon menbers and organizations of our communities.

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ADMINISTRATORS, TRUSTEES FEAR OUR POLITICS 


The West Coast National Council (NC) meeting of SDS was planned to: 
be held at Cal State L.A. next weekend. On the agenda of the four-day meet- 
ing were workshops and plenery sade to discuss the campus worker-student 
alliance, racism, the war, women's liberation, and politics in the arts. 

The NC is expected to attract over 500 interested students from the West 

and the South. In the past, SDS NC's have been @ great help to students in 
understanding and conducting their strugele against the big businessmen who 
run the colleges and industries of this country for their own profit. 


After consulting President Greentee, the administration signed all 
their bureaucratic forms permitting CSCLA SDS to host the national meeting. 
SDS had good references from the December, 1969 Yale and American Univer- 
sity NC and from a regional meeting held here at CSCLA. When SDS put down 
a $200 deposit for the NC, Greenlee contacted his boss, Chancellor Dumke. 

Why did the lower administrator contact the Chancellor over the SDS NC? They 
certainly do not do this for the meetings of other campus groups. 


Dumke-Greenlee then ordered the NC cancelled at CSCLA. When they did 
this they were not worried about "the potential for campus disturbance asso- 
ciated with the use of State College facilities" at the meeting, as Dumke's 
letter states, but rather they recognized that the results of the NC would 
strengthen our side (the side of most students and working people) against 
the corporate and financial interests of big businessmen, such as those of 
the State College Board of Trustees. In essence they see the NC for what it 
is: a planning ground for building a campus worker-student alliance, fighting 
against racism, the war in Vietnam, and the exploitation of workers for . 
bosses! profits. 3 


Discussions held during the NC will hopefully lead to a strengthened 
struggle on our campus against the Cal State L.A. profit-making Foundation, 
and in particular their exploitation of workers in the campus cafeterias. 
Far from the bosses' wishfull cry that 'SDS is dead," is the truth that SDS 
is enough of a threat to incur attacks from them such as this. It has been 
said that "to be attacked by the enemy is a good thing'' because it shows the 
enemy's fear of our growing movement. 


The SDS NC will still be held--most likely in Los Angeles.

He said that working people’ were genetically inferior 
to middle class people, “the. black "lower" class having. the lowest um of all: But to 
prove that he wasn't racist, he said that black middle class people had higher IQs than 
white "lower" class people. He did not make it a’ simple’ white versus blac, For example, 
in using this data, Jensen suggested that. the children: involved in special’ education progr 
ams, such as head Start, might better learn by rote. By using racism--implying he meant 
just black children--it is easier to: get the: public: to accept: this, but what this means 
in practice is that the. majority of these: childrem who. are white (55%, Wall Street Jour- 
nal, Jan. 5) would also be effected: Another good’ example of! using racism to cover class 
oppression is Jensen's sterilization :plan.: He is hoping to get the public to accept steri- 
lization of welfare mothers by using the racist myth that most welfare recipients are black.

Or students when asked about why they don't have black friends say "they don't want to 
get to know me." Unless whites are tal ked' to agout how non-white people do not. ‘cause 
racism, we are not fighting their racist attitudes. “And non-white students who are

We disagree with this line. First of all very little mention is made of the fact 


that 2,214,000 unemployed white workers are more of a job threat than the 532,000 non-: 


white workers. Secondly using figures like $3000 pay differential is usually read by 
people to mean ‘that white and non-white workers with the same job have that much difference 
in pay. (How is the "average" figure arrived at? By including the Rockefellers. or: only 


white people earning under 50,0007): Most people can't relate to this because in their 


experience it is not true. Because of the fight black workers have waged, blatant pay 


cifferentials are not as frequent. This distorts the fact that millions of the most ex- 
ploited whites make basically the same bad pay as their non-white counterparts. : Also, 
implying that all lower -paying jobs are all, filled up by non-whites is racist and anti- 
working class. (For example, /2.6% of the cooks in this country are white, 61.5% of the

janitors, 75.7% of unskilled laborers in manufacturing and among women, 73.4% of charwomen 
and janitors are white, 91.5% of factory workers are white and even 73% cf live-in maids 
are white. To say. otherwise.would be racist because it goes along. with! the: racist idea 
that blacks are lower than whites in thi society. It is anti-working class because we 
haven't seen that millions of whites are forced to die in Vietnam, to live in slums, 
tracked into bad schools, ete. All of these things; because of racist, anti-working 

class attitudes are only seen cs happening to non-whites. THIS IS A CLASS THING.

For example, 
when a white worker looks at his shrinking pay check and says ‘why are my taxes so high?’ 
instead of blaming the greedy bosses, he feels caught between the government and black pap 
péople. He feels black rebellions and slang on welfare are responsible as much as high 
government spending, for higher taxes. He h2s to be shown that the majority of péople 
on welfare are white and also that the major nity ‘of. people on welfare are vorkers who are 
farced into welfare. When a white workers in a $70 a week job or on welfare hears’about 
a.new poverty program (supposedly just for non-whites) it builds his racism because he 
feels excluded. When white people become disturbed over the increasing violence of the 
saciety, it is because the media pushes this as black trouglema kes, muggers, vandals, 
and rapists. iInreality there are more whites involved in these crimes, Lut the ruling 
classs uses the racist cover to get people to support more Tac Squads, riot control cops. 
.and LAW AND ORDER repression. — “This repression will effect the sate of the white working 
‘class as well as non-whites. ©

SUMMARY 


This redolution is intended to point out the incorrect line SDS has on racism. This 
does not deny that proportionately non-whites workers are more exploited than white workers. 
Bit tp talk onlu ‘about superexploitation and not to inciude white wor rkers , is racist, 
anti-working class, and fails to bring out the classs basis of racism. When we say that 
racism hurts all uwix ‘workers it £ is not because non-white workerw threaten the jobs. 
or pay of white workers. It is because racism is used as a_ cover for the exploitation 
(super) of all workers (uncer the guise that only non-whites’ are effecged by low wages 
and bad condition), We have been anti-~working class in using all classes of whites to 
figure percentages such as who dies in Vietnam, ‘pay scales,” rent and food prices, étc. wk 
when we know that the white working class is'effected much differently by these things 
than the krge white middle class and the white ruling class. We have failed to.point out 
that the white working class has more in common with the non-white working class than it 
dbes with the white or non-white middle class becaus e it shares in their miseries. We 
have £xk failed to point out, because of our arrogance ‘and racism, that the psych 0 logical 
oppression of hon-whites is ‘an extra burden that they share along with material oppressioni. 
This is not unfamiliar to white workers whe are also taught nat they are all inferiror 
and have their place. And regardless of the myth that if yeu 're white nobocy knows the 
- difference, a white percon from a working class background is as obvious to middle 
class and upper class whites as a non-white worker and looked. down upon almost as much. 
We have failed to point out h that politically racism is used to cover up what is done td 
whites as well as non-whites; is used to blame non-whites for the misery of whites; and is 
used to lead white workers to believing that they can succeed x# or their children can if 
they really try. We have failed to p int out to whites and non-whites that there is little 
if any class mobility in this q@untry. This would also destroy the illusions that black , 
capitalism offers to non-whites. We have failed to point out the ridiculousness of | 
white skin privilege" in a society where more whites are screwed than non-whites. 

Why have we failed to see the. o! bvious? The recent. Community Collaege Project |

(NOTE: nancy & Ray Croteau's RESOLUTION ON RACISM was written for the Los Angeles National 
Council (NC) meeting, Jan.30~Feb.2. We think its ideas - if actually put into practice - 
would be an attack on the people. We hope people will discuss them and these comments we wrote 
in reply. ] 


Nancy & Ray Croteau's proposal stresses 4 points. These are: 


1) SDS' racism resolutions have been wrong about super-exploitation. More white than Black 
workers get the worst deal. Although Blacks are a relatively high percent of the worst 
oppressed group, still they're only a minority. We should talk about working class super- 
exploitation, not Black working class super-exploitation. 


2) By always pushing the MYTH that Black workers are THE super-exploited group, SDS turns 
off white workers. They feel we're "not talking about them." How SHOULD racism be opposed? 
By telling whites that they're wrong to think Blacks are poorest of the poor, that in fact 
racism only hides the real situation, the fact that more whites are super-exploited than 
Blacks. ) 


3) SDS should stop getting "too hung up in the racist pay differential." We can fight 
racism by fighting anti-worker attitudes and only that way. 


4) SDS is too middle class. That's why it makes all sorts of anti-worker errors - like, 
for instance, very rarely talking about the exploitation of white workers. 


We think the first 3 positions are wrong and in essence racist. The 4th argument is 
a straw man which is at best confusing. It is not a serious criticism but raised as a 
demagogic debater's point to push 1-3. 


let us summarize the situation as we See it. 
~----~ RACISM - KEY TO SURVIVAL OF IMPERIALISM --——— 


SDS does NOT have a line, although the Croteau's constantly refer to one. NC meetings 
adopt positions to guide SDS nationally, but local chapters are not in any way bound by them. 
The Croteau's are opposing a political stand on racism first battled out at the’ Ann Arbor NC, . 
last Jan. It was presented in the San Francisco State racism resolution. 


We support that stand. It says that the extra~exploitation & oppression of Black workers 
is key to the survival of Imperialism. Without that su per-exploitation this system would die. 
Super-exploitation takes many forms - | 

* Black workers get less for the same work. This doesn't show up in bourgeois 
statistics much, of course. (It's amazing how much the Croteau's back up their arguments 
about the lack of special oppression of Blacks by citing bourgeois statistics - which of 
‘course are aimed at hiding this special oppression!) We've seen racist pay differentials 
many times ourselves - in the work-in, for instance. We've seen it in schools. (At Harvard 
Black painters are hired to do the same work, are called “painters' helpers" and get 86¢ 
less an hour!) 

* Blacks get the hardest and most dangerous jabs - for instance, doing the heaviest 
work in meat packing plants, as sanitation workers, working in the pits in auto plants, 
in the hottest and hardest jobs in steel mills, as maintenance workers, etc. They also 
get a huge percentage of the lowest paying jobs 

& Black workers are last hired, first laid off, last to be promoted. They are in 


the worst schools and get taught the least basic skills ~ reading, writing, math.

General Electric Company is currently being struck by 
American workers who are fed.up with abominable wages and working 
conditions. This nationwide strike has had 147,000 workers. 
out of the GE plants for over 90 days. | 


Despite the ominous size of the strike force against GE, . 
250,000 more GE workers are not on strike right now. Of those 
still working, 100,000 are employed in 107 GE plants outside the 
United States in 24 foreign countries. For these workers, wages 
and working conditions are even worse than for American workers. 


Why does General Electric and every other U.S. company go 
thousands of miles from the U.S. to build factories? Because 
in Vietnam, for example, there exists a $1.40 a day hex mum 
wage law; because in Brazil, labor unions are controlled by the 
government and are not allowed to collectively bargain with the 
companies; because South Koreans earn only $24.15 per month; | 
Because in Mexico, when workers go out on strike, U.S. corporations 
(because of the fact that they can move operations to almost any- 
where else in the world) merely ignore them until they starve _ 
and come back to work, or they transfer the company somewhere else. 


In short, U.S. companies make tremendous profits off of the 
subsistence wages of foreign workers. General Electric, for 
example, makes about 20% of its profits from foreign investments. 
Standard Oil of New Jersey realizes a profit rate abroad which 
is four times that of its profit rate domestically. In fact, 
investment abroad has become an integral part of the mechanism 
of American capitalism. It is so important that American businesses 
can no longer maintain their profit margins without foreign in- 
vestments. We call these investments which take advantage of 
low wages and minimal competition in foreign countries by one 
neme: IMPERIALISM. | 


Capitalism has proceeded along its various stages of devel- 
opment in America until it has now reached the highest stage: . 
imperialism. To qualitatively change America and the world, 
imperialism, the drive for world-wide maximum profits through 
the EXPLOITATION and SUPER-EXPLOILATION of workers at home and 
abroad, must be thoroughly smashed. This fight is proceeding on 
several levels in the world today. One is the Vietnamese workers' 
end peasants’ war against imperialism in Southeast Asia. A 
second level is the current fight of GE workers here in the U.S. 
for better wages. : |

Dear Friends, 


We haven't written since last fall because we have been too busy printing, re-printing, 
mailing, doing camera work, book work, anda thousand other big and small jobs. In 
this letter we thought we'd tell you something about the practical, everyday economics 


of REP. 


Between 1968 and 1969, the demand for REP lit doubled. That means the amount of time 
and money needed to produce the lit doubled also. The number of staff should have doub- 
led but it has not been able to keep up with the demands of the lit program. In 1969 

we printed almost two million “impressions” (that's both sides of almost one million 

sheets of paper.) Another half a million impressions were printed outside of the office; 
mostly by movement labor but there were a few commercial jobs as well. 


The demand for radical literature is growing rapidly and we are pushing hard to keep 
up with that need. In looking over our record of lit orders and contributions since 
REP's lit program started, we find that you have been one of those people who have 
regulary supported REP. We want to thank you for that help and quite simply, we are 
asking you to continue that support by ordering more lit or sending a contribution - 
or both. 


Sixteen titles have been added to the REP lit program since early winter '69. They 
are listed on the enclosed "new lit" flyer. Six we have printed ourselves. Eleven 
we are distributing for other radical publishers. Before summer, we plan to add an- 
other six to ten important titles . Priorities are the Israeli- Palestine struggle, more 
on black liberation, male supremacy etc., This growth can only happen if we have 
the money, time and energy to buy printing supplies and pay our bills. A large per- 
centage of these bills are owed to other radical movement publishing groups such as 
the Research Organizing Co-operative, Peoples Press, Africa Research Group, the 
Guardian, etc. We try to keep up to date on these bills because other movement 
groups have as little or less money than REP does. The other bills are owed to straight, 
outright capitalists who we must rely on for paper, chemicals, mailing envelopes, 
adhesive tape, staple, typewriter ribbon etc.,etc. At this time, unless we pay these 
bills on time, REP cannot continue. 


Where does REP usually get its money? Almost the entire REP income comes from the 
actual sale of lit. Last year REP printed and distributed close to a quarter of a million 
pamphlets which cost only 5¢, 10¢, 15¢ and rarely 50¢ or more. Less than 10% of 


REP income came from contributions in 1969. We continue to fill between 10 and 15 
large orders (that is, between $20.00 and $200.00) each month for groups doing 
mostly student organizing. Basically, however, most of the requests for lit continue 
to come from people who want a few pamphlets for themselves and their friends. The 
last time we sent out a mailing like this almost 80% of the responses we received were 
for lit orders between 25¢ and $4.99. We understand that most of the people who sup- 
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port REP don't have much money. But we are asking that the next time you send ina 
lit order if you would please send an extra dollar or two (or five or ten or more) above 
the minimum needed to fill the order. That may seem like a small contribution, but 

it will make a crucial difference for. REP. 


If we continue to have your support that means REP will be able to continue to serve 
thousands of people. People in the by now predictable, growing, outasight, radical 
student and youth movement. People who have gotten older but not less outraged at 
injustice, not less committed to radical change. And people - a large proportion of 
them women - who write to us ".../'m a first year social worker (or teacher), do you 
know of anything | can use to make my work more relevant?" Or "...1'm mostly a 
middle aged wife and mother, but ....” And "...can you tell me about the women's 
liberation group in my area?” 


We want to keep providing radical literature and information to thousands of people 
who are not necessarily a "silent minority" ormajority, but people becoming united 

in a struggle to make the slogan "all power to the people” a determined and victorious 
reality. 


We're going fo try to get out and meet some of you who have kept REP going for so 
long, as well as get to know the newer people ordering REP lit. This sort of travelling 
is vary difficult since there are not many of us. The basic number of staff shifts 
between five and six with some revolutionary labor whenever we are lucky enough to 
find willing sisters and brothers (typing, collating, folding, filing etc. are jobs that 
men and women have to share.) If we had more money, of course, we could keep 
a few more staff members on subsistence salary and free a few of us to talk to people 
SHOCKED - around the country about the kinds of lit they need for personal or organizing work.

REP needs whatever money and lit orders you can send now more than ever. The 
demand for lit grows. Right now it is hard for us to keep reprinting let alone get ar- 
ticles into print for the first time. But we need to push on. The organized violence 
of the state is coming down against black and brown people in a way which points 

to extermination. It's coming down on white movement people although not in such 
massive or fatal ways. The economic squeeze is laying off workers - right now, mostly 
black and brown people and women. We have to be ready to fight this oppression and 
exploitation. REP's part d the struggle is radical education. The pamphlets can take 
their place along with mass organizations, the weapons of armed self defense and 
people's war, and the other necessary tools which all of us need to bring down and 
destroy the monster of Amerikan imperialsm.

Last Thursday 20 black students from San Fernando Valley State wer 
~ sentenced for a building takeover in November '68 to fight the.college's 
_.vacist attack on a black athlete. Three were given 1-25 years. Seventeen 
“were given sentences that ranged from 30 days to 1 year. This is a-clear 
attempt to intimidate the growing movement of... ‘black |. workers- and. : 
Students who are taking the lead in fighting the big businessmen who run 
this country (and its universities}. Most importantly, it.is an attempt 
to build racism among white working peeple and students-in-order to divide 
them from the militant leadership they need to make any real: changes in 
ethis:- society. , 4 ™ . 
White students involved in this action received little or. no. punishment. 
Singling the black students out for this special attack is an attempt to 
picture them in a racist way--to build the lie that "blacks, especially 
the militants, are savages or beasts that have to be tamed." In fact, 
before the sentencing the probation department recommended to the court 
«that the leaders be given tests to see if they were "crazy". because -. 
they had called the judge a racist. In other words, these students - 
couldn't have been fighting the special eppression that black.:;-:; people 
suffer--the hardest jobs at the worst pay, the worst housing, the lousiest 
education, the highest prices for rotten food, and the racist culture 
- that tries to justify all this. The rulers would have sus believe that :you 
have to be "crazy" to fight back against these things. 


BLACKS GET THE WORSE DEAL 


The jailing of these students is only one example of the special 
repression that blacks suffer around the country, Most striking are the 
vicious attacks on the Black Panther Party, and racist murders like this 

, are not uncommon. Another example is the murder of three black prisoners 
f.cc.dn Soledad Prison in northern California, which a Monterey judge ruled 
"justifiable homicide” (i.e.racist murder)! | | 


The reason for these attacks is that black working people have been 
leading tremendous struggles azainst the bosses of this country. There 
have been more that ]000 rebellions in the nation's cities, and black 
workers have led wildcats in auto,steel, and other sections of key. 
industry. And black campus workers have been fighting back, too. At’ 
UCLA,Yale, and many other campuses,black workers have been fired for 
fighting back against racist harassment, and at University of North 
Carolina, black workers led a strike agamnst layoffts,speed-up, and rotten 
wages. They are fighting back the hardest because black and other 
non-whites are the most oppressed in our society. The rulers build 
racism--the idea that blacks are lazy, stupid, deserve what they get-- 
to justify their super-exploitation. (over) 


WHITE WORKERS AND STUDENTS ARE HURT BY RACISM 


Racism means super- ptetits for the bosses. They make a cool $22 billion 
dollars a year just off the wage differentials between black and white 
workers. And this says nothing of the untold billions they make by using 
racism to divide all workers and squeeze all wages down. All workers are 
coming under more and more attacks by the mulers every day. Real wages 
have dropped, cost of living has risen (6.1% last year, the greatest 
increase in ]7 years) and workers struggles are under sharper and 
Sharper attack... All these things hurt black people most. Racism is the 
key way the rulers have kept white working people.from fighting back.

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NOTES FOR THE DEMONSTRATION 


As. larger and larger numbers of students have seen that the 
only way to make progressive chnage is to ally with and fight in 
the interests of working people, the fight against racism “has become 
essential. Racism is not only used to axe super  eecealiag for the 
ruling class by the superexploitation of third world working peepee 
but divides black and white working people and students. 

Because black students have been at the forefront of a rapidly 
growing student movement against imperialism and racism they have 
been singled out for attack. A particular example of this is -last 
Thursday's sentencing of twenty black siudents from San Fernando 
Valley StateCollege. In November "68 they led a building takeover 
protesting a racist attack by the college administration on a black 
athlete. Three were given 1-25 years. Seventeen were given sent- 
ences that ranged from 30 days to 1 year. 

These kinds of court sentences are designed to scare students 
away from fighting back against racism. These sentences are a clear 
attewmpt to smash the leadership of the student movement--black 
Students who have been leading militant actions against the ruling 
class. The press' propaganda during the trials which branded these 
Students as "crazy" and portrayed them as "savages" was designed 
to build racism and turn white students against the militant black 
leadership. 

SDS can respond to these attacks in only one way. We must 
publicly defend these students and fight these racist attacks by 
building closer ties with biack working people and_students. A 
Step in this directién is this demonstration called by the NC to 
protest the sentences of the San Fernando State students. 

The plan is to have a militant, disciplined march by sidewalk 
to the old Hall of Justice buiiding at Temple and Broadway. The 
march wili be followed by a picket line and rally after which 


people will follow the same route back together. We want to make 
our political aah very sharply, dut we should remember that 
provacateurs ay attempt to use the situation to portray SDS 

as "attack-the eee: crazies" by rock throwing, running in the 
streets, etc. We should ar with these people by isolating then 
and kicking them out of the march. Ail marchers should see the 
effectiveness and security. of this demonstration as their 
responsibility. There wili be a number of people taking on ad- 


ditionai responsibility as monitors Cidentified by yellow armbands) 
to help the demonstration reach its goals without any problems. 
Some important suggestions: 
1. Walk three abreast. 


2. Stay on the sidewalks. 

3. Walk only with the lights. 

4. Try to keep the march together (wait for people held up

WE DEMAND! 


THE REPEAL OF ALL ABORTION LAWS 








The present abortion law relegates all women to a secondary status, discriminates particularly against young, minority and 
lower class women, and forces women into an exploitive, illegal underground racket. Under existing California law, we are 
deprived of the basic right to decide when we will bear children and how many children we will have. This lack of choice is 
not only oppressive, but it is also unconstitutional. (At a recent trial in Orange County, Judge Mast ruled that the right to 
bear children is a fundamental right of the individual woman and “may not be in any way abridged by law.”) 


Students, poor and working women suffer most from such laws. Therapeutic abortions are expensive and hard to get. After 
submitting to the degrading process of scrutiny by a board of medical doctors, we are granted an abortion only if it is 
performed in an accredited hospital, approved in advance by a hospital committee of at least 2 doctors, done before the 20th 
week, and then only if the committee finds that the pregnancy resulted from rape or incest or would impair the mother’s 
mental health. All this for an uncomplicated, safe medical procedure which can easily be performed in a doctor’s office under 
local anaesthetic. 


Illegal abortions are expensive and medically dangerous. Only 2% of the 1 million abortions performed annually in the U.S. 
are granted legal sanction, and an estimated 5,000-10,000 women die each year because they are denied what is a safe and 
inexpensive medical procedure. In the absence of safe and completely effective birth control methods and facing the medical 
and legal ramifications of illegal abortion, many women are coerced by “family planning” experts or “benevolent medical 
authorities” to get sterilized, or to take medically unsound birth control pills. While it is true that the pill can eliminate 
unwanted pregnancy, it also means that we are deprived of free choice and are used as guinea pigs for medical 
experimentation. In the black and brown communities especially, sterilization and birth control are often used as another 
mechanism for outside control. 


AN END TO THE PROSECUTION OF THOSE WHO PERFORM ABORTIONS 


The State Penal Code penalizes the doctors who are practicing medicine in order to meet the needs of their women patients. 
Not only do we believe the simple abortion operation should be available to all women upon request, but we furthermore 
demand freedom for all the participants who have heretofore been criminally prosecuted under present circumstances for their 
participation in abortions. 


FREE ABORTIONS FOR ALL WOMEN WHO NEED THEM 


Even when all laws restricting abortions are repealed, at the present fee, abortions will still be a fraudulent racket oppressing 
all women. As long as free medical facilities are available to only a few, doctors will continue to profit by charging 
exhorbitant prices which exclude the most exploited sectors of our society from decent medical treatment. (93% of all 
therapuetic abortions are performed on white women who can pay the price.) In a wealthy society that can afford to meet 
the needs of its people, the demand for free abortion must be met. This demand is only a beginning in the people’s struggle 
for the decent medical care and living conditions which are rightfully ours. 


It is time to go beyond defining abortion as a medical or moral issue. We have been so thoroughly brainwashed that we have 
allowed our most basic right to be taken away--the right to control our own bodies. As long as we do not recognize abortion 
as a primary political issue, as long as we allow the laws to isolate us from each other in guilt and fear, we acquiesce to a 
socially imposed position as second class citizens.

American Imperialism controls production in industry, agriculture, and mining 
throughout most countries in the world. These interests are defended by the 
forced service of the sons of American and International working people, in wars 
paid for by the wealth Imperialists take from them, The major beneficiaries of 
the situation are large American coporations, and particukarly large corporate 
banks. Perhaps the most powerful is the Chase Manhattan Bank of New York. 


The Chase Manhattan Bank is controlled by the Rockefellar Family, and in turn 
controls the banking and finance +n most of Africa, Southeadt Asia, and Latin 
America ( Brazil, Argentina, Columbia, Peru, Uganda, South Africa, Vietnam 
Thailand, Singapore, Korea, Japan -- to name just a few). It has interests in the 
Aerospace industry as well, and was the leading financial interest for the C-5, 
the worlds largest airplane. The worlds largest ship was built by Japanese labor 
and financed by Chase Manhattan Bank, Chase Manhattan has joined with leading 
agriculturalists in Costa Rica in an attempt to increase rice production there for 
the expressed purpose of rice export only, A director of the Chase Manhattan 
Bank, C. Douglas Dillon, was among those directly responsible for formulating 
the Vietnam policy under both the Kennedy and Johnson Administratien. According 
to their 1968 figures, Chase Manhattan Banks assets are 19 billion dollars, these 
monies are used to maintain and increase the oppression of the people of the world 
for the continued profit of the Rockefellar Family. 


Chase Manhattan will be on campus March 4 to recruit students for managerial 
positions to help maintain their position of worldwide supremacy, Chase Manhattan 
needs flunkies to extend its racist and Imperialist policies nationally and Internation-~ 
ally. This monster and others like it must be attacked strongly and effectively, 3

WHY WE NEED TO STUDY CHINESE 


The speakers of Chinese are more than those of English, 
Spanish, German, French, Italian, and Russian combined. It 
is also the basis of the written languages of 90 million 
Japanese, 30 million Koreans and 700 million Chinese, 
including people in the mainland China, Taiwan and those 

of Chinese origin in the entire Southeast Asia. The study 
of Chinese is the key to the understanding of Asian people. 
It is not an exaggeration to say that where chopsticks are 
used, there lies the influence of Chinese culture. 

Under the National Defense Education Act passed by 
the Congress, it is listed as one of the six critically 
needed languages given top priority in the foreign language 
development program, 

At present, there are over 120 colleges and univer-~ 
sities in this country (16 in California), that offers 
Chinese courses in programs related to social sciences 
and humanities. Students teking Chinese are eligible for 
many government and private scholarships and loans at the 
college level. In the Los \ngeles area, at the present, 
Chinese is offered at Beverly Hills High School, Fairfax 
High School, Pasadena High School, and Bellflower High School. 

There are nine main groups of dialects in Chinese. 
The Mandarin group covers roughly 2/3 of the population 
and 3/4 of the area of China proper and the greater part 
of Manchuria. Since the promotion of Mandarin for several 
decades as the national dialect, it is now the unified 


spoken language on mainland China and Taiwan.

SMC vows to hold conference in free speech area 


The established policy of allowing the use of Cal State L.A. for student 
groups hosting regional conferences was broken this week as Pres. Greenlee 
denied permission to the Student Mobilization Comnittee to End the War in 


Vietnam to use the campus. 


The right of the antiwar movement to use campus facilities had been clearly 
established in the past. SMC held its last regional conference at Cal State 
L.A. on Oct. 18, 1969. The entire conference proceeded peacefully and 
orderly.

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A LIVING WAGE FOR POSTAL WORKERS 


Throughout the country, postal workers have gone on strike. At a time when the 
cost of living is increasing by 9% per year, as a result of the rise in prices and 
taxes, the postal employees are demanding wage increases that will barely maintain 
their present standard of living. In N.Y., for examole, the postal workers are de- 

‘manding a starting salary of $8,500/yr. with increases to $11,700 after 5 years on 
' the job. Over the past few years working conditions have ae deteriorated; the 

workload has greatly increased, which has given supervisors more leverage to harass 
“the sorters and carriers. — : : 


Congress! Ss response to the reasonable demands has been to talk about lack of 
funds, and to call the workers' demands, inflationary. This hypocrisy should be ob- 
vious as Congressmen continue to apor opriate funds for the war in Vietnam, vote 
$80 billion for "defense" and space, and give themselves a 41% pay raise. 


The inflation, however, can't be blamed on working people trying to make ends 
meet. Government soending on arms production, which guarantees profits to the big- 
gest corporations, and other forms of waste, real estate speculation, and govern- 
ment giveaways to corporations are in fact responsible. Yet the government lets 
the corporations off the hook by forcing us to support their profits. As housing, 
schools and hospitals deteriorate, the goverment refuses to raise taxes of BaDSe 

with money, the corporations md the banks, to pay for these, 


The role of the national union leadership has been to hold the strike back at 
every stage. They now urge workers to stay on the job and trust the government. 
They promise that if there is no satisfactory settlement in five days, then they 
will call a strike. They are doing all they can to gain control of the situation, 
even if that means breaking the momentum which has been built up. But from past 
experience, we know when they have the situation fully in control, they will a- 
gain sell out the workers. For his part, Nixon plans to make false promises to 
p event the strike from spreading, to isolate the New York postal workers, and then 
when the momentum is lost to go back on his promises. The national union leader- 
ship will play right into this trap. 


lf the strike continves to spreid and the government calls out the national 
euard to break it, the union leadership will take no effective steps to stop this 
such as demanding active support from the rest of the labor movement. In order to 
prepare for these developments, nostal workers will have to organize rank and 
file committees to provide the leadership, coordination and communication neces-— 
t : 3 
sary to prevent the regions from being solit from each other and .to win the strike. 


It will also be necessary for the postal employees to win the support of other 
working people. They will have to make clear that they do not want their gains to 
be made at the expense of other workers and that if fact the strike is in the in- 
terest of all working people. To do this they will have to raise demands that other 
working peoole will support. They must demand that money for their wages come from 
those who profit most from postal services, corporations and banks. Postal workers 
should demand that rates for bulk mail be increased but not first class rates. They 
should go on record in suo,ort of other government employees (including the teachers ) 
and 211 workers forced into striking. Only in this way can they get the support 
they need to prevent themselves from being isolated. 


. Support of the postal strike is in the interest of all workers, If it is 
defeated, the chances of other working people for halting or reversing the de- 
cline in living standards will be decreased. If the government and those who 
control it succeed in splisting working people apart, they will be free to

There were three majur victorie Monday, victories wun because of the 
support that more than ljuv pefple shuwed for the action and the peuple involved 
by coming to court. The judge had previously stated opposition to the defendants 
motions of the day -- that six peple be allowed to sever from the rest because vi 
differences in defense, that the trial be ccuntinued to a later date, and most 
impvurtantly that the six peuple guing to trial be allowed to defend themselves. 
cpeculations by the lawyers was that these motions would not be granted, but 
once the DA and the judge saw the suppurt fur the defendants, all three od these 
motions were granted. 


It is crucial that these peuple be alluwed to defend themselves. Their only 
defense is what they know to be the conditiuns in the cafeteria after working 
there, the racist practices that they saw and experienced there, and their 
understanding uf the necessity for students to ally with workers and te build 
a strong aliiance fur lasting change. The people in ARM and CDS who toox part 
in the sit-in did su for these reasons and for these reasons alune 
they should be judged. 


But the courts will not voluntarily judge them on that basis. The cvcurté: 
the laws, and lawyers serve to maintain and enhance the position of those in 
power. Itis clear by what Judge Chave.. said in the sentencing of sit-iners 
on ¥ebruary 13th that the University is directing the sentencing by virtue of 
reports and recommendations to the court. The court 1@ only too happy to 
compy to the unversity's wishes and sentence pevple on the basis of their 
political work on cai.pus since the sit-in. Historically courts, laws, and 
the pulice have been used ahainst working peuple, the jails are filled with black, 
third-world, and white weriking peuple who tried to fight back. 


A 'legal-defense' won't work -- the busses hwe the laws on their side,

SUBJECT: Reappointment of Dr. Robert Niemann 


On December 3, 1969, Dr. Robert Niemann filed a grievance with President Greenlee 
regarding the decision of the School of Engineering not to reappoint him for 

the 1970-71 academic year. This grievance was transmitted to Panel 1 of the 
Faculty Grievance Committee in accordance with the new grievance procedures. On 
March 19, 1970, after over three months of investigation and deliberation, the 
Grievance Committee made its report to the President, recommending that "the 
decision not to retain Dr. Niemann be vacated," and that "the question of 

Dr. Niemann's retention for a fourth year be given over to a committee consti- 
tuted solely for this purpose." The Committee based its decision on what it 
considered to be evidence of bias and procedural irregularity in the School of 
Engineering's decision. 


According to the grievance procedures, "The decision of the President, except 

in rare instances and for compelling reasons, shall concur with the judgment 

of the committee." On April 2, 1970, President Greenlee sent a memo to the 
Grievance Committee stating, "I have decided to reject your recommendations; 
thus the decision not to reappoint Mr. Niecsiana for the 1970-71 academic year 
stands." Dr. Greenlee's memo further states, "I do not believe your report 
demonstrates bias, procedural irregularity, or violation of faculty rights in 
the formulation of the decision not to retain Mr. Niemann for the 1970-71 
academic year." Three full professors of this college, after months of deliber- 
ations, found sufficient evidence of bias and procedural irregularity in the 
School of Engineering's decision not to retain Dr. Niemann that they recommended 
that the decision be "vacated." It should be noted that the Committee did not 
even recommend that Dr. Niemann be reappointed for next year, which it could 
have done in the face of bias and procedciiral irregularity; it merely recom- 
mended that a special, unbiased committee be formed to make this decision. 

In substance, although President Greenlee's memo contains an explanation as 

to why he disagreed with the analvsis of the facts put forward by the Committee, 
he gives as his "compelling reasons" for rejecting the Committee's recommend- 
ations that he does not agree with the Committee's interpretation and evaluation 
of the facts. 


We feel that President Greenlee has acted arbitrarily in rejecting this decision 
of a duly authorized faculty committee. We ask you to urge President Greenlee 
to reconsider his decision. 


When a person is first hired as a reaular faculty member at this college, he is 
required to go through four probationary years before he is granted tenure. During 
each of these first four years, a decision must be made to retain the probationary 
faculty member for the next year. This decision starts with a recommendation from 
the Department or School Retention and Tenure Committee composed of senior faculty 
members, and a recommendation from the School's Dean. The final decision is made 
by the College President. According to the Faculty Handbook (p. 39), "The college 
is under no obligation to provide probationary faculty with a statement of reasons 
for nonretention." 


Bob Niemann was hired as a reqular faculty member starting in the Fall of 1967. In 
December of 1967 he participated in campus demonstrations against Dow Chemical, 
which was producing napalm for the "ar in Vietnam. In February of 1968, the School 
of Engineering recommended against his reappointment for a second year, divina as 
its reason that he had shown “little evidence of professional growth" in his less 
than five months on the faculty. The Dean of Enaineerino concurred in this 
recommendation and President Greenlee notified Niemann of his nonretention. 


Niemann appealed the decision, stating that the decision was influenced by his 
political activities (such as the Dow demonstration). In August of 1968, after 
seven months of appeals, the college Committee on Academic Freedom and Professional 
Ethics upheld his appeal, finding that there had been "repeated contamination of 
the retention hearings with reference to the nature of his political activities." 
Thus Niemann was retained for a second year. 


In November of 1968, less than three months after ‘!iemann won his appeal, the 
Engineering Petention and Tenure Committee acain recommended against his retention 
for a third year, this time statinc no reasons. However, this time the Dean of 
Engineering supported his retention and he was appointed for a third year. 


In November of 1969 Niemann received formal notification from the President that 

he would not be reappointed for a fourth year based on the recommendation of the 
Engineering Retention and Tenure Committee and concurred in bv the Dean. He 
received no statement of reasons either from the Enqineerina Committee or from the 
Dean. He did receive a copy of the Deaprtment Chairman's performance profile stat- 
inc "It is my judament that Dr. Niemann does not meet the standards exnected of yo 
young men with recent doctorates." The reasons hehind this judgment were not 
specified. 


We, the students of the ad hoc Committee to Support Bob Niemann, feel that his 
firing is an act of political repression. This is not an isolated case. This 
year alone three professors at Valley State who supnorted the demands of black 
students and five professors at U.C. Riverside who supported the moratorium over 
the death of James Rector in the People’s Park demonstrations have been denied 
retention. At this campus a lona list of professors, including Farber, Fox, 
Fisenstein, {iarin, Kofsky and Yon Meier, have been let ao. This kind of political 
repression can only be stopped by the organized efforts of students.

OA third ‘example is the anti-communist ideas that are tau gnt in history, econ- 
omics, and nhilosophy. Needless to say, the idea that workers must fight back against 
their. exploitation, recognize the enemy, and win by Hrerieseing the bosses ‘and their 
system permanently, is very dangerous to the c?pitalists. Tie bosses require their 
intellectuals to describe communists who have these ideas as “proto- ‘fascists or, at best, 
good ‘in theory). but. Mout-dated and unrea istic’ OF course » the bosses themselves waste 
no words. Communists becone “rioter , maniacs , assassins. . | | 


Aside from the intellectual Works t the col-ege is a direct explciter itself. 
It pays camous workers starvation wages for ‘working long hours at hot, dirty jobs. 
The cafeteria bosses try to make even. more profits by employing mainly black and brown 
workers, and older women who would have trouble finding jobs: elsewhere. ‘Yomen workers 
are required to buy their own uniforms and launder them at home (‘women are used to 
this type of work’) wheras there is a uniform service for the men. Every time there is 
a school holiday or break, most campus workers get a mendatory Layoff without pay. 


* 
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The college also acts as a direct exploiter by maintaining a police science 
department which trains cops to suppress students and workers. The department does 
research on how to best quell the just rebellions of working people and how to break 
militant strikes against bad working conditions. And finally many campuses have pro- 
grams to train military officers, to develop weaponry, to aid the US military world- 
wide. 


The fact is that the college is controlled by the rich in the same basic way 
the army is. The owners of Del Monte Foods, McDonald Douglas, Hearst Press, Bank of 
America, etc.--what we call the ruling class--control both army generals and state 
politicians. There is as much chance of liberal college admininstrators letting the 
college serve the veople as there is of liberal US generals aiding the people of 
S.E. Asia? | 


When college administrators allow students to have ‘'teach-ins,' “candlelight 
parades,’ and withdrawal from school with credit, they are merely containing and mis- 
leading student opposition to racism and the war. Chancellor Hines said a couple of 
weeks ago that educational institutions in California have served well to absorb 
‘student militancy and social unrest‘! which otherwise might have had a far wider aim. 
What he means is that students have not yet fully realized that college bosses are 
an arm of the ruling class, and that they and their ‘academic'’ programs must be 
smashed. 


By pushing the idea that it is possible to have a ‘liberated’ college or a 
‘radical’ student government, the administration is hoping to build the illusion that 
students really do have power under the cavitalist system. Students do want to make 
social change. Real change only comes by fighting for it, because bosses always try 
to take back, mislead or reverse the gains of students and workers. A misunderstand- 
ing of the college leads only to cynicism, since without seeing the enemy no victory 
can be won. Students must mobilize against the ways the college screws people, not 
merely for a ‘relevant’ education. 


In struggle against the bosses exploitation, two factors are key. First, 
racism must be fought. Right here at Cal State black, brown and yellow students would 
not participate fully in the strike because white students have not seen that non-white 
people are the most screwed by the war, the draft, the police, etc.. The battle against 
exploitation must be fought esnecially in the interests of minority peoples because 
they are specially exploited. Furthermore it is black and brown students and workers 
who are leading the battle against the capitalist system nation-wide. 





The second, and most basic factor in fighting for social change in this coun- 
try is that only the working class and its allies, including students, have the power 
to win permanent change by the complete abolishment of the bosses and their capitalist 
system. To do it requires a revolutionary theory which explains the class nature of 
capitalist exploitation--iarxism-Leninism--and a revolutionary party of workers to 
organize the fight against the ruling class. In this way working people and their 
allies can rid themselves of the oppression of the bosses and build socialism, a dem- 
ocratic government of and for working people, which suppresses the old bosses, their 
army, methods and rotten ideas.

Working people should not be 
further taxed. 

SDS calis for the U.S. to get out of Vietnam now, but this 
is not enough. We must attack the negotiations also. The U.S. 
doesn't have the right to negotiate for an inch of Vietnam -- 
there should be no negotiations about the right of the U.S. to 
exploit the human and natural resources of other countries. The 
U,S. doesn't intend to get out of Vietnam; and the U.S. has no 
right to negotiate a thing in Vietaan. :

The colonial regime of Puerto Rico, headed by Governor Luis Ferre, faithful 
to the interest of U.S. imperialism and the handful of Puerto Rican capitalists, has 
launched a wave of terror against workers and students. The special object of this 
campaign is the Puerto Rican Socialist League, which has played an important role ir 
many of the struggles now going on in Puerto Rico ~ on the campus, in the sluns, 
and in the shons. 





The recent students’ strike in Puerto Rico was called after the shock troops oi 
the colonial police occupied the campus here the night of March 4. Earlier that day 
some 300 women students had conducted a march against the draft. RCTC cadets | 
attacked the march. They were followed by the police who beat the demonstrators fur- 
iously, firing at random. The battle raged throughout the Rio Piedras section of Sar. 
Juan for 12 hours. About 4000 students participated in the fight. One, a 19-year 
old woman, was killed by the nolice. 


On Thursday, at 1 PM in the Free Speech Area, Miriam Fuentes, member of the 
Liga Socialista Puertoriqueno (Puerto Rican Socialist League) will speak on the 
struggle by students and workers to rid Puerto Rico of U.S. economic and political # 
interests that are presently strangling the country. Miss Fuentes, who is touring 
the United States at the invitation of Progressive Labor Party, will discuss in 
particular the Puerto Rican student movement which is organizing to fight the 
forced drafting of Puerto Rican workers and students into U.S. imperialist wars.

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Los Angeles teaches are on stviie.. demanding not only increased pay, but 
improvements in the entire educational system as well, The salary demands of 
the United Teachers of Los Angeles are in fact modest, given the present in- 
crease in the cost of living which has been near 10% a year due to taxes and 
inflation, Like many others, teachers have been forced to take second jobs to 
supplement their income;

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Many teachers clain, however, that the salary question is secondary to that 
of reversing the decline of the educational system of Los Angeles, Accordinsly 
UTLA has raised, as partof the contract, many demands which ‘vould improve the. 
Los Angeles schools: reduction of the present student-teacher ratio (now one of 
the highest in the country), special advisors and instruction for students 
needing remedial help, an "back-up services’: of other kinds, 


Yet, in spite of thetstate of the schools, the Board of Education and the 
Governor refuse to budge, claiming that they caanot negotiate under threats, and 
that besides, there is no money anyvay. They are hoping to isolate the teachers 
and focus the blame for the crisis on them, avay from those who are really re— 
sponsible, 


The problems of the Los Angeles schoois is not au isolated one, They are a 
reflection of the nationwide decline in secial services (including hospitals, 
housing, and transportation) that has paralleled the rise of the permanent arms 
economy and particularly the war in Vietnam. ‘he government has plowed billions 
into arms production and an inflated bureaucracy, while the cost of this waste 
has been passed on through taxes to those l:ast able to nay, As inflation, 
largely caused by the growth in defense spending, as further cut into wages” 
social services which are financed through local taxation (which also hits 
working people hardest) have suffered, Throughout the country, measures to fi-- 
nance education have been voted down as the tax burden on workers has become un-- 
bearable, ‘eanwhile, the larcest corporations are directiy subsidized by arms 
contracts which guarantee profits, while Federal, state, ant local governments 
scream poverty when confrotited with the demands of their empicyees for decent 
wages, The postal strike is just one example of this, 


Corporate needs have damaged the educational system in other wavs. ‘The 
tracking system, which channels Blacks, Chicanos, and the white working class 
into vocational general courses, women into secretarial and hone economics 
courses, while middle class students are prepared for colleve, perpetuates the 


class: race, and sexual inequalities of our society, Crucial’ to the failure of 
the educational system is re Fact that for aay ene ‘ts, the oniv futures 
awaiting them are borine jébs or the army. Counling overcrowding , inadequate 


materials, and the lack of ‘motivation that this would cause, the schools be- 
come a ae for the students and the teachers are forced into the role of con, 


The teachers cannot win the fight for better vay snd schools alone, they 
cannot confine themselves to the limits of teacher unicnism, What is necesgary 
is a united fight of all those who need better nublic schoots+ The tactics of 
pressuring the city and state government through an isolated act of the teachers 
are inadequate and will only lead to defeat. Unless steps are taken new to 
breaden the Struggle, the Board of Education will beat the teachers through 
court injunctions and fines after directing vublic anger against then, 


In order to prevent tilis, the rank and file teachers must set up comnit-- 
tees that can fight to keep control of the strike in their hands and begin to

Dear Members and Friends of ‘SDS, 


The May Day invasion of Cambodia reveals one more time the determination of the U0. 
government to stay in Southeast Agia until the bitter end, and it raises the question again: 
What can we do to fight back? Friday, May 1, 2,000 people came to an SDS led rally in 
New Haven which tied in the repression of the Black Panthers to the need to build ongoing 
struggles against racism. There is a sit-in at Michigan State University against ROTC, 
and Berkeley students stopped the University trial of anti-ROTC fighters there, throwing out 
the cops and demanding an open hearing, and 500 at;the U. of Maryland responded to 
Nixon's speech by spontaneously sacking the ROTC building. Three major Ohio schools 
have been shut down with anti-war struggles and this is just the beginning. SDS is now in 
a position to win thousands of students to joining these struggles, to winning thousands more 
away: from the liberal leadership of the crumbling Student Mobilization Committee, and the 
crumbled Moratorium. | - | | 

Our main problem is that SDS is still relatively small in terms of the ‘thousands of schools 
across the country. Many campuses with militant anti-war struggles, anti-racism struggles, 
have only heard about SDS through the bourgeois. press--leading them to thirk we support 
student pwwer, that we are terrorist Weathermen, or at best, that what we ‘have to say is 
not very serious, and.we're not serious people. How can we best reach people? How can 
we provide good leadership against the war, against racism, against male chauvinism and 
against.pollution? How can we reach the students with a program of allying with working 
people? That is, how can we best fight the ruling class that owns and runs this country? 

Looking at what we've learned in the past fewyears, it seems there are four main ways 
that people have been won into the organization. | 
(1) STRUGGLE- The most important is dizect struggle. Whenever we have launched ah ig 
campign to abolish ROTC, or improve. the conditions of campus workers, hundreds ix7s 
seen tore clearly that there is ruling class that has to be fought. In siruggle we learn - 
who are’our enemies,,.and who are our friends. But hundreds of students have been jailed 
this year, and hundreds of thousands of dollars have gone for bail and legal expenses. 

We can't struggle if we're in jail waiting for a ‘rial. WE HAVE TO RAISE MONEY TO 
KEEP OUR SISTERS AND BROTHERS OUT OF JAIL. WHEN THE S@RUGGLE GETS SHARP ! 
WE NEED A CONSTANT BAIL AND LEGAL DEFENSE FUND OF AT LEAST $5000. 


(2) SUMMER WORK-IN - A, second way we win people to allying with workers is the work- 
in, Through on the job experience and contact with workers we better understand the pot- 
ential force and present militancy of.the working class. Students and workers discussing 
radical ideas find that they have a common enemy. The same class cf men who run the — 
colleges and universities own the factories, profit from the war in S.E. Asia, exploit 
workers at home and abroad...WE NEED $300 to print and distribute a work-in poster, and 
$500 for a new work-in pamphlet (the Work-In '68 pamphlet had at least 5 printings -- 
over 80,000 sold ! ) Most students work during the summer, Let's win them to working 

in basic industry or on their campuses where lasting contacts can be made, and let's 

win them to joining our discussion groups. | | 


(3) NATIONAL CONVENTIONS - A third way people have become involved is through Nat- 
ional Conventions. Debate determining the primary thrust of SDS is a good experience 
for all, clarifying alot of thinking. This is where people from small and new chapters 


learn that they aren't alone, and where we all learn from the victories and mistakes of 
campaigns in other areas.

THINGS EVERYONE SHOULD KNOW ABOUT THE UNITED STATES INVOLVEMENT 
IN VIETNAM (INDOCHINA) 


Hard Facts: 


War fatalities: 43,000 (plus) Americans killed in what has now become an 
Indochina war. The hard fact of importance is that these deaths have occurred 
in Vietnam, Thailand, Laos, and now Cambodia. 


The fatality count for the Indochina conflict has now exceeded that total 
death count for the U.S. involvement in Korea by 10,000 (33,000 killed in 
Korea). 


Why are we fighting a war without the support of our allies? Of the 42 
nations that have security and mutual assistance and defense pacts with 
the United States, only 5 are aiding in Vietnam. Far more important is 
the fact that the American death rate is 12-1 above that of our allies. 
If this war really is to preserve freedom why haven't our allies joined 
us?

The dollar cost of the Indochina war for just the last seven years

This is precisely what UCLA students as weil as those on 373 or more 
campuses have done -- they have charted their own way by asking themselves, 
and now you, three basic questions: 


1. Is it our national purpose to allow one man -- even if he be 
be the most powerful in the world -- to ignore the source of 
that power, the American people? Is it our purpose to allow 
Richard Nixon to send our men to kill and die without the 
consent of the people and their Congress? 


2. Is it our national purpose to continually repress American 
minority groups -- politically, economically, and socially? 
Is it necessary that "1984" tactics be used to systematically 
suppress political dissenters? Why, for instance, is the 
Black Panther Party, its headquarters, its leaders, its Chairman, 
Bobby Seale, being consistently singled out for such suppression? 


3. Is it the purpose of our universities to aid in the continuance 
of the war and to be symptomatic of the suppression of the 
racial minorities? We demand that they cease in training of 
military officers to fight in that war and in promoting research 
in weaponry and other war related areas. We demand that the 
university give highest priority in budgeting to racial minority 
programs. 


We, the students of this country, do not believe that this is the American 

way to freedom and equality. But if we see no response from you, we must 
conclude that it is your concept of the "American Way". We urge everyone 

of you to go on strike and to express yourself against what you know 

to be wrong. Four students were slain in the heartland of this nation 
attempting to demonstrate the outrage appropriate when the ideals and 
democratic processes of this nation are flagrantly assaulted by its government. 
Let them not have died in vain.

There 
were scattered reports of gunfire directed at trucks and incidents of 
rock throwing and tire-slashing in the wildcat strike which left

DISCUSS Student Strikes ANO DEMANDS 
Blocking traffic on the San Bernadino Freeway was not an attack on the 
war-makers, nor will such actions stop the war. Members of the working class who 
are forced to use the freeways are not responsible for the war. Workers are the 
people that the war hurts the most. They and their sons are the ones drafted into 
the army’ they are the ones who bear the brunt of inflation. “orkers driving to 
and from work on the freeway are not the enemy. A recent Gallup poll shows that 
a greater percentage of workers than college trained personnel favor the U.S.

Students and workers country-wide aré increasingly taking o* U.S. bosses in a life and 
death struggle against the effects of imperialism here and abroad. Daily, people are fight- 
ing U.S. rulers over worsening job conditions, inflation, racism, ROTC, and expansion of 
the war into Cambodia - a war that spells more misery for workers everywhere. The ruling 
class- the elite group of corporate owners, bankers, and landlords who control the politi- 
cal, economic and armed structure of the country - cannot aiford to let these challenges to 
thier power and PROFITS go unchecked and is trying to subdue and/or brutally smash the mil- 
itancy of workers and students. 


More and more people'see through the "sood guy'' liberals like Kennedy, Fulbright, te 
Goodell and -HMcGovern who differ only on TACTICS with the Nixon-Agnew conservatives. Both: 3.5 
groupings in the ruling class agree on the primary issue -the impor“.ance of .continuing to. ,, 
rob workers here and abroad while still maintaining the facade of canitalist democracy - 3 
althouch they might differ on how best to do it.

As workers and’ students organize to fight back - as in the G.E., postal workers, teach+ 
ers and Teamster' strikes and on campus after campus around ROTC and war involvement - the 
response of thé ruling class is a campe gn of brutal repression. This can be seen in Ohio Te 
where the National Guard was called in against Kent State students as well as striking Team-~- 
sters. Troops were used to help crush the hundreds of ghetto rebellions that have swept 
the country and were also used to help break the nostal workers' strike. So far the response 
of workers and students to this revression has correctly been to organize even more. and too"

unite with the working class to defeat our common oppressor. 


On Wednesday, a rally was called by the "Brotherhood" slate to protest the expansion of 
the war and the shooting of the four students at Kent State. Close to 1500 people attended 
the rally - and they were ready to FIGHT! But the SMC-YSAUBrotherhood' misleaders constant- 
ly tried to hold the peovle back and misdirect them. Students were forced to hear a lot of 
militant sounding sveeches with no real plans for concrete action. But when students began 
to shout down an SMC sneaker, "action" was proposed. Students were led on wild goose chases 
through classrooms, through the library, into the cafeteria, and ultimately onto the free - 
vay! Students in the classrooms were attacked by the fake radicals for not joining the rally. 
“Workers in the cafeteria and the iibrary were attacked for being “'anathetic". 


At no time did the vhonies in the SMC-YSA-"Brotherhood" try to win these students and. 
workers politically. At no time did they explain who the real enemy was and how to fight 
them. By leading an attack on workers on the freeway, by harassing them on their way home 
from work, by blaming working neople for the war, these phonies ar? trying to mislead the 
anti-war movement. The enemy is the ruling class, those who own or control the large corp-~- 
orations and banks. They are the ones who benefit from the war. Working people pay for the 
war through taxes, inflation, and ultimately as soldiers. The only time that a focus was 
given to Wednesday's demonstrations, the only time that the enemy was defined and attacked, 
was when speakers from SDS and Progressive Labor Party urged students to attack the Police 
Science Department. SDS and PLP speakers literally had to fight the misleaders to get to — 
the microphone in order to point out = veal, specific enemy right at CSCLA - Police Training. 


Police training at CSCLA is 2 major way in which the college and its administration 
further the onpression of U.S. students and workers. Police, the domestic armed force of - 
U.S. imperialism, always stand on the side of the bosses and THEIR private property. Police 
are used to break workers’ strikes, crush ghetto rebellions, suppress high school outbreaks, 
and have been called in repeatedly during recent weeks to nut down campus struggles. When 


do police ever come out o” the side of working people and their allies? NEVER! Their main 
function is to see to it that the profits of the ruling class are protected and this puts 
them in sharp contradiction with the ficht of the working class and its allies for a decent 
life. Black and B:own workers and students who are oppressed and exploited the most under 
capitalism - the lowest paying and hardest jobs, poorest housing, ocecation, and medical 
services - fight back hardest. They are singled out by the ruling class and its cops for the 
most brutal repression. 


These racist attacks on Third World people are en attemnt by the ruling class to keep 
down the most militant sector of the working class. They go along very nicely with the bosses' 
attempt to use racism to divide working people along racial lines and keep them fighting 
enon cvoey instead of the real enemy. Likewise, the war in S.E. Asia is "justified" by 
portraying the S.E. Asians as small, sneaky yellow hoards having no regard for human life. 
What a racist slur on magnificant fighters who have rut U.S. imperialism on the run! In 
actuality, U.S. bosses know that when workers here realize that it is in their interest to 
unite with the workers and peasants around the world, imperialism will be a significant step 
Closer to being defeated. 


In police ‘'s-ience!' courses, cops are trained to de this racist dirty work for the 
ruling class. They aren't trained mainly to give first-aid and to help old ladies cross 
streets. With courses such as "Riots, Revolts, and Insurrections", cops graduate well 
prepared to put down workers'struggles. Sociology and psychology courses only help cops to 
be more subtle and eff\cient at their job. An educated" cop is still a cop and still has 
the same job - t» protect the bosse: profits. A good cop is one who takes his stand on the 
side of the working class - and QUITS! 


CSCLA students should wage an on-going campaign to end police training on campus and 
thus help expose how the college is used by the ruling class to serve its own interests - 
the same interests it's trying “so preserve in S.E. Asia and areund the world: We in 
Progressive Labor Party c.-1 for a strong, militant strike of students and campus workers

It was a normal day in Mississippi, as normal as it could possibly be 
considering the state affairs in the nation as well as what was taking 
place outside the girls dormitory at Jackson State. 

Brothers, and in todays revolution or struggle, a brother is defined as a 
revolutionary who dares to strugzsle in order to dare to win, no matter 
what the cost, were demonstrating againist the draft and its coverted 
racism. The younc Black men who were voicing the truth of how it seems 
that a large nimixr of Black brothers are drafted into the war immediately 
after gradution frcm college. we, as a race - the Black race, know that 
realistically the pronortion of soldiers in Southeast Asia is far from 

the proportion here in the United States. For example if there is say 

2 Blacks for every 6 whites here, then there is h blacks for every 6 
whites in Southeast Asia. This is the coverted racisn which exists in 

the system of the draft, but is very obvious to politically aware 
brothers. This is what they are protesting about. 

The normal day suddenly shifted to one of abnormalty as the police were 
called in to break up the protests. It was reported by the police that 

as they arrived on the scene to carry out their orders they were alledged— 
ly fired upon. They, the police, claim that the shots rang out from the 
dormitory and leased out a volley which lasted up to a minutee In the 
midst of the volley, one brother, a student at Jackson State, was shot 
once’ but While cttouptinito gain.entrahce-tntd the derrztory;an order 
to escape injury. He found the doors barred and locked and he died as 
bullets riddled away at his helpless and open black body. Another 
young warrior was shot once, fatally. The brotheriLay dyin and'blead~ 


ing in a street in Mississippi and his fellow warriors were unable to 


assist their comrade wtil flood of bullets ceased. At this point, it 





was too late. At this point, it brought the total amount dead, across 
the country, to 8. Remember Augusta, Georgia. 

At the end of it all, the blood engulfed the pigs, who fired their hate 
into the bodies of the two brothers. The blood engulfed the hands of 
the other brothers and sisters, who stood by in fear and strength. The 
blood engulfed the hands of all black people around the nation, because 
we continue with life and protrude an attitude of laxness, because 
after all, it was only two more "NIGSERS" killed, so what else is new? 
But there is something else new. Must we aS race — the black race 
continue to lay idly by as blacks around the country are continually 
dying for the color of their skin. 

There can only be one thine said to any black person concerned and that 
is to ask yourself this one question. Am I BLACK enough tc dare to 
struggle in order to dare to win, no matter what the price I will have

If you know of movement groups in your area that we don't(if they don't 
get our mailings, then we don't know about them) send us their addresses and we will pass them on to 
brothers and sisters who need them. We want your suggestions on new literature and new programs. 
Although we probably won't be able to answer your suggestions with a personal reply, we do need your 
ideas. 


CARS! 


REP eats cars! We urgently need a car or panel truck in good running condition. Each of us has worn 
out the cars we had when we came to REP. The only car we will have this summer is the one our newest 


staff member brought us. Here's what REP uses its cars for: 


Chasing around Detroit getting supplies. For example, bringing in the 6 tons of blank paper we printed 
in 1969 and taking to the Post Office the 9 tons of pamphlets we distributed last year. 


Working with movement groups in the Detroit area, especially but ndt only setting up lit tables at teach- 
ins, community colleges, conferences; hawking our lit at demonstrations; delievering lit to bookstores 
and movement centers in the Michigan area. 


Attending and running lit tables at as many meetings and conferences in the Michigan-Ohio area and 
nationally as we can. 


And to top it off, since the Motor City has the nation's poorest public transportation(wonder why?) and 
since the office is in an industrial urban removal area, we must use our cars to do the many things political 


human beings do: laundry, meetings, fun, agitating, baby-sitting, eating... 


So please help us if you can. We'll take anything that will run . 


WE NEED DISTRIBUTORS 


In the past few months, the number of bulk orders we filled has tripled--people all over are getting 
themselves , the movement and its resourses together! Naturally we want to help. For one thing, we 
have changed our discount policy so that almost anyone who is using large amounts of REP lit qualifies 
for our discount, But we also want people to become distributors for us. This means having 

on hand enough REP lit to fill orders for groups in your area; placing our lit on consignment in book 
stores; setting up lit shelves in movement centers; running lit tables or stores, or anything else that gets 
it out to the people. We are in touch with people who are already doing this and have some experience 
to pass on. So if you're interested, or know of someone who might be, get in touch with us, and we'll 
talk details. 


HIGHER PRICES 


As you know, REP isn't a profit-making operation. Our aim is to get out good lit to people who need 

it for as low a price as possible. Most of our income is from lit sales--the rest(about 8%) is from contri- 
butions of a few dollars each. We have had to raise our prices, both because of Tricky Dick's inflation 
and also to be able to continue to supply lit to people who have no money. In the last year our operating 
and supply costs have gone up. Soon the postal workers just demands for a living wage will be passed on 
to the people in the form of higher postage, which will hit us pretty hard. We want to be able to 
continue to fill the growing number of orders from groups with incredible money hassels--like Gl's, wel- 
fare mothers, unemployed people, and people in jail. What we have tried to do is keep the price the 
same for the stuff that people are clearly using the most in work with new people, and raise prices on 
items that are used more ofter as resource or class-room pieces. We still have a bulk rate discount for 
movement groups and people who use lots of lit in turning on new people. If this fits you of your group, 
write us for discount information. 


AN APOLOGY 


To those of who who are still waiting for the Radical Defense Handbook or Firearms and Self-Defense, 
we are sorry its taking so long. The people who print them have been so swamped by the large demand 
that we cann't keep up with it. We've filled no bulk orders on these two items but have been sending 
a single copy to all requests hoping they'!| get passed around and shared.

LEGALIZED MURDER? 


The death of the four students in Ohio at the hands of the 
National Guard came as a shock to all of us. We must not let 
this shock blur the relationship between ideas and action. We 
must discover the ideas that led to these deaths. 


Many people claim that the suppression that runs rampant in 
America is due to the power structure of this government. 


By its very nature, government leads to situations just like 
this. Just what is government? It is the belief that some people 
have the right to regulate and direct the lives of others by force. 
This belief is the basis of all states, whether they are ruled by 
the majority vote, the party in power, or a single dictator. 


States around the world and throughout history have seen this 
suppression appear wherever there is any lack of respect for gov- 
ernment authority by those it is trying to control. Always the 
same cry has been heard: "It's who controls power that is the 
problem." That is wrong. The concept of power itself is the 
problem - whether that power is claimed in the name of the father- 
land or in the name of God or in the name of the people. Nixon, 
Reagan, Castro, Mussolini, and Brezhnev are all the same.

WHAT REALLY HAPPENED? 


Sunday morning, 12 SDS'ers, including several members of the Progressive Labor 
Party (PLP), strended an open stesring committes meattne of the SMC in order to talk 
to the 200 or so peovle there about what we felt were lessons to be learned from the 
recent strike and to see how the pl related to other people's experiences, There were 
three main points we wanted to se about the anti-war movement=-that it must 
(1) fight racism, (2) link itself i ee increasingly militant struggles of workers and 
(3) indoing these, fight to win (by shutting the school down until victory) concrete 
damands on tie university administration that hurt the war and racism and the giant 
corporations that profit from them, hid also wanted to point out that the leadership 
of the SMC, the Young Socialist Alliance and the Socialist Workers Party ,have 
consistently opposed building this kind lee a movement, 


One person from MIT SDS and PLP came by the SonTerenae to droop off some literature 
and was asked at the door to register, He explained that he was only there for a 
minute to give us the literature and started into the conference room, but was yrabbed 
by four people, thrown against the hallway wall and beaten, Those of us in tha room had 
seen him for a second as the door was opened and it looked like he was getting roughed 
up, SO we went out to defend him if necessary, As aach of us stepoed outside the 
door, we were. sach attacked sy from 4 to 8 people in waiting; the fight was only being 
broken up pecause many honest people came out and saw what was happening to us.

questions, 


In the afternoon, we returned with almost 50 SDS’ers with the intention of being 
admitted seacefully if possible in order to politically expose the YSA leadership for what 
had aappened that morning and to present our ideas about the anti-war movement, When 
we tried to get to the registration table we were attacked sy an equal number of peovle 

while several campus police appeared at the scene, After about 10 minutes of fighting 

we decided to leave and talk with peoole as they left the conference,

site in Central Park while he was sending cops into Columbia to break the heads of 3tu- 
fents fighting the institute of Defense Analysis and Co sgacanerathe racist expansion into 
tarlem., In other words, "non-exclusion" means bend over bacxwards to include the liberal 


sOliticians and thelr wealthy backers, but exclude anyone who will put forward that these 
ers are just as bad as the rest and that the anti-war movement must fignt racism and 
ily with workers for the strength it neads to win. 
Concretely, the SMC and the Ne w Mobe steering committee tried to exclude the SDS

"A group of us were selling Challenge at the Inglewood unemployment 
Center one morning. The sales were going pretty well and we had managed 
to have several good cenvers tions with workers recently laid off from 
Douglass. I approached a Black worker and asked him if he wanted to buy 
a copy of Challenge. Did he ever! He had already read Challenge before, 
while on strike with the Teamsters last spring here in L.A. As a matter 
of fact, he was fired for his leadership role in that rank and file led 
walkout. When he found out that we were some of the students that went 
to the lines supporting “hem, he put his arm around me and immediately 
invited me over fox lunch. He said he though PLP was great and wanted 
to know more about it. By the way, we sold 38 Challenges in about 45 
Minutes that day!: | | 

"At an unemployment center one of the Challenge sellers asked a 
worker if he had ever read Challenge. The reply was ‘Yeah, my father 
and brother both get the paper regularly--and I read their copy. "What 
do you think about it?’ He replied, ‘it has never told a lie yet.' A 
meeting was arranged with him to discuss more. 

"T was selling Challenge with a group at the Ford auto plant in Pico 
Rivera. We were doing pretty good. The response from the Ford workers 
was encouraging. I had sold about 10 Challenges when a middle aged 
worker came up in is car, jumped cut and started toward me yelling, ‘get 
out of here, you commies, etc.' He tried to take the papers. I defended 
myself by hitting him a couple of times. He was kind of cra.y and start- 
ed yelling at others to help him. The workers came up to him anda told 
him to get back in his car, "Get out of here and leave them alone, “i 
you don't like what they say, keep going.' The worker is always alone 
and is known to be a little nutty. After this incident we continued to 
sell and did pretty good. We have met people from the plant and are 
starting to visit them. | | 

"We were out at the Ford plant in Pico Rivera when the union stooges 
came out to try and make us leave. We told the workers what was going 
on. 'rigures,' said one worker, ' the union is more afraid of us than 
the company is.' Seeing that the workers kept buying the paper and talk- 
ing with us, the company finally called the cops. They tried to harass 
us by giving one Peres a ticket for obstructing traffic. We kept point- 
ing out to the workers how scared the company was of the workers getting 
Communist ideas anc how they had to call out the cops. Guys rolled down 
their windows and said, "We see you have an audience. Hold tight, we're 
with you, the cops are against us too.' One worker gave us $1.50 for: 2 
papers. The cops left before all the a came out. They never got 
out of their car; they were afraid to.'

PERROS RAMPAGE ON WESTSIDE 


On Friday, July 3lst, the Newton Division Perros came down on 
Westside Flats and busted 3 Brown Berets who were organizing 
their community. They were charged with assaulting an officer. 
The ridiculousness of the charge can be seen in The fact That 
the oldest of the Berets charged is only 16 years old and 1s 
onty 5'6" tall, while the Perro is over 6'2". This raid on 
the Westside is a continuation of what has been going on in 
the Westside for many years. 


The area is composed of what is left of the Clanton Barrio 
after the Santa Monica Freeway went thru in 1965, and wiped 
out many Chicano homes. Most of the People moved south To 
the area just north of Adams Boulevard and san Pedro. The 
neighborhood is composed of older wood frame buildings and 
light industry. Most of the older housing is condemned, but 
the people still tive there paying very high rents. 


The Westside has a sense of community with strong kinship and 
friendship ties that have been There and survived despite the 
encroachment of the many factories. Presently Knudsen's dairy 
processing plant is in the neighborhood and has started buying 

up some of the homes in the area for further expansion. On 

the night of the 31st, the Westside Berets were discussing This 
problem when the Perros came down on them and broke up the meeting 


they were having in Trinity Park. 





This attack is a continuing pattern of harrassment of The gente 

of the Westside which is normal operating procedure for The Newton 
Division perros.‘ This procedure includes The rousting of "illegal 
aliens" in assistance of the Migra and the brutal beating of ofher 
innocent community people.

The last National Interim Commitee (NIC) meeting in Chicago August 22-23, had some 
of the sharpest political struggle ever in a NIC. This struggle reflects the grow- 
ing of SDS, both in numbers and in a wider scope of oninions. The discussion cen- 
tered around 4 areas: (1) Anti-communism and the role of communists in SDS, namely 
the Progressive Labor Party. (2) The role and function of the NIC, the National 
Organization, and regional organizations. (3) The main focus of SDS and whether there 
should be a national focus. (4) SDS's male chauvinist tendencies and lack of program 
in fighting sexism. 


At the NIC, two resolutions and a program for the fall were passed as suggestions to 
the chapters. The program had three specific actions: 1. Big area conferences in 
September in the West, Nidwest, South and Mast. 2. A national demonstration in 
Chicago on Nov. 3rd around at least these four slogans or variations of: U.5. Out 

of Vietnam Now, No Negotiations!; Support Ghetto Rebellions; Hands Off the Auto 
Workers; The Elections are a hoax, liberal politicians are jokes. (It was also left 
open that it might be better to have two national demonstrations, one in Chicago end 
one on the West Coast, depending on how the chapters in the West felt about it.) ‘On 
Monday, Nov. 2, there will be a short national council meeting, or maybe two depen- 
ding on this meeting Sunday. The main purvose of this national demonstration(s) and 
NC is to help build struggles on campus, by the speeches and literature focusing on 
the importance of wirning fights on campus against the war, racism and sexism, and by 
giving 505 a national presence. There are also other important reasons for a national 
demonstration which were discussed at the NIC and need to be discussed on a chapter 
and regional level. 3. ‘The National Convention will be during the Christmas vacation 
somewhere in the Midwest. One resolution stated that the NIC suggest to local chap- 
ters that the main focus for SDS in the coming year, be fighting the war. This is a 
lenethy discussion. The other resolution stated that the NIC would encourage the area 
conferences to specifically deal with fighting sexism. 

At the meeting Sunday, Aus. 30, in my opinion, there needs to be political discussion 
on why we should fight the war and if it really should be our national focus, why a 
demonstration in Nov. does any good and if it really fights the war, and why we should 
have a regional conference. If we can come to an understanding of why we should do 
these things, I think it will be that much easier to plan concretely the tactics con- 
cerning these actions. Since this will be the first time the Vest has met on an area 
bases, there will be many things on people's minds. However, since we only have a 
half of a day, I think we should stick to the main points at hand, namely the national 
demo and the conference. The tactics of the conference and demonstration must be con- 
cretely formulated at this meeting if these two actions are to come off successful- 
ly. We can't wait any longer!! 

In my estimation, we should have more people at this regional conference than at the 
last NC since SDS is growing and only 50 people came from areas outside the West to 
the LA NC. The demonstration which I think should be in the Bay Area could attract 
more than 5,000 people if we understand the reasons for this demonstration and proper- 
ly build for it. This would greatly enhance SDS as a strong, national, fighting or- 
ganization against the war, racism and male chauvinism; bolster campus strugerles, and 
virtually build chapters:in new areas such as Colo. and Wash. To help this along I 
suggest the following as a beginning: 

i. Every chapter produce for the whole West a button, poster, bumper sticker, or 

pamphlet on the national demonstration. The NH can't do everything. 

2. Organize travelers tomorrow to the Northwest, Southwest, and Colorado. 

Arrange for national and regional leaders to speak on your campus; it can raise money 

for SDS by honoraries, helv the chapter, and gives more contact with the nat. organizati 

Build struggles on campus now. Counter the administrations' orientation program. 

Area committees to set up and organize the conference and demonstration. 

Write an article today about this meeting for NLN. 

Set up better area and national communications and have one NIC rep. until Xmas.

In September it looks like almost one million aato workers will strike against 
Ford, Chrysler, and General Motors in spite of the efforts of the phoney United 
Auto Workers leadership to work out a ''deal'' with the companies, The issues are 
speed-up on the assembly lines, layoffs and a decline in real wages since 1965, 
while the Big Three grossed 15 billion dollars profit from 1967 to 1970, These com- 
panies are three of the biggest in the world, They are exploiting workers in Canada, 
Euerto Rico, South America and Europe exactly the same way they are in Los 
Angeles, Furthermore, it is the owners of companies like these who run the war in 
SE Asia not only to steal its natuzal resources but also to develop and exploit new 
sources of cheap labor. Whenone million auto workers shut down the big three, they 
are fighting the same enemy the Vietnamese people are fighting - U.S. Imperialism!! 
U.S. Imperialism is the worldwide system by which a very few American businessmen 
own and control all of the U.S. and much of the world's economy, running it all 
in their own interests.It is this system that sucks huge profits from the workers 
by paying low wages (or virtually no wages - maximum wage in Saigon is$l, 40a day) 
to the majority of the pecple of the world. It is this system which is responsible 
for the high unemployment, for the racist murders in our cities, for rotten living 
and working conditions and for the Vietnam War. 4A shutdown of the Big Three 
concretely hurts the biggest imperialists of all. Ford, Chrysler and GM play a 
leading role in the US efforts to dominate the world economy through dozens of 
foreign subsidiaries. They constantly move factories out of the country in search of 
cheap labor and higher profits abroad, This hurts American workers by increasing 
unemployment and lowering wages here, 

AUTO WORKERS’ BATTLE IS STUDENTS! BATTLE 

Millions of students across the U.S, are fighting against the war in Vietnem, 
That is, they are fighting on the side of Vietnamese workers and peasants, on the 
side of American working class men drafted and forced to die in SE Asia, and 
against U.S. Imperialism, This is primarily a battle of the working class against 
the ruling class - the owners of the big banks and businesses. It is working people 
who are obviously hurt the most by imperialism - workers here and in foreign 
countries, Furthermore, it is workers who actually have the power to bring this 
exploitative systern to a halt - Vietnamese workers in 5& Asia and American workers 
in the United States.

Nearly 350,000 auto workers are on strike against 


General Motors — the richest manufacturing corporation in 
the world. GM raked in $10 BILLION profit off the labor 
of these workers during the recent 3-year contract by: 

e Constantly increasing the speed-up of workers on the 
assembly lines with a conscious disregard for safety 
(turning out cars ready for the junk pile); 

e Profiting off the racism directed against black and 
Latin workers — the last hired, the first fired, in the 
hardest, dirtiest and least skilled (lowest-paying) jobs; 

e Pitting U.S. workers against foreign workers by 
producing parts in other countries at still lower wages than 
here. When these super-exploited workers rebel — as in 
Vietnam and Southeast Asia — GM has its government send 
U.S. workers to kill brother workers to protect these areas 
for its super-profits. 

The GM strike affects every worker in this country. If 
GM workers gain some protection against the sky-rocketing 
cost of living, earlier retirement at a decent pension and 
other things that workers need, it will help set the pace for 
ALL workers to win these demands. If GM workers lose — 
through a combination of company refusal to budge; 
sellout union “leadership” that blames workers for inflation 
(!); and government siding with the GM bosses it serves — 
then it will become tougher for ALL workers to gain better 
wages and conditions. 

If GM wins it will re-inforce racism against bleck and 
Latin workers that splits the entire working class. GM and 
the rest of the rich corporations that run this country 
make more than $22 billion in extra profits from the lower 
incomes they force black families to live on, as compared 
to white: working-class families. The workers can win only 
if we unite all forces —blacki, Latin, and white; men and 
women; young and old. 

Auto workers can set the pace for the whole working 
class by fighting against racism at the plant level through 
demands that put black’ and Latin workers in higher- 
-paying, more skilled jobs; fire any foreman or supervisor 
who uses racist slurs or acts in a racist way; maintain a 
policy of NO LAYOFFS FOR ANY REASON — stopping 
the disproportionate layoffs of black and Latin workers. 
Make .racist GM pay, not the auto workers! These must 
become local-by-local demands, nationally, and help wipe 
out the racist club the bosses use over all workers’ heads to 
_keep us divided and weak. 

Only a rank-and-file take-over of this strike can bring a 
chance of winning, as is true in any struggle. The UAW 
“leaders” have kept things under wraps so far — no mass 
picketing; GM parts plants allowed to work to “help Ford 
and Chrysler”; no mass meetings; no “outside” support. 
The strikes must be supported in efforts to turn this 
around and put the rank-and-file firmly in command, as in 
Fremont, Calif. (see box).

FREMONT, CALIF. — Over 1,000 auto workers — 
sparked a rebellion here on September 14-15 that sent — 
a trailer carrying new GM cars reeling back into the 
plant; broke all the windows in the cars of security 
guards sent to put them down, forcing the GM guards 
to flee; stripped a GM garbage truck and burned the 
garbage; stoned and drove off the cops sent to break 
up their demonstration; turned back a fire engine 
coming to aid GM; and demolished an ambulance that 
drove into a worker while the ambulance was under | 
police escort. For three hours the workers held the 
plant area, which no cop dared enter. Wisely, the GM 
foremen waited inside the plant until the workers left 
at 3 A.M. The hatred of GM workers for the company 
knows no bounds.

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YOU SPEND $2.64 DAILY TO KEEP THE WAR GOING... 
ONLY PENNIES TO FEED THE HUNGRY 


lf you are an average taxpayer, you paid about $600 of your tax money 
last year for the war in Southeast Asia. Inflation, (war induced) cost you 
another $350. That means you were more than $2.64 a day out of pocket 
to keep the war going: YOU ARE BUYING A WAR. Because over 69% 
of every tax dollar now goes for war —past, present, and future, 
there is not enough money left to feed the hungry at home. So Reagan 
cuts welfare and medical aid for the poor. Nixon, in the name of ‘‘welfare 
reform” proposes an annual income to the poor of $1600 a year for a 
family of four. That’s $133.33 a month. Could YOU feed, clothe, and house 
YOUR family every month on $133.33 total income? 


The Calif. Welfare Rights Organization is supporting a Bill in the State 
Legislature to provide at least a minimal subsistence level of welfare 
payments to needy recipients. California has not increased welfare rates 
since 1958! 


The latest gimmick of the State Dept. of Social Welfare provides pay- 
ment of only 69% of a minimal need-rate schedule. Translated live, here 
are examples of what willhappen: 1)A family with a partially employed 





father with emphysema, a totally disabled mother, five children — three 
retarded, one has cerebral palsy, one is withdrawn. Their grant would be 
cut from $272to$173 amonth. 2) Afamily of amother and four children, 
which receives $160 monthly child support, would be cut from $141 to 
$44 amonth. 3) A family of mother and infant: their grant would be cut 
from $148 a month to $114. A hunger study made in Sacramento County 
in July 1969, showed that 90% of families on AFDC were spending LESS 
for food than the USDA low-cost food plan, which provides for minimum 
nutritional needs. New state regulations provide payment for only 69% of 
those needs. 


Under the Reagan plan, there is NO PROVISION FOR SPECIAL NEEDS, 
such as ulcer diets, etc. All food grants are leveled, whether for an infant 
or a teen age boy, to an equal minimal standard. There is no provision 
for special schooling for retarded or deaf children, etc. These arbitrary 
cuts may help statistically to balance the budget.

AN OPEN LETTER TO THE PUBLIC 


Reprinted below is a copy of a press release which was sent out to all newspapers, radio and TV channels, 
and which only about %2-dozen have seen fit to print. If you have not read or heard the facts printed below, 
then you will understand that there may be a conspiracy in the media to keep very important information 
from the public. 


WHAT DOES THIS MEAN TO YOU? 


“The Congress of Mexican American Unity; supported by the National Moratorium Committee, has issued an 
urgent appeal to the people of So. Calif. to rally in defense of the beleaguered Mexican community. According 
to the Moratorium leaders, the L.A. Police Dept. in East Los Angeles ‘is engaged in a deliberate and calculated 
campaign of terror — of force and violence against the Mexican youth in the community. Beatings, arrests, and 
roustings are daily occurrences’.’”, The young community leaders have compiled ‘‘A Fact Sheet Of Terror”: 


Wednesday night, November 11, some 15 police cars were parked half a block from the Moratorium head- 
quarters. ‘‘They did not raid the headquarters because we had several law students and a reporter present 
observing the activities.”’ Friday, November 13, at approximately 7:30 p.m., six members of the Special Opera- 
tions Conspiracy Squad of the Police Dept. entered the headquarters of the Moratorium Committee without 
knocking and without a search warrant. When asked for a search warrant, they pulled out their service revolv- 
ers and their leader said ‘‘These are all the search warrants we need’’. They then proceeded to bully and 
terrorize the people in the building. Saturday, November 14, at about 10:30 in the morning, Ralph Flores was 
picked up as he was going to a drug store to purchase some medicine for his child. He was arrested, beaten, his 
life was threatened, and then was released. Saturday, November 14, some 30 members of the Los Angeles 
Police Dept. again raided the Moratorium Headquarters. They brutally assaulted the people there, and as a 
result, three youths, Antonio Uranda, Juan Reyes, and Roberto Flores required medical attention. They were 
subsequently charged with ‘felonious assault on a police officer’. Three other young men, Ralph Ramirez, 
Sergio Rebledo, and Frank Martinez were charged with “interfering with a police officer’. 


Ralph Rodriguez, a young man crippled by spinal meningitis, was arrested on Wednesday, November 13, 
questioned, ‘‘roughed up” and released. Brown Beret Jesse Cevalios has been constantly harassed, his family 
threatened, and his own life is in danger. 


It is the general feeling of some community leaders that the Police Dept. is deliberately attempting to foment 
rebellion as an excuse to enter the community on a “shootout basis’’. These community leaders, in a desperate 
attempt to forestall such action, are urgently appealing to the Anglo community throughout So. Calif. to come to 
the assistance of the Chicano people. “Your voice, your word, your support against a program of genocide by 
officials sworn to ‘law and order’, is perhaps the only way to stop these growing assaults. We call upon all men 
and women of conscience to speak their mind now! Stop this organized terror campaign!

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Cop terror and harrassment are everyday facts of life in the ghetto and 
barrio. In the city of Los Angeles there are four cops per square mile, while 
in the Chicano community of East Los Angeles, there are twelve cops per square 
mile. Far from "serving and protecting" the people, the function of these pigs 
is to intimidate Blacks and Chicanos from fighting back against severe unemploy- 
ment, rotten housing, lousy wages and working | conditions, and exorbitant prices 
and rents, 

Police terror and repression have grown sharper as Blacks and Chicanos 
have fought back harder. At the Chicano Moratorium on August 29th, 20,000 
people demonstrated against the war in Vietnam. The racist cops Brutality attacked 
the denionstration but the people fought back heroically. At the two more recent 
Chicano Moratoriums, the cops again attacked, beating and jailing many. But again 
the people fought back. We in SDS support these fights completely and want to 
demonstrate-that support by protesting racist cop terror this Sunday, Jan. 31.

PREAMBLE 





q Be it known that the American and Vietnamese 
people are not enemies. The war is carried out in 
the names of the people of the United States and 
South Vietnam but without our consent. It de- 
stroys the land and people of Vietnam. It. drains 
America of its resources, its youth, and its honor. 
g We hereby agree to end the war on the following 
terms, so that both peoples can live under the joy 


of independence and can devote themselves to 
building a society based on human equality and 
respect for the earth. In rejecting the war we also 
reject all forms of racism and discrimination 
against people based on color, class, sex, national 
origin, and ethnic grouping which form the basis 
of the war policies, past and present, of the United 
States government.

terms Of peace treaty 


1. The Americans agree to immediate and total withdrawal from Vietnam, and publicly to set the date by 
which all U.S. military forces will be removed. 


2. The Vietnamese pledge that as soon as the U.S. government publicly sets a date for total withdrawal: 
They will enter discussions to secure the release of all American prisoners, including pilots captured 
while bombing North Vietnam. 

3. There will be an immediate cease-fire between U.S. forces and those led by the Provisional Revolu- 
tionary Government of South Vietnam. 

4. They will enter discussions on the procedures to guarantee the safety of all withdrawing troops. 


5. The Americans pledge to end the imposition of Thieu-Ky-Khiem on the people of South Vietnam in 
order to insure their right to self-determination and so that all political prisoners can be released. 


6. The Vietnamese pledge to form a provisional coalition government to organize democratic elections. 
All parties agree to respect the results of elections in which all South Vietnamese can participate 
freely without the presence of any foreign troops. 

7. The South Vietnamese pledge to enter discussion of procedures to guarantee the safety and political 
freedom of those South Vietnamese who have collaborated with the U.S. or with U.S.-supported 
regime. 

8. The Americans and Vietnamese agree to respect the independence, peace and neutrality of Laos 
and Cambodia in accord with the 1954 and 1962 Geneva Conventions and not to interfere in the 
internal affairs of these two countries. 

9. Upon these points of agreement, we pledge to end the war and resolve all other questions in the 
spirit of self-determination and mutual respect for the independence and political freedom of the 


people of Vietnam and the United States.

UNSUNG WOMEN ORGANIZERS 


The role of women is almost totally ignored in the written : 
history cf the labor movement, and the niimber of revolutionary 
women organizers on whom we heve information is rather limited. 
However, research reveals that some of the greatest I'M] and mi- 
ning orcanizers were women. 


Mary Harxis Jones, better known as “OTHER JONES, was one 

£ the mest courageous and effective organizers who ever entered 
our nation's mines; she has often heen referred to as "the greatest 
woman ecitator of the century." Born in 1830, she died 109 vears 
later, leaving behind legend, tales and her famous Autobiography. 
She beceme an active organizer ith hoth the IM and the U'ty. 
While she described the Oppression of miners, she was also deeply 
concerned about the woman's role in mine strikes, notina that, 

"no strike was ever won that did not have the sunport of the 
womenfolk." 


Other fighters of ovrression and poverty in the hehor 
movement of whom we have record include SARA OCAM CUNNING and 
AUNT MOLLY JACKSON. These women not only wreéte numerous songs 
docunenting the struggles, but were also on cstrike lines, vicket 
lines, and participated in what would be considered treason, or 
acts against national security - they led women's contingents 
against company thugs, state police and federal quardsmen, at 
times engaging in physical confrontations. 


ELIZABETE GURLEY FLYNN, the famous "Rebel Girl" of Joe 
Hill's song, allied herself with the I'7] and dedicated herself 
to the building of a workers! democracy. In 2907, at the age 
cf 16, Gurley Flynn went to Chicago as the only woman delegate 
at the third convention of the IW. "I became in my youth, and 
remain now, at 64, a mortal enemy Of capitalism," she is quoted 
as saying. Gurley Flynn almost single-handedly organized the wo- 
men during the huge Lawrence strike of 1912. During that neriod 
She was arrested for inciting to riot and preaching anarchy. 2 
nation-wide defense fund was set up to aid her, but as can he 
expected, Gurley Flynn went to jail. Ina speech called "(that 
Socialism Will Do For Women," she said: 

"I said then and am still convinced, that the full oppor= 
tunity for women to become free and equal citizens with access 
to all spheres of human endeavor, cannot come under capitalism, 
although many demands have been won by organized struaqagle." 


The Ash Grove is presenting a month-long series on miners

Dear Friend, 


The cynical manipulation of the prisoner of war issue by the Nixon 
administration again reveals its determination to prevent fruitful 
negotiations at the Paris peace talks. Coupled with the massive 
technological escalation in Vietnam including the introduction of 
such sophisticated weaponry as the Intrusion Observation Device, it 
is clearer than ever that the administration's committment to "wind 
down the war" is at best illusory. 


The bombing raids have increased seven fold since Nixon was elected. 
We now drop the equivalent in high explosives of two and one half 
Hiroshimas each week on Laos, Cambodia and South Vietnam. This is 
Nixon's de-escalation program. 


The Provisional Revolutionary Government of South Vietnam has submitted 
a reasonable proposal for ending the war. It has earned the support of 
veterans organizations and student organizations in Saigon. It is 
supported as well by leading intellectuals in Saigon, by members of 

the National Assembly and by every Bhuddist listed in the last election 
in South Vietnam. 


Yet it has not been seriously considered by the Thieu, Nixon, Ky regime. 
The mad dreams of the Joint Chiefs of Staff for military victory --their 
continued reference, year after year, to the light at the end of the 
tunnel --bear no relation to reality. And if those dreams could be 
realized there would be no victory for us, the people of this country, 
in crushing a geniune movement for national liberation. Our victory 

can be secured by ending the war in Vietnam in the streets of America, 
by making democracy, which means almost literally "power to the 

people" a living, breathing concept in American political life. 


The polls reveal that most Americans want us out of Vietnam. I have 
talked with hundreds of returning Vietnam veterans in the last year. 
They too are profoundly disgusted with the war and cry to us to end it. 


Recently at a meeting of more than one thousand peace activists in 
Chicago, called by the National Peace Action Coalition, it was decided 
to call for massive demonstrations in Washington,D.C. and San Francisco 
on April 24th. These demonstrations must be the greatest antiwar 
meetings in our country's history or we will have failed to meet our 
responsibility to our nation's honor and to the long suffering people 
of Southeast Asia. Offices must be opened, now. Literature printed, 
now. Staffs assembled, now. I know how many rallies and demonstrations 
and causes you have been called upon to support in the recent past. 
But the stakes were never higher nor our responsibility ever greater.

On August 2, in passing the Brooke amendment to the Military Procure- 
ment Bill, the U.S. Senate voted for the first time in history to bring 
the war to an end by cutting off the funds. The following week, the 
House of Representatives, acting on the strong request of its majority 
party, considered their version of a Foreign Aid Bill -- containing, for 
the first time ever, a mandate to end the war. Although the Hamilton 
amendment was ultimately defeated, the notable increase in members of 
both Houses supporting this anti-war measure shows that Congress will 
assert its constitutional power to end the war when sufficient public 


opinion demands it. 


The National Peace Poll, conducted by PEACE ALERT USA, an organization 
of 72 members of Congress plus a distinguished list of private citizens 
across the land, is registering tens of thousands of ballots carrying 
the single question: "Should Congress bring the war to an end by cut- 
ting off the funds?" These results are being tabulated and are being 
reported to the decision-makers in Congress. The tally is running more 
than 20 to 1 in favor of ending the war. 


There is no question about it -- your ballot helped Congress make these 
historic decisions. We are convinced that peace can win -- but only if 
a massive display of the public will demands it. 


To keep the effort going, we need funds. The next few weeks will find 
more tests of strength occurring in the Congress as it continues debate 
on military appropriations. We must keep our efforts going. Your help 
is needed to continue this successful operation.

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THE NATIONAL PEACE POLL 


Mr. HUGHES. Mr. President, on Mon- 
day evening, July 24, history was made 
in this chamber. 

I refer to the passage of the Cooper 
amendment, as modified by Senator 
BROOKE, to the foreign aid authorization 
bill. 

It was the first time that either House 
has asserted the constitutional right of 
the Congress to bring our participation 
in a war to an end by cutting off the 
funds. 

Although the foreign aid bill itself was 
ultimately defeated, the vote on the 
Cooper amendment was nonetheless a 
milestone. 

It signified, in my judgment, not only 
a major change of conviction on the part 
of the Senate, but a far-reaching change 
of viewpoint on the part of the American 
people. 

From the quiet crossroads of rural 
America to the central cities and suburbs 
of our great metropolitan areas, there 
has been a steadily increasing revulsion 
on the part of the people against our in- 
volvement in the Indochina war. 

A few weeks ago, the Wall Street Jour- 
nal carried a haunting news story about 
the change of public opinion in a typical 
midwestern community, Dodge City, 
Kans. 

I have long believed that one of the 
great untold stories about the peace 
movement in our country is its strength 
in the grassroots communities of Amer- 
ica. In urban centers and college towns, 
the vitality of the peace sentinient has 
long been known. 

In fairness, it should be acknowledged 
that there are many good citizens who 
believe that the majority of the Ameri- 
can people still support the war policies 
of the administration, including the 
escalation of the bombing of the North, 
the mining of the harbors, and the pres- 
ervation of the Thieu regime in Saigon. 

Men and women of good conscience in 
the Congress will obviously vote on the 
overriding issue of war and peace the 
way they believe to be best for the coun- 
try. But the will of the people is, and 
should be, an important element in the 
decisionmaking. 

Do the American people want Con- 
gress to end the war? 

The report of the professional public 
opinion polls is not altogether conclu- 
sive. 

For the better part of 2 years, the polls 
have consistently reported that about 
three-quarters of the American people 
support immediate and total withdrawal 
from Southeast Asia. 


On the other hand, in apparent con- 
tradiction, other polls have reported ma- 
jority support for some of the war poli- 
cies such as the escalation of the bomb- 
ings and the mining of the harbors. 
useful and generally reliable, are ordi- 
narily based on samplings of say 1,000 
or 1,500 interviews. Usually, several ques- 
tions are asked. 

We have yet to have a reliable, na- 
tional reading on the single, overriding 
question: “Should Congress end Ameri- 
can involvement in the war?” 

Two months ago, the Senator from 
California (Mr. CRANSTON) and I began 
an undertaking, called Peace Alert U.S.A. 
in which we were joined by Representa- 
tives RIEGLE and MCcCLOSKEY, and 68 
other Members of the Congress and a 
distinguished list of private citizens. 

The primary feature of Peace Alert 
U.S.A. is a national peace poll, which 
seeks to get the answers of rank and file 
Americans to the simple question: 
Should Congress bring the war to an end 
by cutting off the funds? 

Today I take the floor to invite those 
colleagues of both Houses who have not 
yet joined the congressional sponsors of 
Peace Alert U.S.A. to participate in our 
effort to attract a massive citizen re- 
sponse in 50 States to this central ques- 
tion. 

Although most of us who are the orig- 
inal sponsors of Peace Alert are identi- 
fied with the peace cause, it is not the 
purpose of the national peace polt to at- 
tempt to dictate a yes vote. We feel it 
is time that all members of Congress 
should know how the majority of the 
people feel. The national peace poll is a 
straightforward effort to determine the 
will of the people throughout America, 
pro or con. 

Our first objective is to get ads dis- 
playing the peace poll ballot in each of 
the 671 daily newspapers in the country, 
which have a combined circulation of 52 
million. We are also asking people to 
print and distribute ballots in their own 
communities and to get the ballots run 
in churches, business, and union 
bulletins. 


The basic ads publishing the ballots 
are free of inflammatory rhetoric. The 
national peace poll is a legitimate effort 
to get a vital answer we all need to know. 


The ads carrying the national peace 
poll are funded by private subscription. 
Generally by local citizens placing the 
ads in their hometown newspapers. 


The national headquarters of Peace 
Alert U.S.A., manned by a small staff of 


young people, is at 233 Massachusetts 
Avenue NE., Washington, D.C. 20002. 
Supervision is by a volunteer board of 
private citizens of whom the national 
coordinator is William Meyers, a New 
York City businessman. 

Like most public interest efforts that 
depend on voluntary help and funding, 
Peace Alert U.S.A. has necessarily de- 
veloped at a modest pace. 

Yet it is clear at this point that the 
concept has “caught on” and that many 
people are eager to voice their opinion, 
pro or con, through a direct vote in the 
national peace poll. Tens of thousands of 
ballots are now being received and will be 
tabulated by States with the results re- 
ported to Senators and Congressmen of 
each State. 

Ads carrying the national peace poll 
have now appeared or are scheduled to 
appear in more than 100 daily news- 
papers with combined circulation of more 
than six million. I addition. the ads have 
been carried in trade, labor, and church 
publications with estimated total circu- 
lation well over another million. 

Thus far, the ballots have been run- 
ning more than 20 to 1 in favor of Con- 
gress ending the war. 

More than 11,000 ballots have been re- 
ceived from my own State of Iowa and 
these have totaled more than 75 per- 
cent in favor of peace. 

Obviously, it would be impossible to 
list all of the persons who have voted, 


but as a symbolic indication of the vi- 


tality of the peace movement in an in- 
land state, I would like you to see a list 
of 1,000 names of Iowans who have writ- 
ten to ask Congress to terminate our in- 
volvement in Southeast Asia by cutting 
off the funds for continuing the war. 

It is my hope that other colleagues 
participating in Peace Alert U.S.A. will 
advise the Congress of the reaction they 
have encountered in their states to the 
national peace poll. 

I ask unanimous consent that, for the 
information of the Senate, the following 
items be printed in the Recorp: The 
national peace poll ballot, the con- 
gressional sponsors and private citizen 
members of the national board of Peace 
Alert U.S.A., and the list of 1,000 Iowa 
citizens to which I have just alluded. 

There being no objection, the material 
was ordered to be printed in the REcorp, 
as follows:

Mr. HUGHES. Mr. President, wnat- 
ever our individual views may be about 
the wisdom of our involvement in this 
undeclared war, I believe all will agree 
that it has lasted far too long. 

It has dragged on, in one form or an- 
other, through several administrations 
until we have arrived at the highly 
sophisticated and destructive aeria! war 
we are fighting today. We are all happy 
that our ground forces have been re- 
duced below 50,000, but there can be no 
rejoicing over the fact that air and sea. 
forces have been increased in recent 
months and U.S. bombing in June was 
the heaviest for any month in two and 
a half years. 


I wonder if everyone fully realizes how 


long this tragic, costly conflict has 
lasted—even that part of the war that 
has gone on under the present adminis- 
tration. 


The United States war against Nazi 
Germany in World War II—the big war 
of a generation ago—lasted 1,244 days, 
from December 11, 1941, until May 8, 
1945. 

That part of the Indochina war that 
has taken place since President Nixon 
took office on January 20, 1969—at a 
time when the country was already des- 
perately war-weary—until today has 
lasted 1,284 days. 

This is more than a month longer than 
it took us in the big war to build an Army 
from scratch, invade the continents of 
Africa and Europe, and defeat the great- 
est aggressive military power that had 
yet been seen on earth. : 

Mr. President, the killing, the torment, 
the misguided, incredibly costly effort in 
Indochina has gone on far too long. 

I believe it is time that the Congress 
should exercise its constitutional power 
and responsibility to bring our involve- 
ment in this tragic war to an end. 

I deeply believe that the American 
people overwhelmingly want us to take 
this healing action. 

In any event, it is time that we found 
out directly from the American people 
what their answer is to the one over- 
riding question: 

Should Congress bring the war to an 
end?

It is now more than 100 years since the Civil War and there is scarcely a 
person who does not acknowledge that we are again a dangerously divided 
nation. Our crisis is tenacious because we are stubbornly excluding and

Tranquillity will remain elusive until we decide to adopt the constitution.

Ending the dirty war in Vietnam will not bring peace at home if the 
resources wasted there are channelled away from the dying cities and 
desperate black communities.

From our first 
activities in Montgomery, through Birmingham and Selma we have helped 
to write radically new legislation with bare hands and often broken bodies. 


A better South has been won - not yet good enough, but far advanced over the

It has already 
remade the structures of the old South, bringing forward many moderate 
white governors and black officials at all levels, in place of rabid racists. 


It promises to weaken the structure-of reaction in the Congress as the worst

Position Paper 
THE MEDICAL EVIDENCE 


There is no credible evidence concerning the effects of marijuana which justifies punishing people for its use. 
President Nixon’s National Commission on Marihuana and Drug Abuse indicates that we have come a long 
way from the “‘killer-weed”’ hysteria which the federal and state governments have engendered since the 
1930’s. After a comprehensive review of all past studies and substantial funding of contemporary research, 
the Commission unequivocally rejected any causal relationship between marijuana and violence, crime, 
sexual depravity, drug addiction, hard drugs, brain damage, birth defects, chromosome splitting, or 
insanity. And, although the report noted that long-term excessive use of marijuana, like any other drug, 
might harm the user, the Commission found that ‘‘the actual potential harm of use of the drug is not great 
enough to justify intrusion by the criminal law into private behavior.’ 


In short, the evidence is in -- the verdict is NOT GUILTY. People should not be punished for its use; and if 
it passes, Proposition 19 will have this effect under California law. 


THE LEGAL EFFECT OF PROPOSITION 19 


Proposition 19 is not an endorsement of marijuana; rather it is a recognition that the use of marijuana is a 
personal choice and that for the welfare of the user, his family and friends, and society as a whole, users 
should not be treated as criminals. 


Proposition 19 removes all criminal penalties and civil disabilities from personal use of marijuana in all its 
aspects, from planting to consumption. The meaning of personal use is intended to be broad enough to 
accord substantially the same non-commercial freedoms to marijuana users as are enjoyed by alcohol and 
tobacco users, such as the freedom to prepare quantities for personal use and freedom to share it at parties 
or among friends. However, Proposition 19 does not affect existing statutes regarding sale, possession or 
cultivation for sale, and other activities associated with sale, which remain criminal under both state and 
federal law. 


Three practical considerations precluded Proposition 19 from even considering the question of sale: 

1. Although California could constitutionally remove criminal penalties for sale, most Californians 
are concerned that legalization (commercialization) of marijuana might do more harm than 
good-- especially since the presently available models for legalization have been dismal failures 
by promoting rather than preventing drug abuse. 

2. So long as the federal government prohibits sale, state regulation of sale would raise serious 
constitutional questions under the Commerce Clause. 

3. Questions of degree of regulation, of taxing, and of advertising (if any) are too complicated 
for the initiative process where voters may only say “‘yes’’ or ‘‘no”’. 


The second paragraph of Proposition 19 actually adds nothing to the legal effect of the initiative. It was 
included to allay the anxieties regarding reckless driving and other reckless conduct performed under the 
influence of marijuana. And, although President Nixon’s National Commission on Marihuana and Drug 
Abuse found considerable evidence for the proposition that marijuana is significantly less debilitating than 
alcohol, the California Marijuana Initiative agrees that regardless of the drug in question, it is the dangerous 
conduct performed under its influence, and not its mere personal use, that is the proper subject of regulation 
and punishment. |

THE BURDEN OF PROOF IN A FREE SOCIETY 


Proposition 19, The California Marijuana Initiative, starts with the premise that any society which seriously 
values personal freedom and the right to privacy should use the criminal process only sparingly and only 
when nescessary to control conduct which threatens the rights of its citizens or the rights of the public in 
general. Marijuana use has not been shown to be harmful in any significant respect. The burden of proof in 
a free society should be upon those who would restrict freedom by criminal punishment. When no harm can 
be shown to fall upon anyone, the personal freedom to control what goes into one’s own body is more 
important than the personal dislikes of other people. 


THE COSTS OF MARIJUANA CRIMINALIZATION 


The enforcement of California’s laws against marijuana are wreaking havoc across the state: 

a. HUMAN COSTS: It is impossible to measure in dollars and cents the human suffering imposed upon 
those apprehended by police for marijuana use, and upon their families and friends. To the apprehended 
user (who, in a majority of cases, has had no prior criminal record) the arrest, pretrial incarceration, 
bail-bond application, and court proceedings are very expensive, terrifying, and demeaning. The 
experience -- whether or not it results in a jail sentence —- seriously disrupts career, education, family, 
friendships, and life in general. Even a short jail sentence will expose the marijuana user to a world of 
vastly more serious drug use and crime; and a criminal record seriously impedes his or her job 
opportunities after a release. 

b. ALIENATION AND DISRESPECT FOR THE LAW: These terrible punishments, and the constant 
fear of them, for personal conduct which can be shown to harm no one, create a profound and 
growing alienation and disrespect for the law among users, their families and friends. The disrespect 
is compounded by the use of undercover agents who win the trust and affection of marijuana users 
only to betray them in the name of ‘‘justice’’. Their resentment is further fired by the law's 
hypocritically lenient attitudes toward such drugs as alcohol, tobacco, and caffeine. 

c. DISCRIMINATORY ENFORCEMENT: Marijuana use statutes, like other non-victim legislation, are 
enforced most heavily against racial, ethic and cultural minorities, and against the poor in general. 
This means more arrests, more prosecutions, more convictions, and longer sentences. Thus, the 
alienation and disrespect for the law, occasioned by the criminalization.of marijuana use, is most 
pronounced among the very groups in which distrust and alienation are already dangerously high. 

d. DAMAGE TO CREDIBILITY OF DRUG EDUCATION PROGRAMS: So long as these hypocrisies 
exist, and so long as it is the judgment of the government that marijuana use is so dangerous that it 
should be criminally punished, state and local efforts at drug education will continue to suffer 
a crippling credibility crisis. 

e. COSTS TO TAXPAYERS AND CITIZENS: For such terrible consequences, California taxpayers 
pay dearly. The cost of prosecuting the marijuana laws is a double-edged sword. Tens of millions of 
dollars are spent annually to arrest, prosecute, try, incarcerate, and ‘‘rehabilitate’’ harmless marijuana 
users, while the police, prosecutors, courts, jails, and probation authorities cannot adequately handle 
the crimes of violence, coercion and deceit. 


CONCLUSION 


The surveys of President Nixon’s National Commission conservatively indicate that over 40% of Californians 
between the ages of 18 and 26 have tried marijuana. Under the present law, all of them could go to jail. The 
same surveys show that 52% of the same population believe that problems of marijuana use should be handled 
by doctors rather than police. In the face of such widespread opposition, continued reliance upon the criminal 
law is inhumane, wasteful, destructive and wholly ineffective, and it can only serve to undermine the 

integrity of the law itself.

be for the individual convicted to submit to sterilization, Because of public pressure, 
the sterilization section was dropped and the felony was reduced to a misdeameanor,

Forced sterilization is becoming an undesirable specter to Blacks, Chicanos, 
Native Americans, and anyone who happens to. be poor enough to be on welfare, 
Julius Paul's 1968 study on sterilization clearly pointed out this alarming trend, 
The target of forced sterilization is the segment of our society which is already 
the most sorely oppressed, We must make sure that concern with population size is 
not used as an excuse for depriving poor and minority women of the right to control 
their own bodies and lives, 


The Women's National Abortion Action Coalition is an organization whose aim 
is to win the right of women to control their own reproductive. lives, We demand the 
repeal of all abortion laws, the repeal of restrictive contraceptive laws, and an 


end to forcad: sterilg$ieation, Obtaining these rights would place the decision of when - 
and if to bear a child in the hands of each woman ~~ where it belongs!

Season's Greetings, Happy New Year, and then a great January 20 by 
joining SDS for a national demonstration on Nixon's Inauguration Day in Washing 
ton, D.C. Demonstrate against international genocide and racism by the 
U.S. Government, 


Nixon is spelled r-a-c-i-s-m, and it’s. the same spelling whether you're 
talking about the recent bombings of North Vietnam or the Tallmadge Amendment 
which forces people on welfare to work for $1.20 per hour. In both cases 
racism is the justification and in both cases, workers and students of all 
races suffer, though certainly minority people are hit the hardest, 


When white people a: cept racist lies, they isolate themselves from those 
who fight hardest against oppression and end up siding with the Goverment 
and Big Business against them, The recent incident in Canarsie, N.Y., where 
white parents attacked black children being bussed to a previously all-white 
school is a tragic example. The parents thought the main problem with 
their school was the black students in it. This led them not only to join in 
racist persecution, but kept them from joining in any attempt to actually 
improve the lousy and overcrowded schools. 


Back on the campus, certain professcrs -- most of whom turn out to be 
connected with the U.S. Government -~ are working overtime concocting 
theories that say that many social problems are the fault of black people: 


1. Professor Edward Banfield of U. Penn (a former director of Model 
Cities and an advisor to Nixon on urban affairs) publishes The Unheavenly City 
now in its 5th printing, which asserts that the "lower class individuai lives 
in a slum and sees little or no reason to complain, He does not care how 
dirty and delapidated his housing is, either inside or out, nor doeshe mind the 
inadequacy of such public facilities as schools, parks, and libraries; indeed, 
such things exist, he destroys them by acts of violence ifhe can, Features: 
that make the slum repellant to others actually please him.” 





2. Daniel Moynihan (an advisor to PresidentsKennedy, Johnson, and Nixo: 
and the current Ambassador to India) publishes his infamous "Report," in 
which he charges.that poverty is caused by black people’s "femaie-based” 
families, 


3. Professor Urie Bronfenbrenner (riginal director of Project Head Sta: 


publishes an article stating that in integrated schools white children are “expos: 


to a contagion of disorganized and anti-social behavior." 

Add these pseudo-scientific racist theories together with Nixon's statemen: 
‘about "self-discipline’ and an end to "permissiveness" and you get the picture 
of what's in store for the next four years. That's right -- more racism and ¢ 
iorating conditions forall. Unless, of course, we do something about it. 
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That's where January 20 and SDS comes in, We don’t want this demonstra- 
tion to be just another symbolic protest action.

JAN. 20: A UNIFIED RESPONSE BY THE ANTIWAR MOVEMENT 


The following is the text of a joint statement issued by the National Peace 
Action Coalition and the Peoples! Coalition for Peace and Justice in Washington 
D.C. on Jan. 5, 1973: 


"A call for a march against death and for peace in Vietnam." 


Ten years ago and more we were promised peace by the U.S. Government. 
The children of ten years ago are now soldiers, Americans and Vietnamese. 

Today we are still promised peace. But U.S. casualties are up and the POWs 
are not home, and the people of S.E. Asia -- Vietnamese, Laotians, and 
Cambodians -- continue to die. Their villages and cities are pounded by the 
most massive bombing the world has ever witnessed. The scale of destruction 
has passed comprehension. It has become difficult to remember that each loss 
of limb and sight, each death, is unique, irreversible, and a loss to us all. 

We still demand peace and not more promises of peace. We will no longer 
be deceived by the promise "Peace is at hand." And we will be heard because 
ours is the voice of the American people. 

The march against death and for peace in Vietnam on Jan. 20th in Washington 
will demand that the U.S. Government end the war now and end its bombing of 
Vietnam, Laos, and Cambodia. The Jan. 20th demonstration will not be "just 
another peace demonstration" any more than a death in S.E. Asia is just another 
death. The march against death will be solemn. It will be strong both in numbers 
and conviction -- an inauguration of conscience, not a confrontation. 

The Peoples! Coalition for Peace and Justice (PCPJ) and the National Peace 
Action Coalition (NPAC) and other groups are joining in a united appeal to all 
sections of the American public to help create a massive presence in Washington 
D.C. on Jan. 20th. We urge all Americans to march with us to powerfully and 
publicly manifest the majority's demand that the U.S. end this cruel war now.

GRADUATION REQUIREMENT SHIFT DELAYED 


The Board of Education’s committee on Educational Development has voted to delay 
implementation of changes in graduation requirements, after intense lobbying by UTLA. 


Board member Robert Docter, chairman of the committee, recommended the delay to 
give ‘‘faculty and community groups a chance to react’ before adoption of the new plan. 


Docter also won the committee’s support for restoration of the sixth period in the ninth 
grade at a cost of $2.2 million which would provide five more units of English and five 
more of social studies. 


The committee approved ten more credits for academic subjects (in social studies, English, 
science and foreign language) in high schools making 160 units the number of units required 
for graduation. At the present time, 150 units are needed for graduation. 


In addition Docter expressed the desire that equivalency exams to avoid taking courses 
not be used to cut teaching positions. He urged the concept that equivalency exams be 
considered limited to providing “enrichment” subjects and not be part of a student's 
‘“facceleration plan.’’ Committee consensus was reached on maintaining the present system 
whereby acceleration would be allowed only upon approval of counselors and parents, 
and that “‘realistically difficult’’ equivalency exams would be given. 


Earlier, UTLA had joined CEC chairman Bob Unruhe in expressing concern that the Board 
would act hastily on the new plan without securing any reaction to the proposal from 
either teachers or the community. UTLA’s position was that since the plan calls for local 
school determination, time for reaction to the committee proposal should be provided. 


In a presentation to the Board of Education, CEC chairman Unruhe tied the graduation 
requirement changes to the mid-year transfer of teachers. 


“By stopping the mid-year transfers,’’ Unruhe declared “‘the Board can improve education 
by reducing class size. If higher graduation requirements become a fact, not transferring 
any teachers would increase student learning opportunities.”’ 


Unruhe again called on the Board to meet and confer with the CEC on the transfer issue 
adding ‘“‘there is no noticeable financial benefit for tne district in displacing teachings 
in the middle of the year, but by keeping teachers on site, the school program wouid 
improve.” 


UTLA estimates are that the saving to the district via mid-year transfers is considerably 


=" PETITIONS TO BOARD 


In a related matter UTLA has sent petitions to each schoo! to be signed by faculties 
which demand that the Board meet and confer with the CEC. 


CEC chairman Bob Unruhe has been seeking a meeting with the Board since December 
on issues including graduation requirement changes, mid-year transfers, restoration of ° 
substitute salaries, reduction of class size, mid-year salary adjustments, and disposition 
of SB 90 funds.

Dear Friend: 


We appreciate the interest you have expressed in SCLED (Southern 
California League for Economic Democracy). I will try to briefly 
describe what SCLED is and what it is doing. 


SCLED calls for a complete social change to solve the massive 
problems now facing the human race. SCLED opposes any form of 
class rule and insists that real democracy must extend to the 
workplace as well as to the community and society as a whole. 


Trust or dependence must not be put in any leaders. We who want 
to be really free must accomplish this ourselves. 


No models yet exist of an advanced, technical society that affords 
basic economic freedom along with all the other social freedoms 
such as freedom of speech and assembly. Even though we are small, 
SCLED is actively engaged in laying the groundwork for building 
such a free society. 


The real power in society today is economic power. We propose 

that the working class make use of the fact that it designs, builds 
and operates the means of production. With this power it can 
effect a civilized change from exploiting class-society to a 
Classless society. As a possible beginning, SCLED suggests the 
formation of what we call Community Economic Workshops. 


These economic workshops would advance the idea among all those 
doing useful work that economic organization must accompany poli- 
tical action if fundamental and beneficial social change is to 
occur. the citizens of the community would thus nelp initiate 
economic organization in the factories, transportation facilities, 
service industries, etc. The primary purpose of this economic 
organization would be to: (1) Educate within the industries; 

(55 Pight the continual current battles against exploitation and 
poor working conditions; (3) Plan for the time when producers will 


socially own and democratically manage the facilities of production, 
distribution, transportation, and of the services such as hospi- 


tats, SChools,. padio,; TV, ete, 


Our publication "Community Economic Workshop--A Plan for Social 
Reconstruction" which we have sent (or will send) you gives more 
details of this approach for beginning economic action now. We 
are also sending you, as long as our Supply lasts, a preliminary 
pamphlet consisting of questions and answers about socialism, 
which to a considerable extent represents our views. 


SCLED and cooperating groups are working on developing their own 
literature. Locally we have a workshop which meets each Friday at 
8:00 p.m. in one of the rooms of the Unitarian Church in Long Beach, 
D450 Atherton Street. (Atherton runs east and west, and one end 
begins at_the outer circle of the Long Beach traffic circle close 

to where Pacific Coadt Highway turns south. The Unitarian Church 
is near Bellflower Blvd.) 


The Workshop devotes itself to significant social and economic 
discussion, planning activities, and writing of literature. We 
usually have a supply of literature at our workshop. 


The enclosed list of recommended literature will give 4 good idea 
of where we stand on most issues. Most of this is published by 
Solidarity of Great Britain, which is doing a remarkable job of 
making some very important and enlightening works available. 
Kollontai's "The Workers' Opposition," Mett's "The Kronstadt Com- 
mune"and Brinton's "Bolsheviks and Workers' Control 1917-21" throw 
a whole different light on the tragic events which caused the 
Russian Revolution to end up as a bureaucratic despotism rather 
than a birth of new freedom. : 


We have many ideas for educating and helping our class organize to 
build a sane and peaceful. world. Undoubtedly you also have similar 
ideas considering that you have asked for more information concern- 
ning SCLED. We would like to hear more from you and if possible 
meet you at our workshop in Long Beach. We hope that cooperating 
workshops can be organized over this entire area.

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A PROGRAM FOR 
UNION DEMOCRACY 


1. LABOR SOLIDARITY. All workers share the common Ai stinetion of 
being dependent on an employer for livlihood. Our common interests 
can be furthered in a lasting way only through unity. The union 
movement must, therefore, unite and organize all workers on an equal 
basis, without discrimination as to race, SEX, religion, age, craft, 
Skill, or 300. 


2. INDUSTRIAL ORGANIZATION. To achieve true labor Solidarity, ‘the 
union movement must be organized industrially. This means instead of 
separate unions representing separate crafts, or unions representing 
only the unskilled and semiskilled workers of an industry, there must 
be one union representing all workers of each industry. | 


3. UNION DEMOCRACY. The union movement, to fulLTi lL its duties, must 
be thoroughly democratic. Union officers must carry out the wishes 

of the membership and should never receive any special privileges or. 
any salary or pension which is greater than *yoss of the rank ond file 
members. | : 


4. RCONOMIC FREEDOM. The union must seek to secure for the workers 
the full value of what their labor produces. fhis requires that the 
union oppose the system which robs the workers of the greater part of 
their product through profits and taxes. It must seek to replace it 
with a system which guarantees the workers the fuld Value Of ther r 
product. 


5. INDUSTRIAL DEMOCRACY. For workers to achieve economic freedom, 
they must manage their own workplaces themselves, democratically. 

The goal of the union movement must be to replace "bosses" with dele- 
gates elected by and responsible to the rank and file. These workers’ 
representatives or delegates must be subject to immediate recall by 
democratic process. The union must assume the responsibilities of 
planning, organizing, and carrying on the production of goods and 
services for the benefit of all the people. All basic economic deci- 
sions must be made by the rank and file, actively participating in 
their own industrial union. . 


6. SOCIAL RE-CREATION. In modern industrial society, the workers can 
produce more wealth than is necessary simply to maintain their own 
lives at a decent level of comfort. This surplus wealth is today © 
robbed from the workers by the system of profits. It is in the 
interest of the workers! movement that this surplus be used to assure 
a decent living standard for all the employed and the unemployed, the 
able-bodied and the handicapped, the young and the old--and to see to 
it that the limited resources of this, our earth, are used so as TO 
assure a decent life for the generations of workers to come.

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CRISIS IN HEALTH CARE 


Increasingly, we. os Sohne aware that the state. of medical care in the 
U.S, has. become intolerable. Individuals facing sickness and disease are 
helpless against soaring costs and insufficient facilities, Yet never has the 
potential for improved health care been greater. Consider : 


-For many of us there is either inadequete medical care, or none at all, Those 

in economically depressed and racial minority areas have access to few physicians © 
fewer hospitals, The U.S. is richest of all nations in material wealth and 
technologically the most advanced, but it ranks 18th in male life. expectancy 

at birth, arid 13th in infant mortality. life oo is now ey going | 
down on the overall average. 


~Health expenditures have increased six-fold since 1950. Workers are often 
completely unprotected against catastrophic illness which can wipe out the 
savings of a lifetime. Yet doctors crafty enough to bilk government agencies 
and the consumers have enormous incomes . 


-The rigid division of medical labor is an increasing block to effective 
treatment, It is estimated, for example, by the Joint Council of National 
Pediatric Societies that 75% of the tasks performed by pediatricians could 
properly be performed by trained assistants. Although there is a serious shortage 
of physicians and trained medical technicians, the craft guild mentality of 
medical professionalism restricts entry into the occupation, so fees can be 

kept at a high level, Long:; range planning and the building of new health 
facilities are controlled by a medical business elite which serves its own > 
interests and ignores those of the working class majority. 


-Growing numbers of paraprofessional workers in medicine are highly exploited 
and despite the ideal of participating in a noble and necessary occupation, 
have almost no voice in decision-making. Nurses, secretaries, and a range of 
skilled medical assistants do the hard work of medical care, yet are poorly 
paid and accorded no professional respect, 


~But perhaps worst of all are the dehumanizing aspects of medicine today. People 
as patients lose their dignity and status as human biings. They become a source 
of fat fees if they can pay; if they can't afford the costs, they get treatment 
if they willingly or unwillingly serve as guinea pigs for some research, The 
medical industry is scandalized by the performance of unnecessary operations 

and . ‘incorrect and callous treatment, : 


Given these irrationalities of organization, the answer lies not in merely 

more money or more governmental regulation from without. We need a movmment 
from within the medical industry to reorganize and reorient it along cooperative 
and humanistic lines, 7 


This change can only be accomplished by the people who work in medicine themselves, 
in coordination with a widespread democratic movement for workers management | 
of production and services. Unless we bring this about ourselves as citizens 

and workers, the private abuse of medicine will continue, and bureaucratic

Regimentation and authoritarianism, the suppression of creativity and 
free expression, and passiveness and boredon aren't unique to the Ameri- 
can education system. In fact, everything about today's schools which 
tend to mold their "products"--the students--into obedient, unquestion- 
ing "good citizens" doesn't originate in the education system but in | 
the social system which is served by the institutions of learning. 


The underlying compulsion in a capitalist social system is production. 
Not production to serve the physical needs of human consumption or the 
emotional needs of creative human activity, but production for prefit. 


Capitalism knows only one priority: profit. If making profits means 
producing weapons of annihilation, wasting human and natural resources, 
producing things to wear out and fall apart (and probably to large 
degree weren't even needed in the first place), and polluting the na- 
tural environment, then this is the price we must pay for what the 
apologists for capitalism quaintly describe as "civilization." 


In today's capitalist America where the industries and government are 
controlled by a handful of super-wealthy inheritors and their agents, 
the vast majority of the people are workers. Some work in factories, 
others in offices, still others in schools or mines or laboratories. 
But, regardless of the kind of work we do, we all share the common Lot . 
of being dependent on an employer for livlihood. And in an economy 
oriented toward profit, an economy which demands that the workers serve 
it instead of it serving thé people, the workers must forget they are 
human beings capable of thought and reason and of planning and manag- 
ing their own social affairs democratically.

To President Richard M. Nixon: 


We are providing you with one thousand names of civilian political 
prisoners being detained by the Thieu rerime in South Vietnam. Lt 
is fully documented by western and Vietnamese sources that there 

are over 200,000 such prisoners. Many of them represent the 
neutralist forces in South Vietnam, those who would constitute the 
third force in three-party National Council of Nation Reconciliation 
and Concord. Evidence has become irrefutable that many of them 

are being systematically tortured or executed inside the prisons. 

We believe that the Safety, welfare, and freedom of these civilian 
detainees is an American responsibility because the U.S. government, 
through its USAID and DOD funds, provided by our tax dollars, 
continutes to maintain the prisons and to train and advise the 
police forces which are carrying out this brutal repression. 


We demand that these prisoners be immediately released, in keeping 
with the letter and spirit of the January Peace Agreement which 

" prohibits all acts of reprisal and discrimination against 
individuals or organizations that have collaborated-with one side 

or the other... (and) ensures the democratic liberties of the 
people." (Article 11). The Agreement also States that "the 

question of the return of South Vietnamese civilian personnel 
captured and detained in South Vietnam will be resolved by the 

two South Vietnamese parties ...ina spirit of national reconciliation 
and concord, with a view to ending hared and enmity, in order to ease 
Suffering and to reunite families." (Article 8c) 


General Nguyen Van Thieu, under whose refime these people have been 
imprisoned, is your official guest in the United States beginning 
this weekend. One of the Purposes of General Thieu's visit is to 
legitimize his demand for a $3.2 billion appropriation of American 
tax money. We demand that the U.S. government cut off ail aid to 
Thieu and that no further funds be granted to this regime which 
denies the people of South Vietname their democratic riegnts. We 
further demand that all political prisoners detained by the Thieu 
regime be released immediately and be granted safe conduct to the 
area Of their choice.

IN SPAIN? NO! 


Brought to power by Hitler and Mussolini, Franco now has a new 
ally, Nixon. Almost 4 billion dollars of military and economic 
aid to date. Three big sirbases, the largest atomic submarine 
base in the world; missie bases, atomic stockpiles, almost 20,000 
military personell; joint maneuvers of U.S. and Spanish armies. 
The Franco-Nixon pact commits the U. S.. to defend Spain if 
attacked.

DEMAND WITHDRAWAL OF AMERICAN FORCES FROM SPAIN! 
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The fanfare from the press and the government is that 
peace is restored. The parade of returning POW's is supposed to be 
proof of this. But the truth does not make the headlines. 


UeSe imperialism is alive and as insidious as ever. Bombing 
continues over Laos and Cambodia. The prisons of S. Vietnam are still 
filled with political prisoners. These prisoners will rot if it's 
left up to the U.S. government. Henry Kissinger said on October 26 
that the treaty “was not conditional on the disposition of Vietnamese 
prisoners in Vietnamese jails." 


The U.S. government continues to back fascist regimes like Thieu's 
that protect U.S. business ~~ like the Marcos bunch in the Phillipiness 77-7” 
U.S. business is a mainstay in South Africa where racist terror is the 
rule. The. US. government will continue, as it has in the past, to 
protect the interests of the rich all over the world. 


An important way that arms Shipments and wars are justified 
is “through racism. During the Vietnam war we.were told that Asian 
lives were less valuable than American, that the peasants were ignorant 
and didn't know what the war was about or even care which side won! 


U.S. imperialism reaches back to this country, too. 
Behind the glitter of the returning POW's lies the reality of growing 
oppression for American workers. Unemployment, inflation, police 
brutality and a new barrege of racist ideology backed by the government 
and pushed in colleges and universities. 


The government has gone to the lengths of reviving pscho- 
surgery and lobotomies as a means of controlling behavior and supported 
by grants from the Justice Dept. ‘Drs. Mark and Ervin, advocates of 
psychosurgery for "rioters" and others. (See flyer other side.) We 
must continue to oppose racism and imperialism at home and abroad. 
Workers and students all over the world will continue to struggle 
against racism and imperialism. 


We should continue to oppose imperialism and expose its 
manifestations such as military recruiters, ROTC programs (many bombers 
were manned by ROTC grads) and counter—insurgency programs such as 
the Jason Project that designed the electronic battlefield.

On April 11, a conference of neurosurgeons will be held at the Century 
Plaza Hotel featuring a panel discussion on psychosurgery, the medical "science" 
of operating on people's brains in order to modify or control behavior. This 
used to be called lobotomy, a once popular operation which is now coming back 
into style at the rate of about 500 operations a year, 

Members of the panel on the 11th will include some of the world's most 
novorious lobotomists: Dr. Vaernel of Denmark and Dr. Andy from Mississippi 
are both specialists in operations on"hyper-kinetic’children. Dr. Andy has 
been called to testify before the Senate on human experimentation. Another 
panel member will be Dr. West ,head of. the neuro psychiatric Institute at 
UCLA. The panel will be chaired by Dr. V. Mark, co-author with Dre Frank 
Ervin, of Violence and the Brain, a book advocating psychosurgery. 

The re~emergence of psychosurgery is partof the comeback of theories 
placing the blame for problems faced by the working-class, especially minority 
people,on the victims themselves,instead of on the socio-economic system. — 
Children arem't restless in class because of the poor quality of the schools, 
they must be brain damaged! Ghetto rebellions are not caused by oppression 
but by compulsively violent individuals who need behavior modifying operations! 
Policies corresponding to these theories are already being implemsnted. The 
government is making tremendous cutbacks in all areas of social reform but 
is increasing funds into new methods of "crime control", such as psychosurgery, 
at such places as the "Genter for the Reduction of Life Threatening Behavior" 
at UCLA.

The legislation im question is called the Rodine Immigration Act and had. 
its beginning in California two years ago with the State Law called the Dixon 
‘ Arnett Act. Both the Dixon Arnett Act and the present Redino legislation claim 
to solve the problem of unemployment for the United States worker by eliminating 
the employment of people in the United States without documents, the so-calied 
"Illegal Aliens," through the imposition of fines on their employers. 





The Dixon Armett Act was declared unconstitutional by the California 

, Courts, but in the short time that elapsed between its passage and the finding 

of its unconstitufionality, tens of thousands of people were summarily dismissed 
from their employment. Many were fathers or mothers without documents who were 
supporting a family of residents or U.S. citizens while others were U.S. citizens 
or permanent residents who could not satisfy their employers of their legal status. 
Others were workers with high seniority and were involved in union struggles, and 
their employers used the pretext of the law to dismiss them from their jobs. 
Finally, some very unscrupulous employers got rid of aged and very-near-retire« 
ment workers to prevent them from going on the pension fund payment list through 
the opportunity given them under the Dixon Arnett Act. 











( The Rodino immigration Act, H.R. 962, as proposed is of even greater danger. 
than was the Dixon Arnett Act in California, because the Redino Bill will be Fede-~ 
ral law and not subject to the same restrictions in its application as a state law, 
its author, Peter Rodine of New Jersey, is the chairmen of the House Comuittee on 
the Judiciary and that is the committee that will report the bill out in the house. 
senator Ted Kennedy is expected to introduce a companion bill in the Senate in a 

few weeks. This terribly unfair and un-American piece of legislation may become 

law by June or July of this year, unless a NATLONAL campaign is mounted to oppese it. 








Congressman Jerome Waldie, Democrat of California, pointed out at a Conference . 
called by several Los Angeles organizations to mobilize for the defeat of the Unfair 
Rodino Bill last Febraary 3, 1973, to the example of a large midwestern contractor, 
who has already issued an order to all district supervisors personally liable for ’ 
any mistakes in the hiring of workers without "legal documents". Waldie pointed out 
that in such a situation the supervisors would probably rule against the hiring of 
anyone of Mexican, Latin or Pyerto Rican background or appearance, since immigration 
status is difficult to determine. This type of legislation also leads to orders such 
as that issued by the County Sheriff of San Diego County to the Yellow Cab Company and 

aii Cab Drivers in that County mot to pick up or if they did pick up any passengers 
whom they suspected or appeared to them not to have documents and visas to immediately 
turn these passengers to the closest authorities for detention and deportation... under 
i threat of a $1,000.00 fine for not turning these passengers over to the authorities.

‘the ones responsible for keeping these 
workers in a situation where they can 
be used to break down wages and 
working conditions. [If these workers 
were simply given their visas, point- 
blank, they would be removed as a 
source of cheap labor. That's the an- 
swer to that argument. 

Finally, there is the argument that

‘brought over and used as scabs to 


break strikes of unions, particularly 
‘the Farm Workers Union. The only 
answer that can be given to thi 


gument is that what we need is not 


more repressive legislation to main- 
tain this large ready pool of exploit- 
able workers on the border. What we 
need is a law that will ban the re- 


‘cruitment, hiring, and transportation 
of workers, no matter where they come 
from, to break strikes. 

To defeat the Rodino Bill, people 
in the Chicano movement must unite 
with their brothers in their vecindades 
[neighborhoods], community organi- 
zations, and campus organizations 
‘such as MECHA to launch a political 
fight at the national level. This fight 
is truly a resistance against racism 
since most of the workers involved 
are Mexican and Latin American 
workers, not white workers. 

Jt should also be pointed out that 
the Rodino Bill and the Walter-Me- 
Carran, Act are clear violations of. 
the. Treaty of Guadalupe-Hidalgo 
through which half of Mexico was 
taken over by the United States in 
the Mexican War. This treaty specif- 
ically guaranteed free and unfettered 
passage for Mexicans to visit their 
families and their places of origin.

The Dixon Armett Act wags declared unconstitutional by the California 
Courts, but in the short time that elapsed between its passage and the finding 
of its unconstitufonality, tens of thousands of people were summarily dismissed 
from their employment. Many were fathers or mothers without documents who were 
supporting a family of residents or U.S. citizens while others were U.S. citizens 
or permanent residents who could not satisfy their employers of their legal status.

Dear Friend: 


Five months ago a truce was signed in Paris. With it a whole new set of issues and 
legacies have come into sharp focus for the American public. Admittedly, the sit- 
uation in Southeast Asia has far from settled down and there seems little chance 
that the Nixon Administration intends to help usher in a "generation of peace" in 
Indochina as it continues to support the Thieu government in Saigon. 


At home, amnesty is clearly one of the foremost legacies that claims our attention. 
Tens of thousands of men who left the United States because of the war reside today 
in Canada, Sweden, France and Britain. Hundreds are still in prison in the United 
States because they said, "Hell, no, we won't go." Dr. Henry Steele Commager right- 
ly suggests that the men have paid, and continue to pay, a terribly high price be- 
cause they made a "premature" judgment, ahead of the Gallup polls, that the war was 
wrong and the U.S. ought to get out of Indochina. These men continue to live in 
exile or in prisons although the country has clearly turned to a course they long 
advocated. 


Clergy and Laity Concerned is beginning to develop an amnesty campaign and we need 
your help. We will begin, this month, by building an identifiable constituency 
that wants to work on the amnesty issue. A special 12-page supplement on amnesty 
was prepared by American Report (our bi-weekly newspaper) and is going out to 
150,000 people (see enclosure). In addition, in June we will send the special sup- 
plement to every clergyman in the country--236,000! 


This supplement is the best single piece of literature on the subject--covering the 
history of amnesty in our own country, Congressional action on the issue, resources 
that are available, questions and answers that are most frequently asked, and much 
more. 


In June, we will increase our petition campaign by placing ads in more than a score 
of national journals. Again, the purpose of this campaign is to build an identi- 
fiable constituency so that we know who we'll be working with for the next period 
of time. 


We are not blind to the hard realities--polls that run 5 to 1 against amnesty and 
the President's very hard line position on the subject. However, we intend to begin 
the struggle realizing that a broad amnesty may only be granted in stages and that 
four years' work might well be required. We are less impressed with the odds 
against us (remember how alone many of us felt in opposing the war in 1963, 1964, 
1965?) than with the responsibility we feel for those who said "No" to killing, and 
thereby helped to wake up the American public to the barbarism that was going on 

in Southeast Asia.

Amnesty Petition 


For all those whose opposition to the war in Indochina brought them into conflict with the laws of the 
Government, we ask amnesty. We call upon the Congress to enact amnesty in its legislative authority to determine 
what is the law. We call upon the President to declare amnesty by his executive authority. 


Amnesty is not pardon. In judicial tradition, amnesty forgets or blots out the offense for the sake of recon- 
ciliation and a new beginning. Let us remember in proclaiming amnesty we affirm our tradition of defense of 
conscience, the duty of individuals to judge for themselves what is right in the face of conflicting duties, and 
the foundation of our society on higher moral law. 


This war has brought no heroes but only victims. Therefore let us not be vindictive toward one group to 
assuage the suffering of others. While we are making peace with our enemies, let us be reconciled among 
ourselves. 

We may be brought together again only if redress is provided for those who had to face jail or exile 
for their convictions. Let all those who are convicted be set free and all those facing prosecution or who might 
be prosecuted be immunized from further jeopardy and all records wiped clean. For all deserters, draft vio- 
lators, and those accused of civilian acts of resistance let there be a new beginning. 


Let us amnesty also all those who, because of the war, were brought into extenuating circumstances in which 
they breached civilian or military regulations or were denied the full protections of due process. For the half 
million veterans who are now being punished for life by other-than-honorable discharges, let their records be 
corrected to make them eligible for benefits that would facilitate a more hopeful future. 

Religious tradition teaches that ‘‘you should not hate your brother in your heart, but you shall reason with 
your neighbor, lest you bear sin because of him. You shall not take vengeance or bear any grudges against the 
sons of your own people...” 

We cannot restore to life our dead soldiers, nor undo the hurts and wounds of others. We cannot undo the 
devastation of the lands and people of Indochina. We can repent and work for post-war healing. An uncon- 
ditional amnesty would free us for a responsible and serious effort to rebuild our divided people.

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The Sub Salary Story 


Johnston Proposal adopted; 2400 
subs to earn less than last year: 


Nava leads attack on UTLA fight 


to place subs on prep schedule. 


UTLA’s fight to get the district’s substitute teachers back on the Preparation Salary 
Schedule was scuttled November 2 by the Board of Education in favor of a sub pay 
plan authored by the Superintendent. 


The leader among members of the Board who fought UTLA’s sub pay proposal was Julian 
Nava, who also introduced the Johnston proposal. 


The Superintendent’s sub pay plan freezes all substitutes on their 1971-72 steps except 
for those subs who would haye qualified for a step advance under the previous 100 day 
rule by being on Step I. 


Under the Johnston-Nava proposal, as adopted by the Board, approximately 2400 substitute 
teachers will be paid at a lesser rate than last year. 


Prior to adopting the Johnston-Nava proposal, the Board voted down two attempts to 
move subs back to the Preparation Salary Schedule. A motion by Board member Robert 
Docter to pay subs on the 1972-73 Preparation Schedule was defeated by a 5-2 vote. 


A’second motion, by Richard Ferraro, to pay subs at the 1971-72 pay rates also lost 
by a 5-2 margin. | 


UTLA Board member Judy Solkovits, a substitute teacher, condemned the Johnston-Nava 
plan ‘“‘as hitting at the professionalism of substitutes.” 


Mrs. Solkovits declared that the Johnston-Nava plan “destroys the initiative for professional 
improvement by cutting the pay of almost every sub who has continued to gain additional 
college credits.

“Further, the Johnston-Nava plan doesn’t treat all subs who worked 100 days during the 
‘71-72 school year alike. In the end, the Johnston—Nava plan penalizes over half of the 
district’s subs and any move of that nature isn’t in the interest of quality education.” 
Mrs. Solkovits maintained. 


In adopting the Johnston-Nava pay plan, the Board of Education and the Superintendent 
went against the recommendation of the impartial factfinder. 


The votes on sub pay issues point out again the consistent inability of the PELA-SeTO 
leadership to deliver the Chambers-Newman-Ferraro segment of the Board in favor of 
teachers. 


That resounding political failure has been accentuated by the refusal of the PELA-SeTO 
leadership to share in any of the costs incurred by the lawful representative of teachers, 
the Certificated Employee Council. 


During the 1971-72 school year UTLA spent in excess of $16,000 in support of the CEC, 
according to UTLA associate executive director Larry Gallup. The CEC expenses included 
the total cost of factfinding, legal fees, printing, meetings, and miscellaneous expenses. 


CEC chairman Bob Unruhe said the CEC will continue to push for higher sub pay but 
that it appeared to be a difficult task “when you consider that a teacher, like Julian 


Nava, won’t even support teachers.” 


Mrs. Solkovits said that Dr. Nava ‘“‘will find it difficult to get subs to work on his future 
campaigns because of his support for the Johnston pay plan.” 


Nava’s strongest supporter in his move against putting subs on the Preparation Salary 
Schedule was Georgiana Hardy who abandoned her previous position of support for.subs.

ORGANIZE AGAINST THE VIOLENCE CENTER 


Since the beginning of the year, the Coalition Against Psychosurgery, 
and Students fro a Democratic Society have been active in opposing the 
creation of the Center for the Study and Reduction of Violence at U.C. 
LoAe 
The first proposals for the Center lump together pathological violen- 
ce and the violence of people resisting oppressive living conditions, 
and totally neglects the most ruthless violence of all, that of the 
U.S. government and its henchmen, This shows the unecientific nature 
of the research intended, 

The fact that the correlates of violence were established in such an 
early report as being"Black, young and male" further points to the ra- 
cist, biased outlook of the Center's proponents. 

The fact that one of the main forms of violence to be studied is 
"unrest among the poor" shows that the Center is being established to 
control the behavior of rebellious people by various means, including 
psychosurgery. 

Therefore, the prison facilities at Vacaville are to be used as a conve-~ 
nient supply of human guinea pigs. 

The protest activities of the Coalition against Psychosurgery and of 
S.D.S. have so far been successful in preventing funding for the Center 
to go into effect. 

However, no speakers from these groups were asked to participate at 

the forum sponsored by the West Side Jewish Community Center, and no 
real discussion of the issues is scheduled. This can seem rather stran- 
ge, since Dr.West will then have every opportunity to whitewash his 
project; the open-ended climate of the debate will enable West to 

try and get as much support as possible for certain existing projects 
on the subject of violence, 

The Coalition against Psychosurgery and S.D.S will continue to 
mobilize workers and students on and off campus to fight the Center, 

We are planning a referendum at U.C.L.A. for the fall, demanding the 
disappearance of the Center, and ananti-racist teach-in (to be announ-~ 
ced), which would expose some of the racist theories operant in the 
establishment of an instrument of oppression such as the Center,

UESTIONS TO DR, WEST 





1) One of the first proposals for the Center establishes the corre- 
lates of violence as being "Black, young and male", How can this ra- 


cism be justified? 


2) Human experimentation with uncertain results, wether of a physical 
or mental nature, through drugs or surgery, was an outstanding practice 
of Nazi Germany. How can this type of procedure be justified in the 


Center? 


3) Instead of studying, for example, the violence of the government, 
the Center's proponents choose “unrest among the poor", The Center's 
funding also comes from one basic agency:the Justice dept., which has 
every interest in suppressing rebellions.against oppressive conditions, 
How can you, Dr. West, justify this type of funding and the related 
research perspective? 


4) Jessica Mitford, in two recent articles (one in Harper's and one 

in Atlantic Monthly) described the horrible conditions of Vacaville: 
experimentation for various drug companies using the prisoners as 

human guinea pigs; punishment for those who rebel against these con- 
ditions, through: drug therapy, solitary confinement (technically known 
as “sensory deprivation") and eventually psychosurgery. According 

to the early reports concerning the Center, Vacaville was definitely 
part of the Center, but Dr.West has constantly tried to deny it. 

What is your present position, Dr. West? Is Vacaville part of the 
Center or not? 


5) Dr.West has repeatedly claimed to be against psychosurgery and 

that Drs, Ervin and Mark were against it. But the book"Violence in 

the brain" (co-authored by Ervin and Mark) shows cases of psycho- 

surgery performed on epileptics, stating that the goal of the operation 
was to "change behavior, not to cure epilepsy". 

How do you. Dr.West. reconcile these facts with your previous statements? 
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In the last few years, a numbsr of articles claiming to demonstrate 
“sclentivically® the old garbage that black people are genetically infer~ 
ier have appeared in profersional journals, taxts and popular magazines. 
The weitere of these articles are not isolated erackpots; they held pvosi- 
tions at prominant universities: AR. Jensen (Berkeley), We Shockley 
(Stanford), R, Herrnstein(darvard), H. Eysencki London). Their racist 

views have received substantial coverage in the press: 


“There are inselligeance genes, which are found in populations in 
different proportions, semewhat like the distribution of blood 

types, The number of intelligance ganss seems to be lower, over 
aii, in the bi p56 Population than in the white"(Jensen, N.¥.Times 


Magazine, 8/'31/6 


Such research on “*hereditarian” explanations of human behavier has been 
defended by 50 prominent social scientists in an ad in the American 
Psycholesist (July, 1972). 

Tia socially vicious consequences of the spread of these ideas is 
evident: Jensen ettributes the “faiiure” of compensitory education pro- 
grams to innate inferiority of st udents in these prosrernss; Herrnstein 
offers to explain chronic unemployment by lack of innate ability; 
Shockiey advocates sterilization of pecple with low “1.Q."e and warns 
that vresent welfare policies may lead to “venetic enslavement”. 

The Léaders of this movement are using their academic prestige to 
give & veneer ef scientific respectibility te racism. To defeat them, 
academics and professionals must not only provide (once again) scientific 
refu’ tations of their theories, but must use the press, professional toci- 
eties, public lecturee, ba ea etc, Te help organize such efferts, 
a number of cencerned academics, including members of the national 
Committee Against Racism (CAR), are calling a national conference in 
New York, Nov. 16-11, In addition, CAR is circulating a resolution 

afvainst racism among academics and professionais, te be published in the 
cuales N.Y.TIMES. So far, 1300 Signatures and about $3,000 have been

ing to the test manual indicate what type 
of person is being selected. The pictures 
to be identified include the forlowing: 





For the object on the left, the flag, the 


following are correct answers: 'tAmerican 


flag," "flag pole’, and "Star Spangled 
Banner. "' Wrong answers are "pole", | 
"stick", "post", "rag't, and kite." The 
other picture, of an arm, is answered 
correctly by saying, ‘'arm and hand and 
shoulder", or "hand and arm. '' It 
is incorrect to say, "hands", " a fist", 
"muscle", "he's going to fight some- 
body", elbow", or shoulder''.Obviously 
patriotism and docility are measured as 
much by such gestions as intelligence 
or knowledge, 

The attitudes most in demand on 
the I.Q. test are best revealed ina 
subtest of "Comprehension", given at 
ages Tand 8. The child is simply asked 
a question about how he would behave in 
certain situations. The correct and 
incorrect answers are very interesting. 
One quection reads: 'What's the thing 
for you to do when you have broken

"Go on to school and tell my teacher 
why I'm late." 

"Not stop." 

"Just keep on going." 

"Get a late card." 


Do these questions measure what 
is generally thought of as "Intelligence?" 
Hardly. Rather, they seem to be 
measuring the extent to which children 
are willing to conform to the rules of 
society-to do what they are told. Here 
irfelligence seems to be equated with 
acceptance of the rules of the school 
and the society. Students are being 
tested to see if they are potentially

He said a subsequent 
check revealed the 


transfer of Cox’s son-in- 
law from the VA in Alba- 
ny: N.Y., in 1973 to the 

adsworth facility, where 
he went on the payroll as a 
guard. 

The irregularities, the 
spokesman said, involved 

aying the son-in-law’s 
£600 moving expenses 
with government funds 
and putting the son-in-law 
on the payroll without 
going through “‘proper pro- 
cedures.”’ 

Cox also exerted ‘‘undue 
influence,” in getting his 
daughter hired at the 
Brentwood VA Hospital as 
a licensed vocational 
nurse, the spokesman said. 

Both relatives have been 
removed from their posi- 
tions, he added. Their

VA Hospital Head 
Retires Under Fire 


WASHINGTON — John J. Cox, 
director of the Wadsworth Veter- 
ans Administration hospital in 
California, has retired following 
formal charges of nepotism. 


He chose to retire rather than 
transfer to the Coatesville hospi- 
tal, Pa., with a reprimand. 


Those were the choices given 
him by VA officials who had 
investigated the transfer of his 


son-in-law and the hiring of his | 


daughter to two VA facilities in 
California. 


VA officials disclosed that 
Cox. a longtime employee of the 
agency who has held many posi- 
tions of high authority, had 
“exerted undue influence” in 
landing a nursing Job for his 
daughter at Wadsworth. 


It was also revealed that he 
had authorized the payment of 
moving expenses for his son-in- 
law. a VA guard, who transfer- 


red from the Albany, N.Y., VA 
hospital to the Brentwood VA 
hospital in California. 


The two employees had been 
forced to resign but subsequent- 
ly have been put back on the 
payroll, according to a VA 
spokesman. : 


He said the two “should not be 
penalized for Cox’s indiscre- 
tions.” 


Although this signifies the end 
of Cox's career with VA, his 
troubles may just be beginning, 
Rhea Butler, president of Local 
1061 of the American Federation 
of Government Employees at 
Wadsworth, said. 


She has asked the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation to take a 
close look at the Cox affair. 


She said there is a strong 
possibility that Cox misused 
$1600 in government funds by 
allowing his son-in-law to claim 


moving expenses. 


Butler maintains that VA used 
a double standard in the Cox 
case. 


In a letter to William A. Sulli- 
van assistant director of the Los 
Angeles division of the FBI, she 
sald: 


“We found it inconsistent that 
Mr. Cox was treated with an 
administrative remedy for nepo- 
tism, although it appears on the 
surface ... there was a criminal 
misuse of government funds. 


“The inconsistency is further 
accentuated by the fact that 
lower grade employees are ar- 
rested, booked and charged 
without thought of administra- 
tive remedy which raises the 
question of selective prosecu- 
tion.” 


Butler added that she wants 
Cox to be indicted.

Because the rank and file people as a whole have almost no opportunity 
to meet together and discuss matters of common concern and’to decide 
and act on these matters, we believe that small workshops should be 
organized. Their goal is self-government by all human beings in their 
daily lives--and work. 


Community Economic Workshops are groups of people of diverse back- 
grounds’ who meet together to discuss their mutual situation and formu- 
late action to change their society. They are roundtable dialogues 
among fellow workers and citizens discussing ideas and events as they 
develop. Drawing from all occupations, neighborhoods, races and 
backgrounds, Workshops are ongoing and free-flowing associations which 
aim at unity of thought and action, of thinking and doing. 


The task is Simple to understand but not easy to atcomplish. We seek 

to help make an overall change in society at its base, from a system 

of exploitation and domination to one of cooperation and freedom. We 
must extend organization by the rank and file themselves into the shops 
and factories, the schools and the communities. Our goal is economic 
democracy: the self-government of the freely associated producers 
within a context of community organization.

DEFEND THE SIT-IN 3 


This fall quarter opens with the rights of students, particularly 
leftist students, in jeopardy on this campus. The UCLA administration's 
prosecution of the "Sit-in Three" through university disciplinary chan- 
nels threatens the rights of all students to participate freely in 
political activity. The possible expulsions of Bill Greenberg, Leone 
Cherksey, and Jean Watson is a matter of extreme seriousness. Not only 
have the three been victimized by the administration, they have also 
been subjected to trial in the capitalist courts for the “crime” of 
demonstrating opposition to the establishment of the proposed Violence 
Center, This is a noxious example of the en loco parentis which places 
students, faculty, and staff in double jeopardy, facing trial in Munici- 
pal Court and then a second kangaroo court in which their right to ed- 
ucation or livelihood hangs in balance, If mere capitalist law and 
order is not sufficient, then Dean Atkinson will provide extra punish- 
ment to keep student political activity within the limits our Regent 
"protectors" prescribe, 

The Spartacus Youth League has supported the previous efforts to 
defend the "Sit-in Three" and will continue to do so. Repression against 
any section of the left or working class is a direct threat to the 
entire labor movement. Leftists must not stand by and allow each other 
to be thrown off the campuses, cut of the unions, and into prisons. An 
injury to one is an injury to all! We urge all students and leftists 
whether independents or groups to help repel this administration attack, 
We must not be lulled into passivity, and let our rights be stripped 
away. 

Many students will disagree, as the SYL does, with aspects of the 
defendents actions and politics, The SYL believes that liberal protest 
such as miniscule sit-ins are not the way to build effective opposition 
to the Violence Center or to end racial oppression, Others may criti- 
cize the actions for any number of reasons; but regardless of the sever- 
ity of the differences or criticisms, whether they are directed at PL, 
the anti-Violence Center campaign, or the sit-in itself, they must not 
be allowed to stand in the way of a united defense. If defense efforts 
were conditional on political agreement, only the most popular would be 
defended, Angela Davis might never have gone free if her only defenders 
were political suprorters of the Communist Party. The ruling class 
would take advantage of every issue in the left to divide and conquer 
it piecemeal. This must not happen! All charges against the "Sit-in 
Three" must be dropped!

The Violence Center still exists at UCLA, despite a campus-wide referendum last February 
in which 5,000 students voted by a margin of three-to-two to abolish this genocidal atrocity. | 
The regents want very badly to maintain this racist and anti-working class project at UCLA, 
which is why their flunky chancellor Charles Young supports the Violence Center to the hilt. 

To focus attention on the Center's continued existence and the necessity of shutting it 
down, Progressive Labor Party members Jean Watson, Bill Greenberg and Leone Cherksey sat in 
last April at the office of Dr. L.J. West, head of the Neuropsychiatric Institute and leading 
proponent of the Center. Communists and anti-racist fighters, these three are now threatened 
with expulsion by the administration, which intends to use the Student Conduct Committee to 
railroad them off campus. The following motion, submitted by these three students to the 
Student Conduct Committee, makes clear who are the criminals in the matter of the Violence 
Center: 


"The charges against us include threatening the health of people at the University, 
indecent conduct and disobeying university. officials. 

It is the perpetrators of the Violence Center, from Dr, Frank Ervin to Dr. L.J. West 
to Chancellor Young to the Regents of the University of California, who are guilty of the above. 

Dr. Ervin is currently being sued by Mrs. Helen Geis...for permanently damaging and 
destroying her son's mind and life. Leonard J. Kille, formerly an engineer, had to be com- 
mitted to a state mental hospital following psychosurgery. The presence of Ervin on the UCLA 
faculty threatens the health and safety of every one of us. 

Ervin is not the only Violence Center figure who threatens the health of people both 
on and off campus. What about Dr. Joshua Golden, who by his own admission has just returned 
from two years of human experimentation in Madrid with cyproterone acetate, a sterilizing drug? 

What about the Violence Center projects which consist of the application of Ritalin, an 
addictive amphetamine, to so-called ‘hyperactive’ children? Already 200,000 children in Los 
Angeles alone are having their systems and their ability to function wrecked by this dangerous 
drug. 

What about the Violence Center 'predictive scales' of ‘young, male, urban and black' 
which are to be applied by police in determining arrest procedures, setting bail, sentencing 
and parole? We have had a taste of this 'selectivity' ourselves in the grossly racist treatment 
of Jean Watson during the sit-in, which included shoving her around, nearly strangling her, 
injuring her ankle, originally setting her bail at $5,000 and charging her with battery on 
five officers, a grotesque lie. 

In the community, people's lives are threatened every day by police application of Violence 
Center predictions of who should be treated like a ‘violent criminal’. A black social worker 
was recently murdered at the Hollywood Bowl by racist cops. The UCLA campus is not immune from 
these attacks: racist harrassment of campus workers and minority students goes on daily. 

The above not only threatens the health and safety of people on and off campus, it is the 
most indecent conduct we can conceive of. 

As far as disobedience toward University officials, an official mandate by the students 
to abolish the Violence Center has been totally ignored by the administration. However, we 
understand that it is not really Chancellor Young's job to follow the dictates and welfare of 
the campus community: students, faculty and workers. His job is to look after the interests, 
financial and political, of the Regents, who are all big businessmen who get a healthy profit 
from racism, and have to insure that rebellions of the oppressed don't shake their power to 
exploit. (OVER) |

If a university official tells us not to carry out the student mandate to abolish the Violence 
Center, we will disobey him. 

We know the NPI administrators and campus police will lie through their teeth about the 
actual events of the sit-in. 

But this distortion...is not really the point, because we are not really being threatened 
with expulsion or the removal of our political rights for the alleged violation of certain 
campus regulations, which are constantly broken by organizations smiled on by the university 
administration, from fraternities to ROTC. 

This hearing has been set up because as communists and anti-racist fighters we pose a 
threat to policies the UC Regents have ordered be carried out, from the Violence Center to 
cutbacks in financial aid, and it is their flunkies' job to get rid of us with any excuse they 
can. We think for the very same reason we do pose this threat to the bosses, the students, 
workers and faculty of this campus will rally to our defense. 

We will put our charge against the Violence Center in the terms which really apply: we 
charge them with genocide, and we submit that they are criminals under the international statutes 
regarding Genocide established by the United Nations, which only the US refused to sign. 

According to the UN Gonvention on Genocide, genocide includes doing any of the following 
with intent to destroy in whole or in part, a certain popukation: killing members of the 
group, doing phsical or mental harm to members of the group, sterilizing members of the group. 
In addition to genocidal acts, advocacy of genocide and incitement to genocide are considered 
crimes. | 

Clearly, psychosurgery is genocidal, particularly with Ervimts concentration on the 
'treatment' of ghetto rebels. So is sterilization, and so are the other projects we named, 
let alone a number which we did not name. 

We view the sit-in against the Violence Center an act rendered necessary and totally 
justifiable, as an initial step to prevent genocide. 

The only just act which the student conduct committee can take is to drop all charges 
against us immediately and put the real criminals on trial.

President Ford's amnesty proclamation 
is virtually worthless. 


Ford still thinks that those who would 

not kill or be killed for the puppet 
dictators in Vietnam are morally defective, 
that they are criminals in need of re- 
habilitation. We reject this view. We 

say that those who resisted the war in 
Vietnam are correct and we fully support 
their resistance. 


We in the Peace and Freedom Party have 
always called for full unconditional 
amnesty for those who resisted the war 
both inside and outside the armed forces. 
That includes amnesty for non-draft 
related actions too -- such as antiwar 
demonstrations and vets hooked on drugs 
in Vietnam.

"To send them food and clothing and medical sup= 
plies, or money for coal and wood or for scholarships 
for their children --- that is not charity, for these 
men and women are owed a debt that, alas, can never be 
repaid. 

It was the Spanish people who first took up arms 
in defence of democracy against Hitler and fascism. 
The sacrifices and heroism of the Spanish people set 
an example for the world. lovers of freedom must never 
forget those men and women who fought that lonely 
terrible fight in Spain.”

Ais year Brown has 
arastically cut. back UC. funds, the Regents are cutting 48 student 
positions in the UC Medical Schools, UCLA is trying to shut down 
Asian-American and Chicano Studies, Chancellor Younz is backing the 
Biology Department in its blatant violation of Affirmative Action 
in not hiring Dr. Humberto Bracho, Chancellor Young refuses to 
reinstate black dental student Willie Horton against the recommend- 
ation of four independent investigating committees. The Biology 
Department tried to eliminate the minority TA-ships until the Min- 
ority Biology Committee, Committee Against Racism and members of 
the March for Jobs Coalition forced them to restore the TA-ships. 
scholarships, TA-ships and hiring prospects for all graduate stu- 
dents---men and women, black, latin, asian, native ve and whi te---are 
dismal because of the “funding cutbacks. | 


The Anti-Racist Action Coalition stands for ACTION. To 
succeed in stopping cutbacks in the UC system and in getting what 
we graduate students need---more enrollment, TA-ships, scholarships 
and faculty hiring---the Graduate Student Association of UCLA needs 
leadership which is willing to fight the administration for our 
‘needs. The. incumbents, who are now running against. us for GSA 
“Officers, promised to fight racism last year, but when the time 
came to act on proposals from Committee Against Racism like the 
March for Jobs, the Myth of Reverse Racism Pamphlet and the Anti- 

- Racist Teachin, the incumbents opposed these proposals because of 
pressure from Chancellor Young and campus deans. 


The members of the Anti-Racist Action Coalition, all members 
of the March for Jobs Coalition, fought for these proposals. We 
did help organize the poe: for Jobs, which had thousand of parti- 
cipants and was the first’many such demonstrations in the United 
States. We did organize an investigation of the Willie Horton 
case. After the GSA committee found Mr. Horton's charges” of racism 
by the Dental School were true, the GSA Senate voted to demand 
Chancellor Young appear before the GSA Senate if Mr. Horton were 
not reinstated immediately. When Young refused to appear, the 
incumbent cabinet sabotaged and boycotted a GSA Senate meeting. 
This meeting came off anyway and sent a delegation to see Young, 
who was befuddled, self-contradictory and openly admitted he made 
the decision personally to keep Mr. Horton out of the Dental School.

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August 18th in BoSton was a 
historic occasion. On tke one hand 
$4 marked the official end of IN 
CAR's Boston '75 Freedom Summer 
Project, but on the other it siz- 
naled the beginning of. a new "human" 
rights movement; a movement which 
is growing and spreading from Bos- 
ton to Birmingham, from New York to 
San Francisco. 

UNITY RALLY on August 18th 
highlighted the key aspect of tH.5 
movement against racism--multi-ra- 
cial unity. Black, Latin, Asian, 
Native American and white people 
cathered from all over Boston and 
were joined by representatives from 
other cities across the U.5. Canada 
and Mexico who had come to express 
their solidarity and commitment to 
the fight against racism. Over C00 
people marched from Boston Commons 
to City Hall while thousands and 
thousands of people jammed the side 
walks, hung out of windows, and 
chanted and waved their approval. 

The City Council, ° of whom are 
sn the fascist group ROAR, had des- 
perately tried to stop this march 
by revoking our permit at 4:30 on 
Friday night. The smiles left their 
faces, however, as we announced to 
the press that in fact there would 
be a demonstration and there would 
be a march. In the meantime we 
brought the fight to the courts 
where we sought and won an injunc- 
tion against the city government, 
preventing them from revoking the 
march premit. 

And so the march was a success 
ful and fittings highlight to the 
Boston Summer Project. And what is 
even more fitting is that solid 
CAR chapters have emerged and are 
growing everyday in several commu- 
nities in Boston. And in this lies 
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(/ tne success of Boston'75.

can destroy a city, destroy people: 
minds, and destroy us all ps a ERS: 
allowed to spread. 

As a result of the summer 
Project, anti-racist forces all 
over the city have been streng 
thened. CAR, and the ideas we 
stand for, are a huge isue in the 
city of Boston. ‘We have 35,000 
Sienatures on our petition and 
the number is climbing. ‘Ve have 
close to 15,000 names of people 
who have said they want to find 
out more about CAR. Memberships 
are climbing (although we were 
Slow on this until recently) with 
many phone calls to the of fice 
from people asking how to join 
CAR, The task ahead is one of 
consolidation. 

No, the Summer Project is 
not really over--notuntil we have 
+alked to every person in the city 
of Boston, not until we have built 
a massive, anti-racist movement 
which is here to stay. 

But truely we can Say, we 
have made a beginning. 

LABOR DONATED 
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CAR in Boston has made some 
real steps forward. One result of 
this is an increasing level of 
harassment and attacks from ROAR, 
the cops, and the city politicians. 
As UNITY week avproached the racists 
in the city grew desperate, finding 
nothing that could stop the srowing 
anti-racist movement. The following 
is an account of the major events 
of the week before the Aug. 18th 
Yas Va 

On Sunday, Aug. 10, the NAACY 
Galted for a "picnic at Carson 
beach, scene of racist attacks on 
black people tryinz to use the beach. 
Over 2,000 people, mainly black 
but with several hundred whites, 
showed up to intesrate the Boston 
beaches. CAR members and friends 
were there participating in the 
beach Liberation, 

The cops first response was to 
sweep the beach, clearing it of all 
white people who were using it, 
pushing them all tosether into a 
mob, and ensuring the segregation 
of the Boston beaches?! When the 
mainly black crowd arrived they were 
met with rocks and bottles from a 
mob of racists and were pushed and 
shoved by the lines of cops towards 
the water. There were 800 cops, a 
fixed wing plane, helicopers, a 
coast guard boat, horses, motorcy 
cles, an amphibius craft and the f 
BIl--all to ensure that Carson Beach 
stayed segregated and to harass the 
people who had come to liberate it. 

The next day, tionday August ll, 
approximately 70 CAR members and 
friends from the community went to 
an audience participation show call 
ed Mass Reaction. The show had 
sent us tickets and the subject was 
desesregation, ROAR had also been 
sent tickets and a very tense situ- 
ation developed with all the racist 
Slime of the city consregated at 
that station. \ 

During the show these fascists 
sent a soon-squac of 50-60 ma to 
attack 10 CAR members who were 
waiting outside to give people tic 
kets and direct them to the show. 
The cops were in complete alliance 
with these ROAR thugs and drove off 
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FIGHTS TACKS 


when they saw them coming. The 
ten people were cwnered with their 
backs against an empty bus and 
fought valiently with nothing but 
belts--successfully holding off 
the 50 thugs until a ous driver 
opened the door to let our people 
on. At this point the cops came 
in and took some CAR members to 
the hospital. They later returned 
with ROAR members and arrested 7 
of us for assault and battery with 
a dangerous weapont: 

The next night, Tuesday, Aug. 
12th, there was a Boston-wide CAR 
meeting. People attending were 
mainly Boston residents, and over 
125 veplepmticipated. Many joined 
CAR and signed up for welcoming 
committees for the beginning of 
school. Before the meeting, how- 
ever, the police arrested the 
entire security force,,14 people, 
on charges of disorderly persons 
and illeval assembly. 

This kind of harassment fail 
ed, however, and was mainly an 
attempt to stop-the-Aug.-Loth 
march. People were bailed out an¢ 


sent immediately back on the stree' 


petitioning and leafleting through 
outthe city. 

Meanwhile, the | police 
were engaged in a police riot 
throughout minority areas of 
city. They used the stoning 
a car to march in force into 
mainly black housing project, 
went door to door indescriminately 
beating people--men, women and 
children, and turned dogs loose 
Sn the halls of the project. The 
city was in a state of rebellion 
for 3 days and nights with the 
cops going wild. 
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CAR played an impotant role 
in this, condemning the actions of 
the police and calling for an end 
to indescriminant attacks on white 
or black working people. We 
the only force calling for multi- 

racial unity in the city. 

In spite of these attacks 
Unity rally was a huge success ‘with — 
fantastic response from people in 
the city. : 

All in all there have been 
46 arrests, (one black woman being 
arrested 5 times) 24 people are 
up on felony charges with 0-20 
year possible jail sentences. 

: This has necessitated the 
beginnings of a nation-wide CAR 
Legal Defense Fund which will 
publicize the arrests, expos 
cops and ROAR, and raise the 
thousands and thousands of dollars 
which we will neec to make a fight 
through the courts, All CAR 
chapters will be receiving infor- 
mation on this fund as soon as 
possible. 

In addition, the steering 
committee of CAR voted to co- 
sponsor with the Frosressive Labor 
ee a major class-action civil 

suit against the executive board 

of ROAR and the Boston Police Dept. 
for conspiracy to violate our 
civil rights. ‘Ye have obtained a 
Law firm and will seek injunctions 
against harassment and at least 
ay million in actual and punitive 
damages. We hope that this suit 
eo help broaden the base of CAR, 

xpose and publicize the neliucion 
of the racists, and put a damper 
on their activities. 

We eStimate the total cost 
of such a suit over several years 
at a minimum of $510,000 with many 
thousands more needed for the de- 
fence of CAR members arrested. 
Flease raise money for this anyway 
you can. It is e¢lear: we Cannot 
continue to oprate in Boston with- 
out massive financial support from 
the rest of the Us and Canada.

Cigarette smoke can aggravate symptoms in asthmatic children and adults 
and even trigger asthma attacks. 


Tobacco smoke may exert an adverse effect on the protective mechanisms 
of the immune system in man. Ths can be as significant for nonsmokers 
as smokers 4f the nonsmoker is continuakky exposed to smoke. 


Exposure to tobacco smoke may produce severe neacttons of atkercac 
symotoms in nonsmokers who ane sugfering from diverse kinds of allergtes. 
Studies show that as high as 16 percent of allergy sufferers ane sendsa-

FIGHT CUT BACKS IN 
FOOD STAMP PROGRAM 


Several bills have been introduced in Congress (including the Ford Administ ration- 
backed S. 2537) which would severely cut back the Food Stamp Program upon 
which many low income families rely for a decent diet. Among the proposed 
changes are: 





l. Increasing income eligibility requirements so that a third to a half of 
those now eligible would be eliminated from the program 


2. Increasing the cost of food stamps for those who would still be eligible 
to receive them 


3. Disqualify households containing people who are on strike or who 
left their previous job without 'good cause, '' and households with 
college students in them 


4. Require Food Stamp Offices to send information on applicants who 
are suspected "illegal aliens" to the Justice Department. 


In spite of attacks by politicians on alleged '"'chiselers'' and middle income 
people getting food stamps, a Department of Agriculture survey showed that — 
less than 1/10 of one percent of participating households commit fraud, and 
92% have incomes of less than $7000 per year. If the government would stop 
providing millions of dollars to overthrow legally elected governments as it | 
did in Chile, and would stop spending more millions trying to crush a revolu- 
tionary movement in Angola, it would be able to support a program to provide 
decent food for people here. :
